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Editorials 

MARKED  DISHES 


We  have  received  a  communication  inviting  our  as- 
sistance in  the  matter  of  procuring  from  the  manu- 
facturers enamelled  eating  utensils  which  shall 
be  numbered,  if  possible,  under  the  enamel.  The 
writer  points  out  that  if  the  cups,  plates,  and  other 
dishes  used  in  institutions  could  be  numbered  so  that 
each  inmate  could  have  his  or  her  own  dishes,  it 
would  be  a  help  in  institution  work ;  and  that  where 
there  is  any  suspicion  of  the  existence  of  transmis- 
sible disease  (especially  venereal)  this  would  be  a 
great  convenience  and  safety.  Our  correspondent 
has  endeavored  on  several  occasions  to  secure  this 
improvement,  but  so  far  has  not  succeeded,  though 
in  barber  shops,  he  is  informed,  the  utensils  are 
numbered.  The  letter  closes  by  inviting  our  co- 
operation with  the  manufacturers  and  others  con- 
cerned, so  that  it  may  be  possible  to  procure  dishes 
which  may  be  easily  kept  separate. 
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We  fancy  that  it  would  be  a  difficult  matter  for 
manufacturers  to  make  a  separate  and  distinctive 
mark  on  each  separate  utensil  they  manufacture; 
but  it  would  not  seem  an  impossible  task  for  each 
hospital  to  be  apprised  of  a  method  of  marking  eat- 
ing utensils  with  a  mark  by  which  the  tablemaids 
and  inmates  would  know  their  own  particular  dishes 
and  utensils. 

Meantime,  the  practice  adopted  by  a  prominent 
firm  of  restaurant  keepers  in  Toronto  and  by  a  con- 
siderable number  of  tubercular  sanitaria,  of  boiling 
all  table  dishes  and  utensils  should  be  carried  out. 
This  can  be  done  nicely  by  having  a  tank  of  boiling 
water  just  beside  the  dishwashing  sink,  in  which  the 
cleaned  dishes  may  be  immersed  just  before  being 
placed  in  the  cupboards. 

Further,  the  good  practice  adopted  in  some  of 
the  more  up-to-date  hospitals  of  having  all  nurses, 
servants  and  other  employees  undergo  a  thorough 
physical  examination  (Wassermann  included)  when 
admitted  to  service  would  be  well  worth  instituting. 

If  any  of  our  readers  have  any  views  on  this 
matter  we  shall  be  pleased  to  hear  from  them. 


HOSPITAL    AND    LABORATORY    SYSTEMS 
UNDER  A  MINISTRY  OF  HEALTH 


The  Advisory  Committee  on  Public  Health  of  the 
British  Labor  Party,  more  than  one-half  of  which 
were  doctors,  have  drawn  up  a  report  entitled  The 
Organization  of  the  Preventative  and  Curative  Med- 
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ical  Services  and  Hospital  and  Laboratory  Systems 
under  a  Ministry  of  Health, 

The  aim  is  to  inaugurate  systems  of  living,  work- 
ing and  enjoying  leisure  which  experience  and  scien- 
tific research  show  to  be  capable  of  producing  the 
greatest  happiness  for  all.  The  report  states  that 
instruction  in  preventive  medicine  in  medical  schools 
has  been  very  inadequate ;  and  that  clinical  teachers 
know  little  of,  and  have  failed  to  protest  against, 
industrial  and  housing  conditions;  that  the  general 
practitioner  has  little  opportunity  to  study  and  up- 
hold the  principles  of  preventive  medicine.  So  much 
time  is  spent  on  the  art  of  medicine,  too  little  remains 
for  acquiring  and  practise  of  the  science  of  medicine. 
''State  services,''  says  the  report,  ''  should  be  under 
democratic  control — must  not  be  bureaucratic,  and 
that  nothing  must  be  done  to  take  away  the  choice 
of  doctor  from  the  patient,  but  rather  to  widen  and 
amplify  the  very  restricted  choice  he  now  possesses. 
The  scheme  must  not  prevent  private  practice,  and 
no  practitioner  or  patient  must  be  forced  to  take  any 
part  or  share  in  it  against  his  desire. 

The  activities  of  the  National  Health  Service 
should  include  the  public  health  service,  a  domicil- 
iary and  nursing  service,  a  school  health  service,  an 
industrial  health  service,  a  research  service,  and  a 
hospital  and  clinical  service.  The  committee  believes 
that  all  the  present  voluntary  hospitals  should  event- 
ually be  merged  into  the  public  hospital  system, 
though  at  first  they  might  be  given  a  choice  of  re- 
maining on  an  entirely  voluntary  basis,  or  of  being 
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taken  over  by  the  health  authorities,  or  of  receiving 
subsidies  from  the  rates,  provided  that  on  inspection 
they  turned  out  to  be  efficiently  maintained. 


DIET  IN  HEALTH  AND  IN  DISEASE 


In  one  of  his  closing  lectures  at  "The  Hopkins," 
about  the  date  of  the  celebrated  utterance  respecting 
the  chloroforming  of  seniles — Osier  said,  "what  we 
need  in  America  badly  is  a  visit  from  some  Japanese 
gastric  missionaries/'  "The  bane  of  the  South  is 
hot  biscuits,  and  of  the  North  pie,"  he  added. 

It  was  about  this  date  that  Chittenden's  epoch- 
making  book  on  diet  appeared,  showing  that  soldiers, 
athletes  and  students  could  get  on  much  better  with 
a  much  smaller  animal  proteid  intake.  Fletcher  had 
laid  emphasis  on  this  point  and  had  recommended 
a  prolonged  chewing  of  the  food  as  a  means  of  check- 
ing the  amount  of  proteid  eaten.  No  one  questions 
the  value  of  sufficient  insalivation,  but  not  many  go 
to  the  extent  of  following  Fletcher's  rule  of  chewing 
until  the  pharyngeal  reflex  is  stimulated — a  reflex 
absent  in  most  throats. 

It  took  the  Great  War  to  focus  general  attention 
on  the  question  of  diet.  This  is  one  of  the  good  things 
which  has  come  out  of  this  most  terrible  of  exper- 
iences. It  is  to  be  hoped  that  some  lessons  learned 
will  not  be  lost ;  though  some  are  already  forgotten. 
Back  we  are  going  to  the  white  bread  of  pre-war 
days — the  vitamines  in  the  embryo  and  outer  cir- 
cumference being  milled  out.  ' 
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A  few  months  ago  American  Medicine  devoted 
one  whole  number  to  a  symposium  on  diet,  contribu- 
ted to  by  authorities  in  America.  Taking  its  cue 
(probably)  from  this  American  publication  The 
Practitioner^  of  London,  England,  devoted  two 
numbers  to  the  same  subject — July  and  August, 
1919.  The  first  number  contained  several  articles  on 
Diet  and'  Health — in  youth,  adolescence,  senesence, 
old  age,  etc.  The  second  number  had  articles  on 
diet  in  acute  disease,  in  diabetes,  in  obesity,  in 
renal  and  circulatory  disease,  in  diseases  of  infancy, 
in  tuberculosis  and  pulmonary  disease,  and  in  der- 
matology. These  are  all  very  instructive  papers  and 
well  worth  reading  carefully  by  all  our  readers. 

While  in  the  treatment  of  such  diseases  as  dia- 
betes, Bright^s  disease,  infantile  summer  diarrhea, 
typhoid  fever,  scurvy,  and  other  deficiency  diseases, 
food  is  of  paramount  importance,  it  plays  a  great 
role  in  the  treatment  of  diseases  in  general,  and  it 
behooves  every  general  practitioner  to  post  himself 
as  thoroughly  as  possible  on  this  very  important 
subject. 
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THE    MILITARY   HOSPITAL   FOR   MENTAL 
CASES  AT  COBOURG

In  a  search  for  the  ideal,  disappoijitment  generally  figures 
at  something  like  ninety-nine  decimal  nine  hundred  and  ninetv- 
nine  per  cent.,  so  that  in  this  imrestful  period  of  the  world's 
history,  the  man  with  a  hammer  has  ample  opportunity  to 
^' knock  ^'  practically  everything  in  sight.  N^ot  only  has  he 
the  opportunity,  but  he  generally  accepts  its  with  promptitude, 
especially  if  the  question  concerns  military  administration. 
The  number  of  military  geniuses  lost  to  the  world  l)y  the 
bungling  of  what  they  classify  as  an  effete  organization,  is 
large,  and  if  we  believe  them,  Kitchener  and  French  and  Haig 
were  residents  of  Stupidity  Street,  because  they  refused  the 
best  of  advice  tendered  in  the  most  generous  spirit  of  patriotic 
enthusiasm,  by  these  self-deluded  world-beaters. 

Of  Canadian  military  organizations  the  medical  service 
has  received  more  slams  than  any  other,  varying  all  the  way 
from  grand  slams  to  little  slams,  and  even  intermediate  slams 
have  iDeen  attempted,  although  distinctly  against  the  rules  of 
the  game.  Of  course,  the  military  authorities  have  fumed 
and  fretted  over  tihe  injustice  of  it  all,  but  by  a  strange  paradox 
the  military  officer,  although  trained  to  fight  with  his  sword, 
must  relegate  the  mightier  weapon  of  the  pen  to  the  civilian 
critic  and  quill  driver.  This  is  not  always  a  happy  state  of 
affairs  for  a  general,  or  a  brigadier,  or  even  a  full-blooded 
colonel,  who  feels  the  stings  of  the  human  mosquitoes  whidi 
attack  him,  without  the  right  to  squash  the  irritating  insects. 
It  matters  not  what  the  armchair  warriors  pull  off  in  the 
way  of  criticism  of  medical  organizations,  the  actual  returns 
bring  confidence  to  those  wOio  wish  to  know  the  truth.  When 
we  learn  that  in  the  Boer  war,  of  every  hundred  soldiers  who 
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died  on  active  service,  eighty-five  succumbed  to  disease  and 
fifteen  were  killed,  and  that  in  this  wslv  only  five  out  of  a 
hundred  in  the  Canadian  army  died  of  disease,  we  salute  the 
brigadier-general,  the  surgeon-general,  and  all  of  those  asso- 
ciated with  him,  as  gracefully  as  a  civilian  can  attempt  this 
somewlhat  difficult  feat.  Perhaps  it  is  bad  form  to  do  it,  but 
after  all,  these  gentlemen  deserve  it,  and  if  their  modesty  and 
nnlitary  etiquette  prevent  them  from  saying  some  .of  the  nice 
things  deserved,  we  must  do  it  for  them. 

Hospitals  for  the  mentally  afflicted  are  ordinarily  asso- 
ciated in  the  public  mind  with  noise  and  violence,  not  to  say 
a  thousand  repulsive  things  which  "are  referred  to  with  bated 
breath.  These  institutions  have  too  often  been  looked  on  as 
the  skeletons  in  the  cupboard  of  civilization  and  the  custodial 
care  of  the  mentally  diseased  has  been  relegated,  in  too  many 
instances,  to  the  needy  politicians  who  sighed  for  the  loaves 
and  fishes  dispensed  by  grateful  governments.  Medicine  as  a 
science  has  gone  ahead  by  leaps  and  bounds  during  the  last 
two  decades,  while  psychiatry  has  not  always  kept  pace  with 
other  branches,  as  a  result  of  its  unhappy  association  with 
politics,  and  judging  by  the  condition  of  affairs  in  too  many 
asylums,  there  is  ample  room  for  many  much  needed  reforms. 
It  would,  of  course,  be  unfair  to  stigmatize  all  hospitals  for 
the  insane  as  falling  in  this  category,  because  some  of  the 
most  active  movements  for  a  bettering  of  general  conditions 
have  emanated  from  Canadian  psychiatrists,  and  the  work 
accomplished  has  been  admirable,  but  it  has  been  left  to  the 
military  authorities  to  show  how  to  reach  the  ideal  in  such 
matters.  Not  only  has  this  been  done,  but  the  transformation 
lias  taken  place  so  quietly  and  so  thoroughly,  that  it  has  not 
attracted  the  attention  it  deserves. 

The  Military  Hospital  for  the  mentally  disturbed  is  to  be 
found  at  Cobourg,  and  if  you  were  to  pass  through  its  many 
wards  without  being  informed  of  the  nature  of  the  work  being 
carried  on  there,  you  might  easily  believe  that  you  were  in  an 
exquisite  convalescent  home  for  soldiers  recovering  from  wounds 
and  other  physical  disabilijties.  Scrupulously  clean  and  bright, 
free  from  noise  and  disturbances,  you  feel  that  the  impossible  is 
being  accomplished,  and  yet  it  is  a  hospital  for  mental  cases. 
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A  dozen  different  explanations  might  be  sought  to  account  for 
the  unusual  conditions,  which  differ  so  much  from  those  sup- 
posed to  pertain  to  institutions  of  this  kind.  One  suiigestion  was 
that  as  the  hospital  buildings  clustered  about  the  old  Methodist 
Theological  College,  the  associations  might  have  produced  a 
holy  calm  quite  impossible  under  other  circumstances,  but  the 
Anglicans  and  Presbyterians  would  doubtless  have  something 
to  say  about  that,  and  might  even  insinuate  that  greater  mental 
disturbance,  rather  than  the  reverse,  might  be  expected.  What- 
ever the  explanation,  the  fact  is  that  the  Cobourg  Hospital  is 
a  model,  even  judged  by  the  standards  of  general  hospitals  and, 
of  course,  they  think  themselves  "  some  pumpkins  "  in  such 
nuitters.  Cleanliness  is,  of  course,  a  great  virtue,  but  it  can  be 
overdone  at  times  to  such  an  extent  that  its  perfection  makes  the 
average  man  uncomfortable.  The  O.C.,  Major  E.  H.  Young, 
has  an  eagle  eye  though,  and  dirt  has  as  much  chance  to  escape 
him  as  the  average  mouse  has  from  a  lively  cat — not  that  we 
wish  to  compare  the  Major  with  even  a  Persian  pussy  of  high 
degree,  as  he  is  one  of  the  kindliest  of  persons^  as  free  from 
feline  instincts  as  it  is  possible  for  a  man  to  be,  but  the  com- 
parison makes  our  meaning  plain.  We  rejoiced  beyond  measure 
when  we  found  a  cobweb  that  the  only  spider  in  the  institution 
had  spun.  It  saved  the  situation,  but  the  Major's  look  made 
us  feel  that  Arachne  was  doomed  to  an  early  death. 

In  the  majority  of  hospitals  for  the  mentally  disturbed  the 
poor  chronic  patients  sit  about  like  bumps  on  a  log,  listless,  often 
untidy,  indifferent  to  everything,  and  lost  to  every  interest. 
They  are  simply  vegetating,  and  their  very  appearance  excites 
nothing  but  horror  and  pity  in  the  visitor,  who  does  not  realize 
how  great  is  the  tragedy  of  mental  alienation.  He  is  told  that 
this  is  inevi-table  by  the  time-server  or  ignorant  official  who 
knows  nothing  better,  and  is  not  at  all  anxious  to  add  to  his 
limited  knowledge.  You  may  search  Cobourg  from  top  to  bot- 
tom without  finding  any  such — even  the  patients  in  bed  are  at 
work.  Occupational  therapy  is  no  sham  here,  industry  is  the 
gospel  preached  by  every  official,  and  even  the  introspective 
patients  have  their  attention  diverted  from  their  insane  thoughts 
by  all  sorts  of  well  devised  methods  of  treatment.  In  the  amuse- 
ment hall  we  saw  a  large  class  of  the  demented  types  at  wand 
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drill,  and  the  exercise  would  be  an  object  lesson  to  those  not 
familiar  with  the  rational  method  of  dealing  with  these  people. 
The  physical  instrnctor  made  no  attempt  to  enforce  rigid  mili- 
tary discipline,  but  relied  on  gentleness  and  the  rhythm  of  the 
piano  music  supplied  by  ^n  S.C.R.  nurse,  to  get  his  effects.  The 
movements  were  simple,  and  the  best  of  the  class  were  in  the 
front  ranks.  The  drill  was  well  executed,  and  while  a  few  of 
the  introspective  ones  would  forget  to  perform  some  of  the  exer- 
cises for  a  few  moments  or  would  perhaps  substitute  some  origi- 
nal ones,  in  the  end  they  would  join  in  as  required.  Occasionally 
one  would  leave  the  ranks,  but  after  a  short  time  returned  of  his 
own  account.  There  was  no  attempt  made  to  da  P.T.  so  thor- 
oughly detested  by  the  average  Tommy,  it  was  merely  an  en- 
deavor and  a  successful  one  too,  to  keep  the  patients  occupied 
and  interested.  The  higher  types  did  much  more  complicated 
movements  and  drills. 

Occupational  therapy  met  us  everywhere,  and  the  results 
attained  are  most  encouraging.  Basket  work,  typewriting, 
modelling,  wood  carving  and  other  woodworking  of  artistic 
character,  cartoon  drawing,  shoe  repairing,  painting,  are  among 
the  industries  followed,  and  in  many  instances  the  results  are 
inspiring;  A  beautiful  bird  fountain  and  a  large  fern  box  at  the 
(ui trance  to  the  hospital  are  a  tribute  to  the  genius  of  the  maker, 
and  in  the  show  rooms  are  to  be  found  examples  that  would  be 
worthy  of  artisans  of  long  training.  These  men  are  not  artisans 
though,  and  are,  in  the  majority  of  instances,  simply  mentally 
handicapped  persons  who  are  being  wooed  back  to  normal  health 
by  individual  care. 

The  nursing  is  practically  all  done  by  trained  w^omen  nurses 
of  the  highest  type,  many  of  whom  ihave  had  the  advantage  of 
acquiring  a  knowledge  of  mental  disease  in  provincial  hospitals 
or  have  attended  the  course  on  mental  hygiene  given  at  the  Uni- 
versity of  Toronto  under  the  direction  of  the  Canadian  ^N'ational 
Committee  for  Mental  Hygiene.,  Associated  with  them  are  the 
highly  trained  nurses  from  the  Soldiers'  Civil  Re-establishment^ 
skilled  in  occupational  therapy  methods  and  trained  along  the 
same  lines  as  those  already  referred  to. 

The  pessimists  always  maintained  that  the  women  nurse 
or  aide  in  a  hospital  for  men  who  are  mentally  disturbed,  would 
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be  a  failure.  Let  the  doubting  Thomases  visit  Cobourg  and  see 
what  women  of  the  right  kind  are  accomplishing.  Man's  respect 
and  reverence  for  woman  do  not  die  out  even  when  mental  dis- 
ease o'ertakes  him.  The  great  point  in  Cobourg,  is  the  indi- 
vidual care  and  development  of  the  patient,  thus  reversing  the 
order  of  things  so  frequently  found  in  hospitals,  for  the  insane. 
Surgeon-General  Fotheringham  has  evidently  realized  that  best 
results  can  only  be  obtained  by  employine:  the  best  means,  and 
ho  was  well  advised  when  he  furnished  Cobourg  with  an  ample 
staif  of  physicians,  nurses  and  aides,  and  equipped  this  hospital 
in  such  a  way  that  its  important  work  could  be  done  success- 
fully. Occupational  therapy,  as  has  been  said,  is  the  sheet 
anchor  in  treatment,  but  this  somewhat  high-sounding  title 
takes  all  sorts  of  pleasant  forms,  and  like  Artemus  AVard's 
kangaroo,  often  proves  "  an  amoosin'  and  instructive  little  cuss." 
The  entertainment  hall,  of  large  dimensions,  is  the  centre  of  a 
host  of  activities,  and  during  the  week  offers  a  varied  pro- 
gramme in  the  evenings.  This  has  heen  made  possible  by  the 
kindness  of  Cobourg's  citizens,  and  a  well  known  moving  pic- 
ture firm.  On  Monday  evening,  during  the  school  season,  high 
school  and  public  school  teachers  give  an  entertaining  course  of 
instruction  which  is  greatly  enjoyed.  Tuesday  evenings — 
movies.  Wednesday — a  dance  at  which  citizens  assist.  Thurs- 
day— movies.  Friday — a  dance  given  by  the  Soldiers'  Comfort 
League.  Saturday — games.  Outdoor  games  are  played  every 
day,  and  the  trained  nurses  and  aides  take  an  active  part  in 
these. 

Since  the  institution  opened  in  April,  1918,  some  eighteen 
hundred  patients  have  been  treated;  nearly  all  mental  cases,  but 
not  an  inconsiderable  number  suifering  from  neurosis  or  under- 
g^oing  observation.  When  it  is  said  that  of  these  fifty-eight  per 
cent,  have  been  returned  to  civil  life,  it  is  apparent  that  the  end 
has  justified  the  means,  and  if  Provincial  Governments  could 
be  made  to  realize  what  a  burden  of  maintenance  could  be  taken 
off  their  shoulders  by  the  development  of  psychopathic  hospitals, 
equipped  with  such  staffs  as  that  found  at  Cobourg,  they  would 
wake  from  their  apathy  and  give  superintendents  an  opportun- 
ity to  accomplish  something  worth  while.  Hydro-therapeutics 
are  relied  on  to  control  excitement,  and  the  equipment  for  this 
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[)nrpose  is  all  that  can  be  desired.  Restraint  and  seclusion  are 
unknown  in  the  hospital,  and  where  a  patient  is  inclined  to  he 
unduly  restless,  sufficient  nurses  are  provided  to  care  for  him, 
and  the  prolonged  bath  used  to  soothe  him. 

The  scientific  part  of  the  work  is  cared  for  by  a  well  organ- 
ized staff  of  physicians  who  enter  into  their  duties  with  en- 
thusiasm and  zeal.  The  whole  staff  of  the  hospital  consists  oi 
149  civilians,  nurses,  S.C.R.  aides,  orderlies  and  military  medi- 
cal officers.  When  it  is  remembered  that  an  ordinary  general 
hospital  expects  to  have  one  official  for  every  patient,  the  pro- 
portion at  Cobourg  is  not  unreasonable  in  an  institution  ac^om 
uiodating  180  patients. 

Major  E.  H.  Young,  the  officer  in  command,  is  a  well  known 
[)sychiatrist  of  much  experience  and  whose  sympathy  with  mod- 
ern demands  has  impelled  him  to  take  advantage  of  the  oppor- 
tunity to  put  into  practice  what  he  believes  to  be  the  proper 
method  of  dealing  with  mental  diseases.  That  Surgeon-General 
Fotheringham  and  Col.  C.  K.  Russel .  have  given  the  major 
such  a  free  hand,  and  such  admirable  support,  is  an  evidence 
of  the  success  of  a  military  administration  of  which  we  should 
feel  proud.  The  object  lesson  to  the  community  should  not  be 
passed  unheeded,  and  it  seems  almost  a  calamity  that  such 
an  organization  as  that  at  Cobourg  should  be  allowed  to  dis- 
appear with  the  closing  up  of  the  military  establishments.  It 
has  accomplished  a  great  work,  it  has  educated  at  least  one 
community  to  a  knowledge  of  the  fact  that  people  mentally 
afflicted  are  still  human  beings  to  be  benefited  and  restored  by 
kindly  and  intelligent  methods,  and  has  pointed  the  way  to  our 
emancipation  from  hamperings  which  have  too  long  impeded 
advances  in  psychiatry.  What  a  good  military  organization 
can  accomplish  surely  a  broad-minded  commission,  unhampered 
by  political  ties,  would  undertake  and  establish  with  success. 

The  Superintendent  of  x^urses,  Miss  Grand,  and  Captain 
Brunton,  head  of  the  ^.C.R.  occupational  therapy  classes,  arc 
to  be  congratulated  on  their  efficiency;  indeed,  it  is  really  in 
order  to  hand  bouquets  to  all  the  enthusiasts  at  work  in  this 
important  institution. 
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MENTAL  DEFICIENCY  IN  RELATION  TO 
VENEREAL  DISEASE

In  order  fullj  to  appreciate  the  importance  of  the  question  of 
venereal  disease,  in  relation  to  mental  defectives,  it  is  necessary 
to  bear  in  mind  the  essential  characteristics  of  this  class. 

Mental  deficiency,  or  amentia,  is  a  condition  of  arrested  or 
imperfect  development  of  the  mind.  It  occurs  to  the  extent 
of  approximately  one  such  person  in  each  248  of  the  general 
population ;  the  total  number  of  mental  defectives  of  all  ages 
in  England  and  Wales  in  the  year  1906  being  estimated  at 
about  139,000  individuals.  Of  this  number  it  is  probahle  that 
rather  less  than  half  are  females,  and  rather  more  than  half 
males. 

The  condition  is  divided  into  four  groups,  respectively 
known  as  idiocy,  imbecility,  feeble-mindedness  and  moral  im- 
becility. The  idiots  and  imheciles  are  the  most  deeply  defec- 
tive. They  are  practically  incapable  of  following  any  useful 
occupation,  they  cannot  protect  their  own  interests,  and  the 
idiots  cannot  even  guard  themselves  against  common  physical 
dangers.  Idiots  and  imbeciles  together  only  comprise  about 
one  quarter  of  the  total  number  of  defectives,  and,  since  venereal 
disease  is  exceedingly  rare  amongst  them,  they  need  not  be 
further  considered  here. 

The  feeble-minded  are  the  most  numerous  of  all  defectives, 
and,  as  a  class,  stand  on  a  decidedly  higher  plane  than  the 
imbeciles.  They  can  do  useful  work  and  are  capable  of  being 
employed  in  many  simple,  routine  occupations.  But  they  re- 
quire more  or  less  supervision  in  their  work  and  many  of  them 
are  so  irresponsible,  wayward  and  undependable  that  employ- 
ers find  them  almost  more  trouble  than  they  are  worth.  Their 
chief  defect,  however,  is  one  of  wisdom.  Although  they  may 
earn  money,  they  are  quite  incapable  of  laying  it  out  so  as  to 
provide  for  their  wants.      They  can  rarely  learn  from  their 
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mistakes  or  profit  by  their  experience.  Many  of  them  are 
gentle,  confiding,  simple  creatures,  who  will  fall  in  with  any 
suggestion  made  to  them,  whether  for  good  or  for  evil,  and  are 
thus  quite  at  the  mercy  of  their  environment.  If  this  is  good 
Ihey  will  lead  placid,  harmless,  contented  lives;  if  it  is  bad 
they  will  just  as  readily  lead  a  life  of  immorality  or  crime. 
They  have  no  ambition  and  make  no  plans  for  the  remote 
future,  and  if  they  did,  they  would  not  have  the  strength  of 
will  or  the  necessary  wit  to  achieve  them. 

The  moral  imbeciles  differ  from  the  feeble-minded  in  two 
important  respects.  First,  intellectual  defect  is  usually  much 
less  obvious.  The  term  imbecile,  indeed,  is  somewhat  liable  to 
give  rise  to  misconception  regarding  this  class,  for  few  of 
them  are  imbeciles  as  the  word  is  ordinarily  used,  and  many 
of  them  evince  a  considerable  degree  of  intellectual  ability  or 
even  brilliance.  They  are  imaginative,  cunning,  adepts  at 
inventing  and  carrying  out  schemes  and  capable  of  giving  most 
plausible  explanations  of  their  behavior.  Many  of  them  are 
well-favored  and  of  quite  attractive  appearance,  quite  unlike 
the  ordinary  ament.  Secondly,  and  most  important,  they  have 
no  moral  sense.  They  are  fundamentally  incapable  of  appreci- 
ating the  diiference  between  right  and  wrong;  they  have  no 
conception  of  honor,  honesty,  morality  or  any  social  virtue. 
They  will  lie,  thieve,  injure  and  destroy  without  the  slightest 
compunction  or  shame,  and  they  will  persist  in  these  actions 
whenever  they  get  the  chance,  without  being  at  all  deterred  by 
any  recollection  of  past,  or  thought  of  future,  punishment. 
They  are  inherently  incapable  of  conforming  to  the  legal  and 
moral  codes  of  society.  In  addition,  a  considerable  number  of 
this  class  have  pronounced  erotic  tendencies.  Their  defect, 
however,  is  not  only  moral.  In  spite  of  their  plausibility  and 
seeming  intelligence,  the  fact  that  they  j^ersist  in  a  course  of 
action  which  has  in  the  past  brought  punishment,  and  which 
will  inevitably  bring  punishment  again,  shows  that  they  also, 
like  the  feeble-minded,  are  lacking  in  the  wit  and  wisdom 
necessary  to  manage  their  affairs,  to  protect  their  interests, 
and  to  control  their  present  desires  for  the  sake  of  future 
advantage. 

It  is  obvious  that  these  two  classes  of  the  feeble-minded  and

inorally  defective  are  characterised  by  certain  defects  and  tend- 
encies which  will  result  in  their  readily  contracting  and  spread- 
ing venereal  disease,  should  the  opportunity  occur.  For, 
whereas  the  normal  girl,  if  properly  instructed,  is  able  to 
realise  the  dangers  which  may  result  from  illicit  sexual  inter- 
course, the  feeble-minded  one  is  not.  Whereas  the  normal  girl 
is  usua-lly  able  to  resist  more  or  less  chance  solicitation,  the 
feeble-minded  one  is  not.  And  whereas  the  normal  girl  who 
has  happened  to  fall  and  contract  venereal  disease  has  usually 
(unless  she  is  a  professional  prostitute)  learned  such  a  lesson 
that  she  is  not  likely  to  repeat  the  oifence — the  feeble-minded 
one  is  In  eking  in  the  capacity  to  profit  by  such  an  experience. 
Iler  very  defect  renders  her  unconscious  of  the  risk  she  may 
run  in  yielding  to  suggestion,  indifferent  to  and  unashamed  of 
the  state  she  is  in,  oblivious  of  the  effect  it  may  have  upon  her 
health,  and  of  the  need  for  seeking  treatment,  and  undeterred 
from  yielding  to  subsequent  solicitation. 

The  likelihood  of  the  morally  defective  girl  contracting  and 
spreading  venereal  disease  is  even  greater.  For  whilst  the 
feeble-mijuled  girl  is  usually  a  weak-willed,  passive,  simple 
creature,  who  readily  yields  to  suggestion  when  it  comes  in  her 
way,  the  morally  defective  one  is  usually  an  active,  energetic, 
attractive  and  utterly  irresponsible  girl  whose  erotic  tendencies 
impel  her  to  go  out  of  her  way  to  seek  sexual  intercourse:  and, 
having  contracted  disease,  she  is  just  as  regardless  of  the  con- 
sequences, and  even  more  unashamed  than  is  the  feeble-minded. 
From  being  non-moral,  she  has  become  definitely  immoral, 
and  she  will  become  an  even  more  active  agent  in  the  dis- 
semination of  these  diseases. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  opportunities  for  the  sexual  inter- 
course of  these  two  classes  have  been  greatly  increased  in 
consequence  of  certain  conditions  created  by  the  war.  In  the 
first  place,  many  feeble-minded  girls  are  now  much  less  under 
adequate  supervision.  This  is  due  to  the  fact  that  they  are 
employed  under  circumstances  w^ich  admit  of  their  greater 
freedom.  Owing  to  the  number  of  men  called  up  for  military 
service,  and  the  number  of  men  and  women  who  have  left  their 
ordinary  occupations  to  engage  in  special  work  in  munition 
factories  and  elsewhere,  the  lower  ranks  of  labor  have  been 
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ii,Teath^  depleted.  This  lias  provided  employment  for  many 
feeble-minded  girls  who  were  formerly  at  home;  they  are  now 
earning  wages,  they  have  become  independent,  and  this  inde- 
pendence has  resulted  in  increased  liberty.  For  they  are  subject 
to  no  organised  oversight;  even  the  feeble-minded  domestic 
servant  has  her  night  out,  and  the  girl  who  is  employed  on 
the  land  or  in  the  factory  is  subject  to  even  less  supervision. 
The  same  remarks  apply  to  an  even  greater  extent  to  the  morally 
defective  girl.  But  here,  in  addition  to  the  readiness  with 
which  these  can  now  obtain  employment,  the  effect  of  which 
is  to  make  them  quite  independent  and  to  increase  the  intract- 
ability and  intolerance  of  control  which  is  such  a  marked 
feature  of  this  class,  the  conditions  are  such  as  readily  to  con- 
duce to  a  life  of  prostitution,  and  it  is  unquestionable  that 
many  moral  defectives  now  earn  a  living  by  this  means. 

The  country  is  flooded  with  young  men  who  are  for  the 
most  part  away  from  their  families  and  the  ties  of  home.  Many 
are  on  leave  from  the  front,  others  are  undergoing  training  in 
vast  military  camps  and  are  free  in  the  evenings  to  seek  their 
pleasure  in  the  nearest  town.  And  the  War  has  not  only 
broken  down  many  social  barriers ;  it  has  loosened,  or  abolished 
many  restraining  conventions  which  formerly  obtained.  It 
has  brought  about  a  greatly  increased  companionship  and  free- 
dom of  thought  and  speech  and  behavior  between  the  sexes, 
and  it  cannot  be  doubted  that  it  has  greatly  increased  the  tend- 
ency to  illicit  sexual  intercourse. 

Knowing  these  conditions,  and  bearing  in  mind  the  special 
defects  and  propensities  of  the  two  classes  I  have  described,  I 
think  we  should  inevitably  be  led  to  certain  conclusions.  We 
should  expect  that,  owing  to  their  erotic  tendencies  or  weakness 
in  resisting  suggestions,  sexual  intercourse  would  be  relatively 
more  rife  in  the  case  of  those  girls  who  were  morally  and 
mentally  feeble  than  in  the  normal ;  consequently  we  should 
Expect  to  find  a  relatively  greater  prevalence  of  venereal  dis- 
ease in  these  two  classes.  But,  as  we  have  seen,  these  persons 
have  not  the  capacity  to  learn  from  experience  like  the  normal 
girl;  they  neither  fully  appreciate  the  state  they  are  in,  nor 
are  they  deterred  thereby  from  further  lapses,  we  should  there- 
fore expect  them  to  play  a  relatively  greater  part  in  the  dis- 
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semination  of  these  diseases.  Is  there  any  evidence  that  such 
conchisions  are  justified  ? 

As  will  readily  be  understood,  there  are  few  conditions 
regarding  which  it  is  naturally  more  difficult  to  obtain  reliable 
data ;  and,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  I  am  unaware  of  any  extensive 
series  of  statistics  dealing  with  the  incidence  of  these  diseases 
either  amongst  the  normal  or  the  mentally  abnormal  sections 
of  society.  As  a  result  of  my  own  experience,  however,  supple- 
mented by  some  enquiries  which  I  have  made'  elsewhere,  I 
have  no  doubt  that  these  a  priori  conclusions  are  fully  justified, 
and  that  mental  defectives  do  indeed  play  a  part  of  the  utmost 
importance  in  contracting  and   spreading  these  diseases. 

I  have  noticed  during  the  past  two  years  that,  of  the  men- 
tally defective  gir'ls  coming  into  a  rescue  home  of  which  I  am 
the  physician,  many  now  have  venereal  disease.  I  have 
ascertained  that  this  has  often  been  of  some  weeks'  duration, 
and  that  during  this  time  these  girls  have  been  engaging  in 
promiscuous  sexvial  intercourse,  and  I  have  not  the  slightest 
doubt  that  during  this  time  the}^  have  spread  disease  to  a 
considerable  number  of  healthy  persons.  In  illustration  of  this 
point  I  may  briefly  mention  the  following  case  which  has  quite 
recently  come  under  my  notice,  and  which,  I  believe,  is  but 
typical  of  many  throughout  the  country. 

A  well-developed  and  attractive-looking  girl  of  16%  years 
was  apprehended  by  the  police  on  the  charge  of  frequenting 
a  soldiers'  camp  for  immoral  purposes.  She  had  had  several 
situations,  each  of  which  she  had  only  kept  for  a  short  time, 
and  for  some  weeks  before  l)eing  arrested  she  had  been  frequently 
in  the  company  of  soldiers.  She  was  placed  on  probation  and 
sent  to  a  training  home.  After  being  there  a  short  time  she 
absconded  with  the  clothes  of  another  inmate  and  several 
articles  of  jewellery.  For  a  time  she  lived  upon  the  streets, 
she  was  then  discovered  by  her  relatives  and  prevailed  upon 
to  return  home.  After  a  short  interval  she  ran  away  from 
home,  stealing  her  sister's  clothing,  and  for  some  weeks  she 
again  roamed  the  streets.  She  was  then  arrested  by  the  police 
and  charged  with  theft.  On  examination  by  the  police  surgeon, 
she  was  found  to  have  venereal  disease.     I  was  called  in  to 
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enquire  into  her  state  of  mind  and  found  her  to  be  a  pronounced 
moral  imbecile  with  strong  erotic  propensities.  On  my 
evidence,  the  magistrates  directed  that  she  should  be  remanded 
to  a  ''place  of  safety"  and  a  petition  presented  under  the  Mental 
Deficiency  Act.  The  only  suitable  place  of  safety  which  could 
be  found  was  a  lock  hospital  and  to  this  she  was  accordingly 
sent.  After  being  here  a  fortnight  she  again  made  her  escape, 
taking  with  her  another  defective  girl  who  was  also  under 
treatment.  She  roamed  the  streets  of  London  for  10  days, 
and  from  what  I  know  of  her  amorous  nature,  and  her  particular 
penchant  for  soldiers,  I  have  not  the  slightest  doubt  that  she 
was  spreading  venereal  disease  to  four  or  five  soldiers  every  day 
she  was  free.  Finally  she  was  again  arrested,  charged  and 
sentenced  to  two  months  imprisonment,  which  she  is  now 
serving.  The  local  authority  have  secured  a  vacancy  in  an 
institution  and  intend  to  present  a  petition  before  she  is  again 
set  at  liberty ;  but  there  is  no  doubt  that  had  she  been  detained 
earlier,  very  much  harm  to  the  community  would  have  been 
prevented. 

I  have  mentioned  this  case,  not  because  it  is  unusual,  but 
because  I  believe  it  to  be  merely  an  illustration  of  what  is  now 
going  on  throughout  the  country.  As  a  matter  of  fact  many 
similar  cases  have  come  imder  my  ow;n  notice  several  of  them 
being  in  girls  of  good  social  position  and  family  connections. 
In  my  opinion  the  contraction  of  venereal  disease  by  the  nor- 
mal girl  is  relatively  a  more  or  less  exceptional  incident 
(although  the  total  number  affected  is  doubtless  considerable), 
but  the  contraction  and  spread  of  venereal  disease  by  the 
moral  imbecile  is  the  rule,  and,  so  long  as  she  is  free,  a  result 
which  is  almost  inevitable  under  the  present  conditions. 

In  order  to  obtain  further  evidence  as  to  the  incidence  of 
venereal  disease  in  the  mentally  defective,  I  communicated 
with  the  medical  officers  of  the  Lambeth  Infirmary  and  the 
Lock  Hospital.  Dr.  George  F.  Stebbing,  of  the  former,  who 
has  taken  a  great  interest  in  this  question,  says  that  a  very 
large  number  of  girls  are  treated  in  the  infirmary  for  venereal 
disease,  and  that,  in  his  opinion,  it  is  within  the  mark  to  say 
that  more  than  a  third  show  recognizable  mental  defect.  He 
does  not  think  there  is  anv  doubt  that  I  am  correct  in  con- 
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sidering  that  the  incidence  of  these  diseases  is  decidedly  greater 
in  the  mentally  defective  than  in  the  normal  population.  Dr. 
Stebbing  further  states  that  he  has  seen  several  cases  that  have 
returned  more  than  once  Avith  re-infection,  often  bearing  more 
than  one  illegitimate  child.  Dr.  Murphy,  of  the  Lock  Hospital, 
says  that  in  his  opinion  at  least  50  per  cent,  of  the  cases  passing 
through  the  hospital  are  mentally  deficient,  although  the  number 
actually  certified  as  such  is  very  small. 

Although  it  is  not  possible  to  quote  any  extensive  series  of 
statistics,  I  think  it  will  nevertheless  be  clear,  from  what  has 
been  said;  that  the  question  of  mental  defect  and  venereal  dis- 
ease is  one  of  very  great  national  importance  and  urgency. 
The  question  now  arises  as  to  what  means  we  have  of  dealing 
with  these  cases. 

It  is  to  be  remembered  that  the  class  to  whom  we  are  now 
referring  are  not  mentally  normal.  They  suffer  from  a  defect 
of  mind  which  is  not  only  well  known  to  the  mental  specialist, 
but  which  is  now  recognized  by  the  law  of  England.  For  this 
defect  they  are  not  responsible,  and  it  is  not  punishment  but 
protection  which  should  be  meted  out  to  them. 

To  a  considerable  extent  such  protection  is  afforded  by  the 
Mental  Deficiency  Act  of  1913,  and  there  can  be  little  doubt 
that  had  this  Act  been  adequately  administered  before  the  war, 
much  of  the  evil  we  are  now  considering  would  have  been 
averted.  Unfortunately  this  was  not  done  and  it  will  not  be 
inopportune  briefly  to  consider  the  causes  of  this,  in  the  hope 
that,  even  now,  steps  may  be  taken  under  this  Act  to  prevent 
further  evil.  The  chief  provisions  of  the  Act  will  be  described 
presently ;  it  may  be  remarked  here  that  its  object  was  the 
two-fold  one  of  affording  protection  to  the  mentally  deficient 
against  certain  inimical  elements  in  society  and  of  affording 
protection  to  society  against  the  irresponsible  depredations  and 
anti-social  propensities  of  certain  of  the  mentally  deficient. 

The  administration  of  the  Act  is  in  the  hands  of  a  Central 
''Board  of  Control"  and  various  ''Local  Authorities/'  The 
former  is  a  Government  department  and  its  duties  are  chiefly 
those  of  general  supervision.  The  local  authorities  are  the 
county  and  county  borough  councils  and  their  duties  are  chiefly 
administrative;   they  are   required   to   ascertain  what  persons

within  their  respective  areas  are  defectives,  subject  to  be  dealt 
with  under  the  Act,  and  to  provide  suitable  accommodation 
and  supervision  for  such  persons.  The  Board  of  Control, 
whilst  paying  due  regard  to. the  recommendations  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  public  retrenchment,  are  keenly  anxious  to  secure 
adequate  provision  for  all  cases  of  real  urgency  which  can  be 
dealt  with  under  the  Act,  and  in  a  recent  circular  they  have 
defined  the  conditions  which  may  be  held  to  constitute 
"urgency."  It  is  doubtful  whether  all  mentally  defective  per- 
sons suffering  from  venereal  disease  would  come  within  these 
definitions,  but  there  is  little  question  that  the  Board  w^ould 
favorably  consider  any  applications  for  dealing  ivith  special 
cases  of  this  kind  which  were  made  to  them.  The  circular  ex- 
pressly states:  ''In  doubtful  cases,  however,  or  special  cases 
outside  the  definition,  where  the  circumstances  are  such  as, 
in  the  opinion  of  the  local  authority,  to  justify  their  being 
classed  as  'urgent,'  particulars  should  be  submitted  for  the 
Board's  consideration  before  steps  are  taken." 

There  can  be  no  question  that  the  chief  reason  for  the 
present  very  unsatisfactory  state  of  affairs  lies  not  in  any 
defect  in  the  Act,  nor  of  the  Board  of  Control ;  but  in  the  neg- 
lect of  the  local  authorities  to  administer  the  Act.  This  is 
shown  by  the  fact  that  although  the  Exchequer  was  prepared 
to  pay  the  sum  of  £150,000  per  annum  to  local  authorities  for 
this  purpose,  in  the  year  191Y  only  £79,000,  a  little  more  than 
half  this  sum,  was  actually  utilized.  There  are,  it  is  trile,  some 
authorities  who  have  realized  the  importance  of,  and  discharged, 
their  duties;  indeed,  these  have  been  unable  to  cope  Avith  all 
the  urgent  cases  in  their  area  for  the  reason  that  they  have  ex- 
hausted the  sum  allocated  to  them  by  the  Treasury,  and  a  re- 
consideration of  the  financial  arrangements  of  the  Act  is  a 
pressing  need ;  but  the  majority  of  local  authorities  have  been 
content  to  let  the  administration  of  the  Act  remain  in  abey- 
ance, and  I  cannot  but  feel  that  this  is  a  most  shortsighted 
policy  and  one  which  is  the  reverse  of  economical.  There  are, 
of  course,  many  social  problems  which  the  nation  would  not 
be  justified  in  spending  time  and  money  and  energy  upon, 
whilst  it  is  engaged  in  this  terrible  war — they  may  well  wait 
until  the  return  of  peace;  but  it  is  very  doubtful  whether  the 
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problem  of  the  iiientally  defective  is  one  of  them,  and  the  ques- 
tion of  such  of  these  persons  as  have  contracted,  or  are  even 
likely  to  contract,  venereal  disease,  is  certainly  not.  It  is  very 
necessary,  therefore,  that  every  effort  should  be  made  to  impress 
the  importance  of  this  matter  upon  local  authorities,  and  that 
they  should  be  urged  to  discharge  their  duty,  alike  to  the  men- 
tally defective  and  to  the  nation,  in  this  matter.  This  neglect 
is  chiefly,  if  not  entirely,  due  to  the  fact  that  the  members  of 
these  authorities  have  not  hitherto  realised  the  gravity  of  the 
question,  and  I  believe  that  this  only  requires  to  be  brought 
to  their  notice  to  result  in  the  necessary  action  being  taken. 
The  great  defects  at  the  present  time  are  that  we  are  practically 
quite  out  of  official  touch  with  the  great  mass  of  mental  defec- 
tives who  are  at  large,  that  we  neither  know  who  nor  where 
they^  are,  that  we  have  no  system  for  finding  out  or  for  exer- 
cising supervision  over  their  movements,  and  that  there  is  a 
woeful  inadequacy  of  suitable  accommodation  for  such  as 
should  be  placed  in  institutions.  The  case  I  have  already  men- 
tioned illustrates  the  danger  which  results  from  the  great  diffi- 
culty and  delay  in  finding  vacancies  in  institutions.  For  these 
reasons  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  matters  which  should  and 
could  1)0  dealt  with  at  the  present  time  are:  Firstly,  the  ascer- 
tainment by  each  local  authority  of  all  the  defective  persons 
within  its  area;  secondly,  an  adequate  system  of  oversight  by 
suitable  visitors ;  and  thirdly,  the  provision*  of  accommodation 
for  those  whose  liberty  is  a  danger  either  to  themselves  or  to 
*^^  the  community.     Many  of  the  more  urgent  cases  come,  at  some 

'*"*^  time  or  other,  within  such  institutions  as  prisons,  workhouses, 

look  hospitals  and  rescue  homes,  and  the  medical  officers  of 
these  might  well  be  requested  to  notify  those  whora  they  con- 
sider should  be  certified  to  the  local  authority.  I  am  well 
aware  that  under  the  present  conditions  medical  officers  have 
very  little  time  at  their  disposal,  and  these  cases  are  not  always 
easy  to  diagnose  by  the  non-expert.  Moreov  er,  it  is  very  essen- 
tial to  avoid  any  action  which  might  deter  persons  suffering 
from  venereal  disease  from  seeking  treatment  by  reason  of  the 
fear  that  they  might  be  certified  as  mentally  defective.  But 
the  danger  is  a  real  one,  and  these  difficulties  are  not  insur- 
mountable.    It  would  probably  at  the  same  time  prevent  any 
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mistakes  in  diagnosis,  ensure  public  confidence  against  any 
.infringement  of  the  liberty  of  the  subject,  and  be  a  real 
economy,  if  the  practice  were  adopted  of  referring  all  doubtful 
cases  to  a  recognized  specialist  in  this  department  of  medicine. 
In  conclusion,  it  may  not  be  unnecessary  to  point  out  that, 
although  my  remarks  have  chiefly  had  reference  to  the  female 
sex,  this  is  no  sex  question.  I  am  strongly  of  the  opinion 
that  any  mentally  defective  jierson  found  to  be  suffering  from 
venereal  disease,  of  whatever  sex  and  age,  constitutes  such  a 
danger  to  the  public  that  he  or  she  should  be  detained.  Hut 
it  seems  to  me  probable  that  the  feeble-minded  youth  is,  by 
reason  of  his  defect,  less  likely  to  have  opportunities  for  sexual 
intercourse  than  is  the  feeble-minded  girl,  and  it  is  certainly 
my  experience  that  he  is  a  less  active  agent  in  the  spread  of 
venereal  disease,  consequently  I  have  dealt  chiefly  with  the 
female  sex.  The  necessity  for  detention,  however,  applies 
equally  to  affected  males  and  females. — Canadian  Journal  of 
Mental  Hygiene. 


AN  AUTHOR  FOR  DOCTORS  AND  NURSES 

(Robert  Louis  Stevenson). 


Our  former  article  in  the  Juh^,  1918,  number  of  this 
Journal  was  so  well  received,  that  w^e  take  the  liberty  of  pre- 
senting our  readers  with  another  article  on  the  same  subject. 

Stevenson  was  born  in  Edinboro,  in  1850 ;  he  died  in  Samoa 
in  1894.  As  a  child  he  was  very  delicate;  consequently  his 
education  at  school  was  irregular  and  interrupted.  This  may 
have  been  a  good  thing.  Between  his  thirteenth  and  seven- 
teenth year  he  spent  a  good  deal  of  his  time  in  the  South  of 
England  and  on  the  Continent  in  search  of  health.  These 
experiences,  no  doubt,  gave  him  the  pabulum  for  his  '^  Ordered 
South." 

As  a  youth  he  showed  the  most  passionate  love  for  books 
and  for  the  study  at  first  hand  of  that  about  which  the  books 
he  loved  told — life ;  and  particularly  that  of  the  proletariat, 
among  which  class  he  found  some  fine  character  studies. 

Stevenson's  father  intended  that  R.  L.  S.  should  follow  in 
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his  footsteps  and  that  of  his  paternal  ancestors  for  two  genera- 
tions back — lighthouse  builders ;  but  this  life  with  its  rough  ex- 
periences of  the  Scottish  seas,  he  could  not  stand ;  so  he  decided 
to  build  an  intellectual  and  spiritual  lighthouse. 

^'  Say  not  of  me  that  weakly  I  declined 
The  labors  of  my  sires,  and  fled  the  sea. 
The  towers  we  founded  and  the  lamps  we  lit, 
To  play  at  home  with  paper  like  a  child. 
But  rather  say :    In  the  afternoon  of  time 
A  strenuous  family  dusted  from  its  hand 
The  sand  of  granite,  and,  beholding  far, 
Along  the  sounding  coasts,  its  pyramids 
And  tall  memorials  catch  the  dying  sun, 
Smiled  well  content,  and  to  his  childish  task 
Around  the  fire  addressed  its  evening  hours." 

Stevenson  was  sent  to  Edinboro'  University,  where  he  took 
a  very  indifferent  course,  caring  little  for  lectures  and  the , 
routine  drill  of  college  life.  However,  here  he  found  a  friend, 
Fleming  Jenkins,  one  of  his  professors.  The~  acquisition  of  this 
friend  was  worth  as  m.ueh  as  a  diploma,  with  which  the  reader 
will  agree,  if  he  but  read  Stevenson's  biography  of  this  worthy 
man.  Of  his  course  in  the  University  Stevenson  writes,  '^^o 
one  ever  played  the  truant  with  more  deliberate  care,  and  no 
one  ever  had  more  certificates  for  less  education."  During  this 
period  he  read  omnivorously  of  books,  but  not  of  those  on  the 
University  course.  For  a  list  of  his  early  favorite  authors,  read 
his  ''Penny  Plain  and  Two  Pence,  Colored." 

Being  repelled  by  the  stuffy  atmosphere  of  the  lecture-rooms, 
which  aggravated  his  malady,  and  by  the  dry-as-dust  discourse 
of  many  of  his  professors,  he  sought  the  great  out-of-doors,  par- 
ticularly the  country,  and  the  squalid  and  out-of-the-way  parts 
of  the  city.  He  was  fond  of  haunting  the  wharves  and  nearby 
saloons,  listening  to  the  tales  of  the  sailors  and  vagrants.  It 
may  be  said  that  one  article  of  his  creed  was : 

'^  There  is  so  much  bad  in  the  best  of  us, 
And  so  much  good  in  the  worst  of  us, 
That  it  ill  becomes  any  of  us 

To  find  fault  with  the  rest  of  us." 
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That  he  made  a  study  of  this  mixture  of  good  and  evil  in 
human  nature  is  proven  by  that  remarkable  story  of  his :  ''  The 
Strange  (\ise  of  Dr.  Jekvll  and  Mr.  Hyde." 


In  1871  our  author  began  the  study  of  law,  and  was  ad- 
mitted to  the  Scottish  bar  in  1875.  He  engaged  in  but  one 
case;  then  he  abandoned  law  for  literature,  to  which  he  gave 
his  heart  and  soul. 

Among  his  first  excursions  into  the  realm  of  literature  were 
the  stories  of  two  excursions  he  took — the  one  with  the  donkey 
in  the  mountains,  and  the  other  in  company  with  a  friend,  each 
in  a  canoe,  down  the  Scheldt.  The  story,  however,  which 
brought  him  into  strong  light,  written  thus  early,  was  "  Will  o' 
the  Mill.''  He  followed  these  efforts  up  with  a  collection  of 
other  short  stories  of  a  somewhat  diiferent  type.  '^The  'New 
Arabian  Nights,"  and  ^'The  Merry  Men"  placed  him  in  the 
ranis  of  Edgar  Allen  Poe,  Nathaniel  Hawthorne  and  Bret 
Harte  as  a  writer  of  short  stories. 

In  1881  appeared  "A'irginibus  Puerisque.''  The  third  essay 
in  this  book  I  must  commend  to  all  young  doctors  and  nurses 
contemplating  marriage.  It  is  intituled,  "  Falling  in  Lo^ve."  In 
1882  the  reading  world  turned  from  Howell's  fine  story,  Silas 
Lapham,  of  the  realistic  school,  to  that  romance,  ^'Treasure 
Island."  It  is  related  that  Gladstone  devoured  it  in  one  sitting. 
In  this  same  year  appeared  several  essays  on  Burns,  Whitman, 
Thoreau,  Villon,  Pepys,  and  two  or  three  others.  By  this  date 
he  had  established  his  reputation  as  '^the  head  of  a  school  and 
an  influence  in  literature  of  pronounced  import."  But  at  this 
critical  period,  owing  to  his  pulmonary  condition,  he  was  again 
ordered  South — first,  to  the  south  of  France ;  later  to  the  south 
of  England.  But  his  illness  did  not  deter  him  from  working 
(he  believed  in  Ergotherapy).  He  labored  assiduously.  Even 
when  he  lay,  ordered  even  not  to  speak,  he  would  dictate  stories 
on  his  fingers  by  means  of  the  deaf  and  dumb  alphabet.  Out- 
come :  "  Child's  Garden  of  Verses,"  which,  says  one  enthusiastic 
admirer,  'Hook  the  literary  world  by  storm." 

Between  1883  and  1885,  in  collaboration  with  Henley,  he 
wrote  several  plays.  In  1886  came  '^Kidnapped."  In  1887 
he  came  to  America  and  took  quarters  with  Dr.  Trudeau  at 
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Saranac  Lake.  He  never  returned  to  Europe  again.  A  second 
collection  of  poems  appeared  about  this  time,  ''Underwoods." 
The  next  spring  he  went  to  California,  bought  a  yacht  in  San 
Francisco,  and  set  sail  for  the  South  Seas.  After  cruising 
about  for  three  years  he  settled  in  his  last  home,  Samoa.  Here 
he  bought  an  estate,  built  a  house,  and  with  his  wife,  step-son, 
a  few  intimate  relatives  and  thirty  or  forty  servants,  spent  his 
remaining  days. 

The  poor  Samoans  were  suffering  from  too  much  govern- 
ment—England, Germany  and  France.  For  championing  the 
cause  of  the  Samoans  Stevenson  became  the  Beloved  Tusitala. 

On  Sunday  nights  with  his  family  and  servants  gathered  for 
worship  Stevenson  offered  up  a  prayer,  which  is  often  quoted. 
The  writer  of  this  article  pinned  a  typed  copy  over  his  bunk  in 
the  Klondike  in  '98.  The  next  morning  after  breakfast,  he 
found  Stevenson's  epitaph  in  script  nailed  alongside ;  placed 
there  by  the  janitor  of  the  building — a  Scot.  Here  they  are, 
for  they  are  worth  memorising: — 

''  We  beseech  Thee,  Lord,  to  behold  us  with  favor,  folk  of 
many  families  and  nations  gathered  together  in  the  peace  of  this 
roof,  weak  men  and  women,  subsisting  under  the  covert  of  Thy 
patience.  Be  patient  ^till ;  suffer  us  yet  awhile  longer — with  our 
broken  purposes  of  good,  with  our  idle  endeavors  against  evil, 
suffer  us  a  while  longer  to  endure,  and  (if  it  may  be)  help  us 
to  do  better.  Bless  to  us  our  extraordinary  mercies;  if  the 
day  comes  when  these  must  be  taken,  brace  us  to  play  the  man 
under  affliction.  Be  with  our  friends;  be  with  ourselves.  Go 
with  each  of  us  to  our  rest;  if  any  dream,  be  their  dreams 
quiet ;  if  any  awake,  temper  to  them  the  dark  hours  of  watching ; 
and  when  the  day  returns,  return  to  us,  our  sun  and  comforter, 
and  call  us  with  morning  faces  and  with  morning  hearts,  eager 
to  labor,  eager  to  be  happy,  if  happiness  shall  be  our  portion, 
and  if  the  day  be  marked  for  sorrow,  strong  to  endure  it. 

^'  We  thank  Thee  and  praise  Thee ;  and  in  the  words  of 
Him  to  whom  this  day  is  sacred,  close  our  oblation." 

"  Under  the  wide  and  starry  sky, 
Dig  the  grave  and  let  me  lie, 
Glad  did  I  live  and  gladly  die. 
And  I  laid  me  down  with  a  will. 
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"  This  be  the  verse  you  gave  for  me : 
Here  he  lies  where  he  longed  to  be ;    . 
Home  is  the  sailoi*  home  from  the  sea, 
And  the  hunter  home  from  the  hill." 

As  an  illustration  of  Stevenson's  work,  style  and  substance, 
we  quote  the  following: 

From  "Talk  and  Talkers'!  we  get: — 

"  There  can  be  no  fairer  ambition  than  to  excel  in  talk ; 
to  be  affable,  gay,  ready,  clear  and  welcome:  to  have  a  fact^  a 
thought,  or  an  illustration,  pat  to  every  subject,  and  not  only  to 
cheer  the  flight  of  time  among  our  intimates,  but  bear  our  part 
in  the  great  international  congress,  always  sitting,  where  public 
wrongs  are  first  declared,  public  errors  first  corrected,  and  the 
course  of  public  opinion  shaped,  day  by  day,  a  little  nearer  to 
the  right.  'No  measure  comes  before  Parliament  but  it  has 
been  long  ago  prepared  by  a  grand  jury  of  the  talkers;  no 
book  has  been  written  that  has  not  been  largely  composed  by 
their  assistance.  A  good  talk  is  not  to  be  had  for  the  asking 
.  .  .  hour,  company  and  circumstance  must  be  suited  .... 
The  genuine  artist  follows  the  stream  of  conversation  as  an 
angler  follows  the  windings  of  the  brook  .  .  .  .  he  is  rewarded 
by  continual  variety,  continual  pleasure,  and  those  changing 
prospects  of  the  Truth  that  are  the  best  of  education  .... 
There  are  few  subjects  ....  and  more  than  half  of  them  may 
be  reduced  to  three;  that  I  am  I,  that  you  are  you,  and  that 
there  are  other  people  dimly-  understood;  to  be  not  i^j^uite  th^  same 
as  either."

"Ko  art  can  successfully  compete  with  life" ;  and  the  art 
that  seeks  to  do  so  is  condemned  to  perish  montihus  aviis.  Life 
goes  before  us  infinite  in  complication;  attended  by  the  most 
surprising  meteors;  appealing  at  once  to  the  eye,  to  the  ear, 
to  the  mind  (the  seat  of  wonder),  to  the  touch  so  thrilling  and 
delicate,  and  to  the  belly — so  imperious  w^hen  starved  ?  It  com- 
bines and  employs  in  its  manifestation  the  method  and  the 
material  not  of  one  art  only,  but  of  all  the  arts.  Music  is  but 
an  arbitrary  trifling  with   a  few  of  Life's  majestic  chords; 
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painting  is  but  a  shadow  of  its  pageantry  of  light  and  color ; 
literature  does  but  dimly  indicate  that  wealth  of  incident,  of 
moral  obligation,  of  virtue,  of  vice,  action,  rapture,  agony  with 
which  it  teems.  To  ''compete  with  life,"  whose  sun  we  cannot 
look  upon,  whose  passions  and  diseases  waste  and  slay  us — to 
compete  with  the  flavor  of  wine,  the  beauty  of  the  dawn,  the 
scorching  of  fire,  the  bitterness  of  death  and  separation — here 
is,  indeed,  a  projected  escalade  of  heaven;  here  are,  indeed, 
labors  for  a  Hercules  in  a  dress  coat,  armed  with  a  pen  and 
dictionary  to  depict  the  passions,  armed  with  a  tube  of  superior 
flake-white  to  paint  the  portrait  of  the  insufferable  sun.  'No 
art  is  true  in  this  sense;  none  can  "compete  with  life";  not 
even  history,  built,  indeed,  of  indisputable  facts  robbed  of  their 
vivacity  and  sting ;  so  that  even  when  we  read  of  the  sack  of  a 
city  or  the  fall  of  an  empire,  we  are  surprised,  and  justly  com- 
mend the  author's  talent,  if  our  pulse  be  quickened.  And  mark, 
for  a  list  differentia,  that  this  quickening  of  the  pulse  is,  in 
almost  every  case,  purely  agreeable ;  that  these  phantom  repro- 
ductions of  experience,  even  at  their  most  acute,  convey  decided 
pleasure;  while  experience  itself,  in  the  cockpit  of  life  can 
torture  and  slay. 

''  Life  is  monstrous,  infinite,  illogical,  abrupt,  and  poignant ; 
a  work  of  art  in  comparison,  is  neat,  finite,  self-contained,  ra- 
tional, flowing  and  emasculate.  A  proposition  in  geometry  is  a 
fair  and  luminous  parallel  for  a  work  of  art.  Both  are  reason- 
able, both  true  to  the  crude  fact ;  both  inhere  in  nature,  neithei* 
represents  it." 

The  Foreign ek  at  Home 
(A  Bit  of  English  Landscape  in  travelling  from  England  to  Scotland.) 

"  The  change  from  a  hilly  to  a  level  country  strikes  him 
with  delighted  wonder.  Along  the  flat  horizon  there  arise  the 
frequent  venerable  towers  of  churches.  He  sees  at  the  end  of 
airy  vistas  the  revolution  of  wind-mill  sails.  He  may  go  where 
he  pleases  in  future ;  he  may  see  x\lps  and  pyramids  and  lions ;

THE  PHYSICIAN'S  PART  IN  PREVENTING 
MENTAL  DISORDERS

I  :must  confess  to  no  small  sense  of  trepidation  in  attempting 
a  paper  on  this  subject.  While  the  best  years  of  my  life  were 
given  to  the  oversight  of  a  hospital  for  the  insane,  and  while 
the  experience  then  gained  naturally  biased  me  strongly  in 
favor  of  any  movement  directed  towards  the  prevention  of 
mental  disorders,  it  must  be  recognized  that  one  who  has  been 
called  upon  to  render  service  only  to  those  in  whom,  mental 
disorder  is  already  well  developed  can  have  little  more  than 
theoretical  conception  relative  to  the  conditions  which  underlie 
a  breakdown  of  the  faculties  of  mind.  Moreover,  since  the 
mental  hygiene  movement  really  got  well  under  way,  my  time 
has  been  so  absorbed  by  a  multiplicity  of  other  duties  that  I 
have  been  able  to  give  only  passing  heed  to  the  developments 
in  this  new  field  of  preventive  medicine.  I  am  so  firmly  con- 
vinced of  the  importance  of  a  well-directed  effort  to  limit  the 
incidence  of  psychic  disablements,  and  so  certain  of  the  possi- 
bilities of  accomplishing  a  great  deal  in  this  respect,  that  I, 
could  not  deny  myself  the  opportunity  of  making  even  a  very 
small  contribution  to  the  ''  Journal." 

I  have  comforted  myself  in  the  thought  that  others  able 
to  speak  with  more  authority  will  deal  rather  particularly  with 
certain  specific  phases  of  the  subject  of  mental  hygiene,  and  in 
this  belief  it  is  my  purpose  to  consider  more  especially  some 
factors  which  may  be  presented  in  a  practical  way  to  the  general 
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practitioner.  The  general  practitioner  has  the  great  advantage 
of  being  witness  to  the  earlier  manifestations  of  mental  dis- 
order, and  is  thus  in  a  position  to  acquire  data  which  may  be 
of  great  service  in  the  ultimate  estimation  of  the  relative  im- 
portance of  various  causal  factors.  For  this  reason  it  is  most 
desirable  that  workers  in  mental  hygiene  should  have  the  hearty 
co-operation  of  the  physician  in  general  practice. 

It  is  uot  merely  for  the  sake  of  the  individual  that  mental 
breakdown  should  be  averted.  No  other  infirmity  is  so  catas- 
trophic to  the  individual,  and  this  fact  alone  would  justify  the 
adoption  of  every  feasible  method  which  might  save  a  single 
person  from  such  great  misfortune.  But  there  is  much  more 
to  be  considered.  All  the  members  of  the  family  of  the  victim 
of  mental  disorder  are  subjected  to  distresses,  anxieties  and 
disablements  which  not  only  prevent  the  full  enjoyment  of  life 
but  which  may  seriouslj^  interfere  with  their  normal  activities, 
reducing  earning  power  and  lessening  productiveness.  Jt  is  of 
definite  importance  to  the  State  that  every  member  thereof 
should  be  able  to  render  the  full  service  of  which  he  is  capable, 
and  when  one  considers  the  numbers  who  are  hampered  in  their 
daily  tasks  by  the  attention  which  they  must  give  to  mentally 
unfit  relatives,  one  realizes  that  this  is  itself  a  matter  of  no 
small  concern  to  the  State.  And  when  we  further  consider  that 
the  vast  majority  of  the  mentally  incapable,  who  in  Canada 
number  many  thousands,  are  not  merely  useless  members  of 
society,  but  must  be  supported  by  the  public,  it  is  seen  that 
there  is  an  economic  side  to  the  question,  wdiich  is  of  no  small 
consequence.  But  there  is  still  more  to  be  thought  of.  The 
so-called  lesser  grades  of  mental  defect  are,  perhaps,  really 
those  of  paramount  importance,  fol*  these  are  accountable  for 
a  very  large  share  of  the  criminality,  immorality,  delinquency 
and  pauperism,  which  cost  us  so  dearly,  and  it  is  these  lesser 
defects  which  are  most  likely  to  he  passed  on  from  generation 
to  generation.  The  problem,  then,  is  many-sided,  and  bears  so 
intimately  upon  national  efficiency  and  national  progress  that 
we  cannot  afford  to  disregard  it. 

From  all  quarters  we  hear  that  insanity  is  becoming  more 
prevalent.  There  can  be  no  doubt  that  the  number  for  whom 
institutional  care  is  being  sought  is  increasing  in  a  much  greater 
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ratio  than  the  ^-eneral  population.  This  is  to  be  accounted  for, 
in  some  measure  at  least,  by  increasing  confidence  in  the  ad- 
ministration of  institutions  for  the  insane,  but  a  quicker  recog- 
nition of  mental  abnormalities  than  formerly,  by  the  compara- 
tive ease  with  which  patients  may  now  be  transported  to  insti- 
tutions, by  a  growing  attitude  of  intolerance  on  the  part  of 
communities  to  the  vagaries  and  eccentricities  of  those  show- 
ing even  a  trifling  mental  warp,  by  a  lessened  sense  of  respon- 
sibility on  the  part  of  relatives,  and  by  other  factors  which 
come  less  into  evidence.  While  much  of  the  apparent  increase 
in  mental  infirmity  may  thus  be  accounted  for,  there  still 
remains  the  fact  that  the  burden  which  mental  defect  imposes 
on  the  State  is  growing,  not  only  steadily,  but  rapidly,  and 
many  careful  students  of  sociological  problems  express  the  con- 
viction that  the  percentage  of  population  manifesting  a  greater 
or  lesser  degree  of  mental  deficiency  is  really  growing  larger. 
If  this  be  the  case,  the  importance  of  devising  some  check  to 
so  disastrous  a  trend  is  obvious. 

Despite  the  fact  that  the  evidence  that  heredity  is  promi- 
nently concerned  in  the  causation  of  insanity  is  still  largely 
circumstantial,  it  is  impossible  for  one  who  has  followed  out 
the  family  history  of  many  cases  to  dispossess  himself  of  the 
belief  that  it  is  a  potent  factor  in  predisposing  to  and  even  in 
determining  mental  breakdown.  For  while  the  seemingly  de- 
terminant factors  may  be  external,  they  are  often  consequential 
upon  the  mental  attitude  of  forebears.  This  applies  especially 
to  such  things  as  home  and  personal  hygiene,  food  and  habits 
generally.  AYhen  we  consider  heredity,  w^e  must  take  account 
not  merely  of  inental  abnormalities,  but  of  all  conditions  in 
the  forebears  w^hich  may  militate  against  the  propagation  of 
virile  and  stable  progeny.  In  respect  to  feeble-mindedness,  the 
evidence  is  convincing  that  like  begets  like,  and  it  has  been 
further  demonstrated  that  the  average  family  of  a  feeble-minded 
mother  numbers  much  larger  than  the  average  family  of  a 
normal-minded  mother.  Such  circumstances  enter  largely  into 
the  argument  of  those  who  would  safeguard  futurity  by  resort 
to  some  other  means  of  preventing  procreation  by  the  men- 
tally unfit.  Inasmuch  as  the  practitioner  is  at  times  consulted 
by  those  who  meditate  matrimony,  he  may  be  able  to  occasion- 
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ally  render  a  definite  service  by  discouraging  a  union  Avhich 
might  be  expected  to  lead  to  the  birth  of  children  so  sired 
or  darned  as  to  practically  doom  them  to  a  life  of  incompetency. 
And  then  the  practitioner  has  also  the  opportunity  to  some- 
times advise  the  mode  of  life  to  be  followed  by  those  whose 
heredity  predisposes  them  to  mental  disaster.  In  such  case 
he  should  realize  that  everything  possible  should  be  done  to 
assure  the  corpus  sanum  which  we  believe  to  be  so  essential  to 
a  mens  sana.  The  stresses  of  active  competition  and  the 
absurdities  of  many  of  our  social  customs  bear  hard  upon  an 
unstable  nervous  organization.  Those  whose  nervous  and 
mental  endowments  are  unstable  should  be  advised  to  live 
quietly,  to  avoid  unnecessary  excitement  or  entanglement  which 
might  make  excessive  demands  upon  mental  and  nervous 
energy,  to  attend  carefully  to  all  details  of  personal  hygiene, 
to  maintain  the  general  health  at  the  best  attainable  standard 
— reporting  promptly  to  the  physician  any  departure  from  that 
standard,  and  particularly  to  place  strict  limits  upon  worry  and 
to  abstain  from  alcohol  and  from  any  chance  of  acquiring 
venereal  disease.  If  statistics  count  for  anything  they  show 
conclusively,  that  alcohol  and  syphilis  are  very  potent  factors 
in  the  causation  of  mental  disorder,  and  that  they  are  particu- 
larly disastrous  to  those  whose  inheritance  respecting  mental  and 
nervous  condition  is  not  of  the  best.  As  it  is  more 
especially  those  of  unstable  nervous  organisation  who  are  prone 
to  fall  victim  to  the  lures  of  Bacchus  and  Venus,  this  point 
should  be  stressed  when  dealing  with  such  people. 

Worry  is  one  of  the  causes  of  mental  disorder  which  looms 
large  in  the  statistics.  ^N'aturally  it  is  most  in  evidence  where 
the  strain  of  competition  is  most  felt,  and  that  is  in  the  large 
centres  of  population.  Hence  the  desirability  of  protecting  the 
predisposed  by  having  them  locate  where  they  may  live  quietly 
in  freedom  from  the  special  demands  which  city  life  imposes 
and  which  few  can  meet  without  taking  much  thought  of  the 
morrow.  Worries  resulting  from  domestic  infelicities,  how- 
ever, are  not  restricted  to  the  cities.  Where  such  are  suspected, 
all  parties  concerned  should  be  interviewed,  and  tactful  repre- 
sentation made  of  the  need   for  establishing  harmonious   re- 
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lationship  even  thoug'h  this  may  require  of  some  the  exercise 
of  a  disproportionate  shai^  of  patience  and  forbearance. 

The  so-called  critical  periods  of  life  are  fraught  with  dan- 
gers to  those  predisposed  to  disordered  action  of  the  mind.  For 
many  years  prominent  psychiatrists  have  been  urging  the  im- 
portance of  toxic  states  in  the  production  of  mental  disorder, 
and  the  age  of  the  individual  appears  to  have  an  influence  in 
determining  the  effect  of  a  toxic  state.  To  instance  this  it  is 
necessary  only  to  cite  the  distressing  circumstances  which  often 
follow  apparently  trivial  febrile  processes  in  young  children, 
the  peculiar  liability  of  adolescents  to  dementia  praecox,  the 
remarkable  limitation  of  general  paralysis  of  the  insane  to  a 
fairly  definite  age  period,  and  the  likelihood  of  a  psychosis 
developing  at  or  just  after  the  menopause  assuming  a  depres- 
sive type.  Our  knowledge  of  the  exact  nature  of  the  toxic 
states  concerned  in  the  production  of  these  psychoses  is  still 
very  indefinite,  but  we  feel  that  they  may  often  be  prevented 
by  careful  attention  to  the  general  health.  It  would  seem  to 
be  important  that  the  various  emunctories  should  be  kept  func- 
tioning properly  and  that  the  diet  and  habits  of  life  should 
not  overtax  these  organs.  These  precautionary  measures  are 
to  be  advised  in  all  persons,  but  more  particularly  in  the  pre- 
disposed, and  the  advice  of  course  applies  with  especial  force 
to  the  years  which  constitute  the  critical  periods.  It  is  un- 
necessary to  say  that  sepsis  appearing  in  the  parturient  woman 
adds  to  the  peril  of  mental  developments  at  a  time  when  many 
emotional  and  physical  stresses  have  already  subjected  the 
patient  to  much  danger,  so  that  this  is  to  be  regarded  as  one 
of  the  reasons  for  doing  everything  possible  to  assure  a  normal 
labor  and  convalescence. 

It  might  be  observed,  too,  in  this  connection,  that  social 
conditions  play  a  part,  in  association  with  other  factors,  in  the 
epochal  psychoses.  A  smaller  proportion  of  private  patients 
break  down  in  adolescence  or  in  old  age  than  of  pauper  patients, 
while  the  reverse  is  to  be  said  of  climacteric  cases.  Pregnancy, 
the  puerperal  state  (not  septic),  and  lactation,  too,  are  less 
prone  to  enter  into  the  causation  of  mental  disease  in  the  well- 
to-do  than  in  the  poor.  The  inference  to  be  drawn  is  obvious. 
All  feasible  efforts  should  be  made  to  provide  favorable  living 
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conditions   for   the  predisposed,    especially   when   the   critical 
periods  are  being  approached  and  passed  through. 

Any  departure  from  the  mental  norm  of  an  individual 
should  cause  his  medical  adviser  the  gravest  concern  and  should 
lead  to  an  immediate  investtigation,  thorough  and  comprehen- 
sive, of  the  physical  condition  of  the  patient  with  the  object 
of  discovering  a  possible  physical  basis  for  the  mental  symp- 
toms. 'No  greater  disaster  could  be  conceived  than  a  chronic 
mental  derangement  which  might  have  been  averted  by  careful 
and  diligent  attention  to  the  first  warning  signs.  Death  itself 
is  preferable  to  mental  incompetency — especially  wlien  it  is 
associated  with  the  incomparable  suffering  of  melancholia. 

The  opportunities  for  the  physician  to  aid  in  the  preven- 
tion of  mental  incapacities  is  not  limited  to  his  professional 
sphere.  By  his  advocacy  of  any  public  measure  which  promises 
usefulness  in  this  particular,  he  can  help  along  the  good  work. 
Thus  his  support  of  movements  aimed  at  the  restriction  of 
venereal  disease  and  intemperance,  at  the  sequestration  of  the 
feeble-minded  for  at  least  the  reproductive  years,  at  the  proper 
supervision  of  immigration,  as  well  as  of  all  sanely  •  devised 
schemes  for  social  betterment  will  be  of  definite  assistance. 
Further,  he  may  be  able  to  help  by  removing  prejudices  against 
the  admission  of  mental  cases  to  general  hospitals,  and  by  advo- 
cating psychiatric  clinics  in  connection  with  such  hospitals  and 
more  thorough  teaching  of  psychiatry  in  the  medical  schools. 

Canada  is  to-day  faced  with  a  situation  not  less  perilous 
than  that  involved  in  accepting  the  challenge  of  the  Hun.  We 
have  entered  upon  a  period  of  competition  such  as  was  never 
before  dreamed  of.  Our  place  among  the  nations  depends  upon 
our  ability  to  meet  this  competition,  and  this  in  turn  depends 
upon  the  physical,  mental  and  moral  qualities  of  our  people. 
Material  progress  is  essentially  dependent  upon  adaptation  to 
the  opportunities  with  which  nature  surrounds  us.  Paleolithic 
man,  in  countless  milleniums,  made  little  progress  in  adapting 
himself  to  these  opportunities.  In  the  neolithic  age,  progress 
was  more  rapid,  but  still  distressingly  slow.  The  age  of  metals 
has,  in  this  respect,  been  characterized  by  an  almost  steadily 
increasing  momentum,  which  has  of  very  recent  years  been 
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accelerated  at  a  rate  which  cannot  be  contemplated  without 
concern.  Every  day  the  process  of  adaptation  becomes  more 
difficult — the  adjustments  become  more  complex — ^^the  tax  upon 
the  human  machine  becomes  .  greater.  Correspondingly  the 
need  for  giving  serious  heed  to  man's  necessities  in  the  way 
of  physical  and  mental  endowment  becomes  more  accentuated. 
In  the  confusion  and  excitement  of  the  struggle  for  place  the 
theorist  is  apt  to  receive  scant  attention.  But  when  a  real 
emergency  arises  we  find  that  the  theorist  is  of  use.  Have  not 
the  musty  old  professors  of  chemistry  and  physics  and  psy- 
chology and  a  lot  of  other  'ologies  been  eagerly  brought  out 
from  the  seclusion  of  their  libraries  and  laboratories  to  solve 
emergent  problems  of  the  war,  and  have  they  not  rendered  a 
wonderful  service  ?  And  now,  with  a  new  emergency  confront- 
ing us,  should  we  not  call  upon  those  who  have  been  studying 
man  in  the  abstract  to  tell  us  how  man  may  best  adapt  himself 
to  the  extraordinary  stresses  to  which  he  is  to  be  subjected? 
We  are  greatly  in  need  of  guidance  in  such  particulars.  Would 
it  not  be  a  logical  and  reasonable  thing  to  set  men  whose  train- 
ing qualifies  them  for  such  tasks  to  formulate  for  us  such  rules 
as  will  enable  us  to  adjust  ourselves  to  the  conditions  which 
confront  us,  and  to  prepare  us  for  a  career  which  will  not 
merely  be  creditable,  but  will  assure  to  Canada  a  foremost  place 
among  the  nations  ? — Canadian  Journal  of  Mental  Hygiene.

HOSPITAL  FOR  INCURABLES 


A  i.AiiGE  number  of  interested  friends  assembled  at  the  Hospital 
for  Incurables,  on  October  31st,  for  the  fortj^-fif th  annual  meet- 
ing- of  that  institution.  Clusters  of  lovely  autumn  flowers  and 
gay  Hallowe'en  decorations  brightened  the  assembly-room,  and 
a  spirit  of  hopefulness  characterized  the  meeting. 

The  report  of  the  Medical  Board  was  read  by  Dr.  F.  Arnold 
Clarkson,  who  told  of  314  cases  being  cared  for  during  the  year 
ending  September  30th,  1919.  There  were  85  admissions,  75 
deaths  and  25  were  discharged.  During  the  influenza  epidemic 
the  hospital  suffered  very  seriously.  Ten  deaths  occurred  and 
many  of  the  nurses  as  well  as  the  inmates  were  ill.  The  de- 
votion to  duty  of  Miss  Cook,  the  Superintendent,  and  her  staff 
was  remarkable,  and  the  Ijard  situation  was  heroically  met. 

The  Superintendent's  report  was  read  by  Miss  Cook.  She 
stated. that  214  patients  were  at  present  in  the  hospital,  and 
recorded  the  chief  events  in  the  life  of  the  institution  for  th6 
past  year. 

The  Secretary-Treasurer,  Miss  Groat,  told  of  disbursements 
amounting  to  $118,886.59.  Receipts  totalled  $145,491.12.  Of 
this  sum  $86,222  came  from  the  city  of  Toronto',  $24,314.60 
from  tlie  Provincial  Government,  $7,961.20  from  subscriptions, 
and  $23,395.07  was  paid  by  patients  for  maintenance.  ^The 
adoption  of  the  reports  was  moved  by  Rev.  l^ewton  Powell  and 
seconded  by  Sir  William  Gage. 

A  delightful  address  by  Canon  Dyson  Hague  followed  the 
reports.  In  reviewing  the  history  of  the  institution,  Canon 
Hague  spoke  of  the  time,  in  1873,  when  a  few  men  and  women 
of  faith  and  vision  opened  the  Home  for  Incurables  in  Bathurst 
street.  Among  the  veterans  were  Dr.  Topp,  Dr.  Patts,  Dr. 
Parsons,  Dr.  McMurray  and  Sir  Mortimer  Clark.  In  1877  the 
sum  of  $4,500  was  paid  for  four  and  one-half  acres  of  land  in 
what  is  now  Parkdale,  and  here  the  present  building  was  erected.

The  Home  was  opened  by  Princess  Louise,  who  visited  it  a  few 
years  later,  in  company  with  her  small  nephew— now  King- 
George  of  England.  Speaking  later  of  that  visit  Princess  Louise 
said:  ''In  1883  it  was  the  brightest  Home  I  ever  saw.''  Canon 
Hague  paid  a  magnificent  tribute  to  the  suffering  inmates,  who, 
he  said,  possessed  ''invincible  patience  and  marvelous  faith,'' 
and  also  to  the  nurses,  "the  greatest  representatives  of  their  sex." 
"Nursing,"  quoted  Canon  Hague,  "is  the  finest  of  fine  arts." 
There  appeared  some  years  ago,  the  speaker  stated,  a  book 
called  "How  to  Be  Happy  Though  Married."  In  the  Home  for 
Incurables  another  book  might  easily  be  written  telling  how^ 
to  be  happy  though  married  to  suffering;  how  to  live  cheerfully 
and  how  to  die  victoriously.    . 

The  closing  address  was  given  by  Mr.  Ambrose  Kent,  who 
for  twenty-five  years  has  been  Chairman  of  the  board.  Speak- 
ing of  the  finances  of  the  home,  Mr.  Kent  reported  a  deficit  of 
$36,000  just  one  year  ago.  Through  the  kindness  of  friends, 
and  the  aid  of  the  City  Council  and  the  Ontario  Government, 
however,  this  debt  had  been  reduced  to  a  minimum.  At  present 
the  financial  status  of  the  institution  is  extremelv  2:ood,  and 
the  buildings  are  entirely  free  of  debt.  A  workshop  for  the 
blind  patients  was  started  during  the  last  year,  and  much  pro- 
gress was  made  by  the  blind  in  the  art  of "  basket-weaving. 

Illustrating  how  interest  increases  in  the  home  when  a  few^ 
visits  have  been  made,  Mr.  Kent  told  of  a  painter  who  was  en- 
gaged to  do  some  work.  He  came,  a  stranger,  performed  his 
task,  but  grew  so  interested  that  he  now  makes  a  visit  to  the 
home  every  week  just  to  "touch  things  up."  These  touches  are 
given  free  of  cost,  and  the  same  man  has  offered  to  keep  the 
dining-room  in  perfect  order,  so  far  as  painting  and  decorating 
are  concerned.  Mr.  Kent  also  read  extracts  from  letters  re- 
ceived from  patients  testifying  to  the  comfort  and  kindness 
dispensed  there.

HILLCREST  CONVALESCENT  HOME 

'l.'iiE  uses  of  the  convalescent  home  were  considered  from  many 
[ingles  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Management  of 
the  Hillcrest  Convalescent  Home,  held  at  1275  Bathurst  St.,  on 
November  Yth,  with  the  President,  Mrs.  G.  H.  Gooderham,  in 
the  chair.  The  report  of  the  Secretary,  Mrs.  A.  W.  Maclachlan, 
told  of  151  patients  admitted  during  the  year,  147  discharged,- 
and  no  deaths.  Miss  Watson,  the  Superintendent,  said  168 
patients,  in  all,  had  been  cared  for  during  the  year.  Of  these 
145  had  come  from  the  city,  15  from  the  province,  and  8  were 
immigrants.  The  average  stay  per  inmate  was  46  5-7  days. 
T^'lie  dormitory  capacity  for  public  patients  is  14,  and,  whh 
the  private  patients'  accommodation,  there  are  44  beds. 

The  Treasurer,  Mrs.  S.  G.  Parker,  reported  receipts  amount- 
ing to  $11,661.87,  the  expenditures  exactly  'balancing  this 
amount. 

Dr.  Helen  MacMurchy  had  many  interesting  things  to  sa_y 
nl  the  future  of  the  convalescent  home.  The  time  is  coming, 
she  said,  when  large  hospitals  wall  have  their  own  convalescent 
homes.  Medical  science  is  tending  toward  the  shortening  of 
the  period  of  illness  and  hastening  the  convalescent  period.  At 
|)resent  hospitals  often  keep  patients  longer  than  they  otherwise 
would,  because  it  is  whispered,  ''  He  hasn't  any  place  to  go." 
The  expenses  of  hospitals  might  be  lessened,  too,  if  they  had 
convalescent  homes  auxiliary  to  them. 

Mrs.  Dewey  spoke  of  the  need  of  the  convalescent  home, 
from  the  standpoint  of  the  Burnside  wing  of  the  General  Hos- 
pital. Here  patients  who  are  well  enough  to  be  discharged 
from  actuarhos]ntal  care  are  often  not  well  enbngh  to  take' up 
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any  duties,  but  really  need  a  period  of  rest.  Some  are  brouulit 
in  also  before  they  need  hospital  care,  because  they  need  rest. 

Miss  Gunn  told  of  a  charitable  organization  in  New  York 
which  had  its  own  convalescent  home  for  maternity  cases. 

Miss  Flaws  said  tho  rich  and  the  poor  were  better  provided 
for  than  the  great  middle  class,  to  whom  it  was  a  hardshi])  to 
pay  $25  or  $35  or  ,$40  a  week  in  a  hospital.  Hospitals  also,  she 
said,  had  sometimes  to  refuse  cases  in  acute  need  of  hospital 
care,  because  of  people  who  were  staying  on  because  they  needed 
rest,  or  for  some  reason  or  other  it  was  not  convenient  to  go 
home.  More  room  would-  have  to  be  made  in  the  hospitals  in 
some  wav  and  the  convalescent  home  seemed  a  feasible  wav. 


SICK  CHILDREN'S  HOSPITAL  NURSES' 
GRADUATION 


TwENTY-FouK  yo^iig  women  received  their  diplomas  and  medals 
at  the  thirty-third  annual  graduating  exercises  of  the  Sick 
Children's  Hospital.     Sir  Edmund  Osier  presided. 

A  most  successful  year  was  reported  by  Miss  Florence  d. 
Potts,  superintendent  of  the  hospital,  who  emphasized  the  need 
of  the  public  taking  a  greater  interest  in  the  trained  nurse.  A 
suggestion  also  was  made  that  some  action  be  taken  in  securing 
more  scholarships  for  the  girls,  not  only  for  those  in  training. 
l)ut  those  out  of  hospital,  such  as  scholarships  in  the  universi- 
ties. Miss  Potts  also  announced  the  fact  that  Dr.  Allan  Brown 
had  offered  a  scholarship  of  $250  for  the  young  woman  who 
shows  special  interest  and  adaptability  from  a  practical  and 
theoretical  standpoint  in  the  department  of  pediatrics. 

After  a  short  address  by  Sir  William  Hearst,  the  presenta- 
tion of  scholarships  took  place.  These  Avere  awarded  by  Mr. 
Irving  Eobertson,  Dr.  Allan  Canfield  presented  special  prizes, 
and  Mrs.  J.  Strachan  Johnson,  diplomas  and  pins. 

Among  the  young  women  who  received  special  scholarships 
were  Miss  Hazel  Elliott,  Sudbury,  and  Miss  Marguerite  For- 
ester, who  received  $50  in  gold.  Miss  Jean  McCraw,  Toronto;

AN   UP-TO-DATE   HOSPITAL   FOR   RIVERDALE 


The  proposal  of  a  large  and  up-to-date  city  hospital  for  the 
people  east  of  the  Don  was  brought  forward  once  more  with 
considerable  emphasis  and  potency  of  argument  at  the  meet- 
ing of  the  North  River  dale  Ratepayers'  Association  held  in 
Franklin  school,  Logan  aveniie,  on  November  4th. 

"  With  a  population  larger  than  that  of  the  city  of  Hamil- 
ton, and  comprising  one-fourth  of  the  total  population  of  To- 
ronto, the  east  end  district  has  not  so  much  as  a  private  hos- 
pital," declared  Dr.  E.  A.  McDonald,  who  presided.  A  number 
of  other  Riverdale  medical  men  were  present,  indicating  the 
strength  of  opinion  among  responsible  residents  of  that  portion 
of  the  city. 

'^  If  the  hospital  were  built,  there  would  be  no  deficit  by  the 
end  of  the  first  year,  so  great  would  be  the  number  of  patients," 
was  the  view  of  Dr.  Burns. 

Not  a  few  prominent  business  men  and  residents  spoke  on 
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behalf  of  the  project,  and  it  was  acoordingiy  decided  to  write 
at  once  to  the  City  Council,  urging  the  erection  of  a  suitable 
hospital  on  one  of  four  sites  recommended,  and  to  secure  the 
pledged  support  of  every  future  candidate  for  the  municipal 
elections  for  the  scheme.  Aid.  R.  Honeyford  was  among  those 
who  endorsed  the  scheme. 

Among  other  speakers  were  Mr.  A.  J.  Smith,  J.  O.  Mc- 
Carthy, Sergt.-Major  MadSTamara,  D.C.M.,  M.P.P.,  and  Aid. 
W.  W.  Hiltz. 


WOMEN'S  COLLEGE   HOSPITAL  REPORT 
SPLENDID  YEAR 


Splendid  reports  which  were  submitted  at  the  annual  meeting 
of  the  Women's  College  Hospital,  which  was  held  on  I^ovember 
5th,  told  of  a  most  successful  year.  Mrs.  A.  O.  Rutherford  pre- 
sided, and  Rev.  Wilson,  of  Dovercourt  Presbyterian  Church, 
conducted  the  devotional  exercises. 

In  her  report  of  the  year's  work,  Mrs.  H.  M.  Bowman, 
superintendent,  told  of  37  patients  in  hospital  at  the  close  of 
their  year  in  September,  1918,  and  848  patients  admitted  dur- 
ing the  year,  also  248  births,  making  a  total  of  1,127  patients 
treated  this  year.  There  were  26  deaths  recorded  and  52 
patients  remaining  in  hospital  at  the  end  of  the  hospital  year. 
The  average  stay  of  each  patient  was  14.2  days  and  the  col- 
lective pay  of  adults  and  infants  during  the  year  amounted  to 
$13,793.  ' 

Of  the  patients  received  in  the  hospital,  1,007  came  from 
the  city,  30  from  the  County  of  York,  30  from  other  counties  in 
the  province,  10  from  the  United  States  and  50  or  more  immi- 
grants. Over  657  operations  were  performed  and  excellent 
work  carried  on  in  the  outdoor  department. 

Miss  S.  Warriner,  the  secretary,  told  of  the  installation  of 
an  X-raj  department  at  a  cost  of  $5,000,  the  gift  of  Mrs.  Wil- 
liam Davies.  Dr.  Elizabeth  Stewart,  who  is  now  taking  a 
special  course  in  Kew  York,  will  be  in  charge  of  this  depart- 
ment.    She  also  reported  that  this  hospital  was  dropped  from 
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the  financial  mem'bership  of  the  Community  Service,  but  during 
the  time  they  were  affiliated  $1,650  were  received. 

In  the  treasurer's  report.  Miss  Lowry  told  of  receipts  in 
the  maintenance  fund  of  $33,783,  disbursements  $33,149,  and 
a  balance  of  $634.  The  building-  fund  received  $42,338,  the 
expenditures  were  $35,155,  and  a  balance  on  hand  of  $7,083 
which  included  the  $5,000  donation  from  Mrs.  Davies. 


HOSPITAL  FOR  INCURABLE  CHILDREN 


Those  who  attended,  on  ^N'ovember  7th,  the  twentieth  annual 
meeting  of  the  Hospital  for  Incurable  Children,  found  at  that 
institution  a  bevy  of  bairns  so  happy,  so  winsome  and  so  friendly, 
that  it  was  hard,  indeed,  to  realize  that  any  such  sad  word  as 
''  incurable  '•  was  connected  with  them. 

After  the  opening  devotions,  <3ondueted  by  E,ev.  J.  B. 
Paulin,  reports  were  received.  Mrs.  R.  A.  Donald  read  the 
report  of  the  Secretary,  Mrs.  G.  Tower  Fergusson,  who  gave 
delightful  glimpses  of  the  daily  life  of  the  children  in  the  home, 
and  told  of  the  many  happy  outings  they  had  received  from  the 
numerous  friends  of  the  institution. 

The  Treasurer's  report  stated  that  receipts  for  the  .year  had 
amounted  to  $13,415.52,  and  that  expenditures,  owing  to  the 
high  cost  of  necessities,  had  exceeded  the  income. 

Dr.  R.  H.  Fleming  presented  the  medical  report.  The  health 
of  the  children  had  been,  on  the  whole,  remarkably  good.  The 
'^  flu,"  which  swept  through  the  institution  last  February,  had 
been  of  a  mild  type,  and  all  had  made  a  good  recovery.  During 
the  year  there  were  two  deaths,  and  six  had  been  discharged. 
The  number  of  inmates  at  present  is  24.  Dr.  Fleming  paid  a 
tribute  to  the  superintendent  and  nurses,  to  whose  unswerving 
loyalty  the  home  owes  so  much. 

Mr.  Harry  D.  Gamble,  in  moving  the  adoption  of  the  re- 
ports, pronounced  the  children  of  the  home  a  ^^  hapnv  bunch," 
and  declared  the  nurses  to  be  '^  aifectionate,  gentle  and  patient." 
Warm  appreciation  was  also  expressed  of  the  present  superin- 
tendent. Miss  Fleming,  and  the  past  supervisor.  Miss  ITnderhill. 
Mr.   Gamble   advocated  giving  the  homo   greater  publicity  in 
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order  that  more  might  have  the  privilege  of  contributing  to  its 
support. 

The  chief  address  was  delivered  by  Rev.  G.  C.  Pidgeon, 
who  spoke  of  the  work  done  in  the  home  and  similar  institu- 
tions as  being  a  "  great  factor  in  the  religious  life  of  the  city." 
He  referred  also  to  the  "  patient  care  of  administration/'  upon 
which  the  success  of  any  institution  so  much  depends,  and 
emphasized  the  thought  that  all  this  loving  service  Avas  given 
to  those  who  cannot  now,  and  may  never,  contribute  anything 
to  the  affairs  of  the  world.  It  is  a  work  for  the  soul  and  one 
prompted  by  limitless  pity. 

Mr.  Philip  Jackson,  while  moving  the  election  of  the  Advis- 
ory Board,  stated  that  though  the  children  were  incurable,  they 
were  not  always  incapable.  He  cited  the  case  of  one  girl  who 
has  learned  stenography,  and  is  now  able  to  do  the  work  that 
is  brought  to  her.  While  incurable,  this  patient  is  capable  of 
earning  a  little,  and  of  contributing  a  share  to  the  world  of 
work. 

Mr.  Edwin  Dickie,  in  a  brief  address,  spoke  of  the  necessity 
of  trying  to  secure  further  Government  support.  At  present 
the  grant  is  very  meagre,  and  out  of  the  24  inmates  now  in  the 
home,  13  come  from  municipalities  outside  of  Toronto. 

The  officers  for  the  ensuing  year  are :  Hon.  President,  Mrs. 
H.  Hough;  President,  Miss  Dewar;  Vice-Presidents,  Miss 
Rogers,  Miss  McLay ;  Treasurers,  Miss  Maria  Buchan,  Miss

Superintendent,  Miss  C.  Fleming. 

The  chair  was  occupied  by  Mr.  G.  Tower  Ferf>nisson,  and 
following  the  meeting  tea  was  served. 


GOOD  YEAR  REPORTED  BY  NURSING  MISSION 


The  thirty-third  annual  meeting  of  the  ISTursino'  Mission  was 
held  on  November  14th,  at  the  headquarters,  Beverley  Street. 
Encouraging  reports  were  received  and  bright  addresses  were 
given  by  the  Chairman,  Rev.  R.  J.  Moore,  and  by  Dr.  Sten- 
house.  Medical  Superintendent  for  the  Mission. 

The  Superintendent,  Miss  Elizabeth  M.  Lindsay,  reported 
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8Y0  patients  nursed  during  the  past  year,  and  5,090  visits  paid. 
The  women  p^atients  numbered  Y03  and  among  the  obstetrical 
cases  not  one  mother  had  died.  The  doctors  engaging  help  from 
the  mission  numbered  183,  and  the  immense  amount  of  work 
done  was  covered  by  ten  nurses. 

The  Treasurer  reported  that  receipts  of  $4,365. Y5  and  a 
balance  on  hand  of  $79.84.  The  mission  is  supported  entirely 
by  voluntary  and  unsolicited  gifts,  together  with  what  small 
''  thank-offerings ''  patients  may  be  able  to  contribute. 

Among  the  organizations  contributing  garments  during  the 
year  w^ere  the  Ladies'  Patriotic  League,  Beulah  Hall  Sewing 
Circle,  the  Needlework  Guild  and  the  Eaton  Memorial  Church. 
Several  business  firms  were  also  generous  with  their  donations 
of  comforts.

FEEBLE-MINDED  NEED  IMMEDIATE  RELIEF 


That  the  feeble-minded  of  America  must  be  cared  for  and 
public  institutions  provided  for  them  in  the  near  future  in 
order  to  safeguard  the  public  interests,  was  the  opinion  of  Mr,. 
Edward  T.  Devine,  of  the  N^ew  York  School  of  Social  Work, 
in  his  address  on  ^^  Social  Work  in  America"  at  the  Minin'i,' 
Building  of  the  Toronto  University  on  Xovember  5th. 

Air.  Devine  said :  "  I  do  not  know  much  about  this  problem 
in  Canada,  except  that  no  provision  has  heen  made  to  look  after 
the  feeble-minded.  Your  statistics  are  not  anything  like  as 
startling  as  those  in  the  LTnited  States,  but  you  will  realize 
the  need  of  immediate  action. 

"  In  the  LTnited  States  a  recent  census  revealed  the  fact 
that  we  have  46,000  feeble-minded  in  the  States.  Some  18.000 
of  this  number  should  be  placed  in  institutions,  yet  to-day  we 
have  only  1,500  of  them  being-cared  for. 

"  Another  vital  problem  which  must  be  dealt  with  is  child 
labor.  It  must  be  abolished  during  the  adolescent  years.  Chil- 
dren between  the  age  of  14  and  18  do  not  belong  to  industry, 
but  to  education.  During  these  years  the  mind  of  every 
child  is  in  its  most  plastic  state  and  the  child  can  learn 
easily.  Their  constitutions,  how^ever,  cannot  stand  the  strain 
of  going  into  industry  and  studying  at  night  also,  and 
our  educational  system  must  be  considered  first.  Illiteracy 
must  be  abolished.  There  is  no  reason  in  Canada  or  the  United 
States  why  we  should  have  illiterate  citizens.  The  war  has, 
shown  us  that  this  evil  does  exist  and  is  much  worse  than  we 
ever  dreamed.  When  the  United  States  army  was  mobilized, 
it  was  found  that  from  20  to  40  per  cent,  in  the  army  could 
neither  read  a  newspaper  nor  write  a  letter  home.  '  Of  course, 
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we  have  a  great  many  negroes  and  immigrants,  but  even  at  that 
there  is  no  excuse  for  such  a  condition  existing. 

'^  Another  thing  which  must  be  looked  into  is  the  question 
of  physical  defects.  We  must  have  physical  inspection,  not 
only  in  our  schools,  but  in  our  industrial  world.  Thousands  of 
cases,  if  discovered  in  infancy  or  in  early  childhood,  could  be 
rectified  if  they  were  discovered  in  time.  As  evidence  of  how 
the  standard  of  a  nation  can  be  lowered  through  this  inspection 
being  neglected  there  were  33  1-3  per  cent,  of  our  soldiers  dis- 
qualified for  service  when  they  were  examined  owing  to  physical 
defects,  and  I  might  say  that  the  percentage  would  almost  touch 
the  fifty  mark  if  all  the  cases  were  numbered  of  men  who  could 
not  stand  the  hardship  of  trench  life. 

"  Our  county  jails  must  also  be  transformed.  They  should 
not  be  maintained  to  keep  those  convicted  of  crime  in  seclusion. 
The  English  system  should  be  inaugurated  in  America  and  let 
all  convicts  be  dealt  with  by  the  State.  All  criminals  should 
be  examined  morally,  physically,  and  mentally,  and  if  teachable 
they  should  be  put  in  an  educational  institution  where  they  are 
taught  to  be  good,  useful  citizens.  Through  establishing  exam- 
ining institutions,  also  a  series  of  educational  institutions  and 
liospitals,  I  feel  confident  in  time  that  we  could  develop  an  ideal 
system  of  caring  for  our  criminals  which  in  time  will  help  to 
eliminate  a  great  deal  of  the  crime  which  is  perpetrated  to- 
day.'' 

Mr.  Devine  also  dealt  with  the  present,  past,  and  future, 
and  gave  an  account  of  the  fundamental  institution  and  the 
development  of  social  work  in  America. 


TEMPORARY  ISOLATION  HOSPITAL  TO  BE 
ERECTED 


A  TKMPOKARY  isolatiou  hospital  will  be  erected  in  the  hospital 
ground  at  Brantford  to  care  for  diphtheria  patients,  of  whom 
there  are  frequently  so  many  that  there  is  not  sufiicient  hospital 
accommodation.  In  January  it  is  expected  a  by-law  will  be 
submitted  to  the  ratepayers  calling  for  a  vote  of  $25,000  to 
erect  a  new  hospital,  the  present  one  being  out  of  date  and 
inadequate. 
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WESTON  SANATORIUM  CLUB 


'I'jiE  annual  meeting-  of  the  Weston  Sanatorium  Club  was  held 
a  few  weeks  ago  in  the  Hi^h  Park  Preshyterian  Sunday  school. 
The  following  officers  were  elected:  Hon.  Pres.,  Mrs.  11.  W. 
Prittie ;  President,  Mrs.  Thomas  Bowes ;  First  Vice-President, 
Mrs.  K.  J.  Parker ;  Second  Vice-President,  Mrs.  W.  T.  Tarbox ; 
Secretary,  Mrs.  W.  J.  Lougheed ;  Treasurer,  Mrs.  Geo.  Wright ; 
Stockkeeper,  Mrs.  Thos.  Leeming ;  Purchaser,  Mrs.  T.  W.  Capp, 
and  Programme  Convener,  Mrs.  W.  A.  Madden.  Plans  were 
taken  up  for  a  Christmas  treat  for  the  children  in  the  Queen 
Mary  Hospital,  Weston.  Eeports  showed  that  800  garments 
had  been  made  during  the  year  and  the  treasurer  announced 
that  by  voluntary  subscription  $155  had  been  collected. 


MEMORIAL  HOSPITAL  FOR  CITY  AND 
COUNTY 


At  an  enthusiastic  meeting  of  medical  men  and  other  prominent 
citizens  of  St.  Thomas  and  surrounding  country  on  November 
12th,  arrangements  were  made  for  launching  a  vigorous  educa- 
tional campaign  next  week  in  behalf  of  a  general  hospital  for 
the-  city  and  county.  Prominent  speakers  have  offered  their 
services,  and  the  entire  district  will  be  thoroughly  stumped,  to 
be  followed  by  an  energetic  drive  for  funds.  Several  generous 
subscriptions  have  alreadv  been  promised,  the  lai-gest  being  for 
$20,000. 


ORPINGTON  HOSPITAL  SOLD  TO  MINISTRY 
OF  PENSIONS 


The  Ontario  Hospital  at  Orpington,  near  London,  was,  a  few 
weeks  ago,  sold  to  the  British  Ministry  of  Pensions  for  $400,000. 
Tt  will  be  used  as  a  central  depot  for  cripples  and  permanently 
wounded  men  of  the  Imperial  army.  The  Ontario  Government 
is  also  absolved  from  the  lease  obligations  requiring  conversion 
of  the  site  to  its  original  state,  which  means  approximately  an 
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• 
additional  fifty  thousand  dollars  benefit  on  the  transaction. 
The  hospital  was  opened  in  1916  with  one  thousand  beds,  the 
accommodation  being  doubled  a  year  later.  Col.  MacPherson, 
of  Toronto,  was  commandant  from  the  start  to  finish,  Orpington 
being  the  last  Canadian  general  hospital  to  close. 


TRAINING  NURSES  ALL  OVER  THE  WORLD 


Chili>welfare  work,  a  fight  against  tuberculosis,  and  the 
training  of  competent  nurses  all  over  the  world,  were  the  prin- 
cipal items  emphasized  by  Lieut.-General  Sir  David  Henderson, 
K.C.B.,  D.S.O.,  Director-General  of  the  International  Eed 
Cross,  at  a  meeting  held  in  the  King  Edward  Hotel,  on  Novem- 
ber 20th.  He  spoke  of  the  establishment  by  the  Ked  Cross  of 
bureaus  for  these  purposes  at  Geneva,  Switzerland,  where  in- 
formation regarding  them  would  be  collected  and  given  out 
again  to  the  various  nations  of  the  league. 

In  explaining  his  work  in  the  Red  Cross  he  told  of  the 
original  objects  for  which  the  peace-time  propaganda  of  the 
International  Eed  Cross  was  organized  in  Geneva,  Switzerland, 
last  April,  when  Britain,  France,  America,  Japan  and  Italy 
realized  the  necessity  of  an  after-the-war  propaganda.  These 
countries  drew  up  a  tentative  programme  for  work  in  peace. 
They  invited  representatives  from  each  country  to  draw  up  a 
final  programme,  which  w^as  passed  on  in  Geneva  last  April. 
The  principal  objects  are: 

1.  Endeavor  to  promote  Red  Cross  work  all  over  the  world, 
to  help  the  w^eaker  organizations. 

2.  To  form  a  central  office  to  collect  all  information  possible 
about  ]")ublic  welfare  and  health  communities  and  send  it  out 
to  countries  all  over  the  world. 

3.  To  form  a  central  body  for  relief  in  disasters  which  can't 
be  dealt  with  by  local  societies. 

In  reviewing  the  objects,  he  stated  that  the  second  was  the 
most  important.  In  this  he  spoke  of  the  Bureau  of  Child  Wel- 
fare. "  There  is  no  question  but  that  in  every  country  in  the 
world  the  necessity  for  many  nations  in  trying  to  preserve  the 
life  and  health  of  children  is  becoming  more  apparent,"  he  said. 
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A  special  International  Bureau  with  headquarters  in  Geneva 
is  being  organized  to  combat  tuberculosis,  which  has  m'ade  tre- 
mendous strides  during  and  since  the  war,  where  any  society 
can  get  all  the  information  they  want. 

"^  Another  'bureau  we  are  establishing,  is  a  bureau  to  give 
up-to-date  iuforuiation  to  those  nations  who  don't  have  it."_ 


VICTORIAN  ORDER  OF  NURSES 

The  V.  O.  !N'.'s  are  all  qualified  nurses.  They  attend  the  sick 
poor  in  their  homes,  giving  special  care  to  maternity  cases. 
They  attend  families  with  small  incomes  at  a  very  low  cost. 
They  do  hourly  nursing  and  do  not  reside  in  the  homes.  No 
charge  is  made  to  those  unable  to  pay.  The  report  of  the  Order 
for  1918  has  been  distributed.  Of  the  12,195  births  in  Toronto 
during  the  year,  the  V.  O.  N.'s  attended  1,400.  According  to 
the  City  Medical  Health  Officer,  they  gave  valuable  assistance 
during  the  '^  flu."- epidemic.  Two  Ford  cars  have  been  brought 
into  requisition,  by  which  means  they  have  doubled  their  visits 
— 35,739  were  made  during  the  year.  Salaries  have  been  in- 
creased, lieceipts  from  all  sources  were  $30,948.55 ;  disburse- 
ments, $31,869.52.  700  citizens  have  contributed  to  the  main- 
tenance of  the  Order. 


PORT  HOPE  NURSES'  GRADUATION 


Ttie  production  of  a  nurse  who  is  worthy  of  her  title  is  an  ac- 
complishment that  counts  at  all  times.  In  pre-war  times  it  met 
with  acclaim ;  during  the  world-crisis  it  was  poignantly  impor- 
tant, and  now,  when  the  care  of  the  martially  sick  and  w^ounded 
has  made  vehtold  demands  on  the  nursing  ranks,  it  is  a  matter 
for  self-congratulation  on  the  part  of  any  district  to  hand  out 
diplomas  to  full-fledged  nurses  schooled  for  their  career  within 
its  boundaries.  In  which  spirit,  the  recent  graduation  of  five 
nurses  from  the  Port  Hope  Hospital,  novices  recruited  from  the 
district  and  trained  by  the  unusually  gifted  superintendent. 
Miss  Elliott,  became  a  formality  so  alive  that  it  amounted  to  a 
festive  celebration. 
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The  Opera  House,  rendered  attractive  for  the  occasion,  was 
the  scene  of  the  graduation  exercises.  The  five  young  gradu- 
ates. Miss  Ball,  Miss  St.  Amand,  Miss  Gaynor,  Miss  Willan 
and  Miss  Jones,  bhishing  beneath  the  dignity  of  the  black  band 
on  their  bonnets,  in  spotless  white,  and  with  bud-roses  fastened 
in  their  belts  to  match  their  faces,  garlanded  the  stage  with  their 
superior.  Miss  Elliott,  and  the  excusably  envious  juniors  of  the 
school.  Mrs.  Edgar,  president  of  the  Woman's  Hospital  Mis- 
sion and  vice-president  of  the  Hospital  Board,  was  also  a  note- 
worthy figure  on  the  platform  and  ofiiciated  in  the  course  of  the 
evening  at  the  presentation  of  medals  and  a  thermometer  and 
case  to  each  of  the  five  graduates. 

A  foil  to  that  bevy  of  feminity  was  the  sombre  attire  of 
local  dignitaries,  Mr.  Thurber,  president  of  the  Hospital  Board ; 
Judge  Ward,  Mr.  Henry  White  and  others,  whose  dullness  was 
graciously  limited  to  their  garb,  their  speeches  being  lighted 
by  a  rare  enthusiasm,  the  result  of  nearly  all  of  the  number 
having  experienced  in  person  the  professional  ministrations 
of  the  young  ladies  to  whom  they  were  doing  honor. 

The  hospital  history  from  its  inception  in  1913,  when  less 
than  a  dozen  beds  constituted  its  size,  to  its  present  capacity 
for  twenty-five  patients,  in  a  fine  new  building,  planned  with  a 
view  to  future  addition,  was  reviewed  succinctly,  and  prospect 
for  further  extension  briefly  outlined.  The  highest  tribute  was 
paid  to  Miss  Elliott,  both  as  head  of  the  institution  and  as  edu- 
cator of  nurses,  and  lovely  bouquets  of  crysanthemums  and 
roses  substantiated  the  spoken  appreciation,  presented  by  the 
hand  of  little  Miss  Katherine  Wickett.  Mention  was  made  of  the 
co-operation  with  the  superintendent's  endeavors  on  the  part 
of  the  various  physicians  of  the  town  who  had  given  courses  of 
lectures  during  the  term,  and  of  Miss  Breden,  Avhose  classes 
in  dietetics  had  been  of  very  appreciable  assistance.  The  di- 
plomas presented  were  gracefully  received  by  the  graduating 
group,  as  was  also  the  praise  of  nurses  in  the  abstract,  as  ren- 
dered by  Father  0' Sullivan  in  the  poem  composed  by  himself. 
The  programme  was  further  enlivened  with  suitable  music. 

Subsequently  an  enjoyable  reception  was  held  by  Miss 
Elliott  and  stafP  at  the  nurse  residence.  A  large  number  of 
the  hospital's  friends  attended.

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NEW  HOSPITAL  FOR  SMALLPOX 


The  new  smallpox  hospital  at  the  pavilion  of  the  old  General 
Hospital  was  opened  on  December  5th.  There  were  on  that 
date  thirty-five  eases  in  isolation  there. 

The  Board  of  Health  had  received  up  till  December  5th 
reports  of  994  cases,  out  of  which  470  had  been  discharged. 

Dr.  Hastings,  M.O.H.,  said  that  all  principals  of  edu- 
cational institutions  had  been  instructed  to  comply  with  the 
vaccination  act  by  expelling  children  from  school  on  the  fol- 
lowing Monday,  December  8th,  who  had  not  been  vaccinated. 


THE  ALBERTA  HOSPITAL  ASSOCIATION 


Tn  our  last  issue  we  published  the  programme  of  the  recent 
splendid  meeting  of  the  Alberta  Hospital  Association.  The 
meeting,  both  in  point  of  number  present  and  programme  car- 
ried out,  was  a  distinct  success.  Fifty-one  delegates,  and  in  all. 
99  persons,  registered,  the  latter  number  not  includins:  the 
commercial  exhibitors.  The  chief  aim  was  to  approach  the 
Government  of  the  Province  of  Alberta  with  some  uniform 
representation  from  the  hospitals  of  the  Province,  in  order  to 
get  an  increase  in  the  present  grant  of  twenty-five  cents  per 
diem,  which,  given  eight  years  ago,  is  naturallv  of  considerably 
less  value  now.  The  Association  expect-s  to  at  once  deputize 
the  Minister  of  Public  Health  with,  it  is  hoped,  considerable 
prospect  of  success. 

Aside  from  this  feature  of  the  Convention  the  next  most 
outstanding  one  lay  in  the  fact  that  the  need  in  all  departments 
of  hospital  life  for  close  afiiliatiou  with  the  ITniversity  was 
strongly  emphasized. 

The  University  of  Alberta,  during  the  meetino;,  made  thing's 
very  easy  for  the  Association  by  alio  wing  it  the  use  of  the 
Oon vocation  Hall,  free  of  charge,  for  meetings  and  exhibits. 
There  was,  quite  independent  of  this  fact,  a  clearly  defined 
tendency  current  among  speakers  and  audience,  to  group  about 
the  TTniversitv  when  and  wherever  feasible  in  hospital  work. 
The  Round  Table  Conference  was  a  great  success,  and  in  the 
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words  of  Dr.  Fisher,  who  had  just  returned  from  Cincinnati, 
(]uite  the  equal  in  questions  and  answers  to  the  one  held  in  that 
city  by  the  American  Hospital  Association.  The  S.C.R.  and 
the  Red  Cross  were  both  ably  represented  and  the  commercial 
exhibits,  when  one  considers  the  geographical  position  of  Ed- 
monton and  the  rail  haul  involved,  were  remarka'bly  good.  The 
officers  for  the  first  year  of  the  Association  are :  The  Rev.  J.  E. 
Murrell- Wright,  of  Lethbridge,  Chairman;  Dr.  A.  E.  Archer, 
of  Lament,  Vice  Chairman ;  Dr.  J.  C.  Fyshe,  Edmonton,  Sec- 
retary-Treasurer, and  the  following — an  Executive  Committee 
of  four,  viz. :  Dr.  A.  Fisher,  of  Calgary ;  Dr.  G.  W.  Stanley, 
M.L.A.,  Calgary;  Dean  Kerr,  of  the  University  of  Alberta,  and 
Miss  Victoria  Winslow,  of  Medicine  Hat. 


COMMUNITY  HOSPITAL 


Medical  men,  particularly  in  small  towns,  have  suiffered  from 
the  lack  of  co-operation.  There  may  be  in  a  town  four,  five, 
or  eight  or  ten  good  doctors,  one  or  two  of  whom  have  had  good 
surgical  training ;  another  may  be  a  good  diagnostician,  while 
another  is  better  fitted  for  laboratory  work;  but  because  they 
have  not  pulled  together,  none  of  them  have  done  the  thorough 
and  scientific  work  of  which  they  are  capable.  As  a  result, 
when  their  good-paying  patrons  needed  expert  medical  and 
surgical  attendance,  they  have  been  sent  to  the  cities  for  diag- 
nosis and  treatment.  The  medical  men  who  have  served  in 
the  army  have  seen  as  good  surgery  in  tents,  shacks,  or  in 
residences  converted  into  temporary  hospitals,  as  they  have  in 
,  the  finest  surgical  amphitheatre  in  the  great  medical  centres. 
They  have  not  only  seen  as  good  work  done,  but  many  who 
never  had  the  opportunity  of  doing  surgery  before  have  been 
trained  in  surgical  technic  by  association  with  the  masters  in 
surgery  who  have  been  in  France,  and  have  learned  that  they 
can  perform  the  major  operations  as  well  as  their  teachers. 

When  these  men  go  home,  they  will  form  into  clinical 
groups,  they  will  build  up  and  equip  inexpensive  hospitals,  they 
will  take  post-graduate  courses  in  the  line  of  work  in  which 
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they  are  best  prepared  to  specialize,  and  they  will  be  prepared 
to  give  their  patrons  as  good  medical  and  surgical  attention  as 
they  conld  get  in  the  larger  cities.  They  will  be  more  thorough 
and  accurate  in  their  work.  For  instance,  the  diagnosis  of 
appendicitis  will  be  made  earlier  and  operated  upon  in  the 
village  hospital  without  submitting  the  acute  appendix  cases 
to  the  dangers  of  delay  and  travel  that  have  cost  many  a  life. — 
Medical  Brief. 


HOSPITAL  STANDARDIZATION 


At  the  recent  meeting  of  the  American  College  of  Surgeons 
Dr.  M.  T.  MacEachern  gave  a  very  interesting  paper  on  Hos- 
pital Standardization  as  applied  in  the  Vancouver  General 
Hospital.  This  hospital  for  years  past  has  paid  particular 
attention  to  this  subject  and  has  greatly  developed  its  medical 
record  system.  Being  a  very  large  general  hospital  there  is 
opportunity  for  studying  all  branches  of  medical  and  surgical 
work.  A  medical  man,  Dr.  T.  R.  Ponton,  is  in  charge  of  the 
Medical  Records  Department,  as  director,  and  with  the  help 
of  the  staff  has  organized  a  system  of  case  recording  which  is 
applicable  to  every  branch  of  hospital  work.  A  book  is  being- 
prepared  covering  the  whole  record  question,  and  going  into 
details  of  the  Vancouver  General  Hospital  system.  This,  it  is 
expected,  will  be.  published  in  January. 

Very  closely  connected  with  case  recording  is  the  nomen- 
(dature  of  disease.  It  seems  as  if  a  scientific  nomenclature  is 
impossible,  and  none  of  the  systems  now  in  use  by  various 
hospitals  seem  to  be  entirely  satisfactory.  They  are  either 
cumbersome  or  inadequate.  Having  in  view  the  needs  of  a 
General  Hospital,  the  Director  of  Medical  Records  of  the  Van- 
couver General  Hospital  has  been  working  for  months  on  a 
nomenclature  for  hospital  use.  It  is  being  used  in  the  Van- 
couver General  Hospital  Records  Department,  and  when  it  has 
proved  satisfactory  it  will  he  published  as  a  companion  book  to 
the  one  on  Case  Records.

NURSES  AS  ANESTHETISTS 


A  QUESTION  lias  arisen  in  ^ew  York  as  to  the  employment  of 
jiurses  as  anesthetists.  Mr.  James  Taylor  Lewis,  counsel  for 
the  State  Medical  Society,  urges  the  restriction  of  the  adminis- 
tration of  anesthetics  to  lieensed  physicians  and  the  exclusion  of 
nurses  from  doing  such  work  during  surgical  operations. 

Mr.  Lewis  cited  the  law  which  prohibits  any  one  without 
a.  doctor's  license  from  giving  ether,  or  chloroform,  or  otheV 
poisonous  gas  to  a  patient,  except  when  directly  and  continu- 
ously supervised  by  a  physician,  and  he  held  that  criminal 
action  should  be  brought  to  prevent  the  continuation  of  this 
practice  in  certain  hospitals,  as  not  only  was  the  law  being 
N'iolated,  but  life  was  endangered. 

If  it  could  be  shown  that  nurses,  after  special  training,  were 
competent  to  administer  anesthetics,  then,  he  contended,  the 
hiw  would  have  to  be  changed  so  as  to  give  the  nurse  the  right 
to  do  the  work  under  the  proper  restrictions. 

Mr.  J^ewis  recently  read  a  paper  on  this  subject  before  the 
Society  of  Anesthetics. 


THE  SASKATCHEWAN  RED  CROSS 


The  Saskatchewan  Ked  Cross  is  now  taking  steps  to  establish 
peace  time  medical  and  nursing  services,  and  outlined  its  policy 
which  is  expressed  in  six  valuable  suggestions  presented  at  the 
recent  meeting  of  the  Dominion  Red  Cross  in  Winnipeg,  all  of 
which  were  approved.  The  recommendations  of  the  Canadian 
ISTurses'  Association  to  the  headquarters  of  the  Red  Cross  So- 
ciety, and  the  suggestions  of  the  Alberta  and  Manitoba 
branches  of  the  Red  Cross  Society,  were  carefully  read  and 
discussed.  It  was  urged  that  the  provincial  branch  of  the  Red 
Cross  Society  should  offer  scholarships,  open  to  girls  of  ma- 
triculation standing,  of  the  sum  of  $75  each,  to  be  given  during 
the  first  year  of  their  training  only.

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Book  Reviews 


The  Battle  Nobody  Saw,  afid  other  Sermons.     By  Bykon  H. 

Stauffer.     Toronto:  William  Briggs,  1919. 

Many  medical  men  do  not  have  the  time  (nor  some  the 
inclination)  to  go  to  church,  read  their  Bible  (like  they  used  to), 
jior  to  say  their  prayers.  Here  is  a  book  for  such.  These  ser- 
naons  are  unique  and  very  readable.  Left  on  the  mantelpiece 
or  within  reach,  a  busy,  or  even  a  tired,  doctor,  will  reach  up 
for  it,  and  in  ten  minutes  read  one  of  these  interesting  dis- 
courses. Stauffer  used  to  be  a  reporter  in  Buffalo,  and  knows 
the  seamy  side  of  life.  His  style,  though  somewhat  crude,  is 
racy,  thought  and  mirth  provoking.  In  his  menu  he  has  not 
forgotten  the  hors  d'oeuvres.  During  the  past  few  years  the 
author  has  preached  to  full  houses  in  Toronto,  San  Francisco, 
and  Winnipeg ;  while  many  scholarly  divines  have  preached  at 
nodding  handfuls.    Eead  this  book  and  you  will  know  why.

LABORATORY  SPECIMENS 


Hoiv  to  Get  Prompt  Service. 


The  following  circular  letter  was  recently  issued  by  the  Ontario 
Provincial  Board  of  Health: 

"  Following  holidays,  Saturday  afternoons  and  Sundays, 
the  Board  has  occasional  complaints  from  physicians  that  re- 
ports upon  specimens  sent  to  our  laboratories  are  not  sufficiently 
prompt.  Upon  investigation  it  is  invariably  found  that  the 
delay  is  caused  hy  noiirdelivery  hy  the  postal  authorities.  In. 
order  to  prevent  such  delays,  the  Board,  after  consultation  with 
the  postal  authorities,,  who  promise  co-operation,  advises  that 
specimens  (particularly  such  as  diphtheria)  upon  which  a 
prompt  report  is  desirable,  should  be  sent  as  first-class  matter 
with  a  Special  Delivery  stamp.  This  will  ensure  prompt 
delivery  and  enable  us  to  give  an  early  report.  The  labora- 
tories provide  an  adequate  service  on  Sundays  and  holidays." 


DIPTHHERIA  ANTITOXIN  FOR  INTRAVENOUS 

USE 


The  Provincial  Board  of  Health  announces  that  it  is  ready 
to  supply  diluted  antitoxin  for  intravenous  use. 

The  antitoxin  is  put  up  in  5,000  unit  syringes,  and  consists 
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of  antitoxin  which  has  been  diluted  one-half  with  sterile  physio- 
logical salt  solution.  The  actual  dose  of  antitoxin  in  each 
syringe  is  5,000  units. 

It  has  been  determined  that  antitoxin  so  diluted  is  much 
Jess  likely  to  cause  severe  reactions  when  given  intravenously. 

The  use  of  this  antitoxin  is  recommended  in  oases  of  diph- 
theria which  are  not  seen  by  the  physician  until  the  patient 
has  been  ill  for  several  days;  also  in  the  early  cases  which 
appear  to  be  acutely  toxic.  Laryngeal  diphtheria  which  has 
gone  unrecognized  for  several  days  may  be  treated  with  benefit 
with  this  antitoxin  for  intravenous  infection. 


STERILIZATION  OF  HYPODERMIC  SYRINGES 


Lysol '.  .  .      1.0   (min.  xv) 

Ether 8.0   (dr.  ii) 

Alcohol    .    . to  make  30.0   (oz.  i) 

This  solution  should  be  drawn  up  into  the  syringe,  with 
the  needle  on,  two  or  three  times  to  half  fill  the  barrel;  the 
piston  should  then  be  fully  withdrawn  and  the  syringe  well 
shaken  for  a  few  seconds.  The  fluid  can  be  used  over  and  over 
until  it  is  very  turbid  and  tends  to  black  the  finer  needles. 
— British  Medical  Journal.

PSYCHOPATHIC  HOSPITALS  IN  CANADA 


In  1908,  as  a  result  of  a  steady  bombardment  kept 
up  on  the  Hon.  Mr.  Hanna,  who  showed  a  deep 
interest  in  the  question  of  improved  treatment  for 
the  insane,  a  Commission  consisting  of  the  Hon.  Dr. 
Willoughby,  Dr.  Edward  Ryan,  who  had  been  ap- 
pointed Superintendent  of  Roekwood  Hospital,  and 
Dr.  C.  K.  Clarke,  Superintendent  of  Toronto  Hos- 
pital for  the  Insane,  left  for  Europe  where  they 
visited  nearly  all  of  the  up-to-date  clinics  and  saw 
what  was  being  done  in  various  centres.  The  re- 
sults of  this  investigation  were  published  in  an 
elaborate  report  which  attracted  a  good  deal  of  at- 
tention at  the  time,  and  at  the  next  session  of  the 
Legislature  a  vote  of  $100,000  was  passed  to  pur- 
chase a  site  and  begin  the  work  of  erecting  an  insti- 
tution modelled  to  a  great  extent  on  Kraepelin's 
celebrated  Munich  Clinic.     As  is  usual  in  Ontario 
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the  destructive  critics  began  to  attack  the  scheme 
and  succeeded  in  blocking  it  so  effectually,  that  On- 
tario, instead  of  being  the  first  Province  to  adopt 
the  Psychopathic  Hospital  idea,  will,  in  all  prob- 
ability, be  the  last  to  commit  itself  to  any  reform 
so  far  reaching  in  its  effects.  In  the  meanwhile, 
the  Americans  stole  our  thunder,  and  the  Phipps 
Institute  at  Baltimore,  the  Psychopathic  Hospital 
at  Boston  and  other  institutions  of  similar  character 
came  into  existence.  Unfortunately,  political  exi- 
gency, professional  jealousy  and  little  Canadianism 
frequently  form  the  three  links  of  an  oddfellow's 
emblem  in  Ontario,  and  as  long  as  Provincial  Gov- 
ernments insist  in  dealing  directly  through  their 
lay  officials  in  conducting  the  affairs  of  the  insane 
little  or  no  real  progress  will  be  made. 

The  recent  developments  in  connection  with  the 
so-called  Reception  Hospital  in  Toronto  show  con- 
clusively that  politicians  have  little  or  no  interest 
in  things  which  cannot  be  classified  as  live  politics, 
and  until  a  broad-minded  Welfare  Commission  is 
appointed — one  that  will  be  free  from  the  taint  of 
politics,  Ontario  will  make  little  or  no  real  progress 
in  matters  psychiatric.  No  one  familiar  with  psy- 
chiatry hesitates  a  moment  in  saying  that  the  Psy- 
chopathic Hospital  is  as  much  needed  as  a  Hospital 
for  Sick  Children,  a  Lying  In  Hospital,  or  even  a 
General  Hospital.  It  has  been  almost  useless  to 
insist  that  governments  are  well  advised  when  they 
undertake  responsibilities  which  should  be  trans- 
ferred to  those  who  have  only  one  end  in  view,  and 
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that  is  the  welfare  of  the  patients.  When  this  has 
to  be  compromised  with  the  interests  of  a  host  of 
needy  politicians  the  patients  are  undoubtedly  the 
ones  likely  to  suffer.  It  seems  preposterous  that 
the  premier  province  of  the  Dominion  has  been  so 
laggard.  The  old  argument  that  the  war  has  kept 
everything  back  has  been  worn  to  a  frazzle,  and 
yet  in  spite  of  the  war  some  of  the  provinces  have 
gone  ahead,  and  Manitoba  is  to  be  credited  with 
having  established  the  first  Psychopathic  Hospital 
in  Canada.  This  is  merely  a  beginning  though,  and 
at  an  early  date  both  Manitoba  and  British  Colum- 
bia will  adopt  a  plan  of  putting  up  such  hospitals, 
establishing  them  on  the  most  scientific  basis. 

Of  course,  there  are  those  who  feel  that  pre- 
ventive medicine  is  practically  useless  in  mental 
diseases,  but,  generally  speaking,  those  who  argue 
along  these  lines  have  acquired  their  knowledge  of 
such  diseases  altogether  in  hospitals  for  the  insane, 
and  know  little  of  the  early  conditions  to  be  met 
with  in  out-patient  clinics  at  general  hospitals.  It 
is  probable  that  preventive  medicine  has  no  greater 
field  for  successful  exploitation  than  that  of  mental 
diseases,  and  general  medicine,  of  which  after  all 
psychiatry  is  simply  a  department,  should  wake  to 
this  fact.  It  should  make  as  strenuous  demands  for 
the  proper  nursing  and  treatment  of  early  cases  as 
it  does  for  such  diseases  as  tuberculosis,  and  the' 
diseases  of  children.  The  attitude  of  the  profession, 
as  well  as  that  of  the  public,  is  wrong  in  these  mat- 
ters, and  it  seems  almost  impossible  to  wake  the 
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conscience  of  the  people  in  regard  to  them.  Educat- 
ing the  public  is  weary  work,  when  the  subject  be- 
longs to  the  realm  of  medicine  and  physicians  in 
general  are  not  themselves  interested,  but  none  the 
less  it  is  necessary  to  spread  abroad  enlightenment 
whenever  possible. 

In  Ontario  the  U.F.O.  Government  has  its  oppor- 
tunity to  institute  some  wholesome  reforms,  and 
if  it  will  only  shake  itself  free  from  the  non-pro- 
fessional clogs  which  have  hampered  hospital  for 
the  insane  development  for  years  it  may  accomplish 
much.  Of  course,  the  bogey  of  administrative  effi- 
ciency has  been  the  one  to  frighten  timid  parlia- 
mentarians who  have  not  realized  that  while  such 
efficiency  is  important  it  should  be  subservient  to 
higher  humanitarian  aims.  Sometimes  a  dollar 
saved  by  the  practise  of  parsimony  means  hundreds 
of  dollars  lost  in  the  long  run.  When  it  is  said  that 
the  average  chronic  patient  in  hospital  residence 
costs  something  like  $5,000  to  $7,000,  the  economy 
of  prevention  versus  custodial  care  becomes  one 
not  difficult  to  illustrate.  Let  Canada  wake  up  to 
its  responsibilities  in  this  matter. 


THE  NURSES'  QUESTION 


Recently  the  Academy  of  Medicine  took  the  above 
caption  as  the  subject  for  a  discussion,  a  report  of 
which  may  be  read  in  another  column. 

Ever  since  Florence    Nightingale    went    to    the 
Crimea  and  made  a  clean-up  of  the  Scutari  military 
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hospitals,  which,  under  the  care  of  doctors  up  to  that 
time  had  gotten  into  a  horrible  mess,  there  has  been 
more  or  less  dichotomy  between  doctors  and  nurses 
on  various  points. 

Per  contra,  there  has  developed  a  wonderful  spirit 
of  co-operation  between  the  two  professions  and,  in 
the  main,  the  nurses  are  admirably  loyal  to  the  phy- 
sicians who  employ  them.  Occasionally  a  doctor  is 
served  badly  by  some  of  the  overtrained  and  ultra- 
modern type,  particularly  if  she  is  serving  a  medico 
of  the  old  school. 

Divisions  arise  also  among  nurses  themselves.  Up 
until  the  war  there  was  a  disposition  on  the  part  of 
the  many  of  the  leading  nurses  in  America  to  dis- 
parage the  training  of  short-term  nurses ;  such  wo- 
men were  not  worthy  to  be  called  by  the  name. 
(They  might  be  called  attendants.)  No  one  but  a 
two-year  college  girl  with  a  three-year  training  was 
eligible  to  enter  the  professional  nursing  ranks. 
Many  advocates  of  this  high  standard  were  grad- 
uates of  two-year  schools.  It  was  felt,  however, 
by  many  nurses,  the  average  doctor  and  the  public 
generally  that  for  the  90  per  cent,  of  the  sick  people 
who  cannot  go  to  hospitals — for  various  reasons — 
nurses  who  have  not  attained  this  high  stand- 
ard ought  to  be  available  for  nursing  the  members 
of  the  great  mass  of  people  who,  being  only  moder- 
ately well  off,  cannot  afford  to  pay  the  price 
demanded  by  the  highly  trained  nurse.  So  it  has 
come  about  that  efforts  are  being  made   to   supply 
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cheaper  nursing  to  the  middle-class  people.  And 
the  solution  of  this  problem  has  been  worked  out 
best,  perhaps,  by  Mr.  Richard  Bradley,  a  prominent 
layman  of  Boston.  By  Mr.  Bradley's  plan  the  mid- 
dle class  is  served  in  the  main  by  so-called  practical 
nurses,  who  do  their  work  under  the  supervision  of 
trained  hospital  nurses,  the  latter  being  called  in  to 
do  the  higher  technical  parts  of  the  work.  Mr. 
Bradley's  plan  has  been  worked  out  successfully  in 
a  number  of  American  centres — nowhere  better 
than  in  Detroit,  where  the  Detroit  Home  Nursing 
Association,  with  several  hundred  of  these  women, 
do  their  work  under  the  guidance  of  several  grad- 
uate nurses.  This  experiment  was  carried  to  a 
successful  issue  largely  through  the  efforts  of  a  good 
Canadian  nurse.  Miss  Agnes  D.  Carson.  We  should 
like  to  see  such  an  organization  established  in  every 
city  in  Canada.  It  is  good  for  the  practical  nurses 
and  good  for  the  graduate  nurses,  and  good  for  the 
public  at  large.

THE  NURSES'  QUESTION 


The  Academy  of  Medicine  had  a  talkfest  at  a  special  meeting 
in  December,  called  by  the  President  to  discuss  the  siil)ject 
cited  above. 

Some  months  ago  the  nurses  of  the  Central  Eegistry — 
some  six  hundred  strong — sent  an  ultimatum  to  the  hospitals, 
in  which  they  stated  that  the  special  nurses  in  those  institu- 
tions would,  in  future,  work  only  eight  hours  daily.  The 
hospital  executives  refused  to  accept  this  condition.  The  nurses 
then  held  out  for  a  ten-hour  day ;  the  hospitals  for  eleven. 
Upshot:  a  pro])osed  new  reiiistry  for  nurses,  and  that  to  be 
established  in  the  Kurses'  Club  Building — the  home  of  the 
Central  Registry !  Appeals  Avere  made  to  the  Academy — 
individually  and  collectively,  by  petition  and  personally,  to 
Academy  members.     Hence  the  meeting. 

Dr.  Herbert  Hamilton  yjroposed  a  resolution  to  the  effect 
that  the  Academy  should  have  a  majority  representation  on 
an  executive  of  an  out-and-out  new  registry,  seeing  that  the 
profession  was  Hot  represented  at  all  on  the  executive  of  the 
Central  Registry;  and  the  new  (Toronto)  Registry  proposed 
to  put  only  one  medical  man  upon  it. 

Dr.  Jabez  Elliott  proposed  rather,  as  there  was  only  the 
difference  of  one  hour  work  per  day  between  the  two  Registries,, 
that  an  attempt  be  made  to  get  the  two  factions  together  on 
the  question,  have  only  one  Registry,  and  upon  the  executive 
thereof  have  medical  representation.  This  view  prevailed,  and 
it  was  left  with  Dr.  E.  E.  King,  president,  to  appoint  a  com- 
mittee of  conciliation  of  five  from  among  members  of  the 
Academy  to  negotiate  with  representatives  of  the  two  factions. 

The  evening's  discussion  was  not  held  do^vn  to  the  points 
referred  to  above,  but  took  in  the  nursing  profession  from 
several  angles. 
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Dr.  King  outlined  the  story  of  the  dichotomy  between  the 
two  disputing  bodies.  He  stated  that  the  profession  was  find- 
ing a  good  deal  of  trouble  in  getting  their  private  patients 
properly  nursed  in  the  private  wards  of  hospitals.  Owing  to 
the  friction  between  special  nurses  and  the  regular  hospital 
staff  nurses,  the  puhlic  ward  patients  were  looked  after  better 
than  those  in  the  private  wards.  Though  certain  hospitals 
announced  their  rates  to  private  patients  to  inchide  ordinary 
nursing  attention,  special  luirses  found  that  while  away  at 
lunch,  for  instance,  the  staff  nurses  didn't  look  after  their 
patients. 

Dr.  H.  J.  Hamilton  pointed  out  that  this  action  of  the  nurses 
in  reducing  hours  in  the  hospital  would  affect  patients  outside 
of  the  hospital  and  the  medical  ])rofession  generally ;  for  what 
becomes  the  practice  in  the  hospitals  well  becomes  the  prac- 
tice outside.  It  was  desirable  that  the  medical  profession 
should  have  some  degree  of  control  over  the  nurses'  organiza- 
tion. For  the  past  four  or  fiv^e  years  the  relation  existing 
between  nurses  and  patients  and  the  attending  physicians  and 
surgeons  has  not  been  wdiat  it  might  be.  The  wishes  of  the 
doctors  have  not  been  carried  out  as  well  as  thev  might  be. 
Members  of  the  Academy  ought  to  have  equal  representation 
on  the  management  of  any  nursing  registry  with  directors  of 
hospitals  and  superintendents  of  training  schools. 

At  this  juncture  a  petition  from  the  nurses  of  the  Central 
Registry  to  the  Academy  was  read.  Tt  was  received  with 
laughter,  somewhat  tinctured  with  impatience  and  derision. 
It  was  presented  with  a  formal  preamble,  and  throughout  gave 
indication  of  being  drawn  up  by  a  member  of  the  legal  pro- 
fession. The  petition  called  attention  to  the  long  ])eriod  of 
special  training  of  nurses,  their  difficult  work — its  strain  on 
mind  and  body;  the  long  hours  and  a  recital  of  their  hardships 
and  grievances  arising  out  of  their  attempt  to  secure  shorter 
hours  in  order  to  get  time  for  rest,  recreation  and  participation 
in  avocational  interests.  As  a  grievance  it  cited  the  fact  that 
certain  nurses  were  favored  by  (hospital  authorities,  while 
others  were  "  malevolently  denied  access  to  patients,  to  their 
pecuniary  loss  and  detriment." 
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Attention  was  called  by  one  of  the  Fellows  to  the  fact  that 
too  often  doctors  were  not  allowed  to  call  the  nurse  of  their 
choice  to  attend  their  patients. 

Dr.  Gibb  Wishart  said,  as  a  profession,  medical  men  should 
not  take  any  position  for  or  against  the  nurses  or  hospitals. 
The  nurses  receive  a  training  about  w'hich  the  profession  is 
not  consulted.  We  consider  that  the  professional  training  they 
get  is  not  what  it  should  be.  The  cours.e  given,  the  books 
authorized,  lectures  delivered  and  general  regulations  with 
regard  to  what  shall  constitute  a  course  for  graduate  nurses 
would  not  be  consented  to  by  any  man  present,  if  brought 
before  him  for  consultation. 

Dr.  B.  Milner  mentioned  the  name  of  a  well-known  private 
hospital,  in  which  he  said  the  training  of  the  undergraduates 
was  just  as  good  as  that  given  by  the  large  public  hospitals,  yet 
these  nurses  were  not  accepted  as  special  nurses  by  the  larger 
hospitals.  This  is  a  disgrace.  The  Academy  ought  to  have 
a  majority  represe»tation  on  the  executive  board  of  a  nurses' 
registry.  We  are  the  ones  most  interested  as  to  whether  nurses 
are  rightly  trained  or  not.  The  fees  were  too  high,  the  speaker 
added. 

Dr.  W.  J.  Wilson  said  nurses  were  badly  used.  The  hos- 
pitals selected  our  best  girls  after  they  had  spent  two  years 
at  high  school.  They  had  to  have  a  good  character,  sound, 
strong  bodies;  were  taken  for  three  years;  without  enough 
remuneration  to  buy  shoe  leather;  they  were  lectured  over 
their  heads,  and  made  study  a  lot  of  books  they  have  no  need 
for.  Girls  could  be  trained  in  a  year  and  half  as  well  as  they 
are.  A  course  of  that  length  was  sufficient,  and  nurses  should 
be  paid  for  it.  Girls  who  wanted  to  take  up  any  extra  work 
might  do  so  in  post-graduate  form.  The  way  things  are  now 
the  majority  of  patients  who  need  a  nurse  cannot  pay  for  one. 
The  speaker  said  he  had  a  patient  now  in  an  extreme  condition 
who  needed  a  trained  nurse,  but  could  not  pay  any  such  fees 
as  are  demanded.  There  should  be  some  change  in  the  whole 
arrangement.  There  should  be  some  change  in  the  lady  super- 
intendents. They  should  be  put  through  a  course  of  sprouts — 
it  would  be  a  good  thing. 
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Dr.  Wisliart,  rising  again,  said  ho  had  been  a  patient  in 
a  certain  hospital,  and  that  the  nnrsing  you  get  from  the  ordin- 
ary staff  is  most  inefficient. 

Dr.  A.  A.  MacDonald  said  ho  had  been  interviewed  before 
coming  to  the  meeting  by  a  representative  from  the  (central 
Registry  and  also  from  the  Hospitals  Registry — the  proposed 
new  one.  So  he  was  primed  each  way.  Mend^ers  of  the  pro- 
fession should  choose  their  nurses  for  serious  cases,  and  not 
liavo  them  thrust  upon  them  by  hospitals.  He  had  not  yet 
learned  of  sufficient  cause  for  decentralization  of  the 'registra- 
tion of  nurses.  There  was  ample  room,  however,  for  improve- 
ment. By  pulling  together  it  would  be  possible  to  have  a  real 
central  registry.  There  are  many  points  with  regard  to  hours 
of  service  of  nurses  that  require  much  thought.  Ten  hours  a 
day  was  hardly  feasible  under  existing  conditions.  Eight 
hours  a  day  is  feasible;  but  it  is  only  possible  if  the  hospitals 
will  agree  to  give  efficient  service  during  the  night  liours. 
Early  morning  was  an  arduous  time  for  staff  jaurses,  owing 
to  the  ])reparation  of  patients.  After  patients  were  done  up 
for  the  night  the  night  nurses  employed  by  the  hospitals  migh't 
look  after  patients  for  the  succeeding  eight  hours.  It  was 
difficult  for  nurses  to  get  up  hours  before  daylight  to  take 
twelve  hours'  continuous  duty — perhaps  arduous  duty — giving 
them  no  time  for  needed  rest  and  recreation  and  open  air.  Xurses 
who  continue  this  practice  break  down  sooner  or  later.  I^either 
is  such  strenuousness  on  the  part  of  the  nurse  good  for  our 
patients.  And  the  patients  are  the  ones  to  be  considered.  In 
many  instances  those  wdio  really  require  the  expert  service  of 
iiurses  cannot  afford  to  pay  for  it.  Hospitals,  in  such  cases, 
.should  be  called  to  help  out. 

Dr.  Donald  McGillvary  thought  it  would  be  a  ])ity  to 
decentralize.  There  was  need  for  a  registration  of  so-called 
oxj^erienced  nurses — such  as  the  Y.A.D.'s.  He  didn't  see 
w  hy  a  ten-hour  day  could  not  be  arranged — such  as  the  nurses 
of  the  Central  Registry  wore  willing  to  accept.  Nurses  do  not 
lack  heart.  The  hod-carriers  w^ork  only  eight  hours  a  day; 
Why  should  nurses  bo  called  to  work  longer?  How  many  old 
nurses  are  there  in  the  citv  ?     Verv  few.     Whv  ?     Tliev  break 
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clown;  and  it  was  not  to  be  wondered  at.  The  call  on  their 
sympathy  was  difficult  to  withstand.  There  were  no  capital- 
ists in  the  nursing  profession.  They  were  obliged  to  live  very 
economically,  and  they  had  mighty  slim  bank  books.  Plenty 
of  untrained  departmental  store  girls  received  $25  a  week  for 
eight-hour  a  day  duty;  while  nurses,  after  two  years  at  col- 
lege and  three  years'  arduous  hospital  training — doing  most 
menial  duty  in  the  early  part  of  their  course,  got  very  little 
more  than  this  amount  for  twenty-four-hour  duty!  It  is  de- 
plorable the  amount  of  nursing  one's  private  patients  got  in 
hospitals  for  the  amount  paid.  You  cannot  get  adequate  nurs- 
ing for  a  very  ill  patient  unless  you  put  on  special  nurses. 

Dr.  S.  M.  Hay  said  he  had  watched  the  training  course 
given  nurses,  and  was  of  the  opinion  that  the  majority  who 
lost  their  health  did  so  as  the  result  of  their  training,  not  on 
account  of  their  special  work.  Twelve  hours  a  day  in  train- 
ing is  too  much,  as  it  gives  a  nurse  no  time  she  can  call  her 
own.  In  the  case  of  special  nursing  or  surgical  cases  there 
are  a  couple  of  days  of  strenuous  work,  following  which  the 
special  may  be  said  to  be  mei'ely  a  companion,  as  there  is  very 
little,  comparatively,  to  do.  Dr.  Hay  had  found  certain  Central 
Registry  nurses  of  late  who  would  not  take  night  work,  other> 
would  not  go  into  private  homes  to  nurse,  and  others  will  not 
go  out  of  town  to  nurse.  Six  months  ago  they  presented  the 
eight-hour  day  ultimatum.  This  led  to  the  proposition  of  a 
new  registry.  The  constitution  and  by-laws  of  the  ])roposed 
new  registry  were  very  fair  and  just.  The  doctor  and  em- 
ployers are  allowed  to  have  something  to  say  as  to  the  nurse 
they  wished  to  have  on  the  case.  We  do  not  w^ant  nurses  to  tell 
us  when  they  will  work  and  wdiere,  what  kind  of  a  case  they 
will  take  and  what  kind  they  will  not.  Kurses  should  not 
discriminate.  If  his  patient  desired  a  particular  nurse,  Dr.- 
Hay  would  say  nothing  against  the  choice,  provided  the  nurse 
was  w^hat  she  ought  to  be.  In  closing,  Dr.  Hay  paid  a  tribute 
to  the  nursing  profession  generally;  they  were  very  brave  and 
most  courageous. 

Dr.  John  McCollum  said  the  average  nurse  w^as  poorly  paid. 
She  w^orked  possibly  forty  hours  a  week  for  forty  weeks  a  year 
and     received     about     $1,000;     about    one-half   what    a   aood 
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mechanic  makes.  The  nurse  works  two  or  three  hours  longer 
per  day  than  the  man.  After  the  acute  stage  in  a  patient's 
ilhiess  is  past  there  may  be  little  to  do;  but  the  nurse  finds  this 
period  harder  on  her  than  a  reasonable  amount  of  work.  The 
nurse  has  a  right  to  specialize — to  choose  certain  types  of 
cases,  just  as  doctors  specialize  on  certain  lines  of  work.  This 
is  an  age  of  specializing.  The  medical  profession  had  rccfMxcd 
excellent  service  from  the  Central  Registry. 

Dr.  J.  H.  Elliott  said  that  the  (^entral  Registry  had  done 
good  work,  but  had  ^'  fallen  down/'  due  to  a  lack  of  any  repre- 
sentative of  the  medical  profession  on  its  staff  to  advise.  The 
necessity  for  a  new  registry  seemed  to  be  based  entirely  upon 
two  things:  The  hospitals  want  a  list  of  nurses  who  will  nurse 
in  liospitals  and  remain  available  for  that  work  only.  The 
other  w'as  the  difference  in  the  hours  of  duty.  Surely  there 
was  no  reason  why  a  compromise  could  not  be  arrived  at  and 
the  two  parties  in  the  dispute  brought  together.  Dr.  Elliott 
said  that  graduate  nurses  were  often  asked  for  when  under- 
graduates w^ould  answer  as  well.  The  Central  Registry  should 
have  a  list  of  (pialified  undergradmites — assistants  trained 
jilong  the  lines  of  the  V.A.D.'s.  ^ine  such  nurses  are  wanted 
in  general  work  for  one  graduate  nurse. 

Dr.  H.  B.  Anderson  said  the  twa^  sides  ought  to  be  brought 
together.  The  general  body  of  the  medical  profession  has 
not  had  sufficient  control  over  the  nursing.  It  appeared  to 
him  that  the  training  schools  should  not  seek  to  control  nurses 
beyond  the  date  of  graduation. 

Dr.  Tvennedy  Mcllraith  said  he  had  luid  most  excellent 
service  from  the  Central  Registry,  i^urses  trained  now  were 
becoming  uiore  and  more  highly  educated  and  less  nud  less 
useful.  They  get  a  whole  lot  of  instruction  in  physiology, 
chemistry  and  anatomy  that  are  not  worth  a  snap  in  the  prac- 
tice of  their  profession — no  good  to  the  ])atients  or  doctors. 
(A  voice:  Quite  right.)  N^urses  had  combined  like  a  labor 
union.  They  had  departed  from  the  attitude  of  our  profes- 
sion. 

Dr.  Helen  MacMurchy  called  attention  to  Commissioner 
Hodgins'  excellent  report  in  regard  to  the  nursing  situation 
genernlly,  and  particularlv  to  the  employment  of  nurses  of  the 
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V^.A.D.  type.  At  the  last  meeting  of  the  superintendents  of 
nurses  in  British  Colum^bia  a  resolution  was  adopted  looking 
to  the  promotion  of  the  training  of  this  type  of  nurse.  The 
work  of  nurses  should  be  better  organized.  A  nurse  had  re- 
marked to  the  speaker  that  she  "  could  not  bear  work  now, 
especially  after  being  overseas.''  She  was  on  twelve-hour  duty^ 
doing  nothing  half  the  time.  This  sort  of  service  was  dis- 
tasteful to  her;  it  tired  her  out.  She  would  do  better  in  eight 
hours  than  in  twelve.  The  twelve-hour  day  is  too  long.  The 
world  is  moving  rapidly.  The  eight-hour  day  is  coming. 
Superintendents  of  training  schools  have  stated  that  it  is  their 
intention  to  have  it  for  pupil  nurses.  1'he  speaker  agreed  with 
Dr.  Macdonald  that  the  hospital  staif  nurses  might  relieve 
special  nurses  during  the  eight  quiet  hours  of  the  night. 

Speaking  of  a  living  wage,  Dr.  MacMurchy  said  that  in 
the  States  it  had  been  computed  that  $1,255  is  the  lowest  sum 
with  which  a  woman  can  keep  herself  in  health  and  decency. 
Few  nurses  get  that  amount.  Ten  years  is  estimated  to  be 
the  working  time  of  the  average  nurse.  The  Central  Registry 
was  established  by  the  nurses  themselves.  Their  effort  had 
been  to  bring  the  profession  up  to  a  high  standard.  They  had 
done  a  great  deal  for  the  medical  and  nnrsing  professions  in 
Toronto.  They  deserved  consideration  at  the  hands  of  the 
Academy.  The  s])eaker  had  heard  a  good  deal  of  complaint 
about  hospital  nursing,  hut  Avith  an  experience  in  which  a 
member  of  her  own  family  was  the  hospital  patient  under  care 
of  the  staif  nurses  only  perforce,  she  had  no  ground  for  com- 
plaint, as  the  patient  was  well  attended.  Unfortunately,  there 
had  been  some  misunderstanding  since  negotiations  look- 
ing toward  the  establishment  of  the  new  registry  had 
begun.  At  the  second  meeting  between  the  two  parties  to  the 
dispute  a  proposal  was  made  to  arbitrate  on  their  differences, 
one  of  the  leaders  said,  ^'  There  is  nothing  to  arbitrate.''  Such 
a  remark  has  a  menacing  sound,  and  Avhen  you  hear  it  one 
may  count  on  trouble.  Another  reason  for  cleavage  arose 
through  the  statement  of  a  superintendent  of  a  leading  hos- 
pital, who  said  the  hospitals  were  willing  to  take  the  ten-hour 
offer.  The  nnrses  say  that  offer  was  never  made,  and  that 
the  hospitals  never  indicated  they  would  give  the  ten-hour  day. 
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The  members  of  the  Academy  were  the  people  to  see  this  set 
right.  We  cannot  afford  to  have  nurses  strike  or  have  any 
quarrelling  among  the  medical  profession.  The  executive  of 
the  Central  Registry  has  been  formed  on  too  narrow  lines. 
T'he  nurses  do  not  want  the  superintendents  put  on  it.  After 
nurses  have  left  the  hospital  they  should  not  be  still  entirely 
ruled  over  by  the  superintendents  as  they  used  to  be  as  pro- 
bationers. When  people  wdiose  interests  are  the  same  are 
separated  and  kept  away  by  themselves  there  is  sure  to  find 
Jittle  rifts  widening.  The  hospitals  and  the  Central  Registry 
should  g-et  together.  A  proper  solution  can  be  found  along 
the  lines  suggested  in  the  evening's  discussion.

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THE    FIRST    ANNUAL    CONVENTION    OF    THE 
HOSPITALS    OF   SASKATCHEWAN 

REPORT  OF  PROCEEDINGS 


The  first  convention  of  hospitals  for  Saskatchewan  was  held 
at  Kegina  on  the  8th  October,  1919.  The  meeting  was  con- 
vened in  t*ne  City  Hall  Conncil  Chambers  at  10.00  a.m. 

Those  present  signed  the  register,  thirty-one  in  all,  repre- 
senting sixteen  hospitals.  After  Mayor  Black  had  extended  a 
civic  welcome  to  the  delegates,  Mr.  11.  H.  Williams,  Chairman 
of  the  Board  of  Governors  of  Regina  General  Hospital,  opened 
the  proceedings  by  giving  an  outline  of  the  steps  leading  up  to 
the  calling  of  the  convention.  He  stated  that  the  initial  move 
was  made  by  Weyburn  Municipal  Hospital  that  the  secretary 
of  Regina  General  had  then  gotten  into  touch  with  the  thirty- 
seven  hospitals  in  the  Province  and  arranged  a  date  most  suit- 
able to  the  majority. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Anderson  and  Mr.  Savage,  Mr.  R.  H. 
Williams  was  appointed  convention  chairman  and  G.  E.  Patter- 
son, secretary. 

Various  committees  were  then  appointed  by  open  nomina- 
tion as  follows:

Following  the  programme,  ])repared  in  advance.  Dr.  F.  0. 
Aliddleton  gave  a  paper  on  '^Hospital  Standardization,''  very 
capably  taking  the  place  of  Dr.  M.  M.  Seymour,  Commis- 
sioner of  Public  Health,  who  was  unavoidablv  absent  from  the 
city. 
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Tjie  Hospital. 

History  tells  us  that  there  has  been  such  discussion  and  en- 
quiry as  to  the  origin  of  hospitals  and  as  to  whom  the  honor  of 
having  first  given  them  to  mankind  should  go.  They  are  simply 
the  development  of  the  dispensary  used  in  ancient  times  by 
medical  officers  ai)pointed  and  ])aid  by  the  State.  The  hos- 
pital ward,  where  patients  could  be  more  carefully  attended 
and  be  under  more  systematic  observation,  was  gradually  in- 
troduced by.  these  officers. 

It  was  not  until  the  18th  century  that  England  had  its 
''  great  movement  "  in  hospital  building,  but  at  that  time  many 
of  the  largest  and  best  institutions  saw  their  commencement. 
Since  then,  of  course,  modernized  ideas  have  resulted  in  numer- 
ous changes  as  to  the  architecture,  site,  plumbing,  ventilation, 
arrangement  as  to  wards,  etc.,  and  the  introduction  of  the 
trained  nurse  has  affected  every  phase  of  hospital  organization, 
construction  and  management.  When  it  is  considered  by  some 
authorities  that  there  should  be  one  hospital  bed  for  every  100 
population  we  realize  that  the  hospital  question  is  far  beyond 
the  experimental  stage,  although  the  organization  of  hospitals 
must  necessarily  vary  with  the  conditions  under  which  the  in- 
stitutions are  to  exist.  It  matters  not  whether  the  institution 
be  under  the  control  of  a  ]iolitical  organization  like  the  State, 
city,  or  municipality,  or  whether  it  be  controlled  by  a  philan- 
thropic society,  church  organization,  or  private  corporation,  the 
ultimate  end  should  be  to  supply  the  greatest  amount  of  hos- 
pital care  of  the  be«t  quality  to  the  greatest  number  of  patients 
at  the  smallest  possible  expense  as  regards  the  construction  of 
the  hospital,  the  maintenance  of  the  hospital,  and  the  expansion 
of  the  institution  as  the  demand  for  hospital  beds  increases  in 
the  community. 

In  mentioning  the  smallest  possible  expense,  false  economy 
must  be  carefully  guarded  against,  and  must  not  be  practised 
to  the  detriment  of  efficiency  and  good  service,  in  anything  per- 
taining to  a  hospital. 

Hospitals  are  not  unlike  other  enterprises,  in  that  success

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or  failure  depends  largely  in  the  first  instance  at  least,  on  the 
personnel  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  or  Governors. 

Hospitals  cannot  grow  spontaneously;  those  instructed  with 
their  conduct  must  furnish  the  impetus  to  their  development. 
Of  all  organizations,  the  selection  of  a  hospital  board  is  of  the 
utmost  importance.  It  is  almost  superfluous  to  say  that  only 
men  of  acknowledged  business  ability  and  of  high  moral  stand- 
ing, with  an  interest  in  the  development  of  the  institution,  and 
with  a  willingness  to  give  a  considerable  amount  of  their  time 
and  ability  to  the  aifairs  of  the  hospital,  should  be  asked  to 
become  members  of  the  Board.  The  number  of  Directors 
should  not  be  so  large  as  to  be  unwieldy,  and  the  matter  of 
electing  some  lady  members  is  worthy  of  consideration.  There 
are  phases  of  hospital  organization  with  which  women  are 
naturally  more  familiar  than  men,  and  in  almost  every  com- 
munity there  are  women  who  possibly  have  had  nursing  train- 
ing, which  experience  would  tend  to  fit  them  splendidly  for 
membership  on  certain  committees. 

When  a  suitable  board  has  been  selected,  the  election  of  new 
members  should  be  such  that  permanency  of  a  portion  of  the 
Board  is  ensured,  so  that  there  will  always  be  some  who 
are  familiar  with  the  conduct  of  the  institution,  and  Avho  may 
see  that  a  policy  decided  on  may  be  carried  out. 

One  of  the  first  duties  of  the  Board  in  the  larger  hospitals 
is  to  secure  the  services  of  a  Medical  Superintendent.  In  Sa- 
skatchewan the  hospital  regulations  require  that  hospitals  ha\- 
ing  authorized  bed  capacity  of  seventy-five  beds  or  over  shall 
employ  a  resident  medical  officer.  This  regulation,  however, 
has  not  been  rigidly  enforced,  as  war  conditions  were  taken 
into  consideration,  but  the  Commissioner  has  under  way  a  plan 
for  the  standardization  of  hospitals  in  the  province,  and  when 
the  details  of  this  are  worked  out  this  section  of  the  regulations 
will  also  be  dealt  with. 

The  Superintendent  is  the  executive  officer  of  the  Board 
and  should  get  the  support  of  the  Board,  as  he  is  the  pivot  on 
which  the  actual  workings  of  the  hospital  depend.  He  must 
have  the  confidence  of  the  Board,  medical  men,   public   and 
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patients,  and  with  this  end  in  view  there  must  bo  a  feeling  of 
frankness  between  the  Board  and  Superintendent. 

In  smaller  hospitals  the  Matron  usually  acts  as  Superin- 
tendent, and  as  such  lier  duty  includes  the  entire  care  of  the 
hospital.  When  there  is  a  General  Superintendent  the  matron 
will  perform  her  duties  under  his  direction. 

The  larger  hospitals  arrange  a  definite  system  as  to  heads 
of  departments  of  service,  all,  of  course,  responsible  to  the 
Board  through  the  Superintendent.  Board  members  have  the 
constant  opportunity  to  test  the  esteem  in  which  the  institution 
is  held:  to  hear  complaints  of  service,  of  policy,  and  even  of  the 
medical  care  patients  are  receiving.  There  is  no  more  serious 
duty  of  Board  membership  than  to  give  the  institution  the 
benefit  of  such  complaints  and  of  the  oftentimes  valuable  advice 
accom]~>anying  them.  The  Superintendent  will  ^velcome  and 
profit  by  such  vigilant  interest  on  the  part  of  the  Board  mem- 
l>ers  and  will  take  advantage  of  every  complaint  and  item  of 
advice,  not  always  to  follow  it,  perhaps,  but  to  weigh  it  and 
give  it  consideration.  Any  information  the  Board  is  able  to 
supply  will  enable  the  Superintendent  to  give  a  higher  order  of 
administration. 

Hospitals  being  mostly  of  a  semi-public  nature,  the  public 
should  be  taken  into  the  confidence  of  the  Board  and  should  be 
kept  w^ell  advised  of  everything  that  goes  on  there. 

Committees  appointed  by  the  Board  should  work  through 
the  Superintendent  where  possible,  and  their  jurisdiction 
should  not  be  executive,  otherwise  the  work  of  the  institution 
would  soon  become  chaotic,  without  head,  without  guidance  and 
without  control. 

One  of  the  chief  factors  in  bringing  about  dry  rot  and  stag- 
nation in  any  institution  is  the  failure  on  the  part  of  the  Board 
to  meet  regularly.  Of  course,  these  meetings  should  not  be 
lield  too  frequently  either,  as  Board  members  are  usually  active 
busy  men  and  women. 

Women's  auxiliary  boards  can  do  a  great  deal,  not  only  in 
keeping  local  interest  aroused  in  the  welfare  of  a  hospital,  but 
also  in  seeing  that  complaints  which  are  justified  are  remedied 
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and  of  those  not  justified,  the  facts  are  placed  before  the  public 
ill  a  proper  manner  to  the  relief  of  the  institution.  The  Sup- 
erintendent will  be  responsible  for  the  efficient  nursing  of  the 
patrons  through  the  matron.  If  the  Superintendent  is  to  be 
charged  with  'the  proper  administration  of  the  affairs  of  the 
institution,  he  must  have  power  to  employ  and  discharge  the 
lielp,  and  this  power  should  be  absolute  and  final  for  the  com- 
mon help,  and  he  should  have  the  power  to  suspend  any  one 
until  such  time  as  the  Board  may  investigate  and  make  final 
decision  on  the  matter. 

The  Board,  Superintendent  and  staff  should  realize  that 
when  a  patient  enters  the  hospital  there  is  an  implied  obligation 
that  such  patient  is  to  receive  the  very  best  care  and  treatment 
it  is  possible  to  give.  To  insure  this  the  Superintendent  and 
staff'  must  be  thorough,  conscientious  and  up-to-date,  and  the 
hospital  should  be  equipped  with  small  laboratory,  X  Ray  ma- 
chine and  a  properly  furnished  operating  room. 

The  remainder  of  the  responsibility  as  to  whether  good  re 
suits  are  obtained  in  a  hospital  or  not  will  rest  with  the  medi- 
cal staff',  and  it  may  be  taken  as  axiomatic  that  no  institution 
can  be  bigger,  broader  or  more  famous  than  its  medical  staff. 
An  important  feature  in  the  care  and  treatment  of  patients  at 
a  hospital  is  the  taking  of  the  history  of  the  patient,  the  proper 
charting  of  the  cases  and  the  retaining  of  such  records  for 
possible  future  reference. 

This  question  of  hospital  organization  might  be  very  much 
enlarged  uix)n,  but  I  wish  to  make  passing  mention  of  the  hos- 
])ital  situation  in  our  own  Province  before  closing. 

There  are  in  Saskatchewan  now  thirty-six  hospitals,  of 
which  the  following  may  be  termed  Union  Hospitals,  David- 
son, Edam,  Eston,  Lloydminster,  Kindersley,  Rosetown, 
Shaunavon,  Lampman  and  Kerr  Robert;  fifteen  hospital  dis- 
tricts are  definitely  mapped  out  under  the  Union  Hospital 
Act. 

The  folloAving  figures  will  give  an  idea  as  to  what  advant- 
age the  hospitals  here  are  being  used  and  especially  in  matern- 
itv  work: 
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In  1915 — 28  hospitals  with  a  total  of  1,333  beds  treated 
13,335  patients,  of  whom  1,296  were  maternity  cases. 

In  1916 — 28  hospitals  with  a  total  of  1,430  beds  treated 
18,043  patients,  of  whom  1,686  were  maternity. 

In  1917 — 36  hospitals  with  a  total  of  1,680  beds  treated 
23,098  patients,  of  whom  2,451  were  maternity  cases. 

lu  1916 — 36  hospitals  with  a  total  of  1,769  beds  treated 
29,664  patients,  of  Avhom  2,700  Avere  maternity  cases. 

More  than  donble  the  number  of  patients  received  hospital 
treatment  in  1918  than  in  1915,  and  more  than  double  the 
number  of  maternity  cases  received  hospital  care  in  1918  as 
compared  with  1915.  Putting  this  in  another  way,  of  the 
total  number  of  births  for  the  province  in  1915,  one  out  of 
every  thirteen  had  hospital  care;  in  1916,  one  out  of  every 
eleven  had  hospital  care,  and  in  1917  and  1918,  one  out  of 
every  eight  had  hospital  care. 

At  present  there  is  in  Saskatchewan  approximately  one 
hospital  bed  for  every  four  hundred  of  its  population.  As 
you  are  aware  the  Saskatchewan  Government  gives  50c.  per 
patient  per  day  to  all  Government  aided  hospitals,  and  in  1916 
(fiscal  year)  the  Gavernment  grants  amounted  to  $132,000, 
and  in  1917,  January  to  December,  the  grant  was  $84,142. 

Alberta  only  pays  25  cents  per  patient  per  day  to  its  Gov- 
ernment-aided hospitals. 

That  one  of  the  intended  purposes  of  the  Union  Hospital 
scheme  is  being  accomplished  is  very  well  illustrated  in  a 
paper  read  at  the  I^urses'  convention  in  Moose  Jaw  this  sum- 
mer by  Miss  Flaws,  who  was  at  that  time  matron  of  Estou 
Municipal  Hospital.  The  infant  death  rate  in  one  munici- 
pality before  the  establishment  of  the  hospital  was  5  per  100. 
For  two  years  after  the  hospital  was  built,  of  90  infants  born 
in  that  municipality  88  were  healthy,  one  stillboni,  and  one 
premature.  She  further  states  that  of  those  ^(S  maternity  cases 
treated  in  the  hospital  fully  50  per  cent,  were  primipare  and 
with  the  constant  supervision  as  to  varicose  veins,  constipation, 
examination  of  urine,  etc.,  not  one  but  came  through  the 
ordeal  without  undue  suffering  or  danger. 
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Another  purpose  accomplished  where  Union  hospitals 
have  been  built  is  that  the  country  physician  is  more  satisfied 
and  content  to  continue  in  rural  practice  than  formerly.  This 
Fact  alone  means  a  very  great  deal  to  a  rural  community. 

You  might  be  interested  also  to  know  the  cost  of  mainten- 
ance in  the  hospitals.  For  191S  the  average  cost  for  mainten- 
ance was  $2.65,  the  highest  being  at  Shaunavon,  when  the 
cost  was  $3.51,  and  the  lowest  being  at  Edam  where  the  cost 
was  $1.39. 

Discussion. 

,     In  the  (liscussion  on  this  paper  the  following  suggestions 
were  made: 

1.  Standardizing  and  establishing  a*  central  base  for  the 
purchase  of  hospital  supplies,  such  as.  gauze  and  cotton  and 
other  surgical  supplies. 

2.  Standardizing  the  training  schools  of  the  province 
under  a  uniform  curriculum  of  studies  with  a  provincial  certi- 
ficate issued  'to  all  graduates. 

3.  A  hospital  inspector  to  see  that  the  standard  of  nurses' 
training  schools  be  maintained. 

Mr.  N^ethercott,  from  Kerr  Robert,  cited  their  experiences 
as  an  example  of  the  necessity  of  careful  planning  in  every 
detail  before  building  and  equipping  a  hospital  and  the  wis- 
dom of  employing  an  expert  that  costly  mistakes  might  not  be 
made. 

Mr.  Thomas,  of  Kindersley,  suggested  that  those  in  charge 
of  the  hospital  take  the  trouble  to  visit  other  places  and  make 
use  of  the  best  ideas  as  to  building  and  equipment. 

Dr.  Rothwell  defended  the  Government  regulation  re- 
quiring hospitals  of  75  beds  or  over  to  employ  a  resident 
medical  officer,  claiming  that  the  best  services  to  the  patients 
demanded  it. 

Hospital  Finat^cixg. 

At  2  p.m.  ^fr.  T.  T.  Murray,  of  Saskatoon,  read  a  paper 
on  Hospital  Financing,  as  follows : 
L   Introduction. 
The    purpose  of   this  paper   is  to   examine  the   means   by 
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which  cash  is  obtained  for  hospital  purposes  anjd  the  ways  in 
which  it  is  spent.  I  will  for  the  purposes  of  this  paper  con- 
line  myself  solely  to  Municipal  Hospitals,  leaving  out  of  con- 
sideration those  which  are  operated  in  any  way  other  than  by 
i:he  ratepayers  of  the  municipality. 

The  first  point  to  which  I  would  direct  your  attention  is 
capital  expenditure.  In  order  to  build  our  hospital  we  must 
have  the  necessary  funds  with  which  to  buy  the  land  and  pay 
the  contractors  as  the  building  proceeds.  It  will  be  the  duty 
of  the  council  of  the  municipality  to  present  the  necessary  by- 
law to  the  Burgesses,  and  if  the  Burgesses  approve  the  by-law 
the  Council  will  then  proceed  to  borrow  the  money.  Let  me 
here  observe  that  in  respect  to  capital  expenditure  on  hospitals, 
as  well  as  in  respect  to  all  other  municipal  works,  the  money 
should  be  in  sight  before  the  work  is  started,  not  merely  in 
sight  by  reason  of  temporary  borrowings,  but  by  reason  of 
the  necessary  bonds  being  sold.  In  this  western  country  wo 
have  erred  both  ways,  we  have  sometimes  proceeded  with  the 
work  and  then  been  unable  to  borrow  the  money,  and  we  have 
sometimes  borrowed  the  money  and  then  decided  not  to  pro- 
ceed with  the  work.  After  the  money  is  borrowed  the  munici- 
pality is  charged  with  the  repayment  of  the  principal  and  in- 
terest, and  this  will  be  fixed  a  charge  against  the  hospital.  In 
order  that  we  nuiy  know  what  the  hospital  is  costing  the  muni- 
cipality we  have  to  charge  it  with  interest  on  the  money  bor- 
rowed for  construction  and  with  repayment  of  the  principal, 
just  as  in  a  commercial  undertaking.  The  term  of  the  bonds 
ought  to  as  near  as  possible  correspond  to  the  expected  lifetime 
of  the  building  so  that  when  our  building  is  worn  out  we  again 
borrow  to  build  a  new  one. 

The  lifeblood  of  any  going  concern  is  money,  and  we  may 
find  that  when  we  have  our  hospital  built  and  equipped  ready 
for  operation  that  we  have  no  money  with  which  to  buy  food 
and  pay  wages  until  we  can  collect  money  from  our  patients. 
That  is  to  say,  we  have  no  working  ca])ital.  A  person' starting 
a  business  nnder  snch  conditions  would  find  himself  very  soon 
obliged  to  stop,  but  we  are  fortunate  in  having  the  municipal- 
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ity  to  fall  back  on.  We  simply  pass  our  accounts  on  to  the 
municipality  council  for  payment,  and  then  when  we  collect 
our  money  we  turn  it  over  to  them.  In  the  long  run  the  dif- 
ference between  what  they  pay  out  for  us  and  what  we  turn 
over  to  them  is  the  cost  of  the  hospital  to  the  ratepayers  as  a 
whole. 

Let  me  here  for  a  moment  examine  the  method  of  paying 
accounts,  although  this  may  possibly  trespass  on  my  friend 
who  is  to  talk  to  you  on  accounting.  There  are  two  clearly 
defined  methods: 

(a)  Where  the  Ho"s2:>ital  Board  passes  accounts  to  the 
municipal  treasurer  for  payment  and  turns  over  all  its  cash 
collections  to  the  same  treasurer.  Under  this  plan  the  only 
financial  books  necessary  to  be  kept  at  the  hospital  are  those 
relating  to  the  collection  of  patient's  fees. 

(b)  Where  the  hospital  pays  its  accounts  direct  to  the 
creditor,  and  pays  all  its  collections  into  its  own  bank  account. 
The  difference  between  the  receipts  and  payments  has  to  bo 
obtained  from  the  municipality,  from  Government  grants,  or 
borrowed  from  the  bank.  This  plan  necessitates  the  keeping 
of  a  full  set  of  books  by  the  Hospital  Board. 

Plan  A  is  used  in  the  City  of  Saskatoon,  while  I  under- 
stand that  the  City  of  Begina  uses  Plan  B.  I  believe  that  the 
Saskatoon  plan  is  better,  it  relieves  the  hos])ital  from  kee]:)iug 
creditors'  accounts,  and  it  means  that  a  creditor  of  the  city 
gets  one  cheque  for  all  his  accounts  against  the  corporation 
instead  of  getting  one  cheque  from  the  hospital  and  one  from 
the  City  Hall.  / 

The  first  hospitals  were  probably  entirely  charitable,  and 
in  Europe  there  are  still  many  hospitals  where  no  fees  are 
charged  patients.  These  hospitals  are  supported  by  the  inter- 
est on  endowment  funds,  by  donations,  and  bv  grants'  from  local 
authorities.  We  in  Canada  have  attempted  to  commercialize 
hospital  work;  we  feel  that  we  are  charging  a  just  fee  for  ser- 
vices rendered.  But  we  find  that  our  commercial  hospital  is 
obliged  to  take  all  manner  of  ]:>atients,  irrespective  of  abilitv 
to  pay,  so  that  we  are  in  the  position  of  a  storekeeper  who  was 
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obliged  to  give  credit  to  everyone  who  came  into  his  store.  I 
think  you  will  agree  with  me  when  I  say  that  collecting  hos- 
pital bills  is  no  easy  job;  the  honest  people  pay  and  the  dis- 
honest don't  pay,  and  in  many  cases  we  cannot  force  them  to 
pay.  I  would  even  go  so  far  as  to  say  that  many  conscientious 
people  pay  who  should  not  pay;  that  is,  they  strive  to  work 
to  earn  money  with  which  to  pay  us,  when  they  are  really  not 
fit  to  work. 

'Now,  I  believe  that  the  day  is  coming  when  hospital  ser- 
vices in  this  country  will  be  entirely  free.  There  w^ill  probably 
be  private  hospitals  for  wealthy  people  who  want  special  at- 
tention, but  the  municipal  hospital  will  charge  no  fees.  (Let 
me  ask  you,  gentlemen,  to  make  a  note  of  this  point  so  that  you 
may  discuss  it  when  I  ani  finished.)  I  would  not  advocate  free 
hospitals  at  the  present  time,  but  as  I  read  the  signs  of  the 
times  I  think  they  are  coming.  A  hospital  bill  usually  strikes 
a  person  at  their  worst  time,  and  many  people  suffer  and  are 
in  misery  because  they  dread  the  bill  that  will  be  run  up  if 
they  go  to  hospital.  As  I  have  said,  the  honest  people  pay 
and  the  dishonest  don't,  so  that  at  present  the  people  who  pay 
their  hospital  bills  pay  for  themselves  and  help  (when  they 
pay  taxes)  to  pay  for  the  dead  beats. 

I  think  that  free  hospital  service  would  mean  such  a  small 
amount  to  each  taxpayer  and  would  be  such  a  boon  to  those 
who  need  the  service  and  are  unable  to  pay  for  it,  that  it  is 
almost  bound  to  come  about. 

It  was  at  one  time  customary  for  the  City  Council  to  give 
a  grant  to  the  Saskatoon  hospital,  but  this  w^as  found  a  useless 
proceeding  and  one  calculated  to  obscure  the  true  condition  of 
affairs.  Nowadays  the  total  loss  on  the  hospital  appears  as  an 
expense  in  the  general  expense  account  of  the  city.  Of  course, 
grants  from  the  Government  or  from  adjoining  municipalities 
are  credited  direct  to  the  hospital  and  go  to  reduce  the  loss. 

Let  me  speak  for  a  moment  about  the  collection  of  ac- 
counts. This  is  a  work  which  in  any  walk  of  life  calls  for  tact, 
but  in  hospital  work  it  calls  for  supertact.  When  our  patient 
comes  in  he  is  usually  too  sick  to  talk  business  and  when  he 
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goes  out  he  is  usually  too  weak.  While  he  is  with  us  we  have 
to  use  every  endeavor  and  every  available  means  of  getting 
a  line  on  his  hnancial  condition,  and  if  he  is  well  enough  we 
should  try  and  get  some  money  on  account. 

But  we  must  be  sympathetic  and  not  harsh;  we  must  not 
take  the  money  off  a  man  who  is  going  out  after  a  severe  ill- 
ness and  leave  him  to  starve  while  he  looks  for  work. 

We  usually  take  promissory  notes  from  patients  who  are 
unable  to  pay,  not  that  we  expect  to  get  much  from  this  as  a 
rule,  but  it  prevents  a  man  disputing  the  amount  of  the  debt 
afterwards. 

It  will  probably  be  found  better  to  hire  a  collector  to  go 
after  delinquent  accounts  on  a  commission  basis,  as  this  work 
will  involve  much  more  time  than  the  average  Superintendent 
can  give  to  it. 

DlSCL'SSIOX. 

Other  delegates  claimed  the  system  by  which  a  complete 
set  of  accounts  are  kept  at  the  hospital,  as  the  better  one,  and 
that  hospital  officials  have  a  better  idea  of  and  more  interest 
in  collections. 

Hospital  Accounting. 

A  paper  on* '^Hospital  Accounting''  was  read  by  G.  E.  Pat- 
terson : 

In  dealing  with  the  subject  of  hospital  accounting  we  must 
I'cniember  that  every  line  of  business  must  have  a  system 
peculiar  to  its  own  particular  need  even  though  the  general 
principles  are  everywhere  the  same,  and  in  this  regard  hos- 
])itals  are  no  exception.  In  preparing  a  system  of  records  for 
a  hospital  we  must  bear  in  mind  two  main  points,  first  to  ar- 
range our  records  and  accounts  in  the  form  which  will  most 
easily  supply  us  with  the  necessary  information  for  the 
monthly  and  the  annual  reports  to  the  Government,  and  sec- 
ondly, that  we  may  have  available  at  any  time  a  statement  of 
the  financial  situation  for  the  Board  of  Directors. 

The  question  of  establishing  a  uniform  system  of  account- 
ing for   the  hospitals   of   Saskatchew^an   is   ono  to  which   this 
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eonvention  can  well  aii'ord  to  devote  some  time.  For  purposes 
of  comparison,  it  is  desirable  that  this  be  accomplished. 
Though  the  hospitals  represented  may  be  working  under  dif- 
ferent conditions  the  main  sources  of  revenue  are  the  same, 
and  also  their  expenses  may  be  classified  under  the  same  or 
similar  heads.  We  frequently  receive  enquiries  from  other 
liosp'itals  asking  questions  which  could  be  answered  without 
any  extra  work  if  we  had  the  same  division  of  expense  as  they 
use. 

Speaking  of  reports,  we  have  at  the  Kegina  General  Hos- 
l)ital  a  monthly  audited  statement  showing  receipts  from 
patients  each  month  and  up  to  date,  as  compared  with  last 
year,  and  also  the  amounts  charged  to  patients  for  the  two 
years.  The  statement  also  shows  under  the  various  expense 
headings  the  amount  spent  per  month  and  total  spent  to  date, 
and  this  is  compared  with  the  amount  estimated  to  be  spent 
up  to  the  corresponding  date.  The  Board  of  Governors  can 
thus  see  at  a  glance  whether  we  are  exceeding  the  estimate 
carefully  prepared  at  the  beginning  of  the  year,  and  if  so, 
on  what  items.  A  careful  check  can  thus  be  maintained  dur- 
ing the  entire  year,  both  on  expenses  and  estimated  receipts. 

Some  hospitals  may  keep  their  books  on  the  basis  of  Ke- 
ceipts  and  Disbursements  only  and  issue  a  statement  showing 
the  balance  as  per  Cash  Book.  It  is  more  desirable  to  use  a 
double  entry  system  under  Income  and  Expenditure.  This 
will  show  the  total  revenue  earned  for  the  year,  as  against  the 
total  expenditure.  Under  our  present  system  of  government 
grants  we  should  take  credit  for  the  amount  earned  during  the 
last  half  of  the  year  though  we  do  not  get  the  cheque  until 
May  of  the  following  year. 

In  our  hospital  we  use  Cash  Book,  Purchase  Journal, 
Bank  Journal  and  General  Ledger,  Patients'  Record  and 
Patients'  Ledger. 

In  our  Cash  Book  we  enter  all  receipts  and  Petty  Cash 
])ayments.  A  smaller  hospital  would  probably  also  combine 
the  Bank  Journal  with  the  Cash  Book.  In  the  Purchase 
Journal  is  ontorod  all  accounts  passed  monthly  by  the  Finance 
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Committee,  and  they  are  there  distributed  in  twenty-five  col- 
umns to  the  various  accounts  of  the  General  Ledger. 
Our  division  of -accounts  is  as  follows: 

1.  Administration. — Lender  which  is  placed  salaries  of 
Superintendent  and  office  staff,  printing,  telephones,  postage, 
etc. 

2.  Professional  Care — Including  salaries  of  nurses,  drugs, 
surgical  supplies,  etc.    ' 

3.  X  Ray  Department* — Salary  of  operator  and  supplies. 

4.  Departmental. — Including  salaries  of  cooks  and  maids, 
provisions,  linen  and  bedding,  crockery  and  utensils,  kitchen 
fuel,  etc. 

5.  General  Llouse  and  Property. — Including  salaries  of 
engineers  and  elevator  men,  steam  coal,  light,  power,  water 
and  general  repairs. 

6.  Pathological  Department. — Salary  of  pathologist  and 
general  supplies. 

7.  Isolation  Department. — ^"Salaries  of  nurses  in  that 
building  and  supplies  used. 

8.  Laundry. — Wages  and  supplies. 

9.  Garden  Account  and  Capital  Account,  to  which  is 
charged  purchase  of  equipment  of  a  permanent  nature. 

When  this  journal  is  posted  the  ledger  will  show  the  total 
expense  incurred  for  statement  purposes,  even  though  accounts 
may  not  all  be  paid. 

The  Record  of  Patients  should  be  compiled  to  conform  to 
the  same  order  as  the  monthly  government  report  so  that  copy- 
ing the  report  may  be  facilitated.  We  find  the  loose  leaf  sys- 
tem of  i>atients'  ledger  most  suitable.  Paid  records  may  be  re- 
moved to  another  binder  and  the  current  ledger  kept  a  con- 
venient size. 

Most  hospitals  wish  to  compare  their  operations  from  year 
to  year  on  the  basis  of  per  capita  cost.  This  is  arrived  at  by 
dividing  the  total  current  expenditure  by  the  total  days  of 
patient's  stay.  For  purposes  of  comparison  among  hospitals 
of  the  province  it  is  desirable  that  the  same  item  of  expense 
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be  included  and  that  strictly    capital    expense    be  kept  in  a 
separate  account. 

Each  hospital  will  no  doubt  have  its  own  system  and  policy 
in  regard  to  collections,  varying  under  different  circumstances. 
A  card  system  of  following  up  correspondence  works  out  very 
satisfactorily.  The  card  need  only  show  a  brief  record  of  the 
account  and  dates  of  letters,  the  detail  of  which  should  be 
memoed  on  the  back  of  the  patients'  ledger  leaf.  Promises 
])romptly  followed  up  are  most  likely  to  produce  results.  The 
l)ublic  needs  to  be  educated  to  feel  that  hospital  bills  ai'c  as 
great  an  obligation  as  any  other  debt. 

Discussion. 

Several  delegates  emphasized  the  unreasonable  position 
hospitals  are  forced  to  occupy  in  caring  for  patients  from  out- 
side municipalities  at  less  than  cost. 

Difficulties  in  the  co-operation  of  rural  municipalities  with- 
cities  in  providing  of  larger  hospital  accommodation  were 
cited  and  the  general  opinion  was  expressed  that  rural  munici- 
])alities  should  contribute  in  some  way  to  the  cost  of  hospital 
building  in  cities  or  neighboring  rural  municipalities  from 
which  they  received  the  benefit. 

Mr.  Savage  emphasized  the  desirability  of  a  uniform  sys- 
\(mi  of  arriving  at  cost  per  capita  in  all  hospitals  so  that 
definite  figures  may  be  available  for  presentation  to  the  Gov- 
ernment if  necessary. 

Problems  of  the   Small  Hospitals. 

Mr.  N'ethercott,  secretary  of  Kerr  Robert  Union  Hospital, 
gave  a  paper  on  "  Problems  of  small  Hospitals  "  as  follows : 

It  was  indeed  a  great  surprise  to  me  when  I  received  the 
programme  stating  I  was  expected  to  prepare  a  paper  on 
"  Problems  of  Small  Hospitals/'  and  I  would  much  rather 
this  part  of  oui'  programme  had  been  given  to  some  other  dele- 
gate who  has  been  longer  in  touch  with  hospital  work.  Our 
hospital  at  Kerr  Robert  has  only  heen  running  a  few  months 
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and  is  not  yet  entirely  completed  and  working  to  the  satisfac- 
tion of  the  Board.  If  this  paper  and  conference  is  for  the  help 
of  other  niiinicipalities  in  forming  a  district  building  and 
equipping"  a  hospital  similar  to  ours,  I  think  I  could  give  them 
some  interesting  information  that  might  save  them  a  lot  of 
costly  mistakes,  such  as  has  been  the  case  in  our  district.  1 
would  just  mention  that  in  our  opinion  the  department  in 
future  should  examine  very  closely  any  ])lans  submitted,  or 
better  still,  have  some  competent  architect  prepare  a  set  of 
standard  plans.  There  is  uo  building  needing  such  care  in  the 
planning  as  a  small  hospital,  and  advice  should  be  given  as  to 
cost,  site,  building,  heating  and  all  equipment.  Our  particular 
])roblems  so  far  at  Kerrobert  have  been  more  in  construction 
and  equipping,  starting,  financing  the  hospital,  rather  than 
those  of  actual  hospital  work. 

The  result  of  work  or  efficiency  in  a  small  municipal  hos- 
pital is  considerably  more  a  matter  of  gossip  among  the  rate- 
payers of  each  municipality  than  is  to  be  found  in  connection 
with  a  city  hospital,  and  I  regret  to  say,  very  often  this  gossip 
is  very  misleading  and  detrimental  to  a  hospital.  Each  person 
is  paying  a  direct  tax  towards  its  upkeep  and  is  either  for  or* 
against  it.  Should  a  death  occur  the  news  is  spread  far  and 
wide  and  the  public  are  prone  to  blame  the  doctor,  nursing 
staff  or  the  Board  for  circumstances  entirely  beyond  their  con- 
trol. It  takes  time  to  educate  the  public  to  the  need  of  such 
an  institution  and  the  benefit  they  may  derive  therefrom. 
I  am  glad  to  say  in  our  case  owing  to  the  splendid  staff  we  are 
fortunate  in  having  at  present,  every  patient  on  leaving  the 
hospital  is  enthusiastic  in  its  cause,  and  this  difficulty  is  gradu- 
ally being  ov^ercome. 

In  a  small  hospital  it  costs  considerable  more  for  a  staff 
than  a  larger  hospital.  There  is  no  training  for  probationers, 
and  as  a  result  all  registered  nurses  must  be  employed.  In  our 
case  we  employ  seven  besides  the  matron  and  at  present  only 
have  about  twenty  beds.  I  trust  this  matter  will  be  one  of  the 
main  discussions  at  this  Conference. 

Another  big  pi-pblem  and  which  runs  the  average  daily  cost 
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per  patient  away  high,  is  that  the  number  of  patients  being 
eared  for  is  very  uncertain.  One  week  the  beds  may  all  be 
filled  and  perhaps  the  next  week  there  will  be  hardly  any 
|)atients,  and  yet  the  staff  and  help  must  all  be  kept  on  just 
the  same.  Care  should  therefore  be  exercised  in  forming  a 
district  in  that  they  should  not  be  too  small  as  the  cost  or  over- 
head expense  of  running  a  fifty  bed  hospital  should  be  little 
more  than  that  of  a  twenty  bed. 

Another  difficulty  confronting  a  small  hospital  is  the  pur- 
chasing of  drugs  and  medical  supplies.  They  are  at  the  mercy 
of  a  local  druggist  and  often  cannot  get  the  needed  articles. 
Could  not  some  arrangement  be  made  whereby  all  the  hospitals 
unite  in  helping  to  keep  a  central  secretary,  whose  duty  it 
would  be  to  keep  in  touch  with  the  market  and  either  order 
or  advise  where  any  order  may  be  obtained  at  the  most  rea- 
sonable price. 

N^ow  ])erhaps  I  am  coming  to  our  greatest  problem,  Financ- 
ing and  Collections.  Under  the  present  system  the  Board  by 
the  Act  under  which  our  hospital  is  organized  can  only  borrow 
for  a  three  months'  deficit  and  must  then  collect  from  the  vari- 
•ous  municipalities  in  the  district.  These  do  not,  as  a  rule, 
collect  their  taxes  until  fall  and  the  Hospital  Board  have  no 
redress  in  making  them  pay  up  promptly.  If  the  bank  is  will- 
ing why  not  give  the  Board  power  to  borrow  for  a  longer  time. 

At  present  any  municipality  not  in  a  particular  district 
has  only  to  pay  $2  per  day  per  patient.  This  with  the  50  cents 
received  from  the  government  is  not  at  all  sufficient  with  prices 
as  they  are  now.     This  sum  should  be  increased. 

Another  difficulty  we  have  is  that  of  having  only  six  days 
in  which  to  notify  the  municipality  that  one  of  their  residents 
is  in  the  hospital.  Many  times  patients  arrive  who  do  not  know 
either  the  number  of  their  land  or  the  name  of  their  munici- 
pality ;  others  give  a  wrong  location  and  the  wrong  municipal- 
ity is  notified.  Others  state  they  will  pay  their  account  and 
then  other  conditions  develop  and  they  are  unable  to  do  so 
and  the  hospital  is  unable  to  collect.  Can  this  condition  not  be 
improved  on  ? 
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Another  difficulty  we  at  Kerr  Kobert  are  up  against  is  that 
we  are  not  far  from  the  Alberta  boundary  and  patients  from 
there  will  insist  on  coming  to  our  hospital  in  cases  of  emerg- 
ency. They  are  not  in  an  organized  municipality  and  the  Al- 
berta Government  absolutely  refused  to  pay  their  account.  We 
would  like  to  have  this  matter  taken  up  by  the  department,  and 
if  the  accounts  cannot  be  collected  we  think  the  expense  should 
be  borne  by  the  province  and  not  by  the  small  hospital  district. 

In  discussion  Mr.  Thompson  thought  that  a  uniform  sched- 
ule of  nurses'  salaries  for  small  hospitals  would  make  for  more 
stability  of  the  staff. 

MISS  WILSON'S  PAPER 

Beginning  the  evening  session  Miss  Jean  Wilson,  Superin- 
tendent of  General  Hospital,  Moose  Jaw,  gave  a  comprehen- 
sive paper  on  '^  Nursing  Problems  and  Standardization  of 
Training  Schools  in  Saskatchewan  "  as  follows : 

Before  considering  the  subject  of  Nursing  Problems  and 
the  Standardization  of  Training  Schools  in  Saskatchewan,  I 
wish  to  speak  for  the  nurses  who  are  at  present  acting  as  su})- 
erintendents  of  hospitals  or  as  superintendents  of  nurses  in 
the  larger  hospitals,  for  this  meaure  of  relief  that  we  now  feel 
at  the  organization  of  the  provincial  hospitals  into  an  associa- 
tion in  which  we  know  shall  obtain  much  benefit,  not  only  for 
onr  training  school,  but  for  the  betterment  of  all  hospital  de- 
partments. 

In  attempting  to  speak  on  the  subject  of  training  school 
problems,  I  feel  that  while  fully  aware  of  the  problems,  I  may 
not  be  capable  of  presenting  them  in  an  interesting  manner  to 
this  assembly. 

To  begin  with  we  may  ask  ourselves,  *'  What  are  these 
problems?''  It  may  be  easily  answered  thus:  the  training- 
schools  are  all  wrong,  but  to  be  more  definite  we  may  mention, 
too  long  hours  on  duty  in  the  wards,  too  little  time  for  study 
and  recreation,  not  enough  time  given  to  instruction  by  a 
qualified  instructress,  instruction  in  almost  all  hospitals  being- 
given  by  a  superintendent,  who  has  a  multitude  of  various 
duties  to  perform,  or  by  the  medical  staff,  who  in  many  in- 
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stances  do  not  realize  that  they  are  talking  over  the  heads  of 
the  tired-out,  half-asleep  nurses  in  the  lecture  room.  Again 
the  resident  accommodation  is  often  far  from  being  comfort 
able  or  adequate.  These  are  problems  that  have  always  ex- 
isted, and  added  to  these  we  now  face  an  even  more  seri- 
ous problem — a  shortage  of  applicants.  This  shortage  is  not 
felt  alone  in  Saskatchewan  or  Canada,  but  throughout  North 
America.  We  hear  "nursing  is  different  from  any  other  pro- 
fession." 

To  overcome  the  shortage  of  nurse  applicants  several  means 
have  been  proposed'. 

1.  By  lowering  the  educational  standard  for  admission  to 
the  training  school. 

2.  By  shortening  the  course  of  training  from  three  to 
•two  years  or  even  one  year. 

o.  By  providing  training  for  two  classes  or  nurses,  one  for 
the  educated  woman  destined  to  become  the  Begistered 
Nurse,  the  other,  for  another  type  of  women  to  be  known  as 
the  trained  attendant. 

4.  By  changes  in  the  training  schools,  the  hospitals,  or 
both,  by  which  more  educated  women  will  be  attracted  to 
trained  nursing  as  a  profession. 

To  consider  lowering  the  educational  standards  for  ad- 
mission to  the  training  school  would  be  a  most  disastrous 
policy  to  the  profession.  The  lowering  of  standards  to  below 
one  year  high  school  education  might  temporarily  increase  the 
number  of  applicants,  but  it  would  also  decrease  the  number 
of  applicants  of  a  better  education.  The  reason  of  so  many 
better  educated  women  entering  the  profession  during  the  past 
twenty  years  is  that  educational  standard's  have  been  raised. 
Unless  our  members  are  educated  we,  cannot  class  our  calling 
as  a  profession.  While  this  effort  of  keeping  and  possibly  rais- 
ing the  present  day  standards  of  education  rests  principal 'y 
with  our  own  members,  we  also  need  the  assistance  of  the  lay- 
men connected  with  the  training  schools. 

To  shorten  the  training  school  course  would  fall  far  short

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in  several  ways.  It  does  not  seem  possible  to  eliminate  any 
of  the  training.  Ask  any  nurse  to  suggest  the  elimination  of 
any  jmrt  and  I  think  slie  would  immediately  reply  that  even 
though  some  branches  meant  considerable  drudgery,  she  wovJd 
not  forego  the  experience  so  gained.  It  is  only  by  constant 
repetition  that  one  may  become  skill-ed  in  any  line.  One  plan 
may  be  suggested  and  that  is  that  the  course  could  be  shortened 
by  one  year  by  the  giving  of  a  certain  number  of  months'  credit 
to  the  student  who  has  learned  the  fundamental  theoretical 
subjects  prior  to  her  entrance  to  the  training  school.  This 
would  necessitate  the  institution  of  schools  where  fundamental 
studies  of  the  training  course  could  be  taught  and  the  student 
then  sent  on  to  the  hospital  for  practical  experience. 

It  is  with  much  satisfaction  we  can  refer  to  the  proposed 
policy  of  the  Saskatchewan  Red  Cross  Society  in  establishing 
a  peace-time  medical  and  nursing  service,  and  whereby  an 
effort  will  be  made  to.  help  provide  sufficient  nurses  for  the 
Province.  The  training  and  supervision  of  the  trained  attend- 
ant has  been  endorsed  both  by  the  American  dissociation  of 
N^urses  and  by  the  Canadian  National  Association  of  Trained 
Xurses  as  the  best  way  in  which  to  meet  the  need  for  nursing, 
caused  not  alone  by  a  shortage  of  applicants  to  the  training 
schools,  but  also  the  public  are  to-day  demanding  more  trained 
nurses  than  the  hospitals  can  enroll  and  train.  These  attend- 
ants will  be  women  who  are  of  inferior  education,  or  do  not 
care  to  take  the  three-year  course,  although  they  will  have  to 
qualify  to  a  certain  standard  and  l>e  trained  at  suitable  centres 
for  certain  specific  duties. 

Changes  in  the ,  training  schools,  hospitals,  or  both,  by 
which  more  educated  women  will  be  attracted  to  trained  nurs- 
ing as  a  profession.  The  hospitals  will  have  to  face  sooner  or 
later,  that  in  order  to  make  trained  nursing  attractive  to  young 
women  of  education  the  schools  must  be  made  educational  in- 
stitutions, while  the  proper  care  of  the  patient  will  be  one  of 
the  obligations  in  the  training  of  the  nurse.  According  to  this 
arrangement  the  pupil  would  be  expected  to  do  as  much  work 
for  the  ])atient  as  her  school  Avork  would  permit. 
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The  hospitals  would  be  obliged  to  increase  the  number  of 
pupils,  also  possibly  increase  the  graduate  nurses  on  the  staff. 
This  arrangement  at  once  brings  the  thought  of  added  hospital 
expense,  which  no  doubt  could  be  overcome  by  placing  the 
schools  on  a  strictly  educational  basis,  thus  doing  away  with 
the  compensation  the  hospitals  are  accustomed  to  paying  its 
pupil  nurses.  A  student  entering  a  high  school,  normal  school, 
or  a  university,  would  decide  something  was  wrong  if  she  re- 
ceived her  board,  room  and  monthly  stipend  instead  of  paying 
her  expenses  in  these  institutions.  If  our  training  schools 
could  be  brought  to  such  a  basis  would  we  then  hesitate  to  ad- 
vertise the  advantages  we  would  have  to  offer.  All  other  in- 
stitutions of  educational  value  are  advertised  systematically 
while  hospital  training  schools  are  not  listed  or  are  they  even 
rarely  mentioned  in  the  news.  In  our  efforts  to  attract  pupils 
by  improved  standards,  ])nblic  enlightenment  of  the  right  sort 
would  prove  the  greatest  help  in  the  world.  _     

Allow  me  time  also  to  give  a  few  figures  in  regard  to  train- 
ing schools  and  pupil  nurses  in  the  Province.  Time  did  not 
jilloAv  the  obtaining  of  definite  information,  but  the  following 
gives  an  idea  how"  inadequately  Saskatchewan  is  supplied. 
There  are  thirteen  hospitals  with  recognized  accredited  train- 
ing schools  in  which  there  are  enrolled  about  three  hundred 
and  fifty  nurses  graduating  annually  not  more  than  one  hun- 
dred and  twenty-five  nurses.  Our  University  has  signified 
its  willingness  to  co-operate  with  the  Registered  E^urses  As- 
sociation towards  the  establishment  of  a  Chair  of  Nursing  in 
the  University.  With  such  a  course,  in  addition  to  the  hospital 
training,  we  expect  to  have  nurses  in  our  hospitals. 

Then  we  need  larger  training  schools  in  connection  with 
our  larger  hospitals.  This  means  better  equipped  hospitals ; 
also  we  need  to  make  better  inducements  to  qualified  nurses 
with  good  executive  ability  to  go  into  the  smaller  hospitals,  so 
that  the  pupil  in  the  smaller  institution  would  be  qualified  to 
take  advantage  of  the  affiliated  training  which  must  soon  be 
instituted  in  the  larger  training  schools.  This  affiliation  would 
])e  of  great  assistance  to  the  small  training  schools.     These 
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courses  would  be  arranged  so  as  to  allow  the  thirdi-year  nurse 
in  the  smaller  schools  taking  an  intensive  training  in  the  oper- 
ating room,  in  obstetrics, -pediatrics,  and  other  specialties  in 
the  larger  hospitals  and  thus  broadening  and  extending  her 
education.  The  small  hospital  desiring  such  privileges  would 
have  to  measure  up  to  certain  requirements  to  be  complied 
with.  Thus  I  feel  we  would  sooner  than  in  any  other  way  be 
able  to  arrange  a  standard  curriculum  for  the  smaller  schools 
and  also  for  the  larger  schools.  There  has  been  prepared  a 
minimum  standard  curriculum  for  training  schools  which  has 
been  endorsed  by  the  National  Association  of  Trained  Nurses, 
both  in  Canada  and  U.S.A.  Where  a  school  is  too  small  to 
engage  an  instructress  it  is  suggested  that  two  schools  within 
a  reasonable  distance  could  engage  an  instructress  who  could 
arrange  her  course  of  instruction  so  as  to  give  three  days 
continuously  of  each  week  to  each  school. 

To  carry  into  effect  some  of  these  ideas  may  seem  that 
we  will  require  a  great  faith,  but  show  me  the  nurse  w4io  is 
interested  in  institutional  educative  work  who  does  not  possess 
faith  which  moves  mountains. 

I  believe  we  can  rely  on  our  Provincial  Government  to  sec 
to  it  that  at  least  the  pupils  of  our  schools  shall  be  no  longer 
slaves,  but  students  in  the  best  sense  of  the  word. 

A  paper  was  also  read  from  Miss  F.  E.  Fergusson,  Matron 
Kerr  Robert  Hospital,  protesting  against  the  proposed  estab- 
lishment of  "  Nurses'  Aids  "  in  the  Province  as  a  menace  to  the 
profession.  She  also  claimed  for  the  rural  districts  nurses  as 
highly  trained  as  those  in  the  cities. 

The  eight-hour  day  for  nurses  was  discussed.  Miss  Wilson 
pointed  out  that  it  is  now  endorsed  by  all  nurses'  associations 
in  Canada  and  is  only  delayed  because  of  the  shortage  of 
nurses  and  residence  accommodation  for  them. 

Miss  Eraser,  Superintenent  of  Nurses  of  Regina  General 
Hospital,  favored  training  schools  in  small  hospitals  as  a  par- 
tial solution  of  their  nursing  problems.  The  small  schools 
should  give  a  two-years'  course  followed  by  a  third  year  in  one 
of  the  larger  hospitals. 
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Okganization. 

At  9  p.m.  the  business  of  organization  was  nndertaken.

(a)  "Active'"  members  shall  include  all  those  who  are 
actively,  engaged  in  hospital  Avork  and  this  means  on  the  re- 
gular staff  of  the  hospital. 

(b)  "  Associate  "  members  shall  include  all  those  wdio  are 
engaged  in  hospital  work  but  are  not  on  the  regular  staff"  and 
shall  include  attending  Doctors,  Xnrses>,  Members  of  Trustee 
Boards  and  Hospital  auxiliaries. 

(c)  "  Honorary "  members  shall  be  active  and  Associate 
members  who  have  ceased  to  take  an  active  jiart  in  Hospital 
work  after  years  of  faithful  and  recognized  service. 

Article  5. — Election  or  Officers. 

This  shall  take  place  at  the  annual  meeting  each  year  and 
shall  be  by  nomination  and  ballot.  All  officers  shall  be  elected 
for  a  term  of  one  year. 

Article  6. — Executive  Committee. 

The  Executive  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  the  Officers 
and  ten  other  members  elected  from  the  Association  at  the  an- 
nual meeting. 

Article  7. — Quorum. 

Eive  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum  of  the  executive 
committee  which  shall  meet  at  least  once  a  year  and  at  other 
times  at  the  call  of  the  Chairman  or  any  five  members.  Ten 
per  cent,  of  the  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum  of  the 
whole  Association.     The  executive  committee   shall  carry  on 
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the  affairs  of  the  Association  during  the  year  and  report  to  the 
Association  at  the  annual  meeting. 

AiiTicLE  8. — Meeting   Time  and  Place. 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  Association  shall  be  held  at  the 
time  of  the  Hospital  Convention,  notice  of  which  shall  be 
sent  out  to  each  member  one  month  in  advance.  The  place  at 
which  the  Annual  fleeting  and  Convention  shall  be  held  will 
be  decided  on  at  the  Annual  meeting  or  Convention  of  the 
previous  year. 

Article  9. — Amendment  to  By-laws. 

By-laws  may  be  amended  at  any  regular  meeting  by  a  two- 
thirds  vote  of  the  members  present. 

Article  10. — Recommendations. 

All  recommendations  and  suggestions  must  be  sent  in 
writing  to  the  secretary  of  the  Association,  who  shall  lay  the 
same  before  the  Executive  for  discussion  and  consideration 
one  month  previous  to  the  annual  meeting  of  each  year. 

Article   11. — Membership  Fees. 
The  fee  for  all  hospitals  shall  be  $10.00  annually. 

Article   12. — Voting. 

Each  hospital  shall  have  one  voting  delegate,  with  no 
proxy. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Needham,  seconded  by  Mr.  Anderson, 
it  was  ordered  that  the  proceedings  of  the  Convention  be 
printed  and  sent  to  each  Hospital  in  the  province,  with  a  re- 
quest that  such  hospital  become  a  member  of  the  Association.

RESOLUTIONS

'No,  1.  Motion  of  Dr.  Roth  well  and  Mr.  Savage: 
WHEREAS  the  hospitals  of  the  Province  are  having  to  meet 
a  greatly  increased  cost  of  operating  expenses,  due  to  the  in- 
creased cost  of  all  materials  and  labor  with  which  they  have 
to  do. 

Ai^D  WHEREAS  the  present  grant  to  hospitals  per  diem 
has  remained  the  same  during  the  past  number  of  years : 

xiND  WHEREAS  the  Hospitals  are  becoming  more  and 
more  a  necessity  in  the  life  of  the  community,  due  to  our  scat- 
tered population  and  to  such  large  numbers  of  transients 
within  the  Province; 

AND  WHEREAS  as  a  result  of  the  many  advances  in 
the  medical  and  surgical  care  of  patients,  it  is  becoming  more 
and  more  necessar}^  to  have  large  numbers  who  are  sick  treated 
within  our  hospitals,  and  at  greater  expense  to  the  Hospital; 

THEREFORE  be  it  resolved ;  that  this  Hospital  Asso- 
ciation does  not  consider  the  present  grant  of  fifty  cents  per 
day  at  all  sufficient  to  meet  these  many  conditions  in  hospital 
management  with  which  we  have  to  do,  and  in  the  opinion  of 
this  meeting  tliis  grant  should  be  at  least  one  dollar  per  day. 
— Carried. 
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No.  2.  Motion  of  Mr.  Hutcheson  seconded  by  Mr.  Ander- 
son WHEREAS  the  Hospitals  of  the  Province  find  an  increas- 
ing number  of  patients  from  Rural  Municipalities  incapable 
of  paying  for  their  hospital  care  and  maintenance  ; 

ANT)  WHEREAS  it  frequently  happens  that  the  physical 
condition  of  the  patient  on  his  admission  is  such  that  it  is  im- 
possible to  conclude  whether  tlie}^  are  or  are  not  financially 
capable  of  paying; 

AND  WHEREAS  the  information  recjuired  for  such  con- 
clusion is  generally  in  the  possession  of  the  Municipality  in 
which  the  patient  has  resided; 

AND  WHEREAS  owing  to  the  increased  cost  of  Hospital 
maintenance  the  sum  of  two  dollars  ]x^r  day  now  chargeable 
to  the  Municipality  is  totally  inadequate  to  meet  the  sum  ow- 
ing by  the  patient ; 

THEREFORE  be  it  resolved;  this  Hospital  Associa- 
tion respectfully  make  representation  to  the  Provincial  Gov- 
ernment to  amend  the  Rural  ]\[unicipalities  Act  so  as  to: 

(a)  Increase  the  number  of  days  after  the  patient 
is  admitted,  in  which  the  first  notice  is  to  be  ffiven,  from 
seven  to  thirty  days. 

(b)  To  place  upon  the  Municipality  the  onus  of 
])roviding  that  the  patient  about  whom  they  have  received 
notice  is  financially  able  to  pay  for  such  care  and  main- 
tenance. 

(c)  To  increase  the  sum  payable  by  the  Munici- 
pality where  such  notice  is  given  from  $2.00  to  $2.50  per 
day  per  ])atient. — Carried. 

No.  3.  Motion  of  Mr.  Needham,  seconded  by  Mr.  Moore : 
RESOLVED  that  whereas  there  are  a  number  of  incurable 
])atients  in  many  of  our  hospitals  who  are  a  financial  burden 
on  the  district,  this  Convention  urge  the  Government  to  pro- 
vide more  accommodation  for  incurables  in  the  Province. — 
Carried. 

No.   4.     Motion  of  Miss  Wilson  seconded  bv  Mr.   Need- 
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ham:  RESOLVED  that  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Health 
be  asked  to  act  in  conjunction  with  the  Provincial  Registered 
Nurses'  Association  to  establish  a  system  of  affiliation  between 
our  larger  and  smaller  Provincial  Hospitals  conducting  re- 
cognized accredited  training  schools  and  also  that  LTnion  Hos- 
pitals having  20  beds  and  at  least  two  graduate  nurses,  be  al- 
lowed to  establish  training  schools  in  the  province. — ^Carried. 
Moved  by  Mr.  l^eedham,  seconded  by  Mr.  Thomas:  That 
a  committee  of  four,  the  president,  secretary,  Mr.  Anderson 
and  Miss  Wilson,  be  appointed  to  bring  the  resolutions  just 
passed  to  the  attention  of  the  Provincial  Government  at  its 
next   session. — Carried. 

NEXT  •YEAR'S  MEETING 

On  the  kind  request    of    Mr.    Anderson,    the    convention 
agreed  that  the  next  meeting  be  held  at  Saskatoon. 


THE  CANADIAN  MEDICO-PSYCHOLOGICAL 
ASSOCIATION 


Oa^  December  10th,  1019,  a  meeting  of  the  Medical  Superin- 
tendents of  the  Ontario  Hospitals  was  held  in  Toronto,  at 
which  it  was  decided  to  form  a  Canadian  Medico-Psychological 
Association.  The  purpose  of  this  organization  is  to  arouse 
an  interest  in  the  study  of  nervous  and  mental  diseases,  and 
to  emphasize  the  needs  of  this  class  of  patients.  All  who  are 
interested  in  this  particular  line  of  work  are  eligible  for  mem- 
bership, and  it  is  hoped  to  form  an  organization  that  will  be 
able  to  give  useful  advice  along  lines  that  will  be. helpful  in 
the  solving  of  the  problems  of  the  insane,  the  epileptics,  and 
the  feeble-minded.  Dr.  Edward  Ryan,  medical  superinten- 
dent of  the  Ontario  Hospital  at  Kingston,  has  been  made 
president,  and  Dr.  J.  M.  Forster,  medical  superintendent  of 
the  Ontario  Hospital,  Toronto,  has  been  made  secretary.

Hospital  Items 

FLAMES  AT  ASYLUM  SPEEDILY  PUT  OUT 


What  might  have  been  a  serious  fire  broke  out  in  the  Queen 
Street  Asylum,  Toronto,  on  December  13th.  When  the  alarm 
was  given  fifty-eight  patients  marched  out  in  perfect  order, 
and  there  was  never  any  danger  of  a  panic  amongst  the  inmates. 
The  flames  started  on  the  fourth  floor  of  the  west  wing  of  the 
main  building.  It  was  discovered  in  a  room  fitted  as  a  cell. 
The  fire  started  close  to  a  steam-pipe  and,  burning  under  the 
floor  and  up  the  walls,  spread  rapidly  to  a  staircase  leading  to 
the  attic. 

The  attendants  fought  the  fire  with  lines  of  hose  and 
chemicals  until  the  firemen  arrived.  All  of  the  reels  in  the 
district  responded  to  the  alarm,  and  several  portions  of  the 
flooring  were  torn  up  by  the  fire-fighters  to  make  sure  that  no 
electric  wires  were  defective.     The  loss  was  estimated  at  $200. 


MAGNIFICENT  BEQUEST  TO  TORONTO 
GENERAL  HOSPITAL 


SiK  JosEPJi  Flavelle^  who  for  several  years  has  been  Chair- 
man of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Toronto  General  Hospital, 
on  December  22nd  handed  to  the  Trustees  his  cheque  for 
$250,000  as  a  further  contribution  from  him  toward  lifting 
the  present  debt  of  $835,000  now  against  that  institution.  It 
will  be  remembered  that  Sir  Joseph  some  years  ago  contributed 
$100,000  to  Toronto  General  Hospital,  his  present  gift,  there- 
fore, bringing  his  total  contribution  to  the  magnificent  insti- 
tution on  College  Street  up  to  $350,000.  We  take  this  oppor- 
tunity of  heartily  congratulating  Sir  Joseph  upon  his  most 
recent  contribution,  and  all  we  can  say  is  that  it  is  just  like 
the  man  himself.  This  gift  will  very  materially  help  the 
Trustees  in  their  promise  recently  made  to  the  Toronto  City 
Council  and  to  the  University  of  Toronto,  to  raise  $500,000 
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if  the  city  and  University  would  each  contribute  $125,000. 
The  ibalance  of  the  debt,  it  is  expected,  will  be  liquidated 
through  the  sale  of  the  old  Gerrard  Street  property.  When 
the  present  mortgage  is  discharged  the  Board  of  Trnstees  of 
Toronto  General  Hospital  will  have  placed  in  Toronto,  free 
from  debt,  a  general  hospital  second  to  none  either  on  this  con- 
tinent or  in  Europe,  which  cost  for  land,  buildings  and  equip? 
ment  not  less  a  sum  than  three  and  three-quarter  million  dol- 
lars. There  is  no  question  that  credit  for  this  wonderful 
achievement  is  due  to  Sir  Joseph  Flavelle,  who  had  a  vision 
to  conceive  the  enterprise  and  to  whose  constructive  ability 
and  capacity  the  city  of  Toronto  and  Province  of  Ontario  owe 
its  accomplishment. 


NEARLY  $2,000,000  CONTRIBUTED  TO 
CHARITABLE  INSTITUTIONS 


Mayor  James  Couzens^  of  Detroit,  on  December  2ord,  an- 
nounced a  Christmas  gift  list  to  charity  of  $1,950,000.  The 
money  is  to  go  to  nurses  and  children's  institutions. 

The  Michigan  Hospital  School  for  Crippled  Children  will 
receive  $1,100,000  of  this  amount;  $650,000  will  go  for  a 
new  nurses'  home;  $125,000  to  the  Children's  Free  Hospital, 
and  $75,000  to  St.  Vincent's  Orphan  Asylum. 

Coupled  with  $100,000  donated  to  the  Patriotic  Fund  last 
ISTovember,  and  $62,000  given  to  the  same  fund  earlier  in  the 
year,  the  Christmas  list  brings  the  Mayor's  known  gifts  to 
charity  during  1919  to  $2,112,000. 


D.S.C.R.  NOT  WANTING  DOMINION 
ORTHOPEDIC  HOSPITAL 


Judging  from  official  comments  on  the  present  situation,  the 
Department  of  Soldiers'  Civil  Re-establishment  will  never  take 
the  Dominion  Orthopaedic  Hospital  under  its  wing. 

It  was  announced  several  months  ago  that  all  Army  Medical 
Corps  hospitals  in  Toronto  would  become  civilian  institutions 
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before  tbe  spring  of  1920.  Tbe  way  events  are  shaping  at 
present  this  seems  improbable.  The  D.S.C.R.  are  inclined  to 
favor  St.  Andrew's  Military  Hospital  as  their  future  home  for 
incurable  soldiers  in  place  of  Euclid  Hall,  Jarvis  Street,  but 
it  is  said  that  Military  Headquarters  'No.  2  have  an  eye  on  the 
building  for  their  new  headquarters.  Officials  of  the  D.S.C.R. 
shake  their  heads  when  the  Orthopaedic  Hospital  is  mentioned, 
and  declare  it  will  never  become  a  part  of  their  establishment. 

Thousands  of  dollars  were  spent  on  the  erection  of  new 
buildings  there  and  the  perfection  of  equipment. 

The  first  fifty  patients  entered  the  hospital  on  February 
3rd,  1919,  and  it  cannot  be  so  very  long  before  the  last  fifty 
file  out. 

It  is  remarkable  that  the  D.S.C.R.  appear  to  be  reluctant 
to  take  on  what  has  been  described  as  '^  one  of  the  finest  hos- 
pitals on  the  continent,"  so  recently  completed  and  opened. 

"  Might  have  served  a  useful  purpose  if  it  w^as  opened  in 
1916  instead  of  1919,"  commented  a  prominent  officer  in 
Toronto. 


FINE  CORNWALL  HOME  FOR  ORPHANAGE 


Mks.  John  McMarttn,  widow  of  the  late  John  !McMartin, 
M.P.  for  Glengarry  and  Stormont,  and  a  sister  of  Duncan 
McDougald  of  Toronto,  has  presented  her  fine  Cornwall  resi- 
dence to  the  Sisters  of  the  Hotel  Dieu  as  an  orphanage,  in 
memory  of  her  husband.  Mrs.  McMartin  has  also  provided 
for  its  maintenance  in  perpetuity.  The  property  is  valued 
at  $100,000,  has  accommodation  for  one  hundred  children,  and 
is  regarded  as  one  of  the'  finest  places  in  Eastern  Ontario. 


With  reorganization  of  the  Kingston  Hospital  at  an  expendi- 
ture of  $600,000  being  considered,  it  is  not  now  likely  that 
clinical  teaching  at  Queen's  Thiiversity  will  be  transferred  to 
a  new  Ottawa  hospital. 
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THE  ROYAL  ALEXANDRA  HOSPITAL 


For  some  time  past  the  Health  Department  of  the  city  of 
Edmonton,  which  is  in  charge  of  Dr.  T.  H.  Whitelaw,  has  been 
co-operating  with  the  medical  superintendent  and  staff  in  the 
re-organization  of  the  Royal  Alexandra  Hospital,  with  a  view 
to  gaining  the  maximum  of  efficiency  in  the  treatment  of  all 
cases,  public  and  private.  This  institution  is  now  in  a  position 
to  have  a  complete  case  report  of  each  and  every  case  admitted 
to  the  hospital.  A  trained  bacteriologist  is  in  charge  of  the 
laboratory,  also  a  medical  superintendent  who  gives  not  only 
his  full  time,  but  acts  also  as  secretary  of  the  Hospital  Board, 
as  well  as  to  the  Medical  Advisory  Board,  and  is  himself  an 
X-ray  specialist.  The  Royal  Alexandra  admits  no  nurse  to 
its  training  school  until  she  has  shown  evidence  of  successful 
vaccination,  or  indicated  her  willingness  to  have  the  operation 
performed,  the  feeling  of  the  management  being  that  a  graduate 
nurse  should,  at  graduation,  be  in  a  position  to  undertake  with 
safety  the  nursing  of  small  pox  patients. 


The  directors  of  St.  Michael's  Hospital,  Toronto,  on  December 
17th,  requested  the  Board  of  Control  for  a  grant  of  $100,000 
toward  a  new  building  on  Victoria  Street,  in  the  rear  of  the 
present  hospital.  It  is  proposed  to  erect  an  extension  to  cost 
$500,000,  which  will  include  well-equipped  operating  theatres 
for  the  accommodation  of  University  students.  The  hospital 
Jias  never  previously  received  aid  from  the  city,  in  its  building 
operations. 

The  hospital  at  Summerland,  B.C.,  was  totally  destroyed  by 
fire  on  December  16th.  The  patients  and  staff  escaped  un- 
injured.    The  loss  is  $12,000. 


The  Sydenham  Maternity  Hospital,  Kingston,  has  been  taken 
over  by  the  D.S.C.R.  Capt.  Morrison  and  Lieut.-Col.  W.  T.

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Clinical  Thermometers 


GOOD  and  BAD  ===== 


Ill  line  \vlth  the  arguments  which  we  have  advanced  on  the  subject  of  Clinical  Thermometers,  in  recent 
issues  of  this  paper,  its  readers  will  be  interested  in  the  following  EXCERPT  FROM  THE  BOSTON 
TRANSCRIPT    of    January    23,    1920:— 


The  Clinical  and  Its  Functions 

"  The  clinical  thermometer  is  a  very  delicate  in- 
strument, the  use  of  which  is  largely  restricted  to 
those  who  have  been  trained  in  medicine  or  nursing. 
The  value  of  the  instrument  depends  entirely  upon 
its  ability  (1)  to  indicate  accurately  the  tempera- 
ture of  the  human  body;  (2)  to  repeat  the  same 
temperature  reading  under  the  same  conditions;  and 
(3)  to  hold  or  '  register  '  the  maximum  point  until 
such  time  as  the  practitioner  wishes  to  reset  it  for 
another    observation." 

"  The  accuracy  of  the  thermometer  depends  upon 
the  purity  of  the  mercury  used,  the  absence  of  air 
specks,  and  the  finest  possible  adjustment  of  the 
constriction  .  or  trap,  whose  working  is  microscopic 
and  which  is  the  essential  factor  in  making  the 
thermometer    '  self -registering.'  " 

"  In  regard  to  the  importance  of  securing  exact  and 
accurate  readings  from  the  clinical  thermometer,  it 
seems  scarcely  necessarj'  to  expatiate.  The  records 
which  it  provides  are  an  important  matter  to  the 
physician  in  modern  medical  practice,  both  in  de- 
termining his  diagnosis  and  in  following  and  con- 
trolling the  course  of  a  disease  through  all  its  later 
stages.  In  using  a  clinical  thermometer  it  is  neces- 
sary always  to  shake  the  mercury  down  below  normal 
before  setting  it  for  another  reading.  Thermometers 
of  poor  Quality  may  shake  do^vn  very  easily,  but 
many  of  them  shake  down  so  easily  that  they  do 
not  register  the  maximum  temperature.  This  is  per- 
haps the  worst  fault  the  clinical  thermometer  can 
have,  and  it  is  particularly  dangerous  when  used  on 
patients  suffering  from  tuberculosis,  pneumonia  or 
appendicitis." 

Determining  Upon  Its  Accuracy 

"The  problem  of  deciding  whether  a  clinical  ther- 
mometer is  accurate — whether  it  is  an  instrument  of 
error  or  a  guide  to  truth — is  very  difficult.  No  simple 
testing  by  the  eye  will  give  any  sufficient  indication, 
as  it  will  in  the  case  of  a  watch,  which  can  be 
fairly  closely  tested  by  any  observer  merely  by  com- 
parison  with   a   chronometer." 

"In  large  part  even  the  profession  has  had  to  rely 
upon  inadequate  means  of  establishing  the  quality  of 
the  clinical  thermometers  offered  for  sale,  while  the 
general  public  has  been  almost  wholly  at  the  mercy 
of  chance  in  the  premises." 

"To  test  a  clinical  thermometer  requires  special 
apparatus  and  standards  which  have  been  certified 
by   a  Bureau   of   Standards." 


How  the  Massachusetts  Law  is 
Working  Out 

■  Since  the  law  went  into  effect  in  Massachusetts 
governing  the  standardization  and  sale  of  Clinical 
Thermometers  (General  Acts  of  1917)  the  Commis- 
sioner of  Weights  and  Measures  has  been  very  active 
in  testing  Thermometers  with  reference  to  their  value 
as  measurers  of  temperature  in  the  human  body. 

"Those  instruments  were  passed  which  showed  that 
they  were  practically  safe  under  any  condition  of 
service.  Those  which  were  open  to  serious  question 
or  were  proved  to  be  dangerous  were  rejected  and 
held   for   further    observation." 

"The  first  tests  were  harrowing  and  fully  justified 
the  enactment  and  enforcement  of  the  law.  Quantities 
of  thermometers  were  picked  up  in  which  three  out 
of  four,  or  seventy-five  per  cent,  were  rejected,  while 
the  general  average  covering  the  testing  of  nearly 
10,000  thermometers  has  shown  a  rejection  of  one  out 
of  four — or  twenty-five  per  cent.  Later  tests  made 
after  the  law  had  been  in  operation  for  some  time 
show  a   decidedly   improved  condition." 

"Those  manufacturers  who  proved  to  be  making 
and  selling  reliable  thermometers  were  given  a  license 
to  certify  and  seal  them  in  their  own  laboratories. 
This  seal:  the  printed  abbreviation  'Mass.'  with  the 
manufacturer's  designating  mark,  must  appear  on 
any  clinical  thermometer  offered  for  sale  in  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts.  The  penalty  for 
offering  for  sale  unsealed  thermometers  is  a  fine  of 
fifty  dollars  for  each  thermometer  thus  exposed.  The 
man  with  the  goods  on  hand  is  the  man  whom  the 
law   holds    liable." 

"By  this  means,  the  public  is  protected,  as  each 
thermometer  is  supplied  with  a  certificate  of  accuracy, 
bearing  the  maker's  name.  If  the  thermometer  proves 
to  be  not  up  to  the  State  standard,  the  certificate 
becomes  evidence  of  malicious  fraud  and  for  this 
reason  the  manufacturer's  certificate  should  be  care- 
fully preserved  even  though  the  corrections  noted 
have   been   memorized." 

"In  testing,  it  developed  that  hundreds  of  so- 
called  certificates  had  been  issued  which,  aside  from 
the  certificate  number,  bore  no  relation  whatever  to 
the  accompanying  thermometer,  but  falsely  claimed 
to  represent  verifications  never  made.  And  very 
rarely  did  they  bear  the  manufacturer's  name." 

"The  results  obtained  after  a  year  of  earnest 
effort  in  testing  thermometers  and  inspecting  manu- 
facturing plants  are  sufficient  proof  of  the  efficiency 
of  the  department  and  the  value  of  the  laws.  With 
the  ever  widening  circle  of  the  users  of  clinical 
thermometers,  there  will  be  an  increasing  appreci- 
ation of  what  has  been  done  in  Massachusetts,  and 
it  is  to  be  hoped  a  determined  movement  on  the  part 
of  other  States  to  measure  up  to  the  level  of  In- 
dustrial honesty  established  here  in  this  matter."

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Editorials 

CHRISTIAN  HOLMES 


We  are  very  sorry  to  chronicle  the  death  in  the  Post- 
Graduate  Hospital,  New  York  City,  of  one  of  our 
highly  esteemed  editorial  contributors.  Dr.  Christian 
Holmes,  at  the  age  of  sixty-three.  Dr.  Holmes  was 
born  in  Denmark,  where  he  received  his  early  educa- 
tion, supplemented  by  courses  in  civil  engineering 
in  Germany.  On  the  death  of  his  father  he  came 
to  Cincinnati.  He  married  a  Miss  Fleischmann, 
lived  in  a  beautiful  home  (and  at  his  club)  where  he 
hospitably  entertained  many  people  who  were  drawn 
to  Cincinnati  to  see  what  will  prove  to  be  his  greatest 
monument,  the  Cincinnati  General  Hospital.  Dr. 
Holmes  spent  many  years  on  the  plans  of  this  won- 
derful institution,  visiting  all  the  best  hospitals  in 
America  and  Europe  in  order  to  secure  the  latest 
and  best  ideas  in  hospital  building  and  equipment. 
He  spent  thousands  of  dollars  out  of  his  own  pocket

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in  these  studies.  Out  of  the  wealth  of  material  he 
gathered,  Dn  Holmes  generously  gave  of  his  know- 
ledge to  other  seekers  after  information  along  this 
special  line;  and  made  several  splendid  contribu- 
tions to  hospital  literature.  He  contributed  the 
articles  on  hospitals  in  Keen's  System  of  Surgery, 
and  was  the  author  of  the  booklet  descriptive  of  the 
Cincinnati  General  Hospital.  Besides  this.  Dr. 
Holmes  owned  a  first-class  private  hospital  of  his 
own,  in  which  he  practised  his  specialty. 

The  deceased  was  one  of  the  experts  chosen  by 
the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Toronto  General  Hos- 
pital to  go  over  the  plans  of  that  magnificent  institu- 
tion. He  also  came  all  the  way  to  the  Montreal 
meeting  of  the  Canadian  Hospital  Association,  and 
gave  a  most  excellent  paper. 

Dr.  Holmes  began  his  study  of  medicine  in  the 
Miami  Medical  College,  Cincinnati,  in  1886.  He 
was  a  great  factor  in  the  amalgamation  of  his  Alma 
Mater  with  its  rival  the  Medical  College  of  Ohio 
into  the  University  of  Cincinnati  in  1909.  The  two 
colleges  became  an  integral  of  the  University  and 
Dr.  Holmes  became  the  first  dean  of  the  new  insti- 
tution. To  secure  the  union  he  assisted  in  draw- 
ing up  the  charter,  by  which  the  medical  department 
of  the  hospital  became  a  part  of  the  University 
whose  trustees  should  have  the  sole  right  to  elect  the 
staff  and  supervise  the  nursing  department. 

Dr.  Holmes  specialized  in  ophthalmology  and 
oto-laryngology.  He  was  president  of  the  American 
Academy  of  Ophthalmology  in  1901 ;  and  of  the 
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American  Ophthalmological,  Rhinological  and  Oto- 
logical  Society  in  1908-1909.  He  made. numerous 
contributions  to  medical  literature  on  his  specialty. 

Dr.  Holmes  joined  up  in  1917  as  Major  in  the 
American  M.R.C.,  and  was  given  charge  of  the  eye, 
ear,  nose  and  throat  department  of  the  Base  Hos- 
pital, Camp  Sherman,  Chillicothe,  Ohio ;  and  carried 
on  here  until  the  end  of  the  war. 

This  journal  extends  its  sympathies  to  Mrs. 
Holmes  and  her  children  in  their  great  loss. 

America  has  lost  one  of  her  best  physicians,  and 
Cincinnati  one  of  her  best  friends. 


THE    ATLANTIC    CITY    INTERCHURCH    CON- 
FERENCE   ACTION    ON    HOSPITALS 
AND  HOMES* 


At  the  Atlantic  City  World  Survey  Conference  the 
hospitals  had  their  presentation  with  the  other  lines 
of  foreign  and  home  survey. 

The  Conference,  after  a  thorough  discussion^ 
endorsed  the  Burton  Report.  This  was  referred  to 
the  General  Committee,  and  finally  received  its 
adoption. 

This  report  reveals  the  budget  construction  or 
method  of  participation  in  the  financial  campaign. 
The  care  and  completeness  of  this  method  are 
marked.

Interchurch    Movement. 
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**  The  action  in  regard  to  union  and  indepen- 
dent agencies  was  formulated  according  to  a  pre- 
vious agreement  made  at  Cleveland,  Ohio,  in 
September,  1919.  They  are  limited  to  such 
amounts  in  the  askings  as  the  denominational 
agencies  may  be  willing  to  add  to  their  respective 
ubdgets.  Hope  was  expressed  that  the  way  be 
left  open  in  the  future  for  a  careful  and  sympa- 
thetic study  of  such  institutions,  so  that  if  there 
are  ways  in  which  these,  which  have  a  distinct 
Christian  purpose,  can,  with  the  approval  of  all 
the  bodies  involved,  be  allowed  to  participate,  this 
may  be  brought  about/' 

Concerning  philanthropic  institutions  the  action 
was: 

"  That  the  budget  of  any  philanthropic  organ- 
ization shall  be  included  in  the  budget  of  the 
Interchurch  World  Movement  only  by  first  being 
included  in  the  budget  of  a  national  denomina- 
tional body,  except  that  the  budget  of  any  local 
denominational  philanthropic  organization,  which 
is  approved  by  the  denominational  authority  of 
the  State  Conference  or  other  like  area  in  which 
it  is  located,  may  be  included  in  the  denomina- 
tional budget  of  that  area." 

This  interpretation  of  "  denominational  authority  '' 
has  been  sent  to  each  hospital  from  the  Hospital 
Survey  office.

ference  or  other  like  area '  may  be  secured  by 
obtaining  a  letter  of  authorization  from  your 
'    appropriate  officer  or  officers  having  power  to 
act,  in  the  following  list,  namely: 

^'  The  President,  Clerk,  Secretary  and  Trea- 
surer of  an  Association,  a  Conference,  Presby- 
tery, Synod,  or  other  denominational  body,  or — 
^^  By  the  Bishop  of  a  Diocese  or  Bishop  of  a 
Conference,  his  cabinet  or  the  principal  officers 
of  the  Conference,  region  or  province,  or — 

"Authority  may  be  secured  from  the  officers 
of  a  Regional  Denominational  Forward  Move- 
ment, or  the  officers  or  council  of  an  Area 
Denomination  Forward  Movement." 

The  first  Interchurch  financial  campaign  is  for 
one  year  only.  To  carry  out  the  action  of  the 
Atlantic  City  Conference  and  that  of  the  General 
Committee,  the  Hospital  and  Home  Department  has 
sent  out  letters  of  authorization  to  all  church  hos- 
pials,  asking  that  they  be  returned  at  once,  so  that 
the  final  budget  may  be  completed.  The  Hospital 
and  Home  Department  of  the  Interchurch  is  plan- 
ning to  go  on  with  its  work  in  order  to  complete  a 
most  thorough,  scientific,  personal  survey  of  every 
hospital.  Each  hospital  is  to  be  rated  by  a  "Norm,'' 
formulated  after  the  most  careful  research  and 
study.  Unoccupied  fields  and  most  needy  situations 
will  be  given  special  attention. 

The  General  Committee  of  the  Interchurch  gave 
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the  following  hearty  approval  of  philanthropic  insti- 
tutions : 

"The  Conference  placed  upon  record  its  unhesi- 
tating conviction  that  the  Church  of  Christ  should 
regard  the  founding  and  maintenance  of  agencies 
of  philanthropy,  such  as  hospitals  and  homes, 
first  among  its  fundamental  obligations.  It  looks 
forward  to  such  development  of  these  agencies 
and  such  assumption  of  denominational  responsi- 
bility for  them  as  will  make  it  possible  to  present 
their  claims  in  the  largest  and  most  inclusive  way 
to  our  constituency." 
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HOSPITAL  ACCOMMODATION  FOR  THE  AGED 

AND  INCURABLE,  AND  THE   CARE  OF  THE 

DESTITUTE  POOR  OF  OUR  COMMUNITY^

In  dealing  with  the  subject  of  this  paper  it  is  my  desire  to 
indicate,  as  far  as  possible,  how  far  Alberta  as  a  community  has 
progressed  in  providing  for  the  aged,  incurable,  unfortunate  and 
destitute,  who,  while  unable  to  earn  a  living,  and  without  rela- 
tives to  whom  they  may  legitimately  look  for  support,  cannot 
properly  be  regarded  as  being  fit  subjects  for  admittance  to  our 
general  hospitals  for  an  indefinite  period.  Up  to  recent  years, 
the  great  majority  of  the  citizens  of  our  province  have  been 
young  people  and  there  has  been  a  much  smaller  proportion  of 
the  elderly  or  aged  than  exists  in  the  older  provinces.  Conse- 
quently the  need  for  a  home  for  the  aged  poor  has  not  been  so 
apparent  as  to  call  for  comment.  However,  this  state  of 
affairs  is  rapidly  passing  away  with  the  lapse  of  time  and  we 
now  have  a  sufficiently  large  proportion  of  the  aged  in  our 
community,  to  justify  our  giving  due  consideration  to  the 
matter  of  providing  respectably  and  decently  for  such  among 
them  as  have  no  proper  home  or  sufficient  means  of  support. 
Were  such  a  home  provided,  there  is  no  doubt  that  many 
who  have  an  aged  relative  dependent  upon  them,  and  whose 
means  and  conditions  of  the  home,  make  it  difficult  or  impos- 
sible to  give  proper  care  and  attention,  to  such  relative,  would 
gladly  avail  themselves  of  the  privilege  of  placing  such  depend- 
ent in  an  institute,  contributing  in  return  a  definite  amount 
per  diem  for  his  or  her  support.  The  same  institution  could 
provide  for  the  care  of  incurable  individuals,  afflicted  with  some

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disability  or  condition  which  renders  them  incapable  of  earning 
a  living  and  which  cannot  be  cured  or  improved  by  treatment 
in  a  hospital.  It  is  manifestly  inadvisable  that  the  beds  of  our 
hospitals  should  be  occupied  by  either  of  the  classes  above 
referred  to.  It  is  in  the  interests  neither  of  the  hospital  itself 
nor  of  the  incurable  or  aged  themselves,  that  the  present  lack 
of  a  home  for  such  cases,  should  lead  inevitably  to  our  hospitals 
becoming  burdened  with  the  care  of  more  or  less  individuals  of 
this  type,  sometimes  resulting  in  a  lack  of  accommodation  for 
the  sick,  who  urgently  need  hospital  care.  That  such  has 
actually  occurred  at  times,  I  am  assured  by  the  authorities  of 
two  of  our  general  hospitals  here  in  Edmonton  in  recent  years. 
As  regards  the  situation  here  in  Edmonton  it  has  been  relieved 
somewhat  by  using  the  spare  accommodation  in  our  Isolation 
Hospital  tubercular  and  measles  sub-divisions,  to  which  many 
cases  of  the  above  type  have  been  admitted,  both  from  the 
general  hospital  wards  and  from  the  outside,  in  order  to  pre- 
vent them  from  occupying  space  urgently  needed  for  acute 
cases.  At  the  present  time  we  have  an  old  man  a  paralytic  of 
90  years  of  age,  a  veteran  of  the  Crimean  War,  another  old  man 
of  about  70  years  suffering  from  chronic  asthma  and  a  third 
prematurely  old  at  65,  who  manifests  a  decided  disinclination 
to  work  at  anything.  All  of  these  cases  are  otherwise  in  good 
health  and  may  live  for  a  number  of  years,  have  no  relatives  or 
friends  to  whom  they  may  look  for  assistance  and  are  absolutely 
destitute  as  regards  money  or  property.  A  young  woman  of 
about  30  years  of  age,  having  no  definite  disease,  but  having 
been  an  invalid  during  her  life,  probably  slightly  demented 
also,  is  being  kept  there  because  of  the  financial  inability  of 
her  relatives  to  care  for  her  properly  at  home.  A  young  man 
suffering  from  a  chronic  condition  which  appears  to  be  rheu- 
matoid arthritis  is  also  under  the  care  of 'the  Isolation  Hospital 
and  may  remain  there  indefinitely  as  the  cure  of  such  a  condi- 
tion is  somewhat  doubtful.  The  fact  that  for  long  periods  mea- 
sles is  practically  non-existent,  and  that  the  number  of  cases  of 
tuberculosis  is  frequently  much  short  of  the  beds  available, 
alone  makes  it  possible  to  admit  these  cases,  but  at  any  time 
an  epidemic  of  measles   or   an  unusual   number   of  cases   of 
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tuberculosis  applying  for  admission  may  make  it  necessary 
to  find  other  accommodation  for  them.  Should  this  happen 
where  is  this  accommodation  to  be  obtained  ?  The  Provincial 
Government  has  made  arrangements  by  which  the  General 
Hospital  at  Daysland  will  take  a  limited  number  of  .such  cases, 
the  municipality  or  city  from  which  they  come  being  held  re- 
sponsible for  the  cost  of  their  upkeep.  Whether  this  hospital 
at  Daysland  could  take  all  our  cases  or  whether  the  accommoda- 
tion provided  there  is  such  as  would  be  considered  proper  and 
acceptable,  I  am  not  in  a  position  to  say.  I  think,  however, 
we  may  be  justified  in  assuming  that  having  been  built  for  a 
hospital  and  limited  in  capacity  it  is  not  such  a  home  as  any 
of  us  would  wish  our  incurable,  aged,  or  demented  relatives  to 
be  sent  to,  to  spend  their  remaining  years.  Can  any  community 
or  city  regard  itself  as  having  reached  a  high  degree  of  civiliza- 
tion when  the  only  refuge  for  such  unfortunates  is  the  spare 
wards  of  an  isolation  hospital?  It  is  evident  that  these  help- 
less derelicts  on  the  sea  of  life  could  not  only  be  maintained  in 
greater  comfort  and  happiness  in  a  suitable  home  erected  for  the 
purpose  but  with  less  cost  to  the  community  generally  than 
under  our  present  conditions  where  they  must  either  find 
shelter  and  a  home  in  our  hospitals  or  be  left  to  the  care  of 
relatives  whose  earning  capacity  is  often  interfered  with  or 
lessened  by  reason  of  the  necessity  of  providing  nursing  attend- 
ance in  the  home.  Some  time  ago,  a  committee  from  our 
Hospital  Board,  waited  upon  the  Honorable  the  Minister  of 
Health  in  regard  to  this  matter,  and  were  assured  by  him  that 
the  question  would  be  given  consideration  by  the  Provincial 
Government,  but  I  am  not  aware  that  anything  was  done  to 
advance  the  project  at.  the  late  session  of  the  Legislature.  The 
Provincial  Government  has  already  provided  an  asylum  at 
Ponoka  for  the  dangerously  insane.  Is  it  unreasonable  to 
suggest  that  it  should  similarly  provide  at  the  cost  of  the  com- 
munity generally,  a  home  or  homes  for  the  aged,  incurable,  and 
such  adult  mental  defectives  as  are  not  considered  sufficiently 
dangerous  to  be  sent  to  Ponoka?  Each  portion  of  the  com- 
munity would  then  be  bearing  its  fair  share  of  the  cost  of 
upkeep. 

Under  the  title  of  this  paper,  another  matter  may  properly 
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be  considered,  that  is  the  care  of  individuals  or  families 
requiring  public  relief.  There  are  in  every  community  certaiji 
types  of  indifferent,  intemperate,  inefficient,  unemployable, 
indolent  or  easy  going  misfits,  v^ho  would  not  achieve  success 
in  any  line  of  human  endeavor,  if  they  lived  a  thousand  years, 
and  who  drift  about  seldom  remaining  long  at  any  one  employ- 
ment, or  locality.  The  drift  of  such  cases,  however,  when 
misfortune  threatens  or  lack  of  funds,  is  practically  always 
from  the  outside  towards  the  larger  centres  of  population  and 
very  seldom  in  the  reverse  direction.  After  residence  in  the 
city  for  a  time,  a  typical  case  finding  his-  savings  all  gone, 
applies  to  the  City  Welfare  Board  for  relief  and  in  cases  where 
a  wife  and  children  are  also  concerned,  it  becomes  an  urgent 
matter  which  will  not  permit  of  delay.  The  Wielfare  Board 
gives  temporary  relief  and  the  question  of  responsibility  is  at 
once  taken  up  with  the  Provincial  authorities.  Under  «ection 
55  of  the  Provincial  Health  Regulations,  which  reads  as 
follows : — 

^'  For  the  purpose  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  and  these 
Regulations,  three  months'  residence  in  any  city,  town,  village 
or  rural  municipality  by  any  person  shall  constitute  bona  fide 
residence  of  such  city,  town,  village  or  rural  municipality,'' 
the  Provincial  Health  Officer  has  generally  ruled,  that  if  the 
case  under  question  has  resided  for  three  months  and  one  day 
in  the  city,  that  that  constitutes  citizenship  and  makes  the  city 
responsible  for  any  relief  measures  which  may  be  required 
through  life  for  the  applicant  for  assistance  or  his  family.  As 
a  result  of  the  interpretation  of  the  section  referred  to,  the 
City  of  Edmonton  in  the  past  has  been  compelled  to  assume 
financial  responsibility  for  many  cases,  which  under  no  circum- 
stances had  any  moral  claim  on  the  city  for  their  support. 
Under  this  three  months  residence  section  our  city  has  fre- 
quently given  relief  and  food  to  the  destitute,  who  previously 
had  lived  for  many  years  in  the  Province  at  'large,  and  who  had 
at  no  time  lived  in  the  city  except  for  slightly  over  the  three 
months  previous  to  becoming  dependent  on  charity. 

It  is  obvious  that  new  legislation  is  very  much  needed  or  a 
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reasonable  interpretation  of  the  legislation  we  already  have, 
on  the  part  of  Provincial  officials. 

Another  matter  that  relates  to  the  indigent  sick  of  our 
community  is  the  provision  which  is  made  for  their  care  in  our 
city  hospitals,  which  have  been  built  at  an  expenditure  of  close 
to  one  million  dollars  ($1,000,000.00)  for  which  the  debenture 
interest  and  sinking  fund  must  be  yearly  provided  by  tax- 
ation. Apart  from  this  the  cost  per  capita  per  day  for  all 
classes  of  patients,  public  and  private,  at  the  Royal  Alexandra 
Hospital  has  been  $2.69  for  the  year  1918,  and  the  deficit  over 
and  above  all  revenue  derived  from  patients  and  Government 
grant  was  $27,874.60  which  was  advanced  by  the  city.  I 
.propose  to  show  that  a  large  proportion  of  this  deficit  was  due 
to  the  unpaid  accounts  of  out  of  town  patients,  who  have  no 
financial  claim  on  the  ratepayers  of  Edmonton  whatever.  The 
following  facts  are  supplied  me  by  the  Medical  Superintendent 
of  the  Royal  Alexandra  Hospital : —

which  is  54  per  cent,  of  the  total  deficit 
though  out  of  town  patients  are  respon- 
sible for  only  slightly  over  two-fifths  of 
our  total  hospital  days. 
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If  the  whole  Government  Grant  for  all 
classes  of  patients,  whether  from  city  or 
country  be  applied  there  would  still  be 
a  debit  balance  against  the  out  of  town 

patients  of 6,090.59 

or  21.5  per  cent,  of  the  total  deficit. 

Another  method  of  arriving  at  an  understanding  as  to  the 
adequacy  of  the  Government  Grant  or  otherwise  is  as  follows : —

It  is  evident  that  if  it  is  the  intention  of  the  Provincial 
Government  to  provide  for  the  actual  cost  of  maintaining  out 
of  town  non-ratepayers  at  the  Royal  Alexandra  Hospital,  and 
by  the  grant  of  25c.  per  day  for  all  of  such  patients,  paying 
and  non-paying,  the  present  rate  of  25c.  per  day  per  patient 
falls  far  short  of  implementing  this  intention.  An  extra 
$9,748.29  of  Government  Grant  would  have  been  necessary  to 
reimburse  the  city  for  expenditure  on  out    of    town    patients 
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during  1918,  or  in  other  words  80c.  per  day  per  patient  should 
have  been  the  grant  instead  of  25c.  It  should  also  be  noted 
that  the  figures  quoted  include  charges  for  seven  months  for 
out  of  town  patients  at  rates  increased  to  $2.25,  $3.25  and 
$4.50  per  day  for  public,  semi-private  and  private  wards 
respectively. 

The  ratepayers  of  the  city  are  bearing  a  heavy  burden  of 
taxation  to  keep  up  the  interest  on    debentures    and    sinking 
fund,  which  must  be  raised  yearly  on  the  capital  investment 
of  the  Royal  Alexandra  Hospital.  Shall  they,  in  addition,  con- 
tinue  to   submit   to   the   manifest    injustice   of   bearing   over 
two-thirds  of  the  deficit  due  to  the    maintenance    of    out    of 
town  patients  ?     Surely  not  without  protest.     It  is  to  be  hoped 
that  if  proper  representation  be  made  to  the  Provincial  author- 
ities regarding  this  matter,  that  a  sense  of  fairness  and  absolute 
justice  will  induce  them  to  increase  the  grant  sufficiently  to 
cover  all  deficits  due  to  and  incurred  by  out  of  town  patients 
whom  we  are  obliged  to  admit  to  our  hospitals  whether  paying 
or  indigent  so  long  as  accommodation  is  not  fully  taken  up. 

I  do  not  desire  to  unduly  criticise  the  Provincial  Govern- 
ment in  connection  with  the  matters  referred  to  in  this  paper. 
The  extremely  rapid  development  of  the  Province  has  as  we 
are  aware  thrown  upon  that  Government  heavy  responsibilities, 
and  no  doubt  the  pre-occupation  due  to  purely  Provincial 
matters,  has  prevented  it  from  giving  due  attention  to  financial 
and  community  responsibilities  in  which  municipalities  such 
as  Edmonton  participate.  That  Edmonton  and  probably  other 
cities  also  have  voluntarily  assumed  an  undue  share  of  financial 
responsibility  or  have  had  that  responsibility  thrust  upon  them 
by  Provincial  regulations  is  apparent  and  the  time  has  now 
come  to  endeavor  to  have  these  matters  adjusted  on  an 
equitable  and  fair  basis,  without  losing  that  co-operation  be- 
tween city  and  country  which  is  desirable.

TORONTO  GENERAL  HOSPITAL  HAS  A  GREAT 

HISTORY 


Dating  back  to  the  anxious  days  of  the  beginning  of  the 
nineteenth  century,  Toronto  General  Hospital  is  this  year  cele- 
brating its  hundredth  birthday  of  service  to  the  city  and  Prov- 
ince, and.  a  still  greater  area.  From  the  far  ends  of  the  Dom- 
inion and  over  the  border  have  come  patients  to  find  healing  and 
a  new  lease  of  life,  through  the  efficient  treatment  and  care  given 
in  this  splendidly  equipped  institution. 

To  mark  the  centenary  of  the  hospital,  it  was  decided  last 
fall  by  those  interested  in  its  welfare  and  proud  of  its  prestige, 
to  inaugurate  a  campaign  to  wipe  out  the  debt  still  remaining, 
amounting  to  $835,000.  It  was  further  decided  to  ask  two  of 
the  partners  in  the  hospital,  the  city  and  the  university,  each 
to  give  grants  amounting  to  $125,000.'  The  rest  was  to  be 
raised  by  private  subscriptions.  So  generous  has  the  response 
already  been  that  it  is  believed  with  some  continued  effort  the 
hospital  will  be  free  from  debt  before  the  end  of  the  year,  and 
able  to  face  its  one  hundred  and  first  birthday  with  a  clean  sheet 
on  the  debit  side. 

Tribute  to  Heroes. 

Just  as  war  memorials,  in  the  form  of  halls,  hospitals  and 
other  welfare  buildings,  are  springing  up  to-day  to  commemo- 
rate the  heroism  of  those  who  have  laid  down  their  lives  in  the 
great  war,  so  the  first  York  (Toronto)  General  Hospital,  erected 
in  1820  on  the  north-west  corner  of  King  and  John  streets,  was 
a  tribute  to  the  gallant  men  who  fell  in  the  war  of  1812,  and  by 
their  bravery  and  loyalty  to  king  and  country  made  possible 
flic  establishment  of  the  York  General  Hospital. 

Through  the  suffering  occasioned  in  the  war  of  1812,  the 
people  of  Little  York  came  to  realize  how  great  was  the  neces- 
sity for  hospital  accommodation,  and  as  soon  as  possible  there- 
after initiated  a  movement  to  meet  this  need.     The  Loyal  and 
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Patriotic  Society  of  the  times  came  to  the  rescue  with  a  donation 
of  funds. 

In  a  history  of  the  Toronto  General  Hospital,  written  in  the 
year  the  new  College  Street  hospital  was  opened,  1913,  Dr.  C. 
K.  Clarke,  the  superintendent,  said:  "The  striking  fact  is 
brought  out,  too,  that  from  the  very  inception  of  the  Toronto 
General  Hospital  it  was  the  centre  of  medical  education,  and  in 
its  wards  were  trained  the  men  who  were  to  place  medicine  in 
Upper  Canada  on  a  pedestal  worthy  of  the  traditions  of  a  great

piofession.  On  its  staff  were  to  be  found  those  w^hose  work  has 
been  recognized  throughout  the  world,  so  that  to-day  the  old 
hospital  has  established  for  itself  a  reputation  to  be  envied  and 
admired.  .  .  .  The  University  of  Toronto  and  the  General 
Hospital  are  indissolul)ly  united,  and  any  glory  achieved  by  one 
is  inevitably  reflected  in  the  other." 

The  first  hospital,  it  is  stated,  was  a  plain,  two-storey,  red 
brick  structure,  standing  precisely  north  and  south  and  east  and 
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west,  the  main  building  107  feet  long  by  60  feet  wide.  In  1850 
it  was  written  of  the  hospital :  '^  The  number  of  patients  in  the 
liO'spital  may  be,  said  to  generally  average  about  one  hundred. 
The  internal  arrangement  is  very  complete,  and  the  patients, 
besides  being  well  provided  for  with  regard  to  dietary,  have  the 
benefit  of  the  very  best  surgical  and  medical  attention.  This 
hospital  has  acquired  a  deservedly  high  reputation,  and  is  re- 
sorted to  by  invalids  from  all  parts  of  Canada,  and  in  some  in- 
stnmces  from  the  Lower  Provinces  and  the  United  States." 

From  1825  to  1828  the  hospital  was  occupied  as  temporary 
Parliament  buildings,  and  from  1829-56  for  the  original  pur- 
pose for  which  it  was  intended,  when  it  was  superseded  by  a 
new,  more  commodious  and  more  modern  hospital,  erected  on 
Gerrard  Street,  and  opened  to  receive  patients  in  1855.  By 
1853  land  about  the  old  hospital  square  had  become  so  valuable 
that  the  trustees  resolved  to  erect  a  more  commodious  building 
in  a  less  frequented  part  of  the  town,  selecting  a  site  on  some  of 
their  land  near  Parliament  Street. 

The  hospital  continued  in  operation  until  1868,  but  became 
so  embarrassed  financially  that  it  could  not  carry  on  the  work 
with  success.  In  August,  1868,  the  doors  were  closed  to  patients, 
a  condition  of  affairs  which  aroused  the  city  to  the  extent  of 
making  a  small  grant  to  meet  the  more  pressing  liabilities.  It 
was  at  this  point  that  Government  aid  was  first  obtained,  and  in 
Angust,  1869,  patients  were  once  more  admitted. 

Thanks  to  a  bequest  of  $10,000  in  1875  from  Erland  Er- 
landson,  of  Port  Hope,  and  a  donation  of  $6,000  from  Mr. 
Gentle,  of  Montreal,  necessary  repairs  and  alterations  were 
made.  Old-fashioned  stoves  which  had  heated  the  hospital  were 
sent  to  the  scrap  heap,  steam  heating  introduced,  bathrooms  and 
the  modern  plumbing  of  the  day  installed.  Additions  were  sub- 
sequently made  to  the  hospital  proper,  until  it  comprised  six 
separate  buildings,  with  a  capacity  of  400  beds. 

Apropos  the  regulations  which  have  prohibited  all  visiting 
the  General  Hospital  during  the  smallpox  epidemic,  it  is  related 
that  during  a  similar  epidemic  in  which  large  numbers  of  small- 
pox patients  were  cared  for  in  the  hospital  in  the  '70's,  there  was 
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J 10  rule  of  the  hospital  to  prevent  friends  from  visiting  "  th(; 
smallpox  patients  if  they  wished  to  do  so.  There  was  no  regu- 
larly appointed  Medical  Health  Officer,  the  only  ambulance  be- 
ing a  bread  wagon  which  was  pressed  into  service. 

The  big  modern  development  in  connection  with  the  General 
Hospital  was  the  decision  to  move  it  from  Gerrard  Street  to  the 
present  site  on  College  Street,  and  erect  a  building  up-to-the- 
uiinute  in  construction  and  equipment. 

Even  before  the  year  1900  the  Misses  Shields  had  decided 
to  leave,  as  a  memorial  to  a  brother,  a  sum  amounting  to  at 
least  $100,000  for  an  emergency  department,  provided  a  new 
liospital  was  built.  The  new  hospital  scheme  was  further  made 
possible  in  1904,  when  the  late  Mr.  Cawthra  Mulock  announced 
to  jNIr.  Flavelle  that  he  was  willing  to  donate  $100,000  to  the 
Toronto  General  Hospital  to  erect,  equip  and  furnish  a  separate 
wing  as  an  out-patients'  department. 

The  men  of  vision  who  dreamed  of  the  new  hospital  re- 
cognized that  the  site  selected  should  be  in  close  proximity  to 
the  University,  hence  the  choice  fell  on  the  College  Street  pro- 
^:>erty. 

Mr.  J.  C.  Eaton  undertook  to  erect  the  surgical  wing  at  a 
.'ost  of  not  less  than  $280,000.  Messrs  W.  E.  Bundle  and  Mark 
H.  Irish  established  a  citizens'  committee  to  make  an  extensive 
canvass.  Mr.  George  Cox  and  Mrs.  Massey  Treble  each  gave 
$100,000.  The  gift  of  the  Misses  Shields  eventually  amounted 
to  nearly  $200,000. 

And  so,  the  hospital  was  built,  at  a  cost  of  between  three- 
and  a  half  and  four  million  dollars.  To-day.  it  could  not  be- 
duplicated,  it  is  said,  for  seven  million  dollars. 

As  in  the  days  of  its  early  history,  the  Toronto  General  Hos- 
pital still  co'utinues  to  have  generous,  loyal  friends,  among  these- 
none  more  devoted  to  its  welfare  than  Sir  Joseph  Flavelle  and' 
Mr.  P.  C.  Larkin,  each  of  whom  has  been  a  large  subscriber  tO' 
the  Centenary  Fund. 

Since  the  Toronto  General  Hospital  began  its  career  in  the- 
rrd  brick,  four-square  building  on  the  corner  of  King  and  elohn 
Streets,  it  has  seen  the  City  of  Toronto  grow  up  from  a  small 
town  to  a  big  city,  and  Canada  become  a  great  Dominion,, 
stretched  from  coast  to  coast. 
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The  old  Gerrard  Street  Hospital  did  its  bic  horoicaliy  as  a 
military  base  hospital  throughout  the  great  world  war. 

Perhaps  most  significant  of  all,  from  a  hospital  standpoint, 
are  the  changes  and:  advances  in  medical  science  and  hospital 
methods  and  equipment  witnessed  in  one  hundred  years,  the 
progress  made  in  the  direction  of  life  saving  and  prevention  of 
unnecessary  suffering  and  death. 

Referring  to  this  Dr.  ^N".  A.  Powell,  surgeon  in 
charge  of  the  Emergency  Department,  who  had  been  teaching  in 
the  hospital  since  1887,  said:  ^'  Modern  medicine  has  had  five 
great  developing  elements.  First,  there  is  anesthesia,  dating 
back  to  October  16th,  1846.  Secondly,  there  is  antisepsis,  in- 
troduced by  Lister  in  1869,  and  adopted  definitely  in  the  To- 
ronto General  Hos])ital  after  1885.  In  the  third  place,  there 
was  the  development  of  bacteriology  in  1884  or  '85.  In  the 
fourth  place,  there  was  the  introduction  of  scientific  after-care 
in  surgical  cases,  represented  by  the  nursing  movement.  In  the 
fifth  place,  the  X-ray  developments  have  made  medical  and 
surgical  science  inestimably  moTe  effective. 

"  The  last  thirty  j-ears  have  witnessed  more  advance  in 
surgery  than  the  previous  thirty  centuries,  since  the  adoption 
of  Lister's  discovery.  I  have  said  before  of  Lister,  and  welcome 
the  opportunity  to  say  again,  that  it  has  been  given  to  him  to 
.confer  ou  humanity  a  benefit  greater  and  more  lasting  than  ha? 
been  given  to  any  other  man  who.  has  walked  this  earth.  Anti- 
septic surgery  has  performed  miracles  in  life  saving. 

'^  Before  the  discovery  of  anesthesia,  it  w^as  necessary  to  per- 
form all  major  as  well  as  minor  operations  without  relief  for 
the  patients,  w^ho  in  large  numbers  died  from  shock. 

'^  Xot  only  have  we  the  aid  of  anesthesia  and  antisepsis  to- 
day, but  also  as  our  ally  the  X-ray  to  locate  exactly  the  seat  of 
trouble. 

''  All  injuries  are  X-rayed  and  thus  the  exact  location  of  a 
fracture  and  its  nature  can  be  promptly  and  accurately  dis- 
covered. 

"  One  of  the  greatest  evolutions  in  the  hospital  service  has 
been  in  the  after  care,  or  nursing. 

^'  It  was  not  until  almost  the  eighties  that  regular  trained 
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nursing  service  was  established  in  the  Toronto  General.  Who 
did  the  nursing  previous  to  the  eighties  ?  Old  women,  not  very 
well  paid  or  skilled  at  that,  and  ward  orderlies. 

"  The  first  trained  nurse  to  graduate  in  an  American  hos- 
pital was  Linda  Richards,  who  received  her  degree  from  the 
Bellevue  Ho'spital,  'New  York,  in  1875.  She  subsequently  had 
an  important  part  in  establishing  nursing  schools  all  over  the 
country. 

''  In  order  to  give  an  idea  of  the  kind  of  women  that  fre- 
quently were  engaged  to  do  nursing  before  that,  a  disreputable 
old  woman  was  arrested  one  night  in  New  York  for  being  drunk 
and  disorderly.  At  the  Police  Court  she  was  given  her  choice 
of  going  to  the  hosi^ital  to  nurse  for  one  month  or  going  to  jail 
for  two  months.  That  is  hoAV  the. nursing  profession  used  to  be 
regarded. 

"The  beginning  of  the  modern  efficient  nursing  training  in 
the  Toronto  General  Hospital  began  when  Miss  Mary  A.  Snive- 
ly,  a  graduate  of  the  Bellevue  Training  School,  New  York,  as- 
sumed the  duties  of  superintendent  in  1884." 

In  1880  the  Board  of  Trustees  had  become  seized  of  the 
necessity  for  reform  in  the  nursing  service,  and  determined 
to  institute  a  training  school.  Though  a  woman  oi  education, 
culture,  and  refinement,  the  first  superintendent  did  not  ha\'e 
the  necessary  scientific  and  technical  training.  Her  etforts, 
however,  resulted  in  the  graduation  of  the  first  class  in  1883-84. 

Apropos  the  tribute  of  Dr.  Powell  to  Lister,  and  the 
triumphs  made  possible  in  surgery  through  the  antisepsis,  it  is 
stated  that  before  Lister's  discovery,  mortality  from  compound 
fracture  of  tlie  leg  in  the  Toronto  General  Hospital  was  as  high 
as  forty  per  cent.  Since  the  new  hospital  was  opened  in  1913, 
not  oue  patient  in  the  Emergency  Department  has  succumbed 
as  a  result  of  such  an  accident. 

And  still,  with  all  it  has  achieved,  the  Toronto  General 
Hospital  is  daily  introducing  innovatioais  and  features  of  ser- 
vice to  increase  its  disease-preventing  and  health-restoring  value 
to  the  community,  which  benefits  by  its  ministry,  a  community 
that  grows  as  the  fame  of  the  efficiency  of  the  hospital  goes  far 
tiTul  wide. 
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FORTY-FOURTH    ANNUAL    REPORT    OF    THE 

HOSPITAL    FOR    SICK    CHILDREN    AND 

LAKESIDE   HOME,  TORONTO 


In  the  Forty-fourth  Annual  Eeport  of  the  Hospital  for  Sick 
Children  is  a  record  of  service  which  surpasses  that  of  any 
previous  year. 

While  the  world-wide  increase  in  the  cost  of  living  could 
not  fail  to  affect  this  hospital,  yet  it  is  noted  that  the  daily 
cost  of  caring  for  each  sick  child  was,  by  strict  economy,  kept 
within  thirteen  cents  of  last  year's  figures ;  and  it  is  because  of 
the  larger  number  of  little  patients  who  occupied  the  Hospital 
wards,  a  daily  average  of  223,  as  against  192  in  1918,  that  the 
financial  statement  shows  an  increase  of  $19,205  in  the 
amount  of  the  bank  overdraft.  Thus  the  deficit  on  mainten- 
ance account  is  now  $109,043.72. 

The  work  last  year  passed  the  record.  The  number  of 
patients  was  greater  than  in  any  previous  year,  and  the  work 
iu  every  department  increased. 

From  the  1st  of  October,  1918,  to  the  30th  of  September, 
1919,  the  total  number  of  patients  admitted  was  5,065,  an  in- 
crease of  17  over  1918.  Of  these  2,260  were  girls  and  2,085 
boys;   1,901  were  medical  cases  and  3,147  surgical. 

The  largest  number  of  in-patients  treated  in  any  one  day 
was  280 ;  the  smallest,  173 ;  and  the  daily  average,  223. 

Of  the  total  5,065  in-patients,  760  were  admitted  from  271 
places  outside  of  Toronto.  In  1918  there  were  759  from  266 
places. 

The  total  number  of  out-patient  attendances  ^vas  36,697. 
Of  these  15,496  were  girls  and  21,201  boys. 

The  largest  number  of  out-patients  in  any  one  day  was 
268;  the  smallest  84;  and  the  daily  average  110. 

The  total  number  of  surgical  operations  performed  in  1919 
was  5,257,  an  increase  of  1,073  over  the  previous  year;  in  the 
in-patient  department  3,008,  and  in  the  out-patient  2,249, 
where  also  many  minor  operations  were  performed  which  are 
not  tabulated. 
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The  total  number  of  days  treatment  for  1919  for  the  5.065 
in-patients  was  79,461.  The  average  day's  sta}^  of  each  pat- 
ient was  16.  The  previous  year  the  total  number  of  days  of 
hospital  care  was  70,153,  almost  10,000  less. 

This  average  days'  stay  is  found  by  dividing  the  total 
number  of  in-patients,  5,065,  into  the  total  days'  stay,  79,461, 
of  all  patients  in  the  Hospital  for  the  year. 

The  tabulated  returns  show  the  work  accomplished  in  other 
departments.  The  total  number  of  patients  treated  was  5,065 
in  the  wards,  and  36,697  in  the  out-patient  clinics.  The  total 
expenditure  was  $335,339.39,  which  works  out,  for  purposes 
of  easy  comparison,  at  $3.44  per  day  per  cot  patient,  and  that 
is  just  thirteen  cents  more  than  last  year,  which,  in  view  of 
the  universally  higher  prices  and  the  urgent  necessity  for 
many  repairs,  proves  praiseworthy  economy  on  the  part  of  the 
Hospital  staff. 

By  the  average  citizen  a  hospital  is  usually  thought  of  as  a 
great  sick  room.  The  direct  care,  of  the  patients  is  a  feature 
which  makes  the  most  natural  and  immediate  appeal  to  the 
philanthropic  sentiment,  and  the  care  of  children,  most  of  all ; 
and  yet  there  are  other  phases  of  the  work  of  the  Hospital  for 
Sick  Children  whose  results  tend  to  aid  and  strengthen,  not 
only  children,  but  adults  as  well  throughout  the  province. 

The  clinics  for  medical  students,  held  by  foremost  physi- 
cians and  surgeons,  ensure  not  only  to  the  patients  the  best 
skill  anywhere  available,  but  also  furnish  the  doctors  of  to- 
morrow an  advanced  knowledge  of  the  healing  art,  which  in- 
evitably makes  for  the  physical  welfare  of  the  entire  province ; 
while  the  University  of  Toronto  has  come  to  a  full  realization 
of  the  value  of  the  tuitional  side  of  hospital  work,  and  by  a 
liberal  system  of  endowments  has  made  it  financially  possible 
for  several  of  its  professors  in  medicine  to  place  a  great  por- 
tion of  their  time  at  the  disposal  of  the  hospital.  Though  the 
Hospital  for  Sick  Children,  in  accordance  with  its  settled 
policy,  retains  its  full  independence  from  any  measure  of  out- 
side control,  a  method  of  close  co-operation  with  the  University 
has  been  evolved,  from  which  may  be  safely  foretold  gratify- 
ino'  results  in  the  near  future. 
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This  is  an  educational  event  of  prime  importance,  and  the 
Trustees  desire  to  place  on  record  their  lively  recognition  of 
the  broad  vision  and  public  spirit  of  Sir  John  Craig  Eaton, 
whose  splendid  gift  to  the  University  of  Toronto  has  allowed 
this  institution  to  increase  its  professional  personnel  in  a  way 
which  would  not  have  been  otherwise  possible. 

The  training  school  for  nurses  of  the  Hospital  for  Sick 
Children  affords  young  women  an  unsurpassed  preparation  for 
the  noble  profession  which  they  are  to  carry  on  in  the  city  and 
province.  Here  the  Hospital  has  linked  in  with  Public 
Health  work,  and  the  method  of  co-ordination  between  the 
Hospital,  the  schools  and  the  homes  has  been  paid  the  compli- 
ment of  imitation  in  several  municipalities.  Every  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  in  Ontario  knows  the  value  of  this  phase  of 
the  work,  and  the  system  employed  is  being  very  generally 
adopted,  but  without  an  unfailing  supply  of  thoroughly  equip- 
ped graduate  nurses  it  must  fall  short  of  success.  The  public, 
therefore,  cannot  fail  to  recognize  the  claim  of  the  school  for 
the  generous  support  necessary  to  maintain  its  notable  effi- 
ciency. 

A  candidate  should  remember  that  there  are  great  differ- 
ences in  the  various  Training  Schools  for  Nurses,  and  she 
should  select  the  best  school  that  her  qualifications  entitle  her 
to  enter.  The  best  schools  are  those  that  have  the  most  exper- 
ience to  offer;  the  best  equipped  teachers  and  classrooms;  that 
do  not  overwork  the  pupils;  that  furnish  good  living  con- 
ditions ;  that  look  after  sick  nurses  carefully ;  and  that  pre- 
pare pupils  adequately  for  more  than  one  branch  of  nursing. 
The  prestige  of  the  school  and  reputation  of  the  alumnae 
should  be  carefully  considered.  The  location  has  also  much 
to  do  with  the  opportunities  a  pupil  may  enjoy  when  off  duty. 

The  Training  School  of  the  Hospital  for  Sick  Children 
offers  a  very  thorough  and  complete  training.  At  the  end  of 
the  three  years'  course  the  graduates  from  this  school  are 
fully  qualified  to  take  place  with  other  nurses,  and  stand 
second  to  none  in  the  profession. 
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The  universal  recognition  of  the  importance  of  the  nurs- 
ing of  children  is  "evidenced  in  the  fact  that  application  was 
made,  and  we  are  accepting  pupil  nurses  from  three  different 
hospitals,  in  order  that  they  may  obtain  some  experience  in 
the  nursing  of  sick  children. 

I^umerous  applications  for  post  graduate  work  have  been 
received  during  the  past  year,  and  at  present  a  graduate  nurse 
from  Vancouver  is  taking  a  six  months'  course. 

It  is  obvious,  therefore,  when  graduate  nurses  are  apply- 
ing for  a  course  in  children's  work,  that  the  value  of  the  train- 
ing which  the  Hospital  for  Sick  Children  offers  cannot  be 
over-estimated. 

Only  a  visit  to  the  Hospital  would  convey  an  idea  of  the 
immense  amount  of  modern  equipment  required  by  a  hospi- 
tal. The  Pasteurizing  plant,  for  instance,  has  a  daily  output 
of  almost  two  thousand  bottles  of  germless  milk  and  baby 
feedings;  and  the  laundry  handled  over  2,000,000  pieces  in 
the  past  year,  not  merely  washing,  but  sterilizing  them  as  well. 
The  refrigerating  plant  produces  each  day  the  equivalent  of  12 
tons  of  ice. 

As  a  token  of  the  true  friendship  shown  them  by  Sir  John 
Craig  Eaton,  the  employees  of  the  T.  Eaton  Co.  have  presented 
in  his  honor  a  much-needed  addition  to  the  X-Ray  Depart- 
ment. This  is  now  under  the  direction  of  Dr.  A.  H.  Rolph, 
and  the  Trustees  are  confident  that  not  only  will  the  amplified 
service  meet  all  the  Hospital's  own  requirements,  but  that  a 
considerable  revenue  will  be  derived  from  plates  and  fluor- 
scopic  readings  for  outside  cases.  Sincere  gratitude  is  felt  to- 
wards the  donors,  who  gave  permanent  expression  of  their 
good-will  towards  their  employer  by  following  him  into  the 
field  of  his  own  benefactions— the  welfare  of  the  sick  and 
needy. 

Dr.  J.  H.  Erb  has  been  placed  in  charge  of  the  Pathologi- 
cal Department.  From  the  examinations  made  here  come  the 
clues  which  enable  the  visiting  staff  to  solve  pathological  pro- 
blems, and  thus  contribute  to  both  medical  advance  in  general 
and  to  the  Hospital's  high  record  of  cures  in  particular.

British  Columbia  Hospital  Association  Convention 
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This  year,  for  the  first  time  since  the  outbreak  of  war,  the 
Lakeside  Home  for  Little  Children — the  summer  annex  of 
the  Hospital — was  reopened,  and  this  was  made  possible  by 
the  generosity  of  Sir  Edmund  Osier,  who  was  insistent  that 
the  convalescent  patients  should  not  be  denied  their  longed- 
for  outing.  Owing  to  the  press  of  applicants  for  hospital  care, 
the  city  institution  was  also  kept  going  during  the  summer  at 
about  full  capacity.  On  one  day  there  were  105  children  at 
the  Lakeside  Home  and  183  at  the  main  hospital.  The  total 
number  of  youngsters  who  benefited  by  the  lake  breezes  was 
273. 

The  Hospital  has  no  endowment  fund  to  fall  back  upon. 
To  avoid  possible  misunderstanding,  the  Trustees  desire  to  in- 
form the  public  that  it  draws  nothing  from  any  joint  appeals 
made  on  behalf  of  the  federated  charities  of  Toronto.  More 
than  half  the  Hospital's  daily  income  must  be  derived  from 
private  benefactions. 

Every  minute  fifty  cents  must  be  found  to  keep  open  the 
doors  of  a  great  charity,  which  have  never  been  closed  against 
any  sick  child. 

In  view  of  the  record  of  service  shown  by  this  forty-fourth 
annual  report  which  the  Trustees  have  now  the  honor  to  sub- 
mit to  their  fellow-shareholders  in  this  great  and  open  corpor- 
ation of  child  welfare,  it  is  confidently  expected  that  the 
money  necessary  to  carry  on  will  be  forthcoming  in  abundant 
measure. 

SANITARIUM  TRAINING 

An  educational  feature  which  should  have  far-reaching  ef- 
fects is  noted  in  the  sanitarium  training  which  is  adopted  by 
the  University  of  Manitoba  as  a  formal  part  of  the  training  of 
fifth  year  students.  The  new  departure  commenced  with  the 
session  of  1919-20.  The  Manitoba  Sanitarium  since  1918  gave 
instruction  in  the  diagnosis  and  treatment  of  tuberculosis  to 
young  graduates  in  medicine  and  senior  medical  students. 
About  twenty  or  twenty-five  men  have  been  in  residence  at  the 
sanitarium,  usually  for  from  two  weeks  to  a  month  at  least. 
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The  Manitoba  institution  is  credited  with  having  been  the  first 
on  the  continent  of  its  kind  to  give  the  opportunity  of  such  in- 
struction, and  to  have  affiliation  for  this  purpose  with  a  uni- 
versity medical  school.

HOSPITAL  HELPER  HONORED 

On  January  4th  a  memorial  service  was  held  at  the  General 
and  Marine  Hospital,  CoUingwood,  when  a  bronze  tablet  was 
unveiled  to  the  memory  of  the  late  Mrs.  W.  J.  Bassett,  who 
was  an  active  member  of  the  Managing  Board  from  the  incep- 
tion of  the  hospital  in  1890  until  her  death  in  June,  1918,  also 
president  of  the  board  for  thirteen  years,  and  honorary  presi- 
dent when  she  died.  The  unveiling  was  performed  by  an  old 
friend  and  associate  of  the  board,  ^Mrs.  Meacham,  and  the  ser- 
vice was  conducted  by  Rev.  S.  Farley,  M.A.,  in  the  presence 
of  the  lady  managers  and  the  members  of  the  Trustee  Board. 
W.  A.  Hogg,  President  of  the  Trustees,  presided. 
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TO  REORGANIZE  HOSPITAL 

The  reorganization  of  the  Kingston  General  Hospital  has  been 
commenced.  The  hospital  will  be  enlarged  to  give  the  clinical 
material  necessary  for  Queen's  Medical  College  and  prevent 
removal  of  the  department  to  Ottawa.  It  is  proposed  to  spend 
$750,000  in  the  next  three  years.  It  has  been  decided  to  se- 
cure a  medical  superintendent  and  the  salary  has  been  fixed  at 
.$5,000. 


OTHER  NAMES  TO  HOSPITALS  NOT  MILITARY 

FiiKTiFEE  indication  of  the  approach  of  complete  demobilization 
is  shown  by  a  change  of  name  of  a  number  of  Canadian  military 
hospitals.  With  the  exception  of  such  institutions  as  will  be 
required  for  the  permanent  forces,  and  those  which  were  not. 
required  by  the  department,  all  except  five  of  the  hospitals 
hitherto  directed  by  the  Canadian  Army  Medical  Corps  have 
been  transferred  to  the  Department  of  Soldiers'  Civil  Ee-es- 
lablishment,  and,  with  the  change  of  management,  the  word 
"  military  "  has  been  deleted  from  each  title,  showing  that  they 
have  become  civilian  institutions. 

Eight  hospitals  transferred  to  the  Department  of  Soldier's 
C^ivil  Re-establishment  at  Kingston,  Montreal,  Toronto,  Winni- 
peg, Calgary,  Strathcona,  Esquimalt  and  Halifax  will  now  be 
known  as  follows:  Sydenham,  St.  Anne's,  College  Street,  Deer 
Lodge,  Col.  Belcher,  South  Edmonton,  Esquimalt  and  Camp 
Hill. 

The  general  treatment  hospitals  now  operated  by  the  De- 
partment of  Soldiers'  Civil  Ee-establishment  afford  accom- 
modation for  approximately  5,000  patients.  In  addition,  the 
Medical  Service  of  the  Department  of  Soldiers'  Civil  Re-estab- 
lishment has  arrangements  by  which  the  patients  are  admitted 
to  general  hospitals  in  various  cities  throughout  Canada. 

On  15th  January,  1920,  there  were  6,902  in-patients  on 
the  strength  o-f  the  Department  of  (Soldiers'  Civil  Re-establish- 
ment. This  total  includes  1,813  tuberculosis,  696  insane,  100 
long  treatment  cases,  and  4,100  general  treatment  cases.     In 
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addition,  1,424  patients  are  shown  as  out-patients,  making  a 
total  nnmber  of  patients  on  the  strength  of  the  department  of 
8,326.  During  the  week  ending  15th  January,  1920,  the  medi- 
cal service  gave  7,587  dispensary  treatments  and  provided 
medical  care  for  776  vocational  students.  . 

A  statement  issued  by  the  Department  of  Militia  and  De- 
fence indicates  gratifying  progress  in  the  demobilization  of 
patients  in  military  hospitals.  A  year  ago  there  were  in  mili- 
tary hospitals  in  Great  Britain  48,000  Canadian  patients.  At 
this  date  there  are  practically  no  Canadian  soldiers  in  hospitals 
in  Great  Britain.  In  military  hospitals  in  Canada  the  number 
has  been  redfuced  below  3,000. 

The  only  hospitals  now  remaining  under  the  management 
of  the  Department  of  Militia  are:  Cobourg  Military  Hospital. 
Cohourg;  Dominion  Orthopedic  Hospital,  Toronto;  St.  An- 
drew's Military  Hospital,  Toronto;  Manitoba  Military  Hos- 
pital, Winnipeg;  Esquimalt  Military  Hospital,  Victoria. 

The  system  is  to  discharge  from  military  service  those 
invalids  whose  medical  condition  has  reached  finality.  Should 
they  require  further  prolonged  treatment,  it  is  received  in  the 
hospitals  of  the  Department  of  Soldiers'  Civil  Re-establishment. 
The  patients  in  these  hospitals  have  ceased  to  be  soldiers  and 
now  rank  as  civilians.  The  staffs  are  also  composed  of  civilians, 
although  in  most  cases  the  doctors  and  nurses  have  served  in  the 
Canadian  Expeditionary  Force.  The  process  above  referred 
to  is  going  on  quietly  and  steadily,  and  it  is  hoped  that  in  the 
near  future  one  or  more  of  the  five  remaining  military  hospitals 
in  Canada  will  be  transferred  to  the  Department  of  Soldiers' 
Civil  Re-establishment.  The  results  obtained  in  the  respect 
mentioned  have  been  most  gratifying  to  the  military  authorities. 


HOSPITAL  FOR  THE  EAST  END  TORONTO 


Ald  Hiltz  introduced  a  large  deputation  to  the  Board  of  Con- 
trol, Toronto,  on  January  21,  demanding  a  civic  hospital  in 
some  central  location  east  of  the  Don.  It  was  stated  that  tliis 
portion  of  the  city  contained  100,000  people,  and  that  the  Gen- 
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eral  Hospital  took  three-quarters  of  an  hour  to  reach.  The 
hospital  accommodation  in  the  city  as  a  whole  is  insufficient,  it 
was  added. 

Rev.  Mr.  Powell,  a  Board  of  Education  trustee,  in  reply  to 
the  Mayor,  said  they  desired  the  city  to  build  the  institution. 
Geo.  Shields,  another  speaker,  said  the  same  proposition  was 
up  before  the  war,  but  there  was  some  dispute  as  to  the  site,  and 
the  whole  matter  was  thrown  overboard.  '^  We  want  a  hospi- 
tal where  a  man  can  go  without  pauperizing  himself,"  lie 
asserted. 

W.  -D.  Robbins  declared  that  medical  men  had  stated  it  was 
impossible  to  get  into  the  General  Hospital. 

Dr.  McDonald,  president  of  the  ^orth  Riverdale  Rate- 
payers' Association,  pointed  out  the  necessity  for  additional 
hospital  accommodation  in  the  city,  and  east  of  the  Don  in  par- 
ticular. 

'^  If  you  were  taken  ill  to-day,  Mr.  Mayor,"  he  said,  "  you 
could  not  obtain  a  private  or  semi-private  ward  in  any  hospital 
in  this  city  unless  you  put  someone  else  out  of  their  room." 

'^  He  would  not  do  that,"  interrupted  Controller  Cameron. 

"  In  cases  of  emergency,"  continued  the  doctor,  ^'  I  have 
spent  a  half  an  hour  on  the  phone  looking  for  accommodation, 
and  have  only  been  able  to  obtain  it  in  public  wards." 

Alderman  Hiltz  assumed  that  they  had  covered  the  point 
that  accommodation  was  needed  east  of  the  Don.  He  claimed 
that  the  hospital  problem  was  a  municipal  one  and  not  sectional, 
and  that  the  city  officials  should  take  the  initiative  in  solving 
it.  He  suggested  that  a  certain  amount  of  money  be  set  aside 
for  investigation  purposes,  as  to  what  was  needed  and  as  to 
what  was  being  done  in  other  cities  and  countries. 

Controller  Cameron  thought  it  possible  that  the  time  had 
arrived  to  consider  municipal  hospitals.  ''  It  may  be  that  we 
should  municipalize  the  entire  business,"  he  said.  ^'In  the  mean- 
time demonstration  could  be  made  in  the  section  where  accom- 
modation is  most  needed. 

Sergeant  Stock,  of  the  Riverdale  branch,  asked  for  imme- 
diate action  in  view  of  the  inadequate  accommodation  to  take 
care  of  emergency  cases. 
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Dr.  Hastings  concurred  in  the  suggestion  to  appoint  a  com- 
mittee to  investigate  general  conditions  and  the  solution  of  the 
trouble.  He  advocated  serious  consideration  on  the  part  of  the 
city  in  regard  to  the  advisibility  of  establishing  convalescent 
hospitals.  ''Many  people  are  spending  too  much  time  in  the 
hospitals/''  he  said.  ''  It  would  give  new  accommodation  for 
others,  and  benefit  all  patients,  if  they  could  be  removed,  when 
convalescence  sets  in."  He  pleaded  for  an  immediate  consider- 
ation of  temporary  provision  for  emergency  cases. 

The  following  committee  was  appointed  to  investigate  exist- 
ing conditions  and  study  the  solution  of  the  trouble:  Dr.  Hast- 
ings (chairman),  Commissioner  Bradshaw,  Alderman  Hiltz, 
Mayor  Church,  and  Controller  Cameron. 


ST.  MICHAEL^S  (TORONTO)  ASKS  $100,000 

Tjie  St.  Michael's  Hospital  (Toronto)  authorities  have  sub- 
mitted in  writing  their  request  for  a  grant  of  $100,000  from 
tlie  citv  toward  the  erection  of  a  new  buildino-  and  an  addition 
to  the  present  one.  The  new  structure,  they  state,  would  be 
seven  storeys  in  height,  of  brick  and  stone,  fire-proof  construc- 
tion, and  would  accommodate  150  nurses.  The  total  cost  is 
placed  at  $375,000. 


TRINITY  COLLEGE  SITE  CHOSEN  FOR 
RECEPTION  HOSPITAL 


OiroicE  of  a  site  for  the  proposed  civic  reception  hospital  con- 
stituted the  chief  business  to  which  the  Board  of  Control  de- 
voted its  attention  on  January  21st.  Mayor  Church  and  Con. 
Maguire  were  anxious  that  it  be  established  in  close  proximity 
to  the  Toronto  General  Hospital,  but  failing  to  gain  their  point, 
voted  with  their  colleagues  in  favor  of  the  use  of  a  site  on  the 
old  Trinity  College  grounds.  The  former  location  was  advo- 
cated by  a  group  of  prominent  medical  men,  with  Dr.  Edmund 
E.  King,  President  of  the  Academy  of  Medicine,  at  its  head,  who 
waited  upon  the  board  to  discuss  the  subject.     It  was  argued 
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that  nearness  to  the  General  Hospital  would  be  an  advantage 
T>oth  to  the  patients  of  the  new  institution  and  to  the  medical 
j>rofession.  For  the  patients,  it  was  pointed  out,  consultation 
with  a  variety  of  medical  and  surgical  specialists  would  be 
necessary  in  arriving  at  diagnoses  of  their  mental  abnormalities, 
while  to  the  profession  facilities  for  the  training  of  students  and 
nurses  in  psychiatry  would  be  highly  valuable.  The  rehictance 
of. the  Provincial  authorities  to  allow  the  establishment  of 
clinics  in  the  proposed  institution  and  its  possible  future  do- 
minance by  the  University  of  Toronto  were  the  chief  objections 
raised  against  too  close  a  connection  with  the  General  Hospital. 
With  Dr.  King  were  Dr.  Meyers,  Dr.  Fred  Mario w,  Dr.  Ham- 
ilton, Dr.  Moir  and  Dr.  R.  D.  ^Noble  to  represent  the  professiou. 
They  appeared  satisfied  with  the  selection  of  what  they  re- 
garded as  a  second  choice  in  the  matter  of  sites,  as  it  at  least 
represented  actual  progress  toward  the  erection  of  the  much- 
tjeeded  institution. 


MISS  WALLACE  NEW  MATRON 


XuEsiNG  Sister  A.  C.  Wallace,  for  the  last  few  months  stationed 
at  Xewmarket  Military  Hospital,  has  been  appointed  matron  of 
Central  Military  Hospital,  College  Street,  Toronto.  Miss  Wal- 
lace went  overseas  wdth  the  Ontario  Government  Hospital. 
Tater  she  went  to  France,  where  she  spent  two  years. 


BRANCH  OF  COMMISSION  OF  CONSERVATION 
NOW  GOES  TO  FEDERAL  DEPARTMENT 


The  Department  of  Public  Health,  which  has  been  conducted 
in  connection  with  the  Commission  of  Conservation,  has  been 
amalgamated  with  the  Federal  Health  Department  under  Dr. 
Amyot.  Dr.  C.  A.  Hodgett^s,  who  was  medical  adviser  to  the 
Couservatiou  Commission,  is  now^  in  charge  of  the  division  of 
sanitary  statistics  and  also  the  information,  publication,  library 
iuid  circulation  branch  of  the  Federal  Health  Department. 
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WORK  ON  NEW  ST.  MICHAEL'S  WING  TO 
START  SOON 


W'oiJK  will  shortly  be  commenced  on  the  new  Nurses'  Home  and 
o{)eratijig'  suite  in  connection  with  iSt.  MichaeFs  Hospital,  To- 
ronto, and  it  is  anticipated  that  the  new  wing  will  be  com- 
pleted and  occupied  before  the  end  of  the  year. 

The  operating-  suite,  which  will  be  located  on  the  top  of 
the  new  wing,  will  be  provided  with  five  operating  rooms,  fitted 
up  in  the  most  up-to-date  manner.  The  Kurses'  Home  will 
accommodate  150  nurses.  There  will  also  be  class  rooms,  a 
lecture  hall  and  reception  hall.  The  total  cost  of  the  wing 
will  be  in  the  neighborhood  of  $400,000. 


FIVE  HOSPITALS  GET  $231,352  FROM  CITY 

The  Board  of  Control,  Toronto,  recently  recommended  that 
city  hosi)itals  be  aided  to  the  extent  of  $231,352,  which  will 
be  paid  out  of  1920  taxes.  This  amount  is  to  meet  deficits  and, 
in  the  case  of  the  General,  helps  to  wipe  off  a  capital  debt,  the 
remainder  of  which  is  to  be  cancelled  by  the  university  and  by 
private  subscriptions.  The  grants  approved  to-day  on  joint 
recommendation  of  the  City  Treasurer  and  Health  Officer  are 
as  follows: 

Hospital  for  Sick  Children    $   55,000 

Consumptive  Hospital 22,800 

Western  Hospital 14,152 

Grace   Hospital    14,400 

$106,352 
Toronto  General   (capital) 125,000 

$231,352 
Controller  Cameron  moved  a  grant  for  the  Women's  Cot- 
tage Hospital,  but  it  was  decided  to  have  them  make  application 
to  City  Council  Monday.     Controller  McBride  intimated  that 
St.  Michael's  intends  to  extend,  'and  will  likely  ask  help. 

The  grants  cover  the  requests  made  by  the  various  hospitals, 
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except  ill  the  case  of  consumptive  hospitals,  where  the  amount 
has  been  cut  in  two ;  "  because  depreciation  allowance  was  in- 
^iluded  in  their  deficit,"  Controller  McBride  explained. 

Another  report  from  the  officials  on  the  General  Hospital 
situation  recommended  (1)  that  a  per  diem  allowance  be  agreed 
apon  between  city  and  Government  to  cover  the  actual  cost  of 
city  patients,  and  (2)  that  a  hospital  commission  be  created  to 
deal  with  such  matters  as  arise  between  the  hospitals  and  the 
city.  The  controllers  favored  the  commission  idea,  but  Messrs. 
McBride  and  Maguire  thought  this  a  bad  time  to  fix  a  per  diem 
iost,  as  costs  are  abnormal.  The  whole  question  of  general 
policy  was  therefore  left  over  until  next  year. 

The  grants,  however,  were  approved,  that  to  the  General 
Hospital  being  conditional  upon  the  trustees  raising  the  re- 
mainder of  their  capital  deficit. 


TO  ASK  INCREASED  GRANTS 


A  co:a'ENTiox  of  representatives  from  the  various  provincial 
hospitals  met  in  the  nurses'  residence  of  the  Toronto  General 
Hospital  on  January  29th  to  discuss  the  question  of  forming  a 
provincial  hospital  association,  to  further  co-operation,  and  to 
decide  on  application  to  the  Government  for  an  increase  in  hos- 
pital grants,  to  assist  in  meeting  the  increased  expenses  of  main- 
tenance. 

Invitations  were  extended  to  75  provincial  hospitals,  but 
many  representatives  were  unable  to  attend,  and  the  morning 
session  was  attended  by  about  15  delegates,  including  C.  J. 
Decker,  Supt.  of  Toronto  General  Hospital ;  A.  A.  Eby,  Kitch- 
ener and  Waterloo  Hospital;  Capt.  Burton  Holland,  Hospital 
for  Sick  Children,  Toronto;  F.  D.  Reville,  Brantford ;  Dr.  D. 
M.  Robertson,  Ottawa;  Dr.  W.  F.  Longuill,  Hamilton;  Dr. 
Robert  Kerr,  Sarnia;  W.  P.  Downes,  Hamilton;  Con.  R.  H. 
(Lameron,  representing  the  Women's  Cottage  Hospital,  Toronto ; 
IMrs.  H.  M.  Bowman,  Supt.  Women's  Cottage  Hospital;  Mrs. 
Rutherford,  of  the  same  institution;  Mr.  Dimlop,  Woodstock; 
Sister  Milbury,  Sister  De  Paggi  and  others. 
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It  was  moved  by  Mr.  Dunlop  and  seconded  by  Mrs.  Euther- 
ford,  after  a  lengthy  discussion  on  percentages,  that  the  hospi- 
tals of  the  province  apply  for  a  grant  from  the  Government  of 
75  cents  per  day,  and  from  the  municipalities  of  $1.75  per  day 
for  each  indigent  patient. 

It  was  also  decided  to  ask  for  the  same  grant  for  sick  child- 
ren, and  for  95  cents  from  the  Government,  and  40  cents  from 
the  municipalities  for  all  babies  not  ill. 

It  was  moved  by  Dr.  Langwill,  of  Hamilton,  and  seconded 
by  Mr.  Reville,  that  a  committee  be  appointed,  consisting  of 
Mr.  Decker,  Toronto;  Dr.  Eobertson,  Ottawa;  Dr.  Kerr,  Sar- 
Ilia,  and  Mr.  Eby,  Kitchener,  to  notify  the  hospitals  of  Ontario 
of  the  action  taken  at  this  convention,  and  to  arrange  for  the 
formation  of  an  association. 

Controller  Cameron  favored  asking  $1.50  from  the  munici- 
pality and  $1  from  the  Government,  but  later  he  voted  in  favor 
of  Mr.  Dunlop' s  amendment. 

Mr..  Decker  made  a  plea  for  hospitals  like  the  General, 
where  all  kinds  of  special  services  may  be  obtained,  and  yet  the 
grant  is  the  same  as  for  hospitals  wher-e  these  services  are  not 
available.  It  cost  the  General  Hospital  $3.49  per  day  for  pat- 
ients last  year,  and  this  did  not  include  special  services.  It  is 
costing  the  General  Hospital  now  $3.85  per  day  for  each 
patient. 


MENTAL  CASES  TO  WHITBY 


Ox  elanuary  22nd,  a  special  coach,  containing  sixty-two  pat- 
ients from  the  Queen  Street  Hospital  for  the  Insane,  was 
coupled  to  the  regular  train  for  Whitby.  This  made  the 
seventh  coach  of  patients  who  changed  their  address  to  Whitby. 
The  balancei  of  the  patients  left  during  the  following  few  days. 
The  number  of  patients  transferred,  which  is  approximately 
800,  is  more  than  80  per  cent,  of  the  hospital  inmates,  and  wheii 
the  transfer  is  completed  there  will  remain  only  two  hundred 
aged  and  infirm  cases  which  cannot  be  moved  because  of  their 
condition  and  the  present  cold  weather. 

According  to  the  medical  authorities  at  the  hospital,  between 
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forty  and  fifty  per  cent,  of  all  cases  accepted  at  the  institution 
are  cured.  With  the  transfer  to  the  new  hospital,  which  has 
pleasant  surroundings,  it  is  hoped  to  make  the  percentage 
higher. 


The  extensive  Military  Hospitals  on  Camp  Hill,  Halifax,  have 
been  closed. 


A  I^Ew  psychopathic  clinic  has  been  opened  in  the  Winnipeg 
General  Hospital ;  there  are  thirty-two  wards.  The  clinic  will 
be  under  the  direct  administration  of  A.  T.  Mathers,  M.D., 
CM. 


The  children's  pavilion  at  the  Provincial  Sanitarium,  Port 
Qu'Appelle,  was  officially  opened  by  Premier  Martin  recently. 
The  new  hospital  is  a  gift  of  the  Provincial  Chapter,  I.O.D.E., 
to  the  Anti-Tuberculosis  League  of  Saskatchewan. 


Ai^  application  has  been  made  under  the  Municipal  Hospital 
Act  for  the  creation  of  seven  new  hospital  districts  in  Mani- 
toba— Birtle,  Deloraine,  Melita,  Pipestone,  Souris,  Ericksdale 
and  Pussell.  The  aggregate  cost  will  be  approximately 
$200,000. 


'I'liE  amalgamation  of  the  Protestant  General  Hospital,  Ottawa, 
Avith  St.  Luke's,  is  not  far  distant.  Both  boards  approve  the 
project,  and  it  has  been  definitely  concluded  that  the  needs  of 
the  city  could  not  be  any  longer  met  under  the  present  system 
of  divided  control.  The  only  solution  of  the  difficulty  is  the 
establishment  of  a  civic  hospital.  A  bill  has  been  passed  by 
the  Ontario  legislature  authorizing  the  city  to  issue  debentures 
to  cover  the  necessary  cost  and  appoint  a  board  of  trustees. 
When  the  hospital  assets  are  transferred  to  the  Corporation  of 
Ottawa,  it  is  hoped  that  the  city  will  establish  and  maintain 
a  500-bed  hospital.

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Clinical  Thermometers 


GOOD  and  BAD 


In  line  with  the  arguments  which  we  have  advanced  on  the  subject  of  Clinical  Thermometers,  in  recent 
issues  of  this  paper,  its  readers  will  be  interested  In  the  following  EXCERPT  FROM  THE  BOSTON 
TRANSCRIPT    of    January    23,    1920:— 


The  Clinical  and  Its  Functions 

"  The  clinical  thermometer  is  a  very  delicate  in- 
strument, the  use  of  which  is  largely  restricted  to 
those  who  have  been  trained  in  medicine  or  nursing. 
The  value  of  the  instrument  depends  entirely  upon 
its  ability  (1)  to  indicate  accurately  the  tempera- 
ture of  the  human  body;  (2)  to  repeat  the  same 
temperature  reading  under  the  same  conditions;  and 
(3)  to  hold  or  '  register  '  the  maximum  point  imtil 
such  time  as  the  practitioner  wishes  to  reset  it  for 
another    observation." 

"  The  accuracy  of  the  thermometer  depends  upon 
the  purity  of  the  mercury  used,  the  absence  of  air 
specks,  and  the  finest  possible  adjustment  of  the 
constriction  or  trap,  whose  working  is  microscopic 
and  which  is  the  essential  factor  in  making  the 
thermometer    '  self- registering.'  " 

"  In  regard  to  the  importance  of  securing  exact  and 
accurate  readings  from  the  clinical  thermometer,  it 
seems  scarcely  necessary  to  expatiate.  The  records 
which  it  provides  are  an  important  matter  to  the 
physician  in  modern  medical  practice,  both  in  de- 
termining his  diagnosis  and  in  following  and  con- 
trolling the  course  of  a  disease  through  all  its  later 
stages.  In  using  a  clinical  thermometer  it  is  neces- 
sary always  to  shake  the  mercury  down  below  normal 
before  setting  it  for  another  reading.  Thermometers 
of  poor  quality  may  shake  down  very  easily,  but 
many  of  them  shake  down  so  easily  that  they  do 
not  register  the  maximum  temperature.  This  is  per- 
haps the  worst  fault  the  clinical  thermometer  can 
have,  and  it  is  particularly  dangerous  when  used  on 
patients  suffering  from  tuberculosis,  pneumonia  or 
appendicitis." 

Determining  Upon  Its  Accuracy 

"The  problem  of  deciding  whether  a  clinical  ther- 
mometer is  accurate — whether  it  is  an  instrument  of 
error  or  a  guide  to  truth — is  very  difficult.  No  simple 
testing  by  the  eye  will  give  any  sufficient  indication, 
as  it  will  in  the  case  of  a  watch,  which  can  be 
fairly  closely  tested  by  any  observer  merely  by  com- 
parison with  a   chronometer." 

"In  large  part  even  the  profession  has  had  to  rely 
upon  inadequate  means  of  establishing  the  quality  of 
the  clinical  thermometers  offered  for  sale,  while  the 
general  public  has  been  almost  wholly  at  the  mercy 
of  chance  in  the  premises." 

"To  test  a  clinical  thermometer  requires  special 
apparatus  and  standards  which  have  been  certified 
by   a  Bureau   of  Standards." 


How  the  Massachusetts  Law  is 
Working  Out 

Since  the  law  went  into  effect  in  Massachusetts 
governing  the  standardization  and  sale  of  Clinical 
Thermometers  (General  Acts  of  1917)  the  Commis- 
sioner of  Weights  and  Measures  has  been  very  active 
in  testing  Thermometers  with  reference  to  their  value 
as  measurers  of  temperature  in  the  human  body. 

"Those  instruments  were  passed  which  showed  that 
they  were  practically  safe  under  any  condition  of 
service.  Those  which  were  open  to  serious  question 
or  were  proved  to  be  dangerous  were  rejected  and 
held    for    further    observation." 

"The  first  tests  were  harrowing  and  fully  justified 
the  enactment  and  enforcement  of  the  law.  Quantities 
of  thermometers  were  picked  up  in  which  three  out 
of  four,  or  seventy-five  per  cent,  were  rejected,  while 
the  general  average  covering  the  testing  of  nearly 
10,000  thermometers  has  shown  a  rejection  of  one  out 
of  four — or  twenty-five  per  cent.  Later  tests  made 
after  the  law  had  been  in  operation  for  some  time 
show  a   decidedly   improved   condition." 

"Those  manufacturers  who  proved  to  be  making 
and  selling  reliable  thermometers  were  given  a  license 
to  certify  and  seal  them  in  their  own  laboratories. 
This  seal :  the  printed  abbreviation  '  Mass. '  with  the 
manufacturer's  designating  mark,  must  appear  on 
any  clinical  thermometer  offered  for  sale  in  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts.  The  penalty  for 
offering  for  sale  unsealed  thermometers  is  a  fine  of 
fifty  dollars  for  each  thermometer  thus  exposed.  The 
man  with  the  goods  on  hand  is  the  man  whom  the 
law   holds    liable." 

"By  this  means,  the  public  is  protected,  as  each 
thermometer  is  supplied  with  a  certificate  of  accuracy, 
bearing  the  maker's  name.  If  the  thermometer  proves 
to  be  not  up  to  the  State  standard,  the  certificate 
becomes  evidence  of  malicious  fraud  and  for  this 
reason  the  manufacturer's  certificate  should  be  care- 
fully preserved  even  though  tlie  corrections  noted 
have   been   memorized." 

"In  testing,  it  developed  that  hundreds  of  so- 
called  certificates  had  been  issued  which,  aside  from 
the  certificate  number,  bore  no  relation  whatever  to 
the  accompanying  thermometer,  but  falsely  claimed 
to  represent  verifications  never  made.  And  very 
rarely  did  they  bear  the  manufacturer's  name." 

"The  results  obtained  after  a  year  of  earnest 
effort  in  testing  thermometers  and  inspecting  manu- 
facturing plants  are  sufficient  proof  of  the  efficiency 
of  the  department  and  the  value  of  the  laws.  With 
the  ever  widening  circle  of  the  users  of  clinical 
thermometers,  there  will  be  an  increasing  appreci- 
ation of  what  has  been  done  in  Massachusetts,  and 
it  is  to  be  hoped  a  determined  movement  on  the  part 
of  other  States  to  measure  up  to  the  level  of  in- 
dustrial honesty  established  here  in  this  matter."

FIREPROOF  CONSTRUCTION 

Scarcely  a  month  goes  by  without  the  newspapers 
reporting  that  some  hospital  has  been  destroyed,  or 
partially  destroyed,  by  fire.  These  accidents  are  be- 
coming so  frequent  and  the  possible  results  of  hos- 
pital conflagrations  are  so  appalling  to  contemplate 
— endanger  the  lives  often  of  many  helpless  people 
— that  it  is  high  time  that  all  hospital  authorities 
should  insist  that  in  future  any  buildings  to  be 
erected  must  be  made  of  fire-proof  material 
throughout.  With  lumber  the  price  it  now  is,  the 
expense  of  using  metal,  or  stone,  or  tile,  or  other 
non-inflammable  material  in  its  place  (wherever 
possible)  will  not  entail  a  very  much  increased  cost 
over  a  non-fireproof  construction. 

The  equipment,  so  far  as  possible,  should  be  fire- 
proof. With  the  advent  of  steel  furniture,  all  desks, 
tables,  cupboards,  beds,  chairs  and  the  like  may  be 
made  of  that  or  other  metallic  material.

Think  of  the  relief  to  responsible  officers  of  having 
buildings  so  constructed  and  so  equipped !  And  how 
comforting  to  nervous  patients  in  the  third  and  up- 
per stories ! 

In  regard  to  the  fire-traps,  which  now  go  by  the 
names  of  hospitals,  we  would  suggest  that  every  pos- 
sible means  be  employed  to  prevent  fires  and  to  fight 
incipient  outbreaks.  It  goes  without  saying  that 
fire-drills  should  be  inaugurated,  and  alarms  given 
at  unexpected  times  to  see  that  each  officer  knows  his 
place  and  can  perform  the  duties  assigned  to  him. 


HOSPITAL  ASSOCIATIONS 


A  MOVEMENT  is  on  foot  to  establish  an  Ontario 
Hospital  Association.  We  daresay  such  a  movement 
would  not  have  been  initiated  had  the  Dominion 
Association  not  been  dormant  since  the  beginning 
of  the  Great  War.  We  were  informed  by  the  officials 
some  months  ago  that  a  meeting  of  the  Canadian 
Hospital  Association  would  be  held  some  time  dur- 
ing 1920.  Of  course,  most  of  the  members  of  this 
association  hailed  from  Ontario — one  or  two  from 
Montreal. 

We  would  suggest  that  the  officers  of  the  Canadian 
Hospital  Association  confer  with  the  proponents  of 
the  Ontario  Association  in  regard  to  the  welfare  of 
both  projects,  and  that  a  modus  vivendi  may  be  ar- 
rived at  satisfactory  to  both  of  the  high  contracting 
parties  and  to  the  hospital  authorities  as  well. 
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HOSPITAL  WARDS 


In  building  hospitals  nowadays  the  tendency  seems 
to  be  to  build  wards  smaller  than  formerly.  The 
small  wards,  though  requiring  more  nurses,  have  ob- 
vious advantages.  The  smaller  the  wards  the  less 
likely  patients  are  to  be  disturbed  by  their  neighbors 
who  cough,  or  groan,  or  smell,  or  talk,  or  are  other- 
wise objectionable.  Varying  temperatures  may  be 
maintained  for  the  sick  folk.  The  ward  for  the 
diabetics  and  nephritics  may  be  kept  warm ;  that  for 
the  pneumonias  and  anemics  may  be  kept  cool  and 
fresh ;  that  for  the  bronchitics  may  be  kept  with  win- 
dows and  doors  closed  and  steam  saturated ;  the  cases 
of  metabolic  disorders  may  be  kept  in  a  separate 
ward;  also  the  tubercular  cases.  The  heart  cases 
may  also  be  grouped.  An  attending  physician  may 
be  assigned  one  of  these  particular  groups,  provid- 
ing he  has  a  special  aptitude  for  that  particular 
form  of  disease  afflicting  the  patients  assigned  to  a 
particular  ward. 

The  small  ward  is  coming. 


BRITISH    HOSPITALS 


The  great  British  voluntary  hospitals  are  mak- 
ing great  efforts  to  keep  their  heads  above  water. 
They  have  done  a  noble  work  for  centuries.  But 
with  the  changing  times  and  changing  ideas,  new 
policies  will  have  to  be  adopted  by  these  great  insti- 
tutions.   The  war  has  taught  the  British  people  that 
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hospitals  can  be  built,  supported  and  managed  by  the 
State  efficiently  and  economically;  i.e.,  supported 
by  all  the  people,  not  by  a  handful  of  wealthy  men 
and  a  relatively  few  of  the  rest  of  the  ratepayers, 
after  much  advertising  and  begging. 

In  Canada,  we  are  more  and  more  depending  on 
the  municipality  and  the  State  to  get  under  the  load 
of  building  and  maintaining  hospitals.  The  day 
seems  to  be  drawing  near  when  the  people  at  large 
will  become  sufficiently  interested  and  educated  to 
cheerfully  pay  by  tax  what  is  needed  for  hospital 
construction  and  hospital  maintenance. 

Meanwhile,  there  are  here  and  in  Britain  coteries 
of  rich  men  who  feel  it  incumbent  on  them  to  carry 
the  major  portion  of  the  hospital  burden. 


POOR  SERVICE 


In  a  hospital  in  a  place  not  one  hundred  miles  from 
Hamilton — but  not  Hamilton — in  the  month  of  Feb- 
ruary, 1920,  two  patients,  on  different  occasions,  in 
a  semi-private  ward,  had  to  wait  over  two  hours  for 
a  bed-pan.  One  of  them  some  hours  before  had  been 
given  a  purgative.  Imagine  his  distress  at  being  put 
to  such  torture ! 

The  other  on  recovery  was  to  be  taken  home  by 
his  physician  in  the  latter's  closed  car,  at  a  stated 
hour  on  a  certain  day.  Unexpectedly  the  physician 
was  called  to  a  case  out  of  town  a  day  before  his 
patient  was  to  leave  the  hospital ;  and  his  office  assist- 
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ant  communicated  this  fact  to  the  telephone  operator 
at  the  hospital,  and  requested  that  his  patient  be  told 
of  the  fact,  so  that  he  could  make  other  arrange- 
ments with  his  relatives  for  getting  home.  Agreed 
to.  But  the  patient  did  not  receive  the  message.  At 
the  time  appointed  by  the  doctor  the  patient  was 
made  ready  to  go  (his  discharge  having  been  author- 
ized by  the  attending  physician  in  the  order  book) ; 
he  waited  rather  impatiently  over  two  hours  in  ward 
and  corridor  for  the  appearance  of  the  physician 
who  had  promised  at  the  last  visit  to  come  for  him. 
He  felt  positive  from  former  experience  that  his 
doctor  was  not  to  blame.  Finally  the  doctor's  house 
was  communicated  with  and  the  doctor's  absence  and 
request  revealed.  Other  arrangements  were  then 
made,  and  the  patient  was  taken  home.  He  suffered 
from  a  mild  recurrence  of  symptoms  which  he  attrib- 
uted to  his  impatient  wait  and  watch  in  the  draughty 
corridor. 

The  plain  recital  of  these  two  incidents  hardly 
require  critical  comment.  Such  breaks  in  administra- 
tion make  bad  advertisements  for  the  institution. 

Relatives,  friends  and  acquaintances  of  these 
patients  will  not  want  to  patronize  an  institution 
whose  management  makes  their  ''  blood  boil ''  over 
mistakes  like  these ;  and  the  doctor  in  future  will 
doubtless  make  arrangements,  where  possible,  to 
send  his  patients  elsewhere.  His  medical  associates 
will  also  be  warned,  and  hesitate  to  recommend  their 
patients  to  risk  such  treatment. 
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THE  TEACHING  FUNCTION  OF  THE  HOSPITAL, 

WITH  ESPECIAL   REFERENCE  TO 

GYNECOLOGY*

Fiv'OM  early  times,  hospitals  wliich  are  primarily  remedial  have 
always  shown  a  tendency  toward  becoming  centres  for  the  dis- 
semination of  medical  knowledge.  This  tendency  is  but  logical, 
as  the  eager  student  will  naturally  seeik  to  acquire  learning 
from  the  source  where  the  great  masters  of  medicine  search 
for  scientific  truths.  As  a  result  schools  of  medicine  were 
evolved,  radiating  from  the  hospital  as  a  centre.  In  the  pre- 
sent century  hospitals  have  increased  in  vast  numbers  and  are 
located  in  every  community,  so  that  many  are  in  no  way  affili- 
ated with  medical  colleges.  These  latter  hospitals  are  apt  to 
lose  sight  of  one  of  their  most  important  functions,  namely, 
the  educational  function. 

The  chief  function  of  the  hospital  is,  of  course,  the  care  and 
cure  of  the  patient,  -but  next  in  importance  is  the  teaching 
function — teaching  the  profession  at  large,  the  staff,  internes, 
stndents,  and  nurses. 

Tlie  recent  movement  for  hospital  standardization,  which 
lias  been  inaugurated  by  the  American  College  of  Surgeons,  pro- 
vides that  these  institutions  shall  be  investigated  to  see  if  they 
measure  up  to  the  standards  which  will  soon  be  demanded  of 
diem  by  the  public  at  large  as  well  as  the  medical  profession. 
These  standards  should  require  that  the  staff  of  the  hospital 
shall  recognize  as  a  duty  their  obligation  as  teachers,  in  order 
lliat  their  institution  may  fulfil  an  important  function  of  ex-

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tending  medical  knowledge  with  resultant  benefit  to  the  com- 
munity. Every  hospital,  whether  connected  with  a  medical 
school  or  not,  has  this  duty  to  perform. 

Clinical  research  can  only  be  done  in  a  hospital.  Every 
iiospital  is  a  mine  containing  hidden  treasures  of  scientific  facts 
awaiting  to  be  dislodged  from  obscurity  by  the  patient  seeker 
after  truth.  The  obligation  to  humanity  is  obvious,  and  there- 
Tore  this  duty  of  contributing  to  knowledge  by  scientific  re- 
search is  one  that  cannot  be  neglected  by  the  staff  of  a  hospital 
without  failure  to  fulfil  properly  its  educational  function. 

It  is,  of  course,  a  great  advantage  to  a  hospital  if  it  is  so 
fortunate  as  to  have  a  college  connection.  College  influence 
has  made  great  strides  of  late,  and  the  knowledge  that  the  best 
interests  of  patients  in  the  hospitals  are  promoted  by  teaching- 
is  becoming  rapidly  appreciated  by  the  laity,  so  that  afliliation 
with  a  college  is  now  sought  by  trustees  and  considered  a  valu- 
able asset  to  their  institution.  These  fortunate  hospitals  which, 
owing  to  their  being  utilized  for  clinical  instruction  of  under- 
graduate students,  must  perforce  fulfil  their  teaching  function 
in  part,  at  least,  are  necessarily  few  in  number ;  but  the  great 
majority  of  the  hospitals  of  the  country  which  have  no  such 
connection  have  nevertheless  their  obligation  to  fulfil  properly 
their  teaching  function.  How  many  of  them  are  doing  it  as 
it  should  be  done?  How  many  of  them  are  taking  advantage 
of  their  opportunities  ?  The  economic  waste  of  the  vast  amount 
of  clinical  material  which  is  at  hand,  and  is  now  not  made  use 
of  by  the  hospitals  of  the  country,  is  enormous,  and  is  lost  as 
material  for  imparting  valuable  instruction  to  the  profession, 
which  means,  of  course,  the  loss  of  untold  benefit  to  the  com- 
munity. It  is  our  duty  as  a  profession  and  as  citizens  to  point 
out  to  these  institutions  their  neglect  of  this  important  matter 
and  to  demand  of  them  that  they  take  advantage  of  their  oppor- 
tunities in  order  that  they  may  be  made  to  serve  mankind  to 
the  u|most.  Therefore,  all  hospitals  should  be  teaching  hos- 
pitals, and  trustees  should  be  educated  to  the  importance  of  this 
educational  function  so  that  they  will  demand  this  work  of  their 
appointees  as  an  essential  part  of  their  duties. 

It  is  very  true  that  some  men  lack  the  instinct  to  teach; 
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therefore,  it  is  the  duty  of  trustees  to  appoint  men  who  can  and 
will  teach.  Teaching  is  a  great  stimulus  to  do  better  work, 
and  its  rewards  are  proportionate  to  the  effort  expended,  and 
the  standard  of  work  in  the  hospital  which  gives  public  clinics 
will  inevitably  be  raised. 

The  recent  supremacy  of  Germany  in  the  world  of  medicine 
was  undoubtedly  largely  due  to  the  fact  that  all  her  hospitals 
were  teaching  centres.  A  teaching  hospital  or  clinic  will  set 
the  standard  of  medical  practice  for  the  profession  in  its 
vicinity,  as  it  is  an  exponent  of  modern  science  in  its  particular 
field,  and  its  educational  value  can  be  hardly  exaggerated. 

Teaching  Internes. — Edward  Martin  has  rightly  said  that 
a  doctor  on  graduation  from  a  medical  school  is  only  20  per 
cent,  efficient  as  a'  practitioner  of  medicine,  and  that  service  as 
an  interne  under  pro})er  conditions  may  provide  nearly  80  per 
cent,  of  the  training  of  a  doctor.  The  importance  of  providing 
a  service  for  the  interne  under  proper  conditions  in  order  that 
he  may  be  fitted  to  practise  medicine  in  the  community  is  there- 
fore Felf-evident,  and  the  obligation  of  the  hospital  cannot  be 
neglected  without  failing  to  fulfill  this  teaching  function  which 
belongs  to  it.  It  is  too  frequently  the  custom  to  place  young- 
men  fresh  from  the  medical  schools  in  the  hospitals  as  internes 
with  no  supervision  from  anyone  who  feels  any  direct  respon- 
sibility for  their  instruction  or  guidance.  Too  often  tiiey  are 
expected  to  pick  up  knowledge  themselves  as  best  they  can. 

The  staff  should  always  have  this  obligation  in  mind,  and 
in  making  rounds  the  interne  should  be  made  to  feel  that  his 
work  and  responsibilities  must  be  taken  seriously ;  that  careless- 
ness and  neglect  are  serious  offences  which  may  cause  material 
damage  to  the  patient.  He  should  be  instructed  as  if  still  an 
undergraduate  and  his  w^ork  helpfully  supervised.  He  should 
be  encouraged  to  make  his  own  diagnosis  and  to  give  his  reasons 
therefor.  He  should  be  urged  to  consult  the  literature  bearing 
on  his  cases  and  facilities  should  be  provided  in  order  that  he 
may  conveniently  do  so.  Above  all,  he  should  be  taught  how  to 
take  a  complete  and  proper  history,  and  the  careful  execution 
of  this  important  but  often  neglected  work  should  be  insisted 
upon.     He  should  clearly  undierstand  that  what  operations  he 
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may  be  allowed  to  do  under  supervision  are  as  a  reward  for 
efficiency  and  proportionate  to  his  faithful  and  conscientious 
performance  of  his  duties  and  his  adaptability  for  the  work. 
There  is  no  better  way  to  stimulate  his  imagination  and  enthus- 
iasm than  by  giving  him  practical  research  problems  to  w^ork  out 
from  the  cases  under  his  observ-ation.  By  giving  personal  in- 
struction to  the  interne  we  are  not  only  benefiting  him,  but  are, 
after  all,  providing  for  the  welfare  and  proper  care  of  future 
patients  as  w^ell  as  insuring  the  'best  service  to  present  patients. 

This  time  and  trouble  ^pent  in  teaching  internes  is  not  pure 
altruism,  for  much  of  the  success  of  our  own  work  depends  on 
the  intelligent  interest  and  conscientious  perform.ance  of  duty 
by  our  assistants  on  the  house  staif. 

The  organization  of  the  interne  staff  should  provide  a  well- 
balanced  service  insuring  each  interne  work  in  every  depart- 
ment. The  discipline  and  proper  execution  of  the  work  of  the 
staff  will  be  greatly  facilitated  if  provision  is  made  for  a  resi- 
dent who  is  the  chief  in  charge  of  the  staff  and  responsible  for 
their  conduct  and  duties. 

In  the  Woman's  Hospital  in  I^ew  York,  the  house  staff  has 
been  organized  with  these  ends  in  view.  There  is  a  paid  resi- 
dent gynecologist,  who  is  in  control  of  the  entire  interne  staff 
and  who  is  held  responsible  for  their  discipline  and  work.  He 
arranges  for  the  daily  work  in  the  operating  rooms,  and  pro- 
vides for  leaves  of  absence  and  substitution.  All  cases  of 
serious  illness  and  deaths  must  be  promptly  reported  to  him. 
He  is  in  charge  of  all  the  private  patients,  and  assists  the  attend- 
ing staff  with  these  cases.  He  is  directly  responsible  to  the 
chief  surgeon  for  the  proper  management  of  the  house  staff. 
The  obstetric  service  is  also  in  the  care  of  a  paid  resident.  Tlu3 
service  of  the  paid  residents  is  indeterminate  and  may  continue 
as  long  as  their  work  is  satisfactory.  They  are  given  larger 
responsibilities  than  the  interne  staff  and  are  encouraged  to 
utilize  their  opportunities  for  research  work. 

The  interne  staff  proper  comprises  two  divisions,  each  con- 
sisting of  a  house  surgeon  with  a  senior  and  a  junior  assistant. 
Their  service  is  for  one  year,  and  they  serve  in  each  position 
for  four  months.     Each  junior  assistant  serves  two  months  on 
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the  obstetric  service,  as  we  believe  a  man  will  be  better  pre- 
pared for  gynecologic  work  if  he  has  special  obstetric  training. 
The  two  divisions  exchange  services  every  two  months  so  that 
each  interne  is  given  the  opportunity  to  work  with  all  the  at- 
tending staff. 

The  pathologic  work  is  in  the  care  of  two  full-time  patholo- 
gists, with  two  technicians,  who  do  the  routine  work  of  the 
hospital;  but  the  junior  assistant  who  is  not  on  the  obstetric! 
service  is  expected  to  do  whatever  laboratory  work  may  be  re- 
(piired  by  the  service  after  hours  on  Sundays,  holidays,  and  in 
emergencies.  The  senior  assi&tants  take  the  histories  of  all 
cases  and  make  and  record  the  physical  examinations.  Blood 
pressures,  complete  blood  counts,  cervical  and  urethral  smears, 
and  Wassermanns,  in  addition  to  the  ordinary  urine  examina- 
tions, are  required  as  a  routine  in  all  cases  on  admission.  The 
histories  of  all  cases  admitted  not  later  than  4  p.m.  are  sent  to 
the  record'  room  to  be  typewritten  and  are  expected  to  be  in 
the  ward  in  time  for  the  next  morning  rounds  when  made  by 
the  attending  surgeon.  The  house  surgeons  act  as  first  assis- 
tants at  operations  and  are  responsible  for  the  care  and  conduct 
of  their  cases. 

This  arrangement  of  the  service  of  the  house  staff  is  made 
to  suit  the  requirements  of  a  special  institution  such  as  tlie 
Woman's  Hospital,  which  has  about  250  beds,  three-fourths  of 
which  are  gynecologic  and  the  remainder  obstetric.  The  in- 
ternes chosen  are  preferably  men  who  have  already  had  a 
general  hospital  service. 

Teaching  Nurses. — The  instruction  of  the  nurses  in  a 
special  hospital  is  a  matter  that  concerns  the  surgical  staff  as 
w(dl  as  the  department  of  nursing.  The  nurses  come  to  tlie 
Woman's  Hospital  for  a  six  months'  special  course.  They 
!nust  have  been  previously  graduated  from  a  school  requiring 
two  years'  general  training.  Consequently,  in  the  short  period 
of  this  post-graduate  instruction,  it  is  essential  that  they  be 
|)rovided  with  a  carefully  balanced  curriculum  which  includes 
a  course  of  lectures  planned  to  cover  all  the  phases  of  gyneco- 
logic and  obstetric  nursing.  Usually  lectures  given  to  nurses 
by  members   of  the   attending  staff   are   merely   perfunctory. 
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They  are  frequently  carelessly,  or  not  at  all,  prepared  and  are 
often  postponed  or  skipped  to  suit  the  convenience  of  the  lec- 
turer. In  the  Woman's  Hospital  these  lectures  are  given  l)y 
the  junior  attending  staff,  each  member  of  which  is  required  to 
give  two  lectures  on  assigned  subjects  each  six  months  on  regu- 
larly scheduled  dates.  The  need  and  advantages  of  having  Ji 
full-time  instructor  whose  duties  require  not  only  teaching  and 
demonstrations,  but  also  a  thorough  system  of  inspection  of  the 
daily  work  of  the  nurses,  is  of  paramount  importance  and  well 
repays  the  expense  involved  by  the  added  efficiency  of  the 
nursing  which  it  insures. 

One  of  the  most  difficult  problems  of  the  nursing  depart- 
ment of  a  hospital  with  a  large  attending  staff'  is  the  proper 
carrying  out  of  the  numerous  and  varied  pre-operative  and  post- 
operative standing  orders.  The  members  of  the  attending 
staff,  including  the  assistants,  all  have  their  own  ideas  and 
methods  which  they  wish  used  on  their  respective  patients. 
These  standing  orders,  which  are  kept  on  file  in  the  wards, 
usually  are  compiled  without  any  thought  as  to  whether  they 
conflict  with  the  meal  hours  or  other  essential  scheduled  routine 
ward  work.  Their  multiplicity  and  variety  are  so  confusing  as 
greatly  to  increase  the  chance  of  error,  and  with  the  constant 
rotation  of  pupil  nurses  can  never  be  satisfactorily  enforced. 
The  ideal  plan  is  to  have  but  one  set  of  standardized  orders, 
which  are  as  simple  as  is  consistent  with  common  sense,  and 
which  are  adjusted  to  the  time  schedule  of  the  ward  routine. 
They  should  be  published  in  such  form  as  to  be  readily  available 
to  nurses,  internes,  or  students.  One  set  of  standing  orders 
means  a  saving  of  time  and  energy  for  the  nurses  and  internes, 
and  reduces  the  chance  of  error  to  a  minimum,  with  resulting 
benefit  to  the  patient  and  economy  to  the  hospital.  They  also 
gTcatly  facilitate  the  training  and  teaching  of  those  who  may 
work  in  the  hospital.  We  have  compiled  and  put  in  practice  in 
the  gynecologic  wards  of  the  Woman's  Hospital  such  a  set  of 
standardized  orders,  and  after  a  thorough  trial  they  have  proved 
most  satisfactory.  Simplicity  and  clearness  were  the  objects 
aimed  at  in  their  compilation,  and  the  judgment  of  the  head 
nurses  in  charge  of  the  wards  was  the  guide  as  to  their  practic- 
ability, in  the  endeavor  to  make  them  as  ^'fool  proof"  as  possible. 
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Standardized  Orders  for  Ward  Patients  and  Recovery 
Room  Patients. 

Woman  s  Hospital  in  the  State  of  New  York,  Revised, 
February,  1919. 

standing  orders  for  the  preparation  and  after  care  of 
operative  cases. 

The  following  orders  will  apply  to  all  patients  except  emer- 
gency cases,  complete  lacerations  of  sphincter  ani,  vesico- 
vaginal fistulse  and  rectal  cases,  for  which  special  orders  will  be 
given  by  the  attending  surgeon  or  house  statf. 

PRE-OPERATIVE   CARE. 

Patients  will  receive  a  full  tub  bath  on  admission,  except 
emergency  or  very  sick  cases. 

A  specimen  of  urine  must  be  obtained  from  each  patient 
as  soon  as  possible  after  admission  and  sent  to  the  laboratory 
not  later  than  4  p.m.  If  it  is  not  possible  to  obtain  a  specimen 
before  this  time,  the  night  nurse  will  send  the  morning  urine 
lo  the  laboratory  the  following  day. 

Castor  oil  (1  oz.)  will  be  given  48  hours  before  operation  if 
the  case  is  in  the  hospital. 

Cases  admitted,  or  ordered  to  bo  prepared  less  than  48 
hours  before  operation,  do  not  get  cathartics. 

Light  meals  are  to  be  given  on  the  day  preceding  operation. 

Preparation  for  operation  is  to  be  made  on  the  afternoon 
of  the  day  preceding  the  operation,  not  later  than  6  p.m. 

All  cases  will  receive  both  the  abdominal  and  the  vaginal 
preparation. 

All  cases  are  to  remain  in  bed  after  preparation  for  opera- 
tion. 

PREPARATION    ON    THE    DAY    PRECEDING    OPERATION. 

1.  Shave. — The  entire  abdomen  and  the  external  genitals 
are  to  be  shaved,  commencing  at  the  ensiform  and  continuing 
(jver  the  pubes  and  vulva  to  the  coccyx. 

2.  Tub  bath,  temperature  100°  F. 

?>.  One  soapsudis  enema  given  wfth  a  high  rectal  tube. 
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4.  Wash  the  abdomen  and  external  genitals  with  gauze  and 
tr.  green  soap  and  warm  water,  commencing  at  the  insiform 
und  continning  down  over  the  vulva. 

5.  Wash  the  abdomen  lirst  with  ether  and  then  alcohol, 
using  sterile  gauze. 

6.  Cover  the  abdomen  with  sterile  gauze. 

7.  Give  a  three  (3)  quart  vaginal  douche  of  1:  5,000  potas- 
sium permanganate  solution,  temperature  of  110°  F. 

(Note — The  douche  may  be  omitted  on  order  for  cases  in 
which  there  is  to  be  no  pelvic  surgery.) 

8.  Cover  the  vulva  with  a  sterile  pad  and  fasten  it  to  a  T 
binder. 

PREPARATION  ON  THE  DAY  OF  OPERATION. 

iN'ot  less  than  two  hours  and  not  more  than  four  hours  before 
sending  the  patient  to  the  operating  room,  paint  the  abdo- 
men w^th  3V2  per  cent.  tr.  iodine  and  cover  with  fresh  sterile 
gauze;  give  the  patient  a  three  (3)  quart  vaginal  douche  of 
1  :  5,000  potassium  permanganate  solution,  temperature*  110° 
F.,  and  cover  vulva  with  sterile  pad  fastened  to  T  binder. 

Cases  to  be  operated  on  in  the  afternoon  are  to  receive  on 
the  morning  of  the  same  day: 

One  soapsuds  enema  given  with  a  high  rectal  tube  at 
least"  six  (6)  hours  before  the  operation. 

On  the  day  of  operation  cases  do  not  receive  nourishment 
or  liquids  within  3  hours  of  going  to  the  operating  room.  Tea, 
coffee,  or  broth  may  be  given  before  this  period. 

Morphine  gr.  l-6th  Atropine  grs.  l-150ths  are  to  be  given 
per  hypo,  half  an  hour  before  the  patient  goes  to  the  operating 
room. 

(Note — This  order  may  be  omitted  for  cause  by  direction 
of  the  attending  surgeon.) 

post-operative  care. 

Days  are  to  be  counted  at  the  completion  of  each  24  hours. 

Temperature,  pulse  and  respiration  are  to  be  taken  every 
four  (4)  hours  until  the  temperature  remains  normal  for  48 
hours,  after  which  thev  are  to  be  taken  B.T.D. 
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Temperatures  are  to  be  taken  by  rectum  for  the  first  three 
(3)  days  and  indicated  on  the  chart  by  an  X;  after  this  time 
temperatures  are  to  be  taken  by  mouth  and  recorded  in  the 
usual  way.  Rectal  and  "  drip  "  cases  to  have  mouth  tempera- 
ture only. 

A  specimen  of  urine  must  be  sent  to  the  laboratory  the 
morning  following  the  operation. 

Pain — Hypodermic  of  Morphine  gr  1-^th  P.R.^.  for  pain, 
and  repeat  Q.S.  P.R.X.  for  48  hours. 

Catheterization — Do  not  catheterize  w^hen  curetting  cervix 
operations  only  have  been  done,  unless  compulsory. 

Catheterize  every  8  hours  or  sooner  for  cause,  until  the 
patien'  ciin  void.  In  extensive  cystocele  operations  (also  Mayo 
and  Watkins  interposition  operations)  catheterize  every  0 
hours  for  3  days,  or  sooner  for  cause.  > 

Dip  the  point  of  the  catheter  in  25  per  cent.  Argyrol  in  all 
cases  before  introducing  it  into  the  urethra. 

After  catheterization  or  micturition  the  external  genitals 
are  to  be  freely  flushed  with  a  warm  solution  of  potassium  per- 
manganate solution  1  :  5,000  by  intclier  douche. 

Thirst — Nothing  is  to  be  given  by  mouth  for  24  hours  after 
operation  but  sips  of  hot  Avater ;  then  cool  faucet  water  in  small 
amounts  if  desired.  (jN^o  ice  or  ice-water  is  to  be  allowed.) 
After  24  hours,  if  not  nauseated,  the  patient  may  have  lemon 
albumin  water. 

Diet — After  36  hours  the  patient  may  have  weak  tea  or 
coil'ee  with  sugar  (no  7nilk),  lemon  albumin  water,  broth  or 
fermilac  in  small  quantities,  repeating  every  3  hours  if  de- 
sired. 

After  the  bowels  move,  liquid  diet,  milk,  broths,  etc.,  are 
to  be  given  every  3  hours  until  soft  and  regular  diet  are 
oD-dered  by  the  attending  surgeon  or  house  staff. 

ABDOMINAL   0PP:RATI0NS   ALONE  OR   COMBINED   WITH   VAGINAL 

OPERATIONS. 

Bowels-— The  rectal  tube  may  be  left  in  situ  for  gas  any 
time  after  the  operation. 
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On  the  morning  of  the  third  day  (or  at  the  completion  of 
48  hours  after. operation  if  the  patient  is  uncomfortable  from 
gas  pains)  the  patient  is  to  be  given  the  following  enema  with 
a  high  rectal  tube: — 

Sat.  Sol.  of  Epsom  Salts 2  oz. 

Glycerine    2  oz. 

Turpentine ^  oz. 

Soapsuds 1  qt. 

On  the  morning  of  the  fourth  day  the  patient  is  to  be  given 
1  oz.  of  castor  oil  followed  by  a  soapsuds  enema  4  hours 
later  if  necessary.  The  bowels  are  to  be  moved  each  day  there- 
after by  cathartic  or  enema  on  order. 

Pitcher  Douche — The  external  genitals  and  anus  are  to  be 
cleansed  by  the  pitcher  douche  of  a  warm  solution  of  1 :  5,000 
potassium  permanganate  after  each  micturition  or  defecation. 
No  manual  cleansing  is  to  be  permitted. 

VAOIIs^AI.    OPERATIONS    ALONE. 

Bowels — On  the  morning  of  the  third  day  the  patient  is  to 
be  given  a  soapsuds  enema. 

On  the  morning  of  the  fourth  day  the  patient  is  to  be 
given  1  oz.  of  castor  oil,  folloAved  by  a  soapsuds  enema  four 
(4)  hours  later  if  necessary. 

Pitcher  Douche — The  external  genitals  and  anus  are  to  be 
cleansed  by  the  pitcher  douche  of  a  warm  solution  of  1  : 5,000 
potassium  permanganate  after  each  micturition  or  defecation. 
No  manual  cleansing  is  to  be  permitted. 

Douches — After  the  seventh  day  a  vaginal  douche  of  1 : 5,000 
pK)tassium  permanganate  solution,  temperature  110°  F.,  is  to 
be  given  daily  with  a  soft  rubber  catheter. 

DRAINAGE. 

All  drains  with  their  location  and  the  date  they  are  to  be 
removed  must  be  charted  in  red  ink  on  the  order  slip  of  the 
case  history.  The  removal  of  the  drains  will  be  by  special 
order  of  the  attending  surgeon  or  house  staff. 
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COMPLICATIONS. 

All  cases  developing  complications  will  receive  special 
order  from  the  attending  surgeon  or  house  staff. 

OUT  OF  BED. 

All  cases  will  be  allowed  out  of  bed  only  on  special  order 
from  attending  surgeon  or  house  staff. 

The  first  day  out  of  bed  the  patients  are  allowed  to  sit  up 
for  one  hour. 

The  second  day  out  of  bed  the  patients  are  allowed  to  sit 
up  one  hour  in  the  morning  and  one  hour  in  the  afternoon. 

Thereafter  the  length  of  time  out  of  bed  is  to  be  gradually 
increased,  but  no  patient  is  to  remain  up  longer  than  four 
hours  in  the  morning  and  four  hours,  in  the  afternoon  until 
I'oady  for  discharge. 

Standt^tg   Orders  for  the  Recovery  Ward, 
post-operative  care. 

The  following  orders  will  apply  to  all  patients  except  emer- 
gency cases,  complete  lacerations  of  the  sphincter  ani,  vesico- 
vaginal fistula?  and  rectal  cases,  for  wliich  special  Orders  will 
be  given  by  the  attending  surgeon  or  house  staff. 

Beds — The  beds  in  recovery  ward  are  to  be  prepared  for 
the  reception  of  patients  from  the  operating  room  according  to 
the  Woman's  Hospital  rule. 

The  bed  must  be  properly  warmed  for  the  reception  of  the 
patient  by  hot  water  bottles,  but  all  hot  water  bottles  are  to  be 
removed  when  the  patient  is  placed  in  the  bed,  unless  ordered  to 
be  retained  by  a  written  order  from  the  attending  surgeon  or 
house  staff. 

When  the  cases  are  in  shock  or  collapse  heat  is  to  be  main- 
tained by  hot  blankets,  which  are  to  be  renewed  as  needed  by 
blankets  taken  from  the  blanket-warmer  in  the  small  operating 
room. 

Hot  water  bottles  are  to  be  filled  from  a  pitcher  and  the 
temperature  of  the  wat-er  must  not  exceed  120°  F. 

H.W.— 4 
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Hot  water  bottles  are  never  to  be  applied  to  the  patient  ex- 
cept on  a  written  order  from  the  attending  surgeon  or  house 
staff,  and  in  every  case  they  must  be  separated  from  the  patient 
by  a  blanket. 

As  soon  as  the  patient  is  placed  in  bed  all  wet  clothing  is  to 
be  removed. 

The  abdominal  binder  is  to  be  adjusted  and  securely  pinned. 

All  pins  are  to  be  removed  from  the  sleeves. 

A  draiv-sheet  is  to  be  placed  as  a  restraining  sheet  across  the 
!il)domen,  but  not  so  as  to  cause  pressure  or  restrict  breathing. 

The  head  is  to  be  turned  on  one  side,  with  a  towel  and  basin 
imder  the  chin. 

The  pulse  and  respirations  are  to  be  taken  every  15  minut-es 
until  the  patient  is  conscious,  or  as  long  as  she  is  in  a  condition 
of  danger  from  shock  or  collapse,  after  which  they  are  to  be 
taken  every  hour  until  patient  is  removed  from  recovery  room. 

Hemorrhage — All  patients  are  to  be  watched  for  hemorr- 
hage from  the  incision  and  from  the  vagina,  an  inspection  be- 
ing made  every  half  hour. 

Temperature — All  temperatures  will  be  taken  every  4  hours 
by  rectum  and  indicated  on  the  chart  by  an  X  (except  in  cases 
of  complete  laceration  of  the  perineum  and  rectal  and  "drip" 
cases,  when  mouth  temperature  will  be  taken. 

Pain — A  hypodermic  of  morphine  gr.  1/^  P.R.^.  for  pain 
and  repeat  Q.S.  P.R.N. 

Cathetenzation — Do  not  catheterize  when  curetting  and 
cervix  operations  only  have  been  done,  unless  compulsory. 
Catheterize  every  8  hours  or  sooner  for  cause,  unless  the  patient 
can  void. 

In  extensive  cystoeele  operations  (also  in  Mayo  and  Wat- 
kins  interposition  operations),  catheterize  every  6  hours  or 
sooner  for  cause. 

Dip  the  point  of  the  catheter  in  25  per  cent.  Argyrol  in 
all  cases  before  introducing  it  into  the  urethra. 

After  catheterization  or  micturition  or  defecation,  the  ex- 
ternal genitals  are  to  be  freely  flushed  with  a  warm  solution 
of  potassium  permanganate  1  :  5,000  by  pitcher  douche. 
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^0  manual  cleansing  is  allowed. 

In  vaginal  operations  a  fresh  sterile  vulva  pad  is  to  be  ap- 
plied. 

Thirst — ^N^othing  is  to  be  given  by  mouth  for  24  hours 
after  operation  but  sips  of  hot  water  {no  ice  or  ice  water  is  to 
he  allowed). 

Drains — All  drains  with  their  location  and  the  date  they 
are  to  be  removed  must  be  charted  in  red  ink  on  the  order  slip 
of  the  case  history. 

Urine — A  specimen  of  urine  must  be  sent  to  the  laboratory 
the  morning  following  the  operation. 

Complications — Any  unusual  condition  of  the  patient  is  io 
be  reported  at  once  to  the  house  surgeon  in  charge  of  the  case 
and  to  the  directress  of  nurses. 

All  cases  developing  complications  will  receive  special 
orders  from  the  attending  surgeon  or  house  staff. 

Teaching  the  Attending  Staff — The  educational  possibili- 
ties of  a  hospital  service  to  the  attending  staff  are  immeasurable, 
and  no  one  should  be  retained  who  fails  to  appreciate  and  take 
advantage  of  the  opportunities  presented.  The  outpatient  de- 
partment offers  one  of  the  best  opportunities  for  clinical  instruc- 
tion to  the  younger  men  who  are  ambitious  to  attain  staff  ap- 
pointments, but  as  a  rule  they  do  not  avail  themselves  of  this 
privilege.  The  work  done  is  frequently  superficial  and  per- 
functory, and  the  diagnoses  carelessly  and  hurriedly  made. 
Clinical  research  is  rarely  attempted.  This  waste  of  oppor- 
innity  is  largely  due  to  the  fact  that  as  a  rule  there  is  no  super- 
vision of  the  work  in  this  department,  the  men  being  left  to 
their  own  sweet  wills  and  to  the  feeling  that  promotion  is  only 
to  be  attained  by  ^'pulF'  or  favor.  If  it  is  distinctly  understood 
that  the  positions  of  chief  of  clinic  will  lead  directly  to  the 
hospital  staff  appointments  and  that  the  work  done  is  under 
supervision  with  that  object  in  view,  these  outpatient  positions 
will  be  sought  for  and  will  attract  the  best  type  of  men.  If 
they  are  expected  to  teach  undergraduate  students  and  have  a 
definite  schedule  of  demonstrations  which  they  are  required  to 
give  at  specified  times,  they  will  be  stimulated  to  put  forth 
their  best  efforts  to  the  mutual  benefit  of  all  concerned. 
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We  have  attempted  to  accomplish  this  object  in  the  oiit- 
{)niieiit  department  of  the  Woman's  Hospital  by  such  supervi- 
sion and  teaching.  The  men  have  been  given  to  understand 
that  the  opportunity  to  obtain  promotion  to  the  attending  staff 
is  open  to  them  in  accordance  with  their  work,  but  that  their 
work  must  give  evidence  of  some  study  or  clinical  research. 
The  hospital  wards,  the  laboratories,  and  the  records  are  freely 
available  for  this  purpose. 

They  are  expected  to  take  part  in  the  weekly  clinical  con- 
ferences and  are  encouraged  to  follow  their  referred  cases  to 
the  operating  room  and  during  convalescence.  During  the 
summer  months,  when  the  junior,  attending  staff  act  as  the 
attending  surgeons,  they  automatically  come  into  the  hospital 
as  acting  junior  attendings,  and  thus  have  an  opportunity  to 
develop  and  show  their  worth  in  the  operating  rooms  and  in 
the  wards. 

A  valuable  aid  in  observing  and  judging  their  ability  is  the 
"'reference  sheet"  which  has  been  established  as  the  connecting 
link  between  the  outpatient  department  and  the  wards.  Each 
patient  who  is  referred  from  this  department  is  accompanied 
with  a  form  which  must  be  filled  out  and  signed  by  the  clinic 
chief.  This  contains  all  the  data  relating  to  the  patient  while 
in  the  outpatient  department,  including  the  physical  findings 
and  tentative  diagnosis  as  made  by  the  man  referring  the  case. 
He  thus  places  his  opinions  on  record  where  they  are  certain  to 
be  observed  by  the  attending  staff.  The  third-year  students  of 
the  Co-rnell  University  Medical  College  receive  part  of  their 
practical  training  in  the  outpatient  d&partment  of  the  hospital, 
and  each  chief  of  clinic  acts  as  the  instructor  and  is  required 
to  demonstrate  the  various  methods  of  diagnosis  and  treatment 
and  to  show  as  many  conditions  and  diseases  as  the  material 
may  afford  in  acco-rdance  with  a  definite  schedule  of  instruc- 
tion. 

The  entire  hospital  staff^  seniors  and  juniors,  should  be  en- 
gaged on  problems  of  clinical  research  as  part  of  their  daily 
duty  in  addition  to  their  routine  work.  A  necessary  founda- 
tion for  clinical  research  in  a  surgical  hospital  is  the  thorough, 
careful,  and  complete  pre-operative  study  of  the  patient ;  other- 
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wise  any  deductions  that  may  be  made  are  of  doubtful  value. 
In  order  to  accomplisb  this  it  is  essential  that  the  patients  re- 
main in  the  hospital  a  sufficient  time  before  operation  to  permit 
of  the  necessary  examination  and  laboratory  tests  to  be  made. 
This  is  not  wasteful  of  hospital  beds,  as  the  time  spent  will  be 
more  than  saved  in  the  end  by  the  avoidance  of  errors  due  to 
hasty  and  incomplete  diagnoses,  and  by  the  great  gain  to  the 
liospitnl  in  reputation  and  abundance  of  patients  as  a  result  of 
the  superior  quality  of  the  work  done.  Trustees  should  realize 
that  the  usefulness  of  an  institvition  should  be  estimated  by  the 
quality  of  the  work  done,  and  not  by  the  quantity,  for  as  some- 
one has  said,  ^'  If  the  quality  be  poor,  the  larger  it  is,  the  worse 
for  the  public  and  the  profession." 

In  the  Woman's  Hospital  the  average  stay  of  a  patient  be- 
fore operation  is  three  or  four  days,  in  order  that  she  may  bo 
properly  studied.  This  allows  of  the  necessary  laboratory  tests 
being  made  and  complete  history  being  taken,  with  time  for  the 
attending  surgeon  to  check  it  up,  and  for  the  obtaining  of  con- 
sultations when  needed.  We  have  established  a  completely 
equipped  gastro-enterologic  department,  which  is  a  very  valuable 
and  necessary  adjunct  to  a  gynecologic  hospital.  This  depart- 
ment is  used  solely  for  gynecologic  cases  having  associated  gas- 
tro-enterologic conditions,  and  not  for  gastro-enterology,  pe?*  se^ 
as  the  work  of  the  hospital  is  gynecologic  and  obstetric  only. 
An  appropriate  form  called  a  ''consultation  sheet''  is  provided 
in  the  case  of  history  for  the  recording  of  any  consultations  that 
may  be  made,  which  must  be  signed  by  the  consultant. 

Valuable  information  is  made  readily  available  for  study 
by  the  employment  of  a  form  in  the  case  history  which  we  call 
the  "wound  sheet."  On  the  sheet  is  recorded  the  complete 
record  of  the  healing  of  the  wounds  of  operation.  Provision 
is  made  for  abdominal  and  vaginal  wounds,  the  site,  character, 
nature  of  the  operation,  non-absorbable  sutures,  drainage,  and 
whether  the  case  was  clean  or  a  contaminated  one,  which  are 
charted  at  the  time  of  operation.  Each  time  the  wound  is 
inspected  or  dressed  it  must  be  recorded  and  signed  by  the  sur- 
geon and  the  character  of  the  dressing  stated.  If  the  wound 
is  purulent,  a  culture  must  be  taken  and  the  nature  of  the 
organism  given,  in  accordance  with  the  laboratory  report.     On 
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the  discharge  of  the  patient  the  condition  of  the  wound  mnst 
be  recorded.  When  the  case  histories  reach  the  departraent  of 
records,  the  clerks  abstract  the  data  from  these  wound  sheets  on 
a  card  index,  where  each  surgeon's  record  of  the  healing. of 
his  operative  wounds  is  made  readily  available  and  is  open  to 
:\\\  concerned. 

All  members  of  the  hospital  staff ,  both  seniors  and  juniors, 
111  all  departments,  are  expected  to  make  some  study  as  a  contri- 
bution to  the  literature  during  the  year.  If  any  particular  type 
'of  case  is  desired  by  any  of  the  staff  for  the  purpose  of  clinical 
research,  all  that  is  necessary  is  for  him  to  notify  the  chief 
surgeon  of  his  desire  and  object,  and  such  material  will  be 
assigned  to  him  in  quantity  sufficient  for  his  purpose,  as  far  as 
the  service  will  allow ;  but  he  must  present  his  results  for  pub- 
lication in  the  annual  surgical  report  of  the  hospital,  which  is 
made  up  of  the  scientific  contributions  of  the  staff.  To  facili- 
tate this  important  work  we  have  established  a  library  in  the 
Jiospital  with  the  latest  editions  of  the  standard  textbooks  and 
the  periodicals  on  gynecology  and  obstetrics,  through  the  gener- 
osity of  the  board  of  governors,  and  they  have  also  provided  the 
iservices  of  a  medical  artist  who  is  at  the  disposal  of  the  staff 
at  stated  periods. 

Periodic  staff  conferences  are  essential  to  bring  the  men  to- 
gether in  order  that  they  may  get  in  touch,  learn  one  another's 
point  of  view,  and  exchange  ideas.  Opportunity  is  thus  pre- 
sented for  the  discussion  of  problems,  checking  up  of  the  results, 
and  investigating  errors,  all  of  Avhich  is  bound  to  result  in  vast 
benefits  to  the  hospital,  the  physicians,  and  primarily  to  the  pat- 
ients. The  educational  value  of  such  conferences  is  unquestion- 
able and  is  a  stimulus  to  the  work  of  the  entire  staff.  At  the 
Woman's  Hospital,  staff  conferences  are  held  each  week  through- 
out nine  months  of  the  year.  They  last  about  one  hour  and  the 
usual  order  of  procedure  is  as  follows: — 

Presentation  by  the  pathologists  of  pathologic  material  of 
interest;  which  have  been  obtained  during  the  week.  The  gross 
and  microscopic  specimens  are  demonstrated  and  brief  talks  on 
the  pathology  are  given. 

The  casualties  of  the  service  are  next  called  for.       Each 
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attending  surgeon  must  report  any  deaths,  infections,  or  com- 
plications occurring  during  the  week,  and  an  endeavor  is  made 
to  locate  the  cause.  The  details,  as  shown  by  the  case  histories 
and  the  testimony  of  those  concerned  are  carefully  analyzed  in 
order  that  it  may  be  determined  as  far  as  possible  whether  the 
fault  lay  with  the  physician,  the  patient,  the  disease,  or  the 
liospital  organization  or  equipment. 

A  report  on  the  analysis  of  the  follow-up  clinic  of  one  of  the 
attending  surgeons  is  next  made.  Each  of  the  four  attending 
surgeons  has  such  a  clinic  once  a  week  which  they  must  attend 
In  person,  and  once  in  four  weeks  they  are  required  to  make  an 
analysis  of  the  results  of  the  cases  they  have  seen  since  their 
previous  report.  This  analysis  must  show  the  total  number 
of  cases  seen  in  the  clinic  and  the  number  which  have  been 
previously  reported.  The  remainder  wdiich  are  to  be  reported 
are  classified  according  to  the  results  as  successful,  partially 
j:iiccessful,  and  failures.  The  acid  test  for  the  determination 
of  the  result  is  whether  the  patient  has  been  cured  of  the  s\Tnp- 
loins  for  which  she  sought  relief,  and  not  whether  the  operative 
result  is  satisfactory  to  the  surgeon.  The  successful  cases  are 
disregarded,  while  each  partially  successful  case  and  failure 
Minst  be  analyzed  in  detail  and  the  reasons  given  for  the  classi- 
fi cation.  A  free  discussion  is  encouraged  in  order  that  thi) 
operating  surgeon  may  have  every  opportunity  to  defend  his 
position.  Cases  that  have  been  previously  reported  as  success- 
ful which  may  later  become  partially  successful  or  failures  must 
be  subsequently  reported  with  their  revised  classification. 

N'ext  a  report  of  some  case  of  special  interest  is  made  by  one 
of  the  attending  surgeons  in  turn;  thus  an  opportunity  is  given 
!(►  present  case  histories  or  to  show  the  patients  which  have 
had  successful  results.  Frequently  a  case  presenting  difficul- 
ties in  diagnosis  or  treatment  is  shown  and  the  advice  of  the 
conference  is  sought. 

Once  a  month  the  junior  attending  surgeons  are  required  in 
turn  to  give  a  brief  summary  of  the  recent  gynecologic  and 
obstetric  literature,  or  to  give  a  report  on  any  hospital  or  opera- 
live  clinic  they  may  visit.  A  stenographer  is  present  during 
the  conference  who  makes  a  complete  typewritten  report  of  the 
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jjrocoediiigs,  which  are  kept  on  file  in  the  chief  surgeon's  office 
for  further  study. 

Teaching  Students — The  teaching  of  undergraduate  students 
of  the  Cornell  University  Medical  College  in  the  Woman's 
Hospital  is  given  during  their  third  and  fourth  years. 

The  third-year  students,  after  having  completed  a  course  of 
didactic  lectures  and  demonstrations  in  gynecology,  receive  prac- 
tical instruction  in  diagnosis  and  treatment  in  the  outpatient 
rlepartment  in  sections  of  four  students. 

The  fourth-year  studients,  in  sections,  spend  half  time  (0 
to  1  p.m.)  for  two  weeks,  and  full  time  (9  a.m.  to  5  p.m.)  for 
two  weeks  in  the  hospital.  They  practically  receive  intensive 
daily  instruction  in  the  subject  as  clinical  clerks  for  one  month, 
which  is  the  most  efficient  and  ideal  method.  Their  course  in- 
cludes work  in  the  wards,  where  they  are  taught  history-taking, 
and  they  make  daily  rounds  with  the  attending  surgeon,  during 
which  they  have  an  opportunity  to  study  the  cases  before  and 
after  operation.  They  witness  the  operations  and  see  the  speci- 
mens demonstrated  in  the  laboratory,  so  that  they  are  enabled  to 
follow  the  cases  from  admission  to  discharge  during  their  stay 
in  the  hospital.  They  are  given  opportunity  to  examine  suit- 
able cases  under  anesthesia  and  to  see  the  work  in  cystoscopic, 
gastro-enterologic,  and  outpatient  departments.  This  work  in 
the  third  and  fourth  year  is  required  of  all  students.

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During  the  last  term  of  the  senior  year,  the  students  spend 
their  time  entirely  in  elective  studies.  We  give  an  elective  course 
in  gynecology  at  the  Woman's  Hospital  v^hich  provides  for  a 
group  of  four  students  working  as  clinical  clerks  from  9  a.m.  to 
5  p.m.  daily  for  one  month.  The  work  is  divided  into  two 
schedules.  Each  section  of  two  students  completes  a  schedule 
in  two  weeks,  when  the  sections  exchange  schedules.  A  new 
group  starts  each  month.  They  are  required  to  act  as  second 
assistant  at  operations,  and  a  research  problem  is  given  each 
one  at  the  commencement  of  the  work,  which  he  is  required  to 
present  at  the  termination  of  the  course  in  the  form  of  a  thesis. 
These  problems  are  worked  up  during  the  time  assigned  to 
study,  and  they  are  taught  how  to  utilize  the  record  room  for 
the  abstraction  of  facts  from  the  hospital  histories. 

During  the  term  just  finished,  the  following  problems  were 
given  to  the  students  taking  the  elective  courses:  ''A  Study  of 
tlie  Relation  of  Appendicitis  to  Right-sided  Adnexal  Disease," 
"A  'Study  of  Post-operative  Catheterization  in  Relation  to  Vagi- 
nal Operations,"  and'^M  Study  of  Post-operative  Vomiting  in 
Relation  to  Abdominal  Operations."  Each  student  w^as  re- 
quired to  present  an  independent  thesis,  although  they  were 
allowed  to  work  in  groups  of  two  on  one  subject.  Several  of 
these  theses  were  of  exceptional  merit  and  will  be  published  in 
the  surgical  report  of  the  hospital. 

From  the  acconipanying  schedule  it  w^ill  be  seen  that,  in  a 
month's  course  on  intensive  all-day  training  under  supervision 
in  every  department  of  such  a  special  hospital,  the  student  has 
exceptional  opportunities  to  obtain  practical  knowledge. 

Teaching  the  Profession. — It  is  unfortunately  true  that,  in 
in  "New  York  at  least,  many  of  our  best  clinicians,  surgical  as 
well  as  medical,  fail  to  realize  their  duty  to  the  profession  in 
giving  teaching  clinics.  Until  a  few  years  ago  it  w^as  not  pos- 
sible for  the  stranger  or  a  resident  in  'New  York  to  obtain  infor- 
mation as  to  when  he  might  be  able  to  witness  surgical  or  medi- 
cal clinics  without  unusual  difficulty.  To-day  this  has  been 
remedied  somewhat  by  the  estaMisljment  of  a  bureau  of  infor- 
mation at  the  Academy  of  Medicine  by  a  number  of  the  profes- 
sion who  formed  a  society  to  provide  the  necessary  funds.     A 
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daily  bulletin  of  operative  clinics  is  now  issued  and  mailed  for 
a  small  fee.  This  bulletin  consists  almost  entirely  of  surgical 
clinics,  as  it  is  nearly  impossible  to  get  the  medical  men  to  do 
their  part,  although  there  is  a  constant  demand  or  inquiry  for 
medical  clinics.  Many  of  the  surgeons  make  little  or  no  at- 
tempt to  teach,  considering  that  mere  admission  to  witness  the 
operations  is  all  that  is  required.  The  failure  to  present 
properly  the  history  of  the  case  with  the  results  of  the  various 
diagnostic  tests,  the  reasons  for  making  the  diagnosis,  and  the 
treatment  to  be  employed,  is  far  too  frequent.  A  physician  re- 
ferring a  patient  to  the  hospital  should  have  the  courtesy  of  an 
invitation  to  the  operation,  and.  the  patient  should  be  referred 
back  to  him  with  a  copy  of  the  diagnosis.  By  so  doing  the 
hospital  will  be  fulfilling  one  of  its  functions  of  educating  the 
profession.  A  lack  of  courtesy  is  not  uncommon.  A  profes- 
sional brother  is  certainly  entitled  to  a  courteous  reception  that 
makes  him  feel  that  he  is  welcome,  for  he  is  paying  the  surgeon 
a  real  compliment  by  spending  his  time  to  witness  his  work. 

Teaching  Methods — Simplification  of  procedure  as  accom- 
plished by  standardization,  of  methods  greatly  facilitates  the 
imparting  of  knowledge  to  the  student  in  such  a  form  as  to 
avoid  confusion  and  complexity,  and  favors  its  retention.  Con- 
sequently we  have  standardized  the  technic  of  the  usual  gyneco- 
logic operations,  and  we  endeavor  to  carry  out  each  step  of  the 
procedures  in  a  uniform  way.  Thus  the  internes  and  nurses 
rapidly  learn  the  technic  of  each  operation,  and  their  value  as 
assistants  is  proportionately  increased.  A  description  of  the 
technic  of  each  standardized  operation  is  kept  on  file  in  the 
record  room,  so  that  in  the  dictation  of  the  operation  to  the 
stenographer  much  time  and  work  are  saved,  as  it  is  only  neces- 
sary to  give  the  nature  of  the  operative  procedure.  When  the 
surgeon  has  no  order  or  system  in  his  method  of  operating,  his 
patient's  interests  are  jeopardized. 

We  have  standardized  the  arrangement  of  the  instrTiinents 
on  the  operating  tray.  These  instruments,  which  are  those  in 
most  constant  use,  must  be  kept  in  their  proper  location  by  the 
suture  nurse.  When  the  operator  takes  one  from  the  tray,  she 
must  substitute  its  duplicate  at  once,  so  that  the  surgeon  always 
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finds  the  same  instrument  in  the  same  place,  and  confusion  and 
waste  of  time  are  avoided.  The  upper  part  of  the  traj  is  used  for 
the  discard.  The  suture  nurse  watches  the  tray  and  not  the 
operation,  so  that  her  duties  are  greatly  simplified.  It  is 
therefore  only  necessary  to  ask  for  some  special  instrument. 
Lists  of  those  required  for  each  type  of  operation  have  been 
made  so  that  there  will  be  an  avoidance  of  wear  and  tear  on  a 
great  number  of  unneeded  ones  which  would  have  been  un- 
necessarily prepared. 

Among  our  most  important  duties  as  teachers  is  our  obliga- 
tion to  develop  competent  successors.  This  implies  that  we 
should  give  every  opportunity  to  the  younger  men  of  the  staff 
to  develop  and  fit  themselves  for  the  senior  positions.  Many 
a  man  remains  a  good  assistant  all  his  life  because  he  has  not 
been  given  the  chance  to  do  independent  work  owing  to  tlie 
selfishness  of  his  chief. 

The  development  of  a  medical  centre  is  a  matter  which  is 
vitally  dependent  on  the  hospitals  of  a  community  fulfilling 
their  teaching  function  in  the  broadest  sense.  If  they  do  this 
they  are  certain  to  attract  those  who  are  eager  for  knowledge 
from  far  and  near. 

The  trustees  of  our  hospitals  should  realize  that  the  in- 
fluences and  spirit  of  a  hospital  should  make  not  only  for  high 
ideas  of  its  remedial  function,  but  also  for  its  teaching  func- 
tion, and  that  unless  the  proper  spirit  prevails  within  its  walls, 
it  will  fail  in  the  fulfilment  of  its  full  duty  to  the  community. 
Holt  has  well  said:  ^The  spirit  of  an  institution  is  something 
dift'erent  from  its  aims.  It  is  the  resultant  of  the  attitude  of 
mind,  the  breadth  of  outlook,  and  the  personality  of  the  three 
persons  who  determine  the  hospital's  policy;  the  dominating 
spirit  in  the  board  of  trustees,  the  superintendent,  and  the 
physician  in  chief.''

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HOME  HYGIENE*

Home  hygiene  may  be  defined  as  the  science  of  preserving  a 
normal  healthy  condition  of  body  and  mind,  the  fullest  possible 
prevention  of  preventable  disease,  and  the  prolongation  of  life 
to  its  utmost  limits  until  dissolution  comes  naturally  and  peace- 
fully. 

The  perfection  of  the  human  body  as  a  scientific  machine 
is  one  of  the  wonders  of  creation.  The  recent  events  of  the 
great  war  show  nothing  more  wonderful  than  the  tremendous 
capacity  for  sustained  physicial  efforts,  and  prolonged  bodily 
and  mental  strain  which  the  human  animal  is  capable  of  en- 
during, when  his  muscular  strength  has  been  fully  developed 
by  intensive  training,  simple  and  nourishing  food,  and  natural 
hygienic  living.  We  cannot,  therefore,  withhold  our  admiration 
of  the  human  body,  regarded  purely  as  a  mechanical  contriv- 
ance. It  should  be  our  ambition  to  attain  to  the  highest  degree 
of  physical  well  being  possible,  in  order  that  we  may  carry  on 
throughout  life  with  a  maximum  of  efficiency  both  bodily  and 
mentally. 

Few  live  to  the  fullest  age  attainable  owing,  largely,  to 
failure  to  observe  properly  the  rules  of  health  either  on  the  part 
of  the  individual  himself  or  his  progenitors.  Heredity  plays 
a  large  part  in  deciding  what  endowment  of  physicial  and 
potential  energy  we  have  at  the  outset  of  life  and  conditions  of 
body  or  mind  over  which  we  have  no  control  and  which  handi- 
cap us  in  attaining  the  highest  perfection  of  health,  may  be 
transmitted  to  us  from  our  immediate  or  remote  ancestors. 
How  important  therefore  it  is,  that  we  should  endeavor  to 
attain  to  the  highest  and  most  perfect  health  of  mind  and  body 
before  assuming  the  responsibility  of  parenthood.  In  some 
communities  a  law  already  is  in  force  which  makes  compulsory, 
a  medical  certificate  of  physicial  and  mental  health  before  a 
marriage  license  can  be  granted.     To  be  effective  in  preventing

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the  propagation  of  the  mentally  unsound  and  physically  dis- 
eased, such  a  law  must  eventually  be  universal  and  there  is  no 
doubt  that  its  enforcement  would  greatly  assist  in  raising  the 
general  standard  of  human  efficiency,  and  do  away  with  the 
economic  loss  to  the  community  in  caring  for  the  diseased, 
unfit  and  mentally  defective. 

With  this  digression  from  the  subject  I  will  now  return  to 
Home  Hygiene.  There  are  of  course  some,  elements  in  every 
community  to  whom  home  hygiene  or  home  sanitation  can  never 
mean  anything,  who  deliberately  choose  to  live  in  dirt,  squalor 
and  general  untidiness  though  possessed  of  the  means  to  adopt 
a  higher  standard  of  existence.  On  the  other  hand,  unfortun- 
ately, the  struggle  for  existence  is  so  hard  that  many  human 
beings  find  it  impossible  to  live  under  such  conditions  of  home 
hygiene  as  are  most  desirable.  Even  under  such  conditions 
however,  and  handicapped  by  poverty  and  low  efficiency  due  to 
hereditary  tendencies  or  lack  of  education,  certain  general  rules 
of  home  living  may  be  carried  out  which  will  tend  to  prolong 
life  and  make  it  more  desirable. 

These  rules  of  home  living  may  be  classed  as  follows: — 

1.  Cleanliness  of  person  and  surroundings  which  in- 
culcates self-respect  and  an  aspiration  to  the  higher 
things  in  life  generally. 

2.  Provision  of  proper  ventilation,  lighting  and  heat- 
ing facilities  in  dwellings,  wtth  a  sufficiency  of 
cubic  air  space  per  individual  in  sleeping  apart- 
ments. 

8.  Protection  of  food  supplies  from  contamination 
and  deterioration,  as  well  as  their  proper  prepara- 
tion. 

4.  Prevention  of  disease,  infectious  or  otherwise. 

Time  will  not  permit  me  to  go  fully  into  a  discussion  of  these 
four  heads.  I  will,  therefore,  confine  myself  largely  to  the  last, 
namely,  the  prevention  of  disease,  infectious  or  otherwise.  As 
to  the  third,  it  is  common  knowledge  that  many  housekeepers 
or  mothers  fail  to  keep  the  milk  received  from  the  milkman  in 
good  condition,  away  from  contamination  by  dirt  or  flies,  or  in 
a  cool  place  to  prevent  deterioration  and  as  a  result,  lack  of 
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proper  nutrition,  sickness,  or  even  death  itself,  may  follow  as 
a  natural  consequence  to  the  younger  members  of  the  family. 
To  prepare  food  so  as  to  make  it  nutritious  and  palatable,  is 
an  art  in  which  too  many  housewives  are  sadly  deficient,  and 
it  would  be  well  if  to  the  ordinary  curriculum  of  studies  in  the 
case  of  all  our  girls,  a  thorough  course  in  housekeeping,  home 
cooking  and  the  proper  care  and  rearing  of  children  could  be 
added.  A  small  unpretentious  home  with  a  competent  house- 
keeper and  cook  in  charge,  means  health,  happiness,  love  and 
contentment,  which  will  endure  to  the  end,  while  in  a  more 
pretentious  home,  presided  over  by  a  housewife  who  has  no 
knowledge  of  the  culinary  art  herself,  or  lacks  the  ability  to 
teach  others,  indigestion,  unhappiness,  discontent,  friction  and 
disillusionment,  are  the  usual  results  of  a  lack  of  that  knowledge 
which  every  woman  who  aspires  to  become  the  ruler  and 
arbiter  of  a  household,  should  have. 

The  old  theories  as  to  the  source  of  infectious  diseases  have 
in  recent  years  largely  given  way  to  modern  ideas  based  on 
scientific  discovery  and  research.  Under  the  old  theories, 
sources  of  disease  were  sought  for  in  the  environment  of  the 
individual  and  by  a  process  of  biogenesis,  all  the  disease  germs 
known  to  be  dangerous  to  humanity  were  believed  to  have  their 
origin  quite  independent  of  the  human  animal,  in  damp  cellars, 
leaky  plumbing,  dust,  foul  air,  bad  smells,  dirty  clothes,  rank 
vegetables,  swamps,  stagnant  pools,  smoke,  garbage,  manure  or 
dead  animals.  The  new  Public  Health  finds  the  real  source  of 
disease  germs  in  the  individual  himself  and  in  the  emanations 
from  his  body  which  find  their  way  by  various  and  devious 
routes  to  the  healthy  individuals.  Examples  of  such  agencies 
are  water,  milk,  food,  flies  and  fingers,  all  of  which  may  be  the 
vehicle  by  which  disease  germs  find  their  way  into  the  human 
system.  In  the  prevention  of  epidemics  of  disease  it  has  been 
found  that  efi^orts  based  on  this  modern  theory  of  contact  in- 
fection are  much  more  effective  than  those  based  on  the  older 
and  discredited  ideas,  which  had  little  or  no  effect  as  a  pro- 
tection to  the  community. 

Can  infectious  disease  be  abolished  altogether  is  a  pertinent 
question  ?  This,  unfortunately,  must  be  answered  in  the  nega- 
tive, and  the  chief  reason  is  that  no  community  has  yet  been 
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found  sufficiently  docile  to  submit  to  the  necessary  measures 
for  bringing  this  about.  So  long  as  there  are  so  many  individ- 
uals in  the  community  who  look  upon  a  quarantine  card  as 
something  to  be  avoided  if  possible,  so  long  will  the  milder  cases 
or  less  dangerous  infections  exist  in  the  community  in  large 
numbers,  unknown  to,  or  concealed  from,  the  health  author- 
ities, and  keep  a  good  healthy  strain  of  the  particular  germ 
concerned  in  existence. 

The  ideal  arrangement  for  the  control  of  infectious  disease 
would  be  to  have  a  thoroughly  efficient  isolation  hospital,  large 
enough  to  accommodate  all  the  infectious  diseases  in  the  com- 
munity, and  to  have  all  patients  kept  free  at  the  expense  of  the 
public,  giving  the  health  authorities  the  necessary  power  to 
compel  all  cases  to  go  there.  This  would  undoubtedly  have  a 
decided  effect  in  lessening  the  ravages  and  spread  of  infectious 
diseases,  and  would  result  in  a  great  economic  saving  to  the 
community,  but  owing  to  sentiment,  prejudice  or  ignorance  and 
the  so  called  unalienable  right  of  our  Anglo-Saxon  citizenship, 
to  object  to  interference  Avith  the  liberty  of  the  individual  for 
the  benefit  of  the  public,  even  when  the  interference  is  directly 
in  the  interest  of  the  individual  himself,  such  an  idea  is  im- 
possible bi  attainment.  It  may  in  time  be  partially  reached 
if  an  isolation  hospital  were  provided,  so  ideal  in  its  con- 
structioii  and  management  as  to  gain  the  confidence  of  the 
community. 

While  the  science  of  preventative  medicine  has  not  yet 
succeeded  in  absolutely  eradicating  any  of  the  contagious  dis- 
eases, it  has  arrived  at  the  stage  where  it  is  possible  to  say  that 
certain  diseases  could  be  abolished.  Malaria  and  yellow  fever 
are  now  known  to  depend  entirely  on  the  bite  of  the  mosquito. 
Abolish  the  mosquito  and  these  diseases  would  cease  to  exist. 
The  most  notable  example  of  work  in  this  line  is  the  successful 
efforts  of  Colonel  Goethals  in  the  construction  of  the  Panama 
Canal  which  could  never  have  been  completed  without  first 
making  war  on  the  mosquito.  Or  if  so  only  at  a  tremendous 
sacrifice  of  life.  Another  disease  which  could  be  absolutely 
abolished  is  smallpox,  if  it  were  possible  to  have  universal 
world-wide  vaccination.  I  am  aware  that  I  may  find  it  difficult 
or  impossible  to  satisfy  my  aiiti-vaccination  friends  of  this,  but 
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I  am  prepared  to  prove,  if  necessary,  that  if  all  children  to  be 
born  for  the  next  two  generations  were  successfully  and  properly 
vaccinated,  smallpox  would  cease  to  exist.  This  is  too,  an 
ideal  impossible  of  attainment  I  fear.  In  spite  of  more  or  less 
stringent  laws  regarding  vaccination,  it  cannot  be  said  that  they 
are  strictly  enforced  in  any  country  of  the  world,  and  as  a 
consequence  there  is  always  a  portion  of  every  community 
absolutely  unprotected  against  this  disease,  and  to  this  alone 
is  due  the  fact  that  smallpox  exists,  and  probably  will  continue 
to  exist  for  all  time. 

The  death  rate  of  another  serious  disease,  diphtheria,  has 
been  greatly  decreased  by  the  discovery  of  antitoxin,  which, 
if  used  early  and  in  sufficient  quantity,  may  be  said  to  be  almost 
a  speeific  cure.  To  those  exposed  to  infection,  a  small  immuniz- 
ing dose  will  almost  invariably  prevent  any  developments.  The 
immunity  conferred  by  antitoxin  for  diphtheria,  lasts  for  about 
one  month  only,  which  circumstance  makes  it  impracticable  to 
give  a  community  protection  against  diphtheria,  to  the  same 
extent  as  systematic  vaccination  for  smallpox  will  prevent  that 
disease.  In  the  latter,  immunity  is  conferred  for  at  least  seven 
years  and  in  the  great  majority  of  cases  for  a  much  longer 
period.  A  second  successful  vaccination  almost  invariably  con- 
fers immunity  for  life. 

x\nother  contrast  noticeable  in  these  two  prophylactics  is 
that  antitoxin  for  diphtheria  not  only  acts  as  a  preventative 
but  cures  the  disease  rapidly  after  it  has  become  established. 
In  smallpox,  on  the  contrary,  vaccination  has  no  effect  whatever 
in  curing  the  disease  once  it  has  developed!  How  greatly  the  use 
of  antitoxin  has  affected  the  mortality  from  diphtheria,  is  indi- 
cated by  the  lowered  death  rate.  In  pre-antitoxin  days,  this  was 
from  20  to  40  per  cent,  of  all  cases,  and  since  antitoxin  has 
come  into  use  it  has  been  reduced  to  3  to  14  per  cent,  according 
to  the  virulence  of  the  epidemic,  and  the  promptness  with 
which  the  remedy  is  used.  If  used  within  forty-eight  hours,  it 
seldom  exceeds  three  per  cent,  and  is  often  much  less.  In 
neglected  cases  where  the  treatment  is  not  given  for  a  week, 
the  death  rate  may  rise  to  20  per  cent,  or  more.  In  spite  of  these 

incontestible  facts,  it  is  not  infrequent  to  find  in  every  com-

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niunity,  fanatical  parents  or  individuals  who  vigorously  oppose 
the  use  of  antitoxin. 

Of  more  recent  discovery  is  the  use  of  vaccine  to  prevent 
typhoid  fever  which  has  heretofore  been  one  of  the  scourges 
of  the  human  race.  Its  wonderful  effect  in  protecting  the  health 
of  our  armies  in  the  late  war,  where  typhoid  was  practically 
non-existent  is  so  well  known  and  so  thoroughly  established  that 
no  argument  is  needed  in  defence  of  inoculation  for  typhoid 
fever,  though  as  was  to  be  expected,  anti-vaccination  societies 
and  other  religious  sects  and  fanatics  bitterly  opposed  its  com- 
pulsory enforcement  at  the  outset  of  the  war.  During  nineteen 
months  at  the  first  Canadian  Hospital  admitting  an  average  of 
5,000  patients  per  month,  Dr.  Stewart  of  the  S.C.R.  of  this 
city  informs  me  that  not  a  single  case  of  typhoid  fever  was 
treated. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  immunity  conferred  by  anti-typhoid 
inoculation  lasts  approximately  only  about  one  year,  and  that 
the  disease  can  be  to  a  large  extent  controlled  by  care  exercised 
in  regard  to  public  water,  milk,  and  food  supplies  and  general 
education  of  the  community,  it  is  not  likely  that  general  in- 
oculation of  the  community  will  ever  become  an  established 
fact  or  be  required  by  law.  Its  application  will  likely  be  con- 
fined to  armies,  navies,  railway,  lumber  or  other  companies 
where  large  aggregations  of  men  are  closely  associated  under 
w^hat  may  easily  become  insanitary  conditions  of  a  very  dan- 
gerous nature,  greatly  curtailing  the  efficiency  of  the  body  of 
men  concerned.  In  hospitals  also  where  nurses  and  attendants 
are  particularly  exposed  to  infection  from  contact  with  the 
patients,  it  is  advisable  to  protect  the  entire  staf¥  by  anti-typhoid 
inoculation.  Smallpox,  on  the  other  hand,  is  influenced  to  a 
very  slight  extent  by  sanitary  conditions,  and  the  immunity 
conferred  by  vaccination  is  lasting  to  a  much  greater  degree. 

Another  important  matter  connected  with  home  hygiene  is 
the  care  of  infants  and  young  children,  ^ever  in  the  historv 
of  the  world,  has  the  importance  and  value  of  our  preserving 
the  lives  and  health  of  our  infants  in  order  that  they  may  attain 
to  vigorous  adult  life,  been  so  emphasized  as  by  the  events  of  the 
last  ^ve  years.  Thousands  upon  thousands  of  the  best  and  most 
vigorous  of  the  human  race  have  been  sacrificed  in  the  terrible 
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war.  This  loss  cannot  be  made  good  for  generations  to  come, 
but  it  can  to  some  extent  be  minimized  by  measures  designed  to 
prevent  the  unnecessarily  large  waste  of  human  life,  involved 
in  the  premature  deaths  of  so  large  a  percentage  of  our  popu- 
lation during  the  first  year  of  life.  It  must  of  course  be 
admitted  that  even  under  the  best  conditions  and  most  intel- 
ligent care,  the  infant,  like  a  tender  plant,  has  ^ot  the  vitality 
of  more  advanced  life  to  successfully  withstand  the  inroads 
of  disease,  and  a  larger  proportion  of  deaths  must  unavoidably 
occur  during  the  first  year  of  life  than  among  older  children. 

However,  owing  to  various  causes,  including  poverty, 
whether  due  to  lack  of  industry  or  earning  ability,  intemperance 
or  circumstances  over  which  the  individual  has  no  control, 
carelessness,  lack  of  knowledge  of  proper  methods  of  feeding, 
religious  prejudices  or  beliefs,  and  desire  to  avoid  quarantine, 
on  the  part  of  the  parents,  much  avoidable  and  preventable 
sickness  occurs  among  infants  and  children  resulting  in  a  large 
number  of  unnecessary  deaths. 

All  the  agencies  of  the  city,  such  as  the  Wielfare  Board, 
Sunshine,  the  Salvation  Army,  Health  Department,  School 
Board  and  Medical  School  Inspector,  and  the  medical  prac- 
titioners are  enlisted  in  a  campaign  to  assist  the  mothers  of 
Edmonton  in  preserving  the  health  of  their  babies,  and  pre- 
venting avoidable  sickness,  and  it  is  often  due  to  failure  to 
co-operate  with  these  various  agencies  that  some  of  these  sick- 
nesses occur.  To  those  Whose  financial  condition  is  so  reduced 
that  hesitation  is  shown  in  applying  for  relief  or  medical 
advice,  our  sympathy  and  respect  cannot  be  withheld,  but  it 
is  no  disgrace  under  such  circumstances  to  apply  to  the  Welfare 
Board  or  the  Health  Department  for  assistance,  and  does  not 
necessarily  imply  pauperism.  Any  expense  for  relief  or 
medicine  involved  in  connection  with  these  departments  may 
be  regarded  as  a  temporary  loan,  which  may  be  paid  later 
when  circumstances  have  improved.  'No  parent  therefore,  is 
justified  in  neglecting  the  baby  or  failing  to  procure  proper 
food  or  medical  attendance  on  the  score  of  financial  embarrass- 
ment. It  is,  moreover,  a  rare  occurrence  for  a  medical  man  to 
refuse  to  attend  a  patient  unable  to  pay,  especially  if  the  case 
be  urgent.     Much  charitable  work  is  done  by  the  medical  pro- 
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fession  in  our  city  for  which  I  fear  scant  recognition  is  given 
by  the  community  at  large.  On  the  other  hand  no  justification 
whatever  can  be  offered  for  those  who,  able  to  pay  for  medical 
attendance,  delay  calling  in  their  physician  until  serious  con- 
ditions have  developed,  making  hopeless  a  case  which  if  treated 
at  the  outset  would  have  proved  in  all  probability,  a  slight 
illness,  quickly  brought  under  control  with  an  early  recovery. 
A  small  cup  of  water  properly  applied  at  the  beginning  would 
have  prevented  some  of  the  most  destructive  fires  that  have 
occurred  in  our  city.  Just  so  a  limited  amount  of  medical 
care  involving  little  expense,  will  often  prevent  a  serious  illness 
in  a  young  child,  and  preserve  a  life  destined  to  be  of  great 
benefit  to  the  community,  which  is  the  loser  when  it  is  cut 
off  prematurely.  Even  when  a  baby  is  in  perfect  health  a  wise 
mother  will  have  no  hesitation  in  consulting  her  physician  as 
to  the  proper  methods  of  feeding  the  future  citizen  during  the 
period  of  development  which  necessitates  a  gradual  change  of 
food.  To  use  a  paradox  the  proper  time  to  cure  a  sick  child  is 
before  it  gets  sick. 

The  welfare  of  the  State,  patriottism,  economical  considera- 
tions as  well  as  our  natural  inclinations  to  preserve  the  lives 
of  our  offspring,  clearly  indicate  the  necessity,  as  far  as 
possible,  of  preventing  avoidable  sickness  among  our  children. 

For  every  thousand  children  born  in  the  City  of  Edmonton 

in  1914  there  died  under  one  year  of  age -.  141 

in  1915  there  died  under  one  year  of  age 89 

in  1916  there  died  under  one  year  of  age 99 

in  191 Y  there  died  under  one  year  of  age 81 

in  1918  there  died  under  one  year  of  age 100 

in  1918  (excluding  deaths  from  influenza)    88 

The  most  important  consideration  which  confronts  a  mother 
as  regards  her  baby  is  the  question  of  proper  feeding  especially 
during  the  hot  weather.  The  disease  which  is  most  responsible 
for  the  large  death  rate  among  babies  is  what  is  commonly 
known  as  summer  complaint,  or  summer  diarrhea.  In  1913, 
there  were  67  deaths;  in  1914,  70;  in  1915,  15;  in  1916,  16; 
in  1917,  14;  in  1918,  18;  and  in  1919  to  date  42  deaths  under 
one  year  of  age  are  ascribed  to  this  cause.     The  significant  fact 
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to  be  noted  is  that  the  great  majority  of  these  deaths  were 
among  bottle  babies.  A  baby  who  derives  its  nourishment  in 
nature's  way  from  a  healthy  mother  runs  little  risk  of  this 
affliction  provided  proper  care  be  taken  in  all  other  respects. 
Unfortunately  it  happens  that  some  mothers  are  unable  to 
provide  adequate  nourishment  for  their  babies,  and  it  therefore 
becomes  necessary  to  resort  to  artificial  diet  or  bottle  feeding. 
Wlhat  shall  one  say  in  regard  to  those  unnatural  mothers,  who 
for  social  or  other  reasons  refuse  to  nurse  their  babies?  As 
you  are  perhaps  aware  it  is,  in  some  social  circles,  considered 
vulgar  and  common  for  a  woman  to  nurse  her  offspring,  and  in 
order  to  enable  her  to  continue  without  interruption  her  round 
of  social  pleasure,  she  not  only  deprives  herself  of  what  ought 
to  be  one  of  the  most  holy  privileges  and  joys  of  motherhood, 
but  also  deprives  her  child  of  its  natural  rights. 

Provision  may  be  made  by  municipalities  for  the  welfare 
and  health  of  older  (Children,  who  shortly  will  become  the  pro- 
ducers and  bread  winners  of  the  community.  Defects  and 
weaknesses  are  common  among  children  which  if  uncorrected 
or  untreated,  seriously  jeopardise  their  future  life  and  useful- 
ness, and  the  parents  cannot  always  be  depended  upon  to  do 
their  duty  in  this  respect,  either  through  criminal  indifference, 
lack  of  knowledge  or  because  of  inability  to  afford  the  expense 
involved.  It  seems  desirable  therefore  that  the  community 
should  afford  assistance  in  some  cases  and  bring  to  bear  some 
measure  of  compulsion  in  others,  and  to  this  end  it  becomes 
necessary  for  the  municipality  to  provide  for  a  medical  ins- 
pection of  school  children,  the  erection  and  maintenance  of  a 
home  for  dependent  and  neglected  children,  and  through  Public 
Health  Departments  and  nurses,  to  educate  and  assist  mothers 
in  preventing  the  common  diseases  of  infancy  through  improper 
feeding.  A  baby  saved  from  disease  due  to  contaminated  milk 
or  other  food  is  just  as  much  an  asset  as  a  baby  saved  from 
diphtheria.  To  prevent  a  child  from  becoming  deaf,  blind, 
crippled  or  otherwise  deficient,  mentally  or  physically,  is  as 
useful  as  to  prevent  it  from  having  scarlet  fever.  From  the 
economic  standpoint  alone,  not  to  mention  the  humanitarian 
aspect,  a  municipality  which  expends  money  wisely  and  under 
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proper  administration,  along  the  lines  suggested,  sdves  a  much 
greater  future  expenditure  for  the  relief  of  distress  and  poverty 
due  tp  delinquency,  ill  health  and  general  lack  of  efficiency, 
the  victims  of  which  form  a  large  percentage  of  the  class 
requiring  public  relief  and  aid.

The  Advisory 
Board,  and  particularly  the  Secretary,  Dr.  Fyshe,  worked  out 
the  details  of  the  re-organization  referred  to,  which  when  sub- 
mitted to  the  Hospital  Board,  were  ratified  and  put  into  effect.

AN  IDEAL  OPERATING  ROOM 


Wm.  Lee  Secoe,  in  the  Medical  Record,  asks,  What  are  the 
essential  qualities  of  a  perfect  operating  room  ?  They  may  be 
snmiacd  up  under  the  head  of  efficiency.  The  more  nearly  per- 
fect the  operating  room  the  more  efficient  it  will  be.  It  should 
be  so  planned  that,  in  form,  arrangement  of  adjoining  rooms, 
location  of  apparatus,  illumination,  heating,  ventilation,  and 
ease  of  cleaning  that  the  greatest  amount  of  work  can  be  ac- 
complished by  surgeons,  nurses,  and  orderlies  with  the  highest 
degree  of  comfort  and  the  least  amount  of  effort. 

Aside  from  general  efficiency,  the  subject  of  the  psychic  in- 
fluence of  the  operating  room  upon  both  patient  and  nurses 
is  one  that  should  receive  due  attention.  In  the  smaller  hos- 
pitals where  general  anesthesia  is  induced  in  the  operating 
room,  it  is  of  considerable  importance,  but  it  is  in  the  operating 
room  used  for  local  anesthesia  where  the  full  importance  of  this 
subject  is  felt.  Here  everything  of  a  psychic  nature  that  will 
allay  fear  and  give  confidence  is  of  the  greatest  importance  in 
aiding  a  perfect  anesthesia.  Surgical  assistants  and  operating 
room  nurses  require  long  training  to  perfect  an  ''  aseptic  con- 
sci(!uce/*'  and  we  are  of  the  opinion  that  pure  white  surfaces- 
about  the  operating  and  sterilizing  rooms  act  as  constant  re- 
minders, awaken  suggestions  of  cleanliness,  and  thus  aid  in  this 
training. 

One  of  the  most  important  essentials  of  a  good  operating 
room  is  proper  illumination,  both  natural  and  artificial.  In 
considering  the  illumination  of  the  operating  room  from  the 
surgeon's  standpoint  we  may  divide  operations  into  two  general 
(*,1  asses — those  done  in  deep  cavities  and  those  done  on  or  near 
the  surface.  These  two  classes  of  operation  require  distinctly 
different  types  of  illumination. 

In  eye,  ear,  nose,  and  throat  work,  vaginal,  rectal,  and  some 
deep  pelvic  work,  the  field  can  be  better  illuminated  by  con- 
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contra  ted  light  upon  the  operative  area  than  by  thie  general  illu- 
ini nation  O'f  the  operating  room.  For  this  kind  of  work  dark 
green  or  black  wallis  are  jnst  as  good  or  probably  better  than 
white  walls. 

This  type  of  strongly  concentrated  ilhimination  may  be  ob- 
hiined  by  a  projection  lantern  and  secondary  pivoted  mirror 
reflector  as  was  first  used  in  some  European  hospitals,  or  may 
be  obtained  by  a  powerful  lamp  with  or  without  lens  attachment 
and  either  suspended  from  the  ceiling  or  attached  to  the  floor 
stand. 

The  strong  illnmination  of  a  cavity  is  an  essential  in  many 
special  operations,  but  is  only  occasionally  required  by  the  gen- 
eral surgeon  if  the  operating  room  has  efficient  general  illn- 
mination.     It  has  the  great  fanlt  of  deep  ishadow  formation. 

The  ideal  illumination  of  an  operating  room  would  provide 
for  an  abundance  of  soft  light  to  come  equally  from  every  direc- 
tion. The  ilhimination  obtained  in  the  open  air  at  noon  on  a 
(lay  when  there  is  an  even  cloudiness  just  sufficient  in  density 
to  obscure  the  exact  position  of  the  sun  is  to  my  mind  about  as 
close*  an  approach  to  the  ideal  as  we  could  get. 

One  of  the  most  important  requirements  of  the  proper  light- 
ing of  the  operating  room  is  that  there  shall  be  no  shadows,  and 
this  is  one  of  the  hardest  problems  that  we  have  to  solve 
in  artificial  illumination. 

The  farther  we  get  away  from  the  fact  that  light  should 
come  from  every  direction  and  the-  more  we  limit  the  area  of 
the  source  of  illumination  and  the  surfaces  about  the  room  from 
which  light  may  be  reflected,  the  nearer  we  get  to  shadow 
formation. 

In  an  operating  room  with  dark  green  sidewalls,  in  w^hich 
ihe  light  is  admitted  from  one  side  only,  with  the  addition  of  a 
skylight,  there  would,  of  course,  be  a  light  side  and  dark  side 
to  everything  in  the  room.  Shadow  formation  would  be  in- 
evitable. 

In  order  to  solve  the  problem  of  illumination  and  efficiency, 
I  built  my  operating  room  with  an  octagon  floor  space,  twenty- 
four  feet  in  diameter.  Three  panels  of  this  octagonal  room 
tvnd  a  skylight  with  a  northern  exposure    are    constructed  of 
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lieavy  sanded  glass  whicli  has  one  undulated  surface  to  aid 
diffusion  of  light.  The  vertical  side  walls  are  ten  feet  high, 
from  which  level  the  eight  ceiling  panels  slant  toward  a  central 
horizontal  octagonal  panel,  the  space  above  this  ten  foot  level 
forming  a  truncated  octagonal  pyramid. 

While  this  construction  gives  an  excess  of  light  at  certain 
hours  of  bright  days,  we  think  that  this  excess  can  be  mucli 
better  cared  for  and  the  evils  of  glare  prevented  by  wearing 
what  is  now  known  as  the  Mayo-Secor  cap,  and  glasses  with 
properly  tinted  lenses  than  by  coloring  the  operating  room  walls 
and  using  black  sheets,  gowns,  and  towels. 

When  glasses  fitted  with  large  lenses  of  ISToviol  or  Crookes 
glass  are  used,  the  irritating  violet  rays  are  eliminated  with 
very  little  interference  with  illumination  or  color  values.  If 
these  glasses  are  treated  with  one  of  the  preparations  in  use  to 
prevent  steaming  they  will  cause  the  operator  no  inconvenience 
whatsoever  and  may  protect  him  from  the  loss  of  an  eye  due 
to  direct  infection,  an  accident  which  has  cost  more  than  one 
sura'eon  an  eve. — The  Medical  Standard. 


HEALTH  CENTRE 


In  Brookline,  a  section  of  Boston,  there  has  been  established  a 
Community  Health  Centre,  believed  to  be  the  first  in  America 
to  be  established  by  a  family  social  service  agency  and  giving 
all  kinds  of  nursing  care  during  maternity,  as  well  as  district 
nursing.  Over  30  years  ago  a  club  and  reading  room  for  men 
and  boys  was  established,  as  a  beginning.  Later,  coal  and  flour 
savings  departments  were  added,  a  boys'  camp,  and  then,  one 
district  nurse.  In  October  1912,  a  regular  social  service  de- 
partment was  opened  and  the  whole  work  co-ordinated — a  real 
family  agency  covering  all  sides  of  family  life,  health,  recrea- 
tion and  finances.  Later  the  recreation  side  was  given  up,  and 
the  building  was  turned  over  to  the  Eecreation  Department  of 
the  town.  The  efforts  of  the  institution  were  then  directed  par- 
ticularly to  health  and  family  work.     Baby  and  prenatal  clinics 
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were  started,  because  it  seemed  that  too  many  under-nourislied 
children  were  coming  into  the  schools,  and  in  response  to  a 
need  expressed  by  the  schools  through  their  school  nurse. 

CO-OPEKATING  WlTJI  THE   GoVERNMEI^T. 

The  war  awoke  the  whole  country  to  a  sense  of  its  respon- 
sibility for  the  health  of  its  children — the  draft  revealed 
startling  facts — and  in  response  to  a  call  from  Washington 
through  the  Women's  Committee  of  the  Council  of  N^ational 
Defence,  further  efforts  were  made,  the  weighing  and  measur- 
ing of  children  up  to  five  undertaken,  and  new  clinics — I^ose 
and  Throat,  Eye  and  Ear  and  Malnutrition — were  established. 
With  all  this  went  a  strong  feeling  of  family  responsibility,  for 
after  all  the  upbuilding  of  the  family  life  of  the  nation  was  con- 
sidered to  be  the  foundation  of  national  life. 

The  name  is  deemed  a  good  one,  for  being  a  friend  in  the 
best  sense  of  the  word  to  whoever  needs  service,  be  they  ill  in 
body  or  mind,  gives  an  opportunity  to  expand  and  grow. 

There  are  no  subjects  more  talked  about  to-day  than  health 
and  child  welfare;  none  that  concerns  more  the  life  of  every 
individual.  Mr.  Hoover  has  recently  said  '^  that  the  attitude  of 
the  nation  towards  child  w^elfare  will  soon  become  a  test  of 
civilization." 

This  Community  Health  Centre  was  formerly  the  Brookline 
Day  I^ursery.  It  was  lent  to  the  Society  by  the  directors  of 
the  Day  Nursery  to  be  used  as  a  Health  Centre.  At  this  Centre 
are  the  District  Nursing  Department,  Baby  Welfare,  Prenatal, 
Nose,  Throat,  Eye  and  Ear  Clinics.  The  staff  is  composed  of 
five  doctors  in  charge  of  the  clinics,  a  registered  nurse,  three 
graduate  nurses,  two  undergraduate  nurses,  one  medical  social 
worker  and  librarians. 

The  District  Nursing  branch  is  mainly  for  those  who  are 
acutely  or  chronically  ill,  the  length  of  time  depending  on  the 
condition  of  the  person  ill  and  not  on  any  financial  status. 

The  Baby  Welfare  Clinic  was  opened  in  March,  1916.  Clinics 
are  held  once  a  week,  the  nurses  making  necessary  visits  to  the 
homes.  The  prevention  and  educational  work  done  through 
this  department  has  been  thoroughly  justified,  as  the  present 
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death  rate  in  Brookline  proves.  At  present  536  children  under 
five  years  of  age  are  under  this  care  and  supervision.  The  nurses 
have  made  1917  calls  to  the  homes,  and  the  total  attendance  at 
the  clinic  for  the  last  seven  months  has  been  1540. 

Caring  for  the  Unborn  Child. 

The  Prenatal  Clinic  is  held  weekly  with  two  doctors  in 
charge. 

Not  only  has  a  good  deal  of  prenatal  work  been  done  in  con- 
jiection  with  the  clinic,  but  work-  has  been  carried  on  practically 
under  the  local  doctors  in  the  district  and  is  most  satisfactory. 
A  large  number  of  cases  have  been  referred  directly  through 
local  men,  and  it  is  not  difficult  to  see  what  a  difference  prenatal 
and  postnatal  supervision  has  shown  in  this  generation.  It  is 
realized  that  its  influence  is  bound  to  be  felt  by  the  coming 
generation  of  all  classes  of  people. 

Through  the  generosity  of  a  friend  in  the  district,  a  sterilizer 
was  given  and  it  has  been  possible  for  the  nurses  to  sterilize  all 
supplies  used  for  the  patients  in  this  department  at  their  time 
of  illness,  making  the  work  more  efficient  and  assuring  better 
and  surer  supervision. 

Two  new  departments  have  been  recently  added — l!^ose  and 
Throat  and  Ear  and  Eye  Clinic.  Clinics  are  held  weekly  with 
doctors  in  charge.  Through  the  recent  gift  house  it  is  possible 
to  do  all  the  surgical  work  in  all  cases  needing  this  care.  A 
schedule  of  prices  is  made  ready  and  it  is  claimed  that  the 
charges  will  not  bei  high.  It  is  hoped  to  make  this  department 
self-supporting;  because  it  is  believed  that  a  self-supporting 
work  is  of  more  value  to  a  community ;  not  only  is  there  no  limit 
to  its  work,  but  it  is  much  more  appreciated  by  those  who  are 
benefited  by  it. 

Insuring  a  Healthy  Growth. 

Dr.  Emerson  of  the  Nutrition  Clinic  in  Boston,  after  his  sur- 
vey of  the  New  York  school  children,  has  made  this  rather  in- 
teresting statement — "  that  a  child's    general    condition    and 
growth   depends   on   the  following:    adenoids,   home   influence 
and  food."     And  the  Community  Health  Centre  so  recently 
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added  to  make  Brookline  more  efficient  will  be  able  to  realize  all 
the  statements  made  by  Dr.  Emerson. 

The  recent  influenza  epidemic  gave  the  department  a  splen- 
did opportunity  to  prove  to  the  public  what  it  wanted  to  be  in 
the  community.  During  the  epidemic  the  department  was  most 
fortunate  in  the  large  number  of  volunteer  workers  who  acted 
as  nurses'  aids,  but  the  supervision  of  untrained  persons  in  so 
serious  an  epidemic  was  not  easy.  These  aids  did  much  to 
helj)  the  graduate  nurses  accomplish  the  piece  of  work  which 
was  handled  so  carefully  and  scientifically  as  well.  During  the 
last  two  years  instructions  have  been  given  to  all  the  Girl  Scouts 
in  Brookline  in  child  nursing. 

Many  of  the  churches  and  clubs  of  Brookline  during  the  year 
have  donated  surgical  dressings,  garments  and  other  necessary 
things  for  the  people  in  the  community. 

To  make  the  work  of  still  further  use  to  the  town,  it  is  hoped 
to  establish  a  maternity  ward  of  at  least  twenty-five  beds.  At 
present,  Brookline  is  surround'ed  by  maternity  hospitals,  but 
the  long  waiting  lists  make  it  almost  impossible  to  get  Brook- 
line patients  admitted.

ANNUAL   MEETING   OF  THE  VICTORIAN 
ORDER   OF  NURSES 


His  Honor  the  Lieutenant-Governor  went  back  to  tlie  organiz- 
ation of  the  "  Jubilee  Nurses  "  in  bis  address  at  the  annual 
meeting  of  the  Toronto  Branch  of  the  Victorian  Order  of  I^urses 
held  in  Gage  Institute  on  February  18th,  with  Sir  William 
Gage  in  the  chair.  He  told  how,  at  the  fiftieth  jubilee  of 
Queen  Victoria's  reign,  this  association  was  formed  and  carried 
on  its  work  for  ten  years,  when,,  on  the  occasion  of  the  Queen's 
Diamond  Jubilee  it  was  decided  to  extend  the  boundaries  of  the 
enterprise  under  the  new  name,  Victorian  Order  of  iN^urses.  It 
was  thus  that  Canada  came  into  co-operation  in  the  establish- 
ment of  the  order  throughout  the  Empire. 

Rev.  Dr.  I.  Tovell  opened  the  meeting  with  prayer,  after 
which  Sir  William  Gage  gave  the  report  of  the  executive  in 
which  he  told  of  a  staff  of  25  fully  trained  nurses,  under  a 
competent  superintendent  and  of  untiring  work  which  reached 
a  climax  during  the  past  week,  when  over  550  visits  were  made 
within  two  days  by  these  nurses. 

Eegret  was  expressed  at  the  resignation  from  the  Superin- 
tendency  of  Miss  Hall,  but  satisfaction  that  so  capable  a  person 
as  Miss  Campbell  had  been  secured  to  fill  her  place. 

Rev.  Crawford  Brown  seconded  the  adoption  of  this  report. 

Miss  Edith  Campbell,  the  District  Superintendent,  reported 
41,804  visits  made  by  the  staff  in  1919,  an  increase  of  6,000 
over  the  record  of  1918. 

The  maternity  and  pre-natal  work,  she  said,  had  greatly  in- 
creased, and  1,500  of  the  babies  born  in  Toronto  were  cared  for 
by  the  order. 

Seven  new  districts  were  opened  during  the  year,  all  of 
which  have  out-grown  the  services  of  one  nurse,  and  in  many 
cases  need  two  or  three  more  to  meet  the  calls. 
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The  adoption  of  Miss  CampbelPs  report  was  moved  by  Miss 
Dickson,  Vice-President  o|  the  Canadian  E'ational  Association 
of  Trained  ISTurses,  and  seconded  by  Dr.  ^N".  A.  Powell. 

The  Treasurer's  report  told  of  receipts  amounting  to  $38,- 
687.08;  expenditures,  $32,628.66,  and  a  balance  on  hand  of 
$6,058.42.     The  assets  showed  a  surplus  of  $30,613.82. 

Dr.  W.  J.  Dobbie  in  the  medical  report  spoke  strongly  on 
behalf  of  the  needs  of  the  nurses  with  regard  to  salary,  facilities 
for  getting  about  and  other  matters.  When  there  are  so  many 
openings  for  graduate  nurses,  he  said,  he  thought  it  might  not 
be  necessary  for  them  to  spend  so  long  a  time  as  four  months  in 
post-graduate  work. 

Dr.  Harley  Smith  also  thought  more  ample  compensation 
should  be  considered,  as  the  work,  night  and  day,  was  such  that 
the  nurses  could  stand  it  little  longer  than  eight  or  ten  years. 
He  commended,  too,  the  all-British  character  of  the  organiz- 
ation, adding  that  we  borrowed,  he  thought,  too  much  from  the 
United  States.  ''  We  borrow  their  preachers,"  he  said,  in- 
stancing the  names  appearing  at  Convocation  Hall,  ^'  and  we 
borrow  their  singers.  There's  talent  in  Canada.  There's  talent 
in  the  Empire." 

Archdeacon  Cody  stressed  the  element  of  personal  service 
and  the  combination  of  the  skilled  nurse  with  the  social  work. 
Religion,  w^ar  and  science,  he  said,  were  the  three  great  factors 
in  the  coming  into  existence  of  the  trained  nurse.  Florence 
Mghtingale  was  not  just  the  gentle  ^^  Lady  with  the  Lamp  " 
so  often  pictured.  She  was  a  Personage,  with  a  capital  "  P,'' 
a  masterly  organizer  who  cut  red  tape  and  defied  even  Quarter- 
masters-General. 

Rev.  Father  Minehan  moved  a  vote  of  thanks  to  the  nursing 
staif  and  included  Sir  William  Gage  in  his  tribute.  Mr. 
Ambrose  Kent  warmly  seconded  his  motion.

CANADIAN   GIRLS   DISLIKE   NURSING  INSANE 

CASES 


Since  announcement  was  made  by  the  Government  that  it  was 
bringing  one  hundred  girls  from  Scotland  to  w^ork  as  probationer 
nurses  in  Ontario  hospitals,  there  appears  to  have  arisen  some 
misunderstanding  as  to  the  nature  of  the  project.  Some  Cana- 
dian women  declare  that  girls  of  Ontario  should  have  first 
chance  in  securing  the  positions ;  others  complain  against  some 
imaginary  discrimination  in  selecting  girls  from  Scotland,  and 
that  English,  Welsh  and  Irish  girls  should  also  have  been 
chosen. 

These  complaints,  the  Provincial  Secretary's  Department 
feels,  are  not  justified.  Officials  of  the  department  ex- 
plained w^hy  it_was  they  had  been  forced  to  go  outside  of  Can- 
ada to  secure  girls  to  train  as  nurses.  For  months  past,  they 
pointed  out,  the  department  had  advertised  in  the  press  for  girls 
to  train  as  nurses  in  Ontario  Government  hospitals.  At  the 
last  session  of  the  Legislature  an  amendment  was  made  to  the 
statutes  providing  that  "  hospitals  for  the  insane  "  should  in 
future  be  known  as  ^^  Ontario  Hospitals,"  on  the  grounds  that 
there  was  a  stigma  attached  to  the  old  designation. 

When  the  advertisements  were  inserted  in  the  press,  the 
officials  state,  they  received  numerous  replies  and  requests  for 
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application;  forms.  However,  when  the  applicants  perused  the 
latter  and  found  that  the  work  they  would  be  called  upon  to  do 
would  be  to  care  for  persons  who  were  insane,  they  did  not  de- 
sire to  take  the  training  course.  The  result  was  that  few  who 
applied  for  application  forms  returned  them  to  the  department. 

The  department  has  been  unable  for  months  past  to  secure 
sufficient  nurses  to  give  the  patients  in  the  hospitals  the  proper 
attention.  It  was  to  remedy  this  condition  of  affairs,  and  with 
the  object  of  giving  the  unfortunates  who  were  mentally  un- 
sound and  of  necessity  confined  to  the  Government  institutions, 
the  best  of  treatment,  that  Hon.  H.  C.  Nixon,  the  Provincial 
Secretary,  conceived  the  idea  of  getting  probationer  nurses  from 
the  Old  Land. 

It  was  explained  that  no  discrimination  was  intended  in  go- 
ing to  Scotland  for  girls.  It  was  brought  about  in  this  way: 
Dr.  Robinson,  Superintendent  of  the  London  Provincial  Hospi- 
tal, advised  the  department  that  a  graduate  nurse  of  that  in- 
stitution. Miss  Blank,  who  was  visiting  friends  in  Scotland, 
believed  she  could  get  a  number  of  girls  from  that  country  who 
would  be  glad  to  enter  the  hospitals  as  probationers. 

On  being  advised  of  this,  Hon.  Mr.  Nixon  notified  the 
Bureau  of  Colonization  to  make  inquiries.  The  Ontario  Agent- 
General,  General  Manley  Sims,  of  London,  England,  was  noti- 
fied to  investigate,  and  in  a  surprisingly  short  time  he  advised 
the  Government  that  he  had  secured  100  girls.  Miss  Blank, 
being  a  graduate  nurse  of  high  standing  from  the  London  in- 
stitution, was  entrusted  with  the  Avork  of  selecting  the  girls. 

It  is  also  pointed  out  that  no  special  privileges  are  con- 
templated for  these  Scotch  girls  that  are  denied  to  Canadian 
girls — in  fact,  there  is  no  thought  of  any  discrimination 
whatever. 


Plans  for  overhauling  and  enlarging  the  municipal  hospital 
at  Fort  Rouge,  at  a  cost  of  approximately  $1,000,000,  are  under 
way,  hut  the  scheme  may  not  be  completed  till  1921.

INFLUENCE  OF  THE  GREAT  WAR  ON 
HOSPITALS 


The  war  has  shown  that  emergency  hospitals  may 
be  constructed  in  a  few  weeks — hospitals  which  will 
give  at  least  several  years  service — at  a  cost  of  only 
a  few  hundred  dollars  per  bed.  This  is  instructive 
to  pioneer  towns  and  settlements.  The  lesson  might 
be  taken  to  heart  by  municipal  authorities  and 
philanthropic  citizens  of  many  towns  of  three  and 
four  thousand  population,  now  without  hospital  ac- 
commodation, if  they  would  be  willing  to  bury  their 
pride  and  commence  in  this  modest  way.  It  would 
be  better  to  build  such  temporary  structures  rather 
than  to  re-model  many  an  old  mansard  dwelling  as 
is  now  being  done. 

As  to  diagnosis,  the  great  war  has  proven  the  in- 
dispensability  of  a  laboratory  and  an  efficient  labor- 
atory worker.  Every  practitioner  in  every  town 
feels  the  need  of  such  aid  in  his  private  practice.  In 

H.W.— 3 
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connection  with  our  modest  town  hospital  a  few  hun- 
dred dollars  will  provide  a  room  or  a  small  one  or 
two-roomed  hut,  or  building,  for  this  purpose.  One 
of  the  recent  graduates  who  is  waiting  for  patients 
and  longing  for  something  to  do  would  gladly  give 
three  hours  a  day  to  doing  the  "  lab/'  work. 

The  importance  of  hydrotherapy,  massage,  elec- 
tricity, and  occupational  therapy  has  been  mani- 
fested to  a  marked  degree  in  the  treatment  of  pa- 
tients with  organic  or  functional  nerve  and  brain 
diseases,  stiff  joints,  adhesions,  fever,  and  many 
other  chronic  ailments.  The  convalescent  patients 
are  particularly  helped  by  the  ergotherapy,  some  of 
them  finding  in  their  newly-acquired  abilities  a  new 
form  of  livelihood. 

The  need  of  an  X-ray  outfit  for  diagnosis  in  both 
medical  and  surgical  cases  is  clear.  Fifteen  hundred 
dollars  or  so  will  secure  it.  It  might  be  placed  near 
the  surgical  and  emergency  department  to  be  con- 
veniently utilizable  for  fracture  cases.  The  labora- 
tory man,  or  some  other  young  practitioner,  might 
take  this  work  over. 

We  hope  to  make  further  allusions  to  this  subject 
later  on.  

HUMIDITY 


A  RECENT  writer  in  some  of  the  hospital  and  medical 
journals  has  sought  to  shew  the  effect  of  humidity 
on  mortality  after  operations.  The  subject  is  a  dif- 
ficult one,  as  there  are  so  many  other  contributory 
factors  to  morbidity  and  mortality  after  operations. 
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It  is  well,  however,  that  the  attention  of  doctors 
and  hospital  administrators  has  been  drawn  to  the 
subject  of  humidity.  And  it  would  be  well  to  in- 
struct the  community  at  large  on  the  subject,  as, 
without  doubt,  everyone,  most  of  whose  time  is  spent 
indoors,  suffers,  unconsciously  perhaps,  or  is  dele- 
teriously  affected  by  the  lack  of  humidity  in  the  air 
of  their  homes,  particularly  in  winter. 

Some  of  the  so-called  humidifiers  are  valueless,  be- 
cause they  do  not  humidify.  Their  influence  (if  they 
have  any)  is  purely  psychic.  Dr.  Hanlington  says 
that  the  actual  process  of  humidification  is  relatively 
simple,  though  most  of  the  humidifiers  now  in  the 
market  are  inadequate.  Two  processes  are  effective : 
one  by  which  warm  air  is  blown  through  a  spray  of 
water — to  be  seen  in  an  occasional  city  hospital ;  the 
other,  much  cheaper,  where  the  heating  plant  is  al- 
ready installed,  consists  in  suspending  wicks  with 
their  lower  ends  in  dishes  of  water  and  their  upper 
parts  spread  out  back  of  radiators  or  in  other  suit- 
able positions.  Where  hot  air  is  used  a  series  of  non- 
inflammable  wicks  placed  in  the  hot  air  chamber 
with  their  lower  ends  suspended  from  sprinkling 
pipes  with  rows  of  holes  opening  on  both  sides  of  the 
wicks.  An  automatic  valve  in  the  pans  opens  when 
the  water  becomes  too  shallow  and  thus  allows  the 
sprinklers  to  play  on  the  wicks  until  enough  water 
trickles  down  to  fill  the  pans  again. 
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WHAT  SHOULD   BE   TAUGHT  TO-DAY   ABOUT 
THE  PREVENTION  OF  TUBERCULOSIS"

The  more  recent  investigations  as  to  tlie  methods  by  which 
tiibercnlosis  is  transmitted  from  one  person  to  another  have 
demonstrated  that  certain  newer  measures  are  necessary  for  the 
prevention  or  eradication  of  this  disease.  Much  that  has  pre- 
viously been  taught  must,  in  the  light  of  more  recent  research 
and  more  widespread  observation,  be  discarded.  Prophylactic 
measures  in  vogue  which  do  not  harmonize  with  the  more  accur- 
ate knowledge  of  to-day  must  either  be  altered  or  abandoned. 

Heretofore,  the  chief  concern  has  been  to  educate,  super- 
vise and  control  adult  cases  of  tuberculosis.  It  can  now  bei 
demonstrated  that  these  are  in  a  measure  the  least  important 
part  of  the  problem.  Infancy  and  childhood,  previously  prac^ 
tically  neglected,  constitute  that  part  of  the  problem  which 
should  be  to-day  our  greatest  concern. 

The  subject  will,  therefore,  be  discussed  as  it  relates:  (1)  To 
infants  under  three  years  of  age;  (2)  to  children  over  three 
years  of  age,  and   (3)   to  adults. 

Infancy:  Careful  investigations  lead  us  to  believe: 

1.  That  a  child  at  birth  is  free  from  tuberculosis,  even  if 
one  or  both  parents  should  be  tuberculous,  either  at  the  time 
of  its  conception  or  at  the  time  of  its  birth. 

2.  That  the  great  majority  of  adults  who  have  tubercu- 
losis, did  not  contract  it  in  adult  life,  but  were  infected  at  some 
time  in  early  childhood. 

*Presented  at  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Canadian  Association  for  the  Pre- 
vention of  Tuberculosis,   10th  October,    1919. 
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3.  That  in  children  under  three  years  of  age  the  proportion 
infected  is  small,  not  because  these  infants  are  less  susceptible, 
but  because  they^  are  usually  less  exposed.  At  this  age,  how- 
ever, infection  more  frequently  results  in  disease,  and  disease 
in  children  under  three  years  is  more  often  fatal  than  in  older 
children. 

4.  That  in  children  over  three  years  the  proportion  of  those 
infected  gradually  increases  until  at  fifteen  years  it  reaches 
about  90  per  cent.  After  three  years  of  age  the  type  of  disease 
is  less  severe ;  the  period  of  sickness  is  usually  more  prolonged, 
but  deaths  are  less  frequent,  although  the  number  of  cases  is 
greater. 

These  observed  facts  clearly  teach  us  that  the  logical  method 
of  attack  on  tuberculosis  is  to  prevent  disease,  resulting  from 
infection,  in  the  young. 

The  infant,  from  the  moment  of  birth  until  three  years  of 
age,  must  be  protected  from  infection  by  the  tubercle  bacillus. 
In  the  home  in  which  there  is  a  tuberculous  parent,  drastic 
measures  will  be  required.  To  compromise  is  but  to  invite 
disaster,  with  the  assurance  that  the  invitation  will  be  accepted. 

A  Tuberculous  M>otJie7^  must*  not  be  allowed  to  come  in  con- 
tact with  her  child  during  this  period.  It  is  not  sufficient  to 
say  that  the  mother  must  not  nurse  the  child  (for  while  it  is 
admitted  that  few  infants  that  have  been  nursed  by  a  tuber- 
culous mother  survive,  the  danger  from  contact  is  not  greater 
in  nursing  than  in  many  other  acts).  Weinberg^  in  an  investi- 
gation of  18,000  children,  embracing  5,000  families,  found  that 
the  nearer  the  birth  of  the  children  to  the  time  of  the  death  of 
their  tuberculous  parents,  the  higher  the  mortality  among  them. 
Fishberg^  has  shown  that  in  Kew  York  City  among  children  of 
tuberculous  parents  not  only  was  the  mortality  in  general  exces- 
sive, but  that  16  per  cent,  of  the  deaths  among  children  under 
six  years  of  age  were  due  to  tuberculous  meningitis  as  compared 
with  only  1.27  per  cent,  among  the  general  population  of  the 
city.  The  conclusions  are  self-evident.  If  the  mother  is  tuber- 
culous the  infant  should  be  removed  immediately  after  birth,

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and  contact  between  mother  and  child  should  be  prohibited 
during  the  first  three  years  of  life. 

//  the  Father  is  Tuberculous  he  should  not  live  in  the  house 
so  long  as  there  is  in  the  house  an  infant  under  three  years  of 
age.  This  point  needs  further  emphasis.  It  does  not  make 
any  difference  how  well  trained  the  tuberculous  person  is,  or 
how  much  care  is  exercised,  he  or  she  should  not  live  in  the  same 
house  with  an  infant.  'No  care  which  even  the  most  careful 
consumptive  may  take  will  as  a  rule  prevent  infection  in  an 
infant  if  there  is  contact.  And  infection  in  infancy  is  almost 
sure  to  be  followed  by  disease,  and  disease  is  too  deadly,  in  the 
majority  of  cases,  to  justify  any  risk  being  taken. 

It  is  a  matter  of  interest  that  our  agriculturists  have  long 
since  recognized  this  fact,  and  have  put  it  into  practice  to  a  very 
large  extent.  There  is  not  an  intelligent  farmer  who  does  not 
recognize  that  the  question  as  to  whether  or  not  the  offspring  of 
tuberculous  animals  become  tuberculous  depends  entirely  upon 
exposure  after  birth.  With  our  domestic  animals,  where  the 
value  is  recorded  in  dollars  and  cents  only,  we  are  willing  to 
apply  the  knowledge  we  have  and  are  securing  self-evident  re- 
sults. Are  we  to  be  less  intelligent  when  we  deal  with  the  off- 
spring of  the  human  race  ? 

So  much  for  the  infant  in  the  home  where  there  is  tuber- 
culosis. But  what  of  the  home  in  which  there  is.  no  tuberculous 
person  ?  The  same  general  |)rinciples  apply.  The  infant  must 
be  protected  from  the  tubercle  bacillus.  The  infant  should  be 
kept  from  contact  with  strangers.  These  strangers  or  friends  may 
or  may  not  be  safe.  Why  take  the  risk  ?  It  used  to  be  said 
that  ''children  should  be  seen  and  not  heard,"  and  while  this 
may  still  be  true  of  older  children,  for  infants  it  would  be  much 
better  to  reverse  the  advice  and  say  that  in  their  own  interest, 
'^children  should  be  heard  and  not  seen."  Nor  must  the  danger 
from  grandparents,  uncles,  aunts,  nurses,  and  domestics  be  for- 
g'otten.  Any  of  these  may  be  the  source  of  infection  unless 
they  are  known  to  be  absolutely  healthy. 

The  healthy  parents  should  be  impressed  with  the  fact  that 
infants  under  three  years  of  age  contract  tuberculosis  very 
easily,  that  a  single  exposure  is  frequently  in  itself  sufficient, 
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and  that,  on  the  other  hand,  by  taking  reasonable  and  ordinary 
care  their  children  may  be  protected  during  this  most  suscep- 
tible period  of  life. 

It  should  be  added  that  the  danger  from  bovine  tuberculosis 
is  not  to  be  forgotten.  When  cow's  milk  must  be  used,  care 
should  be  taken  to  have  it  carefully  selected  and  then  pas- 
teurized. 

There  is  really  nothing  in  the  programme  outlined  above 
that  cannot  be  done  by  any  family  of  reasonable  means.  In 
other  cases  it  would  be  an  economy  for  the  State  to  spend  suffi- 
cient money  to  give  this  degree  of  protection  to  the  infant 
population. 

In  Children  Over  Three  Years  of  Age:  After  three  years  of 
age  when  the  child  begins  to  run  about,  the  problem  becomes 
entirely  different.  Obviously,  it  is  no  longer  possible  to  secure 
the  same  degree  of  isolation  as  in  the  years  of  infancy,  ^or  is 
•it  desirable  that  this  should  be  done.  E'ow  the  child  must  be 
carefully  introduced  to  the  tubercle  bacillus  so  that  he  may  pre- 
pare his  defence  against  it.  As  the  child  must  soon  go  out 
into  the  world,  and  there  mingle  with  strangers  of  all  kinds, 
it  is  obvious  that  he  will  at  some  time  meet  with  the  tubercle 
bacilli  and  become  infected.,  We  know  that  this  will  occur  be- 
cause we  have  evidence  to  the  effect  that  at  15  years  of  age 
about  90  per  cent,  of  children  have  been  already  infected.  We 
know,  too,  that  immunity  is  developed  by  repeated  small  doses, 
And  that  disease  is  produced  by  massive  doses  of  infection. 
What  we  should  aim  to  do  then  is  to  protect  the  child  from 
massive  infections  such  as  might  be  had  from  tuberculous  per- 
sons living  in  the  house.  These  children  are  not  likely  to  re- 
ceive massive  doses  from  strangers.  If  these  massive  infections 
are  prevented  we  need  not  fear  the  smaller  and  more  casual 
infections,  because,  except  in  the  case  of  infants,  these  casual 
and  small  infections  are  relatively  harmless.  And  as  immunity 
is  essential  for  the  future  welfare  of  the  child  it  is  quite  desir- 
able that  it  should  be  developed,  and  the  period  intervening  be- 
tween infancy  and  adolescence  is  the  most  opportune  time  at 
which  to  invite  infection  for  this  purpose.  But  while  these 
small  infections  are  being  received  and  immunity  developed,  it 
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is  most  important  and  desirable  that  conditions  should  be  such 
that  the  fruit  resulting  from  the  infection  will  be  immunity  and 
not  disease.  There  must  be  no  defective  nutrition  resulting 
from  underfeeding,  overwork,  or  intercurrent  disease.  Eesis- 
tance  must  not  be  reduced,  but  must  be  maintained  to  as  high 
a  degree  as  possible. 

In  Adults:  In  adults,  the  problem  of  preventing  infection 
requires  very  little  attention.  The  great  majority  of  adults 
have  already  been  infected  before  reaching  adult  life.  What 
adults  have  to  fear  most  is  not  further  infection  from  without, 
but  an  extension  of  the  infection  which  they  already  have,  lead- 
ing to  the  development  of  a  group  of  symptoms  which  we  are 
pleased  to  call  the  disease  tuberculosis.  All  adults  should,  of 
course,  avoid  prolonged  and  intimate  contact  with  the  grossly 
careless  tuberculous  person;  but  there  is  little  to  be  feared 
through  ordinary  contact.  It  has  been  said  that  the  ^'careful 
consumptive  is  not  a  danger  to  anyone."  This  might  be  modi- 
fied to  read,  ^^the  consumptive  is  a  grave  menace  to  infants,  less 
dangerous  to  children,  and  no  danger  at  all  to  adults  if  reason- 
able care  is  exercised." 

Tuberculosis  in  adults  is  either  (primary  or  secondary.  If 
it  results  from  a  primary  infection  it  runs  an  acute  course  and 
is  almost  invariably  fatal.  This  is  the  type  of  disease  seen  in 
primitive  peoples,  who  have  not  been  exposed  to  infection  dur- 
ing childhood.  The  usual  form  of  disease,  however,  as  we  see 
it  in  adults,  is  of  the  secondary  type.  This,  as  a  rule,  results 
from  infection  in  childhood,  and  is  the  type  that  produces  the 
greatest  portion  of  the  tuberculosis  problem.  To  avoid  this 
type  of  disease  the  adult  should  not  be  taught  to  avoid  other 
adults  who  happen  to  have  the  disease,  but  who  are  not  care- 
less, but  he  should  be  taught  to  build  up  his  defences  against 
the^  germs  already  in  him.  His  resisting  powers  must  be  kept 
to  a  high  degree  of  efficiency.  Overwork,  underfeeding,  poor 
housing  conditions,  dissipation,  and  other  diseases  are  the  things 
he  should  be  taught  to  avoid ;  and  rest,  sleep,  good  food,  fresh 
air,  and  moderate,  temperate,  healthful  living  are  the  things 
which  he  should  be  taught  to  seek. 

AVere  this  view  of  the  prophylaxis  of  tuberculosis  generally

appreciated  there  would  be  a  considerable  change  in  the  usual 
programme  of  Anti-tuberculosis  Societies  and  Boards  of  Health. 
At  the  present  time  a  great  deal  of  attention  is  being  paid  to 
the  adult  with  tuberculosis,  in  institutions,  in  homes,  and  in 
places  of  business.  Once  an  adult  is  labelled  tuberculous  he  is 
at  once  shunned  by  many  of  his  fellow  adults,  and  in  many 
municipalities  becomes  a  subject  of  much  attention  on  the  part 
of  Health  Boards  and  well-meaning  social  workers.  Usually, 
much  of  their  effort  is  misdirected,  and  instead  of  making  the 
adult  consumptive  safe  for  the  community,  he  is  made  an  un- 
happy subject  of  aversion  to  such  a  degree  that  he  may  be  driven 
to  adopt  various  methods  of  concealing  the  fact  that  he  has  the 
disease  in  order  that  he  may  be  free  from  annoying  and  mis- 
directed supervision.  He  thus  becomes  a  greater  menace  than 
he  was  before.     As  Fishberg^  concisely  says :  — 

^^It  is  therefore  a  vain  effort  to  follow  up  tuberculous  per- 
sons, push  them  from  pillar  to  post,  interfere  with  their  em- 
ployment, as  has  been  done  in  many  cases,  with  a  view  of  pre- 
venting infection  of  fellow  workmen,''  or  as  Baldwin^  says : — 

''Adults  are  very  little  endangered  by  close  contact  with 
open  tuberculosis,  and  not  at  all  in  ordinary  association.  .  .  . 
It  is  time  for  a  reaction  against  the  extreme  ideas  of  infection 
now  prevailing.  There  has  been  too  much  read  into  the  popular 
literature  of  health  boards  and  lectures  that  has  no  sound  basis 
in  facts,  and  it  needs  to  be  dropped  out  and  revised." 

^'either  of  these  writers  are  disbelievers  in  the  value  of  all 
of  our  present  methods  of  prophylaxis  against  tuberculosis  in 
adults.  Nor  do  I  wish  to  be  misunderstood.  Much  that  has 
been  done  is  of  great  value.  Many  of  the  regulations  we  now 
have  are  excellent,  and  deserve  only  more  complete  enforce- 
ment. But  in  spite  of  this,  there  is  much  misdirected  effort, 
and  much  wasted  energy  on  the  part  of  inexperienced  and 
poorly  informed  workers.  * 

Let  me  emphasize  again.  We  should  not  be  afraid  of  the 
tubercle  bacillus.  For  ourselves,  as  adults,  we  need  fear  no 
attack  except  from  those  that  are  now  in  our  bodies.  For  the 
children,  since  we  cannot  permanently  protect  them  from  inva-

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sion,  let  us  wisely  choose  the  time  when  the  bacilli  are  first  to 
be  met.  If  this  be  done,  the  tubercle  bacillus  may  be  trans- 
formed from  a  menacing  enemy  into  a  protecting  friend. 

This  is  what  should  be  taught  to  every  adult,  as  comprising 
the  knowledge  in  accordance  with  which  he  should  live  and  act 
as  an  individual. 

Collectively,  however,  there  is  also  something  to  be  done 
in  helping  those  who  are  but  feebly  able  to  help  themselves. 

There  are  but  two  real  problems  of  importance,  as  I  see  it, 
aside  from  that  of  preventing  the  infection  of  children.  These 
are,  (1)  the  best  method  of  giving  assistance  to  those  tuberculous 
persons  who  are  anxious  to  do  all  they  can  to  live  so  as  not  to 
be  a  source  of  danger  to  others;  and,  (2),  the  best  method  of 
dealing  with  those  tuberculous  persons  who  are  careless  of  the 
rights  of  others  and  who  have  no  concern  as  to  whether  they 
are  a  danger  to  others  or  not. 

As  to  the  former  class,  the  greatest  need  usually  existing 
is  financial  assistance.  The  only  method,  at  present  in  use  in 
Canada,  by  which  a  person  with  tuberculosis  can  obtain  assist- 
ance is  by  entering  a  hospital  or  sanatorium.  This  method  is. 
open  to  but  a  comparatively  small  number.  Let  us  get  the 
situation  clearly  in  mind.  In  the  Province  of  Ontario  there 
are,  perhaps,  25,000  consumptives.  These  are  not  all  indigent, 
some  are  self-maintaining,  and  some  are  only  partially  indigent. 
Suppose  they  are  equally  divided,  about  8,000  in  each  class. 
What  can  we  do  for  them  ?  It  is  evident  that  they  cannot  all  be 
sent  to  institutions,  because  there  are  not  more  than  2,500  beds 
for  consumptives  in  the  whole  province.  Fortunately,  it  is  not 
thought  best  that  all  tuberculous  persons  should  be  cared  for  in 
institutions.  It  is  not  desirable  that  they  should  be.  You  may 
reasonably  ask  what  eases  should  be  sent  to  institutions. : 

There  are  three  classes  of  cases  which  should  go  to  institu- 
tions. (1)  Those  who  have  no  homes.  These  are  the  people 
living  in  boarding-houses  or  rooming-houses.  (2)  Those  who 
have  homes,  but  homes  in  which  the  conditions  are  so  bad,  from 
a  social  point  of  view,  that  one  could  not  expect  to  have  any 
success  in  enforcing  any  standard  method  of  care.  (3)  All 
xhose  Avho  are  palpably  in  need  of  education  and  who  cannot 
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be  educated  at  home.  For  the  sake  of  economy,  none  of  these 
should  be  sent  to  institutions  in  the  haphazard  way  at  present 
in  vogue.  A  period  of  sanatorium  treatment  should  be  re- 
garded as  a  serious  undertaking,  entailing  expense  to  either  the 
individual  or  the  community,  and  commensurate  returns  should 
be  expected,  and  sought.  To  this  end  those  who  should  go  to 
an  institution  at  all  should  go  for  a  definite  period. 

Early  cases  should  go  on  the  understanding  that  they  stay 
three  months  at  least;  advanced  cases  six  months  at  least; 
with  no  option  of  coming  out  at  all  for  any  but  the  most  serious 
reasons  during  that  period.  At  the  end  of  the  period  each  case 
might  be  considered  by!  a  board  of  physicians,  one  representing 
the  institution  and  one  representing  that  portion  of  the  com- 
munity which  is  supplying  the  funds  for  the  maintenance  of 
the  patient,  and  one  representing  the  patient.  This  board 
should  decide  at  the  end  of  the  stipulated  period  whether  the 
patient  is  to  stay  longer,  or  whether  he  may  be  allowed  to  go 
home  to  live  under  conditions  that  may  be  prescribed. 

Utilized  in  this  way,  the  2,500  beds  available  in  Ontario 
would  produce  better  results  for  the  community  than  are  se- 
cured by  the  methods  at  present  in  vogue. 

And  what  of  the  22,000  who  must  be  cared  for  at  home? 
We  have  developed  a  highly  specialized  and  technical  method 
of  examining  cases  of  tuberculosis,  and  it  would  be  just  as 
simple  to  establish  and  to  put  into  eifect  a  standard  method  of 
treating  cases  of  tuberculosis  in  the  homes.  The  only  real 
difficulty  is  that  many  have  not  the  means.  They  need  financial 
assistance,  and  it  would  be  an  economy  to  provide  assistance,  so 
that  home  life  under  proper  conditions  could  be  maintained, 
provided  there  are  no  young  children  in  the  home.  This  finan- 
cial problem  is  not  logically,  as  it  has  heretofore  been  regarded, 
a  purely  local  one.  The  Federal  and  Provincial  Governments 
are  interested,  and  should  unite  with  the  local  municipalities 
to  provide  a  fund  for  this  purpose. 

If  the  war  has  done  one  thing  for  us  more  than  any  other, 
it  has  enabled  us  to  appreciate  large  efforts.  Formerly  $1,000 
seemed  to  be  a  large  sum,  now  one  never  thinks  when  one  men- 
tions  a   million.     It   is   exactly   the   same  with   tuberculosis. 
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Formerly  a  million  dollars  was  an  enormous  sum  to  think  of 
expending  on  tuberculosis.  It  is  really  a  very  small  sum  when 
you  compute  the  value  of  the  lives  which  are  each  year  being 
lost. 

!N^ow  the  last  problem  is  that  of  the  incorrigible  consumptive 
— the  man  (or  the  woman)  who  will  not  accept  advice,  who 
does  not  care  whether  he  endangers  the  health,  happiness  or  life 
of  others  or  not,  who  will  not  live  under  sanitary  restrictions  at 
home,  and  who  refuses  to  be  amenable  to  the  rules  and  regula- 
tions of  an  institution.  There  is  only  one  way  to  deal  with 
such.  They  must  be  made  to  obey.  They  should  not  be  al- 
lowed to  remain  a  menace  to  the  children  in  their  own  homes  or 
to  those  of  the  neighborhood.  JSTor  is  it  fair  that  they  should 
be  sent  to  institutions  to  disturb  patients  who  are  honestly  en- 
deavoring to  help  themselves  by  observing  the  necessary  restric- 
tions prescribed.  These  social  and  sanitary  outlaws  should 
be  cared  for  in  a  tuberculosis  department  in  a  penal  institution. 
1  am  satisfied  that  such  a  department  would  not  need  to  be  a 
large  one.  Let  our  hospitals  and  sanatoria  be  made  as  attrac- 
tive as  possible  for  voluntary  patients,  let  assistance  be  given  in 
the  homes  in  suitable  cases,  let  these  advantages  be  offered  alike 
to  all  who  need  them,  on  condition  that  willing  co-operation  is 
forthcoming.  But  to  those  who  will  not  co-operate,  let  there  be 
no  option  but  a  prolonged  period  in  a  place  of  detention.  Moral 
suasion  would  then  become  a  strong  force  in  the  hands  of  the 
social  worker.  In  this  aspect  of  prevention,  private  philan- 
thropy, municipal,  provincial  and  federal  officers  of  health  are 
all  interested.  But  the  work  of  all  of  these  should  be  so 
directed  and  co-ordinated  that  there  may  be  no  waste  of  effort 
in  a  campaign  in  which  the  attacking  force  is,  even  under  the 
best  of  circumstances,  anything  but  adequate.  May  it  not  be 
possible  for  us  to  hope  that,  with  the  establishment  of  a  Federal 
Department  of  Health  and  the  appointment  of  a  capable  and 
energetic  Deputy  Minister,  some  such  direction  may  be  given 
to  a  widespread  offensive  against  tuberculosis. 

To  this  end  education  of  the  public  is  urgently  required, 
and  it  would  seem  indeed  to  fall  within  the  sphere  of  such  an 
organization  as  this,  in  our  present  active  period  of  reconstruc- 
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tion,  to  press  for  an  active  educational  campaign  along  these 
lines,  viz. : — 

1.  The  absolute  protection  of  infants. 

2.  The  careful  protection  of  young  children  from  disease 
while  immunity  is  developed. 

3.  A  more  rational  attitude  toward,  and  treatment  of,  the 
adult  consumptive. 

4.  The  providing  of  maintenance  assistance  to  needy  con- 
sumptives, not  only  in  institutions,  but  as  well  as  home  when 
prescribed  living  conditions  are  followed. 

5.  The  detention  of  the  incorrigibles,  where  they  will  be 
neither  a  danger  to  children  nor  an  annoyance  to  their  fellow 
adults.

FLAVELLE  AND  LARKIN  HEAD  HOSPITAL 
BOARD 


Sir  Joseph  Flavelle  and  Mr.  P.  C.  Larkin  were  re-elected  to 
the  positions  of  Chairman  and  Vice-Chairman  of  the  General 
Hospital  Board  at  its  annual  meeting  on  January  28th. 

The  board  told  a  deputation  from  the  local  Board  of  Health 
tliat  it  would  co-operate  with  civic  officials  in  combatting  the 
threatened  influenza  epidemic.  The  board  was  prepared  to 
postpone  the  dismantling  of  the  old  building,  and  that  the  pro- 
perty might  be  sold  if  it  could  assist  civic  officials. 

A  deficit  is  shown  in  the  annual  statement  of  $78,882.  The 
revenue  for  the  year  amounted  to  $701,909,  and  was  as  follows: 
City  of  Toronto,  $75,638;  Ontario  Government,  $25,000;  Mili- 
tia and  Defense  Department,  $172,710;  pay  patients,  $416,703, 
and  miscellaneous,  $11,857. 


ASK  LARGER  GOVERNMENT  GRANTS 

The  Hamilton  City  Hospital  Governors  intend  joining  with 
St.  Catharines  in  asking  the  Ontario  Government  for  a  larger 
grant  for  patients.  The  grant  now  is  7c  for  children  and  30c 
for  adults.  The  Governors  very  properly  thinks  it  should  be 
raised  to  30c  and  75c.  Medical  Superintendent  Dr.  Langrill 
states  that  it  costs  on  an  average  of  $2.87  per  day  per  patient.

THE   POSITION   OF   THE   GENERAL   HOSPITAL 
IN  A  REGIONAL  SURVEY* 


By  Sir  E^apiee  Buristett,  K.B.E;  M.D.,  F.R.C.S. 


Introduction. — The  verdict  of  history,  in  explaining  the  suc- 
cess of  the  Allies  in  the  recent  war,  will  surely  be  that  it  was 
due  to  concentration  and  co-ordination  of  effort.  This  truth  is 
nowhere  better  illustrated  than  in  the  study  of  the  health  of  our 
armies  in  France.  Throughout  the  E'apoleonic  Wars  there  was 
something  like  90  per  cent,  more  deaths  from  disease  than  from 
bullets ;  in  the  South  African  Wai'  the  sickness  figure,  although 
still  high,  fell  to  60  odd  per  cent,  and  in  the  recent  war,  when 
the  final  figures  are  published,  it  will  be  found  that  the  deaths 
from  sickness  as  compared  with  bullets  will  be  under  20  per 
cent. 

I  suggest  that  the  explanation  of  this  remarkable  result  is 
to  be  found  in  the  detailed  provision  made  by  the  medical  offi- 
cers— both  regular  and  temporary — for  the  prevention  and  cure 
of  disease. 

Let  me  direct  your  attention  from  what  history  will  assuredly 
record  as  a  glorious  chapter  in  scientific  attainment,  to  the  war- 
fare that  exists  in  our  own  midst  from  day  to  day — the  warfare 
with  disease  in  civil  life.  How  are  our  forces  organized  for 
this  campaign  ?  Take  first  the  medical  profession ;  in  contrast 
to  the  organized  system  under  the  military  regime,  the  scientific 
forces  at  home  are  loosely  arranged  and  with  but  little  or  no 
attempt  at  organization.  Individualism  remains  an  outstand- 
ing feature  of  the  medical  profession,  each  man  working  on  his 
own.  Try  to  picture  what  might  be  accomplished  by  a  collec- 
tive and  united  effort  by  the  medical  forces  of  this  country. 
Great  progress  has  undoubtedly  been  made  in  many  directions ;

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take,  for  example,  many  of  the  zymotic  diseases — typhoid, 
typhus  and  smallpox — these  are  now  so  rare  that  many  medical 
men  engaged  in  practice  during  the  past  ten  to  fifteen  years 
have  never  seen  a  single  case  of  any  of  these  three  maladies.  In 
the  Counties  of  Northumberland  and  Durham  there  exist  to-day, 
as  a  monument  to  that  foul  disease  of  smallpox,  some  28  hos- 
pitals containing  730  beds  entirely  reserved  for  the  treatment 
of  that  disease,  but  they  remain  empty  from  year  to  year. 

Many  other  instances  might  be  quoted  in  illustration  of  the 
progress  that  has  been  made,  both  in  preventive  and  curative 
medicine;  but  v^^hen  we  look  at  the  periodic  returns  of  the 
Registrar-General,  we  find  that  disease  as  the  enemy  of  the 
human  race  is  still  firmly  entrenched  in  the  form  of  cardiac, 
renal,  pulmonary  and  malignant  diseases,  infantile  mortality, 
puerperal  sepsis,  and  mentally  deficient  children. 

What  is  the  explanation  and  wherein  do  w^e  fail  to  overcome 
in  our  battle  with  such  diseases  ?  As  I  have  said,  during  the 
war  our  efforts  were  co-ordinated  and  much  real  progress  was 
attained;  but  why  should  war  monopolize  all  our  best  efforts? 
The  call  is  as  urgent  during  peace  as  during  the  years  of  war 
for  a  united  and  organized  profession,  and  this  I  suggest  is 
capable  of  attainment  when  each  medical  man  regards  his  ser- 
vice from  the  point  of  view  of  the  needs  of  the  nation.   • 

Hitherto  no  single  department  of  our  Central  Government 
has  been  responsible  for  health  matters:  authority  has  been 
divided  between  the  Local  Government  Board,  the  Home  Office, 
the  Board  of  Education,  etc.,  but  now,  with  the  establishment  of 
a  Ministry  of  Health,  the  country  has  taken  the  first  real  step 
towards  the  ideal  of  unity  of  command.  The  new  Ministry  has 
been  established  with  the  dual  purpose  of,  first,  co-ordinating  all 
existing  efforts  in  the  battle  with  disease,  and  secondly,  to  in- 
stitute legislation  necessary  to  further  the  great  campaign. 

Just  as  there  was  divided  authority  over  health  matters  in 
the  Central  Government,  so  at  the  periphery  confusion  still 
more  abounds.  Take,  for  example,  your  own  locality:  What 
is  the  organization  and  who  is  the  authority  controlling  the 
health  of  this  community?     There  are  the  Poor  Law  or  Parish

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Council,  the  Town  Council  with  its  Health  Committee  acting 
through  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  his  staff,  the  Royal 
Infirmary  and  the  other  hospitals  of  the  city  and  districts,  each 
working  independently  of  the  others ;  there  is  the  local  Pensions 
Committee,  the  Factory  Inspector  reporting  to  the  Secretary  of 
State  or  the  Board  of  Health,  the  Asylum  Committees  respon- 
sible to  the  Board  of  Control,  and  the  general  medical  practi- 
tioners. Although  dealing  with  cognate  matters,  there  is  prac- 
tically no  co-ordination  between  these  bodies^ — there  is  no  unity 
of  effort — with  the  result  that  much  expense  is  incurred  and 
energy  dissipated. 

Just  as  unity  has  been  attained  centrally  in  the  Ministry  of 
Health,  so  there  is  an  urgent  need  for  a  replica  of  the  Ministry 
in  the  various  districts  throughout  the  country, — an  authority 
that  will  unify  and  direct  all  local  energies  pertaining  to 
health. 

What  form  this  local  authority  is  to  take  and  over  what  area 
it  is  to  exercise  jurisdiction,  are  questions  that  have  not  yet  been 
decided  by  the  Ministry  of  Health,  but  I  wish  to-day  to  bring 
to  your  notice  some  suggestions  for  the  division  of  the  country 
into  regions  or  provinces  for  the  administration  of  all  matters 
pertaining  to  public  health. 

Local  government  executives  consist  to-day  in  the  main  of  two 
bodies,  viz.  (1)  the  Urban  and  Rural  Councils  and  (2)  the 
County  Councils:  these  are  the  present  local  authorities  re- 
sponsible for  carrying  out  the  laws  as  passed  by  Parliament.  It 
is  well  known  that  at  present  these  bodies  are  being  taxed  to 
their  utmost  capacity  in  carrying  out  the  existing  legislation, 
and  the  prospect  of  further  burdens  being  placed  upon  them,  it 
is  feared,  may  result  in  some  of  the  work  being  left  either  un- 
done or  carried  out  in  an  indifferent  manner.  The  Govern- 
ment, on  the  other  hand,  in  fulfilment  of  the  promises  made  at 
the  last  General  Election,  have  been  carrying  through  a  large 
volume  of  fresh  legislation,  probably  without  giving  much 
thought  to  the  capacity  of  the  local  executive  machine  to  ad- 
minister the  new  Acts  of  Parliament.  Therefore,  I  suggest  that 
the  time  is  now  opportune  for  the  Legislature  to  consider  the 
advisability  of  strengthening  or  supplementing  the  present  local 
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government  executives  by  the  establishing  of  regional  areas  or 
provinces,  each  region  to  be  administered  by  a  Health  Council, 
whose  main  function  would  be  the  supervision  and  co-ordination 
of  all  matters  pertaining  to  health. 

In  support  of  such  a  proposal  I  submit  the  following  reasons : 

1.  The  present  arrangement  of  Rural  and  Urban  Councils  is 

too  parochial  for  dealing  with  the  great  problems  of 
Public  Health;  the  importance  of  the  subject  calls  for 
a  wider  vision. 

2.  The  Ministry  of  Pensions,  which  has  only  to  deal  with  a 

relatively  small  part  of  the  problem  that  lies  ahead  of 
the  Ministry  of  Health,  has  f^lt  it  incumbent  to  de- 
centralize in  order  to  overtake  the  work,  and  the  country 
has  been  divided  into  so  many  regions,  each  having  its 
advisory  council. 

3.  Some  years  ago  the  present  Secretary  of  State  for  War 

aroused  considerable  interest  by  a  speech  in  which  he 
outlined  a  scheme  whereby  the  country  might  be  divided 
into  separate  provinces,  with  the  object  of  devolving 
larger  powers  of  local  government,  so  as  to  relieve  the 
legislative  congestion  of  the  Central  Government,  and 
only  two  months  ago  did  the  present  Government  agree 
to  set  up  a  commission  of  inquiry  into  this  very  subject 
of  devolution. 

4.  If  the  highest  spirit  of  integrity  is  to  be  maintained  in 

local  government,  I  suggest  that  the  granting  of  large 
powers  of  local  autonomy  will  attract  the  best  type  of 
men  for  public  service.  Let  me  quote  in  this  connection 
a  sentence  from  a  contribution  by  Mr.  Henry  Hobhouse, 
read  at  the  International  Congress  on  the  Administrative 
Sciences  held  at  Brussels  in  July  1910 :  "  The  greatest 
advantage  of  devolving  large  powers  on  local  bodies  is 
undoubtedly  the  encouragement  of  local  public  spirit. 
The  more  important  the  functions  devolved,  the  more 
likely  you  are  to  get  public-spirited  men  to  give  time 
and  money  to  the  local  administration.  It  has  for  many 
years  past  been  a  striking  feature  of  English  society  that 
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so  many  men  of  capacity  and  integrity  have  been  found 
to  do  public  work  without  remuneration.  If  this  healthy 
spirit  is  to  continue  we  must  give  our  local  bodies  plenty 
of  freedom  to  act  within  the  limits  assigned  to  them 
by  law." 

With  the  division  of  the  country  into  regional  areas,  the 
ground  Avould  be  cleared  for  instituting  a  National  Sanitary 
Survey. 

It  has  been  suggested  that  logic  translated  into  reasoned  ac- 
tion is  probably  not  the  most  outstanding  feature  of  the  British 
people:  on  the  contrary,  it  would  seem  that  we  have  not  been 
averse  as  a  nation  to  the  policy  known  as  '^  muddling  through." 
In  the  past  there  has  been  a  good  deal  of  ''  muddling  "  in  health 
nuitters,  but  with  the  physical  shortcomings  of  the  race,  as  re- 
vealed by  the  Ministry  of  I^ational  Service  during  the  war,  and 
the  quickened  conscience  of  the  people  now  developed  in  regard 
to  health,  the  way  is  open  for  the  new  Ministry  of  Health  to 
obtain  sound  legislation  of  a  far-reaching  nature.  But  before 
such  legislation  is  undertaken,  I  suggest  that  it  is  essential  for 
a  sanitary  survey  of  the  nation  to  be  made  in  order  to  ascertain 
the  "  facts  "  as  they  at  present  exist  throughout  the  country — 
in  short,  get  the  facts  first  and  thereafter  legislate !  A  central 
bureaucracy  in  London  is  not  always  able  fully  to  appreciate  the 
importance  of  the  local  conditions  and  local  needs  of  a  com- 
munity ;  these  conditions  and  requirements  are  best  known  and 
appreciated  by  those  resident  in  and  conversant  with  each 
locality. 

Therefore  I  suggest  that  the  necessary  survey  of  each  dis- 
trict should  be  undertaken  by  those  resident  in  the  locality,  al- 
ways under  the  supervision  and  authority  of  the  Ministry  of 
Health  in  order  to  guarantee  uniformity  in  the  nature  of  the 
data  to  be  collected  and  the  interpretation  of  the  same. 

In  order  to  demonstrate  that  this  proposed  survey  is  no  mere 
chimera,  but  rather  a  practical  suggestion  capable  of  elucidating 
important  data,  let  me  illustrate  how^  an  area  or  district  may  be 
surveyed  by  what  has  been  accomplished  in  the  ISTorth  of  Eng- 
land by  the  recently  formed  North-E astern  Hospitals  Asso- 
ciation.    The  primary  function  of  this  association  is  to  obtain 
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information  as  to  the  existing  provision  in  the  north-east  area  of 
organizations  for  the  prevention  and  treatment  of  disease;  to 
ascertain  how  far  these  organizations  fail  to  carry  out  their  pro- 
per work,  and  to  suggest  what  developments  and  additions  are 
desirable  in  order  to  provide  a  complete  and  co-ordinated  hos- 
pital system. 

The  provision  of  adequate  hospital  accommodation  is  a  mat- 
ter of  vital  importance  to  every  class  in  the  community,  and  it 
would  appear  to  he  the  duty  of  each  district  in  the  country  to 
take  immediate  steps  to  co-operate  with  the  Minister  of  Health 
in  collecting  for  him  reliable  data  and  well-considered  sug- 
gestions. 

The  area  selected  for  the  survey  extends  from  Berwick-on- 
Tweed  to  Middlesbrough  on  the  Tees,  and  includes  the  counties 
of  Northumberland  and  Durham  and  the  Cleveland  district  of 
the  North  Eiding  of  Yorkshire — an  area  extending  over  four 
thousand  square  miles  or  approximately  two  million  acres,  with 
a  population  of  two  and  a  half  million  people  and  an  annual 
rateable  value  of  over  ten  million  sterling.  The  province  is  one 
that  is  well  defined ;  it  is  bounded  by  the  Cheviot  Hills  on  the 
north-west,  by  the  Pennine  range  on  the  west  and  by  the  Cleve- 
land Hills  on  the  south,  and  having  the  seaboard  on  the  east. 
Between  the  Pennines  and  the  Cleveland  Hills  there  is,  as  it 
were,  an  open  space — the  shed  of  the  river  Tees — leading  south 
into  the  Y'ale  of  York,  and  between  the  north  end  of  the  Che- 
viots and  the  seaboard  is  a  piece  of  flat  country  some  10  miles  in 
breadth — the  gateway  into  Scotland. 

The  trade  of  this  province  is  in  large  measure  limited  to  the 
two  important  industries — shipping  and  shipbuilding,  and  min- 
ing— coal  and  iron. 

The  area  is  covered  by  a  network  of  railway  communi- 
cations, all,  with  one  slight  exception,  belo'liging  to  the  one  com- 
]3any,  and  within  the  area  are  the  three  important  rivers,  the 
Tyne,  the  Wear,  and  the  Tees. 

Such  a  provnce  may  be  described  as  a  trade  area — centring 
round  the  laro'e  towns  on  the  banks  of  these  rivers. 


& 


South  of  Middlesbrough,  trade  communications  tend  to  cen- 
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tre  round  Leeds — ^^the  cai^ital  of  another  province ;  and  north  of 
Berwick,  trade  concentrates  towards  Edinburgh  and  Glasgow. 

The  Hospitals  Association  in  its  survey  of  this  north-eastern 
province  has  collected  the  following  data,  viz: — 

(a)  The  surface  area  of  the  province,  its  population  and 
rateable  value. 

(h)   The  medical  men  in  each  locality. 

(c)  The  nurses  practising  midwifery  in  each  locality. 

(d)  The  various  types  of  hospitals,  dispensaries,  and  con- 

valescent homes. 

(e)  The  birth-rate  and  infantile    mortality-rate    in    each 

locality. 

(/)  The  population  living  in  one,  two,  and  three-roomed 
houses. 

(g)   The  transport  facilities — rail  and  road. 

These  data  have  been  worked  out  in  the  form  of  maps  which 
reveal  in  a  rather  prominent  manner  certain  striking  facts  in 
regard  to  the  existing  health  conditions  of  the  area — facts  which 
are  rather  lost  sight  of  when  recorded  in  the  annual  reports  of 
the  medical  officers  of  health  of  the  various  localities. 

So  far  as'  the  survey  has  already  gone,  let  me  indicate  some 
of  the  outstanding  features. 

Hospitals. — The  following  figures  indicate  the  extent  of  the 
hospital  accommodation  in  the  area,  viz. : —

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These  figures  do  not  include  asylums  for  lunacy  patients  or 
sanatoria  for  tuberculosis  cases. 

One  thousand  nine  hundred  and  twenty-four  general  and 
special  hospital  beds  for  a  population  of  two  and  a  half  millions 
represents  a  hospital  bed-rate  of  0.76  per  1000  of  population. 

Some  twenty  years  ago  the  generally  accepted  hospital  rate 
was  1  to  1.5  per  1000  of  population,  but  to-day  hospitals  attract 
a  much  larger  clientele  than  they  did  in  those  former  days: 
formerly  medical  men  experienced  some  difficulty  in  persuading 
their  patients  to  go  to  the  local  hospital  for  treatment.  In  those 
(Uiys  the  prevalent  idea  was  that  the  general  hospital  or  in- 
firmary was  an  institution  for  the  treatment  of  the  "  sick  and 
lame  poor,"  and  such  is  the  designation  still  to  be  found  on  the 
charter  of  some  general  hospitals. 

During  the  past  twenty  years  a  great  change  has  been  going 
on  in  the  attitude  of  the  people  towards  hospitals.  Hospitals 
now  attract  the  people  instead  of  repelling  them ;  they  no  longer 
require  to  be  persuaded  to  go  to  the  infirmary,  but  rather  they 
ask  their  medical  attendants  to  secure  them  admission  into  the 
hospital. 

In  short,  the  public  now  appreciate  the  value  of  hospital 
treatment,  realising  that  the  best  possible  that  science  can  do 
for  them,  both  in  diagnosis  and  treatment,  is  to  be  found  in  our 
general  hospitals. 

The  general  hospital  to-day  attracts  not  only  the  public,  but 
possesses  the  confidence  of  the  general  medical  practitioner,  who 
realises  that  he  can  obtain  assistance  for  his  clients  not  only  in 
tlie  general  medical  and  surgical  wards  of  the  hospital,  but  also 
in  all  the  special  departments  which  are  now  such  a  prominent 
feature  df  our  present-day  hospitals.  As  a  result  of  this  great 
change,  then,  that  has  been  taking  place  in  the  basis  of  supply 
of  hospital  patients,  the  ratio  of  hospital  beds  to  population  has 
to  be  altered,  and  I  put  the  present-day  figure  at  something 
like  3  per  thousand  of  population  in  urban  and  industrial  areas, 
and  for  rural  and  agricultural  districts  2  per  thousand. 

Let  me  now  examine  how  these  1924  general  hospital  beds 
of  the  area  supply  the  needs  of  the  community. 

In  the  hospitals  that  I  have  visited  there  are  approximately 
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some  3,000  names  on  ''  the  waiting  list."  But  these  waiting- 
lists  by  no  means  represent  all  the  cases  requiring  hospital  treat- 
ment who  would  apply  if  they  thought  there  was  any  prospect 
of  gaining  admission.  These  lists  bear  a  serious  relationship 
to  the  question  of  national  economy,  by  way  of  unemployment 
and  lessened  production.  I  am  well  aware  that  the  waiting 
lists,  require  to  be  interpreted  with  some  degree  of  intelligence, 
and  it  is  not  to  be  implied  that  all  the  people  whose  names  are 
on  these  hospital  lists  are  unemployed  because  of  their  disabili- 
ties, but  a  certain  percentage  of  these  people  are  undoubtedly 
compulsorily  unemployed,  and  even  if  many  of  them  continue 
at  their  employment,  I  suggest  that  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the 
hospital  authorities  considered  their  disabilities  to  be  such  as  to 
require  hospital  treatment,  the  work  these  people  do  must  be 
more  or  less  inefficient,  apart  altogether  from  the  question  of 
risk  and  personal  suffering.  But  not  only  do  these  waiting 
lists  exercise  a  direct  influence  on  the  national  economy,  but  I 
suggest  that  they  ,are  also  a  causal  factor  in  the  general  social 
unrest.  I  have  witnessed  a  miner  pleading  with  the  House 
Governor  of  an  infirmary  for  the  admission  of  his  child  for  a 
surgical,  operation,  and  the  man  left  the  institution  discon- 
tented, having  been  told  that  the  patient  could  not  be  admitted 
because  of  the  precedence  of  more  urgent  cases  for  the  available 
beds.  This  man  does  not  leave  his  discontent  on  the  doorstep 
of  the  hospital,  but  carries  it  with  him  into  his  '^  Lodge." 

One  Medical  officer  of  Health,  who  is  also  the  School'  Medi- 
cal Officer  for  the  district,  informs  me  that  while  he  and  hi? 
assistants  diagnose  ailing  children  in  school,  and  recommend 
them  to  the  general  hospital  for  treatment,  many  remain  un- 
treated because  of  the  lack  of  accommodation.  a 

In  a  well-governed  town  or  city  there  should  be  no  waiting- 
list  cases ;  there  should  be  sufficient  beds  to  admit  everyone  who 
could  justifiably  be  regarded  as  in  need  of  hospital  treatment. 
If  the  voluntary  hospitals  cannot  provide  this  accommodation 
then  the  Ministry  of  Health  must  step  in  and  provide  it. 

What  are  the  nature  of  the  diseases  mo-st  commonly  found  on 
the  waiting  lists  ?  They  are  largely  chronic  surgical  cases  such 
as  hernia  and  hemorrhoids — conditions  that  are  accountable  for 
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a  considerable  amount  of  suffering  and  disability — and  medi- 
cal cases. 

The  fact  which  the  survey  reveals,  that  there  are  in  the 
aggregate  some  3,000  names  on  the  waiting  lists  of  the  hospitals 
in  the  area,  supports  the  idea  of  the  gross  inadequacy  of  1924 
beds  for  a  population  of  two  and  a  half  million  people.  In  con- 
trast you  will  observe  the  hospital  provision  for  infectious  dis- 
eases— a  total  of  2,765  beds ;  and  of  these  exactly  the  sam(3  num- 
ber of  beds  (1,923)  for  the  general  infectious  diseases  as  there 
are  (1,924)  in  general  and  special  hospitals  treating  all  manner 
of  non-infectious  diseases  and  accidents.  Look  now  at  the  pro- 
vision of  hospital  beds  in  the  Poor  Law  Workhouse  Infirmaries, 
of  which  there  are  28  in  the  area,  with  no  less  than  3,857  beds. 
The  majority  of  these  infirmaries,  although  situate  in  work- 
house grounds,  are  entirely  separate  buildings  from  the  work- 
house proper;  several  of  them  contain  as  many  as  400  hospital 
beds.  The  larger-sized  infirmaries  are  excellent  buildings,  and 
both  in  structure  and  arrangement  of  wards  compare  favorably 
with  the  general  civil  hospitals,  and  if  they  were  provided  with 
a  separate  entrance  apart  from  that  to  the  workhouse,  these  in- 
stitutions could  be  readily  converted  into  municipal  general 
liospitals,  free  of  the  present  stigma  of  Poor  Law.  I  have 
visited  many  of  these  infirmaries,  and  have  been  surprised  to 
find  that  the  excellent  bed  accommodation  which  they  provide 
is  only  something  liJce  half  occupied.  Realising  how  seriously 
inadequate  is  the  general  hospital  accommodation  of  the  area, 
with  the  low  bed-rate  of  0.76  per  thousand  of  population,  let  me 
quote  two  or  three  instances  from  the  survey  of  workhouse  in- 
firmaries. 

In  town  ^^A,"  with  a  population  of  119,000  (the  centre  of 
a  Union  population  of  214,000),  the  hospital  provision  amounts 
to  :— 

One  hospital  of  60  beds  for  infectious  diseases. 

One  '^  33    '^     sick  children   (generally). 

One  dispensary  entirely  for  out-patients. 

One  workhouse  infirmary  of  400  beds. 

Apart  from  the  woTkhouse  there  is  no  general  hospital  pro- 
vision for  one  single  adult  of  the  population.     Yet  in  the  work- 
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house  infirmary  of  400  beds  not  more  than  200  have  been  occu- 
pied during  the  past  six  or  seven  years.  The  nearest  general 
hospital  is  three  miles  distant,  so  that  the  people  of  this  town 
have  to  walk  some  six  miles  (to  and  from)  to  a  neighboring 
town  for  hospital  treatment,  passing  on  their  way  some  200 
empty  beds.  During  the  year  1918  I  find  that  there  were  929 
in-patients  and  1,273  out-patients — a  total  of  2,202  patients — 
journeyed  to  the  adjoining  town  to  attend  the  general  hospital. 
In  another  town,  ^^B,"  with  a  population  of  some  60,000 
(the  centre  of  a  Union  population  of  200,000),  the  following  is 
the  hospital  provision: — 

One  general  hospital  of  50  beds. 

One  infectious  diseases  hospital  of  56  beds. 

One  workhouse  infirmary  of  400  beds. 

Here  again  the  workhouse  infirmary  is  an  excellent  hospital, 
with  the  most  recent  type  of  operating  theatre ;  approximately 
not  more  than  200  of  the  beds  have  been  occupied  during  the 
past  six  years.  The  committee  of  the  general  hospital  have 
just  launched  a  scheme  to  collect  something  like  £100,000  to 
enlarge  their  hospital  from  50  to  100  beds  as  a  War  Memorial, 
and  yet,  within  a  stone's-throw  of  this  institution  stand  200 
empty  beds  in  the  workhouse  infirmary  which  could  readily  be 
separated  from  the  workhouse  proper. 

Just  one  further  illustration. 

In  town  ^'C,"  with  a  population  of  65,000  (the  centre  of  a 
Union  population  of  87,000),  the  following  is  the  hospital  pro- 
vision : — 

One  general  hospital  of  42  beds. 

One  workhouse  infirmary  of  360  beds. 
« 
At  the  general  hospital  the  waiting  list  never  falls  below 
100,  and  the  Medical  Ofiicer  of  Health  informed  me  that  there 
were  grave  complaints  from  the  medical  men  of  the  town  of  the 
gross  inadequacy  of  the  hospital  accommodation. 

The  workhouse  infirmary  is  an  excellent  hospital  adequately 

equipped ;  the  average  occupation  is  approximately  60  per  cent. 

Many  of  these  large  workhouses  have  what  are  known  as 
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"school  buildings"  adjoining  the  infirmary.  Since  the  Poor  Law 
children  were  boarded  out  of  the  workhouses  these  school  build- 
ings have  been  unoccupied.  At  this  last  workhouse  that  I  have 
quoted,  the  visiting  Medical  Officer  who  accompanied  me  gave 
uie  the  assurance,  as  likewise  did  the  workhouse  master,  that 
these  empty  school  buildings  could  provide  ample  accommoda- 
tion for  all  the  infirmary  inmates,  and  thus  release  the  infirm- 
ary wards  with  over  300  beds  for  use  as  a  general  hospital  for 
the  whole  neighborhood.  These  three  illustrations  abstracted 
from  the  survey  report,  revealing  as  they  do  the  existence  of 
iiundreds  of  hospital  beds  lying  dormant,  surely  more  than 
justify  the  plea  for  a  sanitary  survey  of  the  whole  country. 

While  the  whole  region,  therefore,  appears  at  first  sight, 
with  its  1,924  general  hospital  beds,  to  be  seriously  under- 
hospitaled,  yet  the  survey  reveals  an  abundance  of  hospital  pro- 
vision, were  it  but  put  to  its  full  use  and  properly  co-ordinated. 

Many  of  these  workhouse  infirmaries  have  attached  to  them 
an  excellent  maternity  department  of  from  6  to  14  beds,  but 
with  an  average  number  of  only  16  confinements  per  annum.  I 
suggest  that  these  beds  might  be  made  more  use  of,  for  there 
is  in  the  whole  region  a  serious  need  for  maternity  hospital 
accommodation.  One  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  speaking  of 
liis  own  locality,  says:  "There  is  no  provision  in  the  town — a 
centre  of  200,000  population — for  dealing  with  difficult  confine- 
ment cases  which,  in  many  instances,  necessitate  operative  treat- 
ment, and  it  is  quite  impossible  that  such  assistance  can  be 
adequately  give  in  the  homes  of  the  poor;  a  lying-in  hospital 
for  such  cases  is  urgently  needed.'' 

Similar  statements  have  been  supplied  to  me  by  almost 
every  Medical  Officer  of  Health  throughout  the  area,  and  not  to 
maternity  cases  only,  but  to  many  of  the  other  specialties,  e.g., 
throat,  eye,  ear,  etc. 

For  example,  throughout  the  whole  province  with  its  two 
and  a  half  million  people  there  are  only  some  60  beds  reserved 
for  eye  cases. 

In  one  hospital  report  for  1918  the  following  sentence  ap- 
pears: "A  great  and  increasing  number  of  operations  on  squints, 
tonsils,  and  adenoids,  etc.,  have  been  done  and  sent  direct  to 
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their  homes  in  cabs,  etc.,  which  ought  in  fairness  to  the  patients 
to  have  been  admitted  for  a  few  days^ — ^or  at  least  48  hours; 
but  we  have  no  beds  we  can  give  them,  and  to  leave  them  as 
they  are  means  blindness  in  one  eye  in  the  squinting  cases,  and 
an  arrest  of  development  in  addition  to  increased  risk  of  infec- 
tion to  all  diseases,  especially  scarlet  fever,  diphtheria,  in  the 
adenoid  cases.''  During  the  year  1918  the  volume  of  work 
undertaken  by  the  39  general  and  special  hospitals  in  the  region 
is  indicated  by  the  following  figures : —

.  These  figures,  which  do  not  include  the  numbers  of  out- 
patient attendances,  when  taken  in  conjunction  with  the  "  wait- 
ing lists,"  give  some  idea  of  the  popular  estimate  of  hospital 
treatment. 

Few  things  have  impressed  me  more,  throughout  the  survey 
than  the  inadequate  and  disappearing  provision  in  the  general 
hospitals  for  medical  cases. 

Medical  v.  Surgical  Cases  in  Hospital. — The  following 
figures  show  the  ratio  of  medical  to  surgical  eases  treated  in 
some  of  the  hospitals  during  1918: —

I 

I  do  not  pretend  in  this  address  to  enter  upon  the  full  ex- 
planation of  this  exclusion  of  medical  cases,  but  I  would  serious- 
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ly  submit  for  consideration  the  following  observations.  In  the 
iirst  place  let  me  ask:  Are  our  hospital  beds  at  present  being 
put  to  their  best  use  ? 

In  view  of  what  has  been  said  regarding  the  waiting  lists 
the  general  cry  of  the  hospitals  for  increased  accommodation 
would  from  a  surface  view  appear  to  be  well  founded.  Hos- 
pitals are  ever  desirous  of  making  increased  accommodation  for 
the  reception  of  patients,  but  I  suggest  that  the  time  has  now 
arrived  when  this  doctrine  should  be  changed  round  to  a  con- 
sideration of  the  means  of  getting  patients  out  of  hospital.  ^ 

The  value  of  fresh  air,  or  the  sanatorium  form  of  treat- 
ment, would  appear  to  have  been  re-discovered  in  the  military 
liospitals  during  the  war.  With  their  admirably-arranged 
system  of  auxiliary  hospitals,  located  in  the  country  districts, 
the  central  military  hospitals  were  able  to  overtake  the  great 
pressure  of  work  that  fell  upon  them,  and  at  the  same  time  the 
military  patient  had  his  recovery  accelerated  by  a  residence  in 
the  country. 

When  the  civil  surgeon  goes  round  his  wards  he  recognizes 
many  patients  who  have  had  their  operative  treatment  a  week 
or  ten  days  previously,  and  who  are  now  lying  convalescing.  I 
suggest  that  after  say  ten  to  fourteen  days  such  patients  might 
be  transferred  by  motor  ambulance  to  eonvalescent  homes  in 
the  country,  where  the  rate  of  convalescence  would  be  acceler- 
ated by  from  20  to  30  per  cent.,  as  compared  with  lying  in  a 
ward  in  the  centre  of  some  populous  city  amidst  its  noisy 
thoroughfares.  The  annual  cost  per  occupied  bed  in  such 
homes  is  approximately  one-third  to  a  half  of  that  in  the  general 
hospital.  In  the  Red  Cross  auxiliary  hospitals,  the  accounts 
of  which  have  just  been  published,  the  average  daily  number 
of  patients  over  four  years  of  war  (1915-1918)  was  some 
88,000,  and  these  were  treated  at  a  cost  of  3s.  9d.  per  patient 
per  day. 

In  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Aberdeen  Royal  Infirmary  for 
1018  it  is  stated  that  in  the  Convalescent  Hospital  281  cases 
were  treated,  and  of  these  251  ^'improved  by  residence,''  at  an 
occupied  bed  cost  of  less  than  half  of  that  in  the  Royal  In- 
firmary.    But  what  of  the  other  3,000  odd  in-patients?     Is 
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it  unlikely  that  many  of  these  also  might  have  ^^benefited  by 
residence"  if  they  had  been  fortunate  enough  to  get  the  oppor- 
tunity ?  Of  the  12,000  out-patients  attending  this  hospital 
last  year  a  fair  percentage  of  them  will  ultimately  qualify,  by 
the  progress  of  their  ailments,  to  become  in-patients,  whereas  by 
means  of  convalescent  hospital  treatment  many  might  have  their 
disease  eradicated  in  the  early  stages. 

Further,  by  such  an  arrangement  as  suggested  of  early  trans- 
ierence  from  the  wards  to  the  auxiliary  hospitals  in  the  country, 
the  urgently  needed  beds  in  the  central  hospital  might  be  put 
Co  a  fuller  use,  and  the  ^Vaiting  list'^  overtaken.  This  scheme 
should  apply  to  medical  as  well  as  surgical  cases.  One  well- 
known  physician  recently  gave  me  his  opinion  that  about  80 
per  cent,  of  his  hospital  patients  would  be  better  treated  in 
the  fresh  air  of  the  country.  This  scheme,  of  course,  in  order 
to  keep  up  continuity  of  treatment,  would  imply  periodic  visi- 
tation by  the  medical  officers  from  the  central  hospital,  as  was 
rhe  case  under  the  military  system,  and  this  naturally  involved 
remuneration  of  the  staff — ^a  subject  that  I  will  refer  to  later 
im. 

The  most  urgent  need,  therefore,  of  our  general  hospitals 
to-day  is  not  so  much  the  enlargement  of  the  present  expensive 
type  of  hospital  buildings  at  a  time  when  the  resources  of  the 
country  are  severely  strained,  but  rather  a  great  development 
of  the  convalescent  hospital  system. 

'Now  let  me  look  for  a  further  explanation  of  the  exclusion 
of  medical  cases  from  the  hospital  wards. 

Hospital  beds,  speaking  generally,  are  in  the  main  occupied 
by  patients  suffering  from  the  fully  developed  or  ^^end  pro- 
ducts'' of  disease,  whereas  the  earlier  phases  of  disease  are 
to  be  found  in  the  out-patient  department,  and  yet  this  depart- 
ment is  probably  the  least  satisfactory  branch  of  a  general  hos- 
pital. It  is  here  where  our  most  expert  teachers  should  be 
located,  rather  than  the  junior  assistant  or,  as  happens  occa- 
sionally, the  resident  house  physician,  for  it  is  in  this  depart- 
ment that  the  medical  student  meets  the  various  types  of  dis- 
ease that  he  is  to  spend  his  future  life  in  treating.  I  suggest 
that  we  are  not  likely  to  make  the  progress  in  medicine  that  we 
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ought  to  until  the  value  of  this  out-patient  department  has  been 
reassessed.  When  I  look  through  the  annual  reports  of  hos- 
pitals— the  most  heart-breaking  occupation  I  know  of,  owing  to 
the  absence  of  any  common  scheme  for  setting  forth  the  facts 
as  to  the  hospital  work — one  gets  somewhat  depressed  in  read- 
ing the  records  of  the  out-patient  departments ;  hospitals  seem 
to  vie  with  each  other  as  to  who  can  show  the  largest  number  of 
out-patient  attendances.  At  one  hospital  these  attendances  are 
given  as  166,000  during  1918;  at  another  107,000,  and  so  on! 
These  figures  may  be  intended  to  attract  the  subscriber,  but  as 
I  say,  they  must  have  a  depressing  effect  on  the  mind  of  anyone 
who  is  interested  in  the  progress  of  medicine,  for  after  all 
there  are  only  so  many  working  hours  in  the  hospital  day,  and 
it  only  requires  a  simple  calculation  to  ascertain  the  number  of 
minutes  devoted  to  each  patient. 

Surely  this  is  the  department  of  all  others  in  a  hospital 
where  research  work  ought  to  be  carried  out. 

Let  me  very  briefly  refer  now  to  the  financial  aspect  of  the 
hospital  question.  During  the  present  month  there  has  been 
appearing  in  the  London  Daily  Chronicle  a  series  of  articles 
setting  forth  the  serious  financial  position  of  the  general  hos- 
pitals throughout  the  country. 

It  was  shown  that  some  hospitals  were  overdrawn  at  the 
bank,  others  have  had  to  sell  securities  and  realise  investments, 
while  others  have  had  actually  to  reduce  the  bed  accommodation 
and  shut  down  wards. 

Various  explanations  were  forthcoming  of  this  financial 
crisis,  such  as  (1)  the  falling  off  of  subscriptions  due  to  in- 
creased taxation  and  local  rating,  and  (2)  the  increased  cost 
of  commodities  and  of  salaries  and  wages. 

These  explanations,  although  important,  I  regard  as  only 
part  of  the  truth,  for  the  financial  strain  to  many  hospitals 
did  not  originate  with  the  war.  As  I  have  already  indicated, 
there  has  been  for  a  number  of  years  a  steady  change  going  on 
in  the  class  of  patients  applying  for  hospital  treatment. 
Originally  restricted  to  the  lower  stratum  of  society — "the  sick 
and  lame  poor" — the  hospital  subscription  list  was  usually  ade- 
quate to  meet  the  annual  expenditure,  but  now  many  hospitals 
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draw  their  patients  from  a  much  broader  basis  of  the  com- 
munity, without  having  secured  a  proportionate  increase  in 
ihe  number  of  subscribers;  and  further,  apart  altogether  from 
the  increased  cost  of  everything  in  consequence  of  the  war,  the 
elaboration  into  departments  of  the  whole  system  of  medical 
treatment  and  operative  surgery  has  been  increasing  the  expen- 
diture beyond  the  possibility  of  its  being  met  by  voluntary 
agencies. 

The  hospitals  in  London  are  more  favorably  placed  than  are 
similar  institutions  in  the  provinces,  in  that  they  have  behind 
them  a  wealthy  fund^ — the  King  Edward's  Hospital  Fund. 
This  fund  supplies  grants  to  the  hospitals  on  something  like 
the  following  basis,  viz. : —    - 

1.  The  needs  of  the  hospital  and  an  estimate  of  the  work 

done  for  the  community. 

2.  The  hospital  has  to  adopt  what  is  known  as  the  unifonn 

or  standardized  system  of  accounts. 

3.  An  annual  inspection  by  representatives  of  the  fund. 

These  are  not  irksome  conditions,  and  I  trust  the  day  is 
not  far  distant  when  the  same  fund  or  some  similar  Govern- 
ment subsidy  will  extend  its  operations  to  the  provincial  hos- 
pitals coupled  with  some  coordinated  system  of  central  con- 
trol. In  our  survey  it  has  been  ascertained  that  the  39  general 
hospitals  had  an  income  diuring  1918  of  approximately  a  quarter 
of  a  million  and  an  expenditure  of  some  £200,000.  During  the 
war  years  the  majority  of  civil  hospitals,  like  the  auxiliary 
Red  Cross  institutions,  were  in  receipt  of  a  Government  sub- 
sidy supplied  by  the  War  Office  for  the  treatment  of  military 
patients.  These  beds,  formerly  occupied  by  the  paying  mili- 
tary patients,  are  now  occupied  by  non-paying  people,  and  thus 
with  the  withdrawal  of  the  subsidy  the  hospitals  are  finding 
their  finances  in  a  rather  unsatisfactory  condition. 

In  the  hospitals  surveyed,  with  the  quarter  million  income 
for  1918  there  were  something  like  £36,000  received  for  the 
treatment  of  military  patients,  so  last  year  cannot  be  regarded 
as  normal;  so  far  as  the  present  year  (1919)  has  gone,  some 
of  these  hospitals  which  during  the  war  were  able  to  meet 
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expenditure  are  now  building  up  an  adverse  balance.  Of  the 
quarter  million  income,  some  48  per  cent,  was  subscribed  by 
workmen  employees  and  a  further  19  per  cent,  was  paid  either 
by  or  for  patients,  e.g.,  military  patients,  pensioners,  County 
Council  payment  for  surgical  tuberculosis,  etc. 

Very  few  of  the  hospitals  reserve  accommodation  for  'paying 
patients.  This  is  an  aspect  of  the  subject  calling  for  very 
serious  consideration. 

To-day  the  extremes  in  the  social  scale  are  well  catered  for 
as  regards  hospital  provision,  but  between  the  private  hospital 
at  five  guineas  per  week  and  the  free  general  hospital  there  is 
practically  no  provision  made  for  the  great  majority  in  each 
community  of  the  so-called  ''  middle  class  " — those  who  cannot 
afford  the  expense  of  the  private  hospital  and  yet  who  neither 
require  nor  desire  to  be  pauperized  by  accepting  the  public 
charity.  These  people  are  ready  and  willing  to  pay,  one,  two 
or  even  three  guineas  per  week  for  a  bed  in.  the  general  hospital : 
there  would,  naturally,  be  no  difference  in  the  treatment  sup- 
plied, but  if  a  patient  desired  some  extra  accommodation  or 
luxury  and  willing  to  pay  for  it,  one  has  a  little  difficulty  in. 
understanding  why  such  hospital  provision  should  not  be 
supplied. 

Payment  of  Hospital  Staff. — The  day  would  appear  to  be 
approaching  when  hospital  managers  will  have  to  consider  the 
question  of  paying  a  retaining  fee  to  the  medical  men  on  the 
staff.  ISTo  longer  can  the  voluntary  purist  hold  the  field  in  the 
face  of  the  principle  now  accepted  of  State  payment  for  pen- 
sioners, including  the  payment  of  medical  officers ;  the  State 
payment  for  venereal  disease  and  tuberculosis.  'Surely  it  is 
not  illogical  reasoning  to  argue  from  the  payment  of  a  staff  for 
treating  venereal  disease  to  the  payment  of  a  staff  for  dealing 
with,  say,  fractures,  hernia,  etc.  What  is  known  as  "  team  " 
work,  although  generally  accepted  in  principle,  has  been  very 
little  adopted  in  the  hospitals  in  this  country.  Each  surgeon 
and  physician  on  the  staff  ought  to  have  a  number  of  medical 
practitioners  associated  with  him  in  his  hospital  duties.  The 
staffing  of  the  war  hospitals  throughout  the  country  by  the

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general  practitioners,  working  in  association  with  the  various 
"'  chiefs,"  proved  of  inestimable  value  as  a  post-gradnate  course 
to  the  medical  men  employed;  the  freshened  clinical  instinct 
derived  in  the  hospital  was  carried  by  these  men  in  their  general 
practice  into  the  homes  of  the  civil  population. 

Many  other  reasons  might  be  given  in  support  of  the  pro- 
posal for  the  payment  of  the  medical  staff,  such  as  the  fact  that 
some  hospitals,  in  their  embarrassed  financial  position,  gladly 
accept  subscriptions  from  wealthy  corporations,  and  under  the 
guise  of  these  subscriptions  employees  are  sent  for  treatment 
to  the  hospital,  and  in  this  way  the  medical  men  giving  their 
services  voluntarily  may  be  exploited. 

Eecently  a  wealthy  corporation  in  London  addressed  to 
several  provincial  hospitals  a  request  for  a  reserve  on  a  few  of 
the  hospital  beds  for  the  treatment  of  their  employees  when 
necessary,  and  aisking  the  hospital  what  amount  of  subscription 
would  be  accepted ;  surely  this  is  altogether  a  wrong  principle. 
Again,  in  the  course  of  my  survey,  I  was  informed  of  a  shipping 
firm,  owning  several  vessels,  who  obtained  all  necessary  medi- 
cal treatment  for  the  crews  of  the  vessels,  including  the  cap- 
tains, at  the  local  hospital  under  cover  of  an  annual  subscrip- 
tion of  a  few  guineas. 

There  are  many  other  aspects  of  this  survey  full  of  interest 
and  importance  to  hospital  managers,  the  medical  profession 
and  the  community  at  large,  but  I  will  only  mention  one  other 
item  in  connection  with  the  financial  question. 

One  has  long  been  under  the  impression  that,  next  to  the 
patients,  those  whom  hospitals  confer  considerable  benefits  upon 
were  the  general  insurance  companies^ — accident  ofiices  in  a 
direct  manner  and  life  ofiices  indirectly.  Just  as  in  the  case  of 
fire,  only  more  so  in  the  case  of  life  and  limb,  hospitals  may  be 
the  means  of  greatly  curtailing  the  amount  of  insurance  com- 
pensation. Holding  these  opinions,  I  was  rather  surprised  to 
find  in  our  survey  that  of  the  annual  income  of  the  hospitals, 
amounting  to  a  quarter  million,  the  sum  subscribed  by  these 
wealthy  insurance  bodies  was  less  than  £300  in  one  of  the  most 
prosperous  years  that  accident  insurance  companies  have  ex- 
perienced, namely  1918. 
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Allow  me  in  conclusion  to  isiimmarize  some  of  the  sugges- 
tions I  would  leave  with  you  as  to  the  hospital  problems  calling 
for  early  consideration,  namely: — 

1.  The  co-ordination  of  all  hospital  beds  within  a  defined 

area;  such  an  area  as  is  served  by  the  main  central 
hospital;  these  beds  would  be  under  the  supervision 
and  management  of  a  hospitals  council  whose  office 
would  act  as  a  "  clearing  house  "  in  all  matters — fin- 
ancial and  administrative — pertaining  to  hospitals. 

2.  A  greatly  increased  provision   of    convaliescent  hospital 

accommodation. 

3.  The  consideration  of  establishing  "  paying  beds  "  or  hos- 

pital provision  for  paying  patients. 

4.  An  investigation  into  the  whole  basis  of  hospital  finance. 

5.  Establishment  of  "  team ''  work  in  hospitals  with  pay- 

ment of  the  medical  staff. 

6.  A  new  appreciation  of  the  out-patient  department,  both 

from  the  point  of  view  of  the  patient  and  the  medical 
student. 

7.  The  establishment  of  a  Hospitals  Association  for  the  pur- 

pose of  instituting  a  hospital  survey  of  the  region  or 
area;  with  sub-committees  to  investigate  such  aspects 
as — hospital  accommodation  and  construction;  hospi- 
tal finance;  staffing  hospitals;  nursing  in  hospitals; 
medical  education  and  research;  co-ordination  of  pre- 
sent organizations;  co-operative  buying,  etc.,  etc. — 
The  Edinburgh  Medical  Journal. 


TREATMENT  OF  CEREBRAL  PALSY 


Jacob  Gkossmai^,  in  the  Medical  Record^  says  there  is  no 
prophylactic  treatment  of  cerebral  palsy.  Cases  that  respond 
to  iodides  and  mercury  are  to  be  suspected ;  they  are  probably 
brain  syphilis  and  not  cerebral  palsy.  The  symptomatic  treat- 
ment consists  of  massage,  relaxation,  electricity,  exercises  and 
operation. 
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Hemiplegia. — The  results  of  treatment  depend  upon  the 
degree  of  mentality  in  the  patient.  From  the  orthopedic  stand- 
point we  attempt  to  stimulate  the  nutrition  of  the  part,  to  pre- 
vent deformities  and  to  improve  the  function  of  the  affected 
parts. 

Where  the  patients  are  seen  before  the  secondary  contrac- 
tions have  appeared,  deformity  may  be  influenced  in  great  de- 
gree by  massage  and  passive  movements  in  the  directions  op- 
posed to  the  habitual  positions.  Electricity  may  prove  of  some 
value.  Massage  and  passive  movements  are  of  more  value  than 
electricity.  The  electric  treatment  must  be  adapted  to  the  pe- 
culiarities of  the  individual  case.  If  the  palsies  are  the  most 
prominent  symptoms,  the  faradic  current  is  employed.  The 
treatment  must  be  strictly  limited  to  the  weak  muscles,  to  the 
exclusion  of  the  antagonistic  muscles  which  are  usually  hyper- 
tonic. If  the  spasms  or  posthemiplegic  disturbances  are  more 
prominent,  sedative  treatment  with  the  anode  is  indicated;  the 
anode  being  lightly  passed  over  the  muscles  or  applied  to  the  ex- 
tremity. The  cathode  rests  on  the  back  or  upper  portion  of 
the  extremity.  With  the  massage,  movements,  and  electricity 
we  can  improve  the  control  of  the  affected  limb. 

In  children  who  are  old  enough,  and  in  whom  the  mentality 
is  good,  relaxation,  as  advocated  by  Maloney  and  practised  by 
"M.  Grossman  in  spastic  conditions  in  the  adult,  offers  another 
method,  the  employment  of  which  may  assist  us  in  obtaining 
relief  of  the  spasticity.  For  the  details  of  this  method  refer- 
ence should  be  made  to  the  recent  publications  of  my  brother, 
M.  Grossman. 

Many  of  our  cases  come  to  us  late  in  childhood,  when  the 
deformities  have  become  fixed.  The  foot  is  usually  turned 
inward  and  downward;  the  knee  is  flexed  and  the  hip  is 
flexed  and  adducted.  The  older  the  deformity  the  greater  is 
the  resistance  of  the  contraction.  In  these  cases,  stretching  and 
cutting  the  more  resistant  tissues — i.e.,  the  tendo  Achillis,  the 
plantar  fascia  and  the  hamstring  and  the  adductors  of  the  hip 
usually  assist  us  in  improving  function.  The  division  of  these 
resistant  tissues  and  tendons  should  be  followed  by  encasement 
of  the  limb  in  plaster  of  paris  bandages.     After  removal  of  the 
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liandages  a  suitable  brace  is  of  service  in  guiding  the  limb.  Mas- 
sage, forcible  passive  movements,  and  proper  exercise  should 
be  employed. 

Where  the  arm  is  only  slightly  affected,  exercises  should 
be  persisted  in.  In  extreme  cases,  where  the  fingers  are  clasped 
over  one  another,  treatment  is  of  little  avail.  In  some  cases, 
tendon  transplantation  may  be  of  assistance.  Athetoid  move- 
ments of  the  hand  and  arm  may  be  relieved  by  prolonged  fix- 
ation in  plaster  bandages. 

Paraplegia :  On  account  of  the  more  marked  disability  and 
mcjital  impairment  in  these  cases,  treatment  is  very  much  more 
difficult  and  less  satisfactory.  In  general,  in  infancy,  we  must 
rely  upon  manipulation  and  massage.  Multiple  tenotomies  with 
prolonged  fixation  may  offer  some  relief. 

It  has  been  shown  that  in  spastic  patients  the  long-con- 
tinued posture  alone  will  produce  permanent  contractions  in 
that  muscle  which  is  shortened  by  that  position.  It  is  to  re- 
move these  permanent  contractions  that  the  sensitive  part  of 
the  reflex  arc  has  been  resected.  Excellent  results  are  claimed 
for  this  operative  procedure.  It  is  of  especial  benefit  in  spas- 
tic conditions  of  the  lower  extremities.  For  the  upper  extrem- 
ities neuroplasties  have  been  recommended.  For  the  hand  de- 
formities which  resist  all  other  forms  of  treatment,  plastic  oper- 
ations on  the  median  and  radial  nerves  have  been  of  some  value. 

Another  operation  Avhich  has  benefited  some  cases  is  one  in 
which  a -lateral  section  of  the  spine  between  the  spinous  and 
iirticular  processes  is  removed,  the  dura  opened,  and  the  poster- 
ior roots  of  the  lumbar  and  first  sacral  nerves  are  divided  on 
the  dorsal  side  of  the  ganglion.  , 

William  Sharpe,  in  his  work  on  cerebral  spastic  paralysis, 
says  that  he  has  performed  decompression  in  selected  cases  with 
gratifying  results.  He  emphasizes  that  this  operation  should 
bo  performed  only  in  cases  showing  intracranial  pressure  by 
ophthalmoscopic  examination.  It  is  of  especial  value  in  those 
oases  of  spastic  paralysis  with  a  history  of  difficult  labor,  with 
or  without  instruments,  in  which,  on  ophthalmoscopic  examin- 
ation, the  definite  signs  of  increased  intracranial  pressure  are 
to  be  seen  in  the  fundus  of  the  eye.     The  operation  he  performs 
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is  a  large  subtemporal  decompression  to  relieve  the  intercranial 
pressure.  The  usual  pathological  findings  are  definite  subcorti- 
cal fibrous  or  cystic  formations  resulting  from  a  cortical  hemorr- 
hage occurring  at  birth.  The  aftertreatment,  which  consists  of 
correction  of  the  deformities  by  tendon  lengthenings,  or  merely 
stretchings  of  the  contracted  muscles,  or  the  maintenance  of 
corrected  positions  through  the  employment  of  braces,  massage, 
and  faradism,  should  be  employed  in  conjunction  with  the  oper- 
ation. A  careful  systematic  course  in  mUscle  training  should 
be  carried  on  daily. — The  Medical  Standard. 


A  NEW  IDEA  IN  SANATORIA  TREATMENT 


In  the  worldwide  warfare  against  tuberculosis,  the  question  has 
i-epeatedly  arisen  as  to  whether  sanatoria  should  be  maintained 
chiefly  for  incipient  and  curable  cases  or  principally  for  the 
isolation  of  advanced  and  open  cases.  While  opinion  has 
changed  from  time  to  time,  the  present  feeling  is  that  each 
general  community  should  have  institutional  facilities  for  both 
early  and  advanced  cases. 

Ten  years  ago,  virtually  all  of  the  sanatoria  were  designed 
for  incipient  or  early  patients.  The  few  institutions  for  ad- 
vanced patients  then  existing  being  founded  primarily  for  the 
purpose  of  housing  and  isolating  patients  in  order  to  prevent 
the  spread  of  the  disease,  such  sanatoria,  or  hospitals,  for  the 
most  part  had  the  hopeless  atmosphere  of  the  asylum  for  the 
incurables. 

During  the  past  few  years,  less  stress  has  been  placed  upon 
rhe  contagiousness  of  tuberculosis  and,  in  consequence,  hospitals 
for  advanced  consumptives  have  assumed  a  much  more  humane 
and  cheerful  aspect. 

The  chief  objection  to  institutions  designed  to  house  both 
early  and  advanced  patients,  particularly  if  these  institutions 
are  small  enough  to  be  satisfactorily  conducted  is,  that  the  inter- 
mingling of  the  two  classes  is  more  or  less  depressing  and  un- 
desirable. 

Dr.  George  Thomas  Palmer,  who  has  served  for  many  years 
as  president  of  the  Illinois  Tuberculosis  Association,  and  who, 
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for  a  number  of  years  past^  has  operated  a  private  sanatorium^ 
the  Springfield  Open  Air  Colony  at  Springfield,  Illinois,  has 
frequently  stated  in  his  public  utterances  and  writings  that  the 
combined  institution  for  early  and  advanced  patients  is  justifi- 
able only  on  account  of  economy  and  overhead  expense.  In 
developing  his  Institution,  Doctor  Palmer  has  followed  rather 
the  unique  plan  of  maintaining  a  hospital  for  active  cases  and  a 
sanatorium  for  early  cases,  both  ins)titutions  being  under  the 
same  management  and  medical  and  nursing  siipervision,  al- 
though located  on  entirely  different  grounds.  In  the  develop- 
ment of  this  plan,  Doctor  Palmer  has  recently  opened  a  modern 
tuberculosis  hospital  of  thirty-three  beds,  located  within  ten 
blocks  of  the  S^tate  Capitol  in  the  heart  of  the  city  of  Springfield. 
The  Open-Air  Colony  for  earlier  cases  is  charmingly  situated 
in  the  outskirts  of  Springfield,  in  the  Washington  Park  dis- 
trict. 

The  new  hospital,  which  is  known  as  the  Homestead,  and 
which  prides  itself  upon  the  fact  that  its  atmosphere  and  fur- 
nishings bear  little  resemblance  to  those  ordinarily  found  in 
medical  institutions,  is  used  as  a  receiving  place  for  all  patients 
who  are  retained  in  the  hospital  for  thorough  examination  and 
observation,  and  until  the  subsidence  of  active  evidences  of 
disease.  On  nearing  convalescence,  the  patients  are  removed 
from  the  Homestead  to  enjoy  the  country  life  at  the  Open- 
Air  Colony. 

The  Homestead  has  been  in  operation  only  a  few  months, 
but  the  plan  has  proven  so  satisfactory  that  it  is  winning  the 
commendation  and  approval  of  the  most  experienced  sanatorium 
managers,  and  it  is  not  unlikely  that  the  idea  will  be  adopted 
in  the  future  in  those  institutions  where  efficiency  of  operation 
is  placed  above  the  question  of  overhead  cost.  Even  on  this 
point,  Doctor  Palmer  declares  that  careful  management  may 
eliminate  the  factor  of  high  expense,  since  he  has  found  it  pos- 
sible to  operate  the  twin  institutions  with  the  maximum  of 
service  at  rates  lower  than  are  offered  by  most  of  the  mid- 
western  institutions  of  the  old  dual  type. 

As  another  innovation  in  institutional  management.  Doctor 
Palmer  is  voluntarily  imposing  upon  his  own  institution  the 
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standards  of  sanatorium  operation  recently  adopted  by  tlie 
National  Sanatorium  Association.  These  standards  bring  out 
strikingly  the  importance  of  tuberculosis  as  a  medical  specialty, 
of  a  hundred  points,  on  which  sanatoria  are  graded.  Location 
and  site  are  accorded  three  points,  plant  and  equipment  live 
points,  administration  eighteen  points  and  medical  and  nursing 
service  seventy-four  points.  In  the  application  of  these  stan- 
dards, the  Illinois  Tuberculosis  Association  is  urging  that 
tuberculosis  medical  work  must  be  regarded  as  a  medical  spe- 
cialty as  definite  and  distinct  from  general  practice  as  operative 
surgery,  and,  consequently,  almost  seventy-five  per  cent,  of  the 
credits  for  institutional  management  are  based  on  the  special- 
ized, character  of  the  medical  and  nursing  work. — The  American 
Journal  of  Clinical  Medicine. 


THE  SITUATION  OF  THE  BRITISH   HOSPITALS 


'I'liEKE  is  scarcely  a  hospital  in  Great  Britain  which  is  not 
more  or  less  financially  embarrassed,  and  many  of  them  are 
pleading  for  funds  in  order  to  be  able  to  '^  carry  on."  The  con- 
dition of  St.  Bartholomew's  Hospital,  London,  the  most  richly 
endowed  institution  of  its  kind  in  Great  Britain,  was  referred 
to  in  a  previous  letter.  An  appeal  is  now  being  made  for  an- 
otlier  important  London  hospital,  the  Middlesex,  one  which 
is  probably  as  well  known  to  visiting  American  medical  men  as 
any,  chiefly  because  it  is  where  Sir  John  Bland  Sutton  operates. 
The  first  social  function  which  the  Prince  of  Wales  fulfilled 
on  his  return  from  America  was  to  preside  at  the  Festival 
Dinner  for  the  Middlesex  Hospital,  which  was  held  on 
December  9.  The  Prince  made  the  engagement  some  time  ago, 
desiring  that  his  first  appeal  for  the  great  cause  of  the  hospitals 
r^lionld  be  for  the  Middlesex.  Family  feeling  largely  inspires 
this  interest,  for,  while  King  Edward's  Fund  and  the  League 
of  Mercy  are  witnesses  to  the  personal  care  respectively  of  King 
Edward  and  King  George  for  the  voluntary  hospitals,  the  Mid- 
dlesex is  that  most  intimately  connected  with  Queen  Mary.  The 
brother  of  the  Queen,  the  Earl  of  Athlone,  formerly  known  as 
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Prince  Alexander  of  Teck,  always  took  upon  himself  the  task 
of  looking  after  the  welfare  of  the  Middlesex  Hospital  as  his 
special  concern.  The  object  of  the  dinner  is  to  raise  as  much 
money  as  possible  toward  decreasing  the  debt  of  £200,000  which 
has  been  incurred  in  urgently  needed  restoration  and  enlarge- 
ment. Of  course,  it  is  obvious  that  institutions  mainly  dependent 
on  public  and  private  charity  for  their  support  must,  under 
the  existing  circumstances,  be  in  a  somewhat  parlous  way.  Dur- 
ing the  war  they  were  full  to  overflowing,  expenses  were  more 
fhan  doubled  and  the  income  was  correspondingly  decreased.  As 
a  matter  of  fact,  it  becomes  more  and  more  abundantly  evident 
that  some  other  system  must  be  substituted  for  the  voluntary 
system.  Great  Britain  may  well  be  proud  of  the  history  and 
traditions  of  her  magnificent  charitable  hospitals,  but  times  have 
changed,  an  era  of  general  reconstruction  is  at  hand,  and  the 
hospitals  will  share  in  the  reconstruction. — Medical  Record, 


MENTAL  DEFECT  PREVENTION 


T)r.  H.  G.  Matzingee^  of  Buffalo,  enumerates  in  the  ISTew  York 
Medical  Journal  a  few  preventable  causes  of  mental  defect. 
As  preventive  measures,  training  and  education,  except  in 
hopeless  cases.  Early  recognition  of  the  need  of  special  train- 
ing for  the  backward,  slow  and  borderline  subnormals ;  special 
care  of  the  pregnant  woman.  Chronic  disease  of  the  pregnant 
mother  may  injure  the  fetus;  also  accidents  at  birth,  causing 
hemorrhage  of  the  brain.  'No  matter  how  small  the  hemorrhage, 
some  mental  defect  will  follow.  Serious  infantile  disease  and 
inability  of  the  mother  to  nurse  produce  malnutrition  and  de- 
fect. Abnormalities  affecting  the  endocrine  organs,  causing 
imbalance  is  another  cause.  Alcohol-consuming  parents — hap- 
pening oftener  in  the  family  of  the  steady  moderate  toper  than 
tlie  occasional  boozer — will  produce  children  mentally  defec- 
tive.

INVESTIGATION  OF  TORONTO  SCHOOLS    RE- 
VEALS  LARGE  NUMBERS  OF  DEFECTIVES 


A  SHOCKING. state  of  affairs  in  the  Public  Scljools  has  just  been 
revealed  by  the  report  submitted  to  the  Board  of  Education  of 
the  City  of  Toronto,  by  Dr.  C.  K.  Clarke,  Medical  Director  of 
the  Canadian  IN^ational  Committee  of  Mental  Hygiene,  and  E. 
J.  Pratt,  who  have  just  completed  an  inspection  of  eleven  Pub- 
lic Schools  in  the  city,  in  an  effort  to  ascertain  the  percentage 
of  mental  defectives  attending.  Altogether  there  were  found 
in  the  schools  visited  325  pupils  less  than  80  per  cent,  intelli- 
gent, and  of  122  defectives  below  TO  per  cent.,  100  showed  one 
or  more  of  the  signs  of  degeneration.  Of  the  two  schools  where 
special  attention  is  being  given  to  the  mentally  defective  child- 
ren the  report  states  that  the  ideal  has  not  been  attained. 

The  report  contains  the  following  recommendations,  and  it 
is  expected  that  prompt  action  will  be  taken  on  them. 

(1)  The  establishment  of  a  central  observation  class  where 
children  may  be  studied  for  a  week  or  more  by  specially  quali- 
fied assistants  in  conjunction  with  the  school  psychiatrist. 

(2)  The  Department  of  Public  Health  should  see  that  its 
qualified  psychiatric  nurses  assist  in  selecting  the  majority  of 
the  pupils  to  be  studied  in  the  observation  class.  They  could 
also  make  the  necessary  home  investigations,  secure  co-oper- 
ation of  parents,  and  make  other  preliminary  tests. 

(3)  The  development  of  a  series  of  special  classes,  contain- 
ing not  more  than  15  pupils  each,  where  the  mental  defects  of 
each  could  be  investigated. 

(4)  The  appointment  of  a  directress  of  special  classes.  She 
must  of  necessity  be  well  trained  in  industrial  class  work,  of 
attractive  personality,  diplomatic  and  a  good  organizer  and 
enthusiast. 

(5)  Low  grade  defectives  should  be  segregated  in  two  or 
more  special  classes,  centrally  located. 

(6)  Special  classes  for  backward  pupils  who  were  retarded 
through  illness,  unfortunate  environment,  or  untoward  circum- 
stances, should  be  instituted. 
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NEW  YORK'S  CANADIANS  TO  BUILD  BIG 
HOSPITAL 


Membeks  of  the  Canadian  Club  of  IsTew  York  are  making 
preliminary  arrangements  to  organize  effectively  for  the  pur- 
pose of  the  raising  of  $1,000,000,  or  as  much  more  as  may  be 
needed,  with  which  to  build  and  equip  a  Canadian  hospital  in 
this  city.  The  project  was  suggested  at  a  recent  club  dinner 
by  a  member,  who  pointed  out  the  need  for  such  an  institution 
and  called  attention  to  the  fact  that  there  are  a  large  number  of 
American  citizens  of  Canadian  birth  who  will  welcome  an 
opportunity  to  show  their  appreciation  of  their  citizenship  in 
the  United  States. 

Already  subscriptions  are  beginning  to  come  in — one  of  a 
very  substantial  sum  from  a  gentleman  who  has  pledged  it  in 
memory  of  his  mother,  who  was  a  Canadian.  Committees  will 
be  appointed  and  the  work  of  raising  the  needed  funds  put  upon 
a  systematic  basis.      

CORRECTION 

Dr.  David  A.  Stewart^  Medical  Superintendent  of  the 
Manitoba  Sanitarium,  has  written  us  to  say  that  our  reference 
to  Sanatorium  Training  in  our  March  number  is  somewhat 
mis-stated.  He  says:  The  twenty  or  twenty-five  men  are  in 
residence  each  year,  and  since  1913  a  total  of  about  130  have 
been  in  residence.  This  is,  as  you  can  see,  considerably  beyond 
what  has  been  done  in  any  other  Sanatorium — in  fact,  I  know 
of  none  in  which  senior  students  and  young  graduates  are  re- 
ceived in  residence  in  the  same  way.  I  intend  to  round  up 
this  material  shortly  in  more  detailed  form  and  will  send  you 
a  note  of  it.  In  the  meantime  what  I  would  like  to  impress 
is  that  we  receive  twenty  or  twenty-five  men  each  year,  also 
that  we  spell  "  Sana;torium."

Food  for  the  Sick  and  the  Well.  How  to  select  it  and  how  to 
cook  it.  By  Margaret  J.  Thompson,  E.^.  Yonkers-on- 
Hudson,  N.Y.    World  Book  Co.,  1920.     Price  $1.00. 

This  80-page  volume  can  be  carried  in  the  pocket  and  may 
be  easily  perused  on  street  cars.  It  contains,  among  many 
others,  recipes  for  stewed  dried  apricots  and  smothered  chic- 
ken; its  foreword  consists  of  a  tetrametric  iambic,  16-line  poem 
by  Minnie  Wilbur,  and  is  dedicated  to  Gertrude  Grosvenor.  It 
was  ^^  finished  on  the  anvil  of  experience.''  Inasmuch,  there- 
fore, as  it  has  already  been  much  scorched  and  hard  pounded, 
it  would  ill  become  any  reviewer  to  scorch  or  pound  it  any 
more.  The  recipes  for  chopped  pineapple,  spinach  and  never- 
fail  cake,  and  for  filling  a  hot-water  bottle,  are  alone  nearly 
worth  the  price  of  the  book. 


A  Text-Booh  of  Chemistry  and  Clinical  Uranalysis  for  Nurses. 
By  Harold  L.  Amoss.  Second  edition.  Lea  and  Febiger, 
1919.    Philadelphia  and  'New  York. 

The  book  may  be  roughly  divided  into  inorganic  and  or- 
ganic sections,  the  inorganic  including  an  introduction  to  the 
theory  of  chemistry  along  with  a  descriptive  outline  of  the  com- 
moner elements;  the  chapters  dealing  with  organic  chemistry, 
besides  giving  an  introduction  to  the  subject,  include  a  not  in- 
considerable amount  of  physiological  chemistry;  and  the  final 
chapter  gives  the  details  of  the  more  common  determinations 
required  in  the  analysis  of  urine. 

Throughout  the  book,  particularly  in  those  parts  which 
come  under  theoretical  chemistry,  there  is  subject  matter  which 
might  be  revised.  "  Molecular  weight  "  is  the  sum  of  the  weights 
of  the  atoms  comprising  the  molecule.  This  is  hardly  correct  if 
molecular  is  taken  as  synonymous  with  molar,  which  is  usually 
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done  and  which  the  author  does,  judging  from  the  context;  be- 
sideSj  the  definition  is  weak  from  a  pedagogic  standpoint,  as  it  is 
apt  to  give  a  false  security  of  knowledge  which  has  no  founda- 
tion in  experiment.  ^^  Substances  in  solution  are  ionized  or 
slightly  dissociated/'  is  a  general  statement  which  can  hardly 
be  accepted.  In  the  chapter  on  acids  and  bases  we  find ;  "  A 
normal  solution  of  an  acid  is  a  solution  of  such  an  amount  of 
acid  as  would  represent  one  gram  of  ionized  H  perliter."  This 
is  apt  to  confuse  in  the  minds  of  the  student  '^  normality  "  and 
^^  concentration  of  hydrogen  ions." 

The  book  is  very  readable,  and  one's  attention  is  being  con- 
stantly drawn  to  the  relation  of  the  subject  to  everyday  life. 
We  think  the  book  might  be  read  with  profit  by  any  one  who 
would  have  a  general  survey  of  certain  parts  of  chemistry 
within  a  comparatively  small  volume. 


The  Principles  of  Nursing.  By  Charlotte  A.  Brown^  R.^N"., 
Superintendent  of  Nurses,  "New  England  Hospital  for 
Women  and  Children.

Miss  Brown  has  done  a  good  service  for  nurses  in  training 
by  giving  them  these  practical  notes  of  hers ;  the  junk  found 
in  some  of  the  more  pretentious  texts  is  eliminated.  The  great 
army  of  practical  nurses,  experienced  nurses,  V.A.D.'s,  mothers 
even  will  find  this  book  a  profitable  investment.  The  clinical 
features  are  emphasized  throughout.

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with  varied  adventures  at  Little  Slocum,  which  incite  the  risi- 
bilities.

Many  of  the  main  features  of  this  story  were  given  to  the  pub- 
lic through  the  press — ^the  appointment  by  Gen.  Sam  Hughes 
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of  Colonel  Bruce,  as  Inspector-General;  of  his  thorough-going 
report  of  mal-administration  of  the  C.A.M.O. ;  of  the  appoint- 
ment of  a  commission  to  investigate  his  charges ;  of  the  white- 
Wash  of  the  officials  and  the  condemnation  of  the  Bruce  report ; 
and  the  slamming  of  Col.  Bruce  by  prominent  medical  and  lay 
journals.  But  they  heard  little  of  Dr.  Bruce's  come-back.  Most 
of  his  recommendations  were  finally  adopted.  Fired  from  the 
C.A.M.'C,  he  was  taken  up  by  the  B.A.M.C,  and  made  good. 
His  reply  to  the  Government  on  the  Baptie  Report  was  sup- 
pressed, though  called  for  on  more  than  one  occasion.  In  Dr. 
Bruce's  book  we  r.ead  this  suppressed  report  and  an  account  by 
him  of  the  whole  miserable  business. 

The  volume   has   a   fine  introduction   by    the   well-known 
writer,  Mr.  Hector  Charlesworth. 


Applied  Bacteriology  for  Nui^ses.  By  Cpiarles  F.  Bolduan^ 
M.D.,  and  Marie  Grund,  M.D.  Third  edition,  thoroughly 
revised.  Philadelphia  and  London.  The  W.  B.  Saunders 
Company,  1919.  Canadian  Agents,  The  J.  F.  Hartz  Co., 
Limited,  Toronto. 

This  handbook  of  193  pages  contains  in  readable  form  the 
essentials  of  bacteriology  for  a  trained  nurse.  It  describes  the 
life  histories  of  the  more  common  disease-causing  bacteria  and 
protozoa  with  the  common  bacteriological  methods  of  studying 
them.

The  treatment  by  massage  and  electricity  has  made  wonderful 
progress  during  the  past  decade,  but  perhaps  in  no  country  has 
it  met  with  quite  as  uphill  a  road  as  it  has  in  Canada,  with 
the  result  that  it  has  shown  a  tendency  to  drift  too  much  into 
the  hands  of  charlatans.  The  medical  profession  seem  some- 
times loath  to  prescribe  the  treatment  for  the  very  good  reason 
that  they  have  no  guarantee  how  it  will  be  administered.

be  registered  by  the  Government,  the  physician  and  surgeon 
w^ould  then  at  least  have  some  guarantee  that  their  patients 
were  being  treated  by  skilled  and  efficient  operators.  Xo  hos- 
pital of  repute  to-day  is  complete  without  its  massage  and 
electrical  department,  but  at  the  same  time  the  application  of 
massage  and  electricity  is  dependent  upon  the  skill  of  the 
operators,  who  must  be  specialists  in  their  departments.  It  is 
the  man  behind  the  gun  who  makes  or  mars  the  observation. —

Sir  Wm.  Bennett,  who  advocates  the  application  of  massage 
in  recent  fractures,  as  early  as  the  second  day,  would  never 
dream  of  allowing  anyone  who  simply  styled  themselves  a 
masseur  to  take  over  the  case.  If  his  skilled  operator  was  not 
available,  he  would  perform  the  movements  himself.  When 
our  medical  men  realize  the  value  of  skilled  operators  and 
endeavor  to  obtain  for  their  patients  students  of  physio- 
therapy, who  have  had  the  highest  training  and  who  fully 
understand  what  is  meant  by  loyalty  to  the  medical  profession, 
only  then  will  this  important  remedial  agent  be  removed  from 
the  clutches  of  the  illegitimate  crowd,  and  be  a ,  credit  to  the 
men  who  have  endeavored  to  raise  it  to  the  high  standard  it 
rightly  deserves.  ^^

several  years  of  military  service,  has  made  massage  his  spe- 
cialty, and  now  offers  his  services  to  the  profession.  We  refer  to 
Mr.  *E.  A.  Holmes,  322  St.  George  Street.

The  Feeble-Minded 

Fern-ald^  in  the  July  Canadian  Journal  of  Mental  Hygiene, 
recommends  that  a  census  be  made  of  the  feeble-minded  of  the 
whole  state — to  be  secured  from  physicians,  clinics,  court  and 
jail  officials,  social  workers,  teachers,  town  officials,  etc.  Only 
those  whose  mental  defect  has  been  scientifically  diagnosed 
should  be  registered,  and  such  register  should  be  accessible  only 
to  properly  accredited  persons.  These  unfortunates  should  be 
under  the  supervision  of  a  state  commission,  whose  responsible 
officer  has  a  special  knowledge  of  mental  deficiency.  There 
should  be  a  local  representative  in  each  community.  Each 
official  visitor  would  advise  parents  and  the  community  of  the 
hereditary  nature  and  peculiar  dangers  of  fee'ble-minded  ones. 
If  proper  home  care  is  not  given  the  affected  child  must  be 
placed  in  an  institution.  Legal  provision  should  be  made  for 
the  commitment  of  uncared-for  defectives.  The  matter  of 
examination  could  be  easily  made  in  the  public  schools — as 
only  some  two  or  three  per  cent,  of  the  school  population  come 
under  this  category.  In  rural  communities  a  travelling  mental 
clinic  would  do  the  work.  In  urban  centres  of  five  to  ten  thou- 
sand the  ten  or  more  defectives  should  be  formed  into  special' 
classes,  under  specially  trained  teachers.  All  children  of  this 
class  ought  to  be  taught  obedience  and  industry,  and  be  pro- 
tected against  evil  influences.  Such  individuals  must  not  be 
allowed  to  perpetuate  their  stock.

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Editorials 


INCREASED  COSTS 


In  another  part  of  this  issue  is  a  selection  from  the 
Report  of  the  Bureau  of  Municipal  Research  bear- 
ing on  the  soaring  costs  of  labor  and  supplies  in 
hospitals  of  Toronto,  and  intimating  that  unless 
increased  appropriations  from  the  city  and  Govern- 
ment are  forthcoming,  public  wards  may  close.  The 
article  proceeds  to  compare  wages  paid  to  employees 
now  with  those  paid  in  1917.  From  an  inspection 
of  the  deadly  parallels  no  one  will  dare  to  say  that 
any  of  the  employees  are  getting  too  much.  While 
this  comparison  of  wages  paid  now  with  the  wages 
paid  in  1917  to  the  poor  and  hard-working  em- 
ployees of  the  hospitals  was  interesting  and  infor- 
mative, the  article  would  have  been  one  hun- 
dredfold more  interesting  and  practical  had  it  con- 
tained the  incomes  of  some  of  the  philanthropic 
trustees  of  these  institutions  in   1917  and  1920.

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That  would  give  one  indication  of  where  some  of 
the  money  required  ought  to  come  from — and  we 
are  glad  to  say  is  coming  from — to  meet  the  deficits 
of  our  hospitals. 

Another  increased  source  of  revenue  might  be 
secured  by  an  increase  in  private  ward  accommoda- 
tion. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  the  city  and  province 
should  increase  their  grants  to  hospitals.  Why 
should  the  hospitals  look  after  the  city's  poor  at  less 
than  cost?  It  is  an  exasperating  condition  of  affairs 
to  be  running  these  fine  semi-charitable  institutions 
continually  at  a  loss,  depending  on  a  comparative 
few  of  the  people  for  the  large  share  of  contribu- 
tions required  to  make  up  deficits  in  maintenance 
and  provide  a  large  part  of  the  capital  assets. 

But  progress  is  being  made;  and  we  must  look 
forward  hopefully  to  the  golden  day  when  all  the 
people  will  contribute  by  tax  for  the  support  of 
these  worthy  institutions;  and  the  great  burden  of 
support  will  be  lifted  from  the  handful  of  wealthy 
folk  "  who  know  not  how  to  dispose  of  their  riches.'' 


THE  HOSPITALS  AND  DEMOBILIZATION 


In  time  of  war  members  of  the  staffs  of  hospitals 
and  other  public  charities  of  the  Province  of 
Ontario  were  among  the  first  to  enlist  in  the  Cana- 
dian Expeditionary  Force.  A  large  number  of  the 
nurses  joined  the  Canadian  Army  Nursing  Service. 
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The  physicians  and  surgeons  on  the  visiting  staff 
of  the  hospitals  were  ready  to  serve  in  the  Canadian 
Army  Medical  Corps.  And,  indeed,  many,  if  not 
all,  of  the  higher  ranks  in  that  service,  will  be  found 
among  the  hospital  staffs  in  the  different  hospitals 
in  the  province.  This  was  the  case  not  only  in  the 
General  Hospitals,  but  in  the  Ontario  Hospitals  for 
Mental  Diseases,  and  in  some  of  the  private  hos- 
pitals as  well. 

Furthermore,  the  medical  students  at  Queen's, 
the  Western  University  and  the  University  of 
Toronto  were  foremost  in  recruiting.  Many  who 
had  not  finished  their  course  went  to  help,  some- 
times as  Red  Cross  men  and  sometimes  in  other 
capacities.  Students  in  the  senior  years  were,  of 
course,  available  for  some  appointments  in  the 
Canadian  Army  Medical  Corps  and  as  surgeon  pro- 
bationers in  the  British  Navy  and  in  other  posts  in 
the  Imperial  Army.  Some  of  them  have  returned 
to  complete  their  course,  some  completed  their 
course  in  Great  Britain  or  took  part  of  their  medical 
work  there,  and  all  of  them  learned  on  active  ser- 
vice many  lessons  in  medical  and  surgical  work  and 
practice,  and  sometimes  in  psychiatric  work  lessons 
which  it  would  have  taken  them  many  years  to  learn 
in  civil  practice. 

The  great  impetus  which  the  war  gave  to  dis- 
covery and  progress  in  medical  science  is  evident 
this  year  in  the  hospitals  of  Ontario.  The  number 
of  returned  men  who  are  either  giving  or  receiving 
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instruction  in  the  hospital  wards  is  very  noticeable. 
The  fine  physique  and  robust  health  of  almost  all 
these  men,  and  their  general  air  of  awareness  and 
alertness  would  impress  anybody.  They  appear  to 
take  a  keen  interest  in  their  work,  whatever  it  is, 
and  it  is  evident  that  the  whole  hospital  service  will 
profit  by  the  return  of  these  medical  practitioners 
and  students  whose  temporary  absence  on  active 
service  was  so  much  felt  in  the  hospitals  in  Ontario 
during  the  years  of  the  war. 

It  is,  perhaps,  not  amiss  that  The  Hospital 
World  should  take  occasion  to  welcome  back  these 
members  of  the  profession  and  to  remind  hospital 
authorities  generally  of  the  great  opportunity 
afforded  by  their  return.  Every  facility  should  be 
given  them  for  carrying  on  the  highest  type  of  work 
in  practice  and  in  research.  Our  hospital  staffs 
must  not  miss  the  equipment  at  home  which  they 
used  overseas  in  military  work.  They  must  be  able 
to  organize  their  work  at  least  as  well  as  it  was 
organized  in  the  field  and  near  the  front.  The  fre- 
quent meetings  and  consultations  which  were 
afforded  to  officers  in  the  same  unit  and  in  different 
units  overseas  must  be  provided  for  in  the  reor- 
ganization of  hospital  work  at  home.  The  oppor- 
tunity is  fleeting,  and  opportunities  do  not  return 
as  a  rule.  Nineteen-twenty  brings  to  hospitals  a 
great  many  keen,  alert,  well-trained,  young,  en- 
thusiastic physicians  and  surgeons  and  specialists 
with  remarkably  good  experience.    We  must  make 
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room  for  them  and  give  them  fitting  scope  for  their 
talents.  And  the  hospital  authorities  are  the  ones 
who  can,  and  doubtless  will,  do  it. 


COURSE  IN  PUBLIC  HEALTH  NURSING  AT 
DALHOUSIE   UNIVERSITY 


The  authorities  of  Dalhousie  University,  Halifax, 
have  decided  upon  the  establishment  of  a  course  in 
public  health  nursing,  under  the  general  control  of 
the  Faculty  of  Medicine.  The  curriculum  which  has 
been  laid  down  is  very  complete,  requiring  approxi- 
mately two  hundred  and  seventy  periods  in  didactic 
instruction  and  an  average  of  more  than  three  hours 
daily  in  practical  and  field  work,  and  extending 
over  six  months.  Only  graduates  of  schools  of  nurs- 
ing approved  by  the  University  are  accepted  for  the 
course,  and  applicants  must  also  satisfy  certain 
standards  in  respect  to  matriculation,  which  corre- 
spond very  closely  with  Grade  XI  Certificates  of  the 
Nova  Scotia  schools.  Much  of  the  didactic  instruc- 
tion has  been  assigned  to  the  staff  of  the  Faculty  of 
Medicine,  but  a  number  of  others,  notably  officials 
of  the  provincial  and  city  departments  of  health, 
Massachusetts-Halifax  Health  Commission,  School 
Inspection  Service,  Victorian  Order  of  Nurses,  Wel- 
fare Bureau  and  kindred  organizations  are  to  be 
utilized  in  the  teaching.  The  Nova  Scotia  Provin- 
cial branch  of  the  Red  Cross  Society  has  heralded 
its  acceptance  of  the  recommendations  of  the  Cannes 
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Convention  by  offering  twenty  substantial  scholar- 
ships to  candidates  for  this  course.  It  had  been 
intended  to  begin  classes  on  the  23rd  of  February, 
but  on  account  of  the  prevalence  of  influenza  it  was 
deemed  wise  to  delay  the  commencement  for  a  short 
time  so  that  those  who  applied  for  the  course  might 
be  available  for  general  nursing  at  a  time  when  the 
demand  for  nurses  so  greatly  exceeds  the  supply. 
Full  information  relative  to  the  course  may  be  ob- 
tained on  application  to  Dr.  John  Stewart,  Dean  of 
the  Faculty  of  Medicine.

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HOSPITALS  IN  CHINA 


By  John  IST.  E.  Brown,  M.B. 

One  Time  Inspector  of  Yukon  Hospitals. 


An  inquiry  has  been  made  into  the  scientific  efficiency  of  mis- 
sion hospitals  in  China  by  Harold  Balme,  F.R.C.S.,  D.P.H., 
Dean  of  the  School  of  Medicine,  Shantung  Christian  University, 
Tsinanfu,  China,  and  Milton  J.  Stauffer,  B.A.,  B.D.,  secretary, 
Committee  on  Survey  and  Occupation  China  Continuation  Com- 
mittee, Shanghai.  The  report  of  these  gentlemen  was  presented 
at  the  annual  conference  of  the  China  Medical  Missionary  Asso- 
ciation which  met  at  Peking  on  February  21st  to  27th,  1920. 
We  present  herewith  some  of  the  points  made  in  the  report.  The 
growing  appreciation  of  medical  science  in  China  has  led  medi- 
cal missionaries  and  their  friends  to  consider  whether  or  not  the 
mission  hospitals  are  adequately  staffed  and  efficiently  equipped 
for  modern  work.  Twenty  years  ago  the  aim  was  to  win  the 
patients'  confidence  and  friendship;  in  this  endeavor  it  was 
inevitable  to  carry  on  under  conditions  opposed  to  hygiene,  good 
nursing  and  without  scientific  methods  of  diagnosis  and  treat- 
ment. To-day  even  many  of  the  Chinese  wish  a  higher  level 
of  efficiency.  To  improve  conditions  it  was  decided  to  ascer- 
tain by  questionnaire  information  as  to  the  present  conditions. 
Eighty-two  per  cent,  of  the  hospitals  replied;  200  out  of  some 
250  institutions.  Sixty-three  of  the  hospitals  reported  on  are 
one  storey  high;  ninety-eight  partly  or  wholly  two  storey; 
twenty-eight  partly  or  wholly  three  storey;  and  seven  partly 
or  wholly  four  storey;  more  than  eighty  per  cent,  of  the  hos- 
pitals have  been  erected  since  1900,  Seventy-six  were  con- 
structed between  1910-20.  In  the  northern  provinces  and  in 
Szechwan,  the  majority  of  the  hospitals  are  built  on  an  east- 
west  axis ;  but  in  four  other  provinces  the  orientation  is  north- 
south.     A  slanting  axis — !N'.E.-S.W. — is  reported  from  eight.

Tlie  total  cost  of  the  original  buildings,  152  hospitals,  was 
$3,259,650;  and  that  of  additional  buildings  to  ninety-five  hos- 
pitals was  $1,637,580 ;  while  the  total  cost  of  equipment  of 
122  hospitals  was  $554,930.  Only  fifty-two  hospitals  out  of  168 
have  out-patient  departments  fitted  in  accordance  with  modern 
aseptic  ideas ;  only  fif ty-seyen  O.  P.  D.'s  have  any  facilities  for 
laboratory  work.  -Fifty  per  cent,  of  the  O.  P.  D.'s  have  no 
dark  room  for  eye  work;  and  fifty-two  per  cent,  have  too  largo 
a  clinic  for  detailed  examination  of  individual  patients.  Social 
service  and  follow-up  work  has  been  attempted  in  forty-six  per 
cent,  of  the  hospitals  reporting.  Fifty-six  0.  P.  D.'s  are  placed 
in  the  general  building;  while  sixty-eight  have  separate  build- 
ings. Fifty-two  are  fitted  up  aseptically;  116  not  so  fitted. 
Fifty-seven  have  laboratory  facilities;  115  have  none.  There  are 
operating  rooms  at  Shausi  and  Kiangsu;  without — chiefly 
Chekiang  and  Manchuria.  One  hundred  and  twenty-six  hos- 
pitals receive  both  male  and  female  patients — not,  as  a 
rule,  in  the  same  building.  Thirty-three  hospitals  con- 
fine their  work  to  men;  thirty-six  to  women  and  chil- 
dren. Average  number  of  patients  in  all  hospitals,  sixty- 
three;  in  men's  hospitals,  forty-six;  in  women's,  thirty-one. 
In  Fukien  there  is  one  bed  to  9,210  people;  in  Yunnan  one  to 
266,490.  The  average  in  China  and  Manchuria  is  estimated  at 
one  hospital  bed  for  26,640.  Some  American  cities  run-  one  bed 
to  some  300  people.  The  average  number  of  beds  per  foreign 
or  foreign-trained  physician  is  forty-three.  The  majority  of 
hospitals  are  built  of  burned  brick ;  some  of  stone ;  others  of 
mud  brick.  Chinese  tiles  are  used  for  roofing  in  seventy-two 
per  cent,  of  the  hospitals  reporting.  Portland  cement  is  used 
wholly  or  partly  in  fifty  per  cent,  of  the  hospitals  for  ground 
flooring.  The  upper  floors  are  mostly  of  wood.  Eighteen  per 
cent,  have  coved  corners,  fifty  per  cent,  report  rounded  corners 
in  operating  rooms.  In  fifteen  per  cent,  of  the  operating  rooms 
walls  are  tiled.  The  ward  walls  are  plastered  or  color  washed 
for  the  most  part,  though  in  Chihli,  twenty-six  per  cent,  are 
painted  and  oiled.  Eighty-two  per  cent,  report  sufficient  venti- 
lation. One  hundred  and  seventy-five  have  glass  windows ; 
fifteen     mostly     glass;  .  four     paper      windows      throughout. 
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Fifty-six  per  cent,  of  110  reporting  have  less  than  800 
cubic  feet  of  air  space  per  patient.  Twenty-eight  have  800  to 
1,200  cu.  ft. ;  twenty  have  1,200  cu.  ft.  or  over.  One  hundred 
and  twenty-three  have  adequate  verandah  space;  sixty-six  are 
inadequately  supplied.  Sixty-eight  have  means  of  isolation ;  127 
have  no  means  of  isolating  infectious  cases.  Eighty-seven  are 
screened  throughout  against  flies,  mosquitoes ;  thirty-four  supply 
nets  for  all  patients ;  seventy-two  are  not  protected  by  screens. 
Forty-five  per  cent,  of  185  hospitals  have  iron  beds ;  the  rest  have 
beds  of  wood  or  brick  Kangs.  Fifty  per  cent,  of  the  hospitals 
•provide  all  patients  with  bedding;  ten  most  of  the  patients; 
twelve  a  few ;  twenty-four  do  not  provide  any.  Chinese  wadded 
quilts  are  supplied  in  eighty  per  cent,  of  the^  first  category ; 
blankets  in  forty-seven  per  cent.,  and  sheets  in  forty-nine  per 
cent.  In  more  than  half  the  hospitals  reporting  on  the  matter 
of  change  of  patients'  clothing,  there  are  no  facilities  for  pro- 
viding clean  garments  or,  at  best,  can  do  so  for  not  more  than  a 
small  minority  of  their  patients. 

In  the  early  days  of  medical  missionary  work  in  China  it 
was  neither  easy  nor  politic  to  induce  patients  to  come  into  the 
hospital  unless  they  were  allowed  to  bring  their  friends  in  to 
live  with  them.  To-day  that  necessity  no  longer  exists  in  most 
places,  but  owing  to  the  lack  of  nurses  or  orderlies,  or  to  other 
causes,  thirty-seven  per  cent,  of  188  hospitals  report  that  all 
patients  still  bring  their  own  friends  into  the  wards  to  stay  with 
them.  In  a  few  hospitals  (twenty-two)  special  accommodation 
outside  of  the  hospital  is  provided  for  the  friends. 

A  bare  fifty  per  cent,  of  the  hospitals  are  able  to  report  that 
the  patients'  diet  is  wholly  controlled  by  the  medical  and  nurs- 
ing staff.  Hitherto,  the  kitchen  in  too  many  instances  has  been 
left  to  the  mercies  of  the  not-over-hygienic  cook  and  to  the 
capricious  whims  of  the  patient.  Only  sixty,  out  of  172,  hos- 
pitals report  a  complete  classified  diet  system.  In  fifty-eight, 
the  kitchen  is  in  main  building;  in  129  located  in  an  outhouse. 
One  hundred  and  seventy  are  under  control  of  the  hospital ; 
thirteen  not;  sixty-five  screened;  132  not.  Eleven  use  foreign 
stoves;  173  Chinese  stoves.  About  sixty-seven  per  cent,  of  the 
hospitals  reporting  are  heated  in  winter — those  not,  are  situated 
mostly  in  the  south.     Six  have  central  hot  water  heating;  four- 
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teen  steam ;  nine  hot  air ;  ninety-three    separate   stoves ;    four 
brick  Kangs.    Seventy-one  have  electric  light;  115  oil ;  two  part- 
ly with  acetylene.     Fifteen  secure  water  from  artesian  wells ; 
1 34  from  wells  at  the  surface ;  forty  use  river  water.     Thirteen 
boil  and  filter  the  water ;  seventy-six  boil  only ;  twenty-five  filter 
only ;  sixty  do  not  treat  the  water  at  all.     Eleven  have  running 
water  in  the  institution;  eighteen  have  it  in  the  laundry  and 
operating  room  and  thirty-seven  have  hot  water  cisterns.     Six- 
teen hospitals  report  the  melancholy  fact  that  they  do  not  pos- 
sess a  bath  tub;  thirty-three  have  either  a  porcelain  or  enameled 
iron  tub ;  sixteen  have  Soochow  tubs ;  three  cement ;  forty-seven 
galvanized  iron;  thirty-one  wooden  and  twenty-two  some  mis 
cellaneous  improvisation.     Seventy-four  of  the  hospitals  report- 
ing bathe  all  patients  on  admission  and  112  do  not  bathe  all.  In 
eighty-three,  the  patients  are  regularly  bathed;  in  eighty-one, 
they  are  irregularly  or  never  bathed.     Thirty-three  have  run- 
ning Avater  for  baths ;  158  not.    Fifty-seven  per  cent,  of  the  hos- 
pitals have  laundry  accommodation  sufficient  for  the  work  of 
the  hospital ;  in  twenty  per  cent,  there  is  foreign  machinery. 
One    hundred    and    eighty-six    hospitals    depend    on    ordinary 
Chinese  latrines;  fifty-one  report  having  w^ater  flush  closets; 
thirty-one  scattered  in   thirteen  provinces,   have  septic   tanks. 
Seventy-four  per  cent,  of  those  using  the  latrines  empty  them 
daily.     Eighty-three  per  cent,  of  the  hospitals  have  a  sufficient 
supply  of  bed  pans  and  urinals.    One  hundred  and  eighteen  hos- 
pitals have  pressure  sterilizers;  138  have  facilities  for  steriliz- 
ing ward  utensils;   145  sterilize  .surgical  dressings,   and  fifty 
have  provision  for  sterilizing  bedding  and  mattresses.  Fifty-five 
operating  rooms  have  water  sterilizers ;  forty  make  sterile  w^ater 
in   boilers,   and   seventy-four   in   kettles.        One   hundred   and 
one    operating    rooms    are    equipped    with    steel    and    enamel 
furniture;   eighty-one   wooden.     One   hundred   and   seventeen 
have    an    adequate    supply    of    instruments    and    sixty-three 
bave    not.     Twenty-one    have    electrical    instruments    of    in- 
vestigation; 159  have  not.     Of  197  hospitals,  forty-seven  per 
cent,  have  laboratories  in  regular  use;  sixty-one  have  no  labor- 
atories.    Ninety4wo  have  microscopes ;  eighteen  a  bacteriologi- 
cal incubator  and  twenty-four  have  a  skilled  technician.    Of  170 
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hospitals  sixty  per  cent,  are  able  to  make  routine  blood  examina- 
tions. Sixty-six  per  cent,  regularly  examine  the  feces.  Only 
twenty-four  per  cent,  are  able  to  examine  sections  of  tumors. 
Of  161  hospitals,  only  twenty-one  have  X-ray  apparatus.  Forty- 
one  hospitals  have  special  departments.  Seventeen  have  a  gyne- 
cological ;  fifteen  ear,  nose  and  throat ;  twelve  eye ;  ten  X-ray 
and  one  a  dental.  Twenty  only,  have  adequate  departmental 
equipment.  One  hundred  and  fifty-seven  hospitals  have  one 
or  no  doctor ;  twenty-seven,  two ;  six,  three,  and  seven  over 
three.  Out  of  177  hospitals  only  fourteen  per  cent,  of  the  staff 
are  able  to  specialize,  being  so  busy  in  general  work.  One 
hundred  and  fifty-five  hospitals  have  284  Chinese  medical 
assistants;  forty-two  h*ave  none.  N^ine  have  qualified  pharma- 
cists; 173  have  not;  121  have  student  assistants  or  dressers; 
seventy-six  have  none.  There  are  4.8  student  assistants 
in  each  hospital.  In  one-third  of  the  hospitals  there  is  no 
skilled  nursing.  Ninety-five  hospitals  reporting  have  skilled 
nurses.  N^inety-three  hospitals  have  foreign  nurses,  and  ninety- 
four  have  Chinese  graduates.  Eighty-two  hospitals  have  each 
an  average  of  twelve  undergraduate  Chinese  nurses.  Thirty-four 
hospitals  train  both  male  and  female  nurses.  In  those  hospitals 
where  no  nurses  are  employed,  the  care  of  the  patients  is  neces- 
sarily left  to  the  friends.  Out  of  197  hospitals,  thirty-eight  per 
cent,  have  no  regular  night  nurses.  Forty- two  per  cent,  hospitals 
reporting  keep  full  records ;  fifty-eight  per  cent,  do  not.  Research 
w^ork  is  being  attempted  in  twenty-five  out  of  183  hospitals.  Of 
185,  fifty-two  report  that  their  medical  and  surgical  work  is  now 
based  on  pathological  investigation.  Eighty-ei,2:ht  autopsies  were 
performed  last  year  in  thirty-two  hospitals.  Widal  and  Wasser- 
mann  tests  can  be  carried  out  in  thirty-six,  out  of  197  hospitals. 
Major  abdominal  surgery  is  attempted  in  ninety-four  out  of  197 
hospitals. 

The  control  of  seventy-five  per  cent,  of  171  hospitals  is  in 
the  hands  of  the  medical  and  nursing  staff.  The  others  are  run 
by  committee.  Fifty-four,  out  of  175,  have  a  superintendent — 
a  doctor  usually.  Foreign  business  managers  are  reported  from 
twenty-one  out  of  160  hospitals.  Thirty-eight  hospitals  are 
wholly  self-supporting,  apart  from  foreign  salaries;    fifty-two 
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more  than  two-thirds  supporting;  twenty-two  from  one-half  to 
two-thirds ;  nineteen  from  one-third  to  one-half ;  and  nine  less 
than  one-third. 

The  total  annual  budget  of  127  hospitals,  inclusive  of  for- 
eign help,  last  year  was  $1,649,604.  Average  amount  from 
Chinese  subscriptions,  twenty-seven  per  cent. ;  patients'  fees 
twenty-eight  per  cent. ;  foreign  donations  and  fees,  nineteen  per 
cent. ;  home  boards,  twenty-six  per  cent. 

A  careful  study  of  the  facts  contained  in  the  preceding 
sections  will  make  it  abundantly  clear  that  the  appeals  which 
medical  missionaries  are  continually  making  for  better  equip- 
ment and  larger  staffs  are  not  without  strong  foundation.  If 
we  but  glance  at  the  summarized  statement  which  is  given  at 
the  conclusion  of  this  paper,  we  cannot  fail  to  see  that  a  large 
proportion  of  the  hospitals  are  working  under  most  severe  handi- 
caps, from  the  point  of  view  of  scientific  methods;  and  if  the 
supporters  of  medical  missions  are  anxious,  as  we  believe  the}' 
are,  to  make  the  mission  hospitals  truly  efficient,  large  reinforce- 
ments and  greatly  increased  financial  support  will  be  required. 

In  answer  to  the  question  as  to  what  each  hospital  regards 
as  its  most  urgent  need  at  the  present  time,  the  following  facts 
have  emerged: 

One  hundred  and  twenty-nine  hospitals  are  appealing  for 
two  hundred  and  three  more  foreign  doctors,  the  largest  pro- 
portion of  hospitals  making  such  an  appeal  being  in  Shansi, 
Anhwei,  and  Chekiang,  and  the  largest  aggregate  being  called 
for  from  Kwangtung,  Shantung,  and  Chihli.* 

One  hundred  and  fifteen  hospitals  are  appealing  for  two 
hundred  and  five  more  qualified  Chinese  doctors,  Szechwan, 
Anhwei,  and  Chekiang  supplying  the  largest  proportion  of  hos- 
pitals putting  forward  this  need,  while  the  largest  aggregation 
is  asked  for  from  Shantung  and  Kiangsu.  In  this  connection 
it  is  of  interest  to  add  that  eighty-one  of  these  hospitals  are  ask- 
ing for  internes  from  the  medical  colleges,  and  offering  them  a 
£:ood  service. 


*  This  means  that  the  total  number  of  foreign  physicians  asked  for  is 
greatest  from  Kwangtung,  Shantung,  and  Chihli.  but  that  proportionately 
there  are  more  hospitals  in  Shansi,  Anhwei,  and  Chekiang  than  in  the  other 
provinces  appealing  for  foreign  doctors. 
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One  hundred  and  thirteen  hospitals  are  appealing  for  one 
hundred  and  forty-eight  new  foreign  nurses,  the  largest  propor- 
tion of  hospitals  making  this  appeal  being  from  Szechwan,  while 
the  largest  total  of  nurses  required  for  the  whole  province  is  for 
Chekiang,  Shantung  and  Kiangsu. 

Ninety-eight  hospitals  are  appealing  for  four  hundred  and 
one  new  Chinese  graduate  nurses,  the  largest  proportion  of  hos- 
pitals urging  this  need  being  in  Chekiang  and  Anhwei,  while 
the  largest  total  of  nurses  is  required  for  Fukien  and  Chihli. 

Ninety-four  hospitals  are  appealing  for  new  or  enlarged 
buildings  at  a  total  cost  of  Mex.  $5,039,800.  Kiangsu  and 
Chekiang  supply  the  greatest  number  of  hospitals  making  this 
appeal,  the  largest  amount  of  money  for  the  whole  province  be- 
ing asked  for  in  Kwangtung  and  Kiangsu. 

Xinety-one  hospitals  are  appealing  for  new  equipment,  at  a 
total  cost  of  Mex.  $862,300.  The  greatest  amount  of  money 
for  this  purpose  is  appealed  for  from  Kiangsu  and  Shantung, 
while  the  largest  proportion  of  hospitals  putting  forward  this 
need  is  in  Szechwan,  Kiangsu  and  Anhwei. 

Sixty-seven  hospitals  are  asking  for  increased  appropriations 
from  the  home  boards,  amounting  to  a  total  of  Mex.  $383,300 
per  annum,  this  request  coming  chiefly  from  hospitals  in  Anhwei 
and  Hunan,  while  the  largest  total  sum  of  money  is  asked  for  by 
the  hospitals  in  Kiangsu. 

In  conclusion,  let  us  summarize  the  main  facts  upon  which 
these  appeals  are  based,  and  which  this  enquiry  has  revealed. 
They  are  as  follows: 
There  is  at  present  on  an  average  only  one  mission  hospital  bed 

to  every  26,640  people  in  China. 
Eighty  per  cent,  of  the  hospitals  whose  reports  have  been  re- 
ceived state  that  they  had  only  one  foreign  or  foreign-trained 
doctor  last  year. 
Thirty-four  per  cent,  have  no  nurse,  foreign  or  Chinese ;  fifty- 
two  per  cent,  have  no  foreign  nurses ;  and  sixty  per  cent. 
not  more  than  one  graduate  nurse  in  all. 
Sixty-two  per  cent,  have  no  regular  system  of  night  nursing. 
Thirty-seven  per  cent,  depend  entirely  on  the  patients'  friends 
for  all  nursing.

Less  than  fifty  per  cent,  have  out-patient  departments  equipped 

for  efficient  medical  work. 
Fifty-six  per  cent,  of  the  in-patient  departments  have  less  than 

eight  hundred  cubic  feet  air  space  per  patient. 
Sixty-five  per  cent,  have  no  isolation  block  or  courtyard. 
Thirty-seven  per  cent,  have  no  protection  whatever  against  flies 

or  mosquitoes;  sixty-seven  per  cent,  have  no  screening  for 

their  kitchens,  and  seventy-one  per  cent,  have  no  screening 

for  the  latrines. 
Thirty-seven  per  cent,  possess  no  bedding,  or  only  sufficient  for 

a  very  few  patients. 
Fifty-eight  per  cent,  are  unable  to  clothe  the  patients  in  clean 

hospital  garments. 
Only  eight  per  cent,  have  a  pure  water  supply,  and  only  six  per 

cent,  have  running  water  laid  on  throughout  the  hospital. 
Fifty  per  cent,  seldom  or  never  bathe  their  patients. 
Forty-three  per  cent,  have  no  laundries,  or  insufficient  accommo- 
dation for  dealing  with  the  hospital  linen,  etc. 
Fifty  per  cent,  have  no  controlled  diets  for  the  patients. 
Thirty-four  per  cent,  do  not  possess  a  pressure  sterilizer  for 

surgical  dressings. 
Seventy-three  per  cent,  have  no  means  of  sterilizing  bedding  or 

mattresses. 
Thirty-one  per  cent,  do  not  possess  a  laboratory  of  any  kind. 
Eighty-two  per  cent,  do  not  possess  a  bacteriological  incubator. 
Eighty-seven  per  cent,  do  not  possess  an  X-ray  plant. 
Seventy-two  per  cent,  state  that  they  are  unable  to  base  their 

medical  and  surgical  work  upon  pathological  investigation. 


Note. — It  must  be  remembered  that  the  above  percentages  are  in  every 
case  calculated  upon  the  number  of  hospitals  who  have  filled  in  the  return — 
usually  180  or  190 — 'and  not  upon  the  total  number  of  mission  hospitals  in 
China. 
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Selected  Articles 

THE  EFFICIENT  HOSPITAL 

In  the  past,  hospital  treatment  has  been  considered  a  luxury 
and  was  resorted  to  only  when  every  other  means  of  care  failed 
— excepting  in  those  patients  that  were  willing  to  be  designated 
as  charity  cases  and  who  enjoyed  the  advantages  of  hospital  care 
at  the  expense  of  the  municipality.  Under  the  old  and  still 
existing  conditions,  the  ward  system  of  hospital  care  continues 
to  be  in  the  foreground,  even  though,  in  many  hospitals,  private 
rooms  for  the  use  of  patients  who  prefer  to  pay  their  way  are 
being  provided  more  and  more.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that 
resort  to  hospital  care  on  the  part  of  ^^  private  patients  "  is  in- 
creasingly frequent,  many  patients  going  or  being  referred  to 
the  hospital  for  a  period  of  observation  upon  which  a  correct 
diagnosis  may  be  based  while  others,  mainly  operative  cases,  of 
course,  extend  their  stay  in  the  hospital  for  longer  periods. 
Anyway,  private  rooms  in  hospitals  have  come  to  be  so  much 
more  generally  demanded  that  there  does  not  seem  to  be  a  suffi- 
cient number  of  them  to  go  around. 

We  wish  to  call  attention  to  an  extremely  interesting  article 
by  Mr.  Asa  S.  Bacon,  the  superintendent  of  the  Presbyterian 
Hospital  in  Chicago  (Jour.  A,  M.  A.,  Jan.  10,  p.  123),  in 
which  he  expresses  the  self-evident  idea  that  "  to  provixle  efficient 
hospitals  to  serve  the  people  in  moderate  circumstances  at 
charges  within  their  means,  giving  them  all  the  conveniences  of 
the  most  exclusive  institution  and  rendering  the  much  needed 
educational  work  to  the  community,  is  the  ideal  to  be  attained  ; 
but,  to  accomplish  this  ideal  requires  new  methods  and  much 
thought.'' 

Enumerating  the  many  disadvantages  of  the  ward  system. 
Doctor  Bacon  comes  to  the  conclusion  that  the  private  room  for 
each  patient,  with  its  complete  utility  equipment,  not  only 
provides  comfort  but  absolutely  solves  the  problem  involved. 
The  advantages  of  the  private  room  are  numerous.  Doctor 
Bacon  makes  out  an  excellent  case  for  his  position,  and  at  the 
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same  time  presents  several  attractive  plans  for  small  hospitals 
that  he  suggests  for  the  private-room  hospital. 

Instead  of  hospital  treatment  being  a  luxury,  and  being  re- 
sorted to  only  in  case  of  extreme  need,  Doctor  Bacon  asserts  that 
this  should  be  reversed,  assuming  that  it  would  be  if  the  charges 
for  hospital  services  were  within  reach  of  the  general  public. 
He  believes  that  the  efficient  city,  or  community-hospital,  with 
floor  plans  of  which  he  illustrates  his  article,  makes  this  possible. 
Under  such  a  system,  the  study  of  actual  disease-conditions 
would  be  facilitated  immensely  and  the  observation  of  ^'  cases  " 
as  well  as  of  successful  treatment  of  '^  patients  "  would  be  im- 
])roved. '  Doctor  Bacon  predicts  that  thousands  of  small  hospi- 
tals are  going  to  be  erected,  adding  that  efficiency  and  economy 
in  the  medical  as  well  as  the  material  service  of  the  hospital 
should  be  our  standard. 

This,  undoubtedly,  is  an  unusually  valuable  suggestion,  the 
realization  of  which,  of  course,  depends  upon  the  possibility  of 
erecting  and  conducting  hospitals  at  an  outlay  of  money  that 
does  not  cause  the  overhead  expense  to  be  excessive.  One  must 
never  lose  sight  of  the  fact  that  the  great  majority  of  people 
requiring  hospital  care  belong  to  the  middle  class  and  that  their 
resources  are  limited.  Nevertheless,  it  appears  that  the  plan  is 
entirely  feasible  and  this  is  shown  in  a  communication  by  Dr. 
George  S.  McEeynolds,  of  Temple,  Texas  (Jour,  A.  M.  A.,  Feb. 
14,  p.  479.) 

Referring  to  Doctor  Bacon's  communication,  Doctor  Mc- 
Reynolds  says  that,  some  years  ago,  the  staff  of  the  King's 
Daughters'  Hospital,  Temple,  Texas,  realized  that  the  patients 
would  do  better  in  private  rooms  than  in  the  wards.  As  much 
as  twelve  years  ago,  the  ward  system  was  abandoned  entirely 
and  since  then  each  patient,  charity  or  otherwise,  has  had  a  pri- 
vate room,  the  nurse  in  attendance  knowing  but  infrequently 
whether  the  patient  is  a  pay  or  a  charity  patient. 

Although  this  hospital  has  been  conducted  almost  without 
donations,  except  for  the  physicians'  contributions,  and  although 
it  has  no  endowment,  the  private-room  plan  has  worked  out  in  a 
thoroughly  satisfactory  manner. 

One  good  practical  point  that    is    made    by   Doctor    Mc- 
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Kejnolds  is,  to  have  service  rooms  on  the  top  floor  instead  of  on 
the  ground  floors,  the  advantages  being  that  there  is  virtually 
no  odor  of  food  throughout  the  building  and,  incidentally,  there 
is  less  possibility  of  the  help's  carrying  off  foods,  a  contingency 
that  demands  consideration  especially  in  southern  regions  where 
Negro  help  is  employed. 

It  is  significant  that,  after  its  long  experience  with  private 
rooms,  this  hospital  would  consider  wards  again  only  with  re- 
luctance and  would  by  far  prefer  to  furnish  the  charity  patients 
with  the  less  expensive  rooms,  the  ward  plan  being  unsatisfac- 
tory both  to  patient  and  physician. — Journal  of  Clinical 
Medicine. 

COMMUNITY   SERVICE    AND   OUR   PUBLIC 
HOSPITALS 

Extent  of  Service.* 


In  1919,  the  Hospital  for  Sick  Children,  the  Toronto  Ortho- 
pedic Hosipital,  and  six  general  hospitals  in  Toronto,  treated 
32,891  persons  in  their  in-patient  departments,  i.e.,  in  their 
general  wards,  private  and  semi-private  rooms.  The  average 
stay  of  a  patient  was  16.5  days.  That  is,  the  eight  hospitals 
took  care  of  a  population  equivalent  to  that  of  Brantford  and 
Simcoe  combined,  for  16.5  days.  The  hospital  population,  how- 
ever, was  a  sick  population,  requiring  the  unremitting,  skilled 
and  varied  attention  of  a  large  staff,  so  that  in  reality  the  eight 
hospitals  maintained  and  housed  a  population  more  than  the 
equivalent  of  that  of  London,  Ontario,  for  16.5  days. 

The  average  daily  number  of  sick  people  in  these  hospitals 
was  1,486,  or  one-third  of  the  population  of  Port  Hope.  In- 
cluding medical  men,  nurses,  attendants,  the  caretaking  staff., 
etc.,  they  cared  for  a  population  practically  equal  to  that  of  Port 
Colborne. 

In  the  out-patient  departments  of  these  Hospitals,  139,232 
treatments  were  given  to  people  who  were  ailing,  but  in  most 
cases  able  to  go  about  their  various  businesses.     Without  such

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departments  J  Hundreds  of  people  would  have  had  to  stop  work 
and  enter  the  hospital — thus  losing  their  pay,  diminishing  pro- 
duction, and  bringing  an  additional  burden  on  the  community. 
Out-patient  departments  contribute  to  the  industrial  and  com- 
mercial well-being  of  the  whole  province  by  cutting  down  the 
cost  of  production  and  by  increasing  the  general  welfare  and 
happiness. 

One  of  the  most  important  services  rendered  by  the  out- 
patient department  is  the  treatment  of  venereal  diseases.  During 
1919,  7,918  such  treatments  were  given.  If  a  carrier  of  diph- 
theria or  scarlet  fever  were  at  liberty  in  the  province,  there 
would  be  a  storm  of  public  protest,  but  men  and  women  infected 
with  loathsome  and  dangerous  venereal  diseases  may  go  from 
community  to  community  at  their  will,  in  many  cases  spread- 
ing the  infection  broadcast.  The  action  of  the  provincial  gov- 
ernment in  recognizing  this  danger,  curbing  it  by  legislative 
machinery,  and  giving  financial  assistance  to  the  hospitals  fight- 
ing it,  is  beyond  praise.  The  danger  is  a  provincial  and  a 
national,  as  well  as  a  local  one. 

The  Commuxity  Served. 

It  might  be  thought  that  Toronto  hospitals  were  merely  local 
institutions.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  out  of  32,891  in-patients,  in 
1919,  5,120  were  from  points  outside  Toronto. 

The  number  of  indigent  patients  from  outside  is  compara- 
tively small,  but  there  is  a  considerable  number  of  paying  pub- 
lic ward  patients  from  outside.  As  the  rate  paid  is  not  suffi- 
cient to  cover  the  cost  of  public  ward  service,  the  burden  on  the 
municipality  rendering  the  service  is  increased.  This  is  a 
matter  for  the  consideration  of  the  Province. 

In  many  cases  the  presence  of  out-of-town  patients  is  due 
to  accident,  but  in  many  other  cases  the  superior  facilities  of 
highly  specialized  and  equipped  city  hospitals  are  necessary  for 
the  patients'  proper  treatment.  The  community  so  served  is 
one  much  larger  than  Toronto. 

^  What  the  Eight  Hospitals  Spent. 
In  1919,  the  eight  hospitals  in  question  spent  $1,775,755.64, 
and  received  for  services  the  sum  of  $1,892,270.30.     The  de- 
ficit on  operation  was  $412,437.43. 
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On  the  present  basis,  public  ward  patients  are  charged  $1.25 
per  day.  To  this  the  Government -adds  a  daily  grant  of  30 
cents.  If  a  patient  is  indigent  the  $1.25  per  day  is  paid  by  the 
municipality  concerned.  If  the  revenue  per  patient  per  day 
had  been  $2.55  instead  of  $1.55,  the  total  operating  deficit 
would  have  been  about  $125,000.  In  the  case  of  hospitals  hav- 
ing large  revenues  from  subscriptions  and  endowments  their 
deficits  would  have  been  wiped  out.  If  a  surplus  were  to  result 
in  any  case,  this  could,  and,  of  course,  would  be  spent  in  im- 
proved and  increased  hospital  services  to  the  community  in  ways 
which  are  much  needed. 

Increasing  Costs  of  Hospital  Administration. 

Everything  that  hospitals  buy  has  gone  up  during  the  past 
^ye  years,  and  nearly  everything  is  still  increasing  in  price.  If 
any  demonstration  were  needed,  hospitals  have  shown  that  busi- 
ness cannot  be  conducted  in  a  rising  market  on  the  basis  of  fixed 
charges  for  services — without  a  steadily  mounting  deficit.  The 
public  would  not  expect  any  private  enterprise  to  be  so  con- 
ducted. 

For  these  hospitals,  the  average  of  the  costs  of  maintaining 
one  patient  for  one  day  has  increased,  approximately,  in  five 
years  as  follows: 

1915 $1.87 

1916    2.00 

1917    2.39 

i  1918    2.67 

1919    3.02 

The  1920  costs  probably  will  be  much  larger.*  With  a  set 
charge  for  public  ward  service,  increasing  costs  send  hospitals 
to  municipalities  for  lump  sum  grants.  This  is  neither  whole- 
some nor  fair  to  hospitals  or  taxpayers.  What  is  needed  is  a 
scheme  of  per  capita  payments  hosed  on  the  purchasing  poiver 
of  a,  dollar.  If  a  fair  per  diem  payment  were  decided  on  now, 
on  the  basis  of  the  minimum  service  acceptable  to  the  public, 
this  per  diem  grant  would,  on  a  sliding  scale,  decrease  or  in- 

•  In  at  least  two  hospitals  the  present  cost  of  public  ward  service 
alone    is    over    $3.00    per    patient    per  day. 
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<;rease,  as  the  purchasing  power  of  a  dollar  increased  or  de- 
creased. It  would  be  merely  a  matter  of  elementary  mathematics. 
Hospital  authorities  would  be  freed  from  anxiety,  and  pil- 
grimages to  councils  and  governments  would  be  avoided.  The 
taxpayers  would  realize  that  they  >4vere  getting  value  for  their 
money,  and  tendencies  to  extravagance  would  be  minimized  by 
the  impossibility  of  getting  lump  sum  grants  for  current  de- 
ficits. Private  giving  to  hospitals  would  be  encouraged,  instead 
of  discouraged,  as  at  present,  by  the  apparent  hopelessness 
of  the  present  position. — Report,  Bureau  of  Municipal  Re- 
search, Toronto. 


MENTAL  HYGIENE  IN  RELATION  TO 
SOCIAL  HYGIENE*

The  kind  invitation  of  Doctor  Page  has  caused  me  to  be 
brought  into  the  midst  of  this  assembly  with  the  burden  of 
addressing  you  in  a  language  which  is  not  the  daily  vehicle 
of  my  thoughts.  However,  the  difficulty  is  alleviated  by  your 
kind  sympathy  and  the  keen  pleasure  I  experience  of  being 
in  the  midst  of  confreres  animated  with  the  most  laudable  zeal 
for  the  betterment  of  humanity.  Xot  satisfied  with  living 
a  comfortable  existence,  you  deem  such  a  behavior  void  and 
useless,  and  you  want  to  devote  yourselves  to  the  improvement 
of  your  science  so  that  in  this  land  of  yours  there  might  be  a 
little  more  sunshine.  To  promote  science  in  all  fields  of  society 
is  a  noble  aim  and  worthy  of  any  educated  mind^s  activity*  I 
always  feel  at  ease  in  such  society.  I  am  sure  to  find  in  your 
hearts  the  indulgence  I  need  for  this  paper  I  am  going  to  read 
to  you  with  a  deep  sentiment  of  our  social  needs  and  an  ardent 
desire  to  bring  an  end  to,  or  at  least  an  alleviation  of,  them. 

I  want  to  show  first  what  has  been  done  for  the  betterment 
of  the  treatment  of  the  insane  and  then  indicate  what  mental

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hygiene  must  do  in  order  to  diminish  the  dangers  to  which  we 
are  exposed,  to  stop,  if  possible,  the  threatening  tide  of  insanity. 

Let  us  take  a  look  into  the  history  of  mental  hygiene.  This 
inspection  will  teach  us  the  wonderful  progress  that  branch  of 
medical  science  has  made  since  the  days  of  Hippocrates. 

In  the  days  primeval,  which  end  with  Hippocrates'  inter- 
vention into  the  medical  treatment  of  insanity,  that  illness 
was  considered  imputable  to  the  influence  of  a  favorable  or 
irritated  deity.  The  insane  were  god-possessed.  Most  of  them 
were  said  to  be  the  prey  of  infernal  deities,  but  some  were 
thought  to  be  the  friends  of  superior  gods,  to  be  inspired  by 
them  and  to  tell  the  future  through  their  influence.  The 
Delphie  Pithia  is  one  of  the  most  famous  examples  of  this. 
Virgil  describes  the  Cumsean  Sybil  as  if  struggling  with  the 
god  under  whose  influence  she  was  about  to  speak  and  reveal 
to  iEneas  the  future  of  his  destiny.  Incapable  of  suffering 
any  more  Phodbus  Phoehi  nundum  impatient  Bacchatur  vaies, 
magnum  si  pedore  possit  excusisse  deum.  The  poor  epileptic, 
impatient  of  Phoebus,  strives  to  disburden  her  soul  of  her 
tyrannic  ruler,  but  the  more  effort  she  makes,  the  more  her 
terrible  god  fatigues  her  foaming  mouth  and  subdues  her 
ferocious  heart;  the  Sybil  bellows  in  her  cave  while  Apollo 
shakes  the  reins  over  her  as  she  wildly  rages.  He  tames  her 
and  breaks  her  in,  but  also  he  lashes  her  to  fury. 

This  description  is  nothing  but  one  of  the  scenes  witnessed 
every  day  in  our  epileptic  asylums.  But  no  longer  is  the  sad 
fate  of  our  patients  considered  a  favor  of  heaven  nor  a  curse  of 
the  Almighty.  The  insane  has  been  raised  to  the  dignity  of 
a  sick  person.  He  is  no  longer  lashed  in  order  that  he  might 
recover. 

Such  being  the  belief  about  the  nature  of  insanity,  it  is 
evident  that  the  treatment  in  those  days  consisted  chiefly  in 
religious  ceremonies  and  practices.  The  Asclepiades,  the 
priests  in  charge  of  the  temple  of  Esculapius,  had  received  the 
appointment  of  curing  those  suffering  from  mental  disorders, 
but  their  science  was  made  to  procure  them  wealth  rather  than 
profit  the  sick. 

Hippocrates,  the  creator  of  mental  medicine,  was  a  mem- 
ber of  that  priestly  family  who  claimed  to  be  issued  from 
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Asculapiiis  (the  Asclepiades)  and  had  in  ancient  Greece  the 
monopoly  of  the  curing  of  insanity. 

First,  he  had  the  merit  of  distinguishing  the  pathological 
nature  of  insanity.  With  the  most  praiseworthy  insistence  he 
applied  himself  to  oppose  the  medico-religious  practices  of  the 
Asclepiades  in  order  to  substitute  a  treatment  more  rational 
and  medical.  To  ablutions,  exorcisms,  incantations  succeeded 
the  bleeding,  purges,  emetics,  vegetable  diet,  hygienic  exercises, 
music  and  travel.  It  seems  that  even  at  that  time  there  were 
sanatoria  for  the  insane,  iatria,  but  most  of  them  were  left 
at  liberty  in  their  homes  under  the  supervision  of  a  servant 
or  a  relative. 

Hippocrates  ends  the  Hippocratic  period:  his  successors 
were  but  imitators  and  added  nothing  to  his  medical  ideas  on 
mental  alienation. 

The  scientific  tradition  then  passed  from  Greece  to  Egypt 
with  the  dismemberment  of  Alexander's  Empire. 

Herophilus  and  Erasistrates,  who  lived  about  three  hun- 
dred years  before  Christ,  represent  this  period  of  transition 
from  Hippocrates  to  Celsus. 

The  Greco-Eoman  period  which  brings  us  to  the  middle 
ages,  is  represented  by  Asclepiades  of  Bithynia,  Celus,  Aretus, 
Goelius  and  Galienus. 

Asclepiades  has  established  a  formal  delimitation  of  in- 
sanity into  acute  and  chronic  alienations.  He,  the  first,  tried 
the  substitutive  medication  and  advised  intoxication  in  the 
general  treatment  of  mental  alienation. 

Celsius  gave  the  wisest  rules  for  the  hygienic  and  moral 
treatment  of  the  insane,  but  unfortunately,  he  finally  advised 
starvation,  chains  and  chastenings  to  tame  the  insane  as  soon 
as  he  gave  signs  of  want  of  sense,  fame,  catenis,  vinculis 
coercendus  est. 

Areteus  of  Cappadocia  has  left  marvellous  descriptions  of 
the  various  forms  of  mental  alienation.  A  reaction  must  have 
taken  place  since  the  days  of  Celsus  since  nowhere  in  his  works 
is  there  any  mention  either  of  ties  or  ligatures  for  the  phrenetic, 
or  even  the  furious. 

Let  me  quote  what  Goelius  Aureliasus  says  against  the 
physicians  who  recur  through  principle  to  such  means :  ^^  They 
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seem  to  be  delirious  rather  than  disposed  to  cure  their  patients 
when  they  compare  them  to  ferocious  beasts  to  be  tamed  by 
the  want  of  food  and  the  torture  of  thirst.  Seduced  also  by 
the  same  error,  they  wish  us  to  load  them  with  cruel  chains 
without  thinking  that  their  limbs  might  be  thereby  bruised  or 
broken,  and  that  it  is  more  decent  and  easy  to  restrain  them 
by  the  hand  of  man  than  by  the  useless  torture  of  iron  bands. 
They  even  go  so  far  as  to  advise  corporal  violence,  the  scourging, 
as  if  to  force  the  revival  of  reason  by  such  a  provoking  treat- 
ment: a  wretched  method  which  does  nothing  but  aggravate 
their  state,  stain  with  blood  their  limbs  and  offer  them  the  sad 
spectacle  of  their  pains  at  the  very  moment  when  they  recover 
the  use  of  their  brain  and  wit.^' 

Galienus,  the  celebrated  physician  of  Pargama,  who  wrote 
iive  hundred  articles  and  whose  ideas  had  so  great  an  influence 
for  fourteen  centuries,  has  said  but  few  things  about  mental 
alienation.  He  divided  it  into  idiopathic  and  sympathetic  in- 
sanity or  by  consensus. 

The  next  period  is  one  of  transition  and  ends  with  Pinel's 
memorable  reform,  which  modified  completely  the  fate  of  the 
alienated  and  inaugurated  a  new  era  in  the  history  of  mental 
medicine. 

With  Cullen,  who  died  in  1792,  we  are  far  from  the  ignor- 
ance of  the  middle  ages,  but  the  condition  of  the  insane  is  yet 
deplorable.  They  live,  as  yet,  disseminated  in  prisons  and  a 
few  refuge  houses.  Very  few  are  received  in  hospitals,  and 
who  would  rather  not  call  these  hospital  dungeons  ?  The  treat- 
ment consisted  invariably  in  shower  baths,  cold  baths,  repeated 
bleeding  with  adjunction  of  hellebore,  purgatives  and  anti- 
spasmodic remedies.  When,  after  a  few  weeks  of  such  a  regime 
the  sick  failed  to  cure,  he  was  sent  to  the  '^  Petites  Maisons,'' 
to  La  Salpetriere,  or  Bicetre,  in  France;  to  Bedlam,  in  England. 
There,  badly  fed,  covered  with  rags,  loaded  with  chains  and 
iron  collars,  in  filthy  cells,  once  destined  to  the  criminals,  lying 
on  rotten  straw,  breathing  the  contaminated  air,  they  dragged 
a  miserable  life,  exposed  to  the  eye  of  the  public  who,  on  feast 
days,  were  admitted  for  money  to  look  at  this  spectacle  and 
tease  the  poor  wretches  as  if  wild  beasts,  through  the  iron  bars 
of  their  cage. 
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Sir  Bennet  could  say,  in  the  Lower  House,  referring  to  this, 
^^  If  ever  an  institution  Avas  a  disgrace  to  England,  it  is  Bed- 
lam.'' 

Then  came  Pinel,  who  was  made  head  of  the  insane  service 
at  Bicetre  in  1793.  He  caused  the  chains  of  the  insane  to  fall 
off.  He  had  by  his  initiative  and  perseverance  realized  what 
others  had  vainly  hoped,  the  rehabilitation  of  the  insane  and 
their  restoration  to  the  dignity  of  the  sick.  '^  To  keep,''  said 
he,  "  in  an  habitual  state  of  seclusion  and  restraint  the  violent 
insane,  to  deliver  them  helplessly  to  the  brutality  of  servants 
and  custodians  under  the  pretence  of  the  dangers  they  make 
us  run,  to  drive  them,  in  a  word,  wdth  an  iron  rod,  as  if  to 
accelerate  the  end  of  an  existence  deemed  deplorably  wretched, 
is  no  doubt  a  most  commodious  method  of  supervision,  but  no 
less  worthy  of  centuries  of  ignorance  and  barbarity."  But  Pinel 
was  more  than  a  reformer.  He  was  a  man  of  science  and  his 
^'Treatment  of  Mania"  is  justly  celebrated.  Cuvier  could  say  of 
it  in  the  Institute  of  France,  that  ^'  his  booklet  was  not  only 
a  medical  book,  but  a  capital  work  on  philosophy." 

In  France,  Esquirol,  the  successor  of  Pinel,  had  as  great 
an  influence  on  mental  medicine  as  Pinel  had  on  the  moral 
condition  and  treatment  of  the  insane.  He  was  a  philan- 
thropist, a  reformer,  a  scientist  and  a  master. 

Under  the  direction  of  the  disciples  of  Pinel,  psychiatry  has 
made  in  all  countries  great  progress.  The  characteristic  of 
the  actual  movement  in  the  field  of  labor  and  disquisitions  is 
a  tendency  to  apply  to  psychiatry  the  scientific  data  and 
methods  of  modern  general  pathology.  Psychiatry  has  ceased 
to  be  simply  a  chapter  of  philosophy.  It  is  now,  and  will  be 
more  and  more,  a  branch  of  medical  science  or  rather  of  biology. 
The  insane  are  now  treated  with  charity  and  science  in  all 
well-organized  hospitals,  especially  wherever  the  superinten- 
dent brings  to  his  position  deep  sentiments  of  the  dignity  of 
man  and  the  principles  of  an  enlightened  philanthropy. 

However,  although  we  state  with  pleasure  all  these  better- 
ments in  the  condition  of  mentally  abnormal  patients,  we 
should  not  conclude  that  the  organization  is  complete.  To  treat 
well  the  insane  is  very  good,  but  do  you  not  think  that  some- 
thing should  be  done  to  prevent  the  overcrowding  of  such  insti- 
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tutions.  The  most  complex  problems  are  before  us.  So  many 
causes  contribute  to  enlarge  the  number  of  lunatics  that  if  we 
do  not  find  immediately  the  means  of  damming  the  ascending 
tide  of  alcoholism,  syphilis  and  other  evils,  the  nation  may  be 
overflooded  and  sink  into  the  waves  of  insanity. 

Here  the  beneficial  intervention  of  the  Mental  Hygiene 
Society  is  obvious.  This  organization  will  help  a  great  deal 
in  the  realization  of  this.  Is  this  plan  likely  to  be  realized  ? 
Can  we  keep  men  away  from  insanity  ?  I  do  believe  it  to  be 
possible  to  a  certain  extent  if  all  medical  men  and  social 
workers,  as  priests,  teachers  and  others  try  to  enlighten  the 
people  of  the  dangers  they  are  exposed  to  with  regard  to  the 
principal  causes  of  insanity. 

The  education  of  the  people  will  bring  better  conditions 
and  the  evils  of  alcoholism,  syphilis  and  heredity  will  be 
lessened. 

Alcoholism  is  a  well-known  sickness  which  progressively 
diminishes  the  mind,  will,  strength  and  manual  skill  of  a  man. 
The  loss  of  reason  is  the  result  of  intoxication  by  too  frequent 
drunkenness  or  ebriety,  which  might  be  said  to  be  a  temporary 
insanity.  The  errors  about  alcohol  are  deeply  rooted,  but  in 
these  latter  days  the  evidence  of  its  noxious  action  has  caused 
many  to  be  brought  to  sounder  principles.  When  a  man  is 
thirsty  he  thirsts  for  water,  and  water  should  be  given  him  and 
not  alcohol.  The  hospitals  and  asylums  would  be  too  large  if 
there  were  no  alcoholics.  Out  of  two  persons  lying  in  our 
hospitals,  one  is  an  alcoholic.  Alcohol  is  one  of  the  universal 
providers  of  lunatic  asylums,  and  intemperance  might  be 
styled  one  of  the  most  active  agents  to  keep  the  doctors  busy. 

The  recent  law  adopted  by  the  Government  is  one  but  of 
which  we  should  expect  the  best  results,  and  the  Prime 
Minister  should  be  congratulated  for  having  loved  his  fellow- 
citizens  enough  to  prefer  their  interests  to  those  of  the  bar- 
keepers. This  law  of  temperance,  as  we  may  call  it,  will  bring 
the  whiskey  drinkers  to  prefer  wine  and  light  beer  or  cider 
to  their  poison.  The  general  health  will  be  enhanced  and  conse- 
quently in  sounder  bodies  might  we  hope  to  see  sounder  souls. 
Mens  sanior  in  saniori  corpore. 
'  As  an  alienist,  I  am  not  in  favor  of  total  abstinence.    How- 
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ever,  I  am  satisfied  with  this  mitigated  law  of  prohibition.  The 
drunkard  you  may  he  sure  of  it,  will  continue  to  get  drunk  just 
the  same,  hut  the  new  generation,  the  young  men  who  have 
still  kept  the  sense  of  dignity  and  decency,  when  they  realize 
that,  in  order  to  ohtain  the  desired  effect,  they  must  drink  gal- 
lons of  beer,  no  doubt  w411  deem  the  pleasure  to  be  bought  at 
too  dear  a  sacrifice,  and  will  never  become  drunkards  and, 
consequently  the  alcoholic  fathers  will  cease  to  breed  a  brood 
of  candidates  for  the  lunatic  asylums. 

Meanwhile  the  bar-keepers  will  keep  their  old  clients,  for 
what  is  horn  in  the  hone  is  home  in  the  flesh.  Qui  a  hu, 
hoira.  The  bar-keeper  wdll  keep  up  till  the  dipsomaniac  is 
no  more,  and  then  he  will  engage  in  more  prosperous  business, 
and  when  bar-keepers  w^ill  be  few  or  none,  the  brewers  will 
brew  less  or  no  more. 

The  next  cause  of  insanity  is  syphilis.  I  need  not  insist. 
The  bad  effects  of  this  contagious  disease  are  well  known  to 
the  physician,  but  the  people  are  unaware  of  its  dangers,  its 
contagiousness,  its  frequency.  It  is  a  pleasure  to  me  to  state 
that  at  the  last  meeting  of  the  Quebec  Legislature  the  Provin- 
cial Board  of  Hygiene  has  had  a  bill  accepted  which  will  surely 
bring  the  best  results.  This  legislation  will  contribute  to  lessen 
the  number  of  cases  of  general  paralysis.  It  will,  to  say  the 
least,  give  to  those  afflicted  by  this  sickness,  the  facility  of  being 
scientifically  treated  without  being  oppressed  by  so-called 
specialists. 

Egotistical  zeal  is  no  zeal.  Let  the  physicians  on  all  occa- 
sions teach  their  clients  the  dangers  of  the  day.  Do  not  specu- 
late on  human  degeneration.  Help  to  build  a  nation.  There 
will  be  enough  natural  causes  of  sickness  to  keep  the  doctor 
busv  and  thriftv.  Let  vour  ambition  be  that  of  beinff  a  curer, 
a  saver,  a  helper,  a  giver  of  health,  happiness  and  joy,  a  dis- 
tributor of  life,  a  consoler,  and  the  reward  will  surely  follow. 
As  you  sow,  so  shall  you  reap.  Let  us,  therefore,  strive  to 
educate  the  people  on  the  serious  consequences  of  syphilis  and 
try  to  cure  those  that  are  plague-stricken. 

A  third  cause  is  heredity.  Please  permit  me  to  quote  a  few 
lines  from  Morel.  "  By  the  observation  of  the  links  and 
reciprocal  dependence  of  pathological  phenomena  transmissible 
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through  heredity  I  came  to  create  the  great  and  important 
varieties  of  hereditary  alienations.  I  have  proved  that  betwixt 
the  simplest  anomaly  in  the  laws  of  moral  sensibility  designed 
under  the  name  of  moral  mania,  reasoning  mania  and  those 
states  more  or  less  properly  called  imbecility,  idiocy,  cretinism, 
there  exists  degrees  of  the  same  affection." 

Heredity,  it  is  sure,  is  a  great  factor  in  mental  alienations. 
Alcoholic  heredity,  says  Dupuy,  is  the  most  frequent  cause  of 
idiocy,  feeble-mindedness  and  madness.  The  sons  and  daughters 
of  alcoholics  have  a  tendency  to  lying  or  pseudomania,  to  theft 
or  kleptomania,  to  the  abuse  of  liquors  or  dipsomania.  ^^  The 
drinker,"  says  he,  ^^  breeds  the  degenerate  and  the  degenerate 
breeds  the  drinker."  As  to  heredity  through  syphilis,  it  is  no 
less  obvious. 

But  what  have  we  done,  to  come  to  practical  results  ?  Have 
we  reflected  on  the  cerebral  ravages  caused  by  epilepsy  ?  This 
sickness  is  hereditary,  when  not  the  resu'lts  of  intoxication  or 
an  accident.  Have  our  medical  societies,  in  lectures  and  re- 
ports, and  the  physician  in  his  office  given  practical  advice  to 
the  sick  or  his  relatives?  What  have  they  done  to  enlighten 
the  bride  or  the  bridegroom  on  necessity  of  avoiding  marriage 
with  an  epileptic  ?  What  have  they  done  to  check  the  marriage 
of  the  syphilitic  ?  Have  they  shown  to  the  parents  the  dangers 
of  letting  their  daughters  marry  a  drunkard,  debaucho,  a 
syphilitic,  an  epileptic? 

Time  will  come  when  candidates  for  marriage  will  have  to 
show  their  sanitary  testimonials  in  order  to  be  allowed  to 
legally  do  so:  when  everyone  will  feel  the  necessity  of  protect- 
ing himself  against  the  possibility  of  contagion  and  of  a  breed 
of  insane  or  idiots. 

I  am  glad  to  see  that,  as  a  result  of  the  warnings,  the 
National  Society  for  Mental  Hygiene  was  organized. 

Under  the  impulsion  of  an  epileptic  and  hallucinated 
Kaiser,  have  we  not  seen  a  whole  nation  stricken  with  a  fit  of 
megalomania  ?  The  result  was  the  terrible  war  now  brought 
to  an  end  by  the  signing  of  the  Treaty  of  Versailles.  In  other 
fields  we  have  seen  the  frenzy  of  Bolshevism  which  threatens 
to  invade  the  world.  Bolshevism  is  a  collective  insanity  under 
the  impulsion  of  socialistic  subversive  literature  and  orators. 
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Much  remains  to  be  said,  but  I  must  conclude,  for  a  brief 
paper  on  this  subject  can  at  best  be  but  a  meagre  and  inadequate 
sketch.  I  have  merely  undertaken  to  invite  your  attention  to 
mental  hygiene.  Those  of  us  wishing  to  interest  themselves 
v^ill  find  there  is  much  to  be  accomplished  in  this  field  and 
its  accomplishment  depends  largely  on  the  physicians  who  ap- 
preciate the  situation  and  are  ready  to  take  their  share  in 
educating  their  patients. 

If  some  of  this  work  can  be  accomplished,  much  of  the 
sorrow  and  misery  of  this  world  will  in  time  be  alleviated  and 
disappear. — Canadian  Journal  of  Mental  Hygiene. 


PLANS  AERIAL  HOSPITALS 


Aerial  hospitals  floating  5,000  feet  above  England  is  the 
apparently  fantastic  dream  of  a  number  of  experts  who  are 
endeavoring  to  persuade  the  Ministry  of  Health  to  take  over 
from  the  Air  Ministry  airships  of  the  R-34  type,  which  success- 
fully accomplished  the  trans-Atlantic  flight  under  General  Mait- 
land,  and  which  proved  themselves  superior  to  Germany's 
Zeppelins  as  regards  length  of  flight  and  time  in  the  air. 

Interviewed  by  the  London  Globe,  a  leading  doctor  attached 
to  the  Royal  Air  Force  during  the  war  declared  that  the  air- 
ships would  provide  wonderful  treatment  for  the  cure  of  con- 
sumption and  other  diseases.  Patients  would  be  able  to  live 
for  several  days  or  weeks  at  a  height  of  5,000  feet,  enjoying 
complete  rest  and  breathing  air  as  pure  as  that  of  any  of  the 
most  famous  mountain  spas. 

"  It  is  no  use  a  doctor  telling  a  poor  patient  to  go  to  Davos 
Platz  or  any  other  expensive  mountain  resort  for  consump- 
tives,'' the  doctor  said.  "He  can't  afford  it.  But  an  airship 
can  go  higher  than  any  mountain,  and  the  air  5,000  feet  above 
London  is  as  good  as  anjrwhere  else.  Airships  of  the  R-34 
and  R-38  type  could  be  fitted  up  as  sanatoria  for  patients  suf- 
fering from  consumption,  anaemia,  neurasthenia  and  other  ills, 
and  could,  except  in  very  wild  weather,  cruise  about  for  weeks 
at  a  time." 
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THE  PSYCHOPATHIC  HOSPITAL  IDEAL*

We  have  heard  a  great  deal,  first  and  last,  of  the  psychopathic 
hospital  idea,  but  only  a  very  little  concerning  the  psychopathic 
hospital  ideal,  and  yet  this  is  of  fundamental  importance  as 
determining  the  value  of  the  idea. 

Broadly  stated,  the  ideal  of  the  psychopathic  hospital  must 
be  service:  service  of  a  particular  sort,  but  limited  in  its  scope 
only  by  the  limits  of  the  field  of  abnormal  mentalit}^,  in  what- 
ever way  manifested.  The  opportunities  .for  service  are  medi- 
cal, social,  and  public,  to  adopt  Southard's  triadic  analysis  of 
hospital  problems. 

The  medical  service  has  a  number  of  potentialities.  "First, 
the  patient  must  be  carefully  studied  from  every  possible  point 
of  view.  The  patient  (or  family  or  friends)  has  the  right  to 
expect  the  most  searching  analysis  that  can  be  made.  Accord- 
ingly, such  analysis  must  begin  with  the  study  of  the  entire 
background  of  the  person — the  family,  the  social  and  economic 
status,  the  past  life  of  the  patient,  make-up,  reactive  possibili- 
ties, diseases,  conduct,  disorders — ^all  of  the  manifold  factors 
which  have  determined  the  activities  of  the  individual.  Then 
the  statu^s  presens  of  the  patient — (physical  condition,  nervous 
functions,  mentality,  and  mental  functioning — must  be  thor- 
oughly gone  into,  using  all  the  aids  which  modern  medicine 
has  devised  (the  laboratory,  lumbar  puncture,  the  Wassermann 
test,  psychometrics)  until  the  whole  individual — static,  dy- 
namic, and  potential — is  understood.  Only  in  this  way  can 
we  avoid  the  pitfalls  of  diagnosis,  render  a  reasonably  correct 
prognosis,  and  decide  upon  treatment. 

In  this  connection,  a  word  about  records  of  patients  seems 
important.  All  records  should  be  objective,  and  as  nearly  com- 
plete and  accurate  as  circumstances  will  permit.  The  ideal 
should  always  be  to  record  accurately,  concisely,  and  completely 
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all  that  can  be  learned  concerning  the  patient,  leaving  out  per- 
sonal interpretations.  Stereotypy  of  records  is  very  difficult 
to  avoid — but  it  must  always  be  remembered  that  each  case  is 
an  individual — and  so  our  records  must  vary  somewhat.  Care 
must  be  taken  that  all  abnormalities  are  obtained  and  are  cor- 
rectly ascribed  to  their  proper  fields  of  mental  activity.  Ee- 
eords  should  be  so  objective  and  so  complete,  so  analytic  and 
so  synthetic,  that  a  later  reader  can  get  the  facts  without  feel- 
ing everywhere  the  personality  of  the  examiner. 

An  important  part  of  medical  service  is  research — experi- 
mental, laboratory,  psychological,  clinical,  and  pathological. 
Psychiatry  as  a  science  is  yet  young;  the  lines  are  not  closely 
drawn;  the  possibilities  are  enormous.  Only  by  much  care- 
fully conducted  research  can  we  hope  to  benefit  those  who  are 
now  mentally  sick,  or  learn  how  so  to  order  the  reactive  life  of 
the  mentally  well  that  they  shall  not  become  mentally  ill. 
Everywhere  in  the  world  is  the  search  for  causes:  in  science,  in 
social  life,  even  in  the  problems  of  war.  Causes  are  what  we 
must  seek  in  psychiatry. 

The  psychopathic  hospital  service  must  be  educationally 
applied  to  the  medical  profession,  to  medical  students,  and  in 
a  mutually  reactive  way  to  the  State  hospitals.  That  w^hich 
we  learn,  if  of  value  to  us,  is  of  equal  value  to  the  State  hos- 
pitals, and  we  in  turn  should  learn  from  them.  The  profession 
as  a  whole  is  rather  ignorant  of  psychiatry.  Each  specialty 
claims  the  same  thing,  and  this  statement  is  often  regarded  as 
undeserved  criticism,  yet  it  is  not  so  to  be  regarded.  The 
peculiar  conditions  under  which  psychiatry  must  be  practised 
have  led  to  the  condition.  How  fundamental  it  is  that  students 
and  physicians  learn  more  of  normal  and  abnormal  mental  life, 
of  the  importance  of  early  treatment,  of  guiding  measures  for 
those  who  are  potentially  abnormal!  All  such  educational 
measures  react  to  the  ultimate  benefit  of  the  patients. 

So  it  appears  that  the  medical  ideal  is  threefold  in  applica- 
tion: the  study  and  treatment  of  the  individual  patient;  re- 
search into  nature,  causes,  diagnosis,  and  treatment;  education 
of  the  profession — all  aiming  to  serve  the  patient. 

H.w. — 5 
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A  threefold  division  of  service  also  appears  in  its  social 
ideal.  Here  the  problem  is  one  of  study  and  adjustment  of 
the  mentally  abnormal  in  some  social  position;  in  other  words, 
it  has  to  do  with  the  individual  patient.  Xow  each 
patient  usually  is  the  centre  or  a  ^part  of  a  social  situation  in- 
volving* a  family.  This  family  is  likely  to  need  medical  care, 
aid,  or  some  form  of  social  adjustment.  The  ideal  is  to  see 
that  this  is  received  in  all  cases  where  needed.  Furthermore, 
patients  may  often  occupy  a  fairly  normal  place  in  society  if 
correctly  guided  and  helped.  In  this  field,  which  may  be  spoken 
of  as  the  socializing  of  psychiatry,  lies  the  large  opportunity 
of  the  immediate  future,  and  this  is  the  zone  of  effort  and  ideal 
of  individual  and  group  social  service. 

Finally,  there  is  the  great  ideal  of  educating  the  lay  public 
to  the  enormous  importance  of  right  living  and  thinking  from 
the  standpoint  of  mental  hygiene;  the  pervading  influence  of 
the  reactive  possibilities  of  individual  and  crowd;  the  preven- 
tion of  those  diseases  and  excesses  which  may  be  destructive  to 
normal  mental  life.  The  very  foundation  of  this  is  the  train- 
ing of  children:  obtaining  a  correct  physical  and  mental  bal- 
ance, proportioned  activity,  correct  reactions. 

The  ideal  of  public  service  has  to  do  with  the  medical  and 
social  service  offered  to  courts,  to  educators,  to  various  public 
and  semi-public  organizations  in  dealing  with  their  human 
problems.  More  and  more  are  judges,  charitable  organizations, 
etc.,  coming  to  see  that  problems  of  misconduct,  poverty,  etc., 
are  very  frequently  problems  of  failure  or  abnormality  of  men- 
tal reactions  and  they  are  realizing  the  value  of  careful  psychi- 
atric examination  early,  rather  than  late.  This  side  of  the 
socializing  of  psychiatry  is  advancing  rapidly  of  late  years. 
After  all,  how  can  corrective  or  helping  measures  be  success- 
fully applied  if  we  do  not  know  what  we  are  correcting  or 
aiding?  Of  what  value  is  punishment  to  the  feebleminded  or 
insane,  or  to  the  unadjusted  victim  of  a  morbid  impulsion  ? 
These  things  can  be  determined  only  by  examination.  This 
part  of  the  ideal  is  extremely  important,  jmd  the  ground  it  is 
rapidly  gaining  is  one  of  the  encouraging  signs  of  the  times. 

So  it  appears  that  the  ideal  of  the  psychopathic  hospital  is 
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the  highest  possible  typo  of  service,  medical,  social,  and  public, 
in  the  interests  of  the  mentally  abnormal,  either  as  individuals 
or  as  groups;  the  determination  of  causes,  the  care,  treatment 
or  adjustment;  the  protection  of  the  individual  or  of  society; 
the  education  of  public  and  profession ;  in  other  words,  making 
a  broad  and  vital  contact  between  psychiatry  and  society,  to 
the  benefit  of  both. — Medical  Record.

ORPINGTON  HOSPITAL,  KENT 


It's  just  twelve  months  since  I  was  down  at  Orpington,  in  Kent, 
I  wasn't  long  from  Canada  and  was  feeling  homesick  for  a  Can- 
adian greeting  and  a  Canadian  atmosphere.  I  got  them  both 
jit  Orpington  in  1918.  With  Canucks  at  the  station,  the  '^  real 
maple-leaf  "  smiles,  the  friendly  sentry  at  the  hospital  gate,  the 
unconventional  greetings  from  the  "  bo,ys  in  blue  "  along  the 
lanes,  all  made  a  little  corner  of  Canada  nestling  there  among 
the  hills  of  Kent. 

Here's  spring,  1920,  and  I've  been  down  to  visit  Orpington 
again.  I  was  feeling  very  Canuckian ;  I  had  my  Star  Weekly 
(three  weeks  old  to  be  sure;  good  things  bear  keeping!)  and 
some  jolly  Canadian  letters  to  read  in  the  train  and  I  was  feel- 
ing just  it  till  I  got  to  Orpington. 

What  strikes  one  first  is  the  quietness  and  stillness.  No 
lively  Canadians  making  the  place  ring  with  fun  and  langhter. 
Only  echo  gives  the  vivid  Canuck  slang  the  natives  tried  hard 
to  learn,  only  memory  peoples  the  grounds  and  lanes  with  the 
bright  and  cheery  sisters  in  their  trim  blue  uniforms.  It  is  a 
little  Canada  no  longer. 

Get  talking  to  the  Orpington  girls  and  you'll  know^  who 
misses  the  ''boys  "  most;  and  it's  the  beaux  of  the  village  Avho 
aren't  sorry  that  the  debonair  ^'  maple  leafs"  have  gone  homo 
across  the  sea,  as  they  can  get  a  look  in  with  the  village  belles, 
and  a  dance,  too,  nowadays.  But  as  a  merry  widow  the  boys 
knew  in  Orpington  said,  ''  It's  doue  our  local  lads  a  world  of 
good  and  brought  them  out;  but,"  with  a  sigh,  ''  what  I  wonld 
give  for  a  dance  down  at  the  village  hall  with  one  of  The  Boys  !" 

The  hospital  is  now  occupied  by  the  British  Ministry  of 
Pensions  as  a  hospital  for  men  requiring  further  treatment,  and 
also  as  a  training  centre  for  teaching  manual  trades  to  disal)led 
men,  and  there  are  a  number  of  shell-shock  cases  under  treat- 
ment too.     At  present  there  are  only  about  three  hundred  pa- 
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tients,  but  the  whole  hospital  will  soon  be  in  operation.  There 
are  still  a  few  C.  A.  M.  C.  men  on  the  staff ;  Staff-Sergt. 
"  Archie  "  Rayancl,  Corp.  Thomas,  of  Epsom ;  Sergt.  Phyzacker- 
loy,  better  known  as  ^'  Phyz'^  of  the  O.  baseball  team. 

P>ut  there  is  one  sacred  corner  of  Canada  here  in  Orpington, 
for  all  time.  Up  the  hill,  past  the  quaint  Angles,  and  so  to  the 
(piiet  God's  Acre  overlooking  the  hills  of  Kent.  .  .  .  Pause 
here  with  me  in  thought;  this  is  holy  ground,  where  among  the 
daffodils  and  primroses  they've  laid  to  rest  those  boys  who  never 
went  home  to  their  heart's  desire,  Canada.  For  them  no  more 
meetings  and  partings,  no  more  letters  sent  or  welcomed 
and  for  their  folks  crowded  memories  and 
thoughts  that  bruise  and  pain.  Dear  lonely  folks,  know  that 
their  graves  are  tended  and  cared  for.  And  after  all,  they 
savored  life  to  the  full,  tremendous  moments  that  were  the  por- 
tal to  the  greatest  thing  of  all.  h.  s. 


CHANGES  IN  MILITARY  HOSPITALS 


It  is  expected  that  all  the  psychiatric  cases  in  the  various  sani- 
taria throughout  the  Province  will  shortly  be  transferred  to  the 
Westminster  Hospital,  on  the  Port  Stanley  road,  three  miles 
south  of  London.  The  process  of  transferring  the  patients  will 
be  carried  out  gradually. 

Already  patients  are  being  moved  from  Cobourg  hospital, 
and  by  the  end  of  June  the  168  patients  at  !N"ewmarket  Military 
Hospital  will  be  transferred.  Soldiers  in  the  other  Provincial 
institutions  will  also  be  moved  to  London. 

While  it  is  likely  that  the  Cobourg  hospital  will  revert  to 
the  Provincial  Government,  it  is  not  yet  known  what  the  Govern- 
ment will  do  with  the  hospital  at  Xewmarket.  When  the 
Government  took  it  over  from  the  Pickering  College  Governors, 
it  is  understood  a  five-year  lease  was  signed,  which  has  yet  two 
years  to  run.  It  is  stated  that  Pickering  College  officials  are 
not  anxious  to  have  it  back.  What  the  Government  will  do  with 
it  in  the  meantime  is  a  problem. 

Eumors  are  prevalent  that  it  will  be  turned  into  a  tubercular 
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sanitarium,  as  there  is  no  accommodation  for  Toronto  tuber- 
cular patients  nearer  than  Hamilton,  and  the  Mountain  Sanitar- 
ium at  Hamilton  is  filled  up.  The  department  has  five  sanitaria 
in  the  Province,  but  of  these  only  at  the  Speedwell  Institution 
at  Guelph  are  there  any  surplus  beds.  Toronto  soldiers  object 
to  being  sent  so  far  away  from  their  relatives. 

The  Newmarket  Hospital  was  built  ten  years  ago  by  the 
Society  of  Friends,  and  was  the  only  college  of  its  kind  on  the 
continent.  It  is  said  by  doctors  who  have  been  stationed  there 
to  be  admirably  adapted  in  some  w^ays  for  a  tubercular 
sanitarium. 

To  study  the  whole  situation  in  Canada  with  respect  to  the 
treatment  of  tubercular  ex-soldiers  and  bring  about  a  uniform 
standard  of  treatment,  a  Board  of  Tuberculosis  Sanatorium 
Consultants  has  been  appointed.  The  Board  comprises:  Dr.  C. 
D.  Parfitt,  Calydor  Sanatorium,  Gravenhurst,  Ont. ;  Dr.  J.  R. 
Byers,  Laurentian  Sanatorium,  Ste.  Agathe  des  Montz,  Que. ; 
Dr.  W.  M.  Hart,  Qu'Appelle  Sanatorium,  Saskatchewan,  and 
Lenham  Hospital,  England;  Dr.  A.  Y.  Miller,  Xova  Scotia 
Sanatorium,  Kentville,  X.S. ;  Dr.  N.  A.  Stewart,  Manitoba  Pro- 
vincial Sanatorium,  Xinette,  Man.  It  will  visit  each  of  the 
twenty-three  sanatoria  in  w^hich  patients  are  receiving  treatment, 
liear  complaints  and  make  suggestions. 


PURCHASE  SITE  FOR  NEW  MATERNITY 
HOSPITAL 

Tw^o  large  residences,  Xos.  550  and  556  Jarvis  Street,  Toronto, 
have  been  purchased  by  the  Sisters  of  Misericordia  at  a  cost  of 
$118,500,  and  w^ill  be  used  by  them  for  a  new  maternity  hospital, 
taking  possession  in  about  two  months.  The  amount  paid  for 
No.  550  was  $56,500,  T.  C.  Watkins  being  the  vendor.  The 
lot  has  a  frontage  of  100  feet  by  195  feet.  Mrs.  A.  el.  Somer- 
ville  was  the  vendor  of  Xo.  556,  and  the  price  paid  was  $62,000, 
Ihe  land  measuring  120  by  300  feet. 

When  finished  the  institution  will  be  known  as  St.  Mary's 
Maternity  Hospital,  the  present  building  of  this  name  at  81 
Bond  Street  being  far  too  small.

Ix  the  public  mind  gymnasiums  are  associated  with  athletic 
''  stunts,"  with  the  idea  in  the  background  that  thev  are  also 
used  to  promote  the  physical  development  of  middle-aged  men 
who  have  become  a  bit  stodgy  and  off-color  through  too  much 
office  work.  But  nowadays  some  of  these  places  are  put  to  very 
different  uses.  Kiddies  learn  to  walk  in  one  w^hich  is  con- 
nected with  the  Toronto  Orthopedic  Hospital.  And  sometimes 
grown-ups  learn,  too.  A  few  weeks'  illness  in  a  young  child 
sometimes  necessitates  its  having  to  learn  the  use  of  its  feet  and 
legs  ^'  all  over  again."  But  most  of  the  cases  are  those  of  child- 
ren who  have  had  a  physical  deformity  and  who  are  being 
taught  to  walk  for  the  first  time  as  part  of  their  progress  to- 
wards a  normal  physical  condition. 

A  visitor  to  the  Orthopedic  gymnasium  is  impressed  by  the 
apparatus  suspended  by  ropes  from  the  ceiling  and  resembling 
in  some  ways  what  is  commonly  called  a  halter.  The  ropes  are 
so  hung  that  they  can  be  pulled  along  from  place  to  place,  with 
the  result  that,  when  the  ^'  harness  "  is  placed  about  the  head 
of  a  patient,  he  can  walk  from  place  to  place  thus  supported. 
And  that  is  precisely  what  the  patients  learn  to  do,  using  limbs 
which  were  useless  to  them  before  treatment  at  the  hospital. 
Sometimes  a  patient  is  suspended  by  means  of  this  apparatus 
and  swung  back  and  forward.  It  is  not  the  custom  to  put  a  child 
into  the  harness  at  once.  He  is  allowed  to  "  visit"  and  watcli 
other  patients  being  treated  until  he  is  no  longer  afraid.  Half 
the  battle  lies  in  gaining  and  maintaining  his  confidence.  There 
are  other  exercises,  stich  as  climbing  a  rope,  which  are  used  in 
various  stages  of  development  for  certain  cases.    ' 

Mirrors  are  also  put  to  a  new  use.  Instead  of  Milady  using 
them  to  ascertain  the  correct  degree  of  powder  on  Milady's  nose, 
they  are  so  placed  at  the  gymnasium  that  patients  can  see  their 
own  deformities,  and  learn  through  the  eye  how  to  hold  them- 
selves so  as  to  overcome  these  defects. 

An  interesting  adjunct  to  the  orthopedic  institution  is  the 
boot  shop  and  blacksmith  shop  where  footwear  and  metal  braces 
are  made  for  patients  who  require  this  special  treatment.   There 
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are,  of  course,  cases  where  limbs  and  bodies  cannot  be  made  nor- 
mal by  an  operation,  yet  where  a  boot  specially  shaped  or  with 
a  thick  sole  and  heel  will  work  wonders  in  the  matter  of  loco- 
motion. In  other  cases,  legs  have  to  be  braced,  and  other 
corrective  measures  taken.  The  Orthopedic  Hospital  has  its 
own  plant  for  making  all  this  apparatus  and  fits  the  individual 
patient  with  his  requirements. 

The  institution  is  devoted  exclusively  to  the  treatment  of  the 
lame,  crippled,  ruptured  and  deformed,  and  during  1919  its 
work  included  $10,000  for  charity  patients,  although  it  receives 
no  grant  from  the  city  and  only  thirty  cents  per  day  from  the 
I)rovince  for  each  patient  paying  less  than  $8.75  per  week.  Sur- 
gical and  staff  attendance  is  free  to  non-paying  cases. 

The  natural  result  of  this  policy  in  an  institution  which 
depends  wholly  upon  private  beneficence  for  its  outside  support 
has  been  a  deficit  during  the  past  year,  when  prices  of  all  sup- 
plies have  gone  soaring.  This  has  amounted  to  $6,000,  and  as 
the  hospital  is  installing  modern  sterilizing  api^liances  and  pro- 
viding tents  for  the  outdoor  treatment  of  tubercular  bone  con- 
ditions, its  actual  need  is  nearer  three  times  that  sum. 

Its  board  has  recently  been  re-organized  under  the  presidency 
of  Mr.  A.  E.  Ames,  with  Mr.  E.  R.  Wood  as  vice-president,  A. 
W.  Briggs  as  secretary,  and  A.  M.  Eeatherston  as  treasurer.  As 
it  was  not  a  participant  in  the  campaign  of  the  Federation  ol' 
Charities,  the  hospital  is  shortly  to  come  before  the  public  with 
a  plea  for  private  subscriptions  to  meet  its  needs. 


HOSPITAL  MAY  BE  USED  AS  ARMORIES 
EXTENSION 


AccoKDiNo  to  a  message  from  the  authorities  at  Ottawa,  the 
Dominion  Orthopedic  Hospital  on  Christie  Street,  Toronto,  will 
l)e  turned  over  to  the  militia  and  will  be  used  for  armories.  The 
building,  however,  will  be  used'  for  a  hospital  for  another  year, 
at  least.  Owing  to  the  overcrowding  of  the  Armories  on  Uni- 
versity Avenue  it  has  become  absolutely  necessary  to  have  more 
accommodation.

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ESSEX  COUNTY  SANATORIUM  DESTROYED 

BY  FIRE 


FiEE  completely  razed  the  Essex  County  Sanatorium  at  Union- 
on-the-lake,  on  April  29,  forcing  the  patients  to  leave  hurriedly 
in  their  night  attire  and  resulting  in  a  property  loss  of  about 
$200,000. 

The  blaze  started  in  the  basement  about  four  o'clock,  and 
when  discovered  help  was  at  once  summoned  from  Kingsville, 
and  the  work  of  getting  the  forty  patients  to  safety  commenced. 
The  building  was  all  clear  long  before  the  flames  made  the  work 
of  rescue  dangerous.  There  is  no  water  supply  there  and  the 
flames  had  to  be  allowed  to  take  their  course,  with  the  result 
that  the  frame  structure  was  completely  destroyed. 

The  sanatorium  is  conducted  by  the  Essex  Health  Associa- 
tion and  is  a  publicly-supported  enterprise  for  tubercular 
patients. 

HOSPITAL  FOR  SICK  CHILDREN  BUY  "SURREY 

LODGE " 


*^  SuKREY  Lobge/^  the  residence  of  the  late  Senator  »J affray, 
corner  Grenville  Street  and  Surrey  Place,  Toronto,  was  re- 
cently sold  by  the  executors  of  the  estate  to  the  Hospital  for 
Sick  (Children,  the  price  paid  being  $30,000.  It  is  understood 
that  the  house  is  to  be  used  by  the  Hospital  as  a  residence  for 
portions  of  the  staff. 

WRECKS  HOSPITAL  WING 


The  large  water  tank  at  St.  Joseph's  Hospital,  Glace  Bay,  N.S., 
collapsed  on  April  30th,  and  nearly  demolished  one  wing  of  the 
institution.  The  girders  at  the  top  of  the  tank  became  weak- 
ened and  caused  it  to  collapse.  An  employee  examined  the 
tank  Ave  minutes  before  it  collapsed. 


The  loss  on  Calgary's  various  hospitals  in  the  last  seven  months 
was  $130,704. 
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HOSPITAL  GRANTS  TO  BE  AUGMENTED 


Increased  Provincial  and  municipal  grants  to  hospitals  and 
charitable  institutions  were  heralded  by  Hon.  H.  C.  ^N'ixon, 
Provincial  Secretary,  in  the  Legislature  on  May  11th,  when  he 
introduced  amending  legislation  to  the  existing  act.  Outstand- 
ing in  his  recommendations  is  the  proposal  to  increase  the  Pro- 
vincial grant  to  hospitals  from  thirty  to  fifty  cents  per  day,  and 
the  municipal  grant  for  an  indigent  patient  from  $1.25  to  $1.50 
per  day.  According  to  Hon.  Mr.  i^ixon's  statistics,  whereas 
the  cost  of  maintaining  a  patient  in  the  various  hospitals 
throughout  the  Province  was  $1.64  in  1917,  it  had  risen  to  $2.25 
per  day  in  1919.  It  is  estimated  that  the  increase  in  the  Pro- 
vincial grant  to  hospitals  will  mean  an  extra  cost  to  the  Province 
of  $178,913  per  year.  Government  allowance  to  sanatoria, 
according  to  the  legislation  introduced  will  be  increased  from 
fifty  to  seventy-five  cents  per  day.  Provincial  contributions  to- 
ward refuges  are  to  be  increased  from  seven  to  ten  cents  per 
capita  per  day,  and  toward  orphanages  from  two  to  five  cents 
per  capita  per  day.  The  department  accepts  the  contention  of 
the  hospitals  that  it  costs  as  much  to  care  for  a  child  aa  an  adult, 
and  raises  the  allowance  toward  the  maintenance  of  children  to 
equal  that  for  adults.  The  total  additional  cost  of  the  increased 
allowances  is  estimated  at  $350,000,  which  for  the  year  1920 
makes  a  total  estimated  Provincial  contribution  toward  hospi- 
tals and  charities  of  $890,228.

AVhen  the  air  is  drawn  into  the  house 
it  is  automatically  filtered  and  washed  and  is  then  forced 
through  numerous  ducts,  scattered  through  the  theatre,  into  the 
main  auditorium.     In  Summer,  this  air  is    chilled    to    sixty- 
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eight  degrees  Fahrenheit,  the  proper  temperature  for  a  public 
gathering  place.  Five  minutes  after  this  air  has  been  in  cir- 
culation in  the  house,  the  exhaust  fans  begin  their  work  and 
the  air  is  expelled  on  the  outside  of  the  building,  being  carried 
out  of  the  auditorium  by  ducts  similar  to  those  employed  for 
intake  purposes.  This  process  goes  on  and  on  hourly,  thus 
assuring  a  change  of  air  in  the  Allen  theatres  every  five  minutes. 

An  added  or  auxiliary  system,  comprising  wall  fans  and  in- 
visible suction  air  pumps,  doubly  protect  the  patrons  of  the 
theatre  against  the  warm  weather  and  further  insure  a  con- 
stant supply  of  pure  moving  air  at  all  times. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  Blower  System  employed  in 
all  Allen  Theatres,  is  the  only  mechanism  known  that  will  as- 
sure a  perpetual  changing  of  air  without  dangerous  drafts.

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Teeth 

Dr.  Tiios.  B.  Haktzell,  D.M.S.,  M.D.,-  of  Minneapolis,  de- 
serves credit  when  he  admits  that  the  dental  profession  in 
years  gone  by  has  been  chiefly  engaged  in  conserving  teeth 
without  reference  to  or  knowledge  of  the  fact  that  in  practising 
this  intensive  conservation,  they  are  oftentimes  doing  a  serious 
damage  to  the  patient,  illustrated  by  the  old  aphorism,  ^'  Saving 
at  the  spigot,  but  losing  at  the  bung/'  But  when  he  says  that 
medicine,  on  the  other  hand,  was  quick  to  grasp  every  new 
thought  or  theory  for  controlling  -disease — evidenced  by  the 
profession  accepting  the  erroneous  statements  of  Bass  et  at  that 
amebae  were  the  cause  of  pyorrhea  and  emetine  a  sure  cure, 
we  do  not  concur  with  hfm.  Few  of  the  profession  in  this 
part  of  the  continent,  at*  any  rate,  did  accept  Bass's  pronounce- 
ment. Dr.  Hartzell  states  that  the  streptococcus  vidans  con- 
stitutes 50  per  cent,  of  the  bacterial  flora  of  the  mouth  and  is 
responsible  for  many  ailments,  as  we  all  know.  But  he  holds 
that  wholesale  extraction  of  the  teeth  will  not  rid  the  body  of 
streptococcal  growth.  It  is  better  to  reduce  mouth  infection 
by  vigorous  mouth  sanitation  with  the  adoption  of  a  diet  to 
prevent  intestinal  putrefaction.  Ten  minutes  a  day  spent  in 
proper  mouth  sanitation  will  produce  a  safe  minimum.  Am 
individual  with  five  million  red  blood  cells  per  c.c.  and  a 
hemoglobin  of  85  per  cent.,  a  leucocyte  count  of  seven  to  eight 
thousand  c.c.  with  a  normal  digestion,  a  normal  urine,  and  a 
reasonable  amount  of  energy  is  safe  in  conserving  any  of  his 
dental  organs  which  might  present  for  treatment,  according  to 
Hartzell.  Reduction  of  mouth  growth  should  be  reduced  to 
the  minimum  and  where  teeth  must  be  devitalized  the  work 
should  be  done  with  perfect  surgical  asepsis.  But  with  an 
early  history  of  tooth  and  tonsil  infection,  swollen  glands  with 
anemia,  marked  hypo — or  hyperleucocytosis,  with  cardiac, 
kidney  or  joint  secondary  trouble,  extraction  is  justifiable. 

Such  cases  require  the  conjoint  study  of  physician  and 
dentist. 
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Hartzell  lays  great  importance  on  vigorous  scrubbing  of 
mouth  and  tooth  surfaces  with  the  plentiful  use  of  water  to 
flush  out  the  organisms,  and  the  use  of  disclosing  stain  to 
guide  the  patient  in  his  efforts  to  get  his  teeth  clean. 


Associated  Manufacturers  of  Water-Purifying  Equip- 
ment to  Meet  at  Montreal 

Moj\'TEEAL^  Quebec,  has  been  chosen  for  the  coming  meeting 
of  the  Associated  Manufacturers  of  Water-Purifying  Equip- 
ment, to  be  held  in  conjunction  with  the  annual  convention  of 
the  American  Water  Works  Association,  during  the  week  of 
June  20th.  A  full  representation  is  expected  and  plans  are 
under  way  to  make  this  the  most  constructive  and  interesting 
meeting  yet  held. 

Adequate  and  efficient  water  purification  is  now  recognized 
as  a  vital  factor  in  the  operation  of  nearly  all  industries.  There 
has,  accordingly,  been  a  rapid  expansion  of  the  manufacturers 
of  purification  equipment.  The  feeling  that  they  can  better 
serve  the  consumer  and  themselves  by  an  exchange  of  ideas  has 
prompted  these  manufacturers  to  maintain  this  organization 
of  live  wire  representatives. 

One  important  aim  of  the  Association  is  to  secure  uniform- 
ity of  contracts  and  sizes  of  filters.  To  expedite  this  purpose, 
committees  on  standardization  of  contract-s  and  filter  sizes  have 
been  at  work  for  some  time,  and  full  reports,  together  with 
tentative  forms  and  schedules,  will  be  submitted  at  the  coming 
meeting. 

Under  the  able  direction  of  the  President,  Mr.  Arthur  M. 
Crane,  the  organization  is  successfully  following  out  the  pur- 
poses for  which  it  was  formed.  The  name,  '^Associated  Manu- 
facturers of  Water-Purifying  Equipment,"  has  been  registered 
in  the  United  States  Patent  Office,  and  through  the  efforts  of 
the  Membership  and  Publicity  Committees  a  substantial  in- 
crease in  members  has  been  realized  during  the  paist  few 
months.

TORONTO  RECEPTION  HOSPITAL 


That  Toronto  citizens  suffering  from  incipient 
brain  disease  have  had  no  place  in  which  to  be  treated 
except  the  jail,  as  declared  in  the  Toronto  Star  re- 
cently, is  a  distinct  stigma  on  Toronto  the  Good.  If  ^ 
their  appendices  are  diseased  they  are  rushed  in- 
stantly to  one  of  the  numerous  hospitals  for  treat- 
ment. But  for  a  whole  year  the  patient,  with  dis- 
ease of  his  most  important  organ,  has  no  place  in 
which  to  be  properly  treated.  This  condition  of 
affairs  is  scandalous.  The  old  Trinity  College  build- 
ing was  an  abominable  place,  but — we  think — better 
than  the  jail,  and  should  have  been  retained  until  a 
better  place  could  be  secured. 

The  City  Council,  apparently  of  its  own  initiative, 
decided  to  build  a  reception  hospital  on  the  Trinity 
site.  This  move  was  properly  opposed  by  the  medical 
profession.  In  its  opinion  the  psychiatric  hospital 
should  be  in  the  vicinity  of  the  Toronto  General  Hos- 
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pital,  where  such  patients,  suffering  from  concurrent 
diseases,  might  receive  examination  by  neurologists, 
gynecologists,  etc.;  and  where  general  hospital 
patients  suffering  from  mental  aberrations — as  is 
frequently  the  case — could  receive  proper  examina- 
tion and  treatment  at  the  hands  of  the  psychiatrists 
by  means  of  the  special  equipment  of  the  special  men- 
tal pavilion. 

Besides,  medical  students  and  nurses,  most  of 
whom  are  trained  in  practical  bedside  work  at  the 
General,  Children's,  andother  central  hospitals,  would 
have  a  much  better  opportunity  of  studying  this  type 
of  disease  were  the  building  for  such  patients  con- 
tiguous to  the  General  Hospital.  Such  is  the  plan 
adopted  in  the  large  continental  hospitals;  and  at 
^  Albany,  Ann  Arbor,  Cincinnati,  Boston,  and  a  few 
other  places  where  the  authorities  have  used  any 
brains  themselves. 

We  trust  the  Toronto  City  Council  will  direct  their 
attention  at  once  to  this  crying  need. 


MUNICIPAL  HOSPITALS 


In  the  main  most  of  our  hospitals  hitherto  have 
been  built,  and  are  being  supported,  by  voluntary 
contributions,  and  administered  by  Boards  consisting 
of  our  wealthy  men,  representing  the  larger  busi- 
nesses, and  who  contribute  heavily  themselves  to 
these  splendid  institutions.      To  supplement  these 
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private  efforts  constant  appeals  are  being  made  by 
the  hospital  boards  to  the  municipalities  and  prov- 
inces in  which  they  are  situated,  and  intermittent 
appeals  are  made  to  the  public  at  large  for  voluntary 
contributions  wherewith  to  build,  endow,  and  main- 
tain hospitals. 

In  this  new  day,  to  those  who  are  watching  the 
trend  of  affairs,  it  seems  unfair  to  lay  this  great 
burden  of  building,  supporting,  equipping,  and 
managing  these  great  public  institutions  on  such  a 
small  portion  of  the  public  which  now  rallies  to  their 
support. 

The  Great  War  has  shown  how  hospitals  can  be 
carried  on  more  efficiently  by  support  of  all  the  public 
through  general  taxation,  and  this  experience  points 
the  way  for  the  hospitals  of  the  future — i.e.,  those 
designed  for  the  rank  and  file  of  the  people. 

Just  as  in  the  army,  the  soldiers  were  closely 
watched,  and  as  soon  as  the  first  sign  of  illness  was 
manifested  in  any  one  of  them,  he  was  at  once  com- 
mitted to  the  hospital  and  was  given  the  necessary 
treatment  at  the  hands  of  expert  medical  officers,  no 
matter  what  his  trouble.  So  in  the  great  peace 
army  of  laborers,  the  time  is  near  when  the  worker, 
discovered  ill,  will  be  committed  at  once  to  a  hospital, 
where,  as  his  right  as  a  citizen — and  not  as  a  charit- 
able object  (as  now),  he  will  be  given  the  care  and 
treatment  he  requires,  and  restored  to  his  place  in 
the  ranks  as  soon  as  possible. 

More  and  more  municipalities   are   taking  this 
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great  work  over,  and  assuming  much  of  the  burden 
our  voluntary  hospitals  have  hitherto  and  are  still 
doing. 

Municipal  hospitals  are  now  being  successfully 
operated  in  many  cities,  among  the  most  prominent 
being:  San  Francisco,  Boston,  St.  Paul's,  Minnea- 
polis, New  York,  St.  Loyis,  Chicago,  Louisville, 
Seattle,  Indianapolis,  Providence,  and  Cleveland, 


INTERNES 


It  would  be  a  good  thing  for  every  medical  man  to 
have  at  least  a  year  or  two's  training  as  an  interne 
in  a  large  general  hospital,  with  a  rotating  service, 
spending  several  months  in  each  department.  The 
course  will  enable  him  to  go  into  general  practice 
with  a  practical  knowledge  of  medicine  and  surgery 
which  will  give  him  confidence  in  himself  and  inspire 
confidence  in  his  clients,  providing,  of  course,  that  he 
is  a  man  of  good  character,  and  has  neither  frittered 
his  time  nor  wasted  his  opportunities  while  in  college 
and  hospital. 

The  hospital  authorities  have  a  duty  to  perform  in 
the  training  of  the  interne.  He  should  be  provided 
with  comfortable  quarters,  be  given  enough  white 
duck  suits  for  his  work,  and  these  should  be  laundered 
frequently  enough  to  enable  him  to  appear  spotless 
at  the  bedside.  His  table  should  be  amply  provided 
with  plain,  nutritious  food,  which  should  be  available 
at  other  than  the  regular  hours,  if  his  duties  prevent

him — as  they  occasionally  do — from  being  at  table  at 
the  regular  hour.  He  should  be  given  a  small  honor- 
arium for  his  services  to  enable  him  to  meet  extra- 
mural expenditure  during  his  period  of  service  to 
the  hospital.  There  should  be  few  rules  for  his 
guidance — the  main,  unwritten  one,  the  golden  rule, 
being  taken  for  granted. 

The  medical  staff  ought  to  take  a  live  interest  in  the 
house  staff,  more  particularly  in  his  scientific  train- 
ing. Each  chief  ought  to  see  that  his  man  takes  a 
live  interest  in  such  patients  as  are  assigned  to  their 
joint  care.  All  patients  should  be  treated  with  kindly 
consideration  and  receive  a  careful  full  examination, 
duly  recorded,  watched  daily  for  fresh  developments 
which  should  be  noted  in  the  progress  notes,  and  ac- 
corded prompt  and  thorough  treatment.  Too  much 
pains  cannot  be  taken  by  these  men.  The  method 
and  spirit  of  the  senior  will  be  imitated  by  the  junior. 
The  senior  should  encourage  the  junior  to  make  ob- 
servations on  his  own  initiative,  and  should  be  open 
to  suggestions  from  the  younger  man  in  respect  to 
treatment.  In  some  hospitals,  members  of  the  visit- 
ing staff  occasionally  invite  the  house  staff  to  their 
homes  for  dinner,  or  other  function,  something  the 
juniors  appreciate  heartily  as  a  rule. 

House  men  can  do  much  to  assist  senior  students, 
who  are  allotted  to  their  wards  as  clinical  clerks  and 
dressers,  and  may  prove  of  much  value  in  the  teach- 
ing of  nurses  certain  phases  of  their  work. 

Many  practitioners  to-day  look  back  at  the  happy 
period  of  their  interneship.     As  time  goes  on  the 
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opportunities  for  internes  increase  in  number  and 
value,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  every  young  man  seeking 
to  become  one  will  do  his  utmost  to  become  worthy  of 
the  trust,  and  will  fill  the  ofRce  with  credit  to  himself, 
his  chief,  and  the  institution  he  serves. 


TEACHING  CHINESE 


After  many  years  of  work  and  sacrifice  the  old 
truth  has  dawned  on  medical  missionaries  that  the 
best  way  to  help  people  is  to  help  them  to  help  them- 
selves. And  so  a  big  plan  is  on  foot  to  establish  hos- 
pitals, medical  and  dental  colleges,  in  which  young 
Chinese  men  and  women  will  be  taught  medicine  and 
surgery,  dentistry  and  nursing.  The  Rockefeller  In- 
stitute is  actively  helping  in  all  parts  of  China  except 
Western  China.  West  China  is  represented  by  the 
province  of  Szechwan.  Its  capital  is  the  big  city  of 
Chengtu.  In  this  metropolis  five  religious  denomina- 
tions have  established  the  West  China  Union  Univer- 
sity. This  thriving  young  institution  has  forty  build- 
ings, in  which  nearly  all  branches  are  taught.  It  is 
proposed  to  establish  a  medical  departm^ent  in  con- 
nection with  the  University,  in  which  the  secondary 
technical  branches  of  medicine  and  surgery  (includ- 
ing dentistry)  will  be  taught.  The  primary 
branches — chemistry,  physics  and  biology — are  al- 
ready studied.  To  build  the  two  buildings  required 
to  start  the  college,  $100,000  are  needed.  A  few 
doctors  and  dentists  under  the  leadership  of  the  late 
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Richard  A.  Reeve,  one-time  president  of  the  British 
Hospital  Association,  and  Professor  of  Ophthalmo- 
logy in  Toronto  University  Medical  Department, 
decide  to  appeal  to  the  doctors,  dentists,  and  nurses  of 
Canada  to  undertake  the  raising  of  this  amount  of 
money.  To  this  end  Charles  Service,  M.D.C.M. 
of  Trinity  Medical  College,  Toronto,  and  B.A.  of 
Toronto  University,  has  visited  Ontario,  Mani- 
toba, Saskatchewan,  Alberta,  and  British  Col- 
umbia, laying  the  needs  and  claims  of  the  Chinese 
people  before  members  of  these  professions.  He 
has  had  a  gratifying  response  in  many  places. 
The  nurses  of  Toronto  alone  have  subscribed  over 
$2,500.  We  commend  the  movement  to  all  our 
readers.  If  any  of  them  wish  to  help,  contributions 
may  be  sent  to  Dr.  Walter  Willmott,  Secretary, 
Royal  Dental  College,  Toronto.

CANADA'S  MILITARY  HOSPITALS* 


By  W.  L.  Symons^ 

Architect  in  cliuvfje  of  Military  Hospitals. 


The  question  of  military  hospitals,  their  inception  and  rapid 
development  under  the  administration  of  the  Military  Hospitals 
Commission,  has  been  dealt  with  in  a  former  number  of  this 
magazine.  Too  much  cannot  be  said  in  praise  of  the  original 
organization,  in  its  efforts  to  cope  with  a  situation  so  new,  so 
sudden,  and'  so  prodigious  in  its  scope,  as  the  caring  for  the 
ever-increasing  flow  of  convalescents  from  the  battlefields  of 
France  and  Flanders. 

The  purpose  of  this  article  will  be  to  record  the  further 
development  of  the  work,  and  the  gradual  evolution  in  hospital 
planning  and  growth  which  has  brought  the  w^ork  to  its  present 
state  of  completion. 

On  April  1st,  1918,  the  entire  wor'k  of  building  and  equi])- 
ping  militairy  hospitals  was  transferred  from  the  Military 
Hospitals  Commission  to  the  Chief  Architect's  Branch  of  the 
Public  Works  Department,  Ottawa,  and  to  the  efforts  of  that 
staff  are  due  the  success  which  has  attended  the  furtherance 
of  this  work  to  present  stage  of  development. 

The  Department  of  Militia  and  Defence,  under  whoso 
authority  the  control  and  maintenance  of  all  military  hospitals 
came  upon  completion,  appointed  a  special  committee  at  the 
time  consisting  of  an  expert  in  each  branch  of  the  Medical  and 
Surgical  Service.  To  this  Board  of  Consultants  were  referred 
the  plans  for  expert  advice,  and  to  this  collaboration  with  the

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architects   is   no   doubt   due    a  large   measure   of  the   success 
attained. 

Beginning,  as  it  did,  in  the  early  period  of  the  war,  witli 
the  caring  for  invalid  cases  in  private  houses — many  of  them 
generously  loaned  to  the  Government  by  the  owners^the 
growth  of  military  hospitals  in  Canada  might  be  recorded  as 
follows : 

(a)  The  remodelling  of  large  dwellings  such  as  Oak  Hill 
Military  Hospital,  St.  Catharines,  Ont. ;  Elmhurst,  Kingston, 
Out. ;  and  the  Sir  Sandford  Fleming  House,  Ottawa,  Ont. 

(h)  The  remodelling  of  schools,  colleges,  and  other  large 
public  buildings,  such  as  Queen's  University,  Kingston ; 
Loyola  College,  Montreal ;  Knox  College,  Toronto ;  Ross  Park 
School,  Moose  Jaw;  Earl  Grey  School,  Regina ;  Ogden  Hotel, 
Calgary ;  Shaughnessy  and  Fairmount  Schools,  Vancouver,  etc. 

(c)  By  additions  to  existing  institutions,  such  as  the 
Asylum  at  Whitby,  Ont.,  and  the  Reformatory,  at  Guelph,  Ont. 

(d)  By  the  building  of  entirely  new  units  capable  of  ex- 
pansion, as,  for  example,  at  Camphill,  Halifax;  Ste.  Anne  do 
Bellevue.  P.  Q. ;  Westminster,  London,  Out.,  and  Tuxedo, 
Winnipeg. 

The  latter  development  represents  to  date  the  ultimate  and 
most  important  phase  of  military  hospital  work  which  has  so 
far  been  carried  out.  As  the  war  dragged  on  into  the  third 
year  and  the  devastation  and  toll  in  lives  became  very  real, 
those  entrusted  with  the  work  began  to  realize  what  a  tre- 
mendous undertaking  confronted  them.  Tt  likewise  became 
evident  that  the  demand  for  facilities  was  fast  outgrowing 
the  policy  of  altering  and  adding  to  existing  buildings.  Xew 
buildings  with  increased  accommodation  must  be  provided, 
and  on  short  notice,  buildings  of  permanent  construction  were 
out  of  the  question.  Then  it  was  that  the  construction  of  semi- 
temporary  buildings  became  the  set  policy.  The  type  adopted 
had  much  to  recommend  it.  It  was  economical,  could  be 
quickly  built  and  easily  altered  and  added  to. 

The  first  building  of  this  type  and  an  entire  unit  was  built 
at  Camphil],  Halifax,  :N'.S.     (See  Fig.  ^o.  1.)     It  consisted 
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of  two  ward  buildings,  each  accommodating  one  hundred  and 
fifty  patients,  together  with  a  general  service  building. 

These  ward  buildings  w^ere  two  storeys  high,  providing  on 
each  floor  for  one  large  ward  of  76  heds.  At  one  end  of  the 
ward  was  a  connecting  corridor,  and  adjacent  to  it  w^ere  rooms 
Tor  nurses,  orderlies,  toilets,  and  general  utilities.  At  the 
other  end  was  a  large  solarium  with  a  stairway  leading  from 
the  first  to  the  second  floor.

This  arrangement  of  stairs  was  most  workable,  as  it  served 
to  reduce  the  trafhc  through  the  wards,  and  at  the  same  time 
would  afford  quick  and  easy  exit  in  case  of  fire.  The  solarium 
was  invariably  made  a  most  attractive  lounge  room,  thanks  to 
the  efforts  of  the  ladies  of  the  local  societies.  As  a  description 
of  this  first  type  of  unit  was  given  in  a  former  article  it  is 
unnecessary  to  go  further  into  detail  here.  Suffice  to  say  that 
as  a  first  attempt  it  proved  eminently  satisfactory,  so  much  so 
that  duplicates  were  built  at  North  Toronto  and  Winnipeg. 
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Further  study  of  the  problem,  however,  suggested  improve- 
ments which  subsequently  led  to  certain  changes  in  the  ward 
unit  plan.  The  first  development  was  incorporated  in  the  next 
group  of  ward  buildings  erected  at  Camphill.  (See  Fig.  I^o. 
2.)  Instead  of  the  long  ward,  the  floor  space  was  divided  into 
two  self-contained  wards  of  37  beds  each,  with  its  full  comple- 
ment of  nurses'  and  utility  rooms,  while  the  connecting  corridor, 
instead  of  being  at  one  end,  was  made  to  connect  the  units 
midway  in  their  length.  The  advantages  were  manifest.  The 
smaller  number  of  patients  in  a  ward  made  for  better  discip- 
line and  efficiency  generally.  This  second  plan  was  followed 
in  some  of  the  new  wards  at  Cobourg  and  Ste.  Anne  de  Bellevue. 
While  very  compact  and  workable,  even  this  plan  was  found 
to  be  capable  of  improvement,  and  a  third  development  was 
worked  out.  This  last  change  made  for  economy,  but  it  is 
still  an  open  question  whether  it  did  not  possess  disadvantages 
sufficient  to  outweigh  this  feature.  (See  Fig.  Xo.  3.)  In  this 
plan  the  nurses'  and  orderlies'  rooms  were  left  adjoining  the 
ward,  but  all  toilet  and  utility  rooms  were  placed  in  a  small 
separate  building,  a  sort  of  enlargement  of  the  through  corri- 
dor. The  i^hiei  improvement  was  in  the  farther  removal  from 
the  wards  of  the  odors  from  the  diet  kitchen,  toilets,  etc.,  but 
to  offset  this  was  the  disadvantage  of  the  distance  the  meals 
and  other  bed  services  had  to  be  carried. 

General  Servicje  Buildings. 

One  important  feature  of  all  the  larger  groups  was  the 
general  service  building,  containing  the  kitchens  with  all  acces- 
sory rooms,  and  dining-rooms.  These  buildings  represented 
much  study,  and  passed  through  several  stages  of  development 
with  each  successive  step  making  for  a  more  workable  and 
better  systematized  plan.  The  first  was  erected  at  the  Davis- 
ville  Hos])ital  in  Xorth  Toronto  and  consisted  of 
a  large  kitchen  containing  the  necessary  equipment  for 
preparing  and  cooking  the  food,  and  washing  and  sterilizing 
the  dishes.  The  only  additional  rooms  were  for  cold  storage 
and  garbage  disposal.  The  main  dining-room  had  a  seating 
capacity  equal  to  two-thirds  of  the  total  number  of  patients, 
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and  adjoining  were  separate  dining-rooms  for  nurses,  orderlies, 
medical  officers,  etc. 

At  Fredericton  and  Ste.  Anne  de  Bellevue  this  scheme 
was  enlarged.  (See  Figs.  No.  5  and  6.)  The  main  kitchen 
contained  only  the  ranges  and  other  cooking  equipment,  while 
the  food  preparation,  the  bakery,  dishwashing,  refrigeration, 
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general  stores,  and  garbage  disposal  had  each  a  separate  room 
opening  off  the  main  kitchen.  As  may  be  seen  on  the  detailed 
plans,  the  main  kitchen  is  lighted  with  clerestorey  windows 
which  provide  excellent  light  as  well  as  ventilation.  The  work- 
ing equipment  is  of  standard  hotel  heavy  duty  type,  consisting 
of  ranges,  steam  cookers,  steam  heated  stock  pots,  steam  tables, 
motor-driven  vegetable  peelers  and  food  choppers,  and  for 
centres  where  the  population  exceeded  250,  motor-driven  dish- 
washing machines  were  installed. 
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The  necessity  of  feeding  a  large  number  of  men  in  a  short 
time  gave  rise  to  the  introduction  of  a  cafeteria  service.  This 
innovation  was  first  introduced  at  the  Discharge  Depots  at 
Halifax  and  Quebec  where  all  convalescents  were  cleared  from 
inbound  ships,  as  many  as  fifteen  hundred  patients  being- 
served  at  a  single  meal.  The  system  worked  so  successfully 
here  that  it  Avas  thought  wise  to  install  it  in  some  of  the  larger 
hospitals,  such  as  Ste.  Anne  de  Belleviie,  where  as  many  as 
seven  hundred  patients  were  often  serA^ed. 

At  the  larger  centres  refrigerating  plants  have  been  in- 
stalled for  cooling  purposes  and  for  the  production  of  artificial 
ice.  Also  fully  equipped  steam  laundries  were  provided,  in- 
cluding steam  sterilizers  for  bedding  and  clothing. 

Medical  and  Surgical  Departments. 

The  development  outlined  in  the  planning  of  the  ward 
pavilions  and  service  buildings  also  occurred  in  regard  to  the 
accommodation  required  for  the  various  branches  of  medical 
and  surgical  work.  As  for  instance,  the  laboratory  depart- 
ment was  originally  boused  in  one  room,  but  eventually  the 
necessities  of  this  department  could  only  be  met  by  the  erection 
of  a  separate  building.  The  same  may  be  said  of  the  accom- 
modation for  the  dental  service,  X-ray,  electrical  treatment 
department  and  massage  department. 

The  requirements  consequent  on  research  in  these  depart- 
ments were  developed  so  rapidly  and  w^ere  of  such  importance 
that  in  each  case  special  rooms  and  equipment  were  found 
necessary,  and  subsequently  each  required  a  building  for  its  own 
use. 

^ov  has  the  scientific  equipment  been  neglected.  On  the 
contrary  every  department  has  been  planned  and  outfitted 
along  the  most  scientific  lines  known  to  the  medical  profession. 

The  surgical  buildings  contain,  in  addition  to  most  up-to- 
date  operating  rooms,  all  the  complementary  rooms,  sucli  as 
preparation,  sterilizing.  X-ray,  etc.  There  is  also  the  neces- 
sary provision  for  the  treatment  of  nose,  ear  and  throat  cases, 
and  up-to-date  dental  suites.  One  of  the  most  interesting 
features  is  the  hvdro-therapv  department  with  its  full  comple- 
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ment  of  electrical,  contiiuibus  hot  and  cold  water  and  arm  and 
leff  baths.  These  roonis  are  immaculate  Th  white  tile,  marble, 
and  white  enamel  paint,  and .  the  eqiiipm^nt,  is  the  best  that 
science  has  produced.  .  ,r    ,    ,„,.^,,^  '  '? 

While  endeavoring  to  evolve  the  b'e^f  methods  for  restoring 
the  health  of  the  patient  through  modern  equipment  and 
efficient  service,  the  thought  was  ever  uppermost  in  the  minds 
of  all  concerned  as  to  their  future  welfare.  This  instituted 
what  is  known  as  the  Vocational  Branch  under  whose  super- 
vision was  the  w^ork  of  industrial  re-training  and  occupational 
therapy.  This  endeavored  to  reach  beyond  the  physical  aid 
and  presented  a  two-fold  value  in  that  it  aided  recovery  as 
well  as  equipping  the  patient  for  useful  service  after  leaving 
the  hospital. 

^ot  the  least  interesting  phase  of  the  designing  of  these 
hospitals  has  been  the  grouping  of  the  buildings.  Every  site, 
of  course,  presented  its  own  problems,  and  the  study  given  to 
the  Block  plan  has  contributed  in  no  small  degree  to  the 
successful  \vorking  out  of  the  schemes. 

From  the  illustrations  (see  Figs  7,  8,  IT)  it  will  be  noted 
that  no  two  are  alike,  or  even  similar,  while  they  all  embody 
the  same  general  requirements. 

There  is  the  main  approach,  with  in  most  cases  the  guard 
house.  Then  the  administration  building  around  which  the 
others  are  grouped,  and  in  which  accommodation  is  provided 
for  the  Officer  Commanding  and  his  staff,  the  matron,  bursar, 
etc.;  the  service  building  conta'nino"  the  kitchen  and  dining- 
rooms,  and  the  required  number  of  ward  buildings.  The  se- 
veral units  of  this  main  group  are  all  connected  by  corridors  or 
covered  ways,  and  then  around  this,  conveniently  placed  on 
the  site,  are  the  homes  for  nurses,  orderlies,  medical  officers, 
and  at  the  larger  centres  a  recreation  building  and  vocational 
training  building. 

As  the  reader  can  readily  realize,  one  big  problem  in  our 
rigorous  climate  was  that  of  heating,  and  the  manner  in  whicli 
that  problem  has  been  overcome  is  one  of  the  noteworthy  features 
of  these  institutions.  The  buildings  are  all  heated  by  steam 
supplied  through  tunnels  from  a  central  heating  and  power 
plant. 
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To  solve  the  fuel  supply  question  an  eil'ort  was  always  made 
to  locate  on  or  close  to  a  railway  siding.  The  most  unique 
case  is  at  Ste.  Anne  de  Bellevue  where  the  tracks  are  laid  right 
over  the  coal  bunkers.  Then,  too,  there  were  other  engineering 
problems.  If  the  hospital  was  located  within,  or  adjacent  to  a 
municipality  having  all  the  public  utilities,  the  question  oi' 
water,  light,  sewage  disposal,  etc.,  were  simple ;  otherwise  sys- 
tems had  to  be  installed  in  connection  with  the  central  heating 
plant. 

The  esthetic  has  not  been  overlooked  in  the  attempt  to  se- 
cure the  best  results,  and  the  most  possible  has  been  made  of 
the  simple  materials  used.  The  color  scheme  in  general  use  is 
as  follows:  In  the  wards  the  main  walls  are  a  light  buff,  with 
dado  a  deep  buff  and  ceilings  cream.  In  the  utility  rooms  the 
\voodwork  is  finished  in  dead  white  enamel,  while  the  nurses' 
rooms  are  treated  with  various  shades  of  sage  green,  light  delf 
blues,  etc.  The  kitchens  and  service  rooms  are  finished  in  fhit, 
cream  white,  and  dining-rooms  generally  in  tones  of  sage  green 
and  brown. 

The  buiTdings  erected  at  London  for  psychiatric  work  de- 
serve a  passing  note.  As  this  institution  was  to  be  permanent, 
a  greater  efficiency  in  planning  was  aimed  at,  and  the  plans 
evolved  were  made  in  consultation  with  experts  in  that  parti- 
cular work. 

The  Dominion  Orthopedic  Hospital  in  Toronto  is  also 
regarded  as  a  permanent  institution.  The  orthopedic  cases 
]i<)t  only  receive  treatment,  whether  surgical,  electric  or  massage, 
hut  all  appliances  requisite  for  each  separate  case  are  made  hei'e. 
In  planning  the  main  hospital  building  the  architects  were  in 
constant  advice  with  experts  in  orthopedic  work;  the  plan  thu? 
evolved  will  prove  of  interest  to  those  specializing  in  ortho- 
pedic cases. 

Besides  the  special  accommodation  for  psychiatric  work  at 
London,  and  the  orthopedic  work  at  the  Hospital  in  Toronto, 
accommodation  was  also  provided  at  Ste.  Anne  de  Bellevue  for 
oral  and  facial  cases. 

The  buildings  required  for  the  care  of  the  tuberculosis  pa- 
tients call  for  a  separate  article,  but  it  may  be  mentioned  in

passing  that  accommodation  for  750  patients  was  erected  by 
this  department  exclusive  of  the  additional  buildings  erected 
in  connection  with  the  provincial  sanatoria. 

It  is  indeed  gratifying  to  know  that  the  design  of  the  mili- 
tary hospitals  has  been  so  thoroughly  worked  out  as  to  command 
the  attention  of  other  countries.  Especially  is  it  pleasing  when 
one  realizes  that  this  large  problem  had  to  be  solved  in  the 
western  hemisphere  without  any  precedent.  Our  friends  to 
the  south  have  more  than  once  expressed  their  appreciation  of 
Canada's  work  in  this  direction  and  frankly  admit  the  value 
accruing  to  them  from  her  painstaking  efforts.  This  is  due 
wholly  to  our  early  advent  into  the  war  which  furnished  the 
()p])ortunity  of  demonstrating  our  ability  to  grasp  a  problem  of 
such  magnitude  in  a  broad  and  wholesome  manner. 

The  task  demanded  speed  and  thoroughness.  It  was  not 
sufficient,  in  itself,  to  provide  merely  a  shelter — the  relation  of 
the  patient,  food  and  treatuient  had  to  be  considered  with  the 
fewest  possible  intervening  motions.  The  site  with  its  en- 
vironment, its  accessibility  to  friends  and  visiting  physicians; 
its  remoteness  from  disturbing  influences ;  its  privacy,  was  an- 
other potent  factor.  The  impression  conveyed  by  the  appear- 
ance of  the  buildings  as  well  as  their  general  relation  to  each 
other  was  only  another  of  the  essential  considerations.  These, 
with  many  others  made  the  matter  in  hand  a  stupendous  under- 
taking and  brings  just  credit  to  the  Canadian  people  through 
the  successful  efforts  of  those  upon  whom  this  burden  fell. 

In  other  words,  the  military  hospital  work  in  Canada  was 
a  problem  of  its  own,  and  very  little  assistance  in  its  develop- 
ment could  be  obtained  by  studying  the  buildings  in  France  or 
England,  and  the  iVmericans  were  too  late  in  the  war  to  be  of 
any  service  in  this  respect.  They  developed  a  one-storey  hos- 
pital scheme  when  later  it  was  realized  that  two-storey  buildings 
were  more  adaptable  on  account  of  administration,  maintenance 
and  cost  of  erection,  while  in  Canada  the  first  pavilions  erected 
were  two  storeys,  and  this  scheme  was  carried  out  through  the 
entire  war  time,  the  original  plans  only  being  altered  from  time 
to  time  as  new  requirements  arose. 
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Cost  Per  Patiext's  Bed. 

The  cost  of  the  buihlings  per  patient's  bed  in  the  hospitals 
was  approximately  $1,650,  in  this  cost  being  included  the  pro 
rata  portion  of  all  buildings  on  the  campus,  and  all  utilities 
such  as  heat,  light  and viyatev  service,  and  also  grading,  road 
making  and  fencing.  T^|^^st  of  the  hospital  at  London,  on 
account  of  being  of^^tft^re  permanent  construction  was  about 
$2,500  per  bed." 

In  regard  to  the  cubic  contents  of  the  w^ards  per  bed,  an 
average  of  (350  cubic  feet  per  patient  at  least  was  maintained  at 
all  centres,  and  a  window  surface  of  25  per  cent,  of  the  total 
wall  s]iace.  in  each  ward. 

•  Some  idea  of  the  extent  of  the  programme  of  military  hos- 
|utals Work  may  be  ol)tained  when  it  is  realized  that  about 
$15,000,000  has  been  spent  by  the  Government  in  this  work, 
the  bulk  of  the  buildings  being  erected  and  eqnipped  in  the 
short  space  of  eighteen  months'  time  and  that  this  work  was 
carried  on  in  over  eighty  different  hospital  centre's  in  cities  and 
towns  throughout  the  Dominion. 

Summary. 

Considering  the  magnitude  of  the  project  and  the  manifohl 
and  varied  problems  entering  into  it,  the  erections  of  war  time 
hos-pitals,  especially  in  connection  with  the  planning  of  the 
various  de})artments,  presents  certain  experiences  which  should 
have  an  important  bearing  on  future  J^^^pital  design  in  general. 
One  of  the  most  outstanding  of  these  was  constant  changes  in 
])lan  necessitated  by  the  wonderful  strides  made  during  the  war 
in  all  branches  of  hospital  work  itself.  This  was  very  notice- 
able in  the  X-ray  and  electrical  treatment  departments,  and 
also  the  hydrothera])y  and  massage  de])artments  and  equally 
noticeable  in  the  application  of  the  work  of  these  branches  to 
psychiatric  work,  and  in  a  lesser  extent  to  that  for  tuberculosis 
treatment. 

The  development  in  providing  for  the  housing  and  treat- 
ment of  infectious  diseases  should  prove  of  interest  and  value, 
and  also  that  for  the  venereal  hospitals  which  were  almost  un- 
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known  before  this  time,  and  consequently  may  be  termed  a  war 
product. 

The  application  of  vocational  training  to  mental  and  tuber- 
cular patients  has  necessitated  considerable  space  being  set  apart 
for  this  important  work,  in  some  cases  separate  buildings  being 
erected,  wdiile  the  provision  of  special  gymnasia  in  connection 
with  orthopedic  hospitals  has  opened  up  an  entirely  new  study. 

The  question  arises  as  to  how  far  it  is  desirable  to  erect  ex- 
pensive buildings  such  as  five  and  six-storey  fireproof  structures, 
in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  requirements  in  the  various  depart- 
ments are  far  from  being  standardized.  Even  the  question  of 
ward  planning  is  still  a  much  discussed  one  among  medical  men. 
Some  leading  doctors  quite  firmly  maintain  that  the  erection  of 
tw^o  or  three-storey  buildings  of  slow  burning  construction  is  to 
be  recommended,  so  planned  as  to  be  easily  and  quickly  altered 
to  suit  important  changes  which  are  subsequently  found  to  be 
necessary  and  desirable.  In  fact  it  is  now^  quite  fully  realized 
that  the  plant  and  equipment  of  mental  and  tubercular  sanitar- 
iums erected  even  as  recently  as  ten  years  ago,  and  carefully 
planned  at  the  time,  fail  in  a  large  measure  to  meet  present 
hospital  requirements,  and  on  account  of  the  initial  cost  of  the 
original  structures,  which  in  most  cases  still  bears  heavily 
against  them,  the  administrators  of  these  buildings  find  it  both 
difficult  and  costly  to  carry  out  alterations  desired  by  the 
medical  advisers. 

Consequently  in  the  interests  of  economy  and  effective  ad- 
ministration it  would  seem  that  the  lesson  to  be  learned  from 
the  erection  of  military  hospitals  in  Canada  is  the  suitability 
of  two-storey  and  basement  buildings  for  hospital  work  of  all 
kinds.  The  low  cost  of  $1,650  per  bed  for  heavy  wooden  con- 
struction and  $2,300  per  bed  for  slow  burning  construction  (this 
is  war-time  cost),  combined  with  the  ease  and  cost  of  admin- 
istration if  the  buildings  are  properly  placed  in  relation  to 
each  other,  and  the  apparent  low  fire  hazard  as  indicated  by  the 
fact  that  no  loss  of  life  or  property  damage  from  fire  has  been 
sustained  during  the  time  these  hospital  units  have  been  in 
operation,  all  constitute  arguments  that  favor  large  acreage  for 
hospital  sites  and  two  or  three-store v  buildings. 
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Besides  this  there  is  another  reason  why  these  buiklings 
should  have  considerable  effect  on  future  civic  hospital  plannins; 
and  equipment,  and  that  is  the  fact  that  they  were  erected, 
equipped  and  maintained  out  of  Government  monies  and  were 
thus  not  dependent  upon  civic  or  personal  donations.  Adv^ant- 
age  was  therefore  taken  of  this  fact,  especially  as  regards 
equipment,  to  have  the  best  that  scientific  research  could  devise 
or  provide  for  the  aid  and  recovery  of  the  large  number  of 
patients  receiving  treatment.  Kew  standards  have  consequently 
been  created  both  as  regards  planning  and  equipping  which  are 
at  least  revolutionary,  and  which  will  undoubtedlv  greatly 
influence  all  future  work  along  these  lines. 

Very  little  loss,  if  any,  will  ensue  in  Canada  chargeable 
against  the  expenditure  of  fifteen  million  dollars  for  military 
hospitals,  as  most  of  the  buildings  have  been  erected  on  perman- 
ent foundations  and  in  such  a  manner  as  to  admit  of  the  future 
exterior  facing  of  stone  or  brick  to  the  upper  storeys.  Some 
hospital  centres  will  be  turned  into  military  hospitals  and  bar- 
racks for  the  Permanent  Force,  others  will  be  taken  over  for 
special  work,  such  as  mental  hospitals  for  women  and  children, 
and  altogether  their  planning,  construction  and  equipment  will 
demand  that  they  be  utilized  for  some  good  service. 

In  other  words  Canadian  citizens  have  every  reason  to  be 
grateful  to  find  that  after  the  "  smoke  of  battle"  they  have  such 
an  unimpaired  asset,  in  that  these  buildings  besides  fulfilling 
the  needs  of  the  purpose  for  which  they  were  erected,  have  been 
so  carried  out  as  to  enable  them  to  successfully  serve  a  more 
general  use  which  in  every  way  renders  them  of  permanent 
value. 
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Canadian  Hospitals 

INCREASED  COSTS 


A  MEETING  of  hospital  workers  was  convened  at  the  General 
Hospital  recently.  The  object  of  the  meeting  was  to  formula  to 
a  request  to  the  municipalities  and  the  Ontario  Government  for 
increased  assistance  rendered  necessary  by  the  rapid  advance 
in  the  cost  of  food,  labor  and  equipment.  The  ultimate  aim  of 
the  hos2:)itals  is  to  secure  a  sliding  scale  of  per  diem  grants 
which  will  go  up  or  down  automatically  as  the  cost  of  mainten- 
ance increases  or  decreases,  but  in  the  meantime  the  hospitals 
think  that  the  municipal  grant  might  be  increased  to  $2  and  the 
provincial  grant  to  fifty  cents  per  public  ward  patient  per  day. 
This  would  be  an  increase  of  seventy-five  cents  a  day  for  the 
city  and  twenty  cents  for  the  Government. 

The  cost  of  maintaining  public  ward  patients  in  the  General 
Hospital  only  two  years  ago  was  $1.90  a  day;  last  September 
it  was  $2.90,  last  year  if  averaged  $3.44,  and  last  month  $3.80. 
The  hospital  last  year  took  care  of  18,000  public  ward  patients, 
who  spent  215,000  days  in  the  hospital.  At  $3.44  per  day  that 
meant  an  expenditure  of  $739,000.  The  present  per  diem  grant 
was  increased  to  $1.25  in  1916;  before  that  it  was  increased 
from  seventy  cents  to  $1.00  in  1912  by  special  Act  of  Parlia- 
ment, and  before  that  time  it  was  fifty  cents  a  day  for  city 
public  ward  patients. 

Mr.  C.  J.  Decker,  superintendent  of  the  Toronto  General 
Hospital,  sent  out  for  the  meeting  to-day  seventy-eight  invita- 
tions to  the  superintendents  and  representatives  of  hospitals, 
and  most  of  them  responded  to  the  call,  for  all  report  that  they 
are  snifering  in  the  same  way  as  the  local  institutions.  All  the 
city  hospitals  were  represented  at  the  meeting  this  morning,  and 
in  addition  St.  Joseph's  Hospital,  Chatham;  General  and 
Marine  Hospital  in  St.  Catharines,  Brantford  General  Hospital, 
Sarnia  General  Hospital,  Gait  General  Hospital,  Ottawa  Gen- 
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cial  r]os])ital,  Welland  County  Hospital  and  Hamilton,  London 
and  Kingston  Hospitals. 

Mr.  H.  C.  Tomlin,  superintendent  of  the  Western  Hospital, 
said  that  the  figures  of  the  General  as  to  costs  applied  pretty 
well  to  all  the  city  hospitals.  ''  It's  not  a  very  nice  thing  to  have 
to  go  to  the  city  all  the  time  for  these  grants  to  make  up  deficits. 
It  keeps  the  hospitals  on  the  stingy  side  all  the  time." 

While  costs  of  maintenance  have  increased  at  St.  MichaeFs 
Hospital  the  same  as  in  other  institutions,  the  per  capita  cost 
of  public  ward  patients  there  has  been  kept  down  owing  to  the 
Sisters  of  St.  Joseph  giving  their  services  free.  The  cost  per 
capita  in  that  hospital  last  year  was  only  $2.21. 

Made  up  Deficits. 

I^ast  year  the  city  made  up  deficits  for  various  hospitals  as 
follows:  "^  Western,  $14,000;  Grace,  $14,000;  :N'ational  Sani- 
tarium, $22,000 ;  Hospital  for  Sick  Children,  $55,000.  In  ad- 
dition, a  capital  grant  was  made  to  the  General  Hospital  of 
$150,000,  but  nothing  for  maintenance,  although  it  is  reported 
to  have  had  a  deficit  ^of  between  $20,000  and  $30,000. 

The  grants  made  to  the  hospitals  since  1912  were  as  fol- 
lows :  1912,  $153,995  ;  1913,  $241,811 ;  1914,  $369,520  ;  1915, 
$577,944;  1916,  $445,755;  1917,  $466,875;  1918,  $643,618; 
1919  (est.),  including  special  grants,  $629,549. 

Included  in  the  civic  estimates  last  year  were  deficits  whicli 
the  city  made  up  as  follows.  In  addition  to  paying  the  per 
diem  grant  per  patient  of  $1.25;  Hospital  for  Sick  Children, 
$40,000;  General,  $16,000;  Western,  $5,000;  National  Sani- 
tarium, $15,000;  Grace,  $4,800;  Hospital  for  Incurables,  $16,- 
000;  AVellesley  (refund  of  taxes),  $7,749.  The  sanitarium 
received  from  the  Government  $3.00  a  week  instead  of  the  per 
diem  allowance. 

^^  The  hospitals  must  receive  more  revenue  from  some 
source,"  said  Dr.  IT.  L.  Brittain,  who  was  superintendent  of 
the  General  Hospital  pro  teni.,  to  the  Star,  "  A  small  hospital 
whose  inmates  are  three-quarters  pay  patients  would  pay,  but 
at  the  General  only  one-quarter  are  private  wards.  That  is^ 
whflt  makes  it  so  difficult. 
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,.,^t  St.  Michaers  Hospital  it  was  stated  that  the  figures  given 
out  by  Mr.  Decker  were  a  fair  representation  of  the  costs  of  all 
thejTpronto  Hospitals.  Wages  have  increased,  according  to 
Mr,  Decker's  figures,  from  23  to  194  per  cent,  since  1917.  The 
figures  arfs  as  follows.

HOSPITAL  FIRE  IN  OTTAWA 


Two  lives  were  lost  in  a  fire  which  broke  out  at  an  early  hour 
on  May  13th  in  Dr.  Hagar's  Maternity  Hospital,  Ottawa. 
The  victims  were  both  patients  and  they  met  death  by  smok(^ 
suffocation.  All  the  babies  were  taken  out  by  the  nurses.  The 
hospital — a  three-storey  brick  structure — situated  at  the  corner 
of  Elgin  and  Somerset  streets,  was  fully  occupied  at  the  time 
of  the  fire. 

An  investigation  was  made  as  to  the  origin  of  the  fire,  and 
it  is  stated  steps  will  be  taken  to  prevent  such  an  occurrence 
elsewhere,  by  seeing  to  it  that  proper  outside  fire  escapes  are 
installed  in  every  building  where  the  sick  are  housed. 

The  fire  chief  stated  that,  in  his  opinion,  the  fire  was  due  to 
defective  wiring. 
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ONTARIO    HOSPITALS    FORM    NEW 
ORGANIZATION 


The  Ontario  Hospital  Association,  an  organization  composed  ol' 
fifty-five  hospitals,  has  been  formed.  It  is  planned  to  issue 
literature  to  educate  the  public  as  to  what  hospitals  are  doing 
for  the  public.  Barry  Hayes,  of  the  Toronto  Carpet  Co.,  has 
been  elected  President.  C.  J.  Decker,  of  the  Toronto  Genernl 
Hospital,  has  been  appointed  secretary-treasurer. 

A  central  purchasing  agency  will  be  formed  for  all  hospitals. 
(Closer  co-operation  in  the  future  is  advocated.  It  is  the  aim  oi' 
the  hospitals  to  purchase  materials  cheaper  by  standardizing 
such  things  as  towels,  sheets  and  buying  large  stores  of  coal, 
sugar,  flour  and  jams,  etc.

VOLUNTARY  BRITISH  HOSPITALS 


At  a  public  health  meeting  in  Oxford,  Eng.,  as  reported  in  the 
Scotsman,  Sir  Arthur  Stanley,  Chairman  of  the  Joint  Com- 
mittee of  the  British  Red  Cross  and  the  Order  of  St.  John,  said 
the  finest  legacy  the  war  had  left  us  was  the  new  spirit  there 
w^as  in  all  kinds  of  public  w^ork,  especially  public  health  work. 
There  w^ere  people  who  thought  hospitals  should  no  longer  be 
a  charge  on  voluntary  eifort,  but  should  be  put  on  the  rates. 
AVould  it  be  a  really  good  thing  that  the  voluntary  system  should 
come  to  an  end  ?  He  said  emphatically  ''  N^o."  It  would  be  a 
disaster  to  the  country  if  that  magnificent  system  of  hospital 
treatment,  which  had  grown  up  voluntarily,  were  allowed  to  die 
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down  for  want  of  support.  He  believed  if  they  took  the  people 
in  the  right  way  and  interested  them,  it  was  just  as  possible 
to  get  financial  support  for  the  hospitals  now  as  it  was  for  mili- 
tary and  auxiliary  hospitals  during  the  war.  It  was 
almost  impossible  to  get  exact  figures,  but  something  under  ten 
per  cent,  of  the  whole  population  subscribed  in  any  way  to  the 
hospitals  at  present.  He  looked  to  the  State  for  some  support, 
but  infinitely  more  to  the  public.  He  looked  forward  to  the 
most  harmonious  working  of  the  State  and  the  voluntary 
workers,  who  had  done  good  service  during  the  Avar,  and  were 
just  as  willing  to  do  it  in  future. 


HOSPITAL  FINANCE 


The  following  letter  appearing  in  the  Edinhurg  Scotsman 
gives  one  an  idea  of  some  of  the  difliculties  old  country  hospital 
authorities  have. 

Sir. — The  appeal  by  the  Lord  Provost  of  Edinburgh  for 
funds  in  aid  of  the  Royal  Infirmary  appears  to-day,  and  many 
other  hospitals  throughout  the  country  are  making  similar  ap- 
peals, as  has  been  shown  by  the  requests  made  on  behalf  of  St. 
Bartholomew's  and  Guy's  Hospitals  in  London. 

But,  sir,  it  appears  to  me  that  the  time  has  arrived  when  we 
must  reconsider  the  whole  economic  position  of  hospital  finance 
and  administration  in  the  light  of  present-day  wages,  especially 
the  wages  received  by  Labor  as  compared  with  the  salaries  of 
the  professional  and  middle  classes. 

In  the  first  place,  there  can  be  no  doubt  that  a  very  large 
])roportion  of  those  who  receive  absolutely  free  the  benefits  of 
the  Royal  Infirmary  are  quite  able  to  contribute  a  sum  towards 
its  maintenance,  which  in  the  aggregate  would  be  very  consider- 
able, and  not  infrequently  many  of  those  attending  to  the  pa- 
tients (I  do  not  mean  students)  are  earning  less  than  is  coming 
into  tlie  houses  from  which  the  patients  are  brought. 

If  Labor  is  to  acquire  the  position  it  demands  in  the  political 
economy  of  the  nation  it  must  also  accept  its  burdens  and  re- 
sponsibilities;  but  Labor  seems  determined  to  acquire  all  it  can 
and  give  nothing  in  return,  as  witness  the  wholesale  attempt  to

evade  payment  of  income-tax,  the  restriction  of  output  in  order 
to  keep  up  wages,  to  the  detriment  of  the  country's  wealth,  the 
limitation  of  the  number  and  restriction  as  to  age  of  apprentices, 
and  the  exclusion  of  ex-service  men  from  workshops,  all  for  its 
own  selfish  ends,  regardless  of  the  tyranny  and  its  tragic  cruelty. 
There  is  another  point.  The  great  majority  of  the  people  who 
receive  benefit  from  the  Royal  Infirmary  are  people  who  never 
contribute,  although  now  able  to  do  so ;  whereas  the  people  who 
are  asked  to  contribute,  and  do  give,  seldom  get  or  ask  for  its 
skill  and  shelter.  These  are  the  people  who  live  in  the  so-called 
middle-class  houses,  and  who,  with  present-day  rates  and  taxes, 
nre  in  truth  the  poor  of  the  community. 

Let  the  canvassers  by  all  means  get  what  they  can  from  the 
small  villa  residenters,  but  let  them  also  call  on  the  great  factor- 
ies, the  workshops,  and  w^ealthy  shipyards. 

Further,  I  would  suggest  that  in  all  cases,  except  the  very 
poorest,  a  levy  of,  say  10s.  per  week  should  be  made  on  all  j)a- 
tients  occupying  beds  in  the  Infirmary;  that  the  out-patients 
should  be  asked  to  contribute;  and  that  practically  all  the  side 
rooms  should  be  set  apart  for  patients  paying  a  much  higher 
charge.  I  shall  be  told  that  the  Royal  Infirmary  is  a  teaching 
school,  and  that  material  Avill  not  be  available  if  this  plan  be 
adopted.  1  do  not  agree.  The  practice  is  carried  out  in  Caii- 
ada  and  in  our  Colonies,  and  has  been  found  eminently  satis- 
factory and  equitable. 

We  cannot  have  voluntary  charity  on  the  same  scale  as 
formerly,  when  the  burden  of  compulsory  charity  (?)  is  so 
great.  The  old  order  changeth,  and  our  economic  conditions 
must  change  likewise,  if  we  are  to  continue  the  beneficent  work 
of  these  noble  institutions;  and  those  who  benefit  must  contri- 
bute.    I  am,  etc.,

A  very  instructive  book.  Opposite  the  title  page  in  color 
one  sees  every  step  of  how  to  dress  the  umbilical  cord  illustrated. 
The  photographs  of  the  child  in  delivery  commencing  as  soon  as 
the  head  presents  are  better  than  hours  of  verbal  description — 
oral  or  written.  Pictures  of  the  doctor  examining  the  placenta, 
imd  inducing  artificial  respiration;  pictures  of  spina  bifida, 
ophthalmia  neonatorum  (colored),  stools  (colored),  massaging 
the  breast,  giving  saline  infusions,  inflating  the  cervix  with 
Barne's  bag,  passing  catheter ;  these  and  many  other  illustra* 
tions  are  most  informative  to  the  young  nurse  and  medical 
student.  The  text  is  presented  concisely  and  plainly  and  appeals 
to  us  as  one  of  the  best  works  for  nurses  we  have  had  the  pleas- 
ure of  examining.

STATE  AID  FOR  BRITISH  HOSPITALS 


Nearly  all  of  the  British  Hospitals  are  appealing 
for  aid;  and  some  of  them  are  looking  toward  the 
State  for  help.  At  the  hospital  at  Norwich,  Dr. 
Samuel  Barton,  chairman  of  the  Board,  said  re- 
cently that  the  alternative  to  the  voluntary  hospital 
was  a  rate  or  State-aided  one,  according  to  the  cor- 
respondent of  the  Medical  Record  recently.  Such  an 
institution  meant  whole-time  officers,  red  tape,  forms 
strictly  demanded,  and,  secondarily,  treatment  of  the 
sick.  According  to  Dr.  Barton  there  were  three 
classes  into  which  the  public  might  be  divided: 
(1)  Those  who  do  not  give  to  charity  arid  the  ene- 
mies of  voluntary  hospitals,  chief  supporters  of  rate- 
aided  institutions.  (2)  Obsessionists,  whose  only 
lament  was  that  they  would  not  be  able  to  read  in 
the  Times  of  the  thousands  they  had  died  worth, 
persons  of  unsound  mind,  to  argue  with  whom  was 
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worse  than  useless.  (3)  The  charitable  who  were 
only  too  ready  to  give  to  a  good  cause,  who  only 
needed  educating  as  to  the  good  work  and  needs  of 
the  hospital  in  order  to  make  them  respond  freely. 
Among  this  last-named  class  propaganda  should  be 
carried  on. 

According  to  the  correspondent  quoted,  it  appears 
the  consensus  of  medical  opinion  still  is  in  favor  of 
a  continuation  of  the  voluntary  system ;  and  if  the 
State  does  step  in,  that  it  should  supplement  the 
voluntary  system,  not  supplant  it.  He  goes  on  to 
state,  that  "there  does  not  appear  to  be,  however, 
any  valid  reason  why  patients  who  can  afford  to  do 
so  should  not  pay  according  to  their  means,  and  that 
hospitals  should  not  be  open  to  that  large  section  of 
the  British  middle  class,  who  now  comprise  the  really 
poor." 

We  believe  the  correspondent  has  studied  hospitals 
on  this  side  of  the  Atlantic,  and  we  further  believe, 
if  Dr.  Barton  and  holders  of  his  opinion  had  done  the 
same,  they  would  have  gotten  a  new  point  of  view ; 
for  here  they  would  see  the  pure  State  or  city-aided 
institution,  as  in  Boston,  Cincinnati,  St.  Paul,  Ham- 
ilton, and  many  other  American  and  Canadian  cities 
and  towns,  and  also  the  hospitals  jointly  supported 
by  the  State,  the  municipality  and  private 
philanthropists. 

As  on  the  Prohibition  question  upon  which  our 
Conservative  English,  Scotch  and  Irish  brethren  can- 
not see  eye  to  eye  with  us ;  cannot  be  persuaded  that 
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prohibition,  so  obvious  a  success  on  this  continent, 
would  not  work  in  the  old  country;  so  in  respect  to 
the  question  of  support  of  hospitals,  they  cannot  see 
eye  to  eye  with  us,  but  are  willing  to  let  the  few 
go  on  bearing  all  the  burden  of  hospital  up-keep,  and 
making  objects  of  charity  many  patients  who  could 
well  pay  a  part  at  least  of  their  cost  of  maintenance. 


SIR  HENRY  BURDETT 


In  the  death  of  Sir  Henry  Burdett,  the  British  Em- 
pire has  lost  her  most  distinguished  Hospital  au- 
thority. The  deceased  had  practical  experience  as  a 
hospital  administrator,  having  filled  the  position  of 
Superintendent  of  Queen's  Hospital,  Birmingham; 
and  later  House  Governor  of  the  Seamen's  Hospital, 
Greenwich.  He  was  a  man  of  great  energy.  He  pub- 
lished The  Hospital,  The  Nursing  Mirror,  a  Hospital 
and  Charities  Annual,  and  that  tremendous  work  in 
four  volumes.  Hospitals  of  the  World  (published  in 
the  early  nineties) .  He  was  one  of  the  prime  movers 
in  the  establishing  and  carrying  on  of  the  King  Ed- 
ward Hospital  Fund,  by  which  hundreds  of  thous- 
ands were  collected  from  the  rich  and  well-to-do  for 
the  voluntary  hospitals  of  England,  and,  in  addition, 
was  the  head  and  front  of  the  League  of  Mercy, 
which  brought  to  these  same  institutions  thousands 
of  pounds  collected  in  pennies  and  shillings  from  the 
poorer  classes.  Whether  his  great  interest  in  hos- 
pitals was  a  vocation  or  an  avocation,  the  writer 
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does  not  know.  Sir  Henry  was  a  man  interested 
in  other  departments  of  human  affairs :  he  was  Sec- 
retary of  the  Share  and  Loan  Department  of  the 
London  Stock  Exchange  for  some  years,  and,  we 
understand,  had  interests  in  certain  large  hotels,  be- 
sides owning  a  large  private  hospital,  or  nursing 
home,  as  it  is  called  in  the  metropolis.  He  had, 
we  believe,  other  large  business  connections  and 
interests. 

Sir  Henry  was  a  close  friend  of  the  late  King  Ed- 
ward, and  was  in  close  touch  with  other  members  of 
the  Royal  Household,  and  with  many  of  the  aris- 
tocracy and  wealthy  people  in  the  Old  Land.  This 
connection  stood  him  in  good  stead  when  inaugurat- 
ing his  plans  for  the  support  of  the  great  free  hos- 
pitals in  England  and  Scotland.  He  was  a  great 
champion  of  the  voluntary  system  of  hospitals,  and 
seemed  to  believe  them  the  ideal  type  of  hospital.  In 
this  we  could  not  agree  with  Sir  Henry,  and  the 
trend  of  events  shows  that  hospitals  are  more  and 
more  coming  under  State  and  civic  control,  and  that 
patients  instead  of  being  admitted  without  pay  to 
hospitals  will,  as  time  goes  on,  be  required  to  pay 
for  what  they  receive — even  in  London  Town. 

Sir  Henry  seemed  to  be  a  sort  of  self-appointed 
inspector  and  critic  of  the  British  hospitals;  his 
journal  often  containing  reports  of  his  investigation 
of  these  institutions.  He  hit  out  from  the  shoulder, 
condemning  extravagance,  or  slackness  or  mistakes 
in  construction  wherever  he  found  them  existing, 
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and  eulogizing  with  moderation  what  he  found  was 
excellent. 

The  writer  when  last  in  London  was  invited  to  Sir 
Henry's  beautiful  home,  amid  lovely  trees  and 
flowers,  in  Portchester  Square,  when  eager  discus- 
sion was  had  of  Hospitals  and  Hospital  Workers, 
Canadian,  American,  and  British.  Feeling  (appar- 
ently) that  his  end  was  approaching.  Sir  Henry  ex- 
pressed the  wish  that  some  one  would  loom  up  to 
carry  on  the  work  he  was  doing.  Whether  such  an 
Elisha  has  appeared,  we  haven't  learned;  but  hope 
that  some  one  may  forthwith  be  worthy  of  donning 
the  cloak  Sir  Henry  has  laid  aside. 

Sir  Henry  was  an  interested  visitor  at  the  meeting 
of  the  American  Hospital  Association  in  Boston, 
1905,  when  he  was  elected  an  honorary  member  of 
that  body. 


METHODS  OF  "FAITH-HEALER"  VERSUS 
SCIENTIFIC  MEDICINE 


A  BEWILDERING  and  an  intensely  pathetic  scene 
was  witnessed  when  a  great  multitude  of  the  sick 
and  of  the  disabled  congregated  in  one  of  our  his- 
toric cathedrals  to  receive  relief  from  pain  and  a 
cure  of  their  maladies.  These  results  were  expected 
to  follow  "the  laying  on  of  hands  and  the  prayers'' 
of  a  man  acclaimed  by  a  section  of  the  Anglican 
clergy  to  be  very  richly  endowed  with  faith  in  God, 
and  of  having  accomplished  much  good  elsewhere. 
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The  methods  adopted  by  the  'Taith-Healer''  in  To- 
ronto, and  their  endorsation  by  a  number  of  intelli- 
gent, reputable  and  kindly-hearted  clergymen  come 
as  a  challenge  to  scientific  medicine  to  define  its 
attitude,  first,  toward  Biblical  teaching  in  reference 
to  disease  and  its  cure ;  second,  toward  the  probabil- 
ity of  any  change  in  morbid  physical  conditions  being 
brought  about  by  the  methods  used  by  the  "Faith  • 
Healer/' 

Physicians,  as  individuals,  have  their  own  convic- 
tions, and  a  vast  majority  of  them — in  spite  of  much 
written  to  the  contrary  in  current  literature — be- 
lieve as  unfalteringly  in  the  teaching  of  the  Bible 
as  do  their  fellow-Christians  in  any  other  vocations. 
One  of  the  "Gospels"  was  written  by  a  physician, 
and  unlike  the  writings  of  any  one  of  the  great 
"Galaxy  of  Immortals"  in  medical  literature,  not 
one  single  statement  by  St.  Luke  has  been  discarded. 
All  his  references  to  the  character  of  the  diseases, 
to  the  methods  and  cures  of  the  Great  Physician 
Himself  and  His  apostles  stand — after  twenty  cen- 
turies— unimpeached  and  unimpeachable.  Scholars 
tell  us  that  "as  a  gem  in  literature,  in  its  classic 
purity,  and  elegance  of  diction"  it  (Gospel  by  St. 
Luke)  "compares  with  the  diamond  amongst  the 
coarser  metals."  A  physician  fills  a  page  in  sacred 
literature.  Physicians,  with  scarcely  an  exception, 
most  gladly  welcome  to  their  aid  in  the  treatment  of 
disease,  all  the  help  that  faith  in  a  loving,  merciful, 
omnipotent,  and  omniscient  God,  and  Saviour  may 
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bring  to  the  patient.  Clergymen  and  physicians 
should  appreciate  the  help  each  can  give  as  allies  in 
the  great  fight  for  the  conservation  of  human  life. 
In  so  far  as  faith  in  God  as  a  potent  factor  in  the 
healing  of  disease  is  concerned  it  can  be  accepted  by 
the  Christian  physician  as  an  indisputable  fact,  and 
this  is  the  logical  answer  to  the  first  challenge  men- 
tioned above. 

Toward  the  probability  of  any  change  in 
morbid  physical  conditions  being  brought  about  by 
the  methods  used  by  the  'Taith-healer",  Mr.  Hick- 
son  was  given  a  splendid  opportunity  of  showing  just 
what  his  methods  could  do.  There  is  not,  at  least 
so  far  as  medical  evidence  goes,  a  tittle  to  prove  that 
any  changes  have  taken  place  in  the  morbid  physical 
conditions  of  a  single  patient.  Physicians  are  told 
to  wait,  and  see  what  time  may  do,  but  they  cannot 
be  deceived  so  readily,  for  they  know  that  fresh  air, 
good  food,  sunshine,  nursing,  are  also  great  factors 
in  mitigating  suffering,  and  in  curing  disease.  The 
evidence  from  the  curative  effects  of  these  is  indis- 
putable as  is  also  the  case  in  regard  to  other 
methods  used  in  medical,  and  surgical  treatment. 
This  "Faith-Healer"  is  said  to  have  been  practising 
his  methods  for  sixteen  or  twenty  years,  why  has  he 
not  produced  evidence  that  physicians  can  accept? 
Is  it  not  "too  late  in  the  day"  for  any  one  to  take 
shelter  under  the  specious  plea  "that  physical  heal- 
ing was  never  promised?"  We  have  only  to  turn 
up  the  files  of  the  daily  papers,  to  see  what  very 
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strong  hopes  were  held  out  of  the  possibility,  and 
even  great  probability  of  immediate  cures  being 
wrought  by  this  man.  Were  not  these  people  brought 
in  the  hope  of  getting  some  relief,  or  a  cure  of  their 
disease?  The  sick  and  the  disabled  never  crowd 
into  our  churches  solely  to  get  spiritual  aid,  but  if 
medical  science  can  provide  a  serum  that  will  cure 
cancer,  all  the  hospitals  in  Toronto  will  be  taxed  to 
their  capacity.  Until  indisputable  evidence  can  be 
produced  of  the  removal  of  morbid  physical  condi- 
tions, scientific  medicine  cannot,  and  will  not,  endorse 
the  methods  of  the  cult  popularly  known  as  "  Faith- 
Healers.''

^^  A  GREAT  life  is  one  which  makes  a  difference  for  all  .  .  .  . 
a  betterment  which  lasts  " — so  wrote  Florence  I^ightingale ;  and 
judged  by  her  own  test,  few  lives  have  been  greater  than  her 
ow^n.  The  gloom  and  glory  of  the  Crimean  episode  made  her 
famous,  but  a  long  life  of  service  made  her  great. 

She  always  longed  to  help ;  as  a  child  her  ready  compassion 
flowed  out  towards  the  crippled  dog  or  the  uncared-for  sick. 
She  imagined  her  beautiful  country  home  as  a  hospital  with 
herself  as  matron.  Unhindered  by  the  popular  estimate  of 
nursing  as  a  somewhat  disreputable  form  of  domestic  service, 
she  had  a  settled  purpose*  of  becoming  a  nurse ;  and  although 
opposition  deferred  the  realization  of  her  dream,  she  made  it 
come  true  at  last.  Her  gifts  and  graces  appeared  to  mark  her 
out  for  success  even  in  the  brilliant  coterie  to  which  her  family 
belonged,  and  she  had  the  entree  to  the  small  and  select  circle 
of  aristocrats  which  then  governed  England.  When  to  these 
advantages  of  birth  and  position  was  added  the  romance  of  her 
great  adventure  at  Scutari,  she  became  like  Joan  of  Arc,  ^^  A 
legend  even  in  her  lifetime."  To  the  private  soldier,  she  came 
as  a  ministering  angel,  though  to  the  careless  official  she  was  an 
avenging  fury.  To  a  scene  of  chaos  and  misery,  unutterable 
and  unnecessary,  she  brought  an  element  of  order  and  comfort. 
In  the  midst  of  squalor  and  clamour  she  was  exquisitely  re- 
fined in  dress  and  person,  and  her  calm,  low  tones  soothed  her 
tortured  patients.  "  I  never  heard  her  raise  her  voice,"  was 
the  testimony  of  one  who  knew  her  well  at  Scutari.  "  Before 
she  came  there  was  cursing  and  swearing ;  when  she  was  there, 
it  was  as  holy  as  a  church,"  wrote  one  of  her  patients.    In  Eng- 
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land,  through  the  sympathetic  columns  of  ''The  Times"  she 
came  to  be  regarded  by  anxious  patriots  as  the  one  hope  of  re- 
trieving the  blunders  of  the  War  Office  and  of  mitigating  the 
undeserved  sufferings  of  the  troops.  By  her  courage,  her  wit, 
her  wisdom,  her  humanity,  she  won  the  affection  and  fired  the 
imagination  of  all  classes.  ''  If  the  Queen  was  to  die,  they'd 
crown  her,  and  we'd  say  they  did  right,"  wrote  one  of  her 
Guardsmen. 

In  the  solid  foundation  built  up  in  the  Crimea,  Miss  Night- 
ingale found  the  fulcrum  for  her  lever;  and  her  lever  moved 
the  world.  The  achievements  of  her  later  life  were  possible 
because  behind  the  '^  Lady  of  the  Lamp  "  were  arrayed  the  love 
and  trust  of  a  nation.  Had  her  services  terminated  with  the 
close  of  the  Crimean  campaign  she  would  have  shown  what  can 
be  done  by  a  fearless  and  compassionate  woman  in  the  face  of 
the  horrors  of  war.  She  would-  have  demonstrated  the  value  of 
the  right  kind  of  female  nurses  in  military  hospitals  and  the 
folly  of  a  medical  service  which  permitted  more  men  to  die  of 
disease  and  neglect  than  at  the  hands  of  the  enemy.  This  might 
have  meant  much,  but  probably  in  the  ebb  of  energy  and  morale 
after  the  war,  nobody  would  have  pushed  home  the  hardly 
learned  lessons  and  lasting  reforms  had  not  the  same  indomit- 
able spirit  which  laughed  at  difficulties  at  Scutari  carried  for- 
ward the  frail  body  of  Miss  ^Nightingale  in  the  struggle  to 
^'  promote  health,  prevent  disease  and  mitigate  suffering." 

^'  She  stood  by  the  altar  of  the  murdered  men."  Her  life 
was  dedicated  to  the  prevention  of  unnecessary  suffering  and 
undeserved  deaths.  In  ever  widening  circles,  always  benefi- 
cent and  progressive,  her  influence  was  first  felt  upon  nursing 
and  hospital  conditions  as  they  affected  the  army.  Miles  of 
barracks,  with  cot  touching  cot,  the  air  reeking  with  the  stench 
of  cess-pits  beneath  the  wards  and  of  putrefying  wounds  of 
neglected  men ;  a  total  lack  of  cleanliness  and  decency,  the 
agonies  of  amputations  unrelieved  by  anesthetics: — such  were 
the  memories  of  the  military  hospitals  of  the  Crimea.  Within 
twenty  years,  thanks  to  the  combined  influence  of  Miss  INTightin- 
gale,  Sidney  Herbert  and  a  group  of  earnest  and  enlightened 
doctors,  the  hospitals  of  the  British  Army  had  set  a  standard  of 
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efficiency  and  economy  to  which  civil  hospitals  aspired.  Perhaps 
the  mile-long  wards  in  Scutari  inspired  Miss  Nightingale's 
passionate  enthusiasm  for  the  ''  pavilion ''  or  ''  block  "  style  in 
which  all  modern  hospitals  are  erected  and  of  which  St.  Thomas' 
Hospital,  Lopdon,  and  the  General  Hospital,  Toronto,  may  be 
cited  as  examples. 

The  memory  of  the  ^'  murdered  men  "  suffering  at  the  hands 
of  untrained  orderlies,  constrained  Miss  Nightingale  to  devote 
the  great  sum  of  money  raised  for  her  by  public  subscription 
to  the  establishment  of  the  Nightingale  Fund  for  the  training 
of  nurses.  If  old  men  harassed  the  sick  soldier,  Betsy  Prig 
and  Sairey  Gamp  reigned  supreme  in  civilian  sick  rooms.  Un- 
der the  leadership  of  a  gentlewoman  who  combined  culture, 
wealth  and  social  influence  with  a  penetrating  brain  and  far- 
sighted  wisdom,  there  emerged  the  modern  trained  nurse..  In 
the  census,  prior  to  Florence  Nightingale's  day,  nursing  was 
reckoned  as  a  branch  of  domestic  service ;  now  it  ranks  as  a  pro- 
fession ;  but  to  the  nurses  who  follow  most  closely  the  footsteps 
of  their  leader,  it  still  retains  the  sacredness  of  a  vocation. 

From  the  welfare  of  the  British  Army  at  home.  Miss  Night- 
ingale turned  to  consider  its  health  abroad.  One  third  of  the 
regular  army  was  always  in  service  in  India,  where  its  percent- 
age of  mortality  was  sixty-nine  per  1,000.  With  extraordinary 
courage.  Miss  Nightingale  having  already  engaged  the  War 
Office  in  deadly  combat,  proceeded  further  to  attack  the  India 
Office.  Her  men  were  being  murdered  in  India  largely  by 
improper  food  and  drink  and  venereal  disease  and  it  was  her 
mission  to  save  them.  As  in  the  Crimea,  she  met  on  one  hand, 
the  stolid,  passive  resistance  or  open  animosity  of  the  indolent 
official,,  on  the  other  the  eager  support  of  the  public-spirited 
statesman  and  scientist. 

'^  Standing  by  the  altar,"  she  saw  that  the  sanitary  conditions 
in  India  needed  reform  if  the  British  Army  were  to  be  kept 
healthy.  Sanitation  led  to  irrigation,  for  many  diseases  in 
India  were  due  to  mal-nutrition,  and  people  starved  because  the 
thirsty  soil  failed  to  produce  crops.  Irrigation  led  to  a  system 
of  loans  to  poor  peasant  proprietors;  and  so  this  amazing  wo- 
man who  never  saw  India,  became  an  oracle  upon  Indian  affairs 
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to  be  consulted  by  Viceroys  and  Commander-in-cbief  and  re- 
cognized by  Indian  Princes  as  a  power  to  be  reckoned  with. 

Sane  reforms  are  founded  upon  facts.  Miss  Nightingale 
^'  had  a  passion  for  statistics  "  and  was  no  less  interested  in 
hospital  report  forms  than  in  their  architectural  plans.  She 
drew  up  sample  statistical  report  forms  for  nurses,  hospital 
superintendents,  and  general  practitioners ;  she  would  doubtless 
have  been  an  ardent  supporter  of  the  present  demand  for  ac- 
curate vital  statistics. 

In  the  contemplation  of  this  rush  of  activities  and  ambitions, 
it  would  be  easy  to  overlook  the  spiritual  and  intellectual  life 
of  Florence  Nightingale.  Her  most  intimate  friends  were 
Sidney  Herbert  the  Christian  Statesman  and  Benjamin  Jowett, 
Master  of  Balliol  College,  saint  and  philosopher.  Her  corre- 
spondence with  Jowett  reveals  the  depth  as  well  as  the 
originality  of  her  spiritual  experience.  He  alone  of  all  her 
circle  dared  to  reprove  and  even  to  "  chaif  "  his  august  friend. 
His  death  clouded  her  later  years  as  that  of  Lord  Herbert  had 
darkened  her  middle  age.  Perhaps  her  ideal  of  religion  is  best 
expressed  in  her  own  words.  "  The  service  of  God,  organized 
as  the  service  of  man."  It  has  been,  aptly  said  that  she  belonged 
to  ^'  the  sect  of  the  Good  Samaritan." 

The  heroine  of  Scutari,  the  pioneer  in  hospital  reform,  the 
founder  of  modern  nursing,  the  fairy  godmother  of  every 
scheme  for  the  betterment  of  health — any  one  of  these  tests 
might  justify,  on  her  own  estimate,  a  claim  to  greatness.  But 
perhaps  more  valuable  than  any  of  these  services  was  Miss 
Nightingale's  part  in  attracting  public  interest  to  support  her 
scientific  hygienic  reforms. 

Her  influence  was  partly  due  to  the  reputation  she  won  in 
the  Crimea.  Her  utterances  w^ere  accepted  as  oracular  not  only 
by  the  select  few,  but  by  the  masses  of  the  people.  But  what 
was  in  part  due  to  her  achievements  was  also  to  be  attributed 
more  justly  to  her  character.  She  had  the  quality  of  humanity; 
her  ready  wit,  her  keen  insight,  her  indomitable  purpose  might 
have  failed  had  they  not  been  combined  with  an  intense  and 
catholic  sympathy.  But  this  woman  whose  avid  'brain  could 
feast  upon  statistics,  whose  rapier  tongue  could  confound  states- 
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men  was  she  who  had  comforted  the  dying  boy  in  the  hospital 
and  written  his  last  words  to  his  mother  in  her  English 
cottage. 

Florence  Nightingale  was  the  foun'der  of  modern  nursing; 
but  her  "  Notes  on  Nursing  " — the  slim  volume  which  marked 
a  revolution — was  ninety-nine  per  cent,  common  sense  and  only 
one  per  cent,  science !  She  cared  more  to  train  women  to  nurse, 
than  to  train  professional  nurses ;  the  woman  was  the  basic  ele- 
ment in  the  nurse.  This  human  attitude  of  mind  pervades  also 
the  modern  health  movement.  It  must  be  guided  by  science ; 
(and  never  was  the  demand  for  scientific  truth  more  insistent.) 
but  it  must  be  interpreted  in  terms  of  human  progress  and 
happiness.  Its  stress  is  laid  upon  prevention  rather  than  cure 
and  in  this  respect  also  Florence  Nightingale  was  its  prophet. 
Her  "  Notes  "  say  little  about  drugs  and  treatments,  but  much 
about  sunshine  and  open  windows  and  good  food,  and  keen  ob- 
servation and  avoidance  of  petty  annoyances  for  the  patient.  She 
drags  medicine  out  of  the  hospital  and  surgery  into  the  open 
street.  She  saw  a  vision  of  that  public  health  which  is  the 
negation  of  private  sickness,  and  which  demands  public  spirit 
from  nurses  and  doctors,  and  public  opinion  to  foster  its 
development. 

It  is  in  this  service  that  Miss  Nightingale  may  be  truly 
termed  the  founder  of  the  modern  Eed  Cross  movement.  Henri 
Dunant,  the  Swiss  doctor  whose  efforts  brought  about  the  first 
Red  Cross  convention  at  Geneva,  himself  attributes 
his  inspiration  to  the  work  of  Miss  Nightingale  in  the  Crimea, 
but  the  essential  element  of  the  new  Red  Cross  movement  is  the 
co-operation  of  the  laity — the  man  and  woman  in  the  street — 
with  the  professional  men  and  women  in  their  combat  with 
disease  and  suffering.  It  is  this  element  which  has  led  the 
signatories  of  the  Covenant  of  the  League  of  Nations  to  select 
the  Red  Cross  movement  as  the  popular  democratic  organization 
which  in  the  pursuit  of  a  newer,  happier  world-order  may  link 
together  nation  and  nation  and  enlist  popular  support  for 
hygienic  reforms. 

Inasmuch  ''as  Miss  Nightingale  threw  her  great  personal 
influence  on  the  side  of  prevention,  and   encouraged   her   fol- 
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lowers  to  believe  that  human  happiness  depends  largely  upon 
human  health,  she  may  be  reckoned  as  a  leader  in  the  new 
movement  for  the  promotion  of  health,  the  prevention  of  disease 
and  the  mitigation  of  suffering  of  which  the  Eed  Cross  is  the 
popular  manifestation.

HOSPITAL  ORGANIZATION 


We  are  just  in  receipt  of  the  published  report  of  the  meeting 
held  in  April  in  Calgary  to  discuss  Hospital  Organization.  Dr. 
M.  T.  MacEachern,  of  Vancouver,  called  the  meeting  to  order, 
and  Dr.  M.  M.  Seymour,  of  Regina,  was  appointed  chairman. 
The  chairman,  who  is  Commissioner  of  Public  Health  for  Sas- 
katchewan, said  that  he  had  been  endeavoring  earnestly  to  mould 
the  best  hospital  policy  for  his  Province,  and  he  was  sure  at  this 
meeting  many  difficulties  would  be  cleared  up,  and  many 
problems  discussed  which  would  enable  them  to  develop  and  ad- 
vance the  best  ideals  for  the  institutions  with  which  they  were 
connected. 

De.  M.  T.  MacEachern  : 

^'  Up  to  the  present  I  have  been  possibly  a  little  skeptical  as 
to  the  success  of  this  conference,  but  I  am  not  now,  seeing  the 
representative  attendance  which  we  hoped  for  has  been  secured. 
I  feel  sure  that  the  delegates  bring  with  them  enthusiasm  in  this 
work  and  that  great  good  will  be  accomplished.  During  my 
trip  through  the  four  western  provinces,  last  autumn,  I  found 
them  all  very  much  alive  to  the  hospital  issues  of  the  day  and 
great  progress  being  made.  I  also  found  that  the  four  western 
provinces  had  many  problems  in  common,  and  especially  those 
pertaining  to  hospital  standardization.  I  was  very  anxious, 
indeed,  to  get  the  people  connected  with  or  interested  in 
hospital  work  in  these  four  provinces,  together,  in  such  a  meet- 
ing as  we  are  having  to-day.  Therefore  I  called  this  conference 
in  Calgary,  being  considered  central.  E"otices  were  sent  out  to 
all  the  hospitals-  of  the  four  western  provinces  and  to  all  the 
Fellows  of  the  American  College  of  Surgeons.  A  provisional 
programme  had  been  compiled  containing  many  subjects  and 
suggestions  to  be  taken  up  at  this  meeting.     I  hope,  therefore, 
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that  there  will  be  free  and  profitable  discussion  throughout.  The 
conference  has  a  very  heavy  two-day  programme  before  them, 
and  I  hope  that  something  constructive  will  follow." 

The  Chairman  read  a  telegram  from  Dr.  J.  C.  Fyshe,  Super- 
intendent of  the  Eoyal  Alexandra  Hospital,  Edmonton,  express- 
ing his  regret  in  not  being  able  to  attend,  on  account  of  the 
death  of  the  Hon.  A.  G.  MacKay. 

The  remainder  of  the  morning  session  w^as  taken  up  with 
reports  from  the  various  provinces  on  Hospital  Organization. 
The  Chairman  called  on  representatives  from  each  province. 

Dji.  G.  Stephens^  Superintendent  of  the  Winnipeg  General 
Hospital,  reported  for  Manitoba: 

'^  At  present  w^e  have  no  Hospital  Association  in  the  Pro- 
vince of  Manitoba,  but  active  steps  are  being  taken  to  form  one 
as  early  as  possible,  such  an  association  to  be  similar  to  those 
in  other  provinces.  I  have  sent  out  a  questionnaire  to  twenty- 
eight  hospitals  in  the  province,  representing  three  thousand  beds 
or  more,  with  a  view  to  making  a  hospital  survey.  This  report 
cannot  be  completed  until  later  in  the  summer.  Both- the  Win- 
nipeg General  and  St.  Boniface  Hospitals  have  accepted  the 
minimum  standard  as  laid  down  by  the  American  College  of 
Surgeons,  and  we  are  very  actively  interested  in  this  standard. 
Various  other  hospitals  in  the  province  are  doing  likewise.". 

J)r.  M.  M.  Seymour^  of  Regina,  Commissioner  of  Public 
Health  for  Saskatchewan,  reported  for  his  province.  (Dr. 
E.  E.  McKechnie,  of  Vancouver,  took  the  chair  tem- 
porarily.) 

^^  There  are  in  the  Province  of  Saskatchewan  thirty-seven 
hospitals  under  government  supervision  and  in  receipt  of  finan- 
cial aid  from  the  general  revenue  of  the  province.  Twenty- 
seven  of  these  hospitals  were  built  and  are  maintained  by 
limited  companies,  nursing  orders,  church  organizations  or 
urban  councils.  These  were  the  first  hospitals  to  be  established 
in  the  province,  and  were  all  in  operation  in  1914.     They  were 
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for  the  most  part  situated  in  the  cities  and  towns,  and  while 
they  provided  good  hospital  accommodation  for  the  uriban 
population,  it  became  evident  that  some  action  should  be  taken 
by  the  Government  if  the  rural  residents  were  to  enjoy  the  hos- 
pital privileges  afforded  to  the  urban  population. 

^'  The  scarcity  of  medical  and  nursing  aid,  in  a  country  that 
has  grown  in  population  as  rapidly  as  has  this  province,  brought 
about  a  condition  in  which  the  old  method  of  establishing  and 
maintaining  hospitals  by  voluntary  contributions  was  entirely 
inadequate.  A  plan  of  municipal  co-operation  was  worked  out 
and  legislation  enacted,  known  as  the  Union  Hospital  Act.  This 
Act,  in  brief,  made  provision  for  two  or  more  municipalities  to 
co-operate  in  establishing  a  hospital  at  a  point  to  be  mutually 
agreed  upon.  One  of  the  considerations  which  led  to  the  en- 
actment of  this  legislation  was  the  fact  that  rural  patients  re- 
quiring hospital  treatment  had,  under  the  conditions  then 
existing,  to  be  sent  long  distances  by  rail  to  a  town  or  city  hos- 
pital, after  having  been  driven  fifteen  or  twenty  miles  across 
country.  By  establishing  rural  hospitals  the  rail  journey  would 
be  almost  entirely  eliminated  and  patients  might  be  conven- 
iently visited  by  their  friends,  while  in  hospital.  Another 
feature  of  the  problem  which  could  not  be  overlooked  was  a 
growing  determination  on  the  part  of  the  rural  residents  to  be 
independent  of  the  city  hospitals,  and  to  have  an  institution  of 
their  own  built  and  operated  solely  for  the  benefit  of  the  dis- 
tricts in  which  they  lived,  especially  for  maternity  and  emer- 
gency cases.  The  most  important  consideration,  however,  was 
to  make  adequate  provision  for  maternity  cases.  The  prairie 
mother  certainly  would  not,  and  in  most  cases  could  not,  attend 
at  a  city  hospital  one  hundred  miles  distant,  for  her  confine- 
ment, and  unless  the  undesirable  conditions  inseparable  from 
childbirth  at  an  isolated  farm  were  to  obtain  for  all  time,  some 
steps  had  to  be  taken  to  make  that  provision  against  emergencies 
and  unforeseen  complications  which  the  equipment  and  staff  of 
a  modern  hospital  afford  at  this  critical  period.  From  infor- 
mation gained  in  the  first  year's  administration  of  the  Act,  it 
was  decided  to  amend  the  Act  by  requiring  a  minimum  number 
of  two  rural  municipalities  to  co-operate,  instead  of,  as  formerly. 
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two  municipalities,  one  of  which  might  be  a  town  or  village.  This 
amendment  ensured  that  the  assessment  over  the  hospital  dis- 
trict would  be  sufficiently  large  to  furnish  the  capital  and  main- 
tenance cost  of  the  hospital  at  a  low  mill  rate. 

'^  While  the  number  of  hospitals  organized  under  the  legis- 
lation above  described  was  more  than  had  been  expected — ten 
in  three  years  of  the  war — it  soon  became  evident  that  although 
the  rural  residents  were  for  the  great  part  enthusiastic  and 
ready  to  organize  in  every  part  of  the  province  for  union  hos- 
pitals, there  were  two  obstacles  to  progress  which  were  causing 
their  plans  to  miscarry,  namely,  the  failure  on  the  part  of  rural 
councils  to  agree  as  to  the  site  of  the  proposed  hospital,  and  llic 
fact  that  the  most  suitable  boundaries  for  hospital  districts  were 
not  in  every  case  coincident  with  the  boundaries  of  rural 
municipalities.  The  Union  Hospital  Act  was  accordingly 
revised  in  1919  and  provision  was  made  for  two  methods  of 
organization,  either  one  of  which  might  be  followed.  These  are 
set  forth  in  Part  I  and  Part  II  of  the  Act.  Part  I  is  based 
on  the  original  Act  and  provides  that  any  two  or  more  complete 
rural  municipalities  may  co-operate  with  any  number  of  urban 
municipalities  to  establish  a  Union  Hospital  at  a  location  to  be 
mutually  agreed  upon.  A  hospital  committee  is  appointed  con- 
sisting of  one  representative  from  each  municipality  proposing 
to  co-operate.  This  committee  prepares  a  form  of  proposed  by- 
law and  agreement  in  accordance  with  a  schedule  attached  to 
the  Act.  The  by-law  and  agreement,  upon  being  approved  by 
the  councils  of  the  municipalities  concerned,  is  submitted  to  the 
Local  Government  Board  for  approval  and  is  then  voted  upon 
by  the  people.  If  a  majority  of  those  voting  in  any  municipa- 
lity approve  of  the  scheme,  the  agreement  becomes  binding  on 
such  municipality,  but  no  Union  Hospital  district  can  be  estab- 
by  the  people.  If  a  majority  of  those  voting  in  any  municipal- 
ity approve  of  the  scheme,  the  agreement  becomes  binding  on 
ratified  by  the  people",  a  Union  Hospital  Board  is  appointed  by 
the  councils  of  the  municipalities  concerned.  This  board  takes 
the  place  of  the  original  hospital  committee,  and  completes  the 
work  undertaken  by  the  latter,  by  preparing  detailed  plans,

specifications  and  estimates  for  the  approval  of  the  Commis- 
sioner of  Public  Health  and  of  the  Local  Grovernment  Board. 

''  The  procedure  described  in  Part  II  of  the  Act  is  provided 
to  overcome  the  difficulties  already  referred  to  in  the  adminis- 
tration of  the  original  Act.  This  part  of  the  Act  provides  that 
any  number  of  complete  rural  municipalities  or  portions  of 
municipalities  may  co-operate  w^ith  any  number  of  urban 
municipalities  to  establish  a  Union  Hospital,  but  the  boundaries 
of  the  hospital  district  and  the  situation  of  the  hospital  are  de- 
fined by  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in  Council.  A  lof^al  committee 
of  those  interested  in  the  hospital  project  is  usually  formed  in 
the  first  instance.  This  committee  causes  petitions  to  be  cir- 
culated and  signed  by  the  councils  of  the  municipalities  or  areas 
desirous  of  being  included  in  the  proposed  Union  Hospital  dis- 
trict. If  the  council  does  not  feel  disposed  to  sign  the  petition, 
provision  is  made  for  the  signatures  of  twenty-five  ratepayers. 
On  the  petitions  being  presented  the  Lieutenant-Governor  may 
issue  an  Order  in  Council  establishing  a  district,  naming  the 
point  where  the  proposed  hospital  is  to  be  situated,  and  stating 
the  number  of  members  to  be  appointed  to  the  Union  Hospital 
Board,  and  the  representation  of  each  municipality  on  the 
board.  The  various  councils  then  appoint  the  members  to  the 
board,  and  the  Union  Hospital  Board  so  formed  decides  upon 
the  size  of  the  hospital  and  prepares  the  necessary  plans  and 
financial  statements  for  submission  to  the  Commissioner  of 
Public  Health  and  the  Local  Government  Board.  A  date  is 
then  fixed  for  the  poll,  and  the  hospital  district  votes  as  a  whole 
on  the  scheme*  No  single  municipality  or  area  can  vote  itself 
out  of  the  district ;  the  latter  must  be  established  as  outlined  or 
not  at  all.  Where  the  area  of  the  hospital  district  equals  or  ex- 
ceeds twenty-seven  townships  (or  three  rural  municipalities) 
the  scheme  carries  by  a  majority  vote,  but  if  the  area  is  less  than 
three  municipalities  two-thirds  of  those  voting  must  be  in  favor 
of  the  hospital  before  the  scheme  is  considered  as  ratified.  The 
procedure  above  described  has  apparently  met  the  requirements, 
of  the  rural  residents  of  the  province,  for  since  this  new  legis- 
lation came  into  force  a  year  ago  fifteen  new  hospital  districts 
have  been  established.     There  are  in  addition  twenty-nine  other 
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districts  in  which  petitions  are  in  circulation  and  which  will 
doubtless  be  formed  into  Union  Hospital  districts  during  the 
present  year. 

^'  The  cost  of  construction  and  maintenance  of  these  hos- 
pitals is  so  arranged  that  the  taxation  on  the  ratepayers  will  be 
very  light.  The  capital  cost  of  the  building,  site  and  equip- 
ment is  provided  by  issuing  debentures,  and  the  sums  necessary 
to  repay  the  principal  and  interest  on  the  debentures  are 
furnished  by  a  general  levy  over  the  whole  hospital  district, 
which  amounts  to  about  three-quarters  of  a  mill  on  the  dollar  of 
assessment,  or  about  $1.90  per  quarter  section  of  assessable 
land,  payable  annually  for  the  period  of  the  debentures — 
usually  twenty  years.  The  maintenance  expenses  may  be  met 
either  by  charging  fees  to  patients  admitted,  or  by  making  an 
additional  levy  over  the  district  to  cover  the  cost  of  treatment. 
The  latter  method  is  adopted  in  nearly  every  case,  as  it  promotes 
the  community  spirit  in  operating  the  hospital,  and  provides 
what  is  commonly,  but  incorrectly,  known  as  '  free '  treatment 
for  all  residents  of  the  hospital  district.  The  levy  necessary  to 
cover  the  maintenance  charges  may  be  taken  at  about  one  mill 
and  one-third  on  the  dollar,  or  about  $3.00  per  quarter  section. 
The  entire  cost  of  construction,  equipment,  site  and  mainten- 
ance of  the  hospital  may  therefore  be  found  by  a  levy  of  a  little 
over  two  mills  on  the  dollar,  or  a  tax  of  less  than  $5.00  per 
quarter  section.  This  is  surely  a  moderate  annual  insurance 
premium  for  the  farmer  to  pay  for  hospital  care  for  himself,  his 
wife,  family  and  dependents.  A  clause  in  the  Union  Hospital 
Act  provides  for  residents  of  a  hospital  district,  should  they  be 
admitted  to  a  hospital  other  than  their  local  Union  Hospital,  to 
receive  treatment  at  the  same  rates  as  those  existing  in  their 
district,  the  hospital  board  being  held  responsible  for  the  pay- 
ment of  fees  to  the  amount  chargeable  for  similar  services  by  the 
local  board. 

"  The  activity  shown  in  the  Province  of  Saskatchewan  in 
the  organization  of  hospital  districts  has  necessitated  the  pre- 
paration of  instructions  for  the  guidance  of  hospital  boards  and 
committees  in  the  matter  of  hospital  construction.  These  in- 
structions have  been  issued  aftei*  careful  study  of    the   ^alekt 
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practice  in  hospital  design,  and  particular  attention  has  been 
given  to  local  conditions  in  the  province  with  a  view  to  protect- 
ing hospital  boards  against  the  mistakes  made  by  others  in  the 
past.  The  opportunity  is  taken  to  remind  hospital  boards  that 
the  health  and  wellbeing  of  the  patient  must  not  be  subordinated 
to  economy  in  construction.  In  selecting  a  site,  first  consider- 
ation must  be  given  to  the  facilities  available  for  a  good  water 
supply,  and  treatment  and  disposal  of  waste  liquids,  and  no  site 
is  approved  until  satisfactory  evidence  is  forthcoming,  from 
tests  made  on  the  ground,  that  these  essential  sanitary  features 
are  available  at  or  near  the  site.  The  plans  for  new  rural 
hospitals  are  required  to  include  a  small  isolation  building  and 
a  separate  residence  for  nurses. 

^^  One  of  the  difficulties  in  maintaining  hospitals  in  the  pro- 
vince has  been  the  retention  of  qualified  nurses  on  the  hospital 
staff,  owing  to  the  absence  of  suitable  facilities  for  recreation  in 
off-duty  hours.  The  practice  adopted  in  the  past  of  accommo- 
dating the  nursing  staff  in  the  basement  or  attic  of  the  hospital, 
has  been  largely  responsible  for  .the  difficulty  in  retaining  their 
services,  and  provision  is  accordingly  made  for  a  separate 
residence  for  the  matron  and  nurses. 

'^  Detailed"  information  is  also  supplied  to  hospital  boards  on 
the  subject  of  orientation  of  buildings,  air  space  and  ventilation 
necessary  in  wards,  accommodation  of  the  main  hospital  build- 
ing, isolation  hospital  and  nurses'  residence,  and  the  hospital 
equipment.  The  plans  and  specifications  are  subject  to  the 
closest  examination,  and  the  general  intention  is  that  when  the 
new  hospitals  are  completed  the  rural  ratepayers  who  have 
furnished  the  money  to  construct  them  will  have  an  institution, 
the  site,  construction,  accommodation  and  equipment  of  which 
will  be  a  continual  source  of  pride  to  them. 

'^  It  may  be  interesting  to  conclude  with  an  example  showing 
the  financial  aspect  of  the  Union  Hospital  scheme  in  detail,  as 
it  is  explained  by  the  Bureau  of  Public  Health  to  the  rate- 
payers, previous  to  the  vote  being  taken.  Let  us  assume  that 
the  Union  Hospital  district  under  consideration  embraces  three 
rural  municipalities,  a  town  and  a  village.  The  population  of 
each  rural  municipality  is,  say,  1,500;  that  of  the  town,  1,200; 
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and  the  village  300 ;  or  a  total  popjilation  in  the  district  of 
6,000.  Hospital  accommodation  is  recommended  on  a  basis  of 
one  bed  per  300  of  population,  so  that  the  district  under  con- 
sideration would  require  a  twenty-bed  hospital.  The  cost  of 
site,  construction  and  equipment  of  such  a  building  is  to-day 
-about  $50,000.00.  The  principal  and  interest  on  the  deben- 
tures for  this  sum  can  be  met  by  paying  twenty  annual  instal- 
ments (on  the  annuity  plan  at  seven  per  cent,  interest)  of 
$4,720.00.  The  total  assessment  of  the  proposed  district  is 
$6,000,000.00.  An  annual  levy  of  0.79  mill  on  the  dollar  will 
therefore  provide  the  necessary  annual  payment  of  $4,720.00  on 
che  capital  cost  of  the  hospital.  Putting  this  another  way,  and 
averaging  the  value  of  the  land  at  $15.00  an  acre,  the  hospital 
can  be  built  and  equipped  for  a  taxation  of  1.18  cents  per  acre, 
or  $1.88  per  quarter  section  of  160  acres,  fhe  annual  main- 
tenance charges  are  estimated  from  statistics  received  from  the 
various  hospitals  in  the  province.  Taking  the  outside  figure  of 
$3.00  per  da}^  as  the  cost  of  maintaining  a  patient  in  hospital, 
there  may  be  deducted  from  this  the  government  grant  of  50c.per 
patient  per  day,  or  a  net  cost  to  the  hospital  board  of  $2.50 
per  patient  per  day  for  food,  nursing,  light,  water,  heat,  etc. 
The  number  of  patients  admitted  to  hospital  from  the  average 
municipality  is  estimated  at  seventy-five,  and  the  average  length 
of  stay  in  hospital  per  patient  is  fourteen  days.  The  total 
annual  cost  of  caring  for  patients  at  the  hospital  will  therefore 
be  3x75xl4x$2.50,  or  $7,875.00.  An  annual  levy  of  1.31  mill 
on  the  dollar  will  furnish  this  sum  of  $7,87^.00.  This  is 
equivalent  to  1.9  cents  per  acre,  or  $3.12  per  quarter  section. 
The  hospital  board  is  advised,  however,  to  arrange  with  the 
eouncils  of  the  towns  and  villages  for  a  fixed  daily  charge  to  be 
made  to  patients  from  the  urban  centres,  in  lieu  of  a  general 
levy  on  the  town  and  village  ratepayers  for  hospital  mainten- 
ance. The  urban  ratepayers  may  prefer  such  an  arrangement, 
as  owing  to  the  small  assessment  of  the  town  and  village  in 
relation  to  population  the  levy  for  maintenance  might  be  exces- 
sive. Adding  the  capital  and  maintenance  costs  we  have  a 
total  rate  of  2.10  mills  for  building,  equipment  and  maintaining 
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the  hospital,  or  a  total  cost  per  quarter  section,  if  land  is  valued 
at  $15.00  per  acre,  of  $5.00. 

^^  In  1915,  twenty-eight  hospitals  with  a  total  of  1,333  beds 
treated  13,335  patients,  1,296  of  whom  were  maternity  cases. 
In  1916,  twenty-eight  hospitals  with  a  total  of  1,438  heds 
treated  18,043  patients,  of  whom  1,686  were  maternity  cases. 
In  1917,  thirty-four  hospitals  with  a  total  of  1,680  beds  treated 
23,098  patients,  of  whom  2,451  were  maternity  cases.  In  1918, 
thirty-six  hospitals  treated  29,664  patients,  2,700  of  whom  were 
maternity  cases.  It  will  thus  be  seen  that  almost  double  the 
number  of  patients  received  hospital  treatment  in  1917  as  com- 
pared with  1915,  and  double  the  number  of  maternity  cases 
were  cared  for  in  hospital  in  1917,  as  compared  with  1915.  Of 
the  total  number  of  patients  for  the  province  in  1915,  one  out  of 
every  thirteen  had  hospital  care.  In  1916,  one  out  of  every 
eleven  had  hospital  care;  and  in  1917,  one  out  of  every  eight 
had  hospital  care.  At  present  there  is  in  Saskatchewan 
approximately  one  hospital  bed  for  every  400  of  its  population. 
For  1918,  the  average  cost  for  maintenance  was  $2.65.  For 
1919,  the  average  cost  in  the  eight  city  hospitals  per  patient  was 
$2.99  per  day.  This_ hospital  accommodation  does  not. include 
the  bed  accommodation  in  the  Provincial  Sanatorium  ;for  the 
Treatment  of  Tuberculosis,  which  has  a  capacity  of  300  beds 
and  has  been  erected  and  equipped  at  a  cost  of  nearly 
$500,000.00.^' 

In  reply  to  questions,  the  speaker  informed  the  conference : 

"  That  the  Hospital  Association  in  the  Province  of  Saskat- 
chewan was  organized  last  year,  having  for  its  object  the  helping 
of  hospital  work.  The  association  is  composed  of  those  directly 
interested  in  the  hospital  work,  and  doing  what  they  can  to 
improve  hospital  conditions  in  the  province. 

"  The  Municipal  Act  provides  that  the  municipality  shall 
pay  for  the  hospital  care  and  treatment  of  anyone  unable  to  do 
so  coming  in  from  municipalities  to  the  city  hospitals,  the  hos- 
pital to  notify  the  municipality  that  the  hospital  will  expect 
payment  for  any  such  case,  and  accounts  to  be  sent  in  within 
thirty  days  after  the  patient  has  left  the  hospital.  For  all  cases 
not  emergency  cases,  arrangements  are  to  be  made  before  the 
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patient  is  admitted.  The  ratio  of  population  in  Saskatchewan 
is  one  hospital  bed  to  every  400.  Saskatchewan  is  insisting 
upon  better  work  being  done  in  the  hospitals,  and  the  directors 
in  the  smaller  hospitals  are  taking  a  very  active  interest  in 
both  the  medical  and  the  surgical  work  that  is  being  done.  The 
medical  man  or  surgeon  is  not  the  final  authority  in  the  hospital. 
The  directors  or  board  of  management  of  the  hospital  are  above 
them,  and  it  is  to  this  body  that  the  physicians  and  surgeons 
must  give  account.  The  directors,  therefore,  are  really  respon- 
sible for  the  medical  and  surgical  work,  and  if  they  allow  a  man 
who  has  not  fitted  himself  to  do  major  surgical  work,  they  (the 
directors)  are  responsible." 

Dr.  G.  E.  PETERsoisr^  of  Saskatoon,  spoke  for    the   Saskatoon 
Hospital: 

'^  I  may  say  that  we  have  had  a  $275,000.00  wing  added  to 
our  hospital,  and  this  will  accommodate  rural  patients.  Noth- 
ing has  been  done  towards  standardization  by  either  of  the  two 
Saskatoon  hospitals  yet,  but  no  doubt  active  steps  will  be  taken." 

Dpw.  O.  E.  Eotiiwell^  of  Regina : 

'^  I  think  that  members  of  the  medical  profession  and  the 
hospital  directorate  should  deal  jointly  with  matters  pertaining 
to  the  hospital  as  regards  organization  and  standardization. 
There  are  many  problems  confronting  us,  such  as  the  dearth  of 
nurses  and  probationers,  and  the  question  of  finances.  The 
latter  problem  should  be  solved  by  the  people  themselves  and  not 
through  the  method  of  raising  the  patients'  fees.  A  larger  daily 
grant  should  be  given  by  the  cities,  and  additional  government 
grants  should  be  forthcoming  to  relieve  any  financial  difiiculty, 
so  as  to  make  our  hospitals  more  efiicient." 

Dr.  Fyshe  was  not  present  to  report  for  Alberta,  and  several 
present  made  remarks. 

De.  a.  E.  Archer,  of  Lamont,  Alberta,  Vice-President  of  the 
Alberta  Hospital  Association: 

"  We  have  a  Hospital  Association  in  our  province  which 
has  been  recently  formed,  and  I  expect    that   great   value   in 
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stimulating  hospital  interest  will  arise  therefrom.  We  have 
undertaken  considerable  work  with  a  view  to  hospital  standard- 
ization in  our  institutions,  and  an  effort  is  being  made  to 
accomplish  in  Alberta  what  has  been  done  so  successfully  in 
Saskatchewan.  The  policy  adopted  by  the  Department  of 
Health  was  that  the  power  to  say  what  territory  should  make  up 
a  municipal  hospital  district  remained  with  the  Government 
and  not  the  municipalities.  The  assistance  of  the  Government 
in  the  past  proved  very  inadequate,  but  recent  legislation  will 
remove  considerable  of  the  financial  difficulty.  One  clause  in 
the  Act  which  causes  considerable  trouble  fails  to  determine 
what  constitutes  indigency — when  a  patient  from  one  munici- 
pality had  been  treated  in  the  hospital  and  should  claim  to  be 
indigent,  resulting  in  great  difficulty  collecting  from  the  munici- 
pality concerned." 

Dr.  J.  W.  Warren  reported  for  the  Calgary  General  Hospital : 

"  The  Calgary  General  Hospital  is  now  a  municipal  institu- 
tion and  is  managed  by  the  Hospital  Commissioners.  This 
change  took  place  last  May.  We  are  w^orking  along  the  same 
lines  as  the  Holy  Cross  Hospital  in  following  the  minimum 
standard  as  laid  down  by  the  American  College  of  Surgeons  and 
the  dealing  with  fee-splitting  and  other  problems." 

Dr.  J.  S.  MacEachern  reported  for  the  Holy  Cross  Hospital : 

^'  Every  case  admitted  to  the  hospital  must  have  a  Case 
Record  prepared  within  forty-eight  hours  and,  like  the  Calgary 
General  Hospital,  we  are  both  working  towards  hospital  stan- 
dardization as  conscientiously  as  we  can.  During  the  past  year 
encouraging  progress  has  been  made." 

Dr.  M.  T.  MacEachern^  of  Vancouver,  reported  for   British 
Columbia : 

"  The  British  Columbia  Hospital  Association  is  now  two 
years  old,  and  was  commenced  originally  through  the  efforts  of 
the  hospital  of  which  I  am  superintendent.  Interesting  annual 
conventions  are  held,  usually  of  three  days'  duration,  and  with  a 
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very  interesting  programme.     The  objects  of  our  Association 
are: — 

^\(i)  To  serve  as  a  means  of  intercommunication  and  co- 
operation between  the  hospitals  in  British  Columbia ; 

^'(h)  To  establish,  maintain  and  improve  standards  of  hos- 
pital work; 

^'(c)  To  promote  the  efficiency  of  all  hospitals  in  the  Pro- 
vince ; 

^'(d)  To  stimulate  intensive  and  extensive  hospital  develop- 
ment; 

"(e)    To  make  all  hospitals  of  more  community  service. 

''  These  are  earnestly  lived  up  to. 

"'  There  are  about  ninety-five  hospitals  in  British  Columbia, 
inclusive  of  public,  private,  special  and  denominational,  afford- 
ing approximately  3,000  beds.  Sixty-four  or  sixty-five  of  these 
receive  municipal  and  provincial  aid.  The  municipal  aid  may 
be  either  administered  through  a  per  diem  allowance  or  a  yearly 
grant,  whereas  the  provincial  aid  is  on  a  per  diem  allowance 
arranged  according  to  a  sliding  scale  as  to  number  of  days' 
treatment.  The  more  days  the  less  per  diem  rate.  All  in- 
stitutions over  10,000  hospital  days  a  year  get  45c.  per  day  for 
each  patient  in  the  institution.  In  the  Vancouver  General 
Hospital,  for  instance,  we  get  60c.  per  day  from  the  City  of 
Vancouver  and  45c.  per  day  from  the  province  for  each  patient 
in  our  institution.  All  hospitals  have  their  troubles,  but  they 
are  mostly  financial.  Our  Hospital  Association  is  promoting 
greater  team  work  amongst  our  institutions  in  the  province,  as 
well  as  "Stimulating  greater  efficiency,  and  finally,  has  become  an 
influential  body  in  guiding  and  moulding  the  hospital  policy  of 
our  province. 

"  In  British  Columbia  the  .Government,  at  its  last  session, 
enacted  three  Acts  as  follows: — 

"(1)  The  Municipal  Act  providing  that  when  any  outside 
case  is  admitted  to  the  Hospital  from  a  municipality 
which  is  organized   and  the  patient  cannot  pay,   the 
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municipality  from  which  he  comes  will  have  to  pay 
$2.50  per  day.      (This  Act  is  in  operation.) 

"(2)  The  Government  has  given  the  municipality  power  to 
add  ten  per  cent,  to  the  Amusement  Tax — for  hospital 
and  educational  purposes.  (This  amounts  to  a  large 
sum  in  Vancouver.) 

"(3)  The  Government  has  also  given  the  municipality 
power  to  put  on  a  Service  Tax  of  $5.00  per  head,  for 
hospital  and  educational  purposes. 

^^  In  conclusion,  let  me  recommend  very  strongly  that  all 
provinces  throughout  Canada  inaugurate  Hospital  Associations 
of  this  nature,  these  in  turn  to  be  affiliated  with  the  Canadian 
Hospital  Association,  and  that  if  this  meeting  proves  a  success 
the  proposal  of  a  Western  Canada  Hospital  Association  being 
formed,  comprising  the  four  provinces,  should  be  considered. 
Through  such  an  organization  we  could  establish  and  stabilize  a 
better  hospital  policy  and  promote  standardization." 


KITCHENER  EXPECTED  TO  TAKE  OVER 
HOSPITAL 


Mayor  Edei^^  was  recently  notified  by  the  Military  Hospitals 
Commission  that  the  city  will  be  expected  to  take  over  the  Free- 
port  Military  Hospital  by  December  1st  next. 

The  institution  was  fitted  up  early  in  the  war  as  a  tuber- 
culosis hospital  by  the  city,  but  during  the  second  year  of  the 
war  it  was  turned  over  to  the  Government  authorities  for  the 
accommodation  of  tubercular  patients  returning  from  the  war. 
The  accommodation  was  considerably  increased,  and  during  the 
past  year  between  fifty  and  sixty  returned  men  have  been  cared 
for  there.  It  is  proposed  by  the  Military  Commission  to  re- 
move the  soldiers  to  some  of  the  larger  and  permanent  hospitals 
in  the  Province. 

Mayor  Eden  is  of  the  opinion  that  after  the  institution  is 
taken  over  by  the  city  it  should  be  turned  into  an  Isolation 
Hospital  for  the  county.  Since  the  Government  took  it  over 
about  $70,000  has  been  expended  in  improvements. 
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Canadian  Hospitals 


GRADUATING  EXERCISES  HELD  IN  WOMEN'S 
COLLEGE  HOSPITAL,  TORONTO 


"  A  HOSPITAL  is  not  onlj  bricks  and  mortar  and  operating  room 
and  wards.  The  great  thing,  the  valuable  thing,  is  the  spirit 
in  which  the  work  is  carried  on,  and  that  depends  on  the  staff, 
nurses,  doctors  and  all  connected  with  it.  If  they  are  right,  the 
spirit  will  be  right,  and  we  know  that  it  is  so  in  the  Women's 
College  Hospital,"  said  Dr.  B.  P.  Watson,  addressing  this  year's 
graduates  of  the  Women's  College  Hospital  at  the  third  graduat- 
ing exercises,  held  in  the  West  End  Y.M.C.A.  on  June  22nd. 
As  for  equipment,  Dr.  Watson  said,  the  Women's  College  Hos- 
pital ranks  very  high,  and  the  training  given  the  nurses  is  such 
that  they  will  never  have  occasion  to  be  ashamed,  but,  on  the 
contrary,  they  Avill  always  be  proud  of  their  hospital.  Under 
such  training  accuracy  is  emphasized  and  nothing  slipshod  al- 
lowed,, and  a  sort  of  second  conscience  is  thus  developed  which 
makes  a  good  nurse  and  stands  for  good  work  wherever  she  may 
go.  Dr.  Watson  urged  the  continuance  of  study.  Medical 
science  is  a  progressive  science  in  which  one  must  be  learning 
all  the  time.  Mrs.  A.  0.  Eutherford,  President  of  the  Hospital 
Board,  who  presided,  said  "  the  little  hospital  which  began  so 
many  years  ago  as  a  dispensary  has  proved  its  use  in  the  City  of 
T'oronto."  The  hospital  had  doubled  in  five  years,  she  said,  and 
prophesied  a  similar  growth  in  years  to  come.  Mrs.  H.  M. 
Bowman,  the  superintendent  of  the  hospital,  told  of  fourteen

The  law  now  requires  that  one-third  of  the  total  vote,  which 
was  738  votes,  must  be  cast  for  a  hospital  by-law  to  carry  it, 
while  the  vote  was  512  for  and  127  against,  with  the  work  partly 
completed.  It  now  looks  as  if  the  money  will  have  to  be  raised 
some  other  way  and  the  job  finished.

DIRECT  HEALTH   COURSE 


Miss  E.  Kathleen  Russell^  of  the  City  Health  Department, 
Toronto,  has  been  appointed  to  the  newly-created  position  of 
Director  of  the  Public  Health  course  at  the  University  of 
Toronto.  After  an  extensive  vacation,  Miss  Russell  will  take 
up  her  new  duties  in  the  autumn. 

A  Nova  Scotian  by  birth,  Miss  Russell  is  a  graduate  of 
King's  College,  Windsor,  and  later  of  the  Toronto  General 
Hospital,  with  a  post  graduate  course  in  Social  Service  at  the 
University  of  Toronto.  She  has  been  attached  to  the  City 
Health  Department  for  the  past  year. 

To  supplement  the  nurses  for  whom  the  Provincial  Depart- 
ment of  Health  has  arranged  a  special  short  course,  preparatory 
to  their  being  sent  out  to  the  various  health  centres  in  the 
Province  for  survey  and  demonstration  ^vork,  the  Ontario  Red 
Cross  has  enrolled  eight  graduate  nurses,  who  wdll  take  a 
duplicate  course  and  will  also  be  sent  out  by  the  Provincial 
Health  Department  to  assist  in  the  work  undertaken.

EDITH  CAVELL  MEMORIAL 


A  CHEQUE  for  $1,000  has  just  been  sent  by  the  Provincial 
Government  to  the  committee  in  charge  of  the  Edith  Cavell  and 
Military  Nurses  Bronze  Memorial  Fund.  This  memorial, 
which  is  to  be  placed  at  the  north-west  corner  of  the  General 
Hospital  grounds,  will  consist  of  a  triple  granite  arch,  the  cen- 
tral panel  being  a  bronze  relief,  while  the  side  points  will  bear 
the  names  of  forty-six  Canadian  nurses  who  lost  their  lives  over- 
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seas.     The  model,  which  is  the  work  of  Miss  Florence  Wylie, 
the  sculptor,  is  almost  ready  for  casting. 

This  tribute  to  the  heroism  of  our  Canadian  women  is  to  be 
fourteen  feet  long  and  eleven  fe.et  high. 


WOMEN    NOW    ELIGIBLE    FOR    VICTORIA 

CROSS 


By  a  Koval  decree  published  on  June  18th,  women  will  in  the 
future  be  eligible  for  the  Victoria  Cross.  The  decree  provides 
that  matrons,  sisters,  nurses  and  the  staff  of  nursing  services 
and  other  services  pertaining  to  hospitals  and  nursing,  and 
civilians  of  either  sex  serving  regularly  or  temporarily  under 
the  orders,  direction  or  supervision  of  the  British  forces,  shall 
be  eligible  for  the  decoration  of  the  cross.

On  rose  day^  June  iTth,  almost  sixteen  thousand  dollars  were 
collected  in  the  streets  of  Toronto  for  the  different  hospitals 
throughout  the  city.

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Obituary 

THE  LATE  SIR  HENRY  BURDETT 


The  death  of  Sir  Henry  Burdett  on  the  29th  ult.,  in  his 
seventy-fourth  year,  has  removed  a  remarkable  personality  from 
the  hospital  worlH.  In  his  special  sphere  of  activity  his  reputa- 
tion was  world-wide.  It  brought  him  into  close  contact  with  the 
royal  families  of  this  and  other  countries,  as  well  as  with  distin- 
guished persons  in  all  grades  of  social  and  business  lifie,  who 
encouraged  and  supported  him  in  his  great  undertakings,  the 
eventual  success  of  which  now  remain  as  memorials  of  his 
energy,  enterprise  and  laudable  ambition.  The  writer  became 
acquainted  with  him  in  1878,  while  holding  a  resident  appoint- 
ment at  the  Seamen's  Hospital,  Greenwich,  where  Sir  Henry 
Burdett  was  the  secretary.  In  these  early  days  his  great  avidity 
for  work  was  a  marked  feature  of  his  life.  He  seemed  always 
to  be  planning  schemes  for  improvement  in  hospital  adminis- 
tration. He  became  the  guide,  and  practically  the  chief,  of  his 
committee,  and  a  natural  confidence  in  himself  made  responsi- 
bilities to  rest  lightly  upon  him.  Under  his  guidance  the 
smooth  working  of  the  institution  was  never  subject  to  interrup- 
tion. There  was  a  firmness  in  his  administration  which, 
however,  was  never  felt.  As  an  official  in  authority  he  acquired 
the  confidence  of  those  over  whom  he  ruled ;  of  criticism  of  him 
as  secretary  there  was  none.  In  those  early  days  his  personality 
was  marked  by  a  natural  geniality  and  friendliness ;  his  buoy- 
ancy of  spirit  was  infective.  Life  with  him  seemed  to  be  the 
embodiment  of  happiness.  While  vigorous  in  work,  he  displayed 
the  same  vigor  in  play — at  the  times  he  allowed  himself  recrea- 
tion. Incidentally,  he  sang  vigorously  in  the  hospital  chapel  at 
the  Sunday  morning  services ;  but  it  was  noticeable  that  his  so- 
norous tones  did  not  correspond  with  those  of  the  music.  Every 
young  resident  during  Sir  Henry  Burdett's  secretaryship  must 
have  come  to  regard  him  as  a  friend  with  whom  it  was  a 
pleasure  to  be  associated. 
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Imperial  Fire  Extinguishers 

Xo  hospital  superintendent  questions  for  one  moment  tiie  abso- 
lute necessity  of  a  hospital  being  protected  in  every  way  from 
fire.  During  the  past  few  years,  fires  with  accompanying  loss 
of  life  have  occurred  in  hospitals  here  and  there  in  Canada  and 
which  loss  of  life  might  have  been  avoided  had  the  institution 
been  protected  more  effectively  by  the  installation  of  fire  ex- 
tinguishers. The  attention  of  hospital  superintendents  is  called 
to  the  ''  Imperial "  fire  extinguisher,  manufactured  by  the 
Booth  Coulter  Co.,  Toronto.  This  equipment  can  be  operated 
by  anyone,  as  all  that  has  to  be  done  is  to  tu7ii  it  upside  'down 
and  it  is  at  work  immediately.  They  are  quite  inexpensive  and 
should  be  installed  in  every  floor  of  an  institution.  ]^y  so  doing 
a  fire  can  be  extinguished  before  it  gets  a  start  and  long  before 
the  fire  brigade  is  on  hand.  Such  an  apparatus  is  infinitely 
preferable  to  a  fire  pail  which  at  the  best  can  only  be  handled  by 
a  strong  man.  


Dickens  was  a  Smoker 

The  present  revival  of  interest  in  the  history  and  writings  of 
Charles  Dickens,  is  attributed  to  the  fact  that  this  year  marks 
the  fiftieth  anniversary  of  his  death,  which  occurred  on  the  9  th 
of  June,  1870.  ,An  admirer  of  the  famous  English  novelist 
points  out  that  it  is  aot  generally  known  that  Dickens  was  fond 
of  his  cigarette.  ''  The  fact  has  been  unearthed,"  he  says,  ''  that 
the  great  author  was  a  devotee  of  the  little  nicotian  goddess." 
For  brain-workers,  the  cio'arette  is  a  true  friend  in  need. 


The  Use  of  Certified  Milk 

TriE  theory  of  pasteurization  is  sound  in  that  it  certainly  ster- 
ilizes the  milk.  It  has  been  claimed  by  some  schools,  however, 
that  certain  organic  changes  in  the  milk  take  place  under  pas- 
teurization which  makes  it  less  desirable  with  certain  patients, 
from  a  digestive  standpoint,  than  absolutely  and  natively  pure 
unpasteurized  milk. 

The  City  Dairy  is  naturally  one  of  the  foremost  proponents

HOSPITAL  ECONOMY 


It  is  good  hospital  economy  to  have  plenty  of  hos- 
pital grounds,  beautifully  landscaped;  abundance 
of  sunlight,  and  oceans  of  the  purest  air,  with  the 
greatest  amount  of  quietude  of  environment.  It  is 
good  economy  to  have  plenty  of  room  for  patients, 
and  plenty  of  room  in  which  to  work;  to  have 
kitchens  and  laundries,  and  utility  rooms,  ample, 
airy  and  sunny. 

Wards,  with  their  many  accessory  rooms  (serv- 
ing pantries,  sink-rooms,  bathrooms,  linen  closets, 
appliance  rooms,  small  laboratories,  and  toilets), 
ought  to  be  so  arranged  as  to  be  convenient  for 
nurses,  doctors  and  workers  generally — thus  econo- 
mizing energy  by  saving  steps. 

A  thousand  and  one  devices  make  for  economy 
in  hospital  management  and  ward  administration, 
e.g.,  plenty  of  telephone  and  signal  accommodation ; 
lots  of  dishes,  utensils  (preferably  aluminum),  and 
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instruments,  elevators  and  dumb  waiters,  properly 
placed  and  constructed;  convenient  arrangement  of 
kitchen  furniture  and  devices,  of  service  room  fix- 
tures, and  laboratory  furnishings;  durable  material 
in  floors  and  in  walls;  high  quality  of  paint  and 
finish;  large  window  panes,  glass  door-knobs — all 
are  examples  of  good,  economical  features  in  con- 
struction. 

Then,  of  course,  there  comes  in  the  care  of  things. 
Some  one  ought  to  be  responsible  for  seeing  that 
nothing,  if  possible,  is  lost  or  stolen ;  that  everything, 
when  not  in  use,  is  kept  in  a  proper  place;  that 
broken  or  missing  articles  are  immediately  replaced ; 
that  workers  are  taught  how  to  use  delicate  instru- 
ments of  precision.  Careful  inventories  should  be 
frequently  and  regularly  made.  Torn  clothing  or 
linen  should  be  mended  at  once.  Rubber  goods  need 
especial  care.  Economy  in  the  use  of  food  can  be 
governed  by  seeing  that  so  much  per  day  per  patient 
is  allowed — as  is  fair  and  necessary — and  no  more. 
This  can  be  ascertained  by  a  proper  accounting 
system.  Again,  much  economy  can  be  practised  by 
inspecting  waste  and  discarded  articles. 

In  these  days,  when  prices  are  so  high,  the  strict- 
est economy  ought  to  be  observed  in  every  way. 


A   NEW  PLAN 


Employees  in  all  kinds  of  industrial  organizations 
are  receiving  much  more  consideration  than  they 
did  a  decade  or  so  ago;  witness  the  social  service 
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departments,  welfare  bureaus,  educational  depart- 
ments now  associated  with  most  of  the  big  industrial 
plants. 

And  this  is  as  it  should  be. 

Hours  have  been  shortened,  vacations  lengthened, 
wages  during  illness  have  been  paid,  wage-earners' 
homes  have  been  visited  with  a  view  to  rendering 
assistance  needed,  and  laborers  treated  a  little  more 
like  human  beings  than  formerly. 

Hospitals  have  not  been  in  the  van  in  this  move- 
ment— rather  lagged  behind.  It  is  high  time  hos- 
pitals in  general  began  to  consider  this  problem.

HOSPITAL  STANDARDIZATION 


(Continuation  from  August  issue  of  report  of  meeting  held  at  Calgary,  Alta., 

April,  1920.) 


Meeting  called  to  order  bj  the  Chairman. 

The  Chairman  read  a  lengthy  telegram  from  Dr.  Hunter,  of 
Manitoba,  relative  to  rural  hospitals  and  standardization.  Dr. 
Hunter  feared  that  hospital  standardization  would  not  help 
the  small  rural  hospital — which  is  so  essential  in  the  commun- 
ity, and  suggested  considering  them  in  a  class  by  themselves. 
However,  it  was  pointed  out  by  the  Chairman  that  hospital 
standardization  would  help  the  small  rural  hospital,  as  would 
likely  be  shown  this  afternoon  before  the  session  was  over. 

It  will  be  seen  that  the  morning  session  was  merely  ^^pre- 
liminary," with  reports  from  various  provinces  upon  various 
points.  There  was  a  little  discussion,  particularly  upon  the 
question  of  the  splitting  of  fees  amongst  physicians  and  sur- 
geons. This  practice  is  strongly  prohibited  under  the  stand- 
ardization scheme  introduced  by  the  American  College  of  Sur- 
geons, having  for  its  objects  the  elimination  of  incompetent 
surgery  and  for  the  qualified  surgeon  who  performs  the  major 
surgical  work  to  receive  the  fee  to  which  he  is  entitled.  The 
Chairman  of  the  Gait  Hospital  Board  raised  the  question  as  to 
whether  a  man  who  had  been  a  qualified  surgeon  and  was  in- 
capacitated by  his  work,  say  had  lost  an  arm,  was  not  entitled 
to  some  portion  of  fees  from  the  practice  which  he  could  intrc- 
duce,  but  he  was  informed  that,  although  this  would  be  an  un- 
fortunate case,  such  a  man  was  "down  and  out,"  and  being  no 
longer  able  to  perform  the  work,  was  not  entitled  to  receive  pay 
for  it. 

The  afternoon  session  was  confined  to  the  study  of  hospital 
standardization.     A  copy  of  the  minimum  standard  suggested 
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was  presented  to  each  present.  Before  proceeding  to  discuss  this 
clause  by  clause,  Dr.  E.  E.  McKechnie,  F.A.C.S.,  of  Vancouver, 
who  is  also  President  of  the  Canadian  Medical  Association  and 
Chancellor  of  the  University  of  British  Columbia,  will  give  us 
an  address  on  hospital  standardization. 

Dr.  R  E.  McKechnie  said: 

^'We  know  very  well  that  a  number  of  hospitals  are  no  better 
than  boarding  houses.  Their  facilities  are  poor  and  everything 
is  done  in  a  slipshod  way,  and  until  a  few  years  ago  the  only 
hospitals  that  attempted  to  be  modern  were  those  connected  with 
medical  colleges.  The  American  College  of  Surgeons,  in  1913, 
decided  to  commence  a  great  work  in  trying  to  improve  hos- 
pitals. The  first  thing  which  they  did  was  to  make  a  survey  of 
the  hospitals  of  Canada  and  the  United  States,  taking  particu- 
larly those  of  one  hundred  beds  and  over.  It  was  hoped  that  a 
similar  work  could  be  carried  on  as  was  accomplished  in  connec- 
tion with  the  medical  colleges  some  years  ago  when  they  weni 
under  review  by  the  Carnegie  Foundation  Society  in  both  coun- 
tries, and  a  survey  was  made  which  revealed  many  colleges  that 
were  not  even  reaching  a  reasonable  standard.  These  were  either 
improved  or  ceased  to  exist,  and  the  same  fate  now  hangs  over 
some  of  our  institutions.  Everything  tends  towards  the  public 
paying  for  the  upkeep  of  hospitals,  and  they  will  want  to  know 
that  their  money  is  well  spent,  and  I  do  not  think  any  intelli- 
gent community  will  object  to  pay  for  good  work.  Public  opin- 
ion, indeed,  will  demand  sooner  or  later  that  our  institutions 
produce  the  highest  standard  of  efficiency,  and  I  am  glad  that  we 
are  analyzing  our  conditions  to  see  if  we  are  living  up  to  this 
required  standard. 

"This  great  movement  is  now  being  carried  on  by  the  Am- 
erican College  of  Surgeons,  a  group  of  men  from  Canada  and 
the  United  States,  banded  together  to  promote  the  highest  ideals 
and  ethics  in  the  practice  of  their  profession.  They  have  real- 
ized that  the  hospitals  are  the  work-shops  or  laboratories  for 
l!he  profession  and  in  many  cases  are  not  producing  the  re- 
sults that  their  ideals  or  standards  demand.  Like  good  fellows 
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they  have  also  helped  to  finance  the  movement.  Two  surveys 
have  been  completed — the  first  in  1917,  bringing  a  great  deal  of 
information  and  data  from  which  a  practical  standard  has  been 
evolved.  In  the  first  Survey  671  hospitals  having  one  hundred 
beds  or  more  were  examined,  and  there  were  only  89  of  those 
which  could  measure  up  to  the  minimum  standard  requirement. 
Under  the  stimulus  of  criticism  from  the  profession  and  the 
public,  there  was  brought  to  bear  pressure  on  these  hospitals, 
and  at  the  end  of  the  second  inspection  or  survey,  in  place  of  89 
who  qualified  or  measured  up  to  the  minimum  standard,  198  had 
done  so.  Finally,  at  the  end  of  the  third  survey,  which  will  be 
this  year,  it  is  hoped  that  400  at  least  will  have  reached  it. 

"What  are  hospitals  for?  Are  they  places  for  doctors  to 
send  patients  in  for  the  convenience  of  the  doctors  ?  Are  they 
for  the  convenience  of  the  patient  or  the  convenience  of  the 
general  public  ?  Are  the  patients  merely  incidental  ?  The  an- 
swer may  be  summed  up  in  a  few  words,  and  in  a  thought  we 
must  always  keep  before  us:  'The  patient  is  the  unit  of  con- 
sideration at  all  times,  and  the  success  or  efficiency  of  your 
hospital  will  be  measured  in  the  quality  of  service  rendered 
and  the  product  which  is  the  end  result  in  your  patient.'  The 
public  need  enlightenment  along  these  lines  so  as  to  demand 
such  proper  conditions  as  are  safe  and  good  for  the  patient  and 
we  are  coming  to  that  stage  when  the  public  have  to  take  more 
interest  in  the  hospitals  and  patients,  as  they  are  usually  pay- 
ing the  bills  and  it  is  a  practical  work  for  them  to  do.  Naturally 
they  will  want  to  know  if  they  are  getting  full  value  for  the 
money  they  are  spending.  Many  a  hospital  is  being  run  in  such 
a  way  that  I  do  not  blame  the  public  if  they  grudge  the  money 
that  is  being  spent  on  it.  'No  intelligent  community  will  re- 
fuse to  support  the  hospital  which  is  doing  good  work.  A  large 
number  of  hospitals  have  been  doing  first-class  work,  meeting 
their  full  responsibility  in  respect  to  looking  after  the  sufl^erers, 
and  these  institutions  are  going  to  secure  public  support.  Our 
educational  propaganda  will  do  great  work  in  helping  such  a 
condition,  and  it  is  just  as  essential  that  the  hospitals,  the  various 
members  of  the  staff  and  the  patients  themselves,  use  prop- 
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aganda  on  the  public  to  educate  them  up  in  their  duty  towards 
the  hospitals,  and  it  is  just  as  important  that  the  public  should 
bring  this  influence  to  bear  on  the  hospital  authorities  and  the 
doctors  attending  the  various  hospitals  and  make  them  do  their 
work  properly. 

^'We  hear  to-day  a  great  deal  about  ^group  medicine,'  and  I 
am  a  firm  believer  in  it.  This  group  I  refer  to  would  include  all 
the  doctors  in  the  community  attending  the  various  hospitals. 
My  interpretation  is  that  of  having  the  fullest  facilities  at  the 
disposal  of  every  doctor  in  the  community  where  he  can  do 
full  justice  to  the  patients  he  is  looking  after.  At  one  time  there 
was  a  real  necessity  for  small  groups  of  men,  but  that  group 
was  the  smallest  and  most  selfish  aspect.  What  we  want  is  a 
scheme  whereby  every  medical  man  in  the  profession  has  just 
as  much  benefit  from  expert  opinion  and  advice  as  any  member 
in  that  group  would  have.  This  can  be  accomplished  in  a 
hospital  properly  equipped  with  all  the  necessary  diagnostic  and 
treatment  facilities,  such  as  X-Ray,  laboratories  of  all  kinds,  etc.. 
all  of  which  are  necessary  in  a  well  regulated  hospital.  The  doc- 
tors can  send  their  patients  in  and  take  advantage  of  these  facili- 
ties, and  thus  the  physician  or  surgeon  can  work  up  his  cases  to 
the  maximum  and  do  full  justice  to  them.  Thus  the  humblest 
member  of  our  profession — the  young  man  just  from  college — 
can  have  full  benefit.  That  is  what  standardization  of  hospitals 
will  lead  you  to.  It  will  lead  you  to  group  medicine  centered 
around  well-equipped  hospitals  all  over  the  country  where  the 
whole  community  is  going  to  be  benefited  by  service  spreading 
out  from  the  centre  to  all  the  medical  men  round  about.  To-day 
there  is  no  room  for  private  clinics  in  British  Columbia.  Every 
man  in  the  City  of  Vancouver  has  the  advantas^e  of  the  mag- 
nificent equipment  of  the  General  Hospital,  and  through  such 
arrangement  the  general  standard  and  calibre  of  our  medical 
profession  is  raised. 

^^Coming  now  to  the  question  of  the  practice  of  the  divi- 
sion of  fees  or  fee-splitting,  I  may  say  that  I  do  not  think  there 
is  much  being  done  in  our  provinces.  Our  profession  is  above 
this,  T  hope.   Our  friend  from  Lethbridge  raised  a  question  this 
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morning  which  I  hardly  think  was  sufficiently  answered — when 
he  quoted  the  case  of  an  eminent  one-armed  surgeon  called  in  to 
the  operation  to  stand  by.  That  eminent  one-armed  man  was 
entitled  in  the  instance  related  to  a  fee  exactly  commensurate 
with  the  value  of  the  service  he  rendered,  and  he  was  quite  en- 
titled to  receive  a  fee  for  that.  He  was  not  entitled  to  any  re- 
compense for  having  lost  his  arm  or  having  been  deprived  from 
earning  a  larger  fee  at  this  particular  operation  by  not  being 
able  to  do  it.  He  is  entitled  to  a  just  recompense  for  his  remain- 
ing powers.  Supposing  an  eminent  violinist  lost  one  arm  and 
he  toured  the  country  with  another  violinist,  giving  him  ad- 
vice all  through  the  concert — how  much  should  that  consulting 
violinist  get  for  this  work  ?  The  real  work  is  being  done  by  the 
violinist  who  is  doing  the  playing.  There  is  no  consultant 
who  can  stand  at  a  surgeon's  elbow  and  direct  him  and  make 
him  do  a  good  operation  if  he  is  a  poor  operator.  You  cannot 
thus  stop  a  man  from  cutting  a  nerve  or  doing  some  irrepar- 
able damage  even  if  you  are  standing  at  his  elbow.  Fee-split- 
ing  was  carried  on  in  the  east  with  Chicago  as  a  centre  at  one 
time  to  such  an  extent  that  dishonor  was  brought  upon  the  med- 
ical profession.  Doctors  from  outside  districts  would  visit  as 
many  Chicago  doctors  as  they  could,  to  see  which  one  would  give 
them  the  biggest  commission,  and  as  a  result  of  this  the  pa- 
tient would  go  to  the  lowest  bidder,  who  is  usually  an  in- 
competent surgeon  or  a  young  fellow  out  of  college.  I  have 
gone  through  the  various  stages  in  regard  to  this  fee-splitting 
business  and  find  it  opens  the  opportunity  to  abuse,  thus  making 
only  one  remedy  for  it,  and  that  is,  complete  abolition  of  it.  You 
may  say  that  the  man  who  has  had  the  previous  care  of  the  pa- 
tient has  perhaps  worked  the  case  up,  has  the  right  to  a  share  in 
the  fee  which  the  surgeon  wins  with  his  operation,  but  he  has 
not.  Each  man  has  an  absolute  right  to  the  money  he  has 
earned,  and  no  more,  and  this  man  has  a  particular  right  to 
put  in  his  own  bill  for  his  services  in  working  the  case  up,  but 
should  not  claim  any  of  the  operator's  fee.  There  is  a  tendency 
towards  charging  excessive  fees,  especially  by  the  younger  prac- 
titioners, but  I  believe  in  a  surgeon  charging  a  reasonable  fee 
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commensurate  with  the  seriousness  and  difficulty  of  the  opera- 
tion, and  also  commensurate  with  the  ability  of  the  patient  to 
pay.  We  must  prevent  immature  surgeons  from  rushing  into 
surgery  and  charging  fabulous  sums,  doing  great  harm  to  our 
profession.  If  the  general  practitioner  had  the  courage  to  de- 
mand what  he  earns,  so  many  men  would  not  go  into  surgery. 
Finally,  let  us  regard  fee-splitting  as  entirely  banished  from  our 
institutions,  and  that  means  that  any  surgeon  doing  work  shall 
be  paid  for  the  work  he  does,  and  any  patient  paying  any  such 
bill  will  know  for  what  reason  he  is  doing  so ;  or,  in  short,  every 
man  is  entitled  to  his  just  fee  and  the  collection  thereof. 

^'In  conclusion,  I  trust  that  this  Conference  will  formulate 
a  definite  policy  along  the  lines  required  and  see  that  such  a 
policy  is  duly  executed  to  the  fullest  extent  in  all  our  institu- 
tions of  this  wonderful  Western  Canada  of  ours." 

In  reply  to  questions,  the  speaker  stated  with  regard  to  the 
payment  of  the  assistant  surgeon  he  may  have  brought  in  the 
case,  under  the  American  College  of  Surgeons'  ruling  each  man 
collects  his  own  fee  and  each  man  runs  his  own  chance. 

In  hospitals  where  no  pathological  expert  exists,  specimens 
could  be  sent  to  the  central  or  divisional  laboratory  in  the  Prov- 
ince of  Alberta;  for  instance,  specimens  may  be  sent  to  the 
University  at  Edmonton,  and  Dr.  Eankin  has  promised  to  do 
pathological  work  there  free  of  charge. 

The  Chairman  now  threw  the  meeting  open  for  discussion, 
and  several  persons  raised  certain  questions  and  spoke  briefly. 

Mayor  W.  D.  L.  Hardie,  of  Lethbridge,  and  President  of  the 
Gait  Hospital  Board,  was  very  much  interested  in  the  paper 
which  had  been  read,  particularly  that  in  regard  to  division 
of  fees,  since  there  seemed  to  be  such  a  number  of  interpre- 
tations of  this  practice.  Explanations  were  given  by  Dr.  R. 
E.  McKechnie  and  others,  and  this  matter  made  very  clear  to 
all.  Drs.  Stephens,  'Gibson,  and  others  also  took  part  in  the 
discussion. 

The  Chairman  remarked  that  he  felt  that  the  splendid 
papers  and  discussion  that  followed  should  not  be  allowed  to  be 
passed  on  unheeded,  and  that  it  would  be  wise  to  have  a  Re- 
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solution  Committee  formed  to  make  note  of  any  resolutions 
which  arose  from  time  to  time  and  formulate  them  into  a  con- 
structive policy.  In  accordance  with  that  he  appointed  the  fol- 
lowing : — 

Dr.  M.  T.  MacEachern,  British  Columbia 

Dr.  L.  S.  Mackid  and  Alderman  McTaggart,  Alberta 

Dr.  G.  R  Peterson,  Saskatchewan 

Dr.  George  Stephens,  Manitoba 
to  act  as  a  Eesolution  Committee  and  report  later  to  the  meeting. 

The  Secretary  now  read  the  minimum  standard  requirement 
as  laid  down  by  the  American  College  of  Surgeons,  and  re- 
commended for  adoption  throughout  Canada  and  the  United 
States.  Clause  by  clause  was  dealt  with  and  discussed  and  fin- 
ally inoved  and  adopted.' 

Clause  1.  That  physicians  and  surgeons  privileged  to  prac- 
tise in  the  hospital  he  organized  as  a  definite  group  or  staff.  Such 
organization  has  nothing  to  do  with  the  question  as  to  whether 
the  hospital  is  ^^open"  or  '^closed,''  nor  need  it  affect  the  various 
existing  types  of  staff  organization.  The  word  ^^stalT"  is  here  de- 
fined as  the  group  of  doctors  who  practise  in  the  hospital, 
inclusive  of  all  groups  such  as  the  ''regular  staff','*  ''the  visiting 
staff''  and  the  ''associate  staff." 

It  was  regularly  moved  and  seconded  that  this  clause  be 
adopted  as  read. 

Clause  2.  That  membership  upon  the  staff  be  restricted  to 
])hysicians  and  surgeons  who  are:  (a)  competent  in  their  re- 
spective fields;  and  (b)  worthy  in  character  and  in  matters  of 
professional  ethics ;  that  in  this  latter  connection  the  practice  of 
the  division  of  fees  under  any  guise  whatever  be  prohibited. 

Considerable  discussion  took  place  on  this  as  to  who  was  to 
judge  whether  the  person  is  competent  or  not  in  their  respective 
fields,  and  as  to  how  it  would  work  in  the  case  of  appointment 
of  a  new  man  to  the  hospital  staif.  It  was  finally  agreed  that 
everything  in  this  connection  was  up  to  the  Board  of  Trustees, 
and  the  following  suggestions  were  made  as  to  the  best  methods 
to  be  followed  by  the  Board : — 
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Firstly — That  there  should  be  held  regularly  each  month 
meetings  at  which  the  medical  work  would  be  reviewed  by  the 
Staff,  and  such  information  prepared  as  was  necessary  for  the 
Board  of  Trustees. 

Secondly — That  a  system  of  Case  Records  be  carefully  kept 
so  that  all  the  work  and  the  results  of  any  doctor  in  the  Hospital 
can  be  readily  known  and  membership  in  the  Hospital  Staff 
based  upon  this. 

Thirdly — That  the  Board  finally,  has  to  take  the  responsi- 
bility, and  the  best  source  for  obtaining  the  evidence  is  probably 
the  Advisory  Medical  Committee  of  the  Hospital. 

Clause  2  was  adopted. 

Clause  3.  That  the  staff  initiate  and,  with  the  approval  of 
the  governing  board  of  the  Hospital,  adopt  rules,  regulations 
and  policies  governing  the  professional  work  of  the  Hospital; 
that  these  rules,  regulations  and  policies  specifically  provide : 

(a)  That  staff  meetings  be  held  at  least  one  each  month.  (In 
large  hospitals  the  departments  may  choose  to  meet  separately.) 

(b)  That  the  staff  review  and  analyze  at  regular  intervals  the 
clinical  experience  of  the  staff  in  the  various  departments  of  the 
hospital,  such  as  medicine,  surgery  and  obstetrics;  the  clinical 
records  of  patients,  free  and  pay,  to  be  the  basis  for  such  re- 
view and  analyses. 

In  connection  with  this  clause  it  was  impressed  that  the  staff 
as  defined  above  has  no  executive  powers,  and  any  rules  they 
make  or  suggest  must  be  submitted  to  the  Board,  this  body 
being  the  final  authority.  The  Board  of  Directors  have  the 
responsibility  of  judging  who  is  competent  and  incompetent, 
but  such  information  can  be  obtained  from  a  Medical  Ad- 
visory Staff.  It  was  stated  that  the  most  satisfactory  method 
appeared  to  be  the  one  recognized  medical  head  in  the  hospital 
subject  to  the  Board,  and  the  need  of  co-operation  between  the 
hospital  staff  of  physicians  and  the  Board  of  Management  was 
greatly  emphasized. 

Clause  3  was  adopted  as  read. 

Clause  4.  That  accurate  and  complete  case  records  be  writ- 
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ten  for  all  patients  and  filed  in  an  accessible  manner  in  the 
Hospital,  a  complete  case  record  being  one,  except  in  an  emer- 
gency, which  includes  the  personal  history ;  the  physical  exam- 
ination, with  clinical,  pathological  and  X-Ray  findings  when  in- 
dicated ;  the  working  diagnosis ;  the  treatment,  medical  and  sur- 
gical; the  medical  progress;  the  condition  on  discharge  with 
final  diagnosis ;  and,  in  case  of  death,  the  autopsy  findings  when 
•available. 

It  was  pointed  out  the  growing  necessity  for  keeping  full 
and  careful  medical  records  of  cases  admitted.  The  Vancouver 
General  Hospital  has  evidently  a  very  elaborate  and  ideal  sys- 
tem of  keeping  records  of  patients.  In  hospitals  where  there  are 
internes  they  could  be  responsible  for  these  records,  but  in  the 
smaller  hospitals  the  Boards  are  obligated  to  the  extent  of  pro- 
viding additional  clerks,  including  those  who  are  capable  of 
taking  dictation  from  doctors,  as  to  findings  in  operations,  etc. 
In  the  Vancouver  General  Hospital  such  clerks  are  employed  in 
the  operating  room  and  in  the  record  office,  and  it  was  estimated 
that  the  cost  was  two  cents  per  day  per  patient  in  that  insti- 
tution for  records  alone.  Such  records  are,  of  course,  strictly 
confidential  and  no  outsider  can  have  access  to  them  without  the 
written  sanction  of  either  the  patient  concerned  or  the  doctor. 

Clause  4  was  adopted  as  read. 
'Clause  5  was  adopted  as  read. 

Clause  5.  That  clinical  laboratory  facilities  be  available  for 
the  study,  diagnoses  and  treatment  of  patients ;  these  facilities 
to  include  at  least  chemical,  bacteriological,  serological,  histo- 
logical, radiographic  iand  fluoroscopic  service  in  charge  of  trained 
technicians. 

General  discussion  then  followed,  and  from  consideration  of 
the  various  clauses  it  was  found  that  there  were  very  few  hos- 
pitals that  could  not  comply  with  such  a  standard.  All  hos- 
pitals, for  instance,  should  have  records.  Dr.  Seymour,  Chair- 
man, contended  that  every  hospital  should  have  an  X-Ray  and 
laboratory  to  do  the  routine  work  at  least,  otherwise  they  were 
not  hospitals   but   mere   rooming  houses.      The   more   difficult 
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laboratory  work,  as  pathology,  could  be  sent  to  the  district  or 
divisional  laboratories,  especially  in  the  Provinces  of  Manitoba, 
Saskatchewan,  Alberta  and  British  Columbia,  where  they  have 
provincial  or  university  laboratories  to  look  after  this  work.  The 
entire  consensus  of  opinion  at  the  conclusion  of  the  discussion 
was  that  the  minimum  standard  was  very  practical  and  should 
bo  accepted  by  all  hospitals.  The  Chairman  even  considered 
that  such  hospitals  as  those  carrying  the  minimum  capacity  of 
twelve  beds  in  his  province,  should  comply  with  all  the  condi- 
tions laid  down,  but  Dr.  MacEachern  explained  that  it  was  not 
the  intention  to  deal  with  the  hospitals  of  less  than  fifty  beds  at 
present  with  regard  to  the  minimum  standard,  but  if  it  could  be 
accomplished  in  any  such  institution,  that  it  was  a  more  ideal 
condition. 

A  motion  was  then  moved,  seconded  and  carried,  that  the 
minimum  standard  as  a  whole  be  adopted. 

The  afternoon  session  came  to  a  close  with  two  resolutions, 
as  follows : — 

Resolution  No.  1  was  presented  by  Dr.  George  Stephens,  of 
Winnipeg,  and  seconded  by  Dr.  A.  E.  Archer,  of  Lamont. 

EE'SOLVED  THAT  this  Conference  of  Western  Hospitals 
of  the  Provinces  of  Manitoba,  Saskatchewan,  Alberta  and  Bri- 
tish Columbia,  now  in  session  in  the  City  of  Calgary,  this  26th 
day  of  April,  1920,  approve  of  the  Minimum  Standard  as  laid 
down  by  the  American  College  of  Surgeons,  and  recommend 
that  it  be  adopted  by  the  Hospitals  and  the  Hospital  Associa- 
tions of  the  four  Western  Provinces. 

The  resolution   was   carried   unanimously. 

Resolution  No.  2  was  moved  by  Dr.  M.  T.  MacEachern,  of 
Vancouver,  and  seconded  by  Dr.  George  Stephens,  of  Winnipeg. 

KESOLVED  THAT  the  Conference  of  W^estern  Hospitals 
of  the  Provinces  of  Manitoba,  Saskatchewan,  Alberta  and  Bri- 
tish Columbia,  now  is  session  in  the  City  of  Calgary,  this  26th 
day  of  April,  1920,  do  hereby  express  our  sincerest  regret  at  the 
untimely  death  of  Hon.  A.  G.  MacKay,  Minister  of  Public 
Health  and  Municipalities  of  the  Province  of  Alberta.       We

realize  that  not  only  the  Province  of  Alberta  but  the  whole  of 
Canada  has  suffered  a  great  loss ;  and 

BE  IT  FURTHER  RESOLVED  THAT  a  copy  of  this  Re- 
solution be  sent  to  the  Premier  of  Alberta. 
The  resolution  was  carried  in  silence. 
The  Conference  then  adjourned  till  8.00  p.m. 


Evening  Session,  8  p.m. 

The  Chairman  called  the  meeting  to  order  and  announced 
that  Ifiss  De  Sachet,  Supervisor  of  Records  in  the  Holy  Cross 
Hospital,  Calgary,  consented  to  give  a  paper  on  the  record  sys- 
tem in  the  Holy  Cross  Hospital. 

In  this  paper  Miss  De  Sachet  set  forth  very  clearly  the 
method  employed  in  the  Holy  Cross  Hospital  of  Calgary.  As 
previously  pointed  out,  this  hospital  has  adopted  a  system  of 
record-keeping  which  is  very  complete  without  being  too  elabor- 
ate. The  nurse  in  charge  of  the  records  attends  to  this  matter 
exclusively.    The  records  consist  of  the  following: — 

L  A  summary  card,  giving  full  particulars  of  the  patient, 
disease,  etc. 

2.  A  certificate,  signed  by  the  patient  relieving  the  Hospital 
from  responsibility  but  at  the  same  time  assuring  the  patient 
that  the  Hospital  authorities  will  do  everything  in  their  power 
to  render  efficient  service. 

3.  The  Case  Record. 

4.  The  progress  notes. 

5.  Operation  record. 

As  the  reader  of  the  paper  pointed  out,  those  in  authority 
in  a  well-organized  institution  cannot  fail  to  recognize  the  value 
of  a  good  system  of  record-keeping  for  the  protection  of  the 
patient  as  well  as  the  hospital.  The  method  devised  in  the 
Holy  Cross  Hospital  enables  the  record-keeping  to  be  done  by 
one  person,  and  this,  it  was  stated,  could  be  taken  care  of  in  any 
hospital  accommodating  from  one  hundred  and  fifty  to  two 
hundred  patients  daily.     At  the  Holy  Cross  Hospital  on  ad- 
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mission  each  patient  is  given  a  number,  which  number,  by 
a  clever  combination  of  letters  and  numerals,  denotes  the  date 
of  admission,  and  this  number  is  the  patient's  distinction  on 
all  of  the  records  kept.  Within  forty-eight  hours  the  doctor 
in  charge  of  the  case  is  required  to  fill  in  the  personal  and 
family  history  of  the  patient,  and  in  seven  days  he  has  to  give 
the  final  diagnosis.  On  discharge  the  final  diagnosis  is  given 
with  complications,  etc.,  and  the  condition  of  the  patient  on  dis- 
charge. On  the  completion  of  all  the  papers  relative  to  the 
case,  they  are  filed  in  a  systematic  cross  index  which  gives  all 
the  information  desired  about  the  patient  for  future  reference. 
This  system  gives  accessible  information  on: — 

First — The  work  of  diiferent  attending  doctors  during  the 
mouth. 

Second — The  diiferent  diseases  with  results. 

Third — The  diiferent  operations  with  results. 

Fourth — Complications. 

Fifth — Infections. 

:Sixth — Deaths  and  causes. 

Seventh — Summary  of  work. 

The  system  certainly  appealed  as  being  suitable  for  hospitals 
and  the  real  secret  of  it  would  appear  to  be  a  competent  per- 
son who  watches  closely  this  phase  of  hospital  life  and  sees 
that  all  information  is  obtained  from  the  physician  and  duly 
recorded. 

Eecords  must  be  produced  on  all  cases  before  operation, 
unless  in  emergency,  and  these  must  be  written  up  within  forty- 
eight  hours.  Daily  rounds  are  made  by  Miss  De  Sachet  to  see 
that  all  the  records  are  attended  to,  and  being  a  nurse  she 
checks  over  the  nurses'  clinical  charts  and  notes.  The  attend- 
ing doctors  at  the  hospital  write  all  the  histories,  and  there 
is  a  monthly  review  of  the  work  with  the  staff,  at  which  meet- 
ing a  summary  of  the  work  and  results  is  produced. 

Considerable  discussion  followed  this  paper,  and  Miss  De 
Sachet  was  highly  complimented  by  several  of  the  speakers. 

The  Chairman  now  called  on  Dr.  M.  T.  McEachern,  of  Van- 
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couver,  to  give  an  address  on  ^^The  Practical  Application  of  Hos- 
pital Standardization  in  an  ^Open^  Hospital."  All  points  in 
this  address  were  clearly  illustrated  by  a  large  series  of  slides. 
The  address  was  as  follows : — 

''You  may  readily  agree  with  me  when  I  tell  you  there 
are  many  difficulties  to  overcome  in  an  'open'  hospital,  particu- 
larly in  connection  with  our  standardization  programme,  but 
these  difficulties  are  surmountable  whether  the  hospital  is  'open' 
or  'closed.'  All  hospitals  have  similar  functions  to  perform, 
namely:  Curative,  preventive,  scientific,  educational,  teach- 
ing and  training.  We  must  always  keep  these  functions  in 
mind  when  administrating  our  institutions.  To-day  in  the  hos- 
pital which  I  represent  we  find  many  difficulties  to  overcome, 
owing  to  natural  circumstances  or  prevailing  conditions, 
namely : — 

1.  Magnitude  of  the  Institution. 

2.  Wide  range  of  clinical  material. 

3.  Rapid  growth  of  the  Hospital. 

4.  The  increased  cost. 

"So  many  of  our  hospitals  to-day  are  financially  embar- 
rassed, and  indeed  you  can  get  money  for  everything  else  readily 
but  for  the  sick  and  for  hospitals.  People  of  this  great  country 
of  ours  must  be  educated  up  to  the  fact  that  the  hospital  is  the 
greatest  economic  asset  in  the  community,  apart  from  it  being 
a  sacred  service  to  humanity.  Let  the  day  soon  come  when 
commercialism,  materialism,  indifference,  apathy  and  every- 
thing else  detrimental  to  our  splendid  institutions,  is  replaced  in 
the  minds  of  our  people  with  the  consciousness  of  the  sacred 
(Juty  and  privilege  to  help  these  institutions  financially  so  as  to 
do  the  very  best  by  those  whom  they  are  treating.  If  our  in- 
stitutions paid  a  dividend  in  'cold  cash'  instead  of  a  dividend 
in  health  restored  human  beings,  how  much  more  popular  they 
would  be.  During  the  greatest  world  war  ever  seen,  our  war 
hospitals  everywhere  were  to  the  last  detail  efficient.  That  was 
fine  and  the  service  was  wonderful — but  why  not  in  peace  time  ? 

"Our  hospitals  to-day  must  become  efficient.     They  should

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give  the  ^patients  all  the  facilities  necessary  for  a  good  diagnosis, 
for  competent  care  and  treatment  throughout.  They  should  re- 
store the  patient  to  health  as  quickly  as  possible.  They  should 
restore  the  working  man  to  earning  capacity  in  as  short  a 
time  as  it  can  be  accomplished.  To  do  this  the  motto  must  be 
One  hvmdred  per  cent,  efficiency  care  for  our  patients.  How 
many  hospitals  can  measure  up  to  this? 

"Our  institutions  must  have  internal  organization,  especially 
if  they  are  any  size.  This  has  to  do  chiefly  with  the  paid  staff, 
which  should  be  organized  on  a  clear  and  comprehensive  basis 
with  proper  division  of  authority  and  responsibility,  guarding 
against  overlapping  or  omission  and  securing  the  best  co-opera- 
tion between  departments.  I  believe  in  having  one  head  only 
to  the  hospital,  and  the  work  divided  into  three  natural  phases : 
Medical,  ^N^ursing,  Business,  each  having  competent  executive 
heads,  and  these  three  divided  further  into  departments,  as  the 
case  may  be;  each  department  finally  having  a  competent  head 
or  supervisor  who  in  turn  is  responsible  for  their  executive  head 
and  through  them  to  the  chief  executive  officer,  who  stands  be- 
tween the  internal  organization  and  the  higher  governing 
Boards.  This  means  efficiency  and  the  proper  division  of 
authority.  Added  to  this  I  would  recommend  meetings  of  heads 
of  departments  once  or  twice  a  month  to  discuss  the  various  in- 
terrelations of  departments  and  matters  pertaining  to  the  good 
of  the  hospital. 

"The  attending  staff  of  the  hospital  should  be  selected  by 
the  Board  of  Directors  or  Trustees  on  a  sound  basis.  In  our 
case  the  Medical  Association  of  Vancouver  sends  up  several 
nominations  and  from  these  the  Board  of  Directors  selects  a 
staff.  It  does  not  always  follow  that  the  one  who  heads  the  list 
gets  the  position.  There  are  two  very  important  qualification!, 
which  are  as  follows: — 

(a)  The  senior  staff  must  either  be  specialists  in  the  depart- 
ment to  which  they  are  appointed,  or  that  branch  of  medicine 
must  be  the  predominant  part  of  their  practice ; 

(b)  That  both  senior  and  associate  members  of  the  staff 
must  have  some  qualification  which  marks  efficiency  in  that  de- 
partment, either: 
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1.  An  additional  academic  degree  in  that  branch,  or 

2.  A  record  of  efficient  work  checked  up  by  records  of  cases 
with  diagnosis  and  end  results,  made  at  the  instance  of  Direct- 
ors from  their  work  in  the  hospital. 

^Tormerlj  the  Boards  of  Trustees  selected  with  little  or 
no  information,  but  now  all  this  is  carefully  compiled  and  each 
man's  record  more  or  less  accurately  ascertained.  The  staff  em- 
braces all  the  services,  including  Medical,  Surgical,  Obstetrical, 
Gynecological,  Eye,  Ear,  Nose  and  Throat,  Genito-Urinary, 
Pediatrics,  Chest  Diseases,  Dermatology,  Orthopedics,  Neur- 
ology, Metabolism,  Anesthetics,  X-Ray,  Laboratories,  Physio- 
therapy, etc.  They  hold  position  for  five  years.  They  are  divid- 
ed into  senior  and  associate,  and  make  their  own  mutual  arrange- 
ments about  carrying  on  the  work,  usually  taking  a  month's 
service  at  a  time.  The  working  of  the  staff  is  divided  into  two 
branches : — 

First — Administrative. 

Second — Clinical. 

^^In  the  administrative  phase  the  staff  is  divided  into  several 
working  committees,  one  for  each  of  the  various  departments 
which  bring  in  reports  monthly  pertaining  to  the  betterment  and 
efficiency  of  that  department. 

'^Clinically,  the  staff  discusses  and  reviews  the  work  of  the 
hospital  and  sometimes  a  great  deal  is  done  in  small  working 
committees  specially  appointed.  The  most  of  this  is  carried  out 
through  our  Medical  Records  Department  and  through  a  regu- 
larly organized  medical  investigation  system.  The  staff  of  the 
hospital  must  be  at  all  times  alert  to  everything  that  tends 
to  the  betterment  of  the  institution  and  the  elimination  of  all 
things  that  do  not  tend  to  the  best  working  for  all  concerned. 

''The  hospital  must  have  laboratories  and  facilities  with 
which  to  make  a  diagnosis,  and  these  laboratories  consisting  of 
such  as  can  do  the  usual  tests,  including  Bacteriology,  Pathology, 
Serology,  etc.  It  may  not  be  possible  to  do  this  in  all  our  in- 
stitutions, but  every  institution  must  be  equipped  to  do  the  ne- 
cessary routine  work,  and  have  an  X-Ray.  For  the  more  com- 
plicated work,  as  Pathology,  provision  can  be  made  in  the  dis- 
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trict,  provincial  or  university  laboratories  to  carry  this  on.  Any 
facilities,  therefore,  that  are  helpful  in  making  a  more  accurate 
scientific  diagnosis  must  be  provided,  either  in  the  institution  or 
be  available  somewhere  else.  The  laboratory  systems  everywhere 
are  now  being  brought  to  such  a  state  of  perfection  that  there 
is  no  reason  why  every  institution  should  not  have  a  proper 
service. 

^^Possibly  the  greatest  difficulty  in  all  our  hospitals  to-day 
is  the  getting  of  good  records.  There  are  just  a  few  points  I 
want  to  make  about  this  subject: — 

First — Medical  Case  Records  on  every  patient  in  every 
institution  that  goes  by  the  name  of  ' 'hospital''  are  absolutely 
necessary. 

''You  would  not  expect  to  run  any  business  or  commercial 
concern  without  records.  How  much  more,  therefore,  is  it  ne- 
cessary to  have  these  in  institutions  dealing  with  life  and  death 
every  minute  in  the  day. 

Second — Medical  Case  Records  are  possible  in  every  hos- 
pital, inasmuch  as  these  records  can  and  should  be  compiled 
by  any  doctor. 

^' There  was  an  idea  that  medical  students  were  the  only 
ones  who  could  and  should  write  up  medical  case  records.  That 
day  has  gone  and  now  the  practitioner  in  every  institution  must 
feel  his  obligation  to  make  out  proper  records  for  his  patients, 
which  records  shall  be  the  property  of  the  hospital.  In  our  in- 
stitution we  demand  records,  and  fortunately,  have  a  number 
of  internes  who  write  all  the  public  and  semi-public  Case 
Records.  In  the  private  and  semi-private  cases  this  is  not 
always  possible,  but  we  ask  the  doctors  attending  to  do  so,  giving 
them  three  choices. 

1.  Write  it  themselves. 

2.  Dictate  it  to  a  stenographer,  which  we  supply;  or 

3.  Leave  an  order  for  an  interne  to  write  it. 

*'We  demand  a  written  report  in  the  Operating  Room  of  all 
our  operations,  "What  was  done"  and  "What  was  found."  This 
is  further  checked  up  by  the  Laboratory  and  their  report  put 
on  the  same  page,  on  the  opposite  side.     All  diagnosis  should 
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be  posted  before  operation.  All  cases  should  be  written  up 
before  the  operation  starts,  excepting  in  cases  of  emergency. 

Third — Medical  Case  Records  are  private  and  should  only 
be  produced  to  the  doctor  in  charge  of  the  case,  the  patient  him- 
self or  herself,  or  on  an  order  of  either  one  or  a  court. 

^^This  being  laid  down  as  a  rule,  will  help  to  get  many 
records  from  patients  if  it  was  felt  by  them  that  there  might  be 
some  danger  of  the  report  not  having  the  necessary  privacy. 

"The  Hospital  must,  if  possible,  meet  the  attending  doctors 
part  way  in  the  getting  of  good  records.  It  may  be  that  they 
will  have  to  add  a  Medical  Clerk  stenographer,  but  at  any  rate, 
they  can  afford  convenient  forms  and  keep  them  in  a  convenient 
place.  We  recommend  a  semi-stereotyped  and  semi-diagramatic 
form,  similar  to  this,  that  I  am  showing  you  on  the  screen. 

Fourth — All  Medical  Case  Records  should  be  very  carefully 
scrutinized  and  summaries  produced  at  the  end  of  each  inouth 
showing  the  actual  results  of  the  work,  much  the  same  as  this 
form  I  am  passing  around,  which  shows  the  results  obtained 
during  the  month  and  checks  up  incompetent  work,  infections, 
etc.  Boards  of  Directors  or  Trustees  should  demand  that  in 
each  and  every  case  proper  records  be  compiled,  for  after  all 
Boards  of  Directors  or  Trustees  are  responsible  for  the  insti- 
tutions and  for  the  money  spent  therein;  therefore  it  is  only 
their  duty  and  privilege  to  make  sure  that  this  money  is  well 
spent  and  the  patients  getting  good  and  efficient  care. 

''In  connection  with  Medical  Case  Records,  I  could  mention 
a  great  many  practical  uses  of  same.    Let  us  look  into  a  few. 

Firstly — In  checking  up  the  work  of  the  Institution  as  to 
whether  it  is  good  or  bad. 

Secondly — In  the  assistance  which  it  gives  when  working 
out  a  case  which  has  been  in  previously  or,  as  we  call  them,  in 
the  '^return"  cases,  where  the  subsequent  history  has  a  good  deal 
of  bearing  on  the  past.  To  illustrate  this :  A  patient  entered  a 
far  Eastern  hospital  some  time  ago  with  some  obscure  ab- 
dominal condition.  This  condition  baffled  her  surgeon,  as  she 
had  had  a  former  operation,  but  unfortunately  did  not  know 
much  about  it.   A  wire  transmitted  to  Vancouver  to  our  Medical 
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Records  Department  revealed  her  past  history,  and  this  infor- 
mation was  secured  in  less  than  fifteen  minutes.  The  whole 
transaction  transpired  over  the  wire  in  very  short  order  and  the 
information  thus  received  at  the  other  end  was  of  great  value 
in  diagnosing  the  case.  If  that  patient  had  come  into  this 
Institution  her  past  history  would  have  been  available  for  her 
preserjt  llln(»ss. 

Thirdly — These  Medical  Case  Records  are  invaluable  for 
scientific  purposes  and  the  advancement  of  medical  knowledge. 
We  all  know  that  all  medical  knowledge,  data  and  scientific  ad- 
vances have  been  based  on  actual  cases,  and  these  histories  are 
only  obtainable  through  a  good  record. 

Fourthly — The  value  of  Medical  Case  Records  from  a  Med- 
ico-legal aspect.  There  is  not  an  hospital  on  the  face  of  the 
earth  that  I  know  of  that  will  not,  some  day,  be  threatened  with 
or  face  a  lawsuit  against  them.  How  comforting  to  turn  up  to 
an  actual  Medical  Case  Record,  which  is  recognized  in  the  court, 
and  find  on  this  Record  all  the  true  data  of  the  case.  Any 
money  spent  on  such  a  Record  system  will  be  amply  repaid  even 
from  this  point  alone. 

Fifthly — Through  a  properly  regulated  and  organized  Rec- 
ord system  reports  of  the  work  of  the  various  attending  doctors 
can  be  readily  secured,  which  will  not  only  tell  the  quality  but 
also  the  quantity  of  surgical  work  being  done  in  the  Institution. 
On  this  report  the  Board  can  base  their  opinion  when  select- 
ing members  to  fill  vacancies  on  their  Staft'. 

Sixthly — The  Medical  Case  Record  is  of  great  value  to  all 
Public  Health  officials  in  ascertaining  many  points  which  wall 
guide  them  in  their  combat  against  conditions  which  are  detri- 
mental to  health.  The  seasonal  incidence  of  disease  and  com- 
parative statistical  data  is  always  readily  available  from  the 
local  hospital  when  such  is  required. 

Seventhly — ^Staff  review  of  clinical  work  of  the  Hospital. 
Through  the  Medical  Records  Department,  good  clerks  and  rec- 
ords, review  data  can  be  secured  on  any  disease.  For  instance, 
■ — during  the  month  of  May  in  our  hospital,  we  will  consider  the 
question  of   Appendicitis,   especially  from   the   surgical   side. 
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Last  month  we  considered  the  question  of  influenza,  and  the 
month  previous  we  reviewed  all  the  Hernias  of  the  previous 
year,  showing  cases  which  had  complications  and  with  an  ex- 
planation why.  This  review  of  the  work  of  the  hospital  by  the 
medical  staff  is  of  great  value,  not  only  to  the  hospital,  but  to 
the  men  themselves. 

"We  must  not,  therefore,  look  upon  Medical  Case  Records 
as  either  being  impossible  or  being  a  luxury.  They  are  as 
essential  for  the  institution  as  the  food  we  eat  is  for  the  body. 
A  great  deal  more  could  be  said  about  these  Records  but  time 
does  not  permit  and  the  lantern  slides  will  demonstrate  to  you 
the  system  complete  as  being  used  in  the  Vancouver  General 
Hospital. 

"In  conclusion,  let  me  say  that  hospital  work  has  now  be- 
come an  intensive  specialty  and  you  can  quite  see  the  importance 
of  it  being  such.  After  all  the  hospital  is  nothing  more  than  the 
work  laboratory  of  the  doctor  and  the  nurse,  the  patient  is  the 
product.  We  judge  our  success  or  failings  on  the  product.  We 
know  what  we  require  to  have  a  good  product  and  therefore  it 
should  behoove  us  all  to  live  up  to  it  as  conscientiously  as  we 
can.'^ 

Considerable  discussion  followed  and  questions  asked  per- 
taining to  the  system  outlined. 

Meeting  adjourned  at  10.30  p.m. 


Tuesday,  April  27th,  1920—10.30  a.m. 

Meeting  called  to  order  by  the  Chairman. 

The  Chairman  tendered  an  invitation  from  the  Calgary  Med- 
ical Society  for  luncheon  at  the  Palliser  Hotel  at  12.30  to  all  the 
delegates  present.  This  invitation  was  presented  through  Dr. 
McGill,  President  of  the  Calgary  Medical  Society. 

Dr.  M.  T.  MacEachern  read  several  resolutions  which  were 
referred  to  the  Resolution  Committee  to  report  on  during  the 
afternoon  session. 

Dr.  R.  E.  McKechnie  arose  at  this  point  to  use  the  privilege 
of  asking  that  the  Secretary  request  the  morning  paper  to  correct 
a  statement  regarding  his  remarks  about  fee-splitting.  The  paper 
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suggesting  the  was  in  favor  of  certain  forms  of  ^^fee-splitting" 
but  he  wanted  it  distinctly  understood  that  he  was  opposed  to 
"fee-splitting"  in  any  form  whatsoever. 

The  Chairman  now  announced  that  the  question  of  Hospital 
Financing  was  open  for  discussion  by  the  meeting,  and  Dr.  M. 
T.  MacEachern,  being  asked  to  lead,  suggested  that  we  confine 
our  remarks  particularly  to  charges  and  costs  made  by  the  differ- 
ent hospitals  in  the  West.  Several  hospitals  therefore  reported 
and  it  was  found  that  the  average  prices  per  day  pertained. 

Charges. 

Private  wards  ranged  from  $3.50  to  $8.00  per  day,  and  the 
average  seemed  to  be  $4.50  to  $5  per  day. 

Semi-private  wards  ranged  from  $2.00  to  $3.50  per  day,  the 
average  being  $3.00  per  day. 

Public  wards  ranged  from  $1.50  to  $3.00  per  day,  and  the 
average  was  $2.00  per  day. 

Per  Capita  or  Per  Diem  Cost. 

At  the  outset  it  was  explained  that  the  per  capita  per  diem 
cost  was  a  very  relative  term  and  really  to  get  at  an  accurate 
basis  a  knowledge  of  the  service  rendered  was  necessary  before 
a  comparison  could  be  made.  However,  it  was  found  that  in 
the  Western  hospitals  the  per  capitas  ranged  between  $2.78  and 
$4.50  per  patient  per  day,  and  that  the  average  per  capita  under 
the  present  conditions  was  $3.50  per  day. 

Municipal  and  Government  Aid. 

In  considering  the  financial  support  received  from  the  vari- 
ous municipalities  and  Governments  in  the  four  Provinces,  it 
was  found  that  there  was  a  great  variance  in  arrangements,  and 
no  average  could  be  ascertained. 

Purchasing  of  Supplies. 

Interesting  discussion  followed  re  purchasing  supplies  by 
tender  and  in  the  open  market.     The  question  of  a  Purchasing 
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Agent  and  Bureau  for  the  Four  Western  Provinces  aroused 
great  interest.  Dr.  Mackid,  of  Calgary,  pointed  out  several  ad- 
vantages showing  where : 

First — Large  sums  of  money  could  be  saved  by  sucK  an 
arrangement,  and 

Second — That  more  standard  and  efficient  articles  could  be 
secured. 

This  bureau  at  all  times  would  serve  as  a  source  of  informa- 
tion to  all  the  hospitals.  Dr.  Seymour  outlined  the  Bureau  now 
in  the  Province  of  Saskatchewan,  which  is  used  by  the  hospitals 
there,  and  suggested  a  similar  arrangement  should  be  made  for 
the  four  provinces.  A  resolution  favoring  the  adoption  of  this 
idea  was  submitted  to  the  conference  by  Dr.  Archer,  of  Lamont, 
at  the  afternoon  session. 

The  Chairman  now  called  on  Dr.  0.  R.  Avison,  of  'Seoul, 
Korea,  who  gave  a  very  interesting  discourse  on  Medical  work 
in  Korea.  He  reviewed  his  early  medical  experiences  and  the 
evolution  of  medical  science  in  this  country.  Dr.  Avison,  who, 
twenty-seven  years  ago,  left  Toronto  for  Korea  to  look  after 
medical  science  amongst  the  Koreans,  told  the  delegates  of  his 
early  struggles  and  disappointments,  with  the  ultimate  success 
which  he  obtained.  He  intended  to  start  constructive  work  in- 
stead of  practice  and  to  his  dismay  discovered  that  the  Koreans 
possessed  no  medical  or  scientific  language.  His  first  great 
work  was  the  translation  of  Gray's  Anatomy  into  Korean,  and 
fifteen  years  later  had  the  satisfaction  of  seeing  seven  Koreans 
graduate  in  Medicine,  whom  he  instructed.  At  the  present  time, 
directly  as  the  result  of  his  work  in  medicine  amongst  them, 
one  hundred  Koreans  are  successfully  practising  medicine  in 
Manchuria,  Siberia,  China  and  Korea,  while  thirty  small  hos- 
pitals are  in  operation.  Dr.  Avison  is  in  Canada  endeavoring 
to  interest  a  number  of  doctors  and  nurses  to  go  to  Korea  to  man 
the  hospitals. 

Dr.  M.  T.  MacEachern  suggested  that  we  now  discuss  the 
nursing  problems  in  our  hospitals,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  Miss 
Edy  of  the  Calgary  General  Hospital  was  present,  and  fearing 
that  she  might  not  be  here  at  the  afternoon  session.  Dr.  Mac- 
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Eachern  made  further  remarks  on  the  question,  bringing  up  the 
problems  of  the  present  day.  He  said:  "The  greatest  difficulty 
we  have  to  deal  with  to-day  is  the  shortage  of  applicants  for  our 
Training  Schools.  I  believe  that  this  shortage  is  not  altogether 
an  actual  shortage,  but  a  relative  one.  The  scope  of  service  of 
the  undergraduate  and  the  graduate  together  with  ^he  exacting 
demands  of  the  institutions  and  the  medical  profession  have 
greatly  increased  the  work  of  the  nurse,  and  as  a  result  we  need 
a  larger  number  than  we  had  formerly.  Again,  the  public  of  to- 
day demand  a  service  which  is  out  of  all  proportion  to  that  of 
former  days ;  in  fact  the  service  demanded  by  the  public  has  al- 
most increased  in  a  parallel  way  with  the  high  cost  of  living. 
However,  there  are  several  reasons  why  there  may  be  an  actual 
or  apparent  shortage  of  applicants : 

Firstly — The  scope  of  work  for  the  undergraduate  in  any 
hospital  and  for  the  graduate  in  the  hospital  and  outside  the 
hospital,  has  gradually  broadened  in  the  last  few  years,  together 
with  the  demand  put  upon  them  in  their  service.  Hospitals  to- 
day are  fast  developing  special  departments  and  using  nurses. 
For  instance — there  are  a  large  number  used  as  technicians,  as 
admitting  officers,  Social  Service,  etc.  In  a  large  number  of  hos- 
pitals to-day  nurses  are  even  giving  anesthetics.  Indeed,  the 
last  few  years  have  brought  a  tremendous  expansion  in  all  fields, 
whether  it  be  nursing,  school  nursing,  infant  welfare,  tuber- 
culosis, mental  hygiene,  industrial  nursing,  etc.  Now  I  hear 
they  are  putting  nurses  on  the  Trans-Atlantic  and  Pacific 
steamers ;  consequently  the  demand  has  been  a  little  more  than 
the  supply. 

Secondly — There  is  too  much  of  a  tendency  to  commercial- 
ize this  profession  instead  of  keeping  it  more  in  line  with  the 
idealism  of  the  Florence  Nightingale  spirit. 

Thirdly — There  is  an  outside  influence  at  work  to  lower  the 
standing  of  qualifications  and  of  efficiency;  indeed  I  am  quite 
correct  in  saying  that  some  of  our  medical  profession  consider 
that  any  old  woman  is  good  enough  to  nurse  to-day,  and  fail  to 
realize  that  the  nurse  is  their  ever-constant  ^^third  eye"  on  the 
patient  during  the  whole  twenty-four  hours,  whereas  their  ob- 
servations are  more  or  less  casual. 
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Fourthly — The  niirse-in-training  has  been  more  or  less  ex- 
ploited by  our  hospitals  for  the  menial  work,  which  could  be 
done  by  maids  or  others,  and  thus  allow  the  nurse  to  devote  her- 
self to  the  real  nursing  care  of  the  patient. 

Fifthly — The  hours  are  too  long,  as  we  are  unable  yet  to 
give  them  all  an  eight-hour  day. 

Sixthly — The  lives  of  nurses-in-training  should  be  made 
more  attractive  and  the  course  of  instruction  which  is  given. 

Finally,  the  Training  School  must  not  be  regarded  as  a 
convenience  or  side  issue  of  the  institution,  but  one  of  the  high 
ideals  of  the  institution.  I  would  recommend  the  putting  on  of 
an  educational  campaign  to  enlist  more  applicants  for  our  Train- 
ing schools.  We  lose  a  large  number  of  good  applicants  who 
are  graduates  from  high  school  but  are  too  young  to  commence 
training.  Where  possible,  we  should  link  our  Training  schools 
up  to  the  higher  educational  institutions  in  each  province,  or  I 
mean  the  University.  In  British  Columbia  we  have  recognized 
this  latter  point  and  in  our  University  have  a  Department  of 
Nursing  where  the  girl  who  completes  her  high  school  and  passes 
her  matriculation,  secures  two  years'  academic  education  in  the 
University,  and  this,  combined  with  the  two  years  actual  nursing 
service  in  the  hospital,  with  a  fifth  year  for  specialization  in 
Public  Health  Administration  and  Teaching,  gives  her  the  Uni- 
versity degree  and  qualifies  her  for  more  or  less  of  a  leader  in 
her  profession  in  one  or  other  of  these  lines,  as  well  as  a  good, 
sound,  practical  nurse.  In  this  way  we  fill  a  great  need  in  our 
Province  without  having  to  import  from  other  countries." 

Miss  Edy,  Superintendent  of  Nurses  of  the  Calgary  General 
Hospital  Training  School,  read  a  paper  on  the  nursing  short- 
age throughout  Canada,  and  attributed  it,  among  other  things, 
to  the  lure  of  the  American  hospitals  to  Canadian  girls.  The 
American  hospitals,  it  was  shown,  offered  a  number  of  extra  in- 
ducements for  Canadian  girls,  stating  that  wherever  possible  a 
preference  was  shown  them.  The  large  departmental  stores, 
industrial  houses  in  Canada,  and  other  inducements,  had  attri- 
buted towards  depleting  the  nursing  fields,  owing  to  the  better 
working  hours  offered  and  the  improved  working  conditions. 
She  concurred  heartily  in  the  remarks  of  the  previous  speaker. 
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and  felt  that  there  were  a  number  of  ways  of  getting  at  this 
question. 

Discussion  arose  from  many  present,  chiefly  centering 
around  the  question  as  to  whether  a  nursing  probationer  labor 
for  love  or  for  pay.  It  was  shown  that  probationers  were  paid,  in 
the  majority  of  Western  hospitals,  $8.00,  $10.00  and  $12.00 
monthly,  though  some  hospitals,  such  as  the  Royal  Alexandra  in 
Edmonton,  paid  as  high  as  $25.00  per  month.  There  seemed 
to  be  a  wide  diversrence  among  the  amounts  paid  to  nurses-in- 
training,  and  it  was  stated  by  some  speakers  that  in  several 
large  hospitals  in  the  East  no  remuneration  was  given,  and  in- 
deed, in  one  hospital,  a  charge  was  made  for  the  privilege 
of  being  allowed  to  train.  There  were  many  adherences  to  the 
old-time  principle — that  probationers  should  still  continue  to 
offer  their  services  with  little  or  no  consideration  as  to  monetary 
remuneration.  Dr.  M.  T.  MacEachern,  of  Vancouver,  and  Dr. 
L.  S.  Mackid,  of  Calgary,  were  both  strongly  of  one  mind — that 
the  attractiveness  of  increased  salaries  for  nurses-in-training 
would  have  a  tendency  to  make  this  profession  more  materialistic 
disrupting  discipline  and  efficiency,  and  that  young  women  who 
volunteer  to  follow  this .  calling  should  do  so  from  a  higher 
motive  than  that  of  the  amount  of  remuneration  to  be  receive^l. 
Dr.  R.  O.  Rothwell,  of  Regina,  spoke  strongly  against  this  con- 
tention, and  was  in  favor  of  paying  probationers  a  living  wage 
considering  the  high  cost  of  living  now-a-days.  In  this  he  had 
the  support  of  a  number  of  prominent  Western  hospital  author- 
ities. Mayor  Hardie,  of  Lethbridge,  and  Chairman  of  the  Gait 
Hospital  Board,  who  had  taken  an  active  interest  in  the  pro- 
ceedings throughout,  was  of  the  opinion  that  the  present  scale 
paid  probationers  was  entirely  inadequate.  He  said  in  part: 
'^The  spirit  of  idealism  is  rapidly  passing  out,  to  the  betterment 
of  the  country,  and  a  more  materialistic  age  has  taken  its  place.'' 
He  was  of  the  firm  opinion  that  there  should  be  an  increase  in 
the  monthly  allowance  given  nurses-in-training.  Alderman  Mc- 
Taggart,  of  the  City  of  Calgary,  expressed  his  views  stating 
that  the  securing  of  better  type  of  girls  to  enter  the  training- 
service  in  hospitals  would  soon  be  accomplished  by  paying  what 
he  characterized  as  a  "decent  salary."    He  stated  that  a  Nurses' 
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Home  was  necessary  for  Calgary,  and  asked  the  opinion  of  the 
delegates  as  to  the  advisability  of  allowing  the  nurses  to  reside 
at  home  as  the  eight-hour  law  was  in  effect.  The  answer  to  this 
question  was  that  it  would  disrupt  the  discipline  very  quickly, 
as  had  been  proven  in  previous  instances. 

It  was  desirous  on  the  part  of  delegates  to  arrive  at  some 
luiiform  standard  scale  of  pay  for  nurses-in-training,  but  it  was 
readily  seen  that  there  was  such  a  diversity  of  opinion,  which 
was  very  strong  on  both  sides,  that  it  would  be  impossible  to 
bring  in  a  resolution  to  cover  this  point,  and  the  discussion 
thereon  terminated  till  the  afternoon  session. 

Dr.  G.  E.  Stanley,  M.L.A.,  was  of  the  opinion  that  the 
election  of  Hospital  Boards  by  the  people  was  the  sanest  way. 
He  emphasized  the  need  of  a  universal  interest  in  hospital 
work  and  advised  against  the  narrowing  down  of  the  personnel 
of  any  Hospital  Board.  Municipal  hospitals  fill  a  long  felt  need 
but  municipal  management  was  not  always  the  best  form. 

Dr.  McGill,  President  of  the  Medical  Society  of  Calgary, 

announced  the  luncheon  to  be  given  in  the  ballroom  of  the  Pal- 

liser  Hotel  in  honor  of  the  delegates  by  the  Calgary  Medical 

Society. 

Meeting  Adjourned. 

Luncheon  with  the  Calgary  Medical  Society  in  the  ballroom 
of  the  Palliser  Hotel.  Dr.  M.  M.  Seymour,  Chairman  of  the 
Conference,  at  the  close  of  the  luncheon  extended  to  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Calgary  Medical  'Society  a  very  hearty  vote  of  thanks 
for  their  kindness  and  consideration  to  the  delegates  at  this 
particular  time. 


Afternoon  Session^  2.30  p.m. 
Meeting  called  to  order  by  the  Chairman. 

The  Chairman  called  on  Dr.  M.  T.  MacEachern,  of  Van- 
couver, to  present  the  resolutions  on  behalf  of  the  Resolution 
Committee.     These  resolutions  were  as  follows: — 

RESOLVED,  THAT  this  Conference  of  Hospitals  of  the 
Provinces   of   Manitoba,    Saskatchewan,    Alberta    and    British 
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Columbia,  now  assembled  in  Ca^lgarj,  this  26tb  and  27tli  days  of 
April,  1920,  recommend: 

Resolution  No,  1 : 

(a)  That  a  Western  Hospital  Association,  comprising  the 
above  mentioned  four  provinces  be  formed,  and  that  the  As- 
sociation be  known  as  ^'The  Western  Canada  Hospital  Associ- 
ation." 

(b)  That  this  Association  have  for  its  objects: 

1.  To  promote  the  work  of  Hospital  Standardization  accord- 
ing to  the  requirements  laid  down. 

.  2.  To  stimulate  hospitals  generally,  for  greater  efficiency. 

3.  To  stimulate  more  co-operation  and  team-work  amongst 
our  Associations  and  Hospitals. 

4.  To  act  as  a  Clearing  House  for  all  the  problems  of  our 
Associations. 

(c)  That  the  officers  of  the  Associations  be: 
An  Honorary  President  from  each  Province. 
One  President. 

A  Vice-President  from  each  Province. 

A  Secretary-Treasurer. 

An  Executive  Committee  of  twelve  members,  consisting  of 
one  lay  member  from  Boards  of  Directors  or  Trustees,  one 
hospital  superintendent,  and  one  member  of  the  American  Col- 
lege of  Surgeons,  from  each  Province. 

(d)  That  membership  in  the  Association  be  limited  to 
membership  in  the  Provincial  Association. 

(e)  That  the  Association  meet  annually  in  each  Province 
in  turn  and  at  the  same  time  as  the  Provincial  Association 
of  that  Province. 

(f)  That  the  expenses  of  such  an  Association  be  financed 
through  each  of  the  Provincial  Associations. 

Resolution  No.  2: 

That  the  ^N'ational  Hospital  Association  of  Canada  be  re- 
vived and,  if  possible,  hold  a  meeting  this  year  about  the  time 
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the  International  Hospital  Association  meets  in  Montreal;  and 
further,  that  in  the  reorganization  provincial  representation  be 
given  on  the  Executive. 

Resolution  No.  3 : 

That  the  dates  of  holding  Provincial  Hospital  Association 
conventions  be  better  correlated,  so  that  members  of  {he  dif- 
ferent Associations  may  attend  more  than  one  convention  if  they 
so  desire. 

Resolution  No.  4 : 

That  we  heartily  approve  of  Hospital  Associations  in  each 
Province,  and  further  recommend  that  they  should  be  affili- 
ated with  the  IN'ational  Hospital  Association  of  Canada. 

Resolution  No.  5: 

That  some  means  be  devised  to  bring  the  question  of  Hos- 
pital Standardization  before  the  Canadian  Medical  Association 
convention  in  Vancouver  in  June. 

Resolution  No.  6 : 

(Presented  and  moved  by  Dr.  Archer,  of  Lament,  and  se- 
conded by  Dr.  Mackid,  of  Calgary.) 

WHEREAS  the  individual  Hospital  Boards,  particularly 
in  smaller  hospitals,  are  frequently  unable,  through  lack  of  com- 
plete information,  to  buy  certain  hospital  supplies  economically 
and  to  procure  the  most  efficient  equipment  for  their  needs ; 

BE  IT  RESOLVED,  THAT  this  Conference  strongly  en- 
dorse the  establishing  of  a  Western  Hospital  Association  Bureau 
of  Information  as  soon  as  may  be  possible. 

The  duty  of  the  Bureau  should  be  to  make  available  to  all 
hospitals  desiring  it,  information  collected  from  all  possible 
sources  re : 

(a)  The  purchasing  of  standard  hospital  supplies; 

(b)  Standard  and  efficient  types  of  hospital  equipment  such 
as  sterilizers,  operating  room  furnishings,  X-Hay  Laboratory 
equipment,  kitchen  and  laundry  equipment,  especially  such  type 
as  would  be  valuable  for  small  institutions; 
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(c)  To  act  as  a  general  Clearing  House  for  information  of 
value  to  the  members  of  the  Association. 

These  resolutions  were  all  explained  to  the  delegates  and 
after  due  discussion  of  each  with  a  mover  and  seconder,  each 
one  was  adopted.    All  these  resolutions  were  therefore  accepted. 

Moved  by  Dr.  M.  T.  MacEachern,  Vancouver ; 
Seconded  by  Dr.  G.  Stephens,  Winnipeg: 

THAT  this  meeting  appoint  a  President  and  Secretary- 
Treasurer,  and  the  rest  of  the  officers  to  be  appointed  through 
the  Provincial  Hospital  Associations.     Carried. 

Moved  by  Dr.  G.  Stephens,  Winnipeg; 
Seconded  by  Dr.  M.  T.  MacEachern,  Vancouver: 

That  Dr.  M.  M.  Seymour,  of  Regina,  Commissioner  of  Pub- 
lic Health  of  the  Province  of  Saskatchewan,  be  appointed  as 
President,  and  Dr.  J.  W.  Warren,  Acting  Superintendent  of  the 
Calgary  General  Hospital,  be  appointed  as  Secretary-Treasurer. 
Carried. 

Moved  by  Dr.  M.  T.  MacEachern,  of  Vancouver; 
Seconded  by  Dr.  L.  S.  Mackid,  of  Calgary : 

THAT  the  next  Conference  meet  in  Regina  in  1921,  at  the 
time  the  Provincial  Hospital  Association  meets  there.    Carried. 

It  was  further  recommended  by  the  Conference  that  a  re- 
port of  this  meeting  be  brought  to  each  Provincial  Hospital 
Association  and  that  such  Association  should  be  requested  to 
appoint  the  following  members  to  the  Western  Canada  Hospital 
Association : — 

An  Honorary  President. 
A  Vice-President. 

An  Executive  Committee  of  three  members — one  lay  mem- 
ber from  Boards  of  Directors  or  Trustees,  one  Hospital  Super- 
intendent and  one  member  of  the  American  College  of  Surgeons. 

It  was  further  recommended  that  each  Province  should  give 
$25.00  towards  expenses  of  the  Western  Conference  this  year 
for  the  purpose  of  covering  the  cost  of  a  printed  report. 
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The  meeting  closed  by  the  moving  of  several  votes  of  thanks 
and  Dr.  R.  E.  McKechnie,  of  Vancouver,  moved  a  vote  of 
thanks  to  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Calgary,  for 
their  exceeding  kindness  and  courtesy  during  the  Conference. 
This  was  seconded  and  unanimously  carried. 

A  very  enthusiastic  vote  of  thanks  was  tendered  to  Dr.  M.  T. 
MacEachern,  Vancouver,  who  was  responsible  for  calling  the 
Conference  together.  Dr.  Mackid,  of  Calgary,  Dr.  Seymour, 
Chairman,  and  several  others  spoke  to  this  motion  and  strongly 
emphasized  the  great  benefit  and  good  which  would  arise  out  of 
this  meeting. 

A  hearty  vote  of  thanks  was  passed  to  the  Press  of  the  City 
of  Calgary  for  reporting  the  meetings  so  splendidly,  and  finally 
a  vote  of  appreciation  was  tendered  the  Chairman  and  Secre- 
tary of  the  Conference.

PICKERING  COLLEGE  TO  BECOME  A  COUNTY 

HOSPITAL 


A  DEPUTATION^  headed  by  the  Mayor  of  Kewmarket,  appeared 
before  the  York  County  Council  on  June  3rdj  to  urge  the  pur- 
chase of  Pickering  College  for  a  County  Hospital.  It  was 
pointed  out  by  the  various  speakers  that  the  old  Quaker  school 
had  been  used  by  the  Government  during  the  war  as  a  hospital, 
under  the  D.  S.  C.  R.,  and  that  the  Government  was  willing  to 
dispose  of  the  equipment  for  a  reasonable  sum.  The  Society  of 
Friends  and  the  executors  of  the  estate  of  the  late  Elias  Rogers, 
who  are  owners  of  the  college,  have  given  the  county  to  under- 
stand that  if  it  is  considered  that  the  use  of  the  building  will 
be  of  greater  benefit  to  the  county  as  a  hospital,  rather  than  a 
school,  they  are  willing  to  sell.  It  was  stated  that  the  purchase 
price  would  be  in  the  neighborhood  of  $100,000.  The  deputa- 
tion asked  also  for  a  grant  of  $50,000,  as  an  endowment  fund, 
and  expect  to  raise  an  additional  $50,000  by  voluntary  sub- 
scription.

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Book  Review 


THE  TREATMENT  OF  SYPHILIS 


A  VERY  valuable  and  interesting  work  has  just  been  published 
by  The  Macmillan  Co.,  ISTew  York.  It  is  entitled  ''The  Treat- 
ment of  Syphilis;'  and  is  from  the  pen  of  H.  Shekidan  Bake- 
TEL,  A.M.,  M.D.  The  volume  covers  very  thoroughly  and  con- 
vincingly the  field  of  intravenous  and  intramuscular  medication, 
and  the  administration  of  arsphenamine  or  neoarsphenamine. 
U  gives  in  minutiae,  step  by  step,  the  proper  methods  for  the 
.•actual  introduction  of  arsenical  products  into  the  system. 

Speaking  of  the  after  treatment  in  cases  where  intramuscu- 
ilar  injections  have  been  given,  the  author  says: 

*!!  England  and  on  the  Continent  it  is  the  habit,  after 
giving  an  "intramuscular  injection,  to  cover  the  surrounding 
parts  with  sterilized  absorbent  cotton  fixed  with  elastic  collodi- 
on. The  patients  were  instructed  to  rest  in  bed  for  twenty- 
four  hours  and  according  to  various  reports,  the  majority  of 
them  complained  only  of  stiffness  in  the  hip  and  thigh  and  oc- 
casionally of  pain  in  the  lower  extremity. 

'^Some  physicians  also  utilize  a  clay  dressing,  like  anti- 
phlogistine,  in  place  of  cotton.  It  is  their  custom  to  cover  the 
entire  gluteal  surface  with  a  thick  layer  of  properly  heated  anti- 
phlogistine  and  to  cover  this  with  gauze,  and  over  that  absorbent 
cotton.  This  application  seems  to  work  well  following  the  intra- 
mnscular  injection  and  not  only  aids  in  the  prevention  of  pain 
and  to  a  considerable  extent  prevents  any  abscess  formation,  but 
enables  the  patient  to  attend  to  his  ordinary  affairs."

The  J  Prevention  of  Fires 
in  Hospitals 

Of  all  buildings  where  a  fire  should  be 
rendered  an  impossibility,  a  Hospital, 
Asylum  or  Sanatorium  should  come 
first.  There  should  not  be  an  Institu- 
tion taking  care  of  the  sick  whose 
Medical  Superintendent  does  not  give 
this  first  consideration.

THE  FUTURE  OF  THE  AMERICAN   HOSPITAL 
ASSOCIATION 


To  predict  what  the  American  Hospital  Association 
will  become  is  difficult,  but  its  past  history  may  give 
one  some  clues  as  to  possibilities.  Its  membership, 
both  corporate  and  individual,  is  sure  to  increase.  Its 
scope  of  work  will  widen,  and  subjects  still  sub 
judice  will  be  more  intensively  studied.  Its  pro- 
nouncements on  various  points  in  hospital  construc- 
tion and  equipment  will  be  many  and  varied  from 
time  to  time.  There  are  yet  many  debatable  topics — 
such  as  the  site — urban  or  suburban ;  type  of  building 
one-storied  or  more — detached  low  pavilions  or  sky- 
scraper blocks ;  materials  of  walls,  roofs,  floors ;  best 
windows ;  power  plant — type  of  boiler  and  enginry ; 
refrigeration — ammonia  or  CO  2;  heating — ^hot  air, 
water,  or  steam — direct  or  indirect;  ventilation — 
amount  of  air  required,  temperature  and  humidity,

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fresh  or  washed;  color  schemes  of  walls  and  ceilings; 
lighting — direct  or  indirect,  natural  and  artificial ; 
special  lighting  of  operating  rooms.  Landscaping  of 
grounds;  planning  special  departments — out-door, 
admitting,  venereal,  social  service,  and  all  special 
departments;  signal  systems,  arrangement  of  tele- 
phone service,  etc.,  etc. 

Then  as  to  equipment — furniture,  utensils,  laun- 
dry machinery,  kitchen  outfit,  sterilizers,  instruments 
of  all  kinds ;  household  supplies. 

About  record-keeping  and  history-taking, 
accounting  and  bookkeeping  the  last  word  has  not 
been  said. 

On  all  the  above,  and  upon  an  almost  infinite 
number  of  other  items  the  association  will  have  to 
pronounce  from  time  to  time. 

Questions  of  organization — medical,  surgical  and 
special — will  come  up  perennially.  Likewise  the 
problems  of  nursing  the  patients.  No  one  has  come 
to  dogmatic  finalities  regarding  very  many  of  these 
topics  so  absorbingly  interesting  to  hospital  workers. 

Undoubtedly  from  the  Great  War  many  lessons 
-will  have  been  learned.  It  was  an  epochal  event,  not 
only  in  world  history,  but  also  in  hospital  annals. 
Many  practical  lessons  have  been  learned  by  all  the 
doctors  and  nurses  who  did  such  splendid  work  in 
building  as  by  magic  great  military  hospitals,  equip- 
ping, managing  and  maintaining  them  amid  tremen- 
dous stress  and  strain.    For  them,  new  types   of 
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building  were  constructed,  new  ward  plans,  new 
disinfectants  tried  out,  new  splints  used,  new  surgical 
procedures  tried  out,  serums  and  vaccines  tested,  and 
new  sanitary  apparatus  put  into  commission.  The 
organization  of  surgical  teams  was  introduced  and 
the  passing  of  the  recruits  under  the  inspection  of 
numerous  specialists — both,  no  doubt,  will  more  and 
more  be  adopted  by  progressive  hospitals. 

The  permanent  headquarters  of  the  association, 
under  the  direction  of  the  secretary,  will  become  more 
and  more  a  centre  to  which  all  hospital  workers  may 
look  for  assistance  in  regard  to  the  many  problems 
which  continually  confront  them.  Here  will  be  found 
the  most  authoritative  and  authentic  information  on 
any  and  every  subject  connected  with  hospitals. 

The  writer  dares  add  that  inside  a  decade  a  goodly 
number  of  the  members  will  visit  the  place  of  annual 
rendezvous  in  aeroplanes.  The  association  will  be 
held  in  the  full  of  the  moon.  To  the  1930  meeting  in 
New  Orleans,  the  Chicago,  San  Francisco,  Montreal 
and  Boston  delegations  will  leave  their  home  cities 
the  evening  before  the  day  of  opening,  and  in 
gigantic,  palace  airships  will  speed  in  the  moonlight 
above  the  cloud  flocks  toward  the  place  of  meeting. 
After  feasting  their  eyes  on  the  wondrous  snow- 
capped Sierras,  or  the  majestic  St.  Lawrence,  or  the 
rolling  prairies  dotted  with  scintillating  towns  and 
cities,  they  will  lie  down,  sleep  peacefully  for  the 
remainder  of  the  night,  arriving  in  the  Crescent  City 
for  breakfast. 
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THE  GROWTH  OF  THE  AMERICAN  HOSPITAL 
ASSOCIATION 


A  HANDFUL  of  men  laid  the  foundation  of  the  Ameri- 
can Hospital  Association.  While  the  object  of  the 
earlier  meeting  was  to  discuss  economy  and  efficiency 
in  hospitals  in  a  formal  programme  of  papers,  there 
seems  no  doubt  that  the  founders  had  in  mind  the 
festive  aspect  of  the  meeting  as  well,  judging  from 
the  jolly  conviviality  indulged  in  by  some  of  them. 
They  were  opposed  to  commercial  exhibits  and  were 
rather  inclined  to  make  a  close  communion  establish- 
ment of  the  association  and  to  stress  the  entertain- 
ment point  of  view.  The  admission  of  trustees,  super- 
intendents of  nurses,  etc.,  etc.,  was  not  thought  of 
and  the  corporate  membership  idea  (advocated  first 
— we  believe — by  the  Hospital  World)  was  un- 
dreamed of. 

The  association  has  travelled  a  long  way  in  twenty 
years.  It  has  widened  its  door  of  admission,  made 
room  for  exhibits — commercial  and  non-commercial 
— has  amplified  its  by-laws,  has  appointed  a  paid 
secretary,  and  its  active  members  have  been  instru- 
mental in  starting  state,  city  and  district  hospital 
associations  all  over  the  continent.  Then,  too,  the 
association  has  adopted  the  sectional  idea,  which 
enables  those  administrators  and  workers  interested 
in  any  particular  department  of  hospital  work  to 
listen  to  papers  and  discussions  in  that  particular 
subject. 

In  1906,  Mr.  Geo.  Ludlam,  president,  su.2rgested 
that  the  name  be  changed  from  ^^  Society  of  Hospital 
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Superintendents-'  to  ^^ American  Hospital  Associa- 
tion"; and  at  the  Boston  meeting  in  1913,  Dr.  F.  A. 
Washburn  asked,  ^^Can  we  ever  be  all  that  name 
implies  until  we  admit  members  of  our  stall'  and 
superintendents  of  nurses^" 

Dr.  H.  B.  Howard,  in  1910,  stated  that  hospitals 
could  best  be  placed  upon  a  high  plane  and  kept 
there  if  some  system  of  inspection  was  adopted.  This 
important  suggestion  has  come  to  fruition  in  the 
work  of  the  American  Association  of  Surgeons,  with 
which  work  the  American  Hospital  Association  has 
a  co-operating  committee.  The  result  is  that  a-  sur- 
vey has  been  made,  is  going  on,  and  will  go  on  until 
the  work  of  physicians,  surgeons,  internes,  nurses, 
will  be  of  a  high  order;  and  the  influence  of  their 
work  will  be  communicated  to  all  workers  in  the  hos- 
pital. A  complete  record  of  cases  will  be  kept ;  best 
systems  of  accounting  will  be  adopted;  the  work  of 
the  O.  P.  D.  will  be  enlarged  and  extended;  social 
service  will  be  more  than  ever  stressed ;  and  the  com- 
munity at  large  will  be  forced  to  become  absorbingly 
interested  in  the  care  of  the  sick  and  the  prevention 
of  disease.  Thus  the  means  to  provide  new  hospitals, 
and  supply  funds  for  maintenance,  will  be  readily 
procured — whether  from  voluntary  sources  or  gen- 
eral taxation,  or  both.

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NURSING  ETHICS 


Ethics  has  to  do  with  conduct  and  duty.  In  respect 
to  the  nurse  it  may  be  considered  from  several  points 
of  view — as  related  to  herself,  to  her  patient,  to  the 
physician,  to  her  profession,  and  to  the  public.  We 
shall  speak  on  the  first  two  of  these. 

A  nurse's  duty  to  herself  may  be  summed  up  in 
the  rather  comprehensive  expression,  self-culture. 
This  involves  the  cultivation  of  those  physical  and 
mental  qualities  which  should  be  possessed  by  every 
woman,  plus  certain  qualities  the  nurse  should 
possess  in  a  pre-eminent  degree. 

Let  us  consider  briefly  some  of  those  qualities 
upon  which  emphasis  should  be  laid. 

The  first  is  cheerfulness  or  optimism.  This  has  to 
a  large  degree  a  physical  basis,  that  of  good  health — 
a  requisite  now  demanded  of  all  candidates  for 
training. 

Taking  it  for  granted  that  a  nurse  has  a  sound 
body  at  the  beginning  of  her  course,  how"  is  she  to 
maintain  her  health  unimpaired  during  her  three 
years  of  arduous  and  dangerous  service  f 

We  would  reply, — By  care  in  respect  to  her  diet, 
in  respect  to  sleep,  in  respect  to  the  air  she  breathes, 
and  in  respect  to  rest. 

The  nurse  should  eat  only  plain  food,  especially 
well  cooked.  Her  meals  should  be  eaten  regularly, 
and  time  taken  to  thoroughly  masticate  them. 

She  should  possess  good  teeth.  She  should  visit 
the  dentist  everv  two  or  three  months  in  order  that 
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precautionary  measures  may  be  taken  against  caries, 
pyorrhoea  and  the  like.  She  should  learn  from  him 
what  sort  of  cleansing  preparations  are  best  and 
receive  specific  instructions  as  to  how  the  teeth  should 
be  cared  for.  Much  ill  health  is  due  to  improper  care 
of  the  teeth  and  of  the  oral  cavity. 

The  care  of  the  feet  probably  comes  next  in 
importance,  and  the  care  of  the  skin  next. 

Sleep — Nursing  the  sick  is  a  severe  tax  on  the 
nervous  system.  The  nurse  is  constantly  under  more 
or  less  strain.  How  shall  she  recuperate  her  lost 
nervous  energy?  On  a  par  with  diet,  we  would 
almost  place  sleep.  ^^He  who  sleeps  eats"  runs  the 
old  proverb.  As  much  as  possible  should  be  secured 
in  the  earlier  half  of  the  night.  The  daily  hour  off 
may  well  be  spent  in  this  way.  Before  one  of  the 
great  naval  battles  between  the  English  and  the 
French  at  the  mouth  of  the  Nile,  the  English  com- 
mander bade  his  soldiers  sleep  for  twenty  minutes. 
Victory  followed  their  forty  winks.  What  portion  of 
the  glory  may  be  ascribed  to  sleep,  we  do  not  know, 
but  it  helped,  no  doubt. 

Fresh  Air — Nurses  should  sleep  with  windows 
open  as  wide  as  possible,  better  in  the  open  air  under 
sheltered  verandahs.  More  and  more  are  people 
sleeping  in  the  open ;  and  those  who  have  experienced 
the  benefits  resulting  from  the  practice  refuse  to 
return  to  their  room.  Oxygen  increases  will  power 
and  destroys  the  toxines  by  which  hospital  workers 
are  so  liable  to  be  poisoned.  For  their  own,  as  well 
as  for  their  patients'  sake,  they  should  see  to  it  that 
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their  wards  and  sick  rooms  are  well  ventilated  and 
that  continuously. 

Rest — By  rest  we  mean  more  than  sleep ;  rather 
the  getting  away  from  the  sick  room  daily,  weekly 
and  yearly.  This  is  often  difficult  to  accomplish. 
The  off  hour,  the  half-day  off,  the  summer 
vacation  should  mean  the  exclusion  of  all  thought 
concerning  the  sick.  Some  diversion  should  be  sought 
or  some  avocation  pursued  which  will  engross  the 
attention.  This  will  rest  both  mind  and  body.  Our 
recommendation  would  be  that  the  nurse  should  take 
up  some  form  of  manual  effort,  such  as  basket- 
making,  book-binding,  or  painting,  instrumental 
music,  or  some  out-of-door  study,  as  botany, 
entomology,  or  work  in  the  garden. 

Where  nurses  do  twelve  hours  or  even  twenty- 
four  hours'  duty  (which  under  present  conditions  it 
seems  they  are  obliged  to  do) ,  rest  and  recreation  are 
imperative,  else  nature  will  rebel,  and  there  will  be  a 
physical  breakdown. 

We  have  often  wished  to  see  a  rest  home  estab- 
lished in  the  country  for  tired  hospital  workers.  Such 
a  place  would  be  more  than  acceptable  as  a  recruiting 
station  for  nurses. 

Of  course,  one  can  point  to  marked  exceptions  to 
the  rule  that  sound  health  alone  spells  cheerfulness 
and  optimism.  Take  Robert  Louis  Stevenson,  for 
instance,  who  was  all  his  life  an  invalid  and  seemed 
constantly  to  have  remained  bright  and  buoyant, 
working  in  good  heart.  Numerous  other  examples 
will  doubtless  occur  to  one,  where  people  have  proved 
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sweet-tempered  and  optimistic  when  the  days  of  their 
life  were  grey  and  the  sun  hidden  by  clouds. 

The  next  quality  we  would  emphasize  is  self- 
control.  And  here  also  it  is  the  nurse  who  feels  well 
in  body,  rested  and  refreshed,  who  will  be  most  likely 
to  excel  in  this  virtue. 

The  frown,  the  unguarded  word,  the  sharp  retort 
or  impatient  act — all  indicate  lack  of  inhibition. 
Some  nurses  (though  full  of  energy)  naturally 
possess  the  quality  of  imperturbability.  Dr.  Osier 
has  written  a  book  for  doctors  entitled  ^^Equinimi- 
tas."  Nurses  have  the  same  need  as  physicians  of 
securing  possession  of  this  admirable  qualification. 

Following  optimism  and  self-control,  we  shall 
speak  of  honesty — ^more  important  from  an  ethical 
standpoint  than  either  of  the  former  two.  A  recent 
writer  says,  ^^What  a  nurse  is  is  more  than  what  she 
can  do."  What  a  nurse  is  will  be  an  index  of  what 
she  can  do,  of  the  things  she  will  decide  to  do,  and  of 
the  way  she  will  do  them.  Therefore,  before  inquiring 
into  the  question  concerning  the  right  and  wrong  of 
a  nurse's  actions  (the  question  of  ethics)  it  is 
important  to  inquire  first  what  the  nurse  is,  what  are 
her  predominant  characteristics.  If  we  discover 
these,  we  can  predict  fairly  how  she  is  likely  to  get  on 
in  the  profession. 

Is  the  nurse  honest?  If  so,  she  will  in  so  far  as 
she  is  able  give  her  whole  time  and  attention  to  the 
work  in  hand.  This  means  that  she  will  be  punctual ; 
that  she  will  observe  closely  her  patient's  condition 
and  record  carefully  signs  and  symptoms  of  improve- 
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ment  or  the  contrary.  Most  important  is  it  that  she 
should  notice  any  unfavorable  symptoms  and  report 
them  at  once. 

She  will  be  obedient  to  her  superior  nurses  and  to 
the  doctors  under  whom  she  works,  carrying  out  all 
orders  implicitly. 

An  honest  nurse  will  report  such  matters  as  a 
mistake  made  in  giving  a  dose  of  medicine,  burn- 
ing a  patient  with  a  hot  water  bottle,  neglecting  the 
carrying  out  of  an  order  or  falling  asleep  on  duty; 
she  will  confess  the  error,  and  give  promise  that  it 
will  not  be  repeated.  If  a  nurse  fails  to  do  this  she 
is  not  honest  and  should  not  continue  in  such  a  pro- 
fession as  that  of  ministering  to  the  sick. 

If  a  nurse  is  honest,  she  will  be  careful  of  hos- 
pital supplies;  she  will  not  be  willfully  extravagant 
with  food  or  drugs,  dressings,  linen,  gas  or  electri- 
city. Neither  will  she  use  for  herself  delicacies  be- 
longing to  the  patient. 

It  is  rankest  dishonesty  for  a  nurse  to  take  a 
patient's  temperature  without  a  thermometer,  guess 
at  the  pulse  rate  or  to  record  on  history  paper  work 
that  has  not  been  performed.  We  are  sorry  to  say 
that  we  have  heard  of  this  being  done. 

We  have  stated  that  an  honest  nurse  will  not  be 
willfully  extravagant;  and  here  comes  the  oppor- 
tunity for  her  superiors  in  the  hospital  in  which  she 
works  to  train  their  pupil  nurses  in  economy. 

Still  again,  if  a  nurse  is  honest  she  will  take  pains. 
Some  one  has  said  that  '*  Genius  is  the  result  of  tak- 
ing infinite  pains.''     The  greatest  care  is   needed 
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where  human  life  is  at  stake.  We  who  live  in  hospi- 
tals too  often  look  upon  patients  as  cases  only,  and 
have  a  tendency  to  treat  the  sick  in  a  routine  and 
perfunctory  manner.  This  malady  in  a  hospital  is 
called  institutionalism  or  hospitalism.  It  is  the  worst 
disease  which  can  attack  the  staff  of  any  hospital. 

Sometimes  a  nurse,  doctor,  or  other  hospital  em- 
ployee has  to  fall  very  ill  himself  in  order  to  gain 
an  idea  of  what  it  means  to  be  taken  from  home  and 
relatives  to  an  institution  the  business  of  which  it  is 
to  care  for  sick  people;  to  be  formally  admitted,  to 
be  carried  to  a  ward,  and  laid  alongside  of  other  sick 
people,  to  be  ministered  to  by  strange  hands  in  a 
routine  way. 

To  escape  the  canker  of  this  institutionalism  we 
need  to  exercise  the  greatest  watchfulness. 

The  care  of  the  sick  calls  for  a  quiet  manner,  a 
quiet  voice  and  quiet  surroundings  in  so  far  as  the 
nurse  can  enforce  quiet.  To  this  end  she  should  see 
that  there  is  no  door  slamming,  rattling  dishes,  noisy 
walkers,  whistling,  Singing  and  the  like.  All  noises 
are  disquieting  to  the  patient  and  militate  against  his 
recovery. 

And  this  leads  us  to  the  next  topic — Considerate- 
ness.  This  embraces  kindness,  sympathy  and 
patience. 

Many  people  have  an  idea  that  these  qualities  are 
the  most  essential  in  a  nurse.  They  are  very  im- 
portant it  is  true.  (It  is  a  little  difficult  to  rank 
some  of  these  virtues.) 

A  considerate  nurse  will  not  only  perform  her 
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work  well  but  will  give  evidence  to  the  patient  that 
she  has  the  patient's  welfare  at  heart.  Most  patients 
are  quick  to  notice  the  signs  of  the  mothering  in- 
stinct— an  intonation  of  the  nurse's  voice,  an  ex- 
pression of  the  countenance,  a  sensation  conveyed  by 
the  touch — these  are  translated  immediately  into  a 
cordial  relationship  or  the  reverse.  The  patient 
feels  that  he  is  the  subject  of  warm  personal  interest ; 
this  is  the  first  step  toward  his  recovery  in  so  far  as 
the  nurse  is  concerned.  A  feeling  of  mutual  interest 
should  always  exist  between  nurse  and  patient.  Its 
strength  will  vary  in  degree,  dependent  upon  the 
character  of  nurse  and  patient.  It  should  be  un- 
necessary to  say  that  the  nurse  must  decide  in  all 
kindliness  to  what  extent  this  reciprocity  of  senti- 
ment shall  obtain.  No  nurse  should  allow  her  sym- 
pathy to  run  away  with  her  judgment;  and,  on  the 
other  hand,  no  nurse  should  be  so  unresponsive  as 
to  repel  the  patient. 

It  is  the  cranky,  irritable,  fault-finding  patient 
w^ho  tries  the  nurse.  This  is  the  type  of  case  in 
which  she  must  exercise  much  self-control,  and  re- 
frain from  punishing  the  patient,  even  by  neglect- 
ing some  of  his  lesser  needs.  The  utmost  patience 
and  tact  are  required.  These  sometimes  become  ex- 
hausted, and  discipline  must  be  enforced.  For- 
tunately, such  instances  are  rare.  One  of  the  best 
tests  of  a  nurse's  temperament  is  her  ability  to  pre- 
serve harmonious  relations  with  her  patients. 

The  pleasure  of  a  journey  is  not  at  the  arrival 
at  its  end,  but  along  the  road;  so  the  chief  pleasure 
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in  nursing  should  be  that  which  comes  day  by  day 
as  the  result  of  conscientious  work,  and  not  at  the 
end  of  the  case.  ^^Work  is  as  it  is  done."  To  do  the 
right  thing  in  the  right  manner  is  an  art,  the  execu- 
tion of  which  in  any  sphere  gives  a  high  degree  of 
pleasure.  Some  nurses  are  artists — as  shown  in 
such  duties  even  as  bed-making,  administering  a 
hypodermic  injection  and  in  the  one  hundred  and 
one  things  she  has  to  do  daily.  A  nurse's  training 
should  develop  her  best  qualities  and  atrophy  her 
faults;  should  help  her  very  much  in  the  discern- 
ment between  the  true  and  the  false,  and  to  follow 
the  good  which  is  its  own  instant  reward.

Tins  Ibody  met  once  before  in  Canada — in  Toronto  in  1908. 
Canadian  hospital  workers  have  been  enthusiastic  supporters  of 
this  association.  Two  of  them,  for  several  years  each,  served  as 
secretary  of  the  organization,  putting  much  energy  into  the 
work,  which  was  rewarded  by  a  greatly  increased  membership 
and  in  a  much  greater  interest  in  the  programme  of  the  annual 
meetings.  We  allude  to  Dr.  John  I^.  Brown  and  Dr.  H.  A. 
Bryce,  both  of  whom  are  now  in  private  practice. 

The  meeting  comes  at  an  opportune  time.  There  is  a  cer- 
tain feeling  of  tension  just  now  between  the  two  countries,  es- 
pecially among  the  Chauvinists  and  Jingoes.  But  good  sense 
is  sure  to  prevail  and  harmony  will  be  maintained.  The  visit- 
ing hospital  workers  will  find  no  feeling  of  animosity  toward 
them  in  the  ranks  of  Canadian  hospital  workers.  Hnmanitar- 
ians,  scientific  workers  and  educated  folk,  as  a  whole,  are  all 
strong  for  the  Entente  Cordiale. 

We  are  glad  Montreal  has  been  chosen  as  the  mjeeting  place. 
Mount  Royal  will  display  all  her  charms  to  the  visitors,  decked, 
as  she  will  be  in  her  autumn  ro'bes  of  red  and  yellow.  Then 
there  are  the  glories  of  the  St.  Lawrence,  and  the  picturesque- 
ness  and  quaintness  of  the  milieu,  novelty  and  surprise.  One  is 
pleased,  too,  with  the  happy  volubility  and  perfect  courtesy  of 
the  French  residents.  The  hospitals,  also,  will  be  a  great 
source  of  delight  and  interest.  The  piece  de  resistance,  of 
course,  is  the  Royal  Victoria,  perched  like  some  old  chalet, 
chateau  or  castle  on  the  mountain  side.  Here  a  special  wel- 
come, no  doubt,  will  be  extended  to  all  the  guests ;  if  the  one 
given  to  the  Canadian  Hospital  Association  when  it  met  in 
Montreal  a  few  years  ago  is  a  criterion  to  go  by,  the  occasion 
will  be  one  long  to  be  remembered. 
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Seeing  that  our  own  national  association,  has  not  been  called 
together  for  several  years  (on  account  of  the  war)  we  would 
suggest  that  a  meeting  of  this  body  be  held  at  the  s>ame  date. 
The  programme  might  be  merged  with  that  of  the  sister  body, 
but  a  business  meeting  or  two  might  be  held  at  which  re-organ- 
ization might  be  effected  and  arrangements  made  for  a  meeting 
somewhere  (to  be  selected)  in  the  year  1921. 

The  first  annual  conference  of  the  xlmerican  body  was  held 
in  Cleveland  in  1899.  It  was  convened  by  Dr.  Jas.  S.  Knowles, 
Superintendent  of  Lakeside  Hospital  in  that  city.  Only  a 
handful  of  superintendents  attended  the  earlier  meetings.  But 
the  organization  grew  like  a  green  bay  tree.  Its  influence  has 
been  such  that  numerous  state  and  city  societies  have  arisen  all 
over  the  continent,  having  its  same  motif — '^  the  promotion  of 
economy  and  efliciency  in  hospital  management." 

During  the  earlier  years  of  the  association's  existence  its 
policy  was  to  exclude  scientific  exhibitors.  During  recent 
years,  however,  they  have  been  allowed  to  come  to  the  meeting- 
place  and  display  their  wares.  Visitors  find  the  show  very  in- 
structive. The  exhibitors  do  a  goodly  sort  of  advertising,  and 
the  Association  reaps  a  pecuniary  benefit,  which  enables  it  to 
afford  a  salaried  full-time  secretary.

Howland,  of  the  Peter  Bent  Brigham  Hospital,  Boston,  an 
excellent  type  of  hospital  worker.  The  energetic  secretary  is 
Dr.  A.  R.  Warner,  who  may  be  addressed  for  information  at  the 
Lennox  Building,  Cleveland,  Ohio.

The  exhibit  and  opportunity  to  bring  local  problems  before 
those  qualified  to  really  help,  together  with  the  fact  that  the 
American  Association  of  Hospital  Social  Workers  is  calling  a 
semi-annual  meeting  in  Montreal  in  co-operation  with  the 
American  Association  makes  this  Convention  especially  inter- 
esting to  all  engaged  or  interested  in  Hospital  Social  Work. 

Model  Venereal  Disease  Clinic. 

The  most  significant  development  in  the  dispensary  field 
during  the  last  few  years,  has  been  the  establishment  of  a  large 
number  of  clinics  for  the  treatment  of  venereal  disease.  On  the 
other  hand  there  are  many  hospitals  and  dispensaries  in  com- 
munities greatly  needing  such  facilities  that  have  not  yet  de- 
veloped them.  Recognition  of  these  facts  has  led  the  Com- 
mittee on  Out-Patient  Work  of  the  American  Hospital  Asso- 
ciation to  make  a  part  of  its  service  to  the  Association  at  the 
Montreal  meeting  the  operation  of  a  model  or  demonstration 
venereal  disease  clinic. 

The  purpose  of  the  clinic  will  be  to  demonstrate  to  hospital 
people  the  best  treatment  procedure,  equipment,  clinical  organ- 
ization, record  systems  and  forms,  social  service,  in  fact  every- 
thing that  goes  into  the  structure  of  an  efiicient  clinic  for  the 
diagnosis  and  treatment  of  gonorrhea  and  syphilis. 

The  clinic  will  be  conducted  by  the  Division  of  Venereal 
Disease  of  the  United  States  Public  Health  Service.  This 
organization  which  has  done  such  valuable  work  in  establishing 
and  maintaining  venereal  disease  clinics  the  country  over,  will 
provide  personnel  for  the  clinic;  assigning  a  physician  to  be  in

charge,  a  nurse  and  a  teclinician  to  demonstrate  the  work  of  such 
a  clinic,  including  the  methods  of  preparing  for  clinical  use  and 
administering  the  various  brands  of  arsphenamine. 

Social  Service  in  relation  to  venereal  disease  clinics  will  be 
demonstrated  by  the  Social  Service  Section  of  the  Association  in 
co-operation  with  the  Social  Service  Department  of  the  United 
States  Public  Health  Service  and  the  American  Association  of 
Hospital  Social  Workers.  Opportunity  will  be  afforded  all 
inquirers  to  obtain  expert  advice  on  all  phases  of  venereal  dis- 
ease clinical  work.  Those  who  wish  will  be  put  in  touch  with 
hospital  people  who  have  had  experience  in  dealing  with  the 
various  problems  related  to  the  organization  of  such  clinics  in 
different  types  of  hospitals.  Kecord  forms  both  medical  and 
social  will  be  available  for  inspection. 

Model  Dispensary. 

Another  feature  of  the  Montreal  meeting  will  be  an  exhibit 
of  a  Model  Dispensary.  The  function  of  the  exhibit  will  be  to 
show  the  best  plans  of  dispensary  organization,  including  ad- 
ministration and  staff  organization,  equipment,  admission  sys- 
tems, record  systems,  night  clinics,  etc.  Outside  of  the  venereal 
disease  clinic  there  will  be  no  attempt  to  demonstrate  actual 
clinical  procedure.  In  co-operation  with  the  Service  Bureau 
on  Dispensaries  and  the  Community  Relations  of  Hospitals,  an 
information  service  will  be  organized  by  means  of  which  those 
persons  who  wish  to  consult  persons  especially  familiar  with 
certain  phases  of  dispensary  work  will  have  the  opportunity  to 
do  so.  In  co-operation  with  the  Section  on  Social  Service,  a 
similar  exhibit  and  information  hureau  in  relation  to  hospital 
and  dispensary  social  service  will  be  arranged.

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentletnen:  I  am  honored  i)i 
having  the  privilege  of  addressing  the  graduates  of  this  hospital, 
so  well  equipped  and  managed  in  the  interests  of  the  public 
of  the  flourishing  Town  of  Lindsay.  Although  I  have  in  my 
capacity  of  a  public  servant  nothing  to  do  with  the  administra- 
tion of  hospitals,  the  work  of  curing  the  ills  of  mankind  carried 
on  in  the  modern  hospital  is  so  closely  allied  to  that  of  the 
prevention  of  disease  in  which  the  Board  of  Health  is  concerned 
that  the  Board  has  a  lively  interest  in  hospital  work  and  parti- 
cularly in  the  work  of  nurses.  For  the  present  day  nursing 
is  not  merely  in  caring  for  sick  people  alone.  The  field  is  daily 
becoming  wider  and  too  many  nurses  cannot  he  trained.  In- 
deed, the  facilities  in  all  the  training  schools  for  nurses  on  this 
continent  are  quite  insufficient  to  provide  the  training  for  the 
nurses  required,  and  at  no  time  since  the  days  of  modern  nurs- 
ing began  has  the  demand  for  nurses  been  anything  like  as  keen 
as  at  the  present  time.  Primarily  the  nurse  was  for  the  sick 
alone  and  by  degrees  she  became  the  faithful  ally  and  strong 
right  arm  of  the  physician.  Now  she  is  in  constant  demand  as 
a  public  health  nurse,  as  a  school  nurse  and  as  a  social  worker 
who  follows  like  a  sleuth  upon  the  tracks  of  disease  in  order, 
not  merely  to  cure,  but  what  is  of  infinitely  greater  importance, 
to  prevent,  disease. 

Public  health  work  in  Ontario  had  its  beginnings  about  forty 
years  ago.  In  its  early  days  the  chief  function  of  the  health 
officer  was  to  battle  against  outbreaks  of  communicable  disease, 
to  clean  wp  unsightly  backyards,  and  to  lessen  unholy  smells. 
Little  by  little  it  was  learned  that  it  was  of  great  importance 
to  get  at  the  causes  of  disease  and  death,  and  to  endeavor  to 
remove  these  causes.     Tt  Avas  discovered  that  typhoid  fever  was 
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caused  entirely  by  the  presence  of  the  body  excretions  in  public 
and  private  water  supplies,  in  food  whence  it  w^as  carried  by 
flies,  and  from  contact  w^ith  active  or  passive  cases  of  the  disease. 
Having  learned  this,  the  way  of  prevention  became  clear,  and 
now  a  case  of  typhoid  fever  in  a  community  is  a  sign  of  some- 
one's negligence.  Malaria,  a  disease  which  was  common  enough 
in  the  early  days  of  this  country  and  more  particularly  in  more 
southerly  countries,  was  found  to  have  been  carried  by  mos- 
quitoes which  had  their  breeding  places  in  the  water  of  low^- 
lying  undrained  lands.  The  same  is  true  of  yellow  fever  car- 
ried by  anotlier  form  of  uu:)squito.  This  discovery  and  the 
means  of  the  destruction  of  the  mosquito  is  rapidly  making 
these  diseases  a  thing  of  the  past.  Increased  knowledge  of  the 
causes  of  diseases  like  diphtheria,  tetanus  or  lockjaw  and  of 
the  means  of  their  prevention  and  cure,  have  reduced  the  mor- 
tality of  these  diseases  to  a  very  low  figure  and  a  steady  and 
vigorous  .application  of  the  principles  of  prevention  and  cure 
will,  I  am  convinced,  rapidly  wipe  out  these  diseases  entirely. 
Smallpox,  formerly  so  fatal,  is  the  most  readily  controlled  of  all 
communicable  diseases  if  the  public  refuse  to  be  stampeded  by 
prejudice  and  ignorance.  Vaccination  against  smallpox  should 
be  carried  out  in  infancy.  Every  infant  should  be  vaccinated 
before  the  age  of  three  months.  If  this  is  done  we  shall  hear 
little  of  sore  arms  and  if  the  process  is  repeated  in  everyone  at 
the,  age  of  seven  or  eight  years,  we  should  soon  come  to  regard 
a  case  of  smallpox  as  a  rarity.  Why  is  it  advisable  to  vaccinate 
the  child  at  so  tender  an  age?  Because  at  the  age  mentioned 
(three  months)  the  child's  nervous  system  is  little  developed 
and  it  has  no  terror  of  having  the  operation  performed,  but  of 
greater  importance  is  the  fact  that  the  baby  is  in  its  mother's 
arms,  and  under  constant  supervision  and  there  is  little  danger 
of  getting  dirt  and  infection  into  the  little  wound,  or  of  having 
the  scab  knocked- oif  and  the  entry  of  infection  invited. 

In  medical  inspection  of  schools  the  trio  necessary  for  suc- 
cessful operation  are  the  teacher,  the  nurse  and  the  doctor.  .  The 
teacher,  for  years  of  the  child's  life,  is  more  than  the  child's 
mother,  because  the  teacher  has  the  child  under  supervision 
daily  for  a  longer  period  than  has  the  child's  parents.     It  is  the 
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teacher  who  has  the  earliest  opiK)rtniiity  to  detect  signs  of  ill- 
ness and  of  mental  and  physical  defects  in  the  school  child.  The 
child  is  referred  to  the  nurse  and  by  hei*,  if  necessary,  to  the 
school  doctor  or  to  the  parents.  The  nurse  follows  up  all  cases 
and  should  be  not  only  a  school  nurse,  but  a  general  public 
health  nurse.  She  should  carry  on  school  work  merely  as  one 
part  of  her  duty.  It  is  economically  wasteful  to  have  a  school 
nurse  for  the  school  child  alone.  She  should  be  under  control 
of  the  local  health  authorities  and  in  the  course  of  her  duties 
have  supervision,  not  only  of  the  school  child,  but  of  the  entire 
family. 

So  far  we  spend  far  too  little  upon  the  prevention  of  disease 
and  w^hat  we  do  spend  is  often  wasted  because  of  faulty  methods 
due  to  want  of  knowledge  and  imperfect  organization.  In  this 
province  medical  inspection  of  schools,  whatever  little  we  have 
of  it,  is,  with  a  few  notable  exceptions,  under  the  control  of  the 
Boards  of  Education.  It  is  a  public  health  w^ork  and  should, 
like  other  public  health  work,  be  under  the  control  of  the  health 
authorities.  The  City  of  Toronto,  not  always  the  wisest  centre 
in  the  management  of  its  public  affairs,  has,  however,  set  an 
example  to  the  rest  of  Ontario  in  discarding  the  wasteful  sys- 
tem of  having  two  sets  of  nurses,  the  one  for  the  schools  and 
the  other  under  control  of  the  Department  of  Health,  by  placing 
the  entire  public  health  nursing  service  under  the  control  of 
the  health  authorities. 

But  these  salutary  means  of  prevention  will  as  we  grow" 
older  and  wiser  be  in  turn  discarded  by  applying  our  public 
health  methods  at  an  earlier  and  more  effective  period  of  child 
life,  and  it  is  here  that  our  most  valuable,  effective  and  scien- 
tific use  of  the  nurse  will  be  inaugurated.  We  shall  begin,  not 
with  the  child,  but  with  its  father  and  mother.  It  would  be 
even  more  effective  to  begin  with  its  grand-parents,  but  they 
'shall  have  possibly  in  most  cases  passed  beyond  our  reach,  so  we 
shall  be  forced  to  begin  with  the  father  and  mother,  chiefly  "with 
the  mother. 

The  loss  of  life  among  young  children,  children  in  the  first 
year  of  life,  and  particularly  in  the  early  months  of  life,  is  ap- 
palling.    It  is  bad  enough  in  this  country,  but  it  is  infinitelj 
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worse  in  other  places.  The  lowering  of  the  birth-rate,  while  not 
serious  enough  with  us  to  cause  alarm,  has  long  been  a  source 
of  anxiety  in  countries  like  France  and  is  now  a  matter  of 
serious  consideration  in  Great  Britain.  E'either  of  these  sub- 
jects, relatively  of  greater  importance  to  a  country  than  any 
other  single  factor,  cannot  be  considered  as  due  entirely  to  either 
want  of  education,  wealth,  prosperity  or  ignorance.  There  is 
no  country  where  the  mass  of  the  people  are  so  generally  well- 
educated  as  Scotland.  The  Scottish  people  have  the  best  edu- 
cational system  in  the  world.  There  was  no  place  more  pros- 
perous during  the  war  than  the  intellectual  City  of  Edin- 
burgh, where  the  greatest  physicians  of  the  United  Kingdom, 
the  great  statesmen,  church  and  business  men  had  their  origin 
and  education,  yet  in  the  period  of  the  war  the  birth-rate  of 
'Edinburgh  and  of  Scotland  generally,  sank  to  the  lowest  in  its^ 
history  and  the  infant  mortality  rate  rose  to  a  figure  unpreced- 
ented in  modern  times.  Such  is  the  case  in  respect  to  education 
and  prosperity.  Turn  to  the  province  of  Connaught  in  Ireland 
during  the  same  period.  Here  the  people  are  extremely  poor ; 
they  are  mostly  illiterate,  yet  the  birth-rate  was  more  than  2^ 
times  that  of  Scotland  and  the  infant  mortality  rate  about  1^3 
that  of  the  sister  nation. 

You  will  by  this  time  be  enquiring  the  reason  for  this  great 
difference.  It  is  summed  up  in  the  phrase  '^  The  mothers 
stayed  at  home  and  nursed  their  babies."  In  Scotland  and  in 
England,  where  conditions  in  respect  to  the  birth  and  death 
rates  were  much  the  same,  the  mothers  were  at  work  and  the 
babies  suffered  in  consequence.  They  were  fed  by  artificial 
means,  upon  which  no  baby  has  a  fair  chance.  With  us  until 
recent  years,  the  mother  did  not  go  out  to  work.  This  custom" 
is  increasing  and  its  continuance  and  increase  are  a  menace  to 
the  future  of  the  nation,  l^o  mother  can  meet  the  needs  of  her 
future  child  if  she  works  in  a  factory,  and  no  baby  has  a  chance 
without  the  breast-feeding  and  mothering  which  none  but  a 
mother  can  give.  The  modern  pleasure-loving  customs  of  our 
civilization  interfere  with  the  mother-care  even  among  the  well- 
to-do  and  it  has  become  all  too  common  to  dispense  with  breast- 
feeding of  the  baby  for  the  convenient  expedient  of  feeding  by 
hand. 
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Is  it  possible  to  mitigate  these  evils  i  The  example  of  such 
countries  as  Norway,  Sweden,  Denmark,  !Xew  Zealand  and 
Australia,  as  well  as  the  results  of  public  health  work  in  this 
and  other  countries,  make  it  certain  that  these  evils  may  be 
largely  removed.  The  infant  mortality  rate  of  large  centres 
such  as  Edinburgh,  Bradford  in  England  is  about  132  per  1000 
births.  That  of  Ontario  is  about  ninety-nine.  Montreal  runs 
into  the  200  class,  while  New  Zealand  and  Australia  are  from 
thirty-five  to  fifty,  and  Norway,  Sweden  and  Denmark  about 
sixty. 

Let  me  tell  you  how  success  has  been  reaped  in  some  of  these 
countries.  New  Zealand  is  a  shining  example  to  the  world. 
It  is  true  the  population  is  a  favorable  one  for  such  an  experi- 
ment, being  mostly  English,  Irish  and  Scotch.  The  climate 
is  a  good  one.  There  is  no  great  poverty  and  no  great  riches. 
Some  twenty  or  thirty  years  ago,  the  wife  of  the  Governor  of 
New  Zealand,  Lady  Plunkett,  with  the  advice  and  assistance  of 
a  local  physician,  a  doctor  from  Edinburgh,  conceived  the  idea 
of  doing  something  for  the  babies  of  New  Zealand.  She  was  not 
socially  popular.  She  did  not,  much  to  the  disgust  of  the 
fashionable  circles  of  the  capital,  enter  into  the  social  life  there. 
As  she  explained,  she  had  seven  children  and  had  no  time  for 
social  aifairs.  So  she  and  Dr.  Truby  King  gathered  together  a 
few  nurses,  trained  them  in  maternal  and  child  welfare  work, 
and  ^et  out  to  train  the  mothers  of  the  country.  They  began 
by  having  these  nurses  form  community  health  centres  where 
the  mothers  were  induced  to  come  for  instruction,  where  young 
girls  were  trained  for  the  duties  of  motherhood,  and  where  the 
ills  of  childhood  were  detected  and  means  devised  for  their  cor- 
rection. A  small  hospital  was  established  where  for  a  week  or 
two  a  tired  mother  worn  out  with  the  struggle  of  caring  for  an 
ill-fed  baby  might  come  to  learn  how  properly  to  care  for  her 
baby.  The  community  was  induced  to  secure  a  trained  nurse  to 
do  public  health  and  follow-up  work  after  the  nurse  instructor 
had  moved  on  to  carry  out  her  work  elsewhere.  The  work  at 
first  was,  and  largely  at  present  is,  chiefly  managed  by  voluntary 
aid.  It  has  grown  tremendously  and  its  results  are  seen  in  the 
lowest  infant  mortality  rate  in  the  world,  and  in  the  sturdy 
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fighters  furnished  by  that  young  Dominion  to  the  aid  of  the 
mother-country  in  the  Great  War. 

The  Board  of  Health  is  just  entering  upon  work  of  the  same 
character  and  in  a  somewhat  similar  manner  in  Ontario.  At 
the  session  of  the  Legislature  just  closed  the  Board  has  induced 
the  Goverunaent  to  provide  the  sum  of  $40,000  for  the  purpose 
of  beginriing  the  organization  of  a  Maternal  and  Child  Welfare 
Division. 

It  is  proposed  to  organize  the  work  somewhat  after  the 
following  plan:  Well-trained  nurses  to  the  number  of  eight  or 
ten,  will  be  secured,  paid  good  salaries,  and  given  a  course  of 
two  or  three  months  in  the  type  of  work  they  are  to  do  along  the 
lines  of  the  course  pursued  in  'New  Zealand.  These  nurses  will 
,  be  called  District  Nurses.  Each  district  nurse  will  establish 
herself  in  a  small  town  or  village.  She  will  have  a  motor  car 
by  means  of  which  she  will  be  enabled  to  get  about  the  adjoining 
country  and  encourage  the  mothers  to  come  to  her  meetings. 
The  assistance  of  influential  men  and  women  will  be  secured 
and  a  Community  Health  Centre  established.  The  health  centre 
will  be  encouraged  to  secure  a  public  health  nurse  for  them-  • 
selves  to  carry  on  intensive  public  health  and  baby  welfare  work " 
along  the  lines  pursued  by  the  district  nurse.  Every  com- 
munity has  men  and  women  willing  and  anxious  to  do  work  of 
this  kind. 

It  is  proposed  to  employ  a  well-trained  dietitian  in  the 
Board  of  Health,  who  will  be  able  to  furnish  instruction  in  suit- 
able dietary  for  children.  Letters  of  instruction  will  be  sent 
.to  mothers  and  prospective  mothers  detailing  information  in 
*the  care  of  both  mothers  and  their  babies.  In  short,  it  is  hoped 
'to  make  the  Board  of  Health  a  centre  of  information  to  which 
any  mother  or  prospective  mother  may  appeal.  If  the  local 
heiilth  centre  is  unable  at  first  to  raise  sufficient  funds  to  employ 
a  nurse,  we  hope  to  be  in  a  position  to  afford  some  financial 
assistance. 

Each  district  nurse  will  be  supplied  with  a  small  and  in- 
expensive exhibit  which  will  illustrate  the  proper  dress,  diet, 
and  generally  the  means  whereby  a  baby  may  be  properly  cared 
for.     The  lives  of  many  mothers  and  of  many  babies  would  be 
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LiSTOWEL  Memorial  Hospital. 
This  Hospital  was  opened  on  February  27th,  1920.  The 
building  was  generously  donated  by  Mr.  Wellington  Hay, 
M.P.P.,  and  by  the  deep  interest  shown  by  several  public- 
ispirited  citizens,  the  building  hasi  been  renovated  into  a  fairly 
modern,  attractive,  and  well  furnished  hospital  capable  of 
accommodating  from  twelve  to  fifteen  patients,  and  erected  as 
a  memorial  to  those  who  paid  the  supreme  sacrifice  in  the 
late  war.

This  Hospital  was  opened  February  3rd,  1920.  The  building 
was  donated  by  Mr.  F.  R.  Lalor,  and  the  operating  room  outfit 
by  Mr.  J.  E.  Burns.  Many  of  the  wards  have  been  endowed 
by  various  persons  and  organizations.  The  hospital  will  ac- 
commodate about  twelve  patients,  and  will  serve  the  needs 
of  the  community  for  some  time  to  come.

ment. The  statistics  of  the  last  two  years  of  the  Burnside 
Hospital  in  Toronto  illustrates  this.

Regularity  counts  !  The  physician-in-charge  says :  "  The  most 
important  factor  in  this  work  is  the  Public  Health  Nurse.'' 

In  addition  a  strong  motor-truck  will  be  purchased  and 
mounted  with  a  travelling  Baby  Welfare  Clinic,  having  a 
trained  nurse  and  children's  specialist.  This  will  be  called  our 
Child  ^y  elf  are  Special.  By  means  of  this  equipment  we  intend 
to  carry  on  baby  clinics  throughout  the  country  villages  and 
towns,  thus  bringing  the  advantages  of  the  city  directly  to  the 
country.  It  is  not  our  intention  to  treat  cases.  We  do  not 
propose  to  interfere  with,  but  rather  to  assist  the  doctor.  The 
clinic  is  designed  to  point  out  to  the  motRer  existing  defects  in 
the  growth  or  development  of  her  baby,  so  that  she  may  be  en- 
couraged to  secure  proper  medical  care  for  her  child.  This 
clinic  will  supplement  the  work  of  the  district  nurse,  and  if  the 
entire  plan  is  as  successful  as  we  are  encouraged  to  believe  it 
will  be,  it  is  hoped  that  its  success  will  encourage  the  public  and 
their  representatives  in  the  Legislature  to  afford  the  Board  of 
Health  adequate  funds  to  carry  this  work  throughout  the  length 
and  breadth  of  Ontario. 

The  Board  has  been  much  encouraged  by  the  interest  which 
has  been  aroused  with  respect  to  public  health  during  the  last 
ten  years.  In  1910,  the  appropriations  for  public  health  in 
Ontario  were  about  $50,000.     For  th's  year  those  appropria- 
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tions  are  $531,000,  a  sum  which  is  much  greater  than  that 
supplied  for  public  health  work  in  all  the  other  provinces  and 
of  the  Dominion  of  Canada  put  together. 

The  value  of  Maternal  and  Child  Welfare  work  to  a  country 
may  be  summed  up  in  the  words  of  the  eminent  and  world- 
renowned  progenitor  of  the  modern  nurse,  whose  centenary  has 
just  been  celebrated,  Florence  Nightingale,  who  said:  '^If  the 
babies  of  England  are  kept  well  and  clean  for  the  first  two  years 
they  would  be  the  greatest  asset  of  England. 

The  value  of  work  of  this  kind  has  become  so  appreciated 
in  England  that  at  the  beginning  of  this  year  there  were  1,718 
^laternal  and  Baby  Welfare  Clinics  established  in  that  country, 
of  which  331  are  conducted  by  county  councils,  G79  by  volun- 
tary societies  and  708  by  the  health  authorities. 

To  the  young  women  wdio  have  received  their  diplomas  from 
this  hospital  to-night,  I  should  like  to  offer  my  congratulations 
upon  the  completion  of  their  long  and  arduous  course  of  study, 
and  to  offer  them  a  very  few  words  of  advice.  In  the  pursuit 
of  your  chosen  profession  you  w^ill  gain  in  many  cases  the  inner- 
most circle  of  family  life.  You  will  have  the  nursing  of  sick 
people,  who,  because  of  pain  and  suffering,  are  troublesome  to 
manage.  This  work  will  be  difficult  and  tiresome.  In  country 
districts,  particularly,  and  in.  most  of  homes,  the  convenient 
facilities  of  a  hospital  will  not  be  at  hand.  You  will,  on  the  one 
hand,  find  it  necessary  to  be  loyal  to  the  physician  in  charge, 
and  to  conciliate  the  too  frequent  complainings  of  anxious  rela- 
tives of  the  sick  patient.  You  will  need  to  have  wisdom,  the 
capacity  to  see  and  hear  of  things  which  must  not  be  repeated. 
You  will  require  to  be  possessed  of  tact,  endurance  and  patience. 
In  the  performance  of  your  duties  in  which  there  can  be,  if 
success  shall  follow,  no  slackening  of  effort,  you  must  be  careful 
of  your  own  health,  the  loss  of  which'  would  be  fatal  to  success. 
Re  reconciled  to  all  this,  however,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  many 
before  you  have  successfully  troddeu  the  thorny  ])nth  I  have 
poiuted  out.  I  have  had  a  somewhat  extended  experience  of 
nurses  and  invariably  they  have  fulfilled  all  that  has  been  re- 
quired of  them.  Their  record  with  the  aruiy  has  been  one  of 
which   Canadian  nursing  schools  may  well  be  proud.     Every 
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soldier  who  has  been  unfortunate  enough  to  enter  hospital  has 
nothing  but  praise  for  their  fortitude,  endurance,  patience  and 
devotion  to  dutv.  They  have  been  angels  to  the  wounded  and 
sick  men.  Under  the  most  dangerous  and  difficult  conditions 
on  all  fronts  of  the  war,  nothing  but  the  greatest  praise  can 
be  given  to  the  3,000  Canadian  girls  who  volunteered  for  service. 
My  best  wishes  and  sincerest  hopes  for  your  future  success 
and  happiness  are  given  you.  Earnestly  set  your  face  to  the 
daily  duty  and  you  shall  not  fail.

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Editorials 

THE  AMERICAN  HOSPITAL  ASSOCIATION 
MEETING 


The  Montreal  meeting  was  a  pronounced  success. 
Owing  to  our  early  going  to  press  we  are  not  able 
to  give  a  report  of  the  proceedings,  but  hope  to  in 
our  next  issue. 

One  excellent  feature  of  the  Association  was  the 
Round  Table  Conference.  Much  interest  was  ex- 
hibited. 

The  Hospital  World  attempts  to  discuss  some 
of  the  problems  propounded:  To  the  question,  should 
a  hospital  be  managed  so  as  to  avoid  a  deficit,  we 
should  reply,  yes.  In  personal  affairs  and  in  busi- 
ness circles  generally,  the  individual,  the  stock- 
holders, the  executives,  all  feel  better  when  the  bal- 
ance at  the  end  of  the  year  is  on  the  right  side,  so, 
we  believe,  do  hospital  executives,  trustees  and  sub- 
scribers. The  staple  argument  of  those  who  advo- 
cate a  deficit  is  that  such  a  state  of  affairs  consti- 
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tutes  a  gooS  reason  for  appealing  to  the  public  for 
assistance. 

How  much  free  work  should  a  hospital  do?  In 
the  Old  Land,  in  the  Voluntary  Hospitals,  as  a  rule, 
no  charge  is  made.  We  have  always  opposed  this 
plan.  Many  able  to  pay  are  made  the  subjects  of 
charity.  In  Canada  and  the  United  States  hospitals 
accept  all  sick  people  whom  they  are  prepared  for, 
and  endeavor,  or  should  endeavor,  to  obtain  as  much 
remuneration  as  the  patients  are  able  to  pay  for 
the  accommodation  given.  Failing  to  secure  pay 
from  the  patients  by  reason  of  inability  to  pay, 
appeal  is  made  to  the  municipality  or  state  in  which 
they  reside  to  secure  a  portion,  at  least,  of  what  is 
due.  In  case  the  municipalities  do  not  help,  the 
social  service  department  of  a  hospital  can  assist 
the  collection  department  a  great  deal  by  keeping 
the  latter  informed  of  the  financial  status  of  the 
patient  and  his  friends  for  two  or  three  years  after 
the  debt  is  incurred,  and  collection  of  a  portion  of 
what  is  owing  the  hospital  may  often  be  made. 

The  pros  and  cons  of  a  cafeteria?  Pros:  Saves 
labor,  saves  room,  saves  food,  and  accounting  of 
food  supplies  is  more  easily  accomplished.  The  em- 
ployees have  a  choice  of  dishes  and  consequently 
have  less  ground  for  kicking  than  by  the  old  method. 
Moreover,  the  food  can  be  more  easily  served 
hot.  For  officers  and  doctors,  the  old  method 
may  be  more  satisfactory  than  sending  them  to  a 
common  cafeteria — mainly  for  disciplinary  and 
esthetic  reasons. 
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The  attitude  of  the  hospital  to  the  press.  By  all 
means  friendly.  No  element  in  the  community  can 
help  or  hinder  the  work  of  hospitals  more  than  the 
newspapers.  They  are  able  to  give  much  valuable 
publicity  to  the  work  of  the  institution.  Periodic 
invitations  should  be  given  to  the  press  representa- 
tives to  visit  every  part  of  the  place  at  a  suitable 
time.  Information  as  to  needs,  contemplated  changes 
in  construction,  inauguration  of  new  departments 
or  features,  financial  status,  changes  in  staff  of 
doctors,  nurses,  or  other  superior  officers  should  be 
regularly  given  by  the  superintendent  or  his  ac- 
credited representative.  Regarding  the  unfortun- 
ate incidents  or  accidents  which  occur  in  every  hos- 
pital, ,  a  frank  statement  of  the  salient  features 
should  be  given  personally  by  the  superintendent  to 
the  press.  If  his  relations  with  the  newspapers  have 
been  cordial,  upon  request,  as  a  rule,  the  reporters 
will  omit  such  features  as  would  hurt  the  reputation 
of  the  hospital. 

To  create  good  impressions  in  the  mind  of  the 
patient  upon  his  entrance  to  the  hospital,  prompt 
and  kindly  treatment  is  the  keynote.  The  reception 
room  should  be  quiet  and  pleasant — no  sights  and 
sounds  to  jar  on  the  nerves  of  the  hypersensitive 
guest. 

The  nursing  force  should  create  a  sense  of  guest- 
ship  in  the  minds  of  their  patient  by  manifesting  a 
spirit  of  kindly  welcome,  by  anticipating  needs  and 
by,  as  far  as  possible,  treating  the  patient  as  they 
would  like  to  be  treated  were  they  in  the  patient's 
predicament. 
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The  advantage  of  a  system  of  bookkeeping  which 
will  show  the  expense  and  income  of  every  depart- 
ment in  the  hospital  is  almost  too  obvious  to  com- 
ment upon.  Further,  a  statement  showing  the  per 
capita  per  diem  cost  of  all  the  principal  items  used, 
presented  weekly  or  monthly,  will  be  of  the  greatest 
comfort  to  the  chief  executive  officer,  enabling  him 
to  see  just  where  extravagance  or  penuriousness 
may  be  creeping  in.  Every  hospital  should  have 
an  up-to-date  accounting  system. 

Should  a  hospital  make  a  charge  for  laboratory 
service?  We  would  say,  yes.  Such  charges  will  go 
a  good  way  to  maintain  the  laboratory  and  pay  the 
workers  in  it.  Every  individual  item  need  not  be 
put  on  the  patient^s  bill,  but  a  record  is  kept  of  them 
in  case  the  patient  asks  for  an  itemized  account. 
The  presentation  of  too  many  items  in  an  account 
may  tend  to  irritate  some  patients.  The  patient, 
well  treated  and  who  goes  out  better,  will  not  parley 
over  ^*  laboratory  charges,'^  nor  will  the  friends  if 
they  realize  that  everything  that  could  be  done  has 
been  done  for  the  patient,  even  though  unfortunately 
he  may  not  be  able  to  leave  the  hospital  alive. 

As  to  the  supervision  of  special  articles  of  diet, 
all  reasonable  orders  of  the  doctor  should  be  filled; 
but  all  requisitions  for  unusual,  rare  or  costly  deli- 
cacies  should  be  referred  to  the  superintendent. 

Should  a  patient  be  sued  for  non-payment  of  a 
hospital  account?  We  seldom  hear  of  this  being 
done.     All  means  short  of  this  may  be  tried  in  a 
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firm  but  kindly  way,  that  is  where  the  patient  is 
found  to  be  financially  able  to  pay. 

How  communicate  terms  to  private  patients?  If 
the  patient  is  quite  well  enough  to  discuss  the  mat- 
ter, as  many  of  them  are,  they  may  be  informed 
upon  admission  at  the  office  or  in  the  reception 
room  by  a  tactful  officer,  after  choice  of  accommoda- 
tion has  been  made.  In  emergent  cases  this  matter 
must  be  left  in  abeyance  until  the  friends  are  seen 
or,  in  their  absence,  until  the  patient  is  able  to  at- 
tend to  the  matter. 

Rules  regarding  visitors  are  usually  printed  on 
a  card  and  may  be  presented  to  the  immediate  rela- 
tives or  friends  as  soon  as  possible,  who  will  be  in 
a  position  to  pass  on  the  information  to  the  more 
distant  friends. 

How  many  women  superintendents  are  present 
at  the  business  and  executives  of  their  boards?  All, 
we  should  hope. 

How  far  should  the  average  hospital  attempt 
research  work?  Sufficient  to  throw  all  the  light 
possible  on  the  diagnosis  of  the  diseases  from  which 
the  patients  are  suffering.  If  attached  to  the  aver- 
age  hospital  there  is  a  doctor  or  laboratory  man 
particularly  desirous  and  capable  of  doing  research 
work  beyond  this  amount,  we  should  say  he  should 
be  encouraged  in  every  possible  way  by  providing 
him  room,  equipment  and  assistance. 

Should  a  hospital  encourage  autopsy  work?  Un- 
doubtedly. Written  permits  should  be  obtained 
from  the  responsible  relatives.     This  requires  to  be 
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done  by  the  kindest  and  most  tactful  officer — path- 
ologist, superintendent  or  interne. 

Should  hospitals  operating  at  a  considerable  loss 
buy  staple  articles — sugar,  flour,  canned  goods, 
gauze,  and  linen,  for  future  delivery,  or  say,  a  year's 
supply  in  advance;  or  live  a  sort  of  hand-to-mouth 
existence  for  the  next  year?  The  purchasing  agent 
requires  to  exercise  much  judgment  in  such  a  case. 
We  would  advise  against  the  hand-to-mouth  exist- 
ence ;  but  would  not  give  orders  too  far  in  advance 
in  a  market  which  may  probably  fall.  Something 
depends  on  the  time  of  year,  the  opportunities  for 
purchase,  and  the  plentifulness  of  the  supplies.  In 
cases  of  doubt  a  middle  course  should  be  adopted. 

How  can  a  small  hospital  develop  a  health  centre? 
We  should  say  by  showing  the  need  for  the  same. 
Interest  the  doctors,  nurses,  ministers,  teachers,  pro- 
gressive citizens  and  the  press  in  the  project.  Secure 
the  services  of  a  health  expert  and  organize  for  its 
establishment. 

The  above  questions  are  only  a  fraction  of  those 
discussed  at  the  Convention.  We  hope  to  obtain  a 
report  of  the  Convention's  discussion  of  them  for  a 

future  issue.         ^ — 

THE  OPEN  HOSPITAL 


There  are  many  arguments  for  and  some  against 
the  open  hospital.  Most  of  the  hospitals  in  the 
smaller  cities  and  towns  are  open  to  all  the  practi- 
tioners of  the  burg.  But  in  the  large  cities,  as  a 
rule,  hospitals  are  more  or  less  closed.     In  a  few 
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places  they  are  strictly  closed.  In  the  mixed  hospital 
ward  patients  are  closed  to  physicians  not  on  the 
staff,  but  reputable  physicians  and  surgeons  have 
access  to  the  private  and  semi-private  wards  in 
which  to  treat  their  patients.  In  the  Vancouver 
General  Hospital,  we  understand,  the  policy  of  open- 
ing all  parts  of  the  hospital  for  the  admission  of 
patients  of  any  practitioner  has  been  adopted.  The 
working  out  of  this  policy  will  be  watched  with  great 
interest.  In  some  of  the  open  hospitals  in  the  near 
past  very  bad  surgical  work  was  done,  which 
brought  much  discredit  on  the  hospitals  concerned, 
and  ill-repute  to  the  would-be  surgeons.  In  times 
past  nurses  found  a  good  deal  of  hardship  in  waiting 
upon  so  many  attending  doctors  and  in  carrying  out 
their  diverse  orders.  In  some  institutions  this  hard- 
ship is  mitigated  by  the  adoption  of  a  uniform 
technique  by  the  surgeons  and  a  conformity  in  the 
methods  of  work.  In  the  open  hospital  there  is  more 
difficulty  in  securing  records  of  work  done  than  in 
the  closed  hospital.  In  the  past,  no  doubt,  work  of 
a  higher  grade  of  excellence  has  been  done  in  the 
closed  hospital  than  has  been  done  in  the  open 
hospitals. 

The  staffs  of  closed  hospitals  usually  give  jnore 
time  to  their  patients  than  the  attendants  of  open 
hospitals. 

Much  improvement  can  be  made  in  open  hos- 
pitals if  the  members  of  the  staff  properly  organize. 
They  should  have  regular  stated  meetings  and  have 
a  small  medical  executive  to  meet  often  with  the 
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superintendent.  One  member  of  the  staff  might  at- 
tend trustee  board  meetings  (if  the  superintendent 
be  not  an  M.D.).  They  should  co-operate  and  assist 
one  another;  coach  junior  members  until  they  can 
perform  efficiently  any  procedure  or  operation  which 
may  fall  to  their  lot.  They  should  insist  on  regu- 
larity of  visits  to  patients,  punctuality,  and  should 
remain  long  enough  to  make  a  thorough  study  of 
their  patients'  symptoms,  administer  the  right  treat- 
ment and  see  that  orders  are  properly  carried  out 
and  their  patients  discharged  as  soon  as  they  are 
well  enough  to  leave  the  hospital.  They  should  in- 
sist on  complete  record-taking  and  efficient  filing; 
and  reports  of  interesting  and  unusual  cases  should 
be  made  to  the  medical  press.  Members  of  the  medi- 
cal board  should  take  an  interest  in  the  appointment 
of  internes — in  fact,  should  recommend  the  gradu- 
ates who  are  worthy  of  such  appointments;  and, 
further,  should  give  these  young  tyros  every  help 
possible.  Laboratory  and  X-ray  work  should  also 
be  encouraged.  The  apparatus  should  be  kept  com- 
plete, properly  cared  for  and  careful  records  kept 
of  all  findings — always  to  be  easily  accessible. 

Certain  members  of  the  staff  should  be  detailed 
to  assist  specially  in  lecturing,  teaching  and  demon- 
strating in  the  training  school  of  nurses.  All  practi- 
tioners can  give  many  useful  pointers  to  nurses  at 
the  bedside.  Such  instruction  is  much  valued  by 
the  eager  young  women  during  their  arduous  course. 

These  suggestions  as  to  internes  and  nurses 
apply  equally,  of  course,  to  either  sort  of  hospital.

The  Future  Hospital  as  a  Health  Centre. 


The  great  war  has  surely  brought  home  to  us  the  realization 
that  public  interest  must  be  placed  before  private  privilege  in 
all  departments  of  human  endeavor.  AVe  all  owe  a  definite 
responsibility  to  the  community  in  which  we  reside.  In  keep- 
ing pace  with  the  social  movement  which  is  bringing  all  parts 
of  society  into  more  highly  organized  relations,  the  hospital  of 
the  future  will  be  more  and  more  a  community  health  centre. 
It  is  the  logical  focus  of  scientific  information  regarding  all 
matters  pertaining  to  the  physical  well-being  of  the  comnmnity. 
About  it  all  the  important  health  activities  of  the  community 
should  revolve.  The  future  hospital  field  will  provide  not  only 
for  the  training  and  teaching  of  nurses  and  physicians,  but  will 
be  an  educational  centre  for  all  the  people  on  all  health  ques- 
tions. It  will  provide  a  centre  to  which  future  mothers  will 
come  to  learn  what  modern  science  can  teach  in  producing  better 
babies  through  intelligent  pre-natal  care,  to  which  mothers 
will  come  to  be  taught  how  to  properly  feed  and  clothe  their 
babies  and  to  wisely  nurture  their  mental  development — a  con- 
summation devoutly  to  be  desired — to  learn  to  care  for  the 
health  of  their  families.  It  will  be  a  centre  to  which  children 
may  come  to  learn  the  first  lessons  in  the  proper  care  of  their, 
bodies,  and  where  young  men  and  women  may  come  to  learn  how 
to  become  healthier  and  stronger  citizens. 

As  the  great  value  of  diet  therapy  is  becoming  better  realized 
food  clinics  will  be  established  where  people  may  be  taught  both 
the  economic  and  the  energy  value  of  the  different  foodstuffs 
and  thus  place  them  in  a  position  to  procure  and  properly  cook 
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sim])le  nutritious  food  at  a  moderate  cost.  Patients  will  be 
taught,  while  in  the  hospital,  how  to  feed  themselves  and  how 
to  care  for  their  health  after  returning  home,  this  work,  of 
course,  being  followed  up  through  the  services  of  the  social  nurse. 
Thej  will  have  pointed  out  to  them  that  simplicity  in  a  hospital 
diet  is  essential,  and  false  ideas  as  to  the  character  of  the  food 
I'equired  for  health  will  be  discouraged.  Patients  suffering 
fi'om  such  maladies  as  diabetes  and  kidney  disorders  will  be 
given  careful  personal  supervision  in  their  homes  and  clinics  by 
the  dietitian  and  the  social  nurses  as  to  what  they  must  eat  to 
keep  well.  More  specific  functions  which  the  hospital  will 
render  to  the  community  may  be  considered  under  the  following 
headings: 

L  More  adequate  scientific  facilities  for  ])reventing  the 
spread  of  infectious  diseases. 

2.  Provision  of  facilities  for  co-operating  with  the  public 
school  for  the  diagnosis  and  treatment  of  disease  in  children. 
All  clinics  for  healthy  babies  and  for  babies  out  of  health  will 
be  conducted  at  the  hospital  or  under  the  supervision  of  the 
hospital,  if  we  are  to  put  at  the  disposal  of  these  clinics  scientific 
facilities  for  investigation.  'No  doubt  as  the  municipal  hospitals 
become  established  they  will  become  centres  from  which  the 
public  health  and  T.  B.  nurses  ^vill  work. 

3.  Establishment  of  evening  clinics  to  suit  the  case  of  the 
working  man.  In  our  province  we  look  forward  to  the  estab- 
lishment of  special  clinics,  both  in  large  cities  and  in  the  isolated 
communities,  for  tuberculous  patients,  for  venereal  diseases,  and 
in  the  larger  centres  psychiatric  clinics  will  be  established  for 
the  study  and  treatment  of  people  threatened  with  a  nervous  or 
a  mental  breakdown. 

4.  Co-operation  with  the  medical  profession  of  the  com- 
munity in  ])roviding  laboratory  facilities,  etc.  In  this  province 
the  physicians  of  the  community  are  more  closely  associated 
with  our  open  door  hospitals  than  are  the  general  practitioners 
in  the  older  parts  of  Canada  or  in  Britain.  But  in  these  latter 
countries  this  -barrier  is  being  broken  down.  We  should  en- 
deavor to  reap  the  greatest  advantage  of  the  open  door  hospital 
by  closer  co-operation  on  the  part  of  our  medical  staffs.   Clinical 
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problems  are  so  varied  and  not  infrequently  so  involved  that 
their  full  educational  values  are  most  likely  to  be  obtained  by  a 
combination  of  practitioners  each  of  whom  "is  Avilling  to  throw 
his  individual  experience  and  judgment  into  the  common  stock. 

Art  is  long,  and  especially  long  is  the  Art  of  Clinical  Medi- 
cine, and  it  is  because  of  this  that  judgment  is  difficult.  Clinical 
study  should  be  organized;  medical  men  must  unite  their  ex- 
perience if  within  the  brief  compass  of  an  individual  life  we 
are  to  obtain  anything  like  an  adequate  survey  of  the  wide  field 
within  which  lie  our  dutie.s  and  responsibilities.  The  scientific 
laboratory,  the  medical  societies  and  the  circulating  li1)rary  all 
should  be  centred  at  the  hospital.  Diagnostic  clinics  might  and 
should  be  established  at  the  hospitals  in  our  larger  centres.  To 
such  a  clinic  the  practitioner  may  bring  his  patient  for  in- 
vestigation by  a  group  of  men  giving  special  study  to  the 
different  departments  of  medicine,  who  will  endeavor  to  ascer- 
tain the  cause  of  ill  health  and  return  the  patient  to  the 
physician  with  suggestions  as  to  treatment,  or,  if  necessary,  the 
patient  may  be  passed  over  to  a  special  department  of  the 
hospital  for  further  observation  and  treatment,  such,  as  the 
tuberculosis  department,  the  psychiatric  clinic,  the  heart  depart- 
ment, etc. 

Such  a  diagnostic  clinic  should,  of  course,  be  equipped  with 
the  most  modern  facilities  and  scientific  apparatus  for  the  in- 
vestigation of  disease,  the  services  of  which  should  be  free,  if 
possible.  The  time  has  gone  past  when  a  doctor  can  investi- 
gate obscure  disease  in  a  room  in  his  house  or  in  the  home  of 
the  patient.  The  cost  of  modern  scientific  apparatus  has 
become  too  great  to  be  borne  by  the  average  physician,  and  the 
assessment  of  the  significance  of  the  X-Ray  and  laboratory 
findings  has  become  a  complex  problem.  Some  of  our  large 
teaching  hospitals  provided  with  elaborate,  well-trained  special 
departments  still  lack  a  central  investigation  clinic  where  the 
sick  man  can  be  studied  by  a  group  before  being  assigned  to  his 
proper  department.  We  must  remember  that  the  patient  does 
not  present  himself  at*a  dispensary  with  a  label  on  him  stating 
to  what  department  he  belongs.  One  of  the  earliest  evidences 
of  heart  failure  is  the  appearance  of  mental  symptoms  or  of 
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digestive  disturbances,  and  palpitation  of  the  heart  is  often  due 
to  stomach  disease.  The  inter-relation  of  the  organs  of  the 
body  is  so  close  that  we  cannot  easily  divide  it  up  for  medical 
treatment.  The  man  first  must  be  studied  as  a  whole  in  a  most 
thorough  manner  before  he  should  be  assigned  to  any  special 
department.  "  It  takes  seventeen  specialists  to  make  one 
doctor." 

In  England  the  monumental  blunder  was  made  of  ignoring 
the  institution  for  the  care  of  the  sick,  the  work  being  done  in- 
stead in  the  office  of  the  panel  physician,  whose  work  was 
regarded  as  complete  in  itself,  like  that  of  the  cobbler. 

Another  great  change  in  the  hospital  relation  to  the 
community  will  be  brought  about  when  health  insurance  legis- 
lation is  more  widely  introduced  in  this  country.  In  everv 
important  country  of  Europe  health  insurance  laws  are  in  etfect. 
I  believe  that  in  this  country  we  will  soon  have  health  insurance 
legislation.  This  will  mean  additional  work  for  physicians  and 
hospitals,  because  a  premium  will  be  placed  upon  securing 
immediate  intelligent  treatment  in  order  to  reduce  insurance 
charges,  rather  than  putting  off  seeing  the  doctor  as  long  as 
possible. 

The  development  of  the  community  relationship  of  the  hos- 
pital is  essential  in  the  post  war  financing  of  our  institutions. 
As  hospital  financing  depends  in  the  long  run  upon  the  public 
comprehension  of  what  a  hospital  stands  for,  if  a  hospital 
understood  how^  to  express  itself  before  a  community  it  would 
secure  support.

General  Outline. 

The  third  aniinal  convention  of  The  British  Colnmbia  Hospi- 
tal Association,  was  held  in  the  King  Edward  TLigh  School, 
Vancouver,  on  Wednesda}',  Thursday,  Friday  and  Saturday, 
June  23rd,  24th,  25th,  26th,  at  the  same  time  and  place  as 
several  very  important  national  conventions.  The  meetings 
were  largely  attended  by  re])resentatives  including  hospital 
superintendents,  members  of  boards  of  trustees,  doctors,  nurses 
and  others  interested  in  hospitals. 

The  work   of  the  convention   thi.s  year   was   divided   into 
Nursing, -^Medical  and  Business  or  Financing,  and  one  day  was 
devoted  to  each  of  these.     Two  joint  sessions  were  held,  the  first 
with  the  Canadian  Public  Health  Association    on    Wednesday 
morning,  and  the  other  with  the  National  ^lental  Hygiene  Com- 
mi"ttee  on  Thursday  night.    Dr.  M.  T.  MacEachern,  President  of 
the  Association,  presided  at  a  large  number  of  the  sessions,  and 
was  assisted  by  others — Miss  .].  ]\r.  ^FacKenzie,  K.iSr.,  Superin- 
tendent of  Nurses,  Provincial  Royal  Jubilee  Hospital,  Victoria  ; 
Miss  E.  I.  Johns,  R.N.,  Director  of  Nursing,  Vancouver  Gen- 
eral Hospital  and  University  of  British  Columbia,  Vancouver ; 
^Fr.  P.  S.  Day,  President  Board  of  Directors,  Provincial  Royal 
Jubilee  Hospital,  Victoria ;  Dr.  H.  C.  AVrinch,  Superintendent, 
Hazelton  Hospital,  Hazelton,  and  ^Fr.  Charles  Graham,  Presi- 
dent Board  of  Directors,  Cumberland  General  Hospital,  Cum- 
berland, B.C.     Drs.  H.    E.    Young   and    M.    T.    ^FacEachern, 
Presidents  of  the  two  Associations,  presided  at  the  joint  ses- 
sion on  Wednesdav  mornino-.     Mrs.    ^F.    E.    Johnson.    P.N.. 
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Superintendent  Bute  Street  Hospital,  Vancouver,  acted  as  sec- 
retary and  was  assisted  by  Miss  Frances  Henry,  Vancouver. 

Generally  speaking,  throughout  the  meeting  the  greater  por- 
tion of  the  time  was  given  to  round  table  conferences  and  dis- 
cussion. All  who  attended  left  the  meeting  feeling  they  had 
received  much  benefit  from  all  the  deliberations. 

One  of  the  most  pleasant  and  profitable  evenings  spent  was 
the  •'  get-together ''  round  table  conference-question  drawer  and 
informal  reception  given  by  the  Vancouver  members  on  Wed- 
nesday evening  in  the  banquet  hall.  The  closing  event  of  the 
convention  was  a  luncheon  given  by  the  Vancouver  General 
Hospital  on  Saturday,  June  26th,  at  which  a  short  round  table 
conference  was  held  and  the  new  President,  Dr.  H.  C.  Wrinch. 
was  inaugurated. 

Xi()-si)}g  Sessio)i. 

During  the  nursing  session  many  problems  of  interest  were 
discussed.  Special  consideration  was  given  to  nursing  stan- 
dards, nursing  education  and  nursing  service  in  hospitals  of 
twenty-five  beds  and  under.  All  speakers  referred  at  length  to 
the  shortage  of  nurses,  and  the  following  were  some  of  the  main 
reasons  advanced: —   • 

.  Fii\stly. — The  scope  of  work  for  the  graduate  nurse  has 
recently  rapidly  enlarged  in  many  directions,  l)Ut  par- 
ticularly in  public  health  fields  and  in  our  health 
institutions,  work  formerly  not  done  or  carried  on  by 
others  is  now  delegated  to  the  graduate  nurse.  Xo 
])rovision  has  been  made  to  meet  this  increased  demand. 

Secondly. — Our  hospitals  are  rapidly  extending  rhoir  service 
without  dne  provision  for  the  increasing  of  the  nnrsing 
force  accordingly  to  tak(^  care  of  this  increase. 

Thirdly. — The  nurse-in-training  has  been  more  or  less  ex- 
ploited by  our  hos))itals  for  the  menial  work  of  the 
wards  which  could  be  done  by  others.  Owing  \o  the 
financial  difficulties  of  hospitals  the  nurse-in-traininir 
has  been  found  ^'  cheap  labor  ''  and  a  means  of  economy. 
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Fourthly. — There  is  a  general  lack  of  good  living  and  work- 
ing conditions.  Better  nurses'  accommodation  and 
shorter  hours — the  eight-hour  system. 

Fifthly. — Many  training  schools,  particularly  on  account  of 
"finances,  are  not  giving  the  training  to  their  nurses  that 
they  are  entitled  to,  being  lacking  in  teaching  facilities 
and  efficient  teaching  personnel. 

These  many  problems  introduced  found  solution,  wholly  or 
in  part,  in  the  papers  and  discussions  Avhich  followed. 

The  establishment  of  a  proper    standard   for  our    training 
schools  was  discussed,  and  might  be  summarized  as  follows: — 

Firstly. — That  all  young  women  taking  up  nursing  should 
have  at  least  partial  or  complete  high  school  education. 

Secondly. — That  all  hospitals  conducting  a  training  school 
should  have  the  necessary  equipment  and  teaching  per- 
sonnel in  order  to  give  these  young  women  a  proper 
training. 

Thirdly. — That  the  necessary  provision  be  made  which 
would  insure  the  teaching  of  ethics  and  instilling  into 
the  minds  of  these  young  women  the  spirit  of  service. 

Fourthly. — That  a  standard  physical  requirement  should  be 
demanded. 

The  Province  of  British  Columbia  has  decided  on  a  standard 
and  this  has  been  published  and  distributed,  but  a  survey  of  the 
training  schools  during  the  past  year  revealed  the  following 
needs : — 

Firstly. — More  propaganda  amongst  Boards  of  Trustees, 
doctors,  nurses  and  others  to  stimulate  them  to  more  in- 
terest and  a  keener  sense  of  responsibility  in  relation  to 
training  schools  connected  with  our  hospitals. 

Secondly. — Better  teaching  facilities  and  teaching  personnel 
for  our  training  schools. 
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Thirdly. — ^^^lore  financial  assistance  for  training  schools.    It 
was  indicated  that  efforts  would  be  made  to  induce  the 
Government,   if  possible,  to  make    special    grants    to 
training  schools,  similarly  as  they  were  doing  for  all 
other  teaching  or  educational  services  rendered  in  this 
province. 
Xursing  education  engaged  the  attention  of  the  convention 
for  some  time.     There  is  a  distinct  need  for  connecting  up  the 
training  school  with  the  higher  educational  institutions  to-day, 
and  this  has  been  done  in  British  Columbia,    the  only  place  in 
Canada.     To-day  the.  combined  course,    extending    over    ^ve 
years  and  leading  to  the  degree  in  nursing  is  in  operation.     This 
course  consists  of  two  years  academic  or  preparatory,  two  years 
in  an  accredited  hospital,  and  the  final  year  given  to  specializ- 
ation— training   school    administration,     pedagogy    or    public 
health.     The  inauguration  of  this  course  was  to  meet  the  great 
demand    in    Western    Canada    for    people    to    fill    responsible 
positions  in  our  many  institutions    and    public   health    fields. 
Simultaneously  and  harmoniously  the  Vancouver  Hospital  in 
co-operation  with  the  University  of  British  Columbia  is  meeting 
the  diversified  needs  of  our  province.     The  Director  of  Cursing 
of  the  Vancouver  General  Hospital  is  also  Director  of  the  De- 
partment of  Nursing  in  the  University  of  British  Columbia. 

How  the  small  hospital  can  carry  on  a  training  school  is 
to-day  a  live  issue,  and  it  was  generally  conceded : — 

Firstly, — That  training  schools  should  not  be  conducted 
where  there  was  less  than  a  daily  average  of  twenty-five 
patients. 
Secondly. — That  where  there  was  less  than  a  daily  average 
of  twenty-five  patients  graduates  and  ward  assistants 
could  give  the  best  and  most  economic  nursing  service. 
Thirdly. — That  any  hospital  of  a  daily  average  of  less  than 
twenty-five  beds  endeavoring  to  conduct  a  training 
school  must  make  provision  for  proper  training  of  their 
nurses  by  affiliation  with  one  of  the  large  hospitals  of 
the  province,  and  the  difficulty  of  instruction  should  bo 
met  in  one  or  other  of  the  following  ways: — 

H.W— 4 
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(a)   Proper  teaching  facilities  and  efficient    teaching 
personnel ; 

(h)   Travelling  instructorSj  if  practical  in  our  province; 

(c)    Specially  planned  curriculum    for    such    training 
school. 

Public  health  nursing  has  of  late  years,  and  especially  since 
the  war,  aroused  great  public  interest.  Combined  with  this  is 
health  education  which  has  a  substantial  place  in  the  education 
curriculum,  both  of  the  normal  and  public  schools  of  Saskat- 
chewan; Public  health  nursing  fields  are  rapidly  opening  up 
and  being  filled.  Our  Canadian  universities  are  helping  to 
train  personnel  to  fill  these  positions  as  rapidly  as  possible.  Al- 
ready public  health  courses  for  nurses  have  been  established  in 
Toronto,  Dalhousie  and  British  Columbia  universities,  with 
others  contemplated. 

Co-op'eration  between  voluntary  societies  and  the  public 
health  organizations  now  in  existence  is  noticeable  to-day.  The 
professional  is  aided  by  the  non-professional,  all  working  to- 
gether for  a  greater  and  better  service  to  humanity.  All  must 
co-operate  with  the  state  health  organization,  which  is  the 
fundamental  basis  and  supplies  most  of  the  money.  Greater 
co-operation  should  be  established  between  the  public  health 
nurse  in  the  rural  community  with  the  hospital  in  that  centre. 
Llospitals  have  curative,  educational  and  scientific  obligations 
to  societies  to  fulfil.  Equally  as  important  and  necessary,  they 
should  do  their  share  in  preventive  medicine  by  a  well  estab- 
lished co-operation  Avith  the  public  health  nurse  in  her 
activities. 

The  nursing  session  throughout  was  one  of  local  and  national 
interest  and  many  vital  problems  w^ere  up  for  discussion,  and 
though  these  were  well  discussed  and  debated,  yet  it  was  felt 
that  something  of  a  more  real  and  constructive  nature  should 
follow,  and  as  this  was  almost  impossible  to  accomplish  at  the 
convention,  a  committee  was  accordingly  appointed  to  go  care- 
fully into  the  deliberations  of  the  day  and  report  to  the  Associa- 
tion later,  possibly  to  the  executive  at  its  next  meeting  or  at  the 
next  convention. 
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Medical  Sessioii. 

The  medical  service  of  all  hospitals  is  under  scrutiny  to-day 
and  .the  question  to  be  answered  is  "Is  the  hospital  giving  the 
right  kind  of  medical  service  to  its  patients  ?  "  Production 
sheets  must  be  analyzed.  A  survey  of  our  province  finds  many 
living  up  to  the  present  day  requirement  and  others  wanting  to 
do  so,  but  cannot  owing  to  financial  circumstances.  It  is  un- 
fortunate that  many  of  our  health  institutions  have  sprung  into 
existence  without  any  definite  standard  or  relation  to  such 
conditions  as  mean  a  highly  efficient  service.  Many  are  lacking 
in  structural  and  architectural  design.  ^lany  poorly  equipped 
and  personnelled.  Others  are  up-to-date  in  every  respect  and 
have  as  their  ideal  the  highest  type  of  service.  In  all  cases 
more  propaganda  and  finances  are  needed.  It  is  indeed  very 
necessary  that  the  hospitals  of  our  province  establish  a  more 
substantial  method  of  financing.  This  seems  to  be  the  very 
root  of  all  our  deficiencies,  and  being  such,  it  behooves  us  to 
remedy  it.  The  spirit  of  service  found  in  the  hospitals  of  the 
province  was  wonderful  and  several  with  deficiencies  in  equip- 
ment and  stafi"  Avere  doing  good  work  under  trying  circum- 
stances. 

More  interest  must  be  aroused  in  boards  of  trustees  and 
better  co-operation  induced  between  them  and  the  medical  men 
of  the  hospital  community.  Generally  speaking,  properly 
regulated  hospital  propaganda  to  arouse  more  community  inter- 
est in  the  institutions  is  needed,  and  no  doubt  this  is  being 
fostered  and  developed  through  our  Hospital  Association. 

A  large  number  of  the  hospitals  in  this  })rovince  can  readily 
meet  the  minimum  standard.  Several  have  been  reviewed  from 
this  standpoint  and  some  fourteen  or  fifteen  of  fifty  beds  and 
over,  have  fnllf  ii  in  line  or  are  going  to  do  so.  Every  hospital 
has  a  medical  staff,  ])ut  unfortiinalely  in  some  cases  there  is  not 
the  co-operation  between  the  members  that  is  desired.  This 
mnst  be  better  fostered.  All  hospitals  can  have  good  records, 
and  the  only  excuse  for  not  having-  them  is  laziness  on  the  part 
of  the  medical  men  attending.  I^rerv  hospital  should  bo  able 
in  do  the  routine  laboratory  work,  including  urinalysis,,  smears, 
pimtnms  for  tuberculosis,  blood  counts,  etc.,  and  th?  more  difii- 
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cult  workj  such  as  pathology,  serums,  vaccines,  etc.,  should  go 
to  the  district  or  divisional  laboratory,  which  in  this  province 
is  the  provincial  laboratory.  This  is  now  all  being  worked  out 
for  the  province.  Hospital  standardization  as  it  is  known  to  us 
all  should  well  be  considered  as  the  minimum  service  any  in- 
stitution.should  give  if  they  desire  to  render  the  community  the 
kind  of  service  they  are  entitled  to. 

A  standardization  survey  of  the  province  has  revealed  a  great 
need  for  laboratory  and  X-ray  technicians  and  medical  record 
clerks  for  our  hospitals.  It  is  fully  agreed  that  all  hospitals 
should  render  at  least  a  minimum  service,  which  is  as  follows : — 

Firstly, — To  meet  all  emergency  work  which  might  arise  in 
the  community. 

Secondly. — To  treat  all  types  of  medical  cases. 

Thirdly. — To  do  maternity  work. 

To  do  this  we  must  have  medical  case  records,  routine 
laboratory  and  X-ray  work.  These  need  trained  people — 
medical  record  clerks  and  technicians.  The  doctor  of  to-day 
will  not  do  this  work  and  so  we  must  look  to  nurses  or  others 
specially  trained  in  these  departments.  To  that  end  the  Van- 
couver General  Hospital  is  contemplating  a  ten  months'  course 
of  training  to  nurses  or  others  in  the  laboratory.  X-ray  and 
medical  records,  thus  fitting  persons  to  go  to  the  various  smaller 
hospitals  and  do  the  work.  Undoubtedly  this  will  meet  a  pre- 
sent urgent  need  and  do  much  to  improve  the  medical  service  of 
our  hospitals. 

In  many  instances  to-day  there  is  need  of  drawing  the 
medical  staff  into  more  sympathetic  touch  with  the  hospital  and 
the  developing  of  a  more  constructive  interest.  The  medical 
men  must  be  imbued  Avith  the  spirit  of  good  hospital  service. 
They  must  have  constructive  scrutiny  over  the  medical  work  of 
the  hospital  and  lay  down  such  a  policy  as  means  the  best  pos- 
sible efficiency  in  its  service  rendered.  They  must  write  their 
own  medical  records  and  conform  in  every-  respect  to  the 
requirements  as  laid  down  in  hospital  standardization. 

Hospitals  to-day  must  have  organization  and  medical  super- 
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vision  of  some  kind  is  necessary.  The  doctor  may  give  his 
services  gratis  or  be  part  time  or  full  time,  this  depending  on 
the  size  of  the  institution.  Arrangements  can  always  be  made 
for  the  medical  supervision  required.  The  smaller  the  hospital 
the  more  and  diversified  the  duties  which  fall  on  their  superin- 
tendent or  one  directly  in  charge.  Let  the  organization  be  out- 
lined, clearly  cut  and  definitely  defined  with  centred  authority, 
and  each  person  in  it  knowingvwell  the  full  measure  of  his  or 
her  responsibility  or  authority.  If  the  institution  grows  this 
organization  can  be  filled  in  as  required.  The  larger  hospitals, 
say  of  one  hundred  beds  and  over,  should  have  a  resident  medical 
officer  in  charge,  as  the  responsibility  is  too  nuich  for  any  person 
other  than  that  of  a  medical  man. 

Dietetics  in  relation  to  the  scientific  treatment  of  disease  is 
to-day  recognized  and  being  gradually  introduced  into  all  our 
hospitals.  We  now  find  the  internist,  the  dietitian  and  the 
laboratory  man  all  working  hand  in  hand  in  the  successful 
treatment  of  many  diseases  hitherto  thought  incurable  or 
chronic,  through  the  scientific  application  of  food  and  its 
values.  All  our  hospitals  must  pay  greater  attention  to  this 
branch  and  superintendents  of  these  iustitutions  must  equip 
themselves  with  the  knowledge  necessary  for  the  practical  appli- 
cation of  these  well  proven  principles  of  dietetics  in  relation  to 
disease.  v 

The  recent  advances  made  in  Psychiatry  make  it  necessary 
that  our  ^hospitals  give  more  attention  to  this  branch  of  the 
service.  We  must  of  necessity  make  provision  for  the 
])sychopathic  cases  coming  to  our  institutions.  We  must  ])ro- 
vide  better  means  for  a  longer  and  more  expert  or  scientific 
observation  before  committing  to  the  mental  hospitals.  The 
larger  general  hosi)itals  must  have  psychopathic  wards  where 
these  can  be  treated  primarily.  By  so  doing  a  great  economic 
problem  of  the*state  will  be  solved. 

Business  Session. 

Probably  the  subject  that  is  engrossing  the  minds  of  boards 
of  trustees  and  others  connected  with  our  hospitals  is  that  of 
finances.     There  is  a  universal  lack  of  monev  with  all  our  in- 
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stitutions,  which  in  the  vast  majority  of  cases  is  impairing  the 
efficiency.  This  is  very  serious,  and  active  steps  must  be  im- 
mediately taken  to  secure  ample  and  certain  methods  of 
financing  instead  of  the  indefinite  and  almost  unreliable  sources 
as  at  present.  It  was  conclusively  proven  that  the  munici- 
palities of  British  Columbia  were  not  contributing  to  hospitals 
as  liberally  by  any  means  as  the  government,  who  in  the  past 
vear  in  this  Province  gave  over  $1,400,000.00.  to  hospitals. 
Xot  only  are  our  hospitals  hampered  for  ninning  expenses,  but 
also  for  capital  expenditure.  The  proposed  health  tax  suggested 
by  the  Secretary  of  the  Provincial  Board  of  Health  gave  encour- 
agement to  all  in  this  respect  and  it  is  earnestly. h<rped  will  be 
a  realit}'  soon. 

Standardization  of  hospital  accounting  has  not  as  yet  been 
developed  here,  but  is  necessary  in  order  to  have  an  intelligent 
business  interpretation  of  our  hospitals  so  far  as  costs  or 
expenditures  are  concerned.  It  will  mean  a  more  comprehen- 
si\  t'  knowledge  of  how  best  to  distribute  the  charges  in  a  fair 
and  equitable  amount,  as  well  as  afford  a  basis  on  which  revenue 
and  expenses  can  be  better  correlated.  This  is  as  necessary  in  a 
hospital  as  in  a  business  concern. 

It  is  difficult  to  argue  the  question  of  purchasing  supplies  by 
contract  or  by  the  open  market,  but  generally  speaking,  money 
can  always  be  saved  by  l)uying  by  contract,  provided  the  market 
is  anyways  stable  and  you  have  a  definite  specification  for  goods 
desired.  Contracts  for  long  periods  at  present  and  during  the 
])ast  few  years  is  not  advisable  owing  to  the  ever-soaring  prices. 
Competitive  buying,  as  for  instance,  monthly  contracts  on 
gi'(i('(  ii(  s,  etc.,  is  al\\ay>  considered  gooid  policy. 

Hospital  architecture  to-day  has  become  a  specialty  of  its 
own,  for  these  institutions  must  be  so  planned  as  to  be  part  of 
the  treatment  itself.  Very  careful  attention  sh^tild  be  given  to 
air  space,  ventilation,  sanitation,  tints  or  colors,  etc.  Vastly 
important  is  the  general  layout  with  the  relation  of  the  various 
services  so  as  to  insure  efficiency  and  economy  of  service  and 
reduction  of  labor  in  administering  to  the  patients  with  the 
minimum  number  of  steps  to  be  taken  each  lime.  Too  many 
hospitals  are  built  without  due  consideration  as  to  the  needs  of 
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the  community — present  or  future.  Some  standard  must  be 
evolved  as  a  guide  for  future  hospitals. 

There  seems  to  be  a  great  diversity  in  hospital  charges  but 
the  adoption  of  any  uniform  system  can  only  be  done  when  we 
have  a  better  knowledge  of  costs  and  when  we  are  able  to 
standardize  the  much  talked  of  ''per  capita  cost."  In  nearly  all 
cases  the  ''per  diem  cost"  in  each  institution  is  much  lower  than 
rates  charged.  All  charges  made,  including  special  and  con- 
tract, should  take  into  consideration  the  per  diem  cost  prevail- 
ing in  that  institution.  It  would  be  pleasing  if  we  could  arrive 
at  a  uniform  service  in  all  our  hospitals  and  thus  a  uniform  cost 
Avith  uniform  dharges.  Most  hospitals  have  a  large  number  of 
so-called  extras  as  laboratory,  X-ray,  operating  room,  anesthetics 
and  drugs.  It  miglit  be  possible  to  combine  all  these  in  a  flat 
charge  which  would  require  less  bookkeeping  and  not  be  so 
annoying  to  the  patient  when  called  upon  to  pay  the  bill. 

The  convention  appointed  a  committee  of  hospital  account- 
ants to  bring  in  a  report  on  hospital  accounting  and  allied, 
matters  pertaining  to  financing  of  our  institutions.  This  com- 
mittee will  consider  standard  and  uniform  methods  of  business 
])rocedure  for  our  hospitals,  and  report  at  the  next  conference. 

Other  Hospital  Problems. 

The  hospitals  of  British  Columbia  have  made  wonderful 
jirogress,  but  still  have  vital  problems  to  be  solved.  . 

In  this  province  to-day  provision  has  not  been  made  by  the 
Government  for  the  care  of  the  incurable,  which,  in  most  pro- 
\  iiiccs  and  states,  is  regarded  as  a  duty  of  the  State.  As  present 
this  l)ur(lon  is  carried  by  the  Vancouver  General  Hospital  and 
several  other  institutions  of  British  Columbia.  Negotiations 
have  been  going  on  with  the  Government  for  several  years,  but 
no  action  has  yet  been  taken,  but  we  have  reason  to  believe  it  is 
under  very  serious  consideration  at  present.  There  is  only  one 
solution  AA-thich  is  known  to  all.  Nearly  one  hundred  of  these 
cases  are  at  present  cared  for  by  the  Vancouver  General  Hospital 
in  their  splendid  institution  at  Marpole,  where  all  the  comforts, 
medical  and  nursing  care  are  afforded  and  ample  provision  made 
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for  light  employment  or  vocational  work.  The  financial  bur- 
den, however,  should  be  assumed  by  the  State. 

Our  province  as  a  whole  is  greatly  lacking  in  proper  hos- 
])itals  to  look  after  infectious  cases.  The  buildings  afforded 
are  usually  unsuitable  and  inadequate  in  all  respects.  When 
such  attention  is  paid  to  hospitals  for  general  purposes,  it  is 
only  reasonable  to  expect  more  consideration  be  given  this  spe- 
cial type  of  hospital.  Two  things  are  necessary  here  to-day. 
Firstly — the  establishment  of  ujvto-date  isolation  hospital> 
throughout  our  province  where  needed;  possibly  the  consoli- 
dated municipal  system  recommended  two  years  ago  would  bo 
the  most  efficient.  Secondly — all  general  hospitals  should  pro- 
vide the  necessary  segregation  and  observation  ^vards  for  cases 
and  lessen  the  cross-infection  and  epidemic  outbreaks  that  we 
know  occur  in  them  from  time  to  time,  and  which  are  unavoid- 
able under  the  present  system.  Segregation  of  children  parti- 
cularly, is  necessary  through  the  incubation  ])eriods  at  least.  The 
pro])er  handling  of  the  infectious  cases  with  ])recautions  against 
spreading  infection  is  an  important  economic  question  for  any 
community,  and  such  a  means  to  protect  the  community  against 
epidemics  is  not  only  desirable,  but  a  duty  to  humanity. 

We  are  all  agreed  that  generally  speaking,  visitors  and 
visiting  in  hospitals  is  a  menace  to  all  concerned.  Visitors  dis- 
seminate infection,  waste  the  time  and  energ^  of  the  nurses  and 
staif,  causing  them  often  to  work  harder  and  remain  on  duty 
longer,  aggravate  the  disposition  of  even  the  most  pleasant  and 
courteous,  and,  possibly  more  important  than  anything  else,  re- 
tard the  physical  progress  of  patients.  It  has  been  proven  over 
and  over  again,  experimentally,  by  the  Vancouver  General 
Hospital,  that  when  visitors  were  excluded  from  any  section  of 
the  hospital  the  service  to  that  section  was  far  superior  than 
otherwise  and  the  physical  progress  of  our  patients  immeasur- 
ably better  than  when  visitors  were  allowed.  The  tabulated 
results  from  findings  during  the  influenza  epidemic  in  the 
Vancouver  General  Hospital  proves  without  a  doubt  the  ])oinr 
in  question.  Public  education  is  necessary,  combined  with  a 
united  effort  on  the  ])art  of  all  our  hospitals  to  cut  down  visiting 
in  hospitals. 
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Convention  Business, 

A  great  deal  of  business  came  before  the  convention  and  was 
either  disposed  of  or  referred  to  the  executive.  The  report  on 
by-laws  and  constitution  was  left  over  till  the  next  meeting  and 
in  the  meantime  the  hospitals  were  all  to  receive  a  copy  of  the 
proposed  changes.  The  committee  on  officers  for  the  ensuing 
year  submitted  the  following  slate,  which  was  adopted 
unanimously.

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NEW  PROVINCIAL  HOSPITAL  AT  WHITBY 


The  recent  meeting  at  the  Ontario  Hospital,  Whitby,  Ont.,  of 
The  Ontario  ^euro-Psychiatric  Association,  gave  a  number  of 
ph^'sicians  and  hospital  superintendents,  '  an  opportunty  of 
looking  through  what  is  undoubtedly  the  finest  and  most  up  to 
date  Hospital  for  the  Insane  to  be  found  anywhere.  We  would 
like  to  take  the  opportunity  of  congratulating  Dr.  Forster  and 
liis  associates  at  Whitby,  on  the  success  of  the  meeting  in  ques- 
tion and  to  thank  them  for  their  courtesies  on  September  15th. 

Declared  by  the  highest  authorities  on  the  American  con- 
tinent to  be  the  finest  Hospital  for  the  Insane  in  the  world,  and 
(hat  it  outrivals  them  all  in  advanced  ideas  for  treating  the 
mentally  afiiicted,  the  Whitby  Hospital  is  located  on  the  most' 
ideal  spot  in  the  province.  Occupying  a  farm  of  640  acres,  it 
is  situated  on  a  beautiful  poiiit  of  land  jutting  out  into  Lake 
Ontario  from  Whitby  Harbor,  is  bounded  on  the  east  by  two 
large  orchards  and  the  harbor,  and  extends  north  as  far  as  the 
Grand  Trunk  tracks. 

To  create  the  institution,  all  existing  hospitals  have  been 
visited  and  studied.  ^^  What  would  you  not  do  if  you-  were 
planning  your  place  again?"  has  been  the  eternal  question. 
Then  with  an  example  of  what  to  do  before  them,  the  late  Hon. 
W.  J.  Ilanna  and  the  members  of  his  staft'  evolved  what  is  now 
a  beacon  to  all  others,  and  a  gift  to  posterity  from  the  people  of 
Ontario. 

A  unique  feature  of  the  grounds  with  their  cement  walks 
and  flower  beds  is  the  absence  of  poles  and  overhead  wires. 
Special  lights  are  placed  on  the  buildings,  wdiicli  reflect  sufli- 
cient  light  for  the  illumination  of  the  grounds. 

The  thirty  buildings  of  grey  stucco  walls  and  red  tiled  roofs 
were  designed  by  James  Govan,  and  the  cottage  system  with 
pleasant  lawns  and  much  shrubbery  has  been  adopted. 

The  equipment  of  the  new  colony  is  so  complete  that  it  is 
])ractically  a  town  in  itself.  For  the  treatment  of  the  mentally 
afflicted  there  are  up-to-date  pathological  rooms,  an  X-ray  room, 
special  electrical  diet  stoves  in  every  ward,  dental  clinic  and 
operating  rooms.  Other  important  departments  are  fine  laun- 
dries, blacksmith    shops,    occupational    training    quarters,    ice 
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lionse,  a  large  storehouse,  a  small  canning  factory,  chapel, 
imrses'  homes  and  an  electric  lighting  and  power  plant.  A 
library  and  manual  training  centre  will  be  added  this  summer. 
The  men's  quarters  are  equipped  with  a  cafeteria  service,  and 
the  women's  quarters  have  service  dining  rooms. 

•The  thirty  buildings  are  divided  into  many  sections.  Two 
of  the  chief  sections  are  the  men's  quarters  and  women's  quar- 
ters. Each  have  seven  buildings,  which  include  the  cottages, 
main  dining  hall  and  kitchen  and  a  large  infirmary.  Both  in- 
firmaries are  laid  out  so  that  the  e'reatest  amount  of  sunlioht 
can  be  admitted  to  the  sunrooms,  which  number  forty  in  all. 
With  the  many  windows  and  the  pleasant  views  of  the  lake  from 
the  windows  the  buildings  represent  charming  summer  hotels. 

The  two  large  kitchens,  one  in  either  infirmary,  are  new 
ideas  in  sanitation  and  efficiency.  They  are  built  throughout 
with  white  brick  and  tile,  and  are  equipped  with  every  modern 
convenience.  One  of  the  features  is  an  electrical  dish  washing 
and  drying  machine  combined.  The  dishes  are  washed,  dried 
and  put  away  in  racks  ready  for  use  by  the  one  machine. 

The  eight  large  cottages,  in  which  the  patients  sleep  and 
have  their  day  rooms,  were  constructed,  with  few  variations, 
from  one  original  plan.  The  large  entrance  hall,  with  red  tiled 
floor  and  a  brick  fireplace  at  either  end,  forms  the  day  room, 
in  which  the  patients  are  taught  handicraft  by  special  instruc- 
tors. Excellent  work  is  accomplished,  and  much  of  the  directed 
labor  is  carried  out  by  the  patients  themselves,  who  take  a  great 
interest  in  work  which  they  desire. 

Attractive  chintz  curtains  adorn  the  windows,  and  the  walls 
are  of  brown  with  buff  ceilings,  and  upper  half  of  the  walls  is 
also  buff  color.  Comfortable  seats,  chairs,  many  green  plants 
and  rugs  add  a  "  homey"  touch  to  the  cottage  living  room.  At 
either  end  of  the  main  room  are  cosy  sitting  rooms  nut  of  which 
three  single  rooms  open.  Each  contains  a  hos])ital  cot,  somno 
and  a  chair.  All  floors  are  covered  with  battleship  linoleum, 
which  deadens  all  sound.  Oft'  the  living  room  is  a  corridor 
along  which-  are  white  tiled  washrooms  and  bathrooms  fitted 
with  the  latest  appliances  for  therapeutic  baths. 

All  plumbing  is  enclosed  in  the  walls.     A  separate  side  en- 
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trance,  by  which  the  patients  enter  and  leave  the  building  for 
their  meals  and  daily  walks,  leads  into  a  boot  and  cloak  room, 
where  the  patients  don  felt  slippers  for  wearing  while  in  the 
cottage. 

Over  the  day  rooms  are  the  dormitories  which  achieve  the 
great  aim,  ''  observation  without  restraint."  A  corridor  connects 
at  either  end  rooms  with  fourteen  beds.  There  are  no  doors  or 
(knid  walls,  and  one  nurse,  stationed  in  the  corridor,  can  watch 
all  the  patients  without  them  being  aware  of  it.  Two  other 
rooms,  containing  six  beds  each,  and  various  single  rooms  bring 
the  total  that  can  be  accommodated  in  each  cottage  to  fifty-seven. 

There  are  800  patients  in  the  hospital.  .  The  institution  can 
accommodate  1,000,  and  will  be  able  to  handle  1,500  cases  when 
all  the  buildings  are  com])letcd.  Ten  doctors,  100  nurses  and 
many  orderlies  are  required.  Since  the  patients  have  arrived 
from  Toronto  a  great  change  has  been  noticed,  and  according  1o 
the  authorities  they  have  been  given  ''a  new  lease  of  life." 
With  slight  expansion  the  hospital  can  easily  accommodate  be- 
tween four  and  five  thousand  patients. 

A  large  amusement  hall,  which  would  be  a  credit  to  Toronto, 
is  in  constant  use.  Two  picture  shows  are  giv^en  every  week, 
and  many  dances  are  held.  Beneath  the  main  hall  is  a  largo 
bowling  alloy,  and  arrangements  are  being  made  for  the  instal- 
lation of  billiard  tables  for  the  use  of  the  patients  and  staff.  A 
skating  and  curling  rink,  a  nine-hole  golf  course,  tennis  courts, 
a  boating  and  sailing  house,  a  baseball  diamond  and  swimming 
facilities  are  also  being  i)lanned. 

Dr.  f] .  ^L  Forster,  superintendent  of  the  hospital,  wbo  hns 
been  in  the  service  for  over  thirty-two  years,  in  practically 
every  part  of  the  province,  outlined  to  TJie  Telegram  the  aims, 
and  future  ])ros])ects  of  the  hospital  in  an  optimistic  manncM*. 
The  recent  advances  in  the  treating  of  mental  cases  have  prac- 
tically revolutionized  medical  science,  and  the  general  pnl)lic 
has  a  totally  wrong  conce]^tion  of  hospitals  for  the,  insane  and 
I  he  i)atients. 

''  They  call  the  institutions  asylums,  and  have  the  impression 
that  the  patients  are  raving  madmen  and  kept  in  padded  cells," 
said  Dr.  Forster.     '^  At  present  forty  to  fifty  per  cent,  of  the 
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..  ) 
cases  treated  are  classified  ^  slight/  and  leave  hospital  cured. 
Many  of  the  patients  are  only  in  the  hospital  for  a  few  weeks 
and  leave  cured.  There  are  over  a  thousand  classifications  of 
mental  cases,  but  with  all  the  latest  improvements  and  data  ob- 
tained from  the  past  few  years  of  research  work  the  percentage 
of  cured  cases  will  be  brought  up  to  100  per  cent. 

''  Although  the  nurses  have  many  difficulties  they  are  doing 
excellent  work.  Their  training  calls  for  a  post-graduate  course 
after  their  ordinary  training  as  a  nursing  sister.  Twenty  of 
our  sisters  were  sent  to  the  military  hospital  at  Orpington, 
l^]ng.,  and  many  of  them  were  mentioned  in  despatches  for  their 
ser  vices.''  ^ 

All  the  buildings  are  fireproof,  and  are  equipped  throughout 
with  hydrants,  hose  lengths  and  extinguishers,  while  the  con- 
struction allows  for  easy  access  to  the  grounds  from  low  bal- 
couies.     There  is  also  a  well  equipped  fire  department. 

Admission  buildings  will  be  built  during  the  next  few 
months,  where  cases  can  be  studied  and  classified  more  closely. 
New  cottages  will  be  erected  by  the  cliffs  at  the  lake  shore,  where 
slight  cases  will  be  treated.  A  large  greenhouse  and  an  iso- 
lation hospital,  where  acute  cases,  if  any,  can  be  treated,  are 
two  of  the  many  new  features  planned  for  the  coming  summer. 

Every  piece  of  material  and  article  is  eligible  for  the  "  made 
in  Canada  "  legend,  and  was  turned  out  at  Government  institu- 
tions. From  bricks  to  beds  there  is  a  challenge  of  comparison. 
One  Scotch  authority,  who  visited  the  hospital  recently,  de- 
clared that,  although  the  firms  in  Scotland  have  been  manufac- 
turing roof  and  floor  tiles  for  the  past  two  hundred  years,  the 
best  output  did  not  equal  the  material  used  at  Whitby,  which 
was  made  at  the  ]^rovincial  plants  at  Mimico.  Many  experi- 
ments were  carried  out  before  the  tiles  and  other  materials  were 
consi dered  satisfactory. 

Several  of  the  veteran  employes  from  the  Queen  Street. 
Toronto,  institution  are  at  the  Whitby  Hospital.  Among  them 
is  flohn  Carson,  who  is  chief  attendant,  and  who  has  seen  thirty- 
o\<xht  years  in  the  service. 
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NEW  BUDGET  TAXES   HIT   HOSPITALS  HARD 


The  i^roverbial  ''  last  straw  "  has  much  in  common  with  Sir 
Henry-  Drayton's  budget  as  aiDplied  to  the  financial  backs  of 
hospitals  and  charitable  institutions  in  Toronto  and'^  throughout 
the  Province.  This  is  the  view  of  officials  of  the  Ontario  Hos- 
pitals' Associations  which  recently  applied  to  the  Minister  of 
Finance  for  alleviation  of  the  ''  luxury  "  tax  in  its  etl'ect  on 
such  ^'  frivolities  "  as  supplies  for  the  public  wards  of  hospitals. 
The  delegation,  which  re])resented  several  Toronto  and  Western 
Ontario,  Montreal  and  Ottawa  institutions,  asked  that  hospitals 
be  made  entirely  exempt  from  the  effects  of  the  budget.  They 
came  ax^^ay  hope:&ul  and  assured  that  the  Minister  was  '^sym- 
pathetic." As  a  result  of  their  representations,  canned  goods 
were  sliced  off  the  list  of  ^^  taxables "  and  the  tax  of  thirty  per 
cent,  on  proprietary  medicines  was  reduced  to  twenty  per  cent. 
On  the  whole,  however,  enough  kick  was  left  in  the  budget  to 
add  a])proximately  $25,000  to  the  annual  cost  of  operating  one 
hospital  in  Toronto.  In  Montreal,  the  Royal  Victoria  Hospital 
was  forced  to  close  sixty  beds  on  account  of  the  tax. 

Asked  if  Toronto  hospitals  may  be  forced  to  follow  suit,  (J. 
J.  Decker,  Secretary  of  the  Ontario  Hospitals'  Association, 
shrugged  his  shoulders.  ''  We're  not  talking  about  that. 
Hospitals  must  be  kept  open,  somehow.  But  how  we  are  going 
to  meet  the  extra  deficit  is  a  dilemma,"  he  replied. 

Hundreds  of  letters  are  pouring  into  Mr.  Decker's  hands 
from  the  remotest  corners  of  the  Province  protesting  against  the 
growing  difficulty  of  operation  of  charitable  institutions.  Al- 
most every  hospital  in  Ontario  and  all  in  Toronto  have  large 
annual  deficits  and  the  increased  burden  of  the  extra  Federal 
tax  must  be  added  thereto.  More  than  any  other  institution 
are  hospitals  in  the  hands  of  the  monster,  H.  C.  of  L.,  and 
defenceless  against  his  rising  power.  ''  There  can  be  no 
reduction  of  service.  Every  patient  must  be  supplied  with 
whatever  is  necessary  for  his  recovery.  There  can  be  no  sub- 
stitution, for  patients  must  have  the  genuine  goods  whether  it 
be  in  diet  or  in  medicine,"  said  ^h\  Decker. 
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In  tabling  the  effect  of  the  one  per  cent,  tax  on  hospital  sup- 
plies, Mr.  Decker  quoted  figures  from  the  cost  of  operating 
Ontario's  largest  hospital,  the  Toronto  General,  of  which  he  is 
superintendent.  Its  annual  purchases  amount  to  $600,000,  of 
which  only  $100,000  is  for  non-taxable  goods.  On  the  re- 
maining $500,000  worth  of  goods  Mr.  Decker  estimates  $25,500 
will  be  secured  at  the  expense  of  the  hospital.  Here  are  a  few 
of  the  items. 

Spirits  (alcohol)  taxed  $3.30  a  gallon  in  addition  to  pre- 
vious excise  tax  of  $3.93  a  gallon.  On  1,000  gallons  a  vear,  tax 
is  $7,230. 

Spirits  (whiskey,  brandy,  s]oarkling  whines),  $2  a  gallon  or 
$1,000  a  year.  .       " 

Free  proprietary  medicines,  twenty  per  cent,  tax,  represent- 
ing $6,000  a  year.  "^ 

Ordinary  commodities  (linens,  cotton  gauze  and  instru- 
ments) two  per  eent.,  $9,000  a  year.  The  remainder  of  the 
$25,500  is  made  up  of  the  one  per  cent,  tax  on  drugs. 

II.  C.  Tomlin,  superintendent  of  the  Western  Hospital,  To- 
ronto, supplied  a  few  items  taken  from  a  morning's  list  of 
invoices.  The  tax  will  affect  the  Western  Hospital  to  the  tune 
of  between  $5,000  and  $7,000  a  year,  he  predicted.  His  list 
follows : 

Steel  pulley,  4  by  4  inches,  value  $2.96,  tax  .06. 

Drugs,  value  $23.34,  ta^x  .24. 

Brass  cup  and  grease,  value  $2.57,  tax  .03. 

Maple  syrup,  value  $34.15,  tax  .68. 

W^heels  and  castors,  value  $7.80,  tax  .08. 

Paint,  value  $26.25,  tax  .54. 

Total,  value  $98.07,  tax  1.63. 

^^  Those  are  only  silly  little  incidentals  that  must  be  pur- 
chased every  few  hours  in  a  place  like  this.  It  piles  uj)  dnv  by 
day  and  is  only  adding  to  our  deficit.  It  will  be  impossible  to 
continually  add  to  our  rates  and  the  people  are  getting  tired 
responding  to  appeals  for  help.  I  don't  know  where  the  burden 
will  fall  eventually,"  he  said. 

According   to    the   Secretary    of    the    Ontario    Hospitals' 
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Association,  the  luxury  tax  is  not  the  only  bugbear  before  hos- 
pital trustees  for  the  coming  year. 

'^  We  are  very  much  disappointed  in  the  failure  of  the 
Provincial  Government  to  make  the  increased  rates  of  Pro- 
vincial and  municipal  allowances  retroactive  from  the 
beginning  of  the  hospitals'  fiscal  year,  October  1.  Hospitals 
tliroughout  Ontario  are  in  serious  positions  to-day,  and  the 
Government  apparently  fails  to  realize  it.  The  cost  of  oper- 
ating tlie  Toronto  General  Hospital  alone  has  advanced  $90,000 
over  the  last  year.  To  meet  that,  the  increased  rates,  had  they 
been  made  retroactive  as  we  expected,  would  have  given  us 
about  $45,000  a  year,  but  with  only  three  months  of  the  fiscal 
year  left,  they  represent  only  about  $12,000.  From  letters 
which  I  receive  similar  conditions  prevail  in  other  Ontario 
hospitals  on  a  corresponding  scale." 

The  threatened  coal  shortage  is  likely  to  prove  ^another 
drawback.  '^  Last  year  we  were  supplied  with  heating  coal  at 
$8  a  ton.  This  year  it  will  be  scarcely  obtainable  at  $12.50  a 
ton.  We  use  7,500  tons  of  coal  a  year,"  said  Mr.  Decker.  "  The 
same  comi:)laint  comes  from  all  the  forty  hospitals  represented 
in  the  association,"  he  added. 

'^  Will  there  be  a  meeting  of  the  executive  of  the  asso- 
ciation ?"  he  was  asked. 

"  There  would  be  little  use.  ISTo  change  in  the  rates  can 
be  made  until  next  session  of  the  Legislature  at  least.  So  far 
as  I  know  we  will  simply  have  to  meet  the  increased  cost  the 
best  we  can  until  the  Government  meets  and  agrees  to  do  some- 
thina:  more." 
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Book  Reviews 


"  Wade  in,  SanUary ! "  The  story  of  a  Division  Surgeon  in 
i'rance,  by  Richard  Derby,  Lt.-Col.  M.C.,  U.S.A.,  Divi- 
sion Surgeon,  Second  Division.  Illustrated.  G.  P.  Put- 
nanrs  Sons,  ^ew  York  and  London.  (The  Knickerbocker 
Press.)      1919.     Price  $2.00. 

To  those  who  read  of  or  hear  of  this  interesting  little  war 
volume,  will  probably  come  the  exclamation,  what  an  odd  name ! 
And  they  will  wonder  how  the  author  happened  to  choose  it. 
The  expression  is  the  last  line  of  the  first  verse  of  Bret  Harte's 
poem,  ■"  How  Are  You,  Sanitary. '^  This  book  gives  an  inter- 
esting account  of  the  war  from  the  surgeon's  point  of  view.  The 
average  American  doctor  was  a  ^'live  wire"  and  full  of  '^pep.'' 
Lieut.  Ingalls,  from  Roswell,  N.M.,  for  instance,  had  in  his 
former  career  done  a  good  deal  of  work  in  constructive  engineer- 
ing, which  stood  him  in  good  stead  in  his  capacity  as  director  of 
field  hospitals.  He  thought  nothing  of  going  200  or  more  miles 
across  Xew  Mexico  to  visit  a  patient — a  formidable  undertaking 
to  a  city  doctor.  As  a  rule,  beyond  a  certain  age  (40)  the  city 
physician  was  physically  and  mentally  unable  to  adapt  himself 
to  the  stress  of  action.  The  country  doctor,  who  had  spent  the 
greater  part  of  his  life  in  the  open  air,  in  an  open  rig  or  on 
horseback,  took  to  the  vicissitudes  of  life  in  action  as  easily  as 
a  hermit  crab  changes  his  shell.  He  was  as  a  rule  wiry,  spare 
and  had  his  nervous  system  under  perfect  control. 


Army  Mental  Tests,  compiled  and  edited  by  Clarence  S. 
Yoakum  and  Robert  M.  Yerkes;  published  with  the 
authorization  of  the  War  Department.  'New  York:  Henry 
Holt  &  Company,  1920. 

The  object  of  the  tests  in  this  manual  was  to  assign  an  intel- 
ligence rating  to  every  American  soldier,  on  the  basis  of  a  sys- 
tematic examination  in  order  to  assist  in  placing  him  where 
he  would  be  of  most  value.     The  tests  were  not  intended  to

replace  other  methods  of  judging  a  man's  value  to  the  service. 
They  do  not  measure  loyalty,  bravery,  power  to  command,  or 
the  emotional  traits  that  make  a  man  ''carry  on.'^  These  psy- 
chological ratings,  however,  greatly  abbreviat(?d  the  process  of 
selecting  men  for  different  classes  of  duty,  indicating  at  once, 
for  instancp,  the  groups  in  which  suitable  officer  material  were 
found;  and  also  those  whose  mental  inferiority  Avarranted 
their  elimination  from  regular  units  in  order  to  prevent  retard- 
ation of  training.  These  tests  will  be  found  useful  in  civilian 
life,  and  should  be  of  much  use  to  teachers,  medical  men,  and 
to  the  ^'hirers  and  firers'^  in  the  large  industrial  establish- 
ments. 


Teaching  the  Sich,  a  Manual  of  Occupational  Therapy  and  Re- 
education, by  George  Edwaed  BAra'ox^  A.I. A.,  Director 
of  Consolation  House,  President  of  Consolation  House  Con- 
valescent Club,  Clifton  Springs,  I^.Y.,  illustrated.

This  little  book  treats  in  a  very  interesting  manner  the  sub- 
ject of  Vocational  Therapy.  As  a  result  of  war  casualties  the 
grouping  together  of  so  many  convalescents  has  served  to  em- 
phasize the  need  for  using  to  better  advantage  the  greatest  asset 
of  the  convalescent,  namely,  ''time,  literally  time  to  burn.'' 

The  writer  presents  his  subject  clearly  in  the  statement 
that  the  cripple  or  convalescent  must  be  allowed  to  fulfil  the 
obligation  of  self-respect,  of  self-support,  and  the  obligation  of 
proving  that,  though  maimed,  they  are  at  least  not  crippled  in 
their  w^ills. 

All  his  suggestions  are  based  on  the  axiom  that  beneficial 
therapeutic  effect  must  always  be  the  first  consideration.  He 
claims  also  that  '^the  needs  of  war,  though  great"  have  not 
exceeded  the  needs  of  peace.  Altogether  the  book  will  be  found 
to  be  very  interesting  and  of  very  definite  value  to  those  in- 
terested in  the  problem  of  the  care  of  convalescents. 
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The  Problem  of  the  Nervous  Child,  by  Elida  Evaks.  Intro- 
duction by  C.  G.  Jung,  M.D.,  LL.D.  Xew  York:  Dodd, 
Mead  &  Co.  1920.  Canadian  distributors:  McClelland  & 
Stewart,  Toronto. 

Jung  holds  that  the  origin  of  the  nervousness  of  patients,  in 
nujst  instances,  can  be  traced  back  to  the  'early  impressions 
and  developments  in  childhood.  The  author  insists  on  the 
importance  of  watching  the  manifestations  of  the  sexual 
instincts  at  that  period ;  and  presents  this  book  to  aid 
parents  who  have  arrived  at  a  point  in  child-training 
where  the  methods  used  have  proved  inadequate.  She  i3oints. 
out  that  words  are  learned  before  meanings  and  accepted 
uses  of  words:  children,  e.g.,  are  taught  to  make  repentant 
statements  where  there  is  no  repentant  spirit.  The  parents' 
attitude  toward  each  other  may  have  the  effect  of  deter- 
mining the  habitual  sunny  or  cloudy  temperament  of  the  child. 
Obstructions  must  be  explained.  The  child  must  travel  slowly 
— the  world  is  so  full  of  so  many  w^onderful  things,  objects 
of  every  moral  indigestion  results  from  appetites  awakened  be- 
fore the  time  for  their  gratification  is  at  hand.  Age  is  not 
pro])erly  counted  by  years  but  by  all-around  development  of  the 
individual,  and  this  is  essentially  different  from  the  intelligence- 
'measured  by  the  regulation  tests.  One  sees  many  old  infants 
(from  15  to  80)  with  the  initiative  and  self-reliance  of  babies. 
Some  parents  seem  to  think  they  own  their  children,  body  and 
soul,  and  are  created  for  their  sole  protection  in  old  age.  Too 
much  discipline  is  fatal  to  freedom;  contrariwise,  too  much 
freedom,  without  proper  training,  leads  to  Bolshevism.  The 
child  born  and  reared  on  a  farm,  cceterihus  paribus,  has  an  im- 
mense advantage  over  his  city  cousin.  He  has  space  on  which 
to  roam  and,  seeing  farm  animal  life,  learns  nature's  lessons 
in  the  cleanest  and  most  wholesome  way.  Play  is  but  a  prepar- 
ation for  life.  The  child's  play  imitates  work.  The  country 
child's  chores  are  his  life-preserver.  The  life  force  which  sends 
forth  the  leaves  and  grass,  the  bird  out  of  the  nest,  weans  the 
kitten,  sends  animals  miles  away  (going  days  without  food  and 
facing  danger)  to  find  a  mate  is  the  same  force  which  fills  the 
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adolescent  child  with  wishes  to  assert  his  own  individualitv,  and 
brings  on  the  first  love  affair.  This  force  is  the  libido.  It  ex- 
2)resses  itself  by  saying  from  what  kinds  of  activities  its  pos- 
sessor gets  satisfaction.  In  cases  of  nervousness  the  libido  is 
found  occupying  itself  in  gaining  satisfaction  from  unconscious 
thoughts,  and  other  activities,  not  being  suited  for  social  living, 
have  been  repressed  into  the  unconscious  where  they  continue 
their  activity,  though  the  individual  is  unaware  of  the  fact.  If 
the  child's  libido  should  too  suddenly  flow  from  its  narrow 
channel  over  a  broad  expanse,  the  current  would  be  suddenly  dis- 
sipated and  lost.  The  child  should  remain  a  child  until  he 
passes  through  the  various  phases  of  physical  development  and 
gains  physique  strong  enough  to  withstand  the  greater  emotions 
of  life. 

Our  readers  interested  should  secure  this  book,  and  recom- 
mend it  to  all  parents  and  teachers. 


REV.  DR.  LARGE  DEAD 


Rev.  Dr.  S.  D.  Chown,  General  Superintendent  of  the  Meth- 
odist Church,  received  a  telegram  from  Prince  Rupert  on 
iVugust  25,  announcing  the  death  of  Rev.  R.  W.  Large,  M.D.,' 
medical  superintendent  of  the  Methodist  Port  Simpson,  B.C., 
Hospital.  He  had  been  ill  for  some  time.  Dr.  Large  was  a 
graduate  of  Toronto  University  and  Victoria  College,  and  was 
a  son  of  the  late  Rev.  Richard  Large,  a  member  of  the  Toronto 
Conference.  AVhen  the  call  came  twenty-two  years  ago  Dr. 
Large  went  to  British  Columbia,  working  among  the  Indians.

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NON-SURGICAL    TREATMENT   OF 
ENDOMETRITIS 


Dk.  M.  C.  O'Brien  (Texas  Journal  of  Medicine)  believes  that 
the  microscopic  diagnosis  of  an  inflamed  endometrium  cannot 
be  made  by  the  condition  of  blood  vessels  or  stroma,  on  account 
of  normal  cyclic  changes  in  these  structnres,  but  rather  by  the 
presence  of  round  or  plasma  cells. 

Except  in  cases  of  uterine  polypi,  sub-mucous  tumors,  car- 
cinomata,  etc.,  no  inflammation  of  the  endometrium  itself  is 
directly  responsible  for  excessive,  scanty,  or  irregular  uterine 
hemorrhage;  in  other  words,  menorrhagia  and  metrorrhagia  are 
not  caused  from  diseased  conditions  of  the  ovaries. 

That  the  nutrition  of  the  uterus  is  absolutely  dependent  on 
the  secretion  of  the  ovaries  is  a  proven  fact. 

The  secretions  of  the  thyroid  pituitary  body  and  mammary 
glands  also  affect  to  a  certain  degree  the  nutrition  of  the  uterus. 
Excessive  secretion  of  the  thyroid  has  an  inhibitory  effect  on 
the  function  of  the  uterus. 

The  writer  has  found  that  long,  thin,  wool  tampons  placed 
in  the  cul-de-sac  with  a  dressing  forceps  through  the  speculum, 
the  medicated  part  being  placed  at  the  external  os  and  the 
greater  part  of  the  tampon  packed  firmly  enough  to  tilt  forward 
and  support  the  fundus,  gives  these  ])atients  great  relief.  The 
proper  placing  of  tampons  does  as  much  or  more  than  the  medi- 
cation, by  supporting  the  fundus,  helping  the  circulation  and 
favoring  drainage,  especially  in  the  recumbent  position.  In 
retropositions  of  the  uterus,  constitutional  treatment  is  always 
indicated,  as  there  is  some  cause  for  the  relaxed  condition  of 
uterine  ligaments. 

The  use  of  continuous  hot  douches  will  work  wonders  with 
a  boggy,  swollen  uterus,  the  mucous  membrane  shriveling  like  a 
washerwoman's  hands.  These  douches  should  not  be  given  for  a 
period  longer  than  thirty  minutes.

Hospital  Ventilation 

Physicians  and  surgeons  agree  on  one  fact,  that  germs  present 
in  dust  are  the  greatest  menace  to  the  treatment  of  disease  and 
particularly  to  surgery.  Dust  has  been  found  to  contain  many 
forms  of  bacillus,  and  it  is,  therefore,  paramount  that  institu- 
tions such  as  hospitals  and  clinics  prevent  the  atmosphere  in  its 
wards,  and  especially  in  the  surgical  wing,  from  becoming  con- 
taminated. 

Fresh  air  is  absolutely  essential  in  the  treatment  of  most 
diseases.  In  the  past  few  years  the  relation  of  humidity,  that 
is,  the  amount  of  moisture  present  in  the  air,  to  various  in- 
fections has  received  considerable  attention.  It  has  been  found 
that  the  absence  of  .sufficient  moisture  has  quite  a  bearing  on  the 
progress  of  many  diseases,  as  has  also  the  presence  of  too  much 
moisture.  This  leads  us  to  the  statement  that  there  is  a  certain 
condition  of  humidity  and  temperature  best  suited  for  the  treat- 
ment of  diseases,  both  in  the  initial  and  convalescent  stages. 

Before  the  introduction  of  air  washers  in  connection  with 
fan  systems  of  heating  and  ventilating,  much  criticism  was  made 
against  the  use  of  this  .system  in  hospitals.  Most  of  this 
centred  on  the  amount  of  dust  and  dirt  introduced  in  the  rooms 
along  with  the  heated  air.  This  is  entirely  overcome  by  the 
use  of  an  air  washer,  which  not  only  cleanses  the  air  of  all  im- 
purities, but  allows  the  humidity  to  be  regulated  to  a  nicety. 

In  the  Carrier  Air  Washer  the  air  is  caused  to  pass  through 
a  chamber  filled  with  a  finely  divided  spray  or  mist  of  water : 
this  brings  the  air  and  water  in  intimate  contact.  The  mois- 
ture-laden air  is  then  passed  through  a  series  of  zig-zag 
plates  or  eliminators,  which  are  kept  flooded  with  a  thin  sheet 
of  water.  The  dust  and  dirt  are  thrown  against  these  surfaces 
and  washed  off  by  the  film  of  water,  leaving  the  air  pure  and 
saturated  with  moisture  as  it  leaves  the  washer.  By  regulating-^ 
the  temperature  of  the  spray  water,  we  can  control  the  humidity 
to  any  pre-determined  degree. 

The  use  of  an  air  washer  in  connection  with  the  fan  svstem 
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in  heating  and  ventilating  is  now  universal,  and  it  is  safe  to  say 
ninety-five  per  cent,  of  all  heating  systems  now  are  put  in 
equipped  with  air  washers. 

The  Alleghany  County  Hospital  in  Pennsylvania  has  an 
Incubator  Room  served  by  air  from  fan  system  and  a  Carrier 
Air  Washer.  In  this  the  temperature  and  humidity  control 
have  enabled  the  attendants  to  achieve  remarkable  results  in 
preserving  the  spark  of  life  in  the  prematurely  born  infant. 

The  study  of  humidity  has  not  received  as  wide  attention 
among  the  medical  fraternity  as  it  has  among  engineers ;  how- 
ever, some  interest  has  been  shown  and  the  next  decade  should 
bring  forth  some  wonderful  results  of  the  application  of  proper 
ventilation  and  humidity  in  connection  with  the  curing  of 
diseases.  

An  Advantage  of  Modern  Life 

When  tobacco  was  first  introduced  among  civilized  peoples, 
they  seem  to  have  w^ondered  how  they  had  ever  got  along  without 
it.     As  one  poet  wrote  in  an  ode  to  tobacco: — 

How  did  they  live? 
What  pleasure  could  the  old  world  give 
That  ancient,  miserable  lot. 

When  thou  wert  not? 

The  men  of  those  days  doubtless  would  have  appreciated 
the  modern  development  of  chewing  tobacco — enjoyed  by  men 
of  to-day  for  its  wholesome,  stimulating  and  satisfying  qualities. 


Intussusception 

E.  L.  Ei^iAsois^  Philadelphia  (Journal  A.  M.  A.,  Dec.  27, 
1919),  reports  a  case  of  intussusception  of  the  ileum  with  com- 
mencing gangrene  of  the  enveloping  loop  of  the  volvulus,  while 
the  innerloop  was  in  a  state  so  advanced  as  to  be  ready  to 
slough.  It  had  probably  existed  for  many  days  before  the 
operation,  while  the  volvulus  probably  occurred  on  the  morning 
of  the  operation,  thus  accounting  for  the  patient's  sudden 
collapse.

THE  CANADIAN   HOSPITAL   ASSOCIATION 


We  have  been  informed  that  at  the  Montreal  meet- 
ing of  the  American  Hospital  Association  a  recom- 
mendation was  made  that  states  and  provinces 
should  all  organize  Hospital  Associations.  The 
Alberta  Association,  at  its  recent  meeting,  passed  a 
resolution  calling  upon  the  hibernating  Canadian 
Association  to  arouse  and  act.  It  is  easy  to  pass 
resolutions  and  advise;  but  to  get  the  Canadian 
Association  again  under  way  some  active  interested 
hospital  workers  must  take  the  initiative.  We  have 
no  doubt  Dr.  E.  H.  Young,  the  president  of  the  asso- 
ciation, knows  where  to  lay  his  hand  on  the  "live 
wires."  We  trust  he  will  call  a  representative  group 
together  soon  and  get  things  under  way  for  a  national 
convention  in  1921. 

This  association  might  meet  alternately  in  each 
province  in  conjunction  with  the  Provincial  Hospital 
Association ;  or  it  might  meet  at  the  same  time  and 
in  the  same  place  as  the  Canadian  Medical  Associa-

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tion.  Such  an  arrangement  would  tend  to  benefit, 
and  many  doctors  would  be  keenly  interested  in  tne 
welfare  of  both  societies.  Though  they  might  not 
have  time  to  attend  two  separate  meetings  in  differ- 
ent places  at  different  times,  if  the  meetings  were 
held  simultaneously  or  on  contiguous  groups  of  days, 
in  the  same  place,  they  could  attend  meetings  of  both 
associations  or  such  portions  of  both  meetings  as 
attracted  them  most. 

As  official  organ  of  the  Canadian  Hospital  Asso- 
ciation, The  Hospital  World  will  assist  in  every 
possible  way  to  revive  and  support  it.

We  publish,  with  much  satisfaction,  a  summary 
of  the  work  done  at  the  second  meeting  of  this 
association. 

We  congratulate  the  association  on  its  action  in 
relation  to  several  things:  it  has  aligned  itself  (1) 
with  the  graduate  nurses,  who  are,  in  the  main,  the 
hospital  superintendents;  (2)  with  the  provincial 
university,  with  which  institution  negotiations  are 
to  be  made  looking  to  the  training  of  nurses  in  the 
theory  of  nursing  and  in  the  preliminary  scientific 
studies;  (3)  with  the  Provincial  Board  of  Health, 
which  has  so  much  to  do  with  the  prevention  of  dis- 
ease, the  erection  and  support  of  hospitals ;  and  with 
the  medical  profession,  who  do  most  of  the  medical 
work  of  the  hospital  free.  We  also  commend  the 
attitude  of  the  convention  in  respect  to  standardiza- 
tion.   The  Province  of  Alberta  proposes  to  have  a 
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standard,  of  its  own-r-one  suitable  to  the  particular 
hospital  conditions  which  prevail  in  Alberta.  Quite 
right.  Their  decision  in  respect  to  records  is  praise- 
worthy. Good  records  will  result  in  good  work.  A 
poor  operator  will  not  want  accurate  records  of  his 
work.  "  Putting  it  all  down  in  black  and  white  " 
will  tend  to  eliminate  the  occasional  bungler  who 
thinks  he  knows  how  to  operate  but  doesn't. 

Their  action  in  appealing  almost  fervently  (as 
we  have  done)  to  the  Executive  of  the  Canadian 
Hospital  Association  to  wake  up  and  re-organize 
their  dormant  body  is  important,  and,  we  trust, 
Dr.  E.  H.  Young,  who  has  made  such  a  name  for 
himself  in  connection  with  psychopathic  hospitals, 
will  "  get  busy  "  at  once.  , 

And  lastly,  we  feel  gratified  that  the  convention 
decided  to  make  The  Hospital  World  the  organ 
of  the  Alberta  Hospital  Association.  This  journal 
solicits  the  assistance  and  co-operation  of  every 
hospital,  every  hospital  organization  and  hospital 
worker  throughout  the  Dominion,  and  will  do  all 
in  its  power  to  help  in  the  work  of  publicity  of  pro- 
ceedings of  association  meetings,  publishing  items 
of  news  in  respect  to  construction,  alteration,  or  im- 
provement in  hospital  buildings ;  in  respect  to  medi- 
cal and  nursing  staff  work,  and  will  gladly  receive 
for  publication  papers  relating  to  organization, 
maintenance,  construction,  housekeeping,  bookkeep- 
ing, from  anyone  interested  in  hospital  problems.

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RURAL  HOSPITALS  IN  ALBERTA

Under  the  terms  of  an  act  recently  passed  by  the  Provincial 
Legislature  of  Alberta,  the  province  has  begun  the  construction 
of  municipally  controlled  hospitals  on  such  a  scale  that,  when 
completed,  no  resident  of  Alberta  shall  be  more  than  thirty-five 
uiiles  from  a  good  hospital  where  he  shall  have  absolutely,  free 
hospital  accommodation  and  nursing  service  for  himself  and 
family. 

Instead  of  coming  within  the  category  of  charity  institutions, 
service  at  these  hospitals,  the  cost  of  construction  and  mainten- 
ance, conduct,  standards,  all  will  be  analogous  to  that  of  the 
free  public  schools.  In  effect,  this  might  be  termed  a  provincial 
system  of  sickness  and  accident  insurance,  in  which  the  tax- 
payers pay  the  premiums  and  '^  cash  in  "  on  the  benefits  when^ 
ever  afflicted. 

When  one  considers  that  the  area  in  Alberta  is  255,285 
square  miles,  or  nearly  as  large  as  the  combined  areas  of  Illinois, 
Iowa,  Michigan,  Indiana  and  Arkansas,  it  will  be  seen  that 
this  Canadian  province  has  bitten  off  a  large  chunk.  But,  the 
'Tact  remains  that  the  work  is  being  rushed;  five  hospitals  are 
complete  and  in  active  opf^ration ;  two  more,  both  of  which  are 
quite  large,  are  rapidly  nearing  completion;  surveys  have  been 
made,  plans  drawn,  and  the  plebiscite  required  by  statute  will 
be  taken  shortly,  in  six  more  districts;  while  preliminary  sur- 
veys are  being  made  all  over  the  province. 

Hospitals,  already  completed  and  in  operation,  are  located 
in  Mannville,  Islay,  Cardston,  Bassano  and  Onoway.  Ver- 
milion district  hospital  will  soon  be  a  going  concern,  and  the 
big  Drumheller  institution  is  nearly  ready  to  receive  patients. 
Votes  will  soon  be  taken  in  Stettler,  Big  Valley,  Hanna,  Spirit 
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Eiver,  Grand  Prairie  and  Viking.  In  all  of  these  districts,  the 
surveys  have  been  made  and  boundaries  determined,  and  the 
beginning  of  actual  construction  work  merely  awaits  the  formal 
ratification  of  the  taxpayers. 

During  the  last  session  of  the  legislature,  a  distinct  Depart- 
ment of  Health  was  created  and  given  formal  jurisdiction  over 
the  following  previous  acts  of  the  legislature:  Public  Health 
Act,  Public  Health  I^urses'  Act,  Kegistered  Nurses'  Act,  Muni- 
cipal Hospitals'  Act,  Venereal  Diseases  Act,  Medical  Profes- 
sion Act,  Alberta  Pharmaceutical  Association  Act,  Dental 
Association  Act,  Marriage  Ordinance  Act  and  Vital  Statistics 
Act. 

OfRcer&  provided  under  the  law  are.  Minister  of  Health, 
Deputy  Minister  of  Health,  Provincial  Board  of  Health,  Pro- 
vincial Sanitary  Engineer,  five  Provincial  Sanitary  Inspectors, 
Secretary  of  the  HospTtals  Branch,  and  Superintendent  of  Pub- 
lic Health  Nurses.  During  the  past  year,  approximately 
$100,000  was  appropriated  by  the  province  in  hospital  grants, 
and  every  possible  effort  is  being  made  to  provide  for  the 
physical  as  well  as  mental  wellbeing  of  Albertans. 

The  Honourable  A.  G.  Mackay,  M.A.,  K.C.,  Minister  ol 
Health,  thus  briefly  sums  up  the  intent  of  these  measures,  coin- 
cident with  other  constructive  measures  passed  and  enforced  by 
the  province: 

''  The  position  taken  by  the  government  is,  that  no  settler 
should  be  induced  to  become  a  resident  of  this  province  unless 
the  province  is  prepared  to  follow  immediately  with  a  school  in 
which  to  educate  his  children,  a  highway  upon  which  to  reach 
his  market,  and,  last,  but  by  no  means  least,  a  hospital  where  he 
or  any  members  of  his  family  may  receive  proper  attention  in 
case  of  accident  or  ill-health. 

^'Frontier  settlers  must  be  provided  with  hospital  accom- 
modations ;  and,  particularly  in  maternity  cases  and  other  cases 
that  can  be  predetermined,  the  province  must  bring  the  patient 
to  the  hospital.  Where  the  settlers  are  poor,  as  settlers  on  the 
fringe  of  settlement  often  are,  it  will  be  the  duty  of  the  province 
to  provide  the  conveyance  and  pay  all  necessary  bills  and 
expenses." 
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Brought  right  down  to  brass  tacks^  the  hroad  principles  of 
this  Public  Health  Act^re,  that  every  life  saved  in  Alberta  is 
a  citizen  preserved,  and  that  the  potential  value  of  a  baby  is 
entirely  too  high  to  be  regarded  lightly  in  a  growing  country. 
Further,  the  act  is  so  drawn  that,  instead  of  the  provincial  gov- 
ernment demanding  that  the  districts  perform  certain  work, 
each  district  offers  and  agrees,  for  the  sake  of  its  own  wellbeing, 
to  contribute  to  the  safety  and  welfare  of  the  province. 

In  order  that  that  point  may  be  emphasized,  and  to  the  end 
that  public  opinion  may  be  strongly  behind  the  movement,  with 
no  uncertainty  regarding  the  will  of  the  district,  the  law  re- 
quires that  the  scheme  must  carry  by  a  vote  of  two  to  one.  The 
municipal  councils  having  jurisdiction  in  the  proposed  district, 
select  the  representatives  for  the  Hospital  Board.  That  Board 
chooses  the  site  and  prepares  the  allotment  to  be  apportioned 
against  each  section  of  the  district. 

Anj^  district  may  appeal  from  this  allotment  or  from  the  site 
tentatively  chosen  to  the  Public  Utilities  Commission,  and  this 
commission,  after  careful  review,  either  confirms  or  alters  the 
proposals  of  the  board.  When  that  is  complete,  the  board  pro- 
ceeds with  the  erection  of  the  hospital.  Annual  apportionment 
of  expense  maintenance  is  made  by  this  board,  chosen  annually 
by  the  people  of  the  district,  so  that  the  whole  proposition  is 
under  direct  control  of  the  people,  with  government  supervision, 
in  like  manner  as  the  public  school  system. 


TRANOUILLE,  SANATORIUM,  BRITISH 
COLUMBIA

I  r  IS  an  ill  wind  that  blows  nobody  good.  Looking  back  over 
the  ])ast  four  and  a  half  years,  it  is  hard  to  believe,  at  first,  that 
the  fight  against  tuberculosis  can  have  been  helped  along  by 'the 
terrible  world  struggle  just  ended.  This,  however,  is  exactly 
what  has  come  about,  all  over  Canada,  as  an  indirect  result  of 
the  world  war. 
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In  the  early  months  of  the  war,  medical  boards  examining 
recrnits  for  the  army  were  not  quite  as  careful,  as  they  later 
learned  to  be,  in  passing  men  for  service.  By  the  spring  of 
1915,  the  results  of  this  lack  of  care  began  to  be  manifest  to  the 
army  authorities,  especially  as  regards  tuberculosis.  When  a 
man  becomes  a  soldier,  the  country  very  properly  assumes  his 
physical  liabilities,  as  well  as  his  assets,  and  undertakes  to  see 
that  he  is  looked  after  in  case  he  becomes  ill,  and  recompensed 
for  any  disability  that  he  may  acquire,  providing  the  disability 
has  developed  while  he  is  in  the  army. 

The  Canadian  authorities  soon  found  themselves  confronted 
with 'the  necessity  of  providing  treatment  for  an  increasing 
number  of  cases  of  tuberculosis.  At  first,  existing  institutions 
were  utilized  for  this  purpose,  but,  very  soon,  it  became  evident 
that  the  accommodation  available  was  miserably  inadequate. 
This  was  not  surprising  to  those  who  had  .been  actively  inter- 
ested in  tuberculosis,  previous  to  the  war,  and  who  had  been 
hammering  away  for  funds,  year  after  year,  at  the  door  of  an 
uninterested  public  and  an  unsympathetic  government.  Slowly, 
of  course,  recognition  ,was  coming,  but  ever  so  slowly. 

Public  opinion  was  aroused  at  last,  and  official  recognition 
followed  as  a  natural  sequence,  because  those  who  had  thus, 
unconditionally,  placed  themselves  at  their  country's  service 
must  be  properly  taken  care  of.  And,  so,  the  Federal  Govern- 
ment came  to  take  a  hand  in  the  tuberculosis  work. 

Growth  of  Sanatoria. 

Existing  sanatoria  were  enlarged  and  new  institutions  built 
in  every  province  of  Canada.  Bed  accommodation  was  at  first 
doiibled  and  then  trebled,  all  in  a  little  over  three  years.  Sums 
of  money  were  appropriated  for  the  purpose  which  would  hardly 
have  been  thought  of  in  pre-war  days  by  even  the  most  sanguine, 
and,  so,  the  fight  against  tuberculosis  has  advanced  more  in  this 
short  space  of  time  than  Avould  have  been  possible  otherwise  iu 
a  decade  or  two. 

What  has  been  done,  in  this  direction,  in  British  Columbia, 
is  typical  of  any  of  the  provinces  of  Canada.     Previous  to  the 
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war,  there  existed  in  the  sunset  province,  perhaps  as  many  beds 
for  tuberculosis,  according  to  population,  as  in  any  part  of 
Canada.  In  1914,  the  only  institution  in  British  Columbia  for 
the  trentment  of  tuberculosis  was  located  at  Tranquille,  in  the 
dry  belt  of  the  province.  Within  a  decade,  it  had  grown 
gradually  from  about  twenty  beds  at  the  time  of  its  founding,  in 
1907,  to  a  capacity  of  one  hundred. 

Additions  built,  or  now  under  construction  as  a  result  of  the 
combined  aid  furnished  the  sanatorium  by  the  Federal  and  Pro- 
vincial Governments,  have  brought  the  number  of  beds  avail- 
able up  to  two  hundred  and  thirty,  with  more  to  come.  There 
is  now,  also,  another  sanatorium  in  the  province  which  takes

care  exclusively  of  returned  soldiers.  It  is  located  in  the  Koo- 
tenay  district  and  was  opened  about  two  years  ago,  having  ac- 
commodation for  one  hundred  patients. 

Tranquille  Sanatorium. 

The  sanatorium  settlement  of  Tranquille  is  beautifully 
situated  on  the  north  side  of  an  expansion  of  the  Thompson 
River,  commonly  spoken  of  as  Kamloops  Lake,  on  the  main  line 
of  the  Canadian  National  Railways.  This  district,  known  as 
the  ''  dry  belt,"  rivals  the  south-western  states  in  the  smallnesa 
of  its  rainfall,  the  total  annual  precipitation,  including  snow, 
averaging  not  over  nine  inches.  The  dry  belt,  it  would  seem, 
is  a  continuation  northward  of  the  desert  areas  of  the  south- 
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western  and  western  states.  But,  it  is  neither  as  arid  nor  as 
hot  as  these  districts  owing  to  the  more  northerly  latitude.  The 
region  is  mountainous,  although  there  are  no  hills  of  any  great 
height.  To  the  east  are  the  Koekies,  to  the  west  the  Coast 
Hange. 

Tranquille  is  located  about  ten  miles  west  of  Kamloops,  a 
town  of  4,000  people  and  headquarters  for  the  range  stock  in- 
dustry of  British  Columbia.  On  approaching  the  sanatorium, 
what  first  impresses  one  is,  the  luxuriance  of  the  vegetation  as 
compared  with  the  expanse  of  the  sage-brush  covered  hills  sur- 
rounding this  settlement.  This  transformation  is  due  to  the 
magical  effects  of  water.  With  the  abundance  of  warm  sun- 
shine, prevalent  in  the  region,  almost  anything  seems  to  grow 
readily  if  water  is  only  supplied.  Irrigation  is,  therefore,  the 
rule.  The  sanatorium  ranch,  which  is  operated  independently, 
contains  150  acres,  about  100  of  which  are  under  alfalfa  to  be 
fed  to  the  dairy  cattle  that  supply  the  sanatorium  with  milk. 

Tranquille  Sanatorium  itself  is  a  community  of  nearly  350 
people.  Both  j^he  sanatorium  and  the  adjoining  ranch  belong 
to  the  British  Columbia  Antituberculosis  Society,  an  aggrega- 
tion of  men  and  w^omen  united  for  the  purpose  of  combating 
tuberculosis.  Both  ex-soldiers  and  civilians  are  treated  in  the 
Institution,  no  one  being  refused  because  of  lack  of  means. 

Municipal  and  government  support  are  received  on  a  per 
capita  basis.  The  accommodation  consists  of  two  kinds,  depend- 
ing upon  the  condition  of  the  patient.  An  infirmary  provides 
for  those  w^ho  are  in  need  of  bed-care  and  nursing,  while  ambu- 
lant patients  live  in  the  pavilions,  making  their  own  beds  and 
going  to  the  dining-room  for  their  meals.  Soldiers  and  civilians 
are  treated  alike  in  this  as  in  other  respects.  A  new  one- 
hundred-bed  infirmary  has  just  been  completed,  as  well  as  a 
service  building  containing  kitchen  and  dining-rooms,  a  steam 
laundry,  power  house  and  garage.  A  new  nurses'  home  also  is 
under  construction. 

The  usual  sanatorium  methods  are  applied  in  treatment, 
bedside  occupation  being  the  latest  addition  to  the  medical 
armamentarium.  Special  measures,  such  as,  tuberculin,  the 
x-ray  and  the  violet  ray,  also  are  employed  in  suitable  cases. 
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An  occupational  work-shop  will  shortly  be  in  operation,  where 
wood  and  metal  working  will  be  carried  on,  primarily  for  the 
benefit  of  returned  soldiers.  Instruction  in  poultry  and  bee- 
keeping also  is  to  be  provided. 

When  the  additions  are  fully  occupied,  there  will  be  up  to 
160  ex-soldiers  in  residence.  On  the  whole,  the  returned- 
soldier  cases  are  earlier  and  more  favorable  than  those  occurring 
among  civilians,  the  latter  not  having  had  the  benefit  of  fre- 
quent medical  inspection  and,  therefore,  earlier  diagnosis. 

Contrary  to  the  popular  belief,  it  is  now  pretty  well  estab- 
lished that  exposure  of  the  soldier  to  the  effects  of  gas  plays 
little  or  no  part  in  the  occurrence  of  breakdowns  from  tuber- 
culosis. Many  of  these  men  would,  perhaps,  have  broken  down 
had  they  continued  in  civil  life,  and  not  a  few  Avere  tuberculous 
previous  to  their  entering  the  army. 

The  real  cause,  though,  of  such  breakdowns  as  are  directly 
attributable  to  service,  is,  probably,  the  stress  of  training  and 
active-service  conditions,  and  the  exposure  to  which  the  soldier 
is  subjected,  particularly  in  the  trenches.  The  new  pension 
regulations  which  have  recently  been  drawn  up  for  the  benefit 
of  these  men  who  have  developed  tuberculosis  in  the  army  are 
fairly  liberal,  but  none  too  much  so,  for  the  sanatorium 
graduate  has  a  hard  row  to  hoe  during  the  first  six  months  or  a 
year  after  leaving  the  sanatorium  because  of  the  popular  pre- 
judice that  persists  in  regard  to  the  disease. 

A  few  extra  dollars  in  the  pocket  may  mean  the  avoidance 
of  a  relapse  at  this  critical  stage  when,  otherwise,  the  convales- 
cent consumptive  would  be  forced  by  the  fears  of  his  fellows 
to  conceal  his  weakness  and  attempt  to  work  in  competition  with 
the  healthy  worker  during  this  after-sanatorium  period.  Such 
a  course  not  infrequently  leads  to  a  second  breakdown  and  to 
months  of  invalidism.  May  the  public  speedily  realize  that 
the  sanatorium-trained  and  conscientious  consumptive  is  a 
menace  to  no  one,  while  the  unfortunate  individual  who  is 
ignorant  in  regard  to  his  disease  and  the  precautions  which 
must  be  taken  constitutes  the  real  source  of  danger  to  the  com- 
munitv.

SECOND  ANNUAL  MEETING  OF  THE  ALBERTA 
HOSPITAL  ASSOCIATION 


The  second  annual  meeting  of  the  Alberta  Hospital  Association 
took  place  as  a  conjoint  meeting  with  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
Alberta  Association  of  Eegistered  Curses  in  Calgary  on  October 
20,  21  and  22,  1920. 

There  were  forty-one  delegates  present  from  the  sixty-odd 
hospitals  all  over  the  Province,  some  of  whom  had  to  come  very 
great  distances  in  order  to  attend,  and  seventy-seven  visitors 
registered  their  names,  although  this  total  was  greatly  exceeded 
at  both  evening  sessions.  There  can  be  no  doubt  that  the  idea 
of  a  conjoint  meeting  was  a  good  one  and  of  great  help  in  en- 
suring the  success  of  and  interest  taken  in  the  affairs  of  both 
societies.  A  conjoint  report  of  the  proceedings  is  to  be  printed, 
and  will  be  distributed  later  on. 

The  first  duty  of  the  Alberta  Hospital  Association  in  accord- 
ance with  the  resolution  formed  at  th€  initial  meeting  last  year 
was  to  adopt  a  constitution,  of  which  the  following  are  the  most 
important  features: 

1.  Purpose :  To  correlate  as  much  as  possible  the  work  and 
aims  of  the  hospitals  of  the  province- with  those  of  the  Depart- 
ments of  Health  of  the_  Provincial  and  Federal  Governments. 

2.  Officers:  The  ofiicers  shall  be: — Honorary  President,  the 
Hon.  "the  Minister  of  Public  Health,  President,  Yice-President. 
Secretary-Treasurer  and  an  Executive  Committee  of  Five. 

3."  Membership :  Members  shall  be  of  three  classes: 

A.  Active  Members  J  having  the  right  to  vote  at  the 
annual  meeting  of  the  Association^  shall  be  delegates 
chosen  by  (a)  Hospital  Boards,  having  paid  the  dues 
hereinafter  set  forth,  which  bodies  shall  be  entitled  to 
send  delegates  in  numbers  proportionate  to  the  size  of 
the  hospital  they  control,  that  is  to  say :    An  hospital  of 
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twenty  beds  and  under,  one  delegate;  an  hospital  of 
twenty  beds  to  fifty  beds,  two  delegates;  an  hospital  of 
fifty  beds  and  under  one  hundred  beds,  three  delegates ; 
an  hospital  over  one  hundred  beds,  four  delegates. 

(h)  The  University  of  Alberta^  which  for  the  pur- 
pose of  sending  delegates  shall  be  regarded  as  an  or- 
ganization equivalent  to  the  largest  class  of  hospital  in 
the  Province. 

(c)  The  Alberta  Medical  Society, 

(d)  The  Alberta  Association  of  Registered  Nurses: 
Both  of  which  organizations  shall  be  regarded  individ- 
ually as  organizations  equivalent  to  the  largest  class  of 
hospital  in  the  Province. 

(e  and  /)  Local  Medical  and  Nursing  Associa- 
tions: Each  of  w^hich  shall  be  regarded  as  the  equivalent 
of  an  hospital  of  fifty  beds  and  individually  entitled  to 
the  sending  of  two  delegates. 

(g)  The  Alberta  Branch  of  the  Red  Cross  Society, 
and 

(h)  The  Alberta  Society  for  the  Prevention  of 
Tuberculosis:  Each  of  which  organizations  shall  be  in- 
dividually entitled  to  send  two  delegates. 

B.  Associate  Members,  having  no  right  to  vote  at  the 
annual  meeting,  shall  include  attending  doctors,  nurses, 
members  of  Trustee  Boards  and  others  engaged  in  or 
interested  in  hospital  work. 

C.  Honorary  Members,  having  no  right  to  vote  at 
the  annual  meeting,  shall  include  all  persons  w^ho,  for 
various  reasons,  from  time  to  time  are  chosen  to  be 
such  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Association. 

Membership  fees  wall  be  collected  from  hospitals  only  ac- 
cording to  the  subjoined  scale,  and  there  will  be  no  individiml 
subscriptions.  Other  organizations  having  the  right  to  send 
delegates  shall  do  so  free  of  all  charge. 

4.  Election  of  Officers:  At  the  first  business  session 
of  each  annual  meeting  a  nominating  committee  of  five  active

members  shall  be  named  by  the  presiding  officer.  It  shall  be 
the  duty  of  this  committee  to  submit  to  the  house  at  the  time 
set  for  the  election  of  officers,  a  report  setting  out  the  nominees 
chosen  by  it.  To  the  names  thus  reported,  it  shall  be  possible 
for  the  house  in  open  iiieeting  to  make  what  additions  it  may  see 
fit,  so  that  election,  if  necessary,  may  be  held  by  ballot. 

Officers  may  be  elected  from  all  members  present  as  dele- 
gates and  from  all  members  nominated  as  delegates  by  their  re- 
spective organizations  whether  they  may  be  present  at  the  annual 
meeting  or  not. 

5.  Amendment  to  By-Laws:  By-laws  may  be  amended:  (a) 
At  any  annual  meeting  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  active  mem- 
bers present,  provided  that  at  least  four  weeks  notice  of  the 
proposed  amendment  has  been  given  to  all  active  members,  or 
{h)  By  a  unanimous  vote  of  all  active  members  present  approv- 
ing of  the  introduction  of  the  proposed  amendment. 

6.  Membership  Fees:  All  hospitals  paying  the  following 
fees   shall  be  entitled   to  membership  in   this   Association: — 

(a)   An  hospital  of  twenty  beds  and  under  ....  $10.00 

(6)   An  hospital  of  twenty  to  fifty  beds 20.00 

(c)   An  hospital  of  fifty  beds  or  over 30.00 

{d)   An  hospital  of  one  hundred  beds  or  over.  .  .  50.00 

The  following  resolutions  of  the  Executive  Committee  were 
carried  by  the  meeting : — 

1.  The  adaption  of  The  Hospital  Wokld,  Toronto,  Can- 
ada, as  the  official  organ  of  the  Alberta  Hospital  Association. 

2.  The  adoption  of  the  policy  of  meeting  conjointly  with 
the  Alberta  Association  of  Registered  Kurses. 

3.  The  printing  of  a  report  of  the  proceedings  of  the  meet- 
ing conjointly  with  that  of  the  Alberta  Association  of  Registered 
!N"urses. 

4.  The  appointment  of  a  Resolutions  Committee,  named  by 
the  executive. 

The  following  resolutions  were  passed  by  the  meeting : 
1.  Provincial    Committee    on    Hospital    Standardization: 
This  resolution  was  passed  by  the  meeting  in  full  session  after 
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prolonged  and  at  times  rather  acrimonious  discussion^  in  which 
the  point  of  view  of  the  American  College  of  Surgeons  on  one 
hand  and  that  to  the  effect  that  hospital  standardization  should 
come  through  agencies  within  the  Province  on  the  other  were 
equally  ably  represented. 

The  resolution  reads  as  follows : 

That  this  Alberta  Hospital  Association  approves  of  the 
principles  involved  in  the  ^^  Minimum  Standard  "  as  stated  by 
the  American  College  of  Surgeons,  and  believes  that  our  stand- 
ards should  be  at  least  as  high  as  the  standards  for  hospitals 
of  the  size  to  which  those  are  applicable,  hut  in  view  of  the 
existing  conditions  in  the  Province,  the  Alberta  Hospital  Asso- 
ciation favors  the  appointment  of  a  committee  of  this  Associa- 
tion and  the  University  of  Alberta  and  the  Department  of 
Public  Health,  with  the  request  that  they  draw  up  for  the 
government  of  the  hospitals  within  the  Province  a  concrete 
statement  of  standards  as  applicable  to  all  classes  of  our  hos- 
pitals, and  further,  that  this  be  handed  to  the  Resolutions  Com- 
mittee, who  shall  bring  in  a  suggestion  as  to  the  method  of  selec- 
tion of  this  committee. 

The  Resolutions  Committee  reported  in  favor  of  the  ap- 
pointment of  a  committee  of  twelve  to  be  composed  of  two 
representatives  each  from  the  following  organizations: 

1.  The  University  of  Alberta.  2.  The  Alberta  Medical 
Association.  3.  The  Department  of  Health.  4.  Alberta 
Association  of  Registered  Curses.  5.  The  Alberta  Hospital 
Association;  and  6.  Representatives  of  the  Urban  and  Rural 
Municipalities,  and  that  the  executive  bodies  of  these  organiza- 
tions be  asked  to  nominate  their  representatives. 

This  was  approved  by  the  meeting. 

2.  Government  Enforcement  of  the  Keeping  of  Adequate 
Records:  That  whereas  the  Alberta  Hospital  Association  as- 
sembled is  convinced  that  all  hospitals  within  the  Province 
should  keep  some  adequate  records  of  all  cases  treated  by  them 
— That  the  Department  of  Public  Health  be  requested  to  have 
standard  forms  adopted  officially  and  provided  for  the  use  of 
all  hospitals,  and  that  to  that  end  a  committee,  consisting  of  Drs. 
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Archer,  Fisher  and  Fyshe  be  appointed  by  this  convention  to 
examine  and  approve  of  forms  to  be  suggested  to  the  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Health  for  this  purpose,  and  that  upon  the  es- 
tablishment of  such  service,  all  hospitals  receiving  tlie  Govern- 
ment grant  shall  be  required  to  keep  a  minimum  of  such  re- 
cord, such  minimum  to  be  determined  by  the  Department  of 
Public  Health. 

The  use  of  the  word  required  in  this  resolution  was  very 
vigorously  debated,  as  according  to  those  opposing  it  it  savored 
to  much  of  compulsion.  It  was  suggested  that  the  word  re- 
quested be  substituted  for  required,  and  an  amendment,  was 
motioned  and  finally  lost,  to  the  effect  that  the  whole  resolution 
after  the  word  and  above  be  removed.  However,  the  motion 
was  eventually  carried  by  a  satisfactory  majority  after  two 
accounts  had  been  made.  As  the  Honorable  the  Minister  of 
Public  Health,  who  was  present  at  the  meeting,  has  stated  that 
all  the  requests  made  by  the  Hospital  Association  to  the  Pro- 
vincial Government  can  be  very  easily  carried  out  by  it,  it 
practically  means  that  the  enforcement  of  an  adequate  system 
of  record  keeping  will  be  made  at  an  early  date. 

3.  Committee  on  Education  of  Nurses:  That  there  be 
appointed  a  committee  on  the  education  of  nurses  composed  of 
four  members  (Miss  Winslow,  of  Medicine  Hat;  Dean  Rankin, 
of  the  University  of  Alberta;  Dr.  F;^she,  of  Edmonton,  and 
Mayor  Hardie,  of  Lethbridge)  ;  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  enquire 
into  and  report  on  the  possibility  and  probable  cost  of  an  ar- 
rangement being  made  by  which,  with  the  assistance  of  the  Pro- 
vincial Government,  the  purely  steientific  and  theoretical  subjects 
as  distinguished  from  the  professional  or  technical  education  of 
the  nurses  in  training  in  the  Province  may  be  conducted  in  the 
University  of  Alberta,  as  well  as  into  what  arrangements  may 
be  made  with  the  University  of  Alberta  for  the  conduct  of  post- 
graduate courses  for  nurses. 

4.  Inspection  of  Hospitals:  That  whereas  it  is  the  opinion 
of  this  convention  that  it  is  in  tlie  interest  of  uniformity  of  ser- 
vice that  all  hospitals  shall  be. subject  to  a  periodical  inspection 
of  all  their  departments,  that  is  to  say,  all  their  business  and 
sanitary  arrangements,  their  housekeeping  departments,  their 
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training  schools,  the  accommodation  provided  for  the  nurses, 
their  medical  service  and  records,  be  it  resolved  that  the  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Health  be  petitioned  to  establish  such  service  for 
the  hospitals  of  the  Province. 

5.  Provincial  Home  for  Old  People  and  Incurables:  That 
this  conjoint  convention  in  session  memorialize  the  Provincial 
Government  with  regard  to  the  need  of  the  speedy  provision  of 
an  institution  for  the  care  of  the  incurable,  the  aged  and  such 
patients,  other  than  those  suffering  from  infectious  diseases,  for 
whose  maintenance  in  active  treatment  hospitals  are  not  de- 
signed and  whose  presence  therein  precludes  the  beds  they  oc- 
cupy from  being  put  to  their  proper  use. 

6.  Course  of  Study  in  Nursing  Schools  and  Regulations  for 
Examinations:  That  the  Alberta  Hospital  Association  request 
the  Provincial  Government  to  empower  the  University  of  Al- 
berta to  outline  the  course  of  study  for  nurses  in  training  schools 
in  the  Province  and  to  prescribe  the  regulations  governing  the 
examinations  leading  to  the  degree  of  E.IST. 

'  7.  Trained  Attendants:  Whereas  it  has  been  found,  and  is 
believed  to  be  impracticable  to  conduct  the  education  of  the 
trained  attendant  in  any  hospital,  be  it  resolved  that  the  De- 
partment of  Public  Health  be  requested  to  make  arrangements 
for  the  training  of  these  persons,  and  be  it  respectfully  sug- 
gested to  the  Department  of  Public  Health  that  the  Agricultural 
Schools  already  existing  would  form  suitable  media  for  this 
purpose. 

8.  Canadian  National  Hospital  Association:  That  the  Al- 
berta Hospital  Association  in  convention  assembled  realizing 
the  great  importance  of  an  active  Canadian  National  Hospital 
Association,  do  earnestly  entreat  the  executive  of  the  Canadian 
Hospital  Association  to  reorganize  and  arrange  a  convention 
for  1921. 

9.  Western  Canadian  Hospital  Asso^ciation:  That  pending 
the  revival  of  the  Canadian  Hospital  Association,  this  Asso- 
ciation affiliate  with  the  Western  Canadian  Hospital  Associa- 
tion, with  the  distinct  understanding,  that    if    the    National 
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Organization  be  revived,  it  discontinue  its  affiliation  with  the 
Western  Association  and  affiliate  with  the  National  Association. 

The  secretary-treasurer  was  instructed  to  apply  to  the  Pro- 
vincial Government  for  the  incorporation  of  the  society. 

The  election  of  officers  for  the  ensuing  year  was  as  folk)Ws: 
Honorary  President,  Hon.  C.  K.  Mitchell,. Minister  of  Health;

Eeport    of    Eesolutions    Committee    and    action    thereon; 
Election  of  Officers 
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AMERICAN  HOSPITAL  ASSOCIATION 

This  Association  met  in  Montreal  in  October.  In  our  last 
number  we  outlined  its  history  and  growth.  Montreal  did  itself 
proud  in  the  way  of  entertainment.  Mr.  H.  E.  Webster,  of 
our  editorial  staff,  had  everything  in  apple-pie  order  for  the 
meeting.  Mr.  E.  R.  Decary  extended  the  hospitality  of  Mon- 
treal to  the  delegates  in  true  French  fashion.  Dr.  Jos.  How- 
land,  in  his  presidential  address,  reviewed  the  history  of  the 
Association,  as  we  did  in  our  last  number.  He  pointed  with 
pride  to  the  health  of  the  body  and  its  growing  field  of  activities. 
The  Rockefeller  Foundation  has  contributed  funds  for  the  es- 
tablishment of  a  reference  library  dealing  with  hospital  prob- 
lems and  nursing. 

Hospital  plans  are  to  be  collected  and  placed  at  the  disposi- 
tion of  those  desiring  to  consult  them.  .  The  president  suggested 
the  establishment  of  a  bureau  of  standards  and  supplies  during 
the  coming  year,  where  accurate  information  can  be  secured  as 
to  the  latest  ideas  in  hospital  equipment.  Secretary  Warner  in 
his  report  called  attention  to  the  difficulty  of  securing  nurses 
for  years  past  and  the  shortage  of  help — both  of  which  had  given 
much  care  to  hospital  executives. 

The  attendance  at  the  meetiug  was  good.  By  Wednesday 
evening  910  persons  had  registered,  268  of  these  were  personal 
members,  235  were  from  the  United  States  and  thirty-five  from 
Canada.  The  institution  delegates  numbered  136,  only  two 
of  whom  on  that  evening  were  from  Canada.  The  guests  num- 
bered 405,292  American  and  113  Canadian.  I^inety-nine  new 
members  had  been  enrolled,  eighty-five  of  whom  were  Yanks  and 
fourteen  Canucks. 

J.  J.  Weber,  travelling  editor  of  the  Modern  Hospital, 
spoke  on  "  Travelling  Clinics."  He  referred  to  what  had  been 
done  by  the  Montreal  Public  Welfare  Committee  in  the  conduct 
of  these  clinics  and  the  value  of  the  motor  truck  in  connection 
therewith  in  the  Province  of  Quebec,  through  the  assistance  of 
the  Red  Cross.  In  these  clinics  the  main  effort  was  directed 
towards  impressing  on  the  people  the  importance  of  having 
everyone,   especially  children,   frequently  visited   by  the  local 
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physician  in  order  that  disease  and  defects  might  be  dealt  Avith 
in  their  incipiency. 

Dr.  Pliny  0.  Clark,  of  Denver,  Col.,  took  up  the  subject  of 
"  Community  Chests ''  for  the  collection  of  money  to  care  for 
the  indigent  sick.  Appeals  once  a  year  are  made  to  the  public 
by  all  the  hospitals  of  a  town  or  city,  and  all  the  money  collected 
goes  into  a  single  chest  and  is  apportioned  by  a  small  committee 
to  each  institution  on  a  jyro  rata  basis,  according  to  its  needs. 
Referring  to  aid  from  the  state  by  subsidies,  the  speaker  pointed 
out  that  wherever  this  system  had  been  carried  out  by  way  of  a 
lump  sum  appropriation,  as  in  Pennsylvania,  there  has  been 
much  abuse  and  sometimes  considerable  scandal — the  moneys 
Avere  too  often  given  without  a  full  knowledge  as  to  how  the 
funds  were  spent  or  what  the  needs  of  the  institution  were.  In 
cities  like  ^ew  York,  the  money  granted  to  the  ho^fiitals  by  the 
city,  is  distributed  on  a  per  diem  basis.  The  city  pays  the 
voluntary  hospitals  for  the  care  of  a  certain  number  of  indigent 
sick,  but  retains  control  over  the  admissions  to  the  hospitals  and 
has  the  final  decision  as  to  whether  or  not  they  will  pay  for  a 
given  patient.  The  city  also  has  the  right  to  inspect  the  hos- 
pitals and  audit  their  books.  In  other  words,  the  city  enters 
into  a  business  arrangement  with  the  individual  hospital. 

Dr.  Howell  Wright  pointed  out  the  importance  of  the 
financial  consideration  in  hospital  maintenance  and  referred  to 
the  fact  that  in  the  United  States  they  had  during  war  time  a 
"war  chest"  which  accumulated  funds  for  the  Red  Cross  and 
similar  war  activities,  and  at  the  same  time  took  care  of  the 
hospitals.  After  the  war  the  ^'  war  chest ''  idea  wa^  perpetuated 
under  the  name  of  the  /^community  chest,"  the  importance  of 
which  had  come  to  be  recognized  in  taking  care  of  the  large 
numbers  of  indigent  sick  of  the  community,  the  expense  of 
which  must  be  met  from  some  source.  In  some  hospitals  the 
funds  so  collected  were  sup]:>lemeiited  by  endowments  or  by 
special  contributions  made  by  philanthropically  disposed  j)e5[r- 
sons  direct. 

Following  this  session  a  smiling  photograph  of  the  delegates 
was  taken  on  the  steps  of  St.  James'  Cathedral.  Visits  w^ere 
also  made  to  the  far-famed  Bonsecour  Market  and  the  Chateau 
Ramesay.     The  following  a.m.  many  of  the  visitors  climbed 
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Mt.  Eoj^al  before  the  session  opened  and  feasted  their  eyes  on 
the  distant  mountains  which  ^'  unfold  the  colored  landscape/' 
the  magnificent  splendor  of  the  shining  St.  Lawrence,  and  the 
towers,  mansions,  churches,  hotels,  tall  business  houses  in  a 
forest  of  maples  and  elms  gorgeous  in  their  autumnal  foliage. 

Frederick  D.  Greene,  of  New  York,  told  the  convention  of 
the  Ijnited  Hospital  Fund.  Fifty-five  hospitals  in  Gotham 
supported  by  voluntary  gifts  from  those  who  know  not  how  to 
dispose  of  their  wealth,  and  from  others  more  moderately 
circumstanced. 

This  fund  has  opened  a  way  to  the  solution  of  many 
problems,  including  that  of  financing  these  domi  dolores,  iii 
which  over  8,000  bed  patients  and  5,000  dispensary  cases  were 
treated  daily  last  year;  in  other  w^ords — 2,438,811  days  of 
treatment  to  148,529  bed  patients  and  599,806  dispensary  cases, 
which  looks  big. 

The  fund  was  begun  forty-one  years  ago.  It  is  non-sectar- 
ian in  character.  The  committee  includes  representatives  both 
of  hospitals  and  the  contributing  public.  Its  object  is  to  pro- 
mote co-operation,  to  raise  hospital  standards,  and  to  secure 
money  to  provide  for  free  service  to  the  needy  poor  who  con- 
stitute more  than  half  of  all  who  are  treated.  It  costs  ten  and 
a  half  million  dollars  a  year  to  run  these  hospitals.  Their  free 
work  creates  an  annual  deficit  of  over  three  million  dollars, 
which  must  be  secured  by  voluntary  contributions.  One-third 
of  this  is  now  raised  by  the  United  Hospital  Fund,  whose  re- 
ceipts are  rapidly  growing.  The  money  collected  is  distributed 
by  a  committee  of  distinguished  citizens  who  take  into  account 
the  amount  and  quality  of  the  free  service  given  by  each  hos- 
pital. Mr.  Greene  says  the  hospitals  are  not  imposed  on  by 
the  sick  poor,  who  are  ready  to  pay  what  they  can.  This  is 
shown  by  the  fact  that  during  recent  years  the  number  of  free 
patients  has  greatly  dropped,  while  the  ward  paying  patients 
have  correspondingly  risen  in  number.  Those  who  do  pay  the 
regular  ward  rates,  pay  but  a  small  part  of  the  cost.  Since 
1914  the  cost  of  the  United  Hospitals  has  risen  ninety-five  per 
cent.  The  cost  would  be  much  larger  but  for  the  fact  that  the 
doctors  charge  nothing  for  their  services  in  treating  the  ward 
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patients  (which  comprise  three-quarters  of  the  total  number 
treated).  This  great  gift,  on  the  part  of  the  medical  fraternity, 
is  characteristic  of  other  cities  also  and  constitutes  a  challenge 
to  laymen  to  equal  in  generosity  the  medical  men  by  providing 
the  necessary  expenses  of  running  the  hospitals. 

The  speaker  holds  that  the  health  of  each  is  the  concern  of 
all.  The  most  fair  and  economical  programme  is  to  keep  every- 
body well.  He  believes  the  time  will  come  when  facilities  for 
medical  and  surgical  care  of  the  entire  population  will  be  made 
as  accessible  and  free  as  are  our  public  school  facilities  at 
present.  We  ought  to  stamp  out  disease  as  we  stamp  out  fire, 
without  regard  to  whose  house  is  burning  or  whether  the  owner 
can  pay  the  fire  department  or  not. 

Sister  Gabrielb,  of  the  Order  of  Grey  N'uns,  gave  an  out- 
line of  the  work  of  her  order,  which  has  been  doing  social  ser- 
vice work  among  the  poor  and  suffering  on  this  continent  for 
over  a  century.  She  referred  to  the  hospitals  founded  all  over 
the  continent  by  her  order.  During  the  past  century  they  had 
coped  in  Montreal  with  epidemics  of  typhus,  smallpox,  diph- 
theria and  influenza.  Care  of  the  poor  was  their  especial  w^ork ; 
they  found  that  much  of  the  misery  they  encountered  was  due 
to  illness.  The  mother-house  has  opened  fifteen  hospitals,  the 
first  branch  having  been  established  in  Toledo. 

Subsidiary  houses  have  been  established — particularly  in 
the  west.  Sister  Gabrielle  considers  that  a  high  standard  of 
education  is  not  necessary  for  nurses.  Practical  ability  and 
a  good  heart  are  the  first  requisites.  To  maintain  too  high  a 
standard  will  shut  out  from  the  nursing  profession  many  desir- 
able applicants. 

Dr.  W.  W.  Seymour,  Commissioner  of  Public  Health  for 
Saskatchewan,  testified  to  the  efficiency  of  the  hospitals  in 
charge  of  the  Grey  Kuns  in  his  province.  They  were  quite  up- 
to-date  and  had  introduced  the  latest  scientific  features.  The 
Holy  Cross  hospital  in  Alberta  was  the  first  to  comply  with  the 
hospital  standards  imposed  by  the  American  College  of 
Surgeons. 

Mrs.  iN".  F.  Cummings,  managing  editor  of  the  Social  Sei*- 
vice  Quarterly,  in  'New  York,  was  a  visitor  at  the  Association. 
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To  the  i^ress  she  said  that  the  original  hospital  social  service 
carried  on  by  the  English  hospitals  was  conducted  by  the  Lady 
Almoners  who  had  worked  voluntarily  in  connection  with  the 
hospitals  as  far  back  as  the  17th  century.  In  the  United  States 
social  work  in  direct  connection  with  the  hospitals  of  the  large 
cities  was  begun  about  1890,  but  was  limited  in  operations  until 
about  twelve  years  ago,  when  it  received  a  fresh  impetus,  in- 
creased volume  and  eifectiveness  until  the  outbreak  of  the  war, 
when  it  received  a  decided  set-back.  It  is  now  growing  again 
and  assuming  large  proportions.  About  fifty-two  per  cent,  of 
the  hospital  social  workers  are  graduate  nurses,  who  have  taken 
a  social  training  after  finishing  their  nursing  course.  The 
remaining  forty-eight  per  cent,  have  not  been  trained  as  nurses. 
Other  things  being  equal,  nurses  make  the  most  efficient  workers 
in  the  Social  Service  Department  hospitals. 

Miss  Lily  E.  Barry,  of  the  Catholic  Social  Service  Guild, 
Montreal,  spoke  of  occupational  therapy  and  the  placing  of  the 
handicapped  by  her  society.  She  explained  the  complete 
system  which  had  been  evolved  for  the  care  of  those  who  were 
physically  or  mentally  handicapped.  They  had  completed  a 
chain  which  had  linked  the  hospital,  the  convalescent  home,  the 
Catholic  Social  Guild  and  the  Loyola  School  of  Sociology  where 
workers  are  trained.  Educational  therapy  could  not  be  at- 
tempted in  the  regular  hospitals.  Patients  should  be  moved  to 
convalescent  homes  as  soon  as  possible.  In  all  these  homes,  as 
in  special  institutions  for  the  handicapped,  the  sisters  in  charge 
give  valuable  instruction  to  the  patients  and  encourage  the 
patients  to  w^ork  as  a  curative  measure.  The  result  is  that 
many  men  and  women,  who  ai^e  apparently  hopelessly  crippled 
by  disabilities  of  various  kinds,  are  enabled  to  become  useful 
citizens.  The  Catholic  Social  Service  Guild  steps  in  and  pro- 
vides employment  for  those  who  have  proved  themselves  capable 
of  doing  useful  work. 

Mr.  M.  M.  Davis  spoke  of  the  necessity  of  standardizing 
training  requirements  for  workers  and  of  methods  of  work  in 
connection  ^\iih  social  service.  There  were  now  some  2,500 
social  service  w^orker  in  the  L^nited  States.  The  American 
Hospital  Association  had  recently  completed  a  survey  of  work 
done  by  them   throughout   the  country.      The  presentation  of 
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these  tiiidiugs  wicS  one  of  the  items  on  the  programme  of  this 
meeting.  These  would  be  of  interest,  not  only  to  the  workers 
themselves,  but  also  to  the  executives  of  hospitals  and  to  the 
community  as  a  whole.  A  thorough  course  of  training  was 
imperative  before  eifective  work  could  be  done  in  hospital  social 
service  work.  Hospitals  which  were  contemplating  the  open- 
ing of  such  a  department  were  advised  to  do  nothing  until  they 
had  obtained  the  services  of  a  worker  who  was  thoroughly  com- 
petent in  such  work,  as  mistakes  in  administration  of  such 
departments  led  to  confusion  and  serious  results  generally.  As 
this  phase  of  hospital  work  became  more  and  more  developed 
the  Association  would  give  it  a  larger  place  on  the  programme. 
There  were  about  100  hospital  social  workers  at  the  meeting. 

Dr.  Anna  M.  Eichardson,  Field  Secretary,  had  visited  sixty 
Social  Service  Departments  throughout  the  continent,  with  a 
view  to  evolving  some  progressive  policy  in  connection  there- 
with. 

Mr.  Wade  Wright  discussed  the  subject  of  industrial  clinics 
in  general  hospitals.  The  speaker  is  in  charge  of  the  Indus- 
trial Department  of  Harvard.  He  pointed  out  that  many  in- 
dustries were  now  able  to  maintain  their  clinics  and  first  aid 
departments.  Some  of  them,  instead  of  having  their  own  or- 
ganizations for  this  purpose,  were  giving  their  support  to  some 
hospital,  the  hospital  thus  realizing  its  full  purpose  in  thus 
meeting  the  demands  of  the  industrial  community. 

In  the  out-patient. section,  the  '^  Dispensary  of  the  Future  " 
was  discussed.  It  was  pointed  out  that  the  dispensaries  of  to- 
day are  the  health  centres  of  to-morrow,  and  constitute  a  link 
between  the  curative  medicine  of  the  hospital  and  the  pre- 
ventive medicine  of  the  public  health  programme.  Such  dis- 
pensary, in  addition  to  taking  care  of  the  ordinary  ambulatory 
patient,  would  include  in  its  scope  pre-natal  care,  child  welfare, 
treatment  and  ])revention  of  tuberculosis,  and  dental  treatment. 

Dr.  F.  E.  Sampson,  Superintendent  of  the  Greater  Com- 
munity Hospital  of  Creston,  Iowa,  gave  a  paper  on  "  Community 
Hospitals  as  a  Solution  of  the  Kural  Health  Problem."  He 
described  the  origin  and  growth  of  such  a  hospital  in  his  own 
state,  in  which  was  concentrated  and  developed  all  the  public 
health  agencies   of  a  number  of  counties,   representing  some 
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4j000  square  miles  of  territory.  In  this  institution  was  co- 
ordinated all  tlie  forces— church,  societies,  medical  and  public 
health.  From  this  hub  radiated  all  the  health  activities  of  the 
district. 

Dr.  W.  W.  Seymour,  of  Regina,  described  the  constitution 
and  operation  of  their  excellent  hospital  law  in  Saskatchewan. 
This  act  we  published  in  full  in  a  recent  number  of  this  journal 
and  to  it  the  reader  is  referred. 

Commercial  Exhibits. 

The  Windsor  Hotel  looked  somewhat  like  a  small  hospital 
when  the  eighty-three  exhibitors  got  all  their  stuff  in  place — 
surgical,  medical,  culinary,  laundry,  et  cetera.  Hundreds 
visited  the  show,  and  were  shown  the  goods  by  courteous  repre- 
sentatives of  the  various  firms  whose  goods  were  on  exhibition. 
The  rubber  exhibit,  in  which  were  shown  the  processes  in  the 
evolution  of  a  hot-water  bottle,  was  viewed  with  great  interest. 
An  X-ray  machine  was  in  operation,  and  a  miniature  steam 
laundry  was  at  work.  Books  and  boots,  canned  goods,  meta- 
bolism apparatus,  restorative  bellows,  signalling  devices,  hos- 
pital plans, — all  attracted  great  attention. 


SECOND  ANNUAL  MEETING  OF  THE  ONTARIO 
NEURO-PSYCHIATRIC  ASSOCIATION 


The  second  meeting  of  the  Ontario  ]*^euro-Psychiatric  Asso- 
ciation was  held  at  the  Ontario  Hospital,  Whitby,  on  September 
15th,  1920.  It  consisted  of  a  morning  and  an  afternoon  ses- 
sion, beginning  at  11.45  a.m.  and  ending  about  6  p.m.  There 
was  a  very  large  attendance  present  made  up  of  both  general 
practitioners  from  the  surrounding  district  and  Toronto,  and 
physicians  engaged  especially  in  nervous  and  mental  work.  The 
new  hospital  was  thrown  open  to  the  visitors  and  every  oppor- 
tunity afforded  for  a  thorough  inspection  of  its  various 
departments. 
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The  morning  session  was  opened  by  the  President,  Dr. 
Edward  Ryan,  of  the  Ontario  Hospital,  Kingston,  who  spoke  of 
the  encouragement  which  the  executive  had  received  since  the 
formation  of  the  new  Association.  He  also  expressed  regret  at 
the  untimely  death  of  Dr.  Chas.  Doherty,  Superintendent  of  the 
British  Columbia  Hospital  for  Insane,  Westminster,  B.C.,  who 
had  been  very  anxious  to  make  the  Association  Dominion  wide. 
Dr.  J.  H.  Mullin,  President  of  the  Ontario  Medical  Association, 
addressed  the  meeting  on  behalf  of  reorganization  of  the  Medi- 
cal Profession  in  Ontario,  urging  that  every  physician  become  a 
member  of  the  Ontario  Medical  Association  and  take  a  personal 
interest  in  the  very  important  problems  which  were  up  for  con- 
sideration at  the  present  time.  Dr.  Mullin's  address  was  fol- 
lowed by  the  regular  programme  for  the  meeting,  consisting  of 
the  following  papers : — 

1.  '*  Conception  and  Aims  of  the  Ontario  Hospital,  Whit- 
by," by  Dr.  J.  M.  Forster,  Superintendent. 

In  this  paper  Dr.  Forster  traced  the  conception  and  growth 
of  the  Whitby  Hospital  and  described  briefly  the  plan  of  it. 
The  paj3er  was  a  brief  and  concise  pronouncement  of  what  had 
been  done  in  the-  past  and  what  it  was  proposed  to  do  in  the 
future.  It  was  discussed  by  Dr.  Edward  Ryan,  Kingston,  who 
emphasized  the  fact  that  the  Ontario  Hospitals  were  for  the 
poor  and  the  rich  alike,  and  that  that  was  the  reason  w^hy  there 
were  no  private  wards  in  these  hospitals.  The  paper  was  fur- 
ther discussed  by  Dr.  Mullin,  Hamilton ;  Dr.  Kaiser,  Oshawa ; 
Dr.  Hobbs,  Guelph;  and  W.  W.  Dunlop,  Inspector  of  Prisons 
and  Public  Charities,  Toronto. 

The  second  paper  read  was  that  of  Col.  C.  S.  McVicar  on 
"  Shell  Shock."  This  was  an  explanation  of  the  mechanism  of 
"  Shell  Shock  "  from  the  psychological  point  of  view.  Col. 
McVicar  showed  that  what  was  called  "  Shell  Shock  "  was  really 
a  compromise  of  the  conflict  of  the  herd  instinct  in  man  with  the 
instinct  for  self-preservation.  This  paper  was  di&cussed  by 
Drs.  Bailey  and  Browm,  of  Toronto ;  Dr.  C.  B.  Farrar,  Ottawa, 
and  Dr.  Neely,  Hamilton. 

The  next  paper  on  the  programme  was  that  of  Dr.  J.  W. 
Crane  of  the  Western  University  Medical  College,  London.  He 
gave  a  very  interesting  talk  on  "  The  Use  and  Abuse  of  Purga- 
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tives."  He  dealt  especially  with  Mercury,  Mag.  "Sulphate  and 
Castor  Oil.  He  made  an  appeal  to  the  profession  to  discard 
the  ^'  shot  gun  ''  prescriptions  put  up  by  the  drug  houses,  and 
prescribe  instead  one  or  at  the  most  two  simple  drugs  at  a  time. 
It  was  only  in  this  way,  he  pointed  out,  that  definite  conclusions 
could  be  drawn  as  to  the  effects  of  certain  drugs.  Prof.  V.  E. 
Henderson,  of  Toronto  University,  discussed  this  paper,  and 
supported  Dr.  Crane's  appeal  for  simple  medication. 

Dr.  Wallace  Scott,  of  Toronto,  read  a  paper  on  "  Cerebral 
Localization,"  in  w^hich  he  dealt  extensively  with  the  advan<»es 
made  in  Cerebral  topography.  This  paper  was  based  upon 
work  the  author  did  while  acting  as  chief  surgeon  of  military 
hospitals  overseas.  It  was  discussed  by  Dr.  R.  T.  Maclaren, 
Whitby. 

Dr.  Goldwin  Howland  read  a  paper  on  ^'  The  Cleavage  be- 
tween the  Neuroses  and  the  Psychoses,''  in  which  he  em- 
phasized the  need  of  considering  these  branches  of  medicine  as 
a  unit  and  denied  that  there  was  any  artificial  line  dividing  the 
two.  This  paper  was  discussed  by  Dr.  F.  S.  Yrooman  of  the 
Ontario  Hospital,  Toronto. 

Dr.  Eric  K.  Clarke,  Toronto,  read  a  paper  upon  '^  The 
Problem  of  the  Mentally  Defective  Children  in  the  Toronto 
Public  Schools/'  in  which  he  showed  that  as  a  result  of  a  survey, 
which  had  been  made  in  Toronto,  it  was  found  that  1.66  per 
cent,  of  the  school  children  were  mentally  defective.  This 
paper  was  discussed  by  Dr.  Goldwin  Howland,  Toronto;  Dr. 
Alex.  McKay,  Toronto;  Dr.  G.  S.  Strathy,  Toronto;  Dr.  J.  G. 
Fitzgerald,  Toronto;  Dr.  C.  B.  Farrar,  Ottawa,  and  Air.  W.  W. 
Dunlop,  Toronto. 

Dr.  W.  E.  Jafli'ray,  of  Hamilton,  read  a  paper  on  ''  The  Re- 
sults in  Routine  Wassermann  Examinations  in  the  Ontario  Hos- 
pital, Hamilton,'^  in  which  he  gave  the  percentage  of  positive 
Wassermanns  out  of  633  consecutive  tests  at  the  Ontario  Hos- 
pital, Hamilton,  as  6.3  per  cent.  This  paper  was  discussed  by 
Dr.  Crawford,  Ontario  Hospital,  Whitby;  Dr.  Robinson,  On- 
tario Hospital,  London ;  Dr.  J.  W.  S.  McCullough,  Provincial 
Health  ^Officer,  and  Dr.  Goldwin  Howland,  Toronto. 

Dr.  G.  H.  Stevenson,  Ontario   Hospital,    London,    read    a 
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paper  on  the  ''  Review  of  Psychiatric  Conditions  in  Massachu- 
setts/' giving  the  resnlt  of  his  observations  during  a  month  he 
spent  in  Boston  and  other  centres.  This  paper  was  discussed 
by  Mr.  James  Govan,  Provincial  Architect. 

The  last  paper  on  the  programme  was  by  Dr.  K.  R.  Mait- 
land,  Ontario  Hospital,  Kingston  upon  ''Huntingdon's  Chorea," 
in  which  a  complete  description  of  the  disease  was  given  and 
some  case  reports  presented  as  illustrations.

NURSES'    GRADUATION    AT    THE    TORONTO 
HOSPITAL  FOR  INCURABLES 


Decked  with  exquisite  crimson  carnations  and  pink  roses,  the 
assembly  room  of  the  Hospital  for  Incurables  looked  most  at- 
tractive on  October  29th,  when  a  large  number  of  the  friends 
of  the  institution  gathered  for'  its  forty-sixth  annual  meeting 
and  for  the  graduating  exercises  of  the  Training  School  for 
Curses.  Mr.  xlmbrose  Kent  acted  as  Chairman,  and  the  open- 
ing devotional  service  was  conducted  by  Rev.  Canon  Plumptre. 

Miss  E.  M.  Cook,  in  presenting  her  (Sujierintendent's  report, 
told  of  217  patients  now  in  the  hospital.  During  the  year  293 
were  treated,  and  there  were  seventy-nine  admissions,  sixteen 
discharges,  eleven  transfers  and  forty-nine  deaths.  Miss  Groat, 
the  Secretary-Treasurer,  reported  a  deficit  of  $21,489,  this  being 
an  advance  of  $12,094  over  the  previous  year.  Total  disburse- 
ments were  $142,003,  and  receipts  amounted  to  $129,908. 

In  commenting  upon  the  deficit  Mr.  Kent  pointed  out  that 
it  was  only  necessary  to  have  more  people  visit  the  institution 
and  money  would  be  forthcoming.  He  cited  cases  of  visitors 
having  been  deeply  impressed  by  the  fidelity  of  the  nursing  staff 
and  the  cheerfulness  of  the  patients. 

Dr.  W.  H.  B.  Aikins  presented  the  report  of  the  Medical 
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Board.  Only  fortj-nine  deaths  occurred  during  the  year  and 
the  general  health  of  the  inmates  had  been  good.  During  the 
various  epidemics  the  hospital  had  been  placed  under  quaran- 
tine, thus  greatly  reducing  the  danger  of  an  outbreak  of  con- 
tagious diseases. 

A  reference  was  made  by  Miss  Cook  to  the  opening  of  a 
workshop  in  the  basement  of  the  building.  Specimens  of  the 
output  of  this  shop  were  on  view  in  the  main  entrance  and  in- 
cluded among  other  things,  a  cleverly  designed  and  skilfully 
manufactured  dolFs  house.  There  was  also  a  fine  exhibit  of 
basketry,  the  work  of  two  blind  patients.  At  the  National  Ex- 
hibition three  first  and  two  special  prizes  were  carried  off  by 
inmates  of  the  hospital. 

The  resolution  adopting  the  reports  was  moved  by  Mr.  R.  S. 
Gourlay  and  seconded  by  Colonel  Noel  Marshall,  both  of  whom 
made  short  speeches.  The  names  of  the  Board  of  Manage- 
ment for  the  ensuing  year  were  also  read,  and  are  as  follows :

The  entrance  at  this  point  of  a  bevy  of  white-robed  nurses 
marked  the  beginning  of  the  graduating  exercises  of  the  Train- 
ing School  for  Nurses.  Dl*.  C.  J.  Hastings  addressed  the  grad- 
uating class,  congratulating  the  members  on  their  excellent  rec- 
ord and  on  the  fact  that  they  had  received  their  training  at  the 
Hospital  for  Incurables.  '^  It  is  difficult  to  conceive  of  a  better 
school  for  character-building  than  an  institution  of  this  kind," 
said  Dr.  Hastings.  , 
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Miss  Cook,  in  her  report  on  the  nurses'  work,  referred  to  the 
introduction  of  an  eight-hour  day  as  being  most  beneficial  to 
the  general  health  of  the  staff.  She  spoke  also  of  the  unselfish 
service  rendered  by  the  nurses,  and  stated  that  it  was  unusual 
to  hear  any  of  them  mention  an  unkind  word  that  might  have 
been  spoken  by  the  patients. 

Diplomas  and  class  pins  were  presented  by  Mrs.  Grant  Mac- 
donald,  and  the  gold  medal  for  general  proficiency  and  highest 
standing  in  final  examinations,  given  by  Mr.  Ambrose  Kent 
and  awarded  to  Miss  Helena  Hamilton,  was  presented  by  Mrs. 
Kent.  Two  silver  medals,  given  by  the  Examining  Board  and 
awarded  to  Miss  Valma  Irvine  and  Miss  Isabel  Hewitt,  were 
presented  by  Miss  Mortimer  Clark.  The  prize  for  neatness  of 
room  and  person,  given  by  Mrs.  R.  B.  Hamilton  and  awarded  to 
Mrs.  Cox,  was  also  presented  by  Miss  Clark. 

The  six  graduates  were :  Mrs.  Cox,  Miss  Valma  Irvine,  Miss 
Isabel  Hewitt,  Miss  Helena  Hamilton,  Miss  Mary  Connell  and 
Miss  Minnie  Maclennan. 


WOMEN'S    COLLEGE     HOSPITAL,    TORONTO, 
HAD   A  MOST  SUCCESSFUL   YEAR 


A  STORY  of  remarkable  progress  was  revealed  at  the  annual 
meeting  of  the  Corporation  of  the  Women's  College  Hospital 
and  Dispensary,  held  at  the  Curses'  Residence,  149  Rusholme 
Road,  on  November  3rd,  with  the  President,  Mrs.  A.  0.  Ruther- 
ford, in  the  chair.  The  Rev.  Canon  Skey  conducted  the  de- 
votional exercises,  after  which  Miss  Mary  Lowry,  the  secretary, 
gave  a  brief  report  of  the  year's  accomplishments,  including  the 
starting,  in  the  summer,  of  an  X-ray  Department  and  a  Patho- 
logical Department.  She  told  of  the  demand  for  increased  ac- 
commodation for  the  nursing  and  domestic  staff,  ^nd  also 
patients  constantly  turned  away.  If  it  were  possible  to  open 
a  new  obstetrical  wing  at  once,  she  said,  it  would  be  possible  to 
put  it  into  immediate  and  active  use. 

The  Treasurer,  Miss  Sade  Warner,  reported,  in  the  capital 
account,  receipts  amounting    to   $9,575.74,    and    a   balance  of 
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$169.92,  and  in  the  maintenance  account  receipts  of  $46,168.10, 
and  disbursements,  $46,741.89,  making  a  deficit  of  about 
$500. 

Mrs.  E.  H.  Cameron  reported  that  the  auxiliary  to  the  hos- 
pital had  maiie  $540  for  the  hospital,  all  but  $32  of  which  had 
already  been  spent  on  various  needs  of  the  hospital  and  resi- 
dence. Some  sewing  had  also  been  done  and  assistance  given 
in  a  garden  party  arranged  by  Miss  Warner. 

Dr.  Minerva  Reid's  medical  report  told  of  a  most  satisfac- 
tory state  of  things,  a  great  advance  over  last  year.  There  had 
been  367  obstetrical  cases,  175  medical  cases,  with  twenty  deaths 
(which,  in  consideration  of  the  influenza  epidemic,  w^as  very 
few),  and  459  operative  cases,  with  only  two  surgical  deaths. 

The  Superintendent,  Mrs.  Bowman, 'gave  the  fifth  annual 
report  of  the  hospital  since  it  has  been  a  hospital  of  standard 
capacity,  starting  it  with  a  reference  to  the  institution's  humble 
beginning  twenty-four  years  ago.  During  the  past  year,  she 
reported,  there  had  been  985  patients  admitted,  367  births,  a 
total  number  treated  of  1,404,  1,304  discharged,  and  forty-nine 
deaths. 

The  cost  for  each  patient  was  $2.70  a  day,  in  comparison 
with  $2.37  last  year. 

In  the  training  school  a  total  of  twenty-five  nurses  was  re- 
ported. 

Mr.  E.  H.  Cameron,  in  reference  to  Mrs.  Bowman's  report, 
expressed  his  admiration  for  the  management  which  was  able 
to  conduct  such  an  institution  at  a  per  capita  cost  of  $2.70  a  day. 
He  had  recently  visited,  with  Dr.  C.  J.  Hastings  and  a  com- 
mittee, a  number  of  hospitals  in  the  United  States,  and  none  of 
them  had  managed  on  anything  like  that  amount.  ITone  were 
run  for  less  than  $3  a  day,  and  the  cost  ran  from  that  up  to 
nearly  $5. 

Dr.  Margaret  Patterson  moved  a  vote  of  thanks  to  the  cor- 
poration and  staff  of  the  hospital,  while  Dr.  E.  L.  Skinner  Gor- 
don expressed  appreciation  of  the  flowers  sent  by  Lady  Pellatt, 
the  music  contributed  by  Mrs.  French  and  the  Auxiliary's  hos- 
pitality at  the  tea  hour ;  Miss  Brooking  said  thank  you  from  the 
point  of  view  of  the  institutions  the  hospital  was  ever  ready  to 
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help,  and  Dr.  Margaret  Johnston  moved  a  vote  of  thanks  to  the 
vi^omen  of  the  Press. 

A  beautiful  bouquet  of  roses  was  presented  to  Miss  Warner, 
the  Treasurer,  on  behalf  of  the  nurses,  by  a  nurse,  and  Mrs.  F. 
H.  Torrington  presented  Mrs.  Rutherford  with  a  beautiful  bas- 
ket of  yellow  and  bronze  chrysanthemums,  big  and  little  ones 
intermingled.

J.  L.  Trethewey,  Miss  Cleaver,  Mrs.  H.  C.  Cruickshank,  Mrs.

The  Surplus  Property  Division  of  the  War  Department  has 
sold  to  Thompson  &  Kelly  Co.,  of  Boston,  the  remaining  surplus 
of  bandages  and  absorbent  cotton  purchased  for  the  use  of  the 
army  during  the  war.  The  sale  netted  the  Government  more 
than  $1,000,000,  and  the  bandages  aloue  represent  a  quantity 
sufficient  to  supply  the  hospitals  and  surgeons  of  the  United 
States  with  ajl  their  needs  for  at  least  eighteen  months. 

Included  in  the  sale,  which  was  conducted  through  sealed 
bids,  were  a  million  dozen  roller  and  between  2,000,000  and 
2,500,000  compressed  bandages,  and  approximately  2,250,000 
one-ounce  packages  of  absorbent  cotton".

This  text-book  was  prepared  for  the  special  purpose  of 
simplifying  the  work  of  the  pupil  nurses'  first  year.  As  such 
it  is  not  a  text-book  of  practical  nursing  nor  a  book  of  reference, 
btit  it  brings  together  in  concise  form  well  rounded  courses  of 
lessons  in  anatomy,  physiology,  hygiene,  bacteriology,  thera- 
peutics  and  materia  medica  dietetics  and  invalid  cooking.  To 
the  above  has  been  added,  in  this  edition,  a  section  on  elementary 
chemistry  and  some  important  additions  to  the  sections  on 
hygiene  and  therapeutics.  The  subject  matter  is  excellently 
arranged  and  the  cuts  in  the  section  on  anatomy  are  good.  As 
a  first  year  text-book,  when  associated  with  practical  instruction 
in  nursing  technique,  it  should  provide  the  proper  requirements 
for  an  intelligent  foundation  in  nursing,  and  is  to  be  highly 
recommended  for  this  purpose.
